On  motion,  resohed^  that  this  House  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  President  and  Secretary  ailter  viva  voce  nominations,  and 
that  if  there  be  but  one  person  nominated  for  each  office,  the 
election  by  ballot  be  dispensed  with. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt  was  then  nominated  as  President,  and 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon  as  Secretary,  whereupon,  on  motion  had 
separately  on  these  nominations,  it  appeared  that  both  were .

Resolvedf  That  a  committee  of  two  be  appointed  to  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops  that  this  House  is  also  organized  and  ready 
to  proceed  to  business.

The  Committee  on  the  Testimonials  of  Deputies,  reported  to 
the  House  the  following  facts,  viz. :  That  one  of  the  Lay  Depu- 
ties elected  by  the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island  was  a  Student  of 
Theology  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary ;  and  that  in  the 
only  Testimonial  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  viz.:  its 
printed  Journal,  there  was  an  error  in  the  name  of  one  of  the 
Clerical  Delegates; — whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved^  That 
both  of  these  cases,' as  reported  by  the  Committee,  be  referred 
to  a  Special  Committee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lnncey,  Mr.  Chambers,  and  Mr.  Winslow, 
were  appointed  this  committee. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  be  requested  to  appoint,  during 
the  recess  of  this  House,  the  following  Standing  Committees : 
On  the  General  Theological  Seminary ;  the  Domestic  and  Fo- 
reign Missionary  Society ;  Admission  of  New  Dioceses ;  Con^ 
secration  of  Bishops ;  Canons ;  Expenses ;  State  of  the  Church ; 
Unfinished  Business ;  Elections. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  following  Rules  of  Order  of  the 
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last  ConveDtion  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  this,  and  read 
by  the  Secretary  to-morrow  morning. 

Ruks  0f  Order. — 1.  The  Morning  Service  of  the  Church 
shall  be  performed  every  day  during  the  session  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  .When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  House,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  House. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  ana  shall  not  hold  any  private 
discourse. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  person- 
ally interested  in  the  discussion. 

6.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion 
shall  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  post- 
pone it ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  amendment 
shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

11.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep,  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  appoint  a 
gentleman,  not  a  member  of  this  House,  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey  laid  before  the  House,  a  Journal  of 
the  Proceedings  of  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Territory  of  Florida,  with  a  request  that  the  said 
Church  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention ;  whereupon 
on  motion,  resolved,  That  the  said  Journal  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  New  Dioceses,  when  appointed  by  the  Chair. 

Resolved,  that  this  House  hold  its  daily  sessions  from  9  A.  M., 
until  3  P.  M.,  and  that  information  of  the  time  and  place  be  sent 
to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Resolved,  That  when  this  House  adjourn,  it  adjourns  to  meet 
in  St.  Andrew's  Church  to-morrow  morning  at  9  o'clock.

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  Wednesday  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  House  that,  under  the  order 
passed  yesterday,  be  had  appointed  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Morton 
as  his  assistant. 

On  motion,  resolvedy  That  seats  be  provided  for  the  Right 
Reverend  the  Bishops,  when  they  shall  choose  to  attend  the  de- 
liberations of  this  House,  and  that  information  hereof  be  sent  to 
the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  Trustees,  Professors  and  Students  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  and  other  Students  of  Theology,  and 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  may  be  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  during  the  meetings  of  this  Copvention,  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  House. 

Ordered,  that  a  Committee  bo  appointed  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  accommodation  of  the  Bishops,  when  they  attend 
the  deliberations  of  this  House,  and  for  the  appropriating  of  cer- 
tain pews  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  members  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mead,  and  Mr.  Meredith,  were  appointed — 
whereupon  the  house  took  a  short  recess,  and  upon  its  reassem. 
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bling  the  Committee  reported  that  they  had  provided  seats  in 
the  chancel  for  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishops,  and  that  they 
had  appropriated  all  the  pews  on  the  floor  of  the  church,  from 
wall  to  wall,  within  the  tnird  column  from  the  chancel,  to  the 
exclusive  use  of  the  Convention,  and  those  who  have  been  in- 
vited to  attend  its  sittings ;  the  latter  to  occupy  the  pews 
nearest  to  the  walls  of  the  Church,  within  the  reserved  limits  ; 
and  have  appointed  the  sexton  as  doorkeeper,  to  carry  into 
effect  the  arrangements  of  the  Committee. 

The  report  was  concurred  in  by  the  House. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  from  the  several  Dioceses  re- 
presented in  this  Conventioui  shall  be  called  on  to-morrow  to 
state  to  this  House  what  documents  they  have  to  present  to  the 
House,  agreeably  to  Sections  3  and  5  of  Canon  51,  and  to  lay 
the  same  on  the  Secretary's  table ;  and  also  for  the  quota,  if 
unpaid,  required  by  Canon  54,  towards  the  expenses  of  this 
Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  from  each  Diocese  be  requested 
to  present  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention  to-morrow,  the  Cer- 
tificate required  by  the  55th  Canon,  in  relation  to  the  Trustees 
and  funds  of  the  General  Theological  Seminarv.

Moved  and  seconded,  That  the  note  in  the  English  Prayer 
Book  on  the  Table  of  Moveable  Feasts,  according  to  the  several 
days  that  Easter  may  possibly  fall  upon,  be  substituted  in  lieu  of 
the  proposed  addition  on  the  78th  page  of  the  Journal  of  the 
General  Convention  of  1835. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was  resolved^  That  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  Calendar  be  refeixedtoa  Committee  of  three, 
to  consider  and  report  on  the  expediency  of  correcting  at  the 
same  time  another  error  in  the  Calendar  of  March  and  April, 
which  consists  in  the  entire  omission  of  a  note  explaining  cer- 
tain numbers  which  are  prefixed  to  the  several  days  between 
thQ  21st  of  March  and  the  18th  of  April,  both  inclusive ;  also, 
whether  both  omissions  may  not  be  rightly  considered  to  be 
errors  of  the  press  admittihg  of  immediate  correction. 

Resolved^  That  the  same  Committee  consider  and  report 
whether  it  be  not  admissible  in  like  manner  to  recommend  the 
insertion  in  future  editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  a 
note,  similar  to  that  which  is  found  in  Bishop  Mant's  edition, 
subioined  to  the  Rule  to  know  when  the  moveable  Feasts  and 
Holy  Days  begin,  showing  the  ground  of  the  rule  upon  which 
.  Easter  Day,  on  which  the  rest  depend,  is  established. 

Dr.  Mason,  Dr.  Gadsden,  and  Mr.  Meredith,  were  appointed 
this  Committee. 

Dr.  DeLancey,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  the  testimo- 
nials of  Deputies  from  Rhode  Island  and  Mississippi,  presented 
the  following  report  and  resolutions : 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  case  of  the  ffentleman  from 
Rhode  Island,  alleged  to  be  a  student  in  the  General  Theobgical  Semina- 
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17  f  and  also  the  case  of  the  Deputy  from  the  Diooeie  of  MissisBippi,  claim- 
iiig  seats  in  this  Convention,  report — 

That  in  the  case  of  the  Deputy  from  Mississippi,  the  claim  to  a  seat  is 
based  upon  the  printed  Journal  of  the  said  Diocese,  which  Journal  is 
autheniicated  by  the  names  of  both  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
same.  The  name  of  the  Deputy  is  erroneously  spelt  in  the  Journal,  by 
the  substitution  of  the  letter  "D"  for  the  letter  ''L,"  as  the  initial  of  the  mid- 
dle name.  This  error  being  an  immaterial  one,  and  the  names  of  both  the 
Piesident  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  Mississippi  being  affixed  to 
the  Journal,  the  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Deputies  from  Missis- 
sippi, named  in  the  Journal,  are  fully  entitled  to  their  seats,  and  submit  a 
resolution  accordingly. 

In  regard  to  the  case'from  Rhode  Island,  it  appears  that  the  gentleman 
is  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  the  Church,  and  a  student  in  H^  General 
Theological  Seminary. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Church  declares,  that  the  Church  in  each  State 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity, 
**  not  exceeding  four  of  each  order."  The  only  question  which  arises, 
then,  in  this  case  is,  whether  the  claimant  is  of  the  order  of  the  Laity.  If 
he  be,  the  Constitution  has  not  made  it  a  ground  of  exception  to  him,  as  a 
Delegate,  that  he  is  a  Student  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  or  a  Student 
elsewhere,  with  a  purpose  to  chan^  his  character,  and  become  a  clergy- 
man at  a  future  time.  The  Constitution  appears  to  regard  the  Members 
of  the  Church  as  occupying  one  of  these  two  characters.  It  nowhere  no- 
tices a  third  class,  as  composed  of  individuals  occupying  an  intermediate 
position,  nor  does  it  provide  for  the  participation  of  any  such  third  class  in 
her  councils  or  legislation. 

Whether  provision  would  have  been  made  to  meet  the  case  of  those 
who  are  Students  of  Divinity,  and  who  may  for  that  cause  ba  considered 
as  having  less  community  of  feeling  or  interest  with  the  body  of  the  Laity, 
had  such  a  case  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  those  who  framed  the  Con- 
stitution, it  is  not  properly  the  province  of  your  Committee  to  determine. 
They  take  leave,  however,  to  lay,  that  they  deem  it  quite  within  the 
power  of  the  Convention  to  guard,  by  a  canon,  against  the  future  practice 
of  making  such  persons  representatives  of  a  body  with  whom  they  are 
not  so  intimately  affiliated.  In  the  mean  time,  finding  no  clear  constitu- 
tional objection  to  the  claim  of  this  applicant,  they  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

1 .  Resolvedy  That  the  Deputies  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  are  enti- 
tied  to  seats  in  this  Convention. 

2.  Retolvedf  That  Wm.  R.  Babcock  is  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this  Conven- 
tion, as  a  Lay  Deputy  from  Rhode  Island.

Whereupon,  on  motion  had  separately  on  these  resolutions, 
they  were  both  concurred  in  by  the  House,  and  the  following 
Delegates  took  their  seats :

On  motion,  resolved^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  a  Canon  to  prevent 
Candidates  for  Orders  in  the  Church  from  sitting  in  this  House 
as  Lay  Deputies,  and  if  in  their  opinion  it  be  expedient  to  prepare 
and  report  a  Canon. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  to  inquire  iqto  the  expediency  of  preparing  a  CanoD 
regulating  the  mode  of  admission  of  new  Dioceses,  or  of  amend- 
ing the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  admit  Delegates 
to  seats  in  this  House  from  States  and  Territories  not  in  union 
with  this  Convention,  and  to  prevent  the  union  of  any  Diocese 
with  this  Convention  which  shall  not  contain  the  number  of 
Presbyters  requisite  for  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and  which  shall 
not  have  elected  a  Bishop,  and  the  same  been  consecrated,  so  a9 
to  take  his  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops  on  the  full  admission  of 
the  Diocese  into  union  with  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Whereas,  the  authenticity  of  the  Rubric  at  tne  end  of  the  me* 
trical  Hymns  has  been  questioned,  therefore,  resolved^  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  upon  the  Calendar  appointed 
this  morning,  with  instructions  to  ascertain  and  report  to  this 
House  its  proper  merits,  affirming,  (if  heretofore  deficient,)  its 
authority. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to 
inquire  if  any  and  what  alterations  are  necessary  in  Canon  IX, 
of  1832,  in  regard  to  requiring  the  consent  of  both  the  Clerical 
and  Lay  Members  of  Standing  Committees,  to  the  ordination  of 
Candidates'  for  Orders  in  a  shorter  term  than  three  years ;  and 
also  to  inquire  if  any  and  what  alterations  are  necessary  in 
Canon  III,  of  1835,  which  relates  to  those  who  have  officiated 
among  other  denominations  of  Christians,  and  apply  for  Orders 
in  this  Church. 

The  Committee  on  unfinished  business  asked  and  had  leave  to 
fiit  during  the  daily  sessions  of  this  House. 

The  House  adjourned  until  Friday  morning  at  9  o'clock*

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read, 
amended,  and  approved. 

A  motion  to  dispense  with  the  calling  of  the  roll,  previous  to 
the  reading  of  the  minutes,  was  made  and  lost. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  pro- 
posing that  a  joint  Committee  of  that  House,  and  of  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  be  appointed  to  consider  tlie  ex- 
pediency of  adopting  measures  by  this  Convention,  to  provide 
more  effectually  for  education,  in  conformity  with  the  princi- 
ples of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  said  Committee  to 
report  during  the  session  of  the  present  Convention. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  this  House  concurred  in  this  propo- 
sition from  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  appointed,  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  this  House,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanckcl,  Rev. 
Dr.  Lyell,  Rev.  Mr.  Bull,  Mr.  Meredith,  Mr.  Codman,  and  Mr. 
Ogden* 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  pro- 
posing to  this  House  that  a  joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  be 
appointed  to  take  into  consideration  whether  any,  and  if  any, 
what  alterations  are  required  in  the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  inform- 
ing this  House  that  Bishops  Ives,  Doane  and  Oley  were  ap- 
pointed, on  tho  part  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  as  their  Com- 
ipittee. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved^  that  the  House  of  Clerical 
^oid  Lay  Deputies  concur  with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  pro- 
posed measure.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting, together  with  a  memorial  and  documents  from  the  Pri- 
mary Convention  in  Florida,  a  resolution  for  concurrence,  that 
the  said  Diocese  be  received  into  union  with  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  and  documents  were 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  New  Dioceses. 

Certain  documents  of  a  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  with  a  request  that  the

«aid  Church  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  were 
laid  before  the  House — and  having,  on  motion,  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  New  Dioceses,  the  said  Committee  had  leave 
to  retire. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  tranii- 
mitting  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  the  report 
of  the  Kev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  Conservator  of  the  Books^ 
Pamphlets,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and  proposing  that 
the  report  be  referred  to  a  joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses*, 
to  report  to  the  Convention  during  its  present  session. 

The  report  having  been  read,  on  motion,  the  House  of  Cleri- 
cal  and  Lay  Deputies  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  appointed,  as  the  Committee  on  their  part,  the  Rev,  Dr. 
Milnor,  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  Mr.  Binney,  Mr. 
Newton,  and  Mr.  E.  F.  Chambers. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  commu- 
nicating a  preamble  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Faculty  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  on  the  subject  of  a  Standard 
Bible,  together  with  a  resolution  from  the  House  of  Bishops  for 
the  concurrence  of  this  House,  that  the  Committee  be  discharged* 

The  message,  on  motion,  was  laid  upon  the  tabic. 

On  motion,  the  House  resolved  to  proceed  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  Constitution  touching  the 
division  of  Dioceses ;  whereupon,  it  was  moved  and  seconded, 
That  the  proposed  alterations  be  adopted. 

A  communication  from  the  Convention  of  thef  Diocese  of 
New- York  was  read,  expressing  the  concurrence  of  said  Coo* 
vention  in  the  proposed  alteration  of  the  Constitution  touching 
the  Division  of  l)ioc^ses. 

Whereupon,  the  consideration  of  the  motion  for  the  adoption^ 
of  the  proposed  alteration  was  suspended,  in  order  that  thQ 
House  mi^ht  receive  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  the  ad^ 
mission  ofNew  Dioceses. 

The  Committee  on  New  Dioceses,  to  whom  were  referred  the  Message 
of  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  accompanying  documents  from  the 
Primary  Convention  of  the  Protestaut  Episcopal  Church  in  Florida;  and 
also,  the  Memorial  and  Journal  of  a  Convention  of  the  Clergy  and 
Churches  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  report, 

That  it  appears  from  the  said  documents  that  the  Church  in  Florida 
'*  accedes  to,  and  adopts  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  its  aatho<» 
lity  accordingly,"  as  required  by  the  &th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  thd 
Church. 

It  appears,  also,  from  the  fact  of  the  admission  of  the  Church  in  Michi- 
gan, while  a  Territory,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1832,  that  a  prece- 
dent was  established  for  the  admission  of  the  Church  in  the  Torritories  of 
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tbo  United  States  into  union  with  the  Church,  in  the  same  manner  as 
Churohes  in  the  Slates,  as  **  consistent  with  the  meaningr  and  spirit  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Church ;"  the  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that 
this  House  concur  with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  resolution,  *«  That 
the  Diocese  of  Florida  he  received  into  union  with  the  General  Con- 
vention.^' 

The  Committee  also  report,  that  it  appears  from  the  Journal  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Clergy  and  Churches  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  that 
the  Church  in  said  State  accedes  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  its 
authority,  according  to  the  6th  Article  of  the  Church,  and  therefore  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  resolution : 

Ruolvedy  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  the  Diocese  of  Loui- 
fliana  be  received  into  union  with  the  Genertu  Convention.

The  report  of  the  Committee  having  been  read,  it  was  moved 
and  carried,  That  this  House  do  concur  with  the  House  of 
Bishops  in  the  resolution  admitting  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion the  Diocese  of  Florida.  The  following  Deputies  presented 
testimonials  of  their  appointment  from  this  Diocese,  and  took 
their  seats: — The  Rev.  Robert Dyce,  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Saunders, 
Francis  Eppes.  ^. : 

The  House,  on  motion,  agreed  to  the  resolution  reconquered 
by  the  Committee,  relative  to  the  Diocese  of  Louisia^^,  and 
ordered  it  to  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  motion  for  the 
adoption  of  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  Constitution.  After 
debate  had  thereon,  it  was  again  laid  upon  the  table,  in  order  that 
certain  messages  might  be  read  from  the  House  of  Bishops. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  appointed  on  their  part  as  members 
ofthe  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  of  measures  for  education. 
Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  Hopkins  and  Bowen ;  and 
also,  that  they  had  appointed  on  their  part  Bishops  Browneil, 
Ives,and  Mcllvaine  on  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  report  ofthe 
Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  Conservator,  &c. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  commu* 
nicating  to  this  House  the  Triennial  Report  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  together  with  a  resolution 
from  the  House  of  Bishops,  That  if  this  House  do  concur,  it  be 
referred  to  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses.  The  Committee 
on  the  part  of  the  Bishops :  Bishops  Browneil,  Mcllvaine,  and 
Doane.  Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred.  The 
report  was  read  and  referred  to  Messrs.  Gadsden,  Bowman, 
Vi^bld,  Warren,  Stiles,  and  James  S.  3niith,  as  the  Committee 
on  the  part  of  this  House. 
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On  motion,  resolved^  That  the  resolution  for  the  adoption  of 
the  proposed  alterations  of  the  Constitution  be  made  the  order 
of  {he  day  to-morrow  morning,  at  10  o'clock. 

Agreeably  to  the  resolutions  passed  yesterday /the  Delegates 
from  the  several  Dioceses  represented  in  the  Convention,  pre- 
sented to  the  House  the  documents  required  by  the  Canons  61 
and  66,  vrhich,'on  motion,  were  referred  to  the  Committees  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  and  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
respectively. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  to  the  Standing  Committees  there 
be  added  a  Committee  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  and  propositions  submitted 
to  this  Convention  in  relation  to  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  for  this  Session  the  existing  Committee  on 
Typographical  Errors  in  the  Prayer  Book,  be  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Mason  was  substituted  in  place  of  the  Rev» 
H.  M.  Mason,  D.  D.,  not  a  member  of  the  present  House. 

Leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session  was  grant- 
ed to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Jones,  of  Maryland. 

The  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  at  9  o'clock.

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  order  of  the  day  was  suspended,  and  the 
Committee  on  Canons  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  a  Canon  regulating  the  mode  of  admis- 
sion of  new  Dioceses,  of 'of  amending  the  6th  Article  of  the 
Constitution,  so  as  to  admit  to  seats  in  this  House  delegates  from 
States  or  Territories  not  in  union  with  this  Convention,  have 
had  the  subject  committed  to  them  under  consideration,  and 
respectfully  report^  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  the 
practice  of  the  Convention  in  receiving  new  Dioceses  is  as  un- 
exceptionable as  any  that  could  be  devised,  and  that  there  is 
no  need  of  any  legislation  on  the  subject. 

As  to  the  6th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  the  Committee  are 
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of  opinion  that  it  would  bo  inexpedient  to  alter  it.  The  Com- 
tnittee,  therefore,  ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  subject.

The  Committee  on  Canons  submitted  the  following  proposed 
Canon  respecting  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  which,  on  motion, 
was  laid  upon  the  table : 

'*No  person  who  is  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this 
Church,  shall  be  permitted  to  accept  from  any  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, an  appointment  as  a  Lay  Deputy  to  the  House  of  Cleri- 
cal and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention/' 

The  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  laid  upon  the  table 
yesterday,  on  the  subject  of  a  Standard  Bible,  and  proposing, 
(this  House  concurring,)  that  the  Committee  be  discharged,  was, 
on  motion,  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  concurred  in  by  this 
House. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  reported  in  part, 
that  the  following  subjects  appear,  upon  an  examination  of  the 
Journal  of  1835,  to  be  before  the  present  Convention  for  con- 
sideration : 

1.  A  proposed  Canon,  "  On  the  Trial  of  Clergymen,"  which 
was  passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  1835,  and  postponed  by  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  the  present  Session. 
(Vide  pp.  135  and  136  of  the  Journal  of  1835.) 

2.  A  proposed  Canon,  "  On  the  Presentment  of  Bishops,''  (pp^ 
136, 137,)  the  history  of  which  is  similar  to  that  of  the  one  just 
named. 

3.  A  resolution  in  regard  to  typographical  errors  in  editions 
of  the  Prayer  Book,  which  was  referred  to  a  joint  Committee  of 
both  Houses,  with  directions  to  report  to  the  present  Conven- 
tion.   (Vide  p.  24  of  Journal  of  1835.) 

Wm.  Smallwood,  C/iairman. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  so  much  of  said  report  as  refers  to 
proposed  Canons,  be  referred  to  the  Committeer^)n  Canons. 

The  House  proceeded  to  the  order  of  the  day.  After  debate 
thereon,  the  order  of  the  day  was  suspended,  to  have  certain 
messages  read  from  the  House  of  Bishops. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  resolution  for  the 
admission  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana  into  nnion  with  the  Gen- 
eral Convention. 

Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheaton  and  Mr,  Joseph  Lo- 
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veil  presented  testimonials  of  their  appointment  as  Deputies  to 
this  Convention  from  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  and  took  their 
seats. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  af  Bishops,  inform- 
ing the-  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  that  they  had 
adopted  the  following  resolution,  in  which  they  requested  the 
concurrence  of  this  House : 

^  ^Resolved,  ^the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring,) That  this  Convention  does  agree  to  and  ratify  the  altera- 
tions in  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  proposed  in  the  last  General  Con- 
vention." 

The  message,  on  motion,  was  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  com- 
municating to  this  House  a  memorial  from  the  16th  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  another  from  repre- 
sentatives (in  part)  of  the  Churches  in  Georgia,  Florida,  Ala- 
bama, Louisiana  and  Mississippi,  together  with  a  resolution  from 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Dep- 
uties concurring,  the  said  memorials  be  referred  to  a  joint  Com- 
mittee of  both  Hou?es  to  report  thereon.  The  Committee 
named,  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  being  the  Right 
Rev.  Bishops  Bo  wen,  Ives  and  Kempen 

Whereupon,  the  message,  on  motion,  was  laid  on  the  table, 
and  the  House  proceeded  to  resume  the  consideration  of  the 
order  of  the  day,  viz:  the  motion  that  the  proposed  alterations 
of  the  Constitution  be  adopted. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  motion  was  laid  on  the  table,  and 
the  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops  touching  this  subject 
was  taken  up  for  consideration  ;  whereupon,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded,  that  the  resolution  proposed  by  the  House  of  Bishops 
be  concurred  in  by  this  House. 

After  debate  thereon,  the  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops 
was  again  laid  on  the  tablcy  and  the  following  resolution  was 
moved  and  seconded  : — 

JReaoZued,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  fol- 
lowing Amendments  of  the  Constitution  of  the  rrotestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  proposed  in  the 
last  General  Convention,  the  same  having  been  made  known  to 
the  several  State  Conventions  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
Constitution,  be,  and  are  hereby  finally  agreed  to,  and  ratified 
by  this  General  Convention  ;  that  is  to  say — 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  part  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  Territory  thereof  not  now  represented,  may,  at 
any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution ; 
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and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  existing  Dio- 
ceses, may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions : — 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected;  within  the  limits 
of  any  other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless 
with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of  the 
Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Convention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain 
less  than  eight  thousand  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty 
Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year  canonically  resi- 
dent within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly  settled 
in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop. 
Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  existing 
Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  eight  thou- 
sand square  miles,  or  less  than  thirty  Presbyters  who  have  been 
residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the 
Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he 
will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesan 
thereof.  And  the  assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect 
the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one 
elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall 
be  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses 
shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese 
so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent,  until  the 
same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention 
thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two 
or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dio- 
ceses to  which  the  greater  number  of  clergymen  shall  have  be- 
longed prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same 
may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Dioceses. 

Strike  out  the  word  "  States"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  first 
and  second  articles,  except  where  it  follows  the  word  "  United,** 
in  the  first  part  of  the  first  article,  and  insert  in  lieu  of  the  word

wherever  it  occurs  in  the  second,  third  and  fourth  articles,  and 
insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  Diocese." 

Strike  out  the  words  •*  or  District"  in  the  fourth  article. 

Strike  out  the  word  "  State"  in  the  sixth  article,  and  insert  the 
word  "  Diocese." 

Strike  out  the  word  "  States"  in  the  eighth  article,  and  insert 
the  word  "  Dioceses  ;"  and  in  the  eighth  article  strike  out  the 
words  "  or  State"  after  the  words  "  every  Diocese." 
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Strike  out  the  word  "  States  "  in  the  ninth  article,  and  insert 
the  word  '< Dioceses."  Strike  out  the  word  "State*'  in  the 
ninth  article,  and  insert  the  word  '*  Diocesan." 

The  Clerical  and  Lay  Representation  of  New- York  required 
that  the  vote  in,  each  order  should  be  taken  by  Dioceses,  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  the  3d  Article  of  the  Constitution.

So  there  appearing  a  concurrence  of  both  orders,  voting  by 
Dioceses,  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  was  adopted. . 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops,  communicating  a  copy  of  the  resolution  which  has 
been  passed,  and  requesting  their  concurrence  therein. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  to  consider  and  report  whether  any,  and  if  any,  wliat 
new  -Canon  may  be  expedient  in  order  to  provide  for  the  organ- 
ization of  new  Dioceses,  to  be  erected  in  conformity  with  the 
late  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  introducing  a  Canon, 
making  it  obligatory  upon  Ministers  of  this  Church  to  demand 
from  all  persons  who  shall  seek  admission  to  the  communion  of 
the  Church  in  their  respective  parishes,  upon  the  ground  of  a 
removal  from  another  parish  with  which  the^  had  been  united, 
a  certificate  from  the  Rector,  or  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
pastoral  office,  from  the  Church  Wardens  of  the  latter  parish,  that 
the  person  seeking  admission  to  the  communion  was  at  the  time 
of  his  removal  a  communicant  of  regular  standing  in  the  Church, 
and  if  they  deem  the  same  expedient,  to  report  a  Canon  accord- 
ingly. 

A  vacancy  in  the  Committee  on  Typographical  Errors  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  occasioned  by  the  deatn  of  Mr.  Wallace,  was 
suppUed  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Donaldson. 

On  motion,  the  proposed  Canon  touching  the  appointment  of 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  as  Lay  Deputies,  was  taken  up  for 
consideration  and  passed,  and  notice  thereof  sent  to  the  House 
of  Bishops. 

The  Message  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  proposing  a  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Memorials  from  the  Diocese  or  Georgia,  and 
from  certain  Churches  in  Florida,  &c.,  was  taken  up  for  consi- 
deration, concurred  in,  and  the  following  Committee  appointed 
on  the  part  of  this  House,  viz. :  Rev.  Messrs.  Mead,  Prestroan, 
Crocker ;  Messrs.  Stuyvesant,  Nelson,  and  Huntington. 

Mr.  Babcock  requested  leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of 
this  Session,  on  the  ground  of  his  being  a  Candidate  for  Orders. 
The  House  refused  to  grant  it. 

The  following  resolution  was  oflfered,  and  on  motion,  laid  on 
the  table. 
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Whereas,  the  Surplice  is  a  most  becoming,  significant,  and 
ancient  ministerial  garb,  recommended  by  the  usage  of  the  Old 
Testament  Church,  by  Scriptural  references,  and  by  the  appro- 
bation of  wise  and  holy  men,  as  well  those  TVho  are  not,  as  those 
who  are,  of  our  Church,  resolvedy  That  the  Ministers  among  us 
who  are  not  yet  provided  with  Surplices,  are  hereby  requested 
to  conform  to  the  general  usage  of  our  Church  in  this  particular, 
and  that  the  Yestries,  or  Congregations,  are  hereby  requested  to 
supply  them,  as  is  customary,  with  such  Surplices. 

On  motion,  resolvedj  That  the  Committee  oa  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  amending  the  Ist  Sec- 
tion of  the  7th  Canon  of  1835,  by  striking  out  the  words,  **  the 
number  of  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals,  and 
of  the  number  of  communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,''  and 
inserting  in  the  place  thereof,  *^  the  whole  oumber  of  the  bap- 
tized, adults  ana  infants,  within  his  cure,  specifying  the  number 
of  the  baptized  that  have  been  confirmed,  and  the  number  of  the 
confirmed  that  regularly  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper.'' 

The  following  resolution  was  submitted : — 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
respectfully  request  the  House  of  Bishops  to  compose,  and  set 
forth,  a  special  form  of  Prayer  for  the  extension  of  ^  Christian 
Missions  throughout  the  world,  to  be  used  in  the  public  service 
of  the  Church  at  the  discretion  of  any  minister,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  his  Diocesan  first  obtained. 

Whereupon,  it  was  moved  and  carried,  that  the  subject  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Dyce,  Wheaton  and  Forbes  were  added  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Messrs.  Weston,  Rogers^ 
Mansfield,  Barry,  Lovell  and  Cleveland,  Jr. 

The  House  adjourned  until  Monday,  at  9  A.  M.

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next  GeDeral  Convention.  The  following  was  appointed  the 
Committee  on  the  part  of  this  House  : — Di,  Upfold,  Mr.  Jacko 
son,  Mr.  Forbes,  Mr.  Newton,  Mr.  Huntington,  Mr.  Tidyman. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  House  go  into  an  election  to- 
morrow, at  13  o'clock,  for  a  Committee  to  act  with  a  Commit- 
tee of  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  nominating  a  Board  of  Mis* 
sions. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  the  following  report: — 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  which  it  was  referred  to  inquire  into 
the  propriety  of  amending  the  1st  section  of  Canon  vii.  of  1835,  by  alter- 
ing the  particulars  required  to  be  inserted  in  parochial  registers,  having 
bM  the  same  under  consideration,  respectfully  report  :-**That,  in  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  Committee,  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  any  alte- 
ration in  the  Canon,  and  therefore  the  Committee  asks  to  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  Committee  was  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  a  Canon  touching  the 
organizing  of  new  Dioceses ;  whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was 
referred  back  to  the  same  Committee,  and  the  Committee  had 
leave  to  retire.

Mr.  Colston  was  substituted  on  this  Committee  in  place  of 
Bev.  C.  F.  Jones,  absent  on  leave. 

A  niessage  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform* 
ing  this  House  that  thev  had  concurred  in  passing  the  proposed 
Canon,  respecting  canAdates  for  Holy  Orders. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting the  following  resolution  passed  by  said  House : — 

Resolvedf  That  this  House  concur  with  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  in  the  form  proposed  by  that  House,  agree- 
ing to,  and  ratifying  the  alterations  in  the  Constitution,  proposed 
at  the  last  General  Convention. 

On  motion,  resolued.  That  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Bishops,  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  be  appointed  to 
inquire  if  any,  and  what  rules  of  order  are  necessary  for  the 
more  regular  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  two  Houses.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Saunders  and  Mr.  Ecclestdn,  were  added  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  resolution  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  on  rules  of  order,  and  have 
named  on  their  part  Bishops  Browneli,  Ives,  and  Meade. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  on  their  part  elected  by  ballot  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Right  Rev.  jBishops  Doane,  Onder- 
donk,  of  New- York,  and  Mcllvaine,  to  act  with  a  Committee  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  nominating  a  Board 
of  Missions,  to-morrow  morning,  at  12  o'clock. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  same  House,  informing 
this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  resolution  for  tfa^ 
appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  respecting  the  time  and  place 
for  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  and  have  appointed  on 
tiieir  part  Bishops  Bowen,  Browneli,  and  Smith. 

The  House  of  Bishops  notified  this  House,  that  they  had 
added  Bishop  Meade,  on  their  part,  to  the  Joint  Committee  on 
the  subject  of  measures  for  promoting  education,  according  to 
the  principles  of  the  Church. 

The  House,  on  motion,  .took  a  recess  for  half  an  hour. 

On  re-assembling,  a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops,  transmitting  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  ap- 
pointed at  the  last  General  Convention,  on  the  aubject  of  the 
book  of  Common  Prayer  in  the  German  lanmage,  together 
with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  That  the 
Committee  be  continued,  and  be  permitted  to  issue  an  edition 
allowed  to  be  used  until  the  next  General  Convention,  the  sub- 
ject of  its  ratification  to  be  then  taken  up,  and  requesting  the 
concurrence  of  this  House  in  said  resolution.  Whereupon,  on 
motion,  the  House  concurred. 

Mr.  Adolph  Frost  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  the  Ger- 
man Prayer  Book. 

The  Committee  on  the  Calendar  presented  the  following 
report :— 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  sundry  resolutions  on  the  sub- 
ject of  amendments  to  the  Calendar  prefixed  to  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  as  also  the  resolution  on  the  authority  of  the  Rubric,  subjoined 
to  the  collection  of  Hymns,  reports : 

That  the  addition  proposed  at  the  last  General  Convention,  by  J>r« 
Henry  M.  Mason,  to  the  •*  Table  of  the  Moveable  Feasts,  according  to  the 
several  days  that  Easter  can  possibly  fall  upon,"  is  absolutely  necessary 
to  complete  the  use  of  the  said  table,  as  without  such  addition  the  Ru« 
bric  to  that  table  would  in  many  instances  prove  erroneous  in  its  direc- 
tions; that  further^  without  the  addition  proposed  by  Mr.  Meredith,  to  be 
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annexed  to  the  months  of  Murch  and  April  in  the  Calendar  of  the  table 
of  lessons,  the  use  of  the  figures  prefixed  to  the  days  of  the  month  from 
the  2 1st  of  March  to  the  ISthof  April,  both  inclusive,  caonot  be  under- 
stood by  an  inspection  of  said  table ;  and  that  the  said  table  is  imperfect 
without,  and  consequently  needs  such  addition.  As  far  as  the  membera 
of  the  Committee  liave  been  able  to  discover,  these  proposed  addition! 
are  to  be  found  in  all  editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  tb« 
£ngliah  Church,  but  are  omitted  in  almost  all,  if  not  all,  editions  of  the 
Prayer  Book  of  the  American  Church.  It  is,  however,  evident  that  such 
omission  must  have  been  accidental,  and  ought  to  be  considered  typo- 
graphical; the  Committee  would  therefore  propose  the  following  re- 
solution : 

ReMohedf  That  in  all  subsequent  editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer 
of  this  Church,  the  Rubric  subjoined  to  the  ^  Table  of  the  Moveable 
Feasts,  dsc,"  be  printed  according  to  approved  standards  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  of  the  Church  of  England ;  and  also,  that  the  Rubric 
annexed,  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Church  of  Englandy  to 
the  months  of  March  and  April  in  the  Calendar  of  lessons,  be  inserted  in 
all  subsequent  editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  thie  Ofanreh. 

The  Committee  also  proposes  the  following  resolution  to  be  paaeed 
at  this  Convention,  and  to  lie  over  for  adoption  to  the  next  General 
Convention  : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  explanation  of  the  Tables  and  Rules  of 
the  Moveable  and  Immoveable  Feasts,  be  inserted  in  the  Calendar  after 
the  first  of  said  tables. 

To  show  upon  what  occasion  this  rule  was  framed,  it  is  to  be  observed, 
that  in  the  first  ages  of  Christianity  there  arose  a  great  difference  between 
the  Churches  of  Asia  and  other  Churches,  about  the  day  whereon  Easter 
ought  to  be  celebrated. 

The  Churches  of  Asia  kept  their  Easter  upon  the  same  day  on  which 
the  Jews  celebrated  their  Passover,  namely,  upon  the  fourteenth  day  ef 
their  first  month  Nisan,  (which  month  began  at  the  new  moon  next  to  the 
vernal  equinox ;)  and  this  they  did  upon  what  day  of  the  week  soever  it 
fell,  and  were  from  thence  caJIed  **  Quartodecimans,"  or  such  as  kept 
Easter  upon  the  fourteenth  day  after  the  ^ns  (phasis)  or  appearance  of 
the  moon ;  whereas  the  other  Churches,  especially  those  of  the  west,  did 
not  foDow  this  custom,  but  kept  their  Easter  on  the  Sunday  following  the 
Jewish  Passover,  partly  the  more  to  honour  the  day,  and  partly  to  distin- 
gtiish  between  Jews  and  Christians.  Both  sides  pleaded  apostolical  tra- 
dition ;  these  latter  pretending  to  derive  their  practice  from  St.  Peter  and 
St.  Psui;  whilst  the  others,  namely,  the  Asiatics,  said  they  imitated  the 
example  of  St.  John. 

This  difference  for  a  considerable  time  continued  with  a  great  deal  of 
Christian  charity  and  forbearance,  but  at  length  became  the  occasion  of 
great  bustles  in  the  Church,  which  grew  to  such  a  height  at  last,  that 
Constantino  thought  it  time  to  use  his  interest  and  authority  to  allay  the 
heat  of  the  opposite  parties,  and  to  bring  them  to  a  unifbrmity  of  practice. 
To  which  end  he  got  a  Canon  to  be  passed  in  the  great  General  Council 
of  Nice,  «•  That  every  where  the  great  feast  of  Easter  should  be  observed 
upon  one  and  the  same  day,  and  that  not  on  the  day  of  the  Jewish  Pass- 
over, but,  as  had  been  generally  observed,  upon  the  Sunday  afterwards.*' 
And  that  this  dispute  might  never  arise  again,  these  paschsJ  Canons  were 
then  also  established,  namely:— 

*M.  That  the  twenty-first  day  of  March  shall  be  accounted  the  vernal 
equinox. 
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««3.  That  the  full  noon  hvp^viog  opon,  or  oezt  after,  the  twenty-first 
day  of  March,  shall  be  taken  for  the  full  moon  of  Nisan. 

**  3.  That  the  Lord's  day  next  following  that  full  moon  be  Easter-day. 

*'  4«  But  if  the  full  moon  happen  upon  a  Sunday,  Easter-day  shall  be 
the  Suodav  after." 

^reeablo  to  these  is  the  rule  for  finding  Easter  still  appointed  by  the 
Church.  It  ist  however,  proper  to  observe^that  the  Church  does  not 
reckon  the  full  moons  accordug  to  the  rules  of  modem  Almanacks,  but 
that  she  governs  herself  therein  by  the  ancient  synodical  determinations 
and  pasenal  cycles  of  the  Church.  Also,  that  it  was  enacted  by  the  24th 
of  Georffe  2d,  chap.  S3,  that,  ^*  whereas  a  kalendar,  and  also  certain  ta- 
bles and  rules  for  the  fixing  the  true  time  of  the  celebration  of  the  feast 
of  Easter,  and  the  finding  the  times  of  the  full  moons  on  which  the  same 
dependeth,  so  as  the  same  shall  agree  as  nearly  as  may  be  with  the  de- 
cree of  the  said  general  council,  (of  Nice,)  and  also  with  the  practice  of 
foreign  countries,  have  been  prepared  and  are  hereunto  annexed  :**  there- 
fore, '*  the  said  Ifeast  of  Easter,  or  any  of  the  moveable  feasts  thereon  de- 
pending, shall  be  no  longer  kept  or  observed  according  to  the  tables," 
which  had  been  till  then  prefixed  to  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  but  had 
been  found  considerably  erroneous;  **  but  that  the  said  new  kalendar,  ta- 
bles and  rules,  hereunto  annexed,  shall  be  prefixed  to  all  future  editions 
of  the  said  book,  in  the  room  and  stead  of  the  former:  and  that  the  said 
feast  of  Easter,  and  all  other  moveable  feasts  thereon  depending,  shall 
be  observed  according  to  the  new  kalendar  tables,  and  rules  hereunto 
annexed,  in  that  part  of  Great  Britain  called  England,  and  in  all  the  do- 
minions and  countries  aforesaid,  wherein  the  hturgy  of  the  Church  of 
England  now  is,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  used." 

The  tables  and  rules  to  find  Easter  and  the  other  moveable  feasts, 
which  are  now  prefixed  to  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  as  indeed  they 
have  been  ever  since  the  year  1753,  are  the  tables  and  rules  specified  in 
the  above  extract ;  by  which,  it  will  have  been  remarked,  that  provision 
is  made,  not  only  for  the  celebration  of  the  feast  of  Easter,  on  a  day  to  be 
regnlated  by  a  certain  full  moon ;  but  likewise  for  finding  the  time  of  the 
fnll  moon  on  which  the  same  dependeth. 

On  examining  the  authority  for  the  Rubric  inserted  at  the  end  of  the 
Metrical  Hymns,  it  has  been  clearly  ascertained  by  your  Committee,  that 
the  said  Rubric  was  passed  b^  botib  Houses  at  the  Convention  of  1808, 
was  adopted  by  both  Houses  in  1809,  and  was  thus  made  the  condition 
on  which  the  said  Hymns  were  to  bo  used ;  for  proof  whereof,  reference  is 
made  to  pages  249,  253,  255  and  261  of  the  Journals,  as  published  by 
Joiv)  Bioren,  in  1817 ;  that  the  said  Rubric  has  never  been  either  directly 
or  inferenttally  abrogated,  and  is  therefore  of  necessary  obligation,

The  Rubric  is  found  in  all  editions  of  the  English  Prayer  Book,  an- 
nexed to  the  Table  of  Moveable  Feasts. 

jVbls. — That  in  a  bissextile  or  leap  year,  the  number  of  Sundays  after 
Epiphany  will  be  the  same  as  if  Easter-day  had  fallen  one  day  later  than 
it  really  does.  And  for  the  same  reason,  one  day  must  in  every  leap  year 
be  added  to  the  day  of  the  month  given  by  the  table  for  Septuagesima 
Sunday.  And  the  like  must  be  done  for  the  first  day  of  Lent,  (commonly 
called  Ash- Wednesday,)  unless  the  table  gives  some  day  in  the  month  of 
March  for  it ;  for  in  that  case  the  day  given  by  the  table  is  the  right  day. 

The  Rubric  annexed  tP  the  months  of  March  and  April,  in  the  £ng- 
lish  Prayer  Book,  is  as  follows  >» 
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Q^  The  iiumb«t8  here  prefixed  to  the  eeveral  days  between  the  twen- 
first  day  of  March  and  the  eighteenth  day  of  April,  both  ioelusiTe,  denote 
the  daye  upon  which  those  fiill  moona  do  fall  which  happen  upon  or  next 
after  tiie  twenty-first  day  of  March,  in  three  years,  in  which  they  are  re- 
spectively the  golden  numbers  ;  and  the  Sunday  letter  next  following  any 
such  full  moon,  points  out  Easter-day  for  that  year.  All  which  holds  un- 
til the  year  of  our  Lord  18^,  inclusive,  after  which  year  the  places  of 
these  golden  numbers  will  be  to  be  changed,  as  is  hereafter  expressed. 

Whereupon^  on  motion,  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  the  following  Canon,  in 
relation  to  the  organizing  of  new  Dioceses  formed  out  of  exist* 
ing  Dioceses. 

Sect.  I.  Whenever  any  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  within  the  limits 
of  any  other  Diocese,  or  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or  parts 
of  Dioceses,  and  the  same'shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  General  Convexb- 
tion,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which  another  is  form* 
ed,  or  in  case  of  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses, 
the  Bishop  of  eldest  consecration  over  the  Dioceses  furnishing  portions  of 
such  new  Diocese,  shall  thereupon  call  the  Primary  Convention  of  the 
new  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  or^nize,  and  shall  fix  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  such  place  bemg  within  the  territo- 
rial limits  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Sect.  11.  In  case  there  should  be  no  Bishop  who  can  call  such  Primary 
Convention,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  then  the  duty  of  calling 
such  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  and  the  duty  of  fixing  the 
time  and  place  of  its  meeting,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  eldest  of  the  Dioceses,  by  the  junction  of  which,  or  parts  of  which, 
the  new  Diocese  may  be  formed.  And  such  Standing  Committee  shall 
make  such  call  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  a  division  by  the  Gen* 
eral  Convention. 

Whereupon,  on  motioui  the  Canon  was  adopted,  and  sent  to 
the  House  of  Bishops  for  concurrence. 

A  communication  was  read,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  this 
House,  from  the  Rev.  F.  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  of  New- York,  stating  that  said  Con- 
vention had  approved  of  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  Calendar 
sent  down  to  the  several  Dioceses  from  the  last  Generarl  Con* 
vention. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Messrs.  Day,  Star,  Sanger, 
and  Smith  of  New-Hampshire. 

The  House  adjourned* 

PmLinELPHU,  September.  11,  1638. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  Morning  Prayer 
was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lyell,  of  New- York. 

The  Rev.  George  Boyd,  a  Clerical  Deputy  from  the  Diocese 
of  Pennsylvania,  in  place  of  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  absent  on  leave, 
appeared  and  took  his  seat 
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The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform^ 
ing  this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  passing  the  Canon, 
providing  for  the  mode  of  calling  the  Primary  Convention  of  a 
new  Diocese,  formed  by  the  union  or  division  of  existing 
Dioceses. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform* 
ing  this  House  that  they  had  passed  the  following  resolution,  in 
which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies : 

Beselvedj  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring, that  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed,  to  take  into  consider- 
ation the  expediency  of  providing  for  a  uniform  system  of  Ec- 
clesiastical Law,  regarding  the  Trial  of  Bishops  and  Clergymen 
throughout  the  Church,  and  to  report  such  provisions  as  they 
may  think  worthy  of  adoption. 

The  Committee  named  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Bishops : 
Bishops  H.  U.  Onderdonk,  Hopkins  and  McIIvaine. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred,  and  appointed 
on  their  part-^Drs.  De  Lancey,  Hawks  and  Gadsden,  and 
Messrs.  Binney,  Chambers  and  J.  S.  Smith. 

Documents  in  relation  to  the  Brotestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  State  of  Indiana  were  laid  before  the  House,  and,  on  motioni 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  New  Dioceses. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  it  was  referred  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  introducing  a  Canon,  making  it  obligatory  upon  all  minis- 
lera  of  thu  Church,  to  demand  of  Communicants  coming  from  the  Parish 
of  another  minister,  a  certificate  of  regular  standing  as  Communicants, 
having  considered  the  subject,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  think  it  best  to  leave  the  reception  o(  Communicants  to  the 
piety  and  discretion  of  the  minister,  acting  under  the  Rubric ;  and  believing 
that  every  clergyman  will  be  best  able  to  determine  each  case,  as  it  may 
arise,  without  any  Canon  on  the  subjeet,  they  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is  in- 
expedient to  legislate  on  the  matter.  The  Committee,  therefore,  pray  to 
be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  following  resolution,  after  being  moved  and  seconded, 
was,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table : 

Whereas,  it  is  understood,  that  on  some  occasions  of  public 
worship  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  has  been  at 
night, 

Rtsohedn,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  such  a  pro- 
ceeding is  Anti-Rubrical|  inconsistent  with  the  usages  of  our 
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venerable  Church,  and  might  lead  to  the  profanation  of  the 
heavenly  feast,  and  to  the  neglect  of  private  and  domestic  duties. 

Resolved,  also,  That  the  administration  of  the  rite  of  Oonfirm- 
ation  at  night,  if  it  be  not  Anti-Rubrical,  (for  the  words  are, 
upon  the  day  appointed,)  is  a  new  measure,  and  for  that  and 
other  reasons,  such  as  encouraging  an  enthusiastic,  rather  than 
a  deep,  deliberate,  sober  piety,  and  protracting  religious  services 
to  an  unseasonable  hour,  is  highly  inexpedient. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary, presented  a  report  in  part,  which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  House  of  Bishops  notified  this  House,  by  message,  that 
they  had  elected  Bishop  Ives  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the  Joint 
Committee,  to  nominate  a  Board  of  Missions,  occasioned  by  the 
absence  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  asked  and  had  leave  to  retire. 

An  amendment  to  Sect.  3,  of  Canon  1,  of  1685,  entitled,  ^Of 
the  Election  of  Bishops,'^  was  submitted ;  on  motion,  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  to  consider  if  any  alterations  be  necessary  in  the  2d 
section  of  Canon  1,  of  1835,  or  if  such  section  may  not  be  re- 
scinded ;  and  further,  to  consider  if  any  alterations  be  requisite 
in  5th  section  of  Canon  2d. 

Mr.  Morehouse  was  substituted,  in  the  Committee  on  New 
Dioceses,  in  the  place  of  Dr.  Barry,  absent  on  leave,  and  the 
Committee  bad  leave  to  retire. 

The  Committee  on  Expenses  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  : 

The  Coaunittee  apooinled  on  Expenses  would  respectfully  report,  thai 
they  have  examined  the  account  of  the  Secretary,  which  has  been  laid  be- 
fi)re  them,  and  find  all  the  charges  therein  certified  by  sufiBcient  vouchers. 
They  are  gratified  to  be  enabled  to  state,  that  afler  defraying  all  expenses 
incurred  by  this  ConventioBt  there  will  remain  an  estimated  balance  of 
[(435  ;  all  which  will  appear  from  the  documents  herewith  submitted.*' 

The  Committee  would  recommend,  that,  in  consideration  of  the  in- 
creasing duties  of  the  Secretary,  **^a  Treasurer  be  appointed  to  this  Con- 
vention, and  that  he  be  authorized  to  invest,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
benefit  of  this  Couvention,  socb  surplus  of  funds  as  he  may  have  in  hand." 
And  as  it  is  evidently  not  desirable  that  funds  should  accumulate  to  any 
considerable  extent  beyond  the  current  expenses  of  the  Convention ;  and 
as  it  is  ascertained  that  a  triennial  contribution  of  75  cents  for  every 
Clergyman  in  each  Diocese  will  be  adequate  to  meet  all  the  necessary 
expenses  of  this  House,  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  the  8th 
Canon  of  the  Convention  of  1935  be  so  amended  accordingly.

The  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  on  the  subject  of 
marriages  within .  certain  degrees  of  consanguinity,  which  was 
laid  on  the  table  yesterday,  was,  on  motion,  taken  up  for  con- 
sideration*   Whereupon,  it  was,  on  motion, 

Retohedy  As  the  sense  of  this  House,  that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  legislate  on  the  subject  of  marriages,  and  notice  thereof  was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the 
amendment  proposed  by  the  House,  of  the  resolution  appoint- 
ing the  time  and .  place  for  the  next  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  and  do  tiot  concur  therein.     Whereupon, 

On  motion,  the  House  resolved  to  request  a  Conference  on 
the  subject,  and  appointed  as  the  Committee  on  their  part.  Dr. 
Henshaw,  Dr.  Lyeil,  Mr.  Freeman,  Messrs.  Meredith,  Donald- 
son and  Ogden. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  a  re* 
port,  together  with  the  accompanying  resolutions. 

Resolved^  That  the  reading  of  the  Documents,  on  which  the 
said  report  has  been  formed,  oe  dispensed  with. 

Resolved^  That  the  report  be  entered  on  the  Journal ;  that  a 
copy  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops  ;  and  that  the  Secretary 
be  directed  to  prepare  a  tabular  view  of  the  Statistics  of  ias 
Church,  for  insertion  in  the  journals. 

The  resolutions  were  passed,  and  the  report  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Calendar,  laid  on  die 
table  on  Monday,  was  then  called  up  for  consideration,  and 
after  debate  had  thereon,  was  again  laid  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  of  their  agreement  to  the  proposed  Conference, 
on  the  time  of  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  and  that  they  have 
appointed  on  their  part.  Bishops  Bowen,  Browneli  and  Melt 
vaine. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  of 
Typographical  Errors  in  the  Prayer  Book,  appointed  at  the  last 
Convention,  together  with  a  resolution  recommended  by  the 
Committee,  passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  sent  to  this 
House  for  concurrence. 

The  message  and  report  were  laid  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting a  report  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Memorials 
from  Georgia,  Florida,  and  other  Dioceses,  and  informing  this 
House  that  the  House  of  Bishops  had  adopted  the  Preamble 
and  Resolutions  reported  by  the  Committee,  and  asked  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Deputies  therein. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  and  report  were  laid  on 
the  table,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

i»  A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting certain  resolutions,  passed  by  that  House,  touching  the 
exercise  of  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  in  Missouri,  Wisconsin, 
Iowa,  and  the  application  of  the  Church  in  Indiana. 

The  message  and  resolutions  were  laid  on  the  table,  and  or- 
dered to  be  printed. 

A  messa^  was  received  from  the  same  House,  respectfully 
requesting  of  this  House  to  withdraw  the  report  on  the  State 
of  the  Church,  with  the  view  of  having  certain  omissions  sup- 
plied. ^ 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  request  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
was  granted,  and  the  report  having  been  withdrawn,  was  refer- 
red back  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  4th  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
transmitted  to  this  House  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  was,  on 
motion,  taken  up,  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  upon  the  subject  of 
Pertificates  from  Comrmunicants,  was  then  called  up ;  where- 
upon, on  motion,  the  Committee  was  discharged  from  the  fur- 
ther consideration  of  the  subject. 
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A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  confirming  the  nomina- 
tion of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  following  preamble  and  rcsolntion  were,  on  motion, 
adopted : — 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention,  at  its  last  Session,  adopted 
a  resolution,  proposing  to  add  to  the  note  on  the  Table  of  Move- 
able Feasls,  according  to  the  several  days  that  Easter  can  pos- 
sibly fall  upon,  the  words,  "  Unless  the  Table  pves  some  day 
in  the  month  of  March  for  it,  for  in  that  case  the  day  given  by 
the  Table  is  the  right  day  ;"  which  resolution  has  been  made 
known  to  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  Constitution ;  therefore  resoloed,  (the  House  of 
Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  words  above  recited  be  added  to 
said  note,  as  proposed. 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Messrs.  Newton,  Howe, 
Hubbard  and  French. 

The  House  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  at  1^  o'clock.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  of  New- 
York.

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

Dr.  Gadsden,  from  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  General  The- 
ological Seminary,  presented  the  following  report,  which  was 
read : — 

In  presenting  their  report,  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Theological 
Seminary  reepectfully  invites  the  attention  of  the  House  to  a  few  facts. 

Prior  to  the  institution  of  our  Seminary,  some  of  the  Candidates  for 
Orders  in  our  Church  were  pursuing  their  studies  at  the  Theological 
Seminaries  of  other  denominations,  and  there  was  a  probability  that  the 
high  and  increasing  reputation  of  those  Seminaries  would  attract  to  their 
instrnctions  and  discipline  a  large  and  constantly  increasing  number  of 
our  Candidates. 

About  the  time  of  the  institution  of  our  Seminary  there  was  published 
a  Statistical  Table,  from  which  it  appealed,  that  while  there  was  a  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  our  laity,  the  number  of  our  Clergy  was  greatly 
diminished ;  and  indeed,  that  the  relative  proportion  of  the  latter  to  the 
former  had  been  constantly  diminishing  from  the  date  of  the  Revolution. 
The  obvious  remedy  for  these  evils,  the  obvious  measure  to  increase  the 
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Dtimber  of  our  Clergy,  to  prevent  tbeir  being  trained  under  influences 
alien  to  our  Church,  and  to  raise  up  a  body  of  well  qualified  Clergy^ 
Beemed  to  be  that  which  was  adopted,  viz.  the  institution  of  a  Theologi- 
cal Seminary ;  and  peculiar  advantages  were  anticipated,  from  its  being 
placed  under  the  government  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  re- 
sources of  the  whole  Church  being  concentrated  upon  it.  Twenty-one 
years  have  elapsed  since  the  elate  of  the  act  for  founding  our  SSemi- 
nary,  and  the  question  naturally  arii-cs,  Flave  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  this  proceeding  been  attained?  In  reply  to  the  question,  we  refer  to 
a  "  tabular  statement,"  published  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  increase  of  the  number  of  the 
Clergy  *♦  since  the  establishment  of  our  Thelogical  Seminary,  has  been 
in  a  greater  ratio  than  that  of  the  population  of  our  country."'''  And  in 
reply  to  the  inquiry,  has  it,  under  the  good  providence  and  grace  of  God, 
raised  up  ••able  Ministers  of  the  New  Testament — not  of  the  letter,  but 
of tbe  spirit?"  weieferto  the  fact,  that  it  numbers  among  those  who 
have  been  its  pupils,  not  a  few  Clergymen  who  are  among  the  most  pro- 
minent in  all  the  various  departments  of  ministerial  occupation.  Shall  an 
Institution  which  has^in  so  great  a  degree,  fulfilled  the  anticipations  of  its 
founders— which  has  not  only  increased  the  number  of  our  Clergy,  and  the 
efficiency  of  those  who  have  participated  in  its  education,  but  given  a  tone 
to  theological  learning  among  us,  and  we  may  add,  encouraged,  if  it  has 
not  suggested,  the  making  provision  for  the  Christian  education  of  our  youth 
in  general — an  Institution  which  can  be  made  more  and  more  useful,  and 
while  it  is  a  bond  of  union  to  the  Church,  minister  to  the  safety  and  wel- 
fare of  the  country, — shall  it  be  suspended,  or  so  crippled,  as  to  be  reduced 
to  a  single  professorship  1  We  are  not  indulging  imaginary  apprehen- 
sions. The  report  of  the  Trustees  represents,  that  for  a  series  of  years 
the  expenditure  has  been  encroaching  on  the  capital,  and  we  take  occa- 
sion to  remark,  that  by  the  same  ratio  it  will  soon  be  all  gone,  except 
(thanks  to  the  liberality  of  the  dead  and  the  living)  the  legacy  in  expect- 
ancy, and  the  foundation,  by  individual  munificence,  for  the  Professorship 
of  Ecclesiastical  History,  and  that  under  such  circumstances,  the  Institu- 
tion in  general  must  be  suspended  until  the  Kohnc  legacy  is  available,  or 
to  take  the  most  favourable  view  of  the  subject,  its  instructions  limited 
to  a  single  branch  of  Theoloory,  under  one  Professor. 

This  Convention,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  have  repeatedly  appealed 
ibr  relief  to  the  liberality  of  the  members  of  our  Church;  but  as  the  mea- 
sures hitherto  suggested  have  proved  ineflectual,  your  Committee  would 
ask  leave  to  suggest  a  new  one,  embraced  in  the  3d  resolution  hereto 
subjoined. 

In  conclusion,  we  submit  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions  :— 

1st.  That  the  preservation  and  continued  improvement  of  our  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  is  a  great  interest  of  this  Church,  and  identified  with  the 
enlarged  success  of  its  Missionary  operations. 

2d.  That  this  Institution,  as  well  from  its  intrinsic  importance  and  ac- 
knowledged usefulness,  as  from  its  close  connection  with  the  Missionary 
cause,  has  a  just  and  large  claim  on  the  religious  benevolence  of  the 
Church. 

3d.  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  in  their 
recess,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  to  appoint  an  Agent  or  Agents  as 
soon  as  it  may  b«  practicable,  to  represent  the  claims  of  the  Seminary 
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personally  to  the  mcmberB  of  the  Church  throughout  the  United  States, 
^nd  solicit  their  contributions  in  aid  of  its  noble  purpose. 

4th.  That  the  3d  Article  of  the  ^Constitution  be  amended,  as  suggested 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees — (see  page  20  of  their  report.) 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted. 

Thomas  C.  Browmell,  Chairman, 

Whereupon,  the  1st,  2d,  and  4th  resolutions,  as  recommend 
ed  by  the  Committee,  were  adopted.  The  Sd  being  under  con 
sideration,  the  following  substitute  was  proposed  and  adopted : 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  appeal,  directed  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Seminary  in  1837,  (see  Proceedings  of  Trustees,  p.  142,  of 
1837,)  to  be  made  to  the  Ministers  and  Vestries  of  the  Churches, 
to  have  Annual  Collections  or  Contributions,  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Seminary,  for  the  next  five  years,  be,  and  here- 
by is,  recommended  by  this  General  Convention  to  the  serious 
and  favourable  consideration  of  the  Clergy  and  Vestries  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inibrm- 
ing  this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  passing  the  resolu- 
tion, relative  to  the  addition  to  the  Note  on  the  Table  of  Move- 
able Feasts,  &c. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  same  House,  informing  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  that  they  had  passed  the 
following  resolution,  in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence 
of  this  House : 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring, that  it  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
tions, that  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the  first  Article  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  Church,  so  that  instead  of  the  word,  "At  such 
time,  in  every  Third  Year,"  it  shall  read,  "On  the  first  Wed- 
nesday in  October,  in  every  Third  Year,  from  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one." 

Whereupon,  the  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  substitute,  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Canons  on 
Tucsdav,  to  the  IX.  Canon  of  1832,  was  then,  on  motion,  taken 
up  for  consideration  ;   whereupon, 

It  was  moved  and  seconded,  to  strike  out  in  the  4th  Section 
of  the  proposed  amendment  the  clause,  "  This  Dispensation  shall 
not  be  granted  to  any  person  under  thirty  years  of  age,"  the 
word  thirty,  and  substitute  tweniy-seven.     Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded,  to  insert  after  the  word  age,  in  same 
<^lause — the  words  in  the  Canon,  as  now  existing,  viz :  "Nor 
shall  any  person  be  ordained,  under  such  a  Dispensation,  until 
he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  age."    Carried. 

Moved  and  carried,  to  strike  out  in  the  clause,  "  In  case  the 
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person  applying  to  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate,  in  more  than 
thirty  years  old,"  the  word  thirty^  and  insert  the  words  twenty- 
seven. 

Moved  and  seconded,  to  strike  out  the  words  "  unanimous 
consent"  and  insert  the  words,  ^''consent  of  two-thirds  "    Lost. 

Moved  and  seconded,  to  strike  out  the  whole  of  the  4th  Sec- 
tion of  the  proposed  amendments,  and  to  substitute  the  Section 
of  the  IX.  Canon,  as  now  existing,  with  this  amendment,  *<  And 
the  Bishop,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Members  of  the 
Standing  Committee."     Lost. 

Moved  and  seconded,  to  strike  out  after  the  word  section^  the 
words,  "  But  in  such  case  no  Dispensation  shall  be  allowed,  to 
permit  the  Ordination  of  the  Candidate,  in  a  shorter  period  than 
three  years,  to  be  computed  from  the  day  he  is  received  by  the 
Bishop,  as  a  Candidate,  on  the  testimonial  of  the  Standing  Com* 
mittee."    Lost. 

The  question  was  then  taken  on  the  whole  of  the  4th  Section, 
as  lunended,  and  it  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

Sect.  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate, 
wishes  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  lan- 
guages, and  other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical, 
to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  not  recom- 
mend him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before  them  a  testi- 
monial, signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating, 
that  in  their  opinion  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  na- 
tural understanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude, to  teach,  and  a  large 
share  of  prudence ;  and  the  Bishop,  with  the  unanimous  consent 
of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  present  at  a  meet- 
ing duly  convened,  shall  have  granted  said  Dispensation. 
This  Dispensation  shull  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under 
twenty-sdven  years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained 
under  such  a  Dispensation,  until  he  shall  have  attained  thirty 
years  of  age.  In  case  the  person  applying  to  be  admit- 
ted a  Candidate,  is  more  than  twenty-seven  years  old,  the 
Bishop,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  present  at  a  meeting  duly  convened,  may 
allow  the  Dispensation  mentioned  in  this  Section ;  but  in  such 
case,  no  Dispensation  shall  be  allowed  to  permit  the  Ordination 
of  the  Candidate  in  a  shorter  period  than  three  years,  to  be 
computed  from  the  day  he  is  received  by  the  Bishop  as  a  Candi- 
date, on  the  testimonial  of  the  Standing'Committee.  In  regard 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language,  in  all  cases,  in' these 
Canons,  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  of  Dispensa- 
tion, without  reference  to  the  age  of  the  Candidate. 

The  seventh  Section,  as  proposed  to  be  amended  by  the  Com 
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mittee,  being  then  under  consideration,  it  was  moved  and  se« 
conded  to  strike  out  the  last  clause.     Lost. 

The  seventh  Section  having  then  been  anncnded  so  as  to  read 
as  follows,  was  adopted : 

Sect.  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  canonical  testimonials  from  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by 
the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, he  shall  in  all  cases  remain  a  Candidate  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  if  he  beXinder  the  age  of  27  years ;  if  he  be  more  than 
27  years  old,  then,  and  in  such  case,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Bishop,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  duly  convened,  to  grant  him  a  dispensation 
as  to  time,  provided  that  such  Dispensation  shall  not  release  him 
from  the  necessity  of  being  a  Candidate  for  at  least  one  year. 
And  in  all  cases  where  this  Dispensation  as  to  time  is  allowed, 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  grant  to  any  Candidate  receiving  its  be- 
nefit, any  Dispensation  as  to  Latin,  Greek  and  other  branches  of 
learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical. 

The  11th  Section,  as  proposed  to  be  added,  being  then  under 
consideration,  it  was  moved  and  carried,  that  it  be  so  amended 
as  to  read — 

Sect.  11,  Canon  IX.  of  1832,  is  hereby  repealed,  elcept  as  to 
persons  now  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  in  reference  to  whom 
the  same  shall  continue  in  force. 

The  Section  was  then  adopted,  and  the  question  having  been 

{»ut  upon  the  whole  Canon,  as  proposed  as  a  substitute  for  the 
X.  Canon  of  1832,  it  was  passed. 

The  message  and  resolutions  transmitted  to  this  House  yes- 
terday, from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  relation  to  the  subject  of 
a  M issiopary  Bishop,  and  laid  upon  the  table,  were,  on  motion, 
taken  up  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

A  memorial  in  relation  to  the  case  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois 
was  laid  before  the  House,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  same 
Committee. 

Mr.  Clap  was  substituted  for  Mr.  French  (absent  on  leave) 
in  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  concurred  in  passing  the  1st,  2d 
and  4th  resolutions  reported  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  and  also  the  substitute  passed 
by  the  House  of  Deputies  in  lieu  of  the  3d  resolution  reported 
by  the  same  Committee. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  when  the  House  adjourn,  it  adjourn 
to  meet  at  5  F.  M. 
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Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Messrs.  HuDtingtOD,  Hally 
Whealon,  GifTord,  and  CoUett. 
Adjourned  until  5  P.  M. 

Thursday  13tb,  5  P.  M. 

The  House  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjournnnent. 

The  minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  delegation  Irom  New-York  laid  on  the  table  an  extract, 
duly  authenticated,  from  the  Journal  of  the  Special  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,  dated  September  1 1th,  1838,  touch- 
ing a  boundary  line  between  the  proposed  Dioceses. 

The  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  laid  on  the  table 
this  morning,  in  relation  to  a  proposed  alteration  in  the  first 
Article  of  the  Constitution,  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and 
the  resolution  therein  proposed  by  the  Bishops  was  concurred 
in  by  this  House. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  be  instructed  to  consider  and 
report  to  this  House  upon  the  expediency  of  diminishing  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  to  Foreign,  and  increasing  that 
appropriated  to  Domestic  Missions ;  and  of  uniting  the  two 
Committees  so  as  to  form  but  one  Committee  for  Missions,  to 
consist  of  eight  Clergymen  and  eight  Laymen  ;  and  also  to  in- 
quire if  any  and  what  measures  may  be  adopted  for  a  more 
economical  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions. 

On  motion,  the  House  proceeded  to  take  up  the  consideration 
of  the  proposed  substitute  to  the  III.  Canon  of  1835,  as  reported 
by  the  Committee  on  Canons  ;  whereupon,  it  was  moved  and 
seconded,  that  the  subject  be  re-committed  to  the  same  Commit- 
tee. After  debate  had  thereon,  the  House,  on  motion,  adjourn- 
ed, without  taking  the  question,  until  to-morning  at  9  o'clock. 

Philadelphii,  Sept  14, 1838. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Crocker,  of  Rhode 
Island. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  evening  were  read  and  approved. 

The  motion  under  consideration  when  the  House  adjourned, 
viz.  to  re-commit  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  the  proposed  sub- 
stitute to  the  III.  Canon  of  1835,  was  called  up,  and  decided  in 
the  affirmative,  and  leave  was  granted  to  the  Committee  to  re- 
tire. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  message  of  the 
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House  of  Bishops,  proposing  an  addition  to  the  4th  Article  of 
the  Constitution  of  said  society,  presented  a  report,  which  was 
read,  and,  on  motion,  laid  on  the  table. 

The  same  Committee,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the  Trien- 
nial Report  and  Documents  from  the  Board  of  Missions,  pre- 
sented a  report  and  resolutions,  which  were  read,  and,  on  mo- 
tion, laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  to  whom  was  committed  the  Triennial  Report  and  Documents 
from  the  Board  of  Missions,  respectfully  report : 

That  they  have  had  the  same  under  consideration.  It  appears  from^ 
them,  that,  under  the  present  organization,  the  missionary  action  of  the 
Church  is  on  the  increase  as  to  the  labourers  employed,  the  fields  occupied, 
and  the  funds  received.  As  it  is  customary  to  append  the  Triennial  Ke* 
port  to  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  Body,  and  as  the  Annual  Re- 
ports of  the  Board  have  already  been  printed  and  distributed,  your  Com- 
mittee deem  it  unnecessary  to  recapitulate  the  details  which  these  docu- 
ments furnish.  The  experiment  which  the  General  Convention  is  trying 
with  the  missionary  concerns  of  the  Church,  under  existing  arrangements, 
has  not  of  course  been  for  a  sufficient  length  of  time  in  operation,  to  sanc- 
tion from  this  body  an  unequivocal  declaration  of  its  success.  The  work- 
ing of  such  machinery,  it  could  not  reasonably  be  expected  would  be  fully 
developed,  in  all  its  bearings,  in  the  short  space  of  three  years. 

No  further  alteration  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  beside  the  one 
as  to  the  4tb  Article  already  submitted  in  a  previous  report,  is  proposed  by 
your  Committee. 

The  suggestion  as  to  anothet  Missionary  Bishop  in  the  United  States, 
the  Committee  think  may  be  safely  and  usefully  carried  into  efiect.  The 
call  for  a  Foreign  Bishop  your  Committee  do  not  perceive  to  be  such  as  to 
require  the  action  of  the  present  Convention,  and  would  leave  the  subject 
to  the  further  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  In  conclusion,  they 
submit  the  following  resolutions  : 

Ruohed^  That  the  Triennial  Report,  without  the  documents  referred 
to  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  be  printed  as  an  Appendix  to  this  Journal. 
^  Resoloed,  That  the  Missionary  Interests  and  Labours  of  the  Church  are 
by  this  Convention  earnestly  and  afiectionately  commended  to  the  con- 
tinued and  increased  liberality,  and  to  the  more  fervent  prayers  of  all  her 
members.

The  message  received  on  Wednesday  from  the  House  of 
Bishops,  transmitting  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  Typographical  Errors  in  the  Prayer  Book,  appointed 
at  the  last  Convention,  &c.,  was,  on  motion,  called  up  and  re- 
committed to  the  same  Committee. 

Besolved,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  a  Joint 
Committee  be  appointed  to  procure,  by  some  publishing  bouse, 
the  printing,  at  its  expense  and  for  its  profit,  of  all  the  Journals 
of  the  General  Convention  since  1785,  together  with  ali  the 
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Pastond  Letters  which  have  been  set  forth  by  the  House  of 
Bishops ;  and  that  the  said  Committee  be,  and  hereby  are, 
authorized  to  append  to  such  edition  of  the  Journals  a  suitable 
Index. 

Dr.  Anthon  and  Dr.  Hawks  were  appointed  the  Committee 
CD  the  part  of  the  House. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Churchy 
was  laid  before  the  House. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was  accepted,  and  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  House  of  Clerical  aod  Lay  Deputies,  in  compliance  with  the  7th 
CanoD  of  1835,  respecttully  send  to  the  House  of  Bishops  the  foUowincr 
▼iew  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  compiled  from  Documents  suppUed  by 
Delegates  from  the  Dioceses  respectively  represented  in  this  Conven- 
tion. 

In  transmittiogr  this  report^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
solicit  for  the  Church  the  prayers  and  blessinpr  of  the  Bishops,  and  request 
their  counsel  in  a  Pastoral  Lelter  to  the  Clergy  and  Members  of  the 
Church.

MAINE. 

In  this  Diocese  are  six  congregations  and  four  clergymen — St.  Paul's 
Church,  in  Portland,  Rev.  J.  W.  French,  Rector ;  in  Gardiner,  Christie 
Church,  Rev.  Joel  Clapp,  Rector;  in  Saco,  Trinity  Church,  Rev.  Wm. 
Horton,  Rector;  in  Bangor,  St.  John's  Church  has  been  under  the  tem- 
porary charge  of  Rev.  Nicholas  Hoppin,  a  missionary  under  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Churches  have  been  organized,  as  reported  to  the  last  Con?ention,in  Sac- 
carappa,  a  village  near  Portland,  and  in  Augusta,  the  capital  of  the 
state ;  but  it  is  with  sorrow  the  statement  is  made  to  the  Convention* 
that  during  the  three  years  elapsed  since  the  last  Convention,  there  have 
been  no  regular  ministrations  in  either  Church.  Missionaries  cannot  be 
induced  to  select  stations  in  Maine  ;  neither  by  the  encouragement  afford- 
ed to  missionary  labour,  nor  by  the  great  wants  of  the  Church,  nor  by 
the  most  urgent  representations  made  by  the  Clergy  and  Laity  there. 
This  may,  perhaps,  be  attributed  to  the  fact,  that  the  current  of  religious 
sympathy  is  so  directed  to  the  West,  that  attention  to  equal  wants  in  a 
different  quarter  can  scarce  be  arrested. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  a  beautiful  Gothic  edifice  has  been  erected 
in  Bangor,  under  the  name  of  St.  John's  Church.  Some  pecuniary  diffi«> 
culties  have  embarrassed  the  congregation.  It  is  hoped  these  may  be 
80on  dispelled. 

In  the  midst  of  all  the  discouragements  existing  there,  thanksgivings 
are  due  to  Almighty  God,  for  the  spiritual  state  of  those  three  congrega- 
tions which  have  had  the  ministrations  of  a  settled  Rector. 
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Measures  have  been  adopted  from  time  to  time,  to  secure  the  super- 
vision of  a  Bishop,  but  they  have  not  been  successful.  The  last  measure 
adopted  was,  the  presentation  of  a  memorial  to  the  present  Convention. 

Since  tbe  last  General  Convention,  one  death  has  occurred  among  the 
Clergy :  that  of  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Olney. 

Baptisms,  101;  (adults,  43:  infants,  56;  not  specified,)  2 ;  Marriages, 
39;  Funerals,  61;  number  Confirmed,  74;  number  of  Communicant^, 
232. 

.    NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

In  this  Diocese  are  six  Clergymen  and  eleven  parishes.  The  whole 
number  of  families  belonging  to  these  parishes  is  350,  and  the  number  of 
Communicants  is  360,  of  Sunday  Scholars,  325,  and  of  Sunday  School 
Teachers,  59.  The  number  of  volumes  in  the  Sunday-School  libraries 
is  800,  and  of  volumes  belongin^f  to  parish  libraries,  300.  Since  tbe 
last  General  Convention,  there  have  been  96  Confirmations,  49  Mar* 
riages,and  95  Funerals.  The  Church  at  Concord  is  now  favoured  with  the 
services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck,  a  Missionary  from  our  Board  of 
Missions.  Could  a  suitable  edifice  be  erected,  as  a  place  ef  public  wor* 
ship  for  Episcopalians  in  thit  quarter,  it  would  contribute  much  to  in- 
crease their  numbers,  and  secure  their  prosperity.  The  Churches  at 
Cornish  and  We^  Claremont  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smith, 
who  has  recently  removed  into  this  Diocese-  The  Rev.  Edward  Liver* 
more,  in  Deacon's  Orders,  officiates  in  the  West  Parish  of  Holderness, 
and  the  Church  there  has  been  much  repaired,  through  the  benevolence 
of  the  incumbent's  father,  the  Hon.  Arthur  Livermore.  A  new  and  hand* 
some  stone  Church,  which  had  been  begun  at  Drewsville  a  few  years  since, 
is  now  completed,  but  is  destitute  of  a  Pastor.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Loman 
Foote  and  Eleazar  A.  Greenieaf,  who  successively  ofiiciated  at  Drews- 
ville, have  left  the  Diocese.  The  Church  at  Salmon  Falls,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  destruction  of  the  factory  in  that  town  by  fire,  is  closed  ; 
but  there  is.  a  probubtlity  that  the  factory  will  soon  again  go  into  opera- 
tion, and  the  services  of  a  Pastor  will  then  be  required.  Tbe  Rev.  Mr.  Bar- 
ker, who  officiated  at  North  Charleston*  has  also  left  the  Diocese,  and 
the  Church  in  that  town  has  again  become  vacant.  As- returns  have  not 
been  mado  from  some  of  the  churches,  it  cannot  be  ascertained  what, 
amouut  has  been  appropriated  to  the  various  institutions  of  our  Church. 
There  are  an  Episcopal  Missionary  Board  and  a  Protestant  Sunday  School 
Board  in  this  Diocese,  each  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention  of  the 
State.  Three  persons  have  been  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 
Testimonials  have  been  signed  for  two  persons  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's 
Orders,  and  for  one  person  to  be  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders.  The  Con- 
vention of  this  State,  at  its  last  Session,  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the 
requisite  Canonical  measures  for  separating  the  State  from  the  Eastern 
Diocese ;  and,  in  case  of  permission  to  that  effect,  it  has  also  unanimously 
resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  should  respectfully  and 
affectionately  solicit  of  the  venerated  Diocesan,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Gris- 
wold,  a  continuance  of  his  Episcopal  supervision  of  the  Diocese  in  ^ew- 
hampshire. 
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MASSACKUS£TTS. 

The  number  of  parishes  in  Qnion  with  the  CoDYeotioii,  in  this  Diocese, 
is  40 ;  end  theie  are  4h  ministers,  who  have  a  Canonical  residence  there- 
in. Since  the  last  General  Convention,  there  have  been  reported  1306 
Baptisms ;  and  739  persont  Confirmed.  The  number  of  Communicants 
is  reported  to  be  2421 ;  there  having  been  added  in  this  periodv  826 ;  being 
a  greater  increase  than  has  been  mentioned  in  preceding  years ;  Mar- 
riages, 283 ;  Burials.  734 ;  Sunday  School  Children  reported,  2817.  The 
contributions  lor  religious  purposes,  mostly  missionary,  have  been  {31^82 
59.  As  annual  reports  have  not  been  received  from  all  the  parishes,  it  is 
proper  to  add,  thai  each  of  the  numbers  here  given,  fall  short  of  the  4u;- 
toal  Slate  of  the  Church,  at  the  present  time.  Ten  persons  have  been 
admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  one  Candidate  has  requested 
his  name  as  such  to  be  withdrawn ;  twenty  Candidates  have  been  ordain- 
ed Deacons ;  and  twelve  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Presbyters ;  five 
new  churches  have  been  consecrated. 

All  the  parishes  in  the  State,  which  have  edifices  for  worship,  except 
one,  are  now  supplied  with  ministers ;  and  in  two  promising  stations,  in- 
cipient measures  have  been  taken  for  the  introduction  of  our  services,  in 
tbe  expectation  of  their  final  establishment  in  the  same.  New  parishes 
have  been  ibrmed  in  Boston,  Andover,  Lynn,  and  Fall  River ;  in  all  of 
which,  except  the  last,  new  houses  of  pobhc  worship  have  been  erected 
and  consecrated,  as  is  also  the  case  in  Lanesboro*  and  Bridgewater. 

The  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church,  within  the  Commonwealth^ 
kavo  been  placed  under  the  control  of  a  Board  of  Missions,  appointed  by 
the  Coovention,  to  whicb  body  an  annual  report  of  its  doin^  is  made  ; 
mad  the  confident  hope  b  entertained  that  greater  efficiency  will  be  given 
to  these  measures  herenfter,  in  consequence  of  the  arrangements  thus 


At  the  last  Convoition  of  the  Diocese,  a  proposal  was  made  by  the 
Bishop,  on  the  gronnd  of  his  advanced  age  and  increasing  infirmities,  for 
the  election  of  an  Assistant  Bishop  for  the  Church  in  Massachusetts. 
After  a  suitable  consideration  of  the  snl^ect,  by  the  members  of  this  body, 
it  eras  resolved  te  proceed  to  an  election*  as  recommended ;  which  result- 
ed in  the  nearij  onanimoas  choice  of  the  Rev.  Alonxo  Potter,  D.  D.,  for 
this  office.  The  peiaoii  thus  designated  to  this  sacred  station,  being  ab- 
sent from  the  coontry,  has  not  yet  given  hb  final  decision  on  the  question 
ef  fab  acceptance. 

In  thb  review  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  there  b  cause  for  devoat 
fhsnkfolness  for  the  blessings  which  have  attended  the  labours  here  be- 
stowed. ThoQgh  the  increase  may  not  have  been  as  great,  in  leeard  to 
the  formation  of  new  parbhee,  or  in  additions  to  those  already  formed, 
as  in  the  nsore  higfaly  fovonred  portions  of  our  country,  yet  there  is  ground 
for  the  hdie^  tl^  while  its  strength  in  numbers  has  gradudly  enlarged, 
its  character  in  piety  has  improved  in  an  equal  degree,  and  the  attach- 
of  its  members  to  its  peculiarities,  has  been  confirmed  in  the  same

reviewing  the  history  of  the  past  three  years,  we  have  mnch  occa- 
fsv  gratinide  to  the  Groat  Bishop  of  aouls»  for  the  blessings  bestowed 
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vpon  the  Charch  in  Rhode  Island ;  for  although  her  spiritual  proeperit? 
has  not  exceeded,  perhaps  not  qaite  equalled,  that  of  former  years,  still 
she  has  been  preserved  ^  in  the  unity  of  the  Spirit,  and  in  the  bond  of 
peace." 

Our  Church  has,  through  the  blesainff  of  God  upon  the  efforts  of  her 
Clergy,  lengthened  her  cords  and  strengthened  her  stakes.  This  has  been 
e^cted,  mainly,  through  the  combined  exertions  of  the  Clergy  in  Con- 
vocation, where,  with  their  proceedings,  subject  to  the  inspection  and  con- 
trol of  their  Biabopy  they  are  enabled  to  act  the  more  efficiently,  in  ad- 
vancing the  best  interests  of  the  Church,  as  the  following  statistics  *wili 
serve  to  show : 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  we  find  by  a  reference  to  our  Jour- 
nals, that  there  have  been  of  Baptisms,  426 ;  Confirmations*  40% ;  Com- 
municants added,  559— whole  number,  1762;  Marriages,  221;  Burials, 
492. 

The  Sunday  School  cause  is  excituig  much  interest  throughout  the  State. 
The  whole  number  of  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Scholars,  2,500;  Teach- 
ers, 286.  The  Church  is  realizing,  more  and  more,  this  grand  truth,  that 
if  she  wishes  her  sons  and  daughters  to  be  polished  stones  in  the  temple 
of  the  living  God,  she  must  begin  the  work  in  the  Sunday  SchooL 

The  Missionary  spirit  has  extended,  and  is  still  extending  itself  through- 
out our  borders.  Though  unable  to  state  precisely  the  amount  raised 
within  the  last  three  years,  yet  from  the  data  which  have  come  before 
us,  we  are  confident  it  has  not  been  less  than  {9,800;  which  is  certainly 
a  large  sum,  when  the  size  of  our  Diocese,  and  the  number  of  youthfid 
parishes  are  considered,  being  about  {4  50  for  every  Communicant. 

Much  interest  has  also  been  awakened  in  the  education  of  young  men 
for  the  ministry  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  there  are  now 
27  persons,  in  a  course  of  preparation  for  the  sacred  office. 

On  the  whole,  in  looking  over  the  'present  State  of  the  Church  in 
Rhode  Island,  we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.  New 
parishes  are  springing  up  among  us,  and  are,  as  fast  as  Clergymen  can 
be  obtained,  taking  their  stand  among  the  firmly  established  cnurches  of 
our  Diocese.  Souls  are  converted,  and  the  name  of  Jesus  is  glorified  in 
the  building  up  of  his  kingdom. 

VERMONT. 

On  account  of  a  change  in  the  time  of  holding  the  Convention  of  this 
Diocese,  the  Journals  of  the  years  1836  and  1837  are  the  only  public 
documents  relatiug  to  its  condition.  The  whole  number  of  Baptisms  re- 
ported for  those  years,  is  391 ;  of  Confirmations,  304;  of  Communi- 
cants, 858.  It  is,  however,  stated  as  a  fair  estimate,  that  the  whole  num- 
ber of  the  Baptized  for  three  years,  cannot  be  less  than  530 ;  of  the  Con- 
firmed, 400;  of  Communicants,  1,200.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese  con* 
sists  of  the  Bishop,  1 4  Presbyters,  6  Deacons,  and  33  organized  Societies, 

The  present  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  seven.  The  re- 
port made  to  the  last  General  Convention,  having  shown  an  aggregate  of 
17  Clergy,  30  Societies,  and  2  Candidates ;  whereas,  the  above  exhibits  a 
total  of  21  Clergy,  33  Societies,  and  7  Candidates;  there  is  reason  to 
take  courage,  and  give  thanks  for  this  evidence  of  a  solid  improvement, 
and  steady  advance,  in  the  great  interests  of  religion.  But,  besides  these 
facts,  it  should  be  mentioned,  that  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Diocese  have  been  settled  with  uncommon  unanimity,  during  the  last 
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three  years :  that  the  orifer  and  eyetem  of- the  Churchy  in  worship,  have 
become  more  firmly  establiehed-  in  many  parishes,  and  that  there  is  at 
Jeast  a  foundation  laid/under  God,  for  the  future  prosperity  of  Christian 
and  Theological  education. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Since  the  last  Session  of  the  General  Convention,  the  State  of  the  Church 
in  Connecticut  has  been  gradually  and  steadily  improving.  Three  new 
parishes  have  been  organized,  and  admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocese ; 
thirteen  new  churches  have  been  consecrated;  twenty- five  persons  have 
been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and  twenty-four  to  the  Priest- 
hood ;  and  there  are  now  twenty-five  Candidates  for  the  Ministry.  But 
notwithstanding  the  number  of  ordinations,  there  has  been  but  little  in- 
crease of  the  resident  Clergy ;  the  whole  present  number  being  but  eighty- 
five,  or  an  increase  of  three  since  the  last  General  Convention.  Seven 
have  been  removed  by  death,  while  many  have  been  called  to  labour  in 
other  Dioceses,  and  in  the  various  Missionary  fields  occupied  by  the 
Church. 

'I'he  whole  number  of  persons  confirmed,  is  1204.  But  with  regard  to 
the  number  of  families,  baptisms,  communicants,  marriages,  burials,  and 
Sunday  school  teachers  and  scholars,  it  is  evident  that  the  parochial 
reports  published  in  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  give  but  a  partial 
view :  there  being  several  parishes  for  which  no  reports  are  presented, 
and  othem  where  the  reports  are  very  imperfect.  Wliole  number  of  Bap- 
tisms reported  since  the  last  General  ConvenTion,(including  four  Sessions 
of  the  Diocesan  Convention,)  adults,  410,  children,  1854;  added  to  the 
communion,  1448;  died,  or  removed,  755;  Marriages, 892;  Burials,  1845; 
families  reported  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  4505 ;  Communicants, 
4530 ;  Sunday  School  Teachers,  673 ;  Scholars,  3930.  The  aggregate 
of  charitable  and  Missionary  contributions  and  offerings,  is  {24, 988  18. 
After  some  partial  experiments  on  the  plan  ef  systematic  charity  by 
monthly  ofierings,  its  advantages  have  appeared  so  evident,  that  the  Con- 
vention has  recommended  and  urged  its  adoption  by  every  parish  in  the 
Diocese. 

In  the  great  and  important  business  of  education,  the  State  of  Connec- 
ticut has  always  maintained  a  distinguished  rank.  But  hitherto  her 
institutions  of  learning  have  been  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  those 
who  dissent  from  the  doctrines,  and  from  the  principles  of  Ecclesiastical 
polity  of  our  Church.  But  a  different  state  of  things  now  exists;  Epis- 
copalians are  no  longer  compelled  to  seek  for  education  in  these  institu- 
tions. Washington  College,  at  Hartford,  is  taking  a  highly  creditable 
stand  among  the  literary  institutions  of  the  country  ;  and  besides  affording 
the  very  best  facilities  for  academical  learning,  is  opening  to  young  men 
designed  for  the  ministry  every  possible  source  of  advantage.  Through 
the  aid  of  the  Church  Scholarship  Society,  several  Candidates  are  annually 
sent  forth  from  the  institution  to  prosecute  their  theological  studies,  and 
to  prepare  themselves  for  the  work  of  the  ministry.  Of  the  seventy-three 
students  connected  with  the  College  during  the  past  year,  thirty-eight 
were  communicants  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  eight  of  these 
received  pecuniary  aid  from  the  Church  Scholarship  Society.  It  is  to  be 
regretted,  however,  that  with  all  these  advantages,  Washington  College 
does  not  receive  from  Episcopalians  the  support  and  patronage  to  which 
it  is  justly  entitled.     For  the  sake  of  some  imaginary  benefit,  which  is 
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eeldom  or  never  realized,  man^  Candidates  for  oar  Miniftry  are  still  to  be 
found  pursuing  their  education  in  institutions  where  there  is  a  constant 
tendency,  it  not  a  settled  design,  to  oxcile  unfavourable  prejudices  with 
regard  to  the  Church.  It  is  also  to  be  regretted,  that  the  means  of  the 
Church  Scholarship  Society  are  too  limited  to  afford  all  the  benefit  that 
might  result  from  a  more  liberal  endowment. 

The  Episcopal  Academy,  at  Cheshire,  which  had  been  suffered  to  Ian* 
guish  for  many  years,  is  now  revived  and  reorganized,  under  an  able  and 
efficient  Principal ;  and  as  one  of  the  best  of  Preparatory  Schools,  it 
proves  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  College  and  the  Church. 

NEW- YORK. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention*  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
Diocese  of  64  Clergymen  and  33  Congregations. 

It  consists  at  present  of  256  Clergymen,  (the  Bishop,  224  Priests,  and 
31  Deacons,)  aud  of  238  Congregations. 

Sixty-six  persons  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  of  whom  36  are  alumni 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Fif\j-nine  Deacons  nave  been  ordained  Priests. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  at  present  employed  in  and  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  is  56. 

The  number  of  Candidates  for  Orders  is  50,  of  whom  27  are  students, 
and  one  is  an  alumnus  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Six  of  the  CJergy  of  this  Diocese  have  departed  this  life. 

Nineteen  Clergymen  have  been  instituted  into  parochial  charges. 

Forty-six  churches  have  been  consecrated. 

Three  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  persons  have  been  con- 
firmed. 

The  Episcopal  fund  having  been  completed  by  the  liberality  of  Trinity 
Church  in  the  City  of  New- York,  the  fii«hop  is  now  supported  from  that 
source,  and  has  ceased  to  have  any  special  parochial  connection. 

Although  there  is  a  vast  territory  within  this  Diocese,  callinff  loudlv  for 
Missionary  labour,  there  are  in  it  but  very  few  vacant  Parishes — there 
never  having  been  a  period  when  it  was  so  fully  supplied  with  pastoral 
ministrations ;  and  these  ministrations  happily  appear  to  have  been  much 
blessed.  A  practical  sense  of  religious  and  moral  obligatitm  and  respon- 
sibility has  evidently  ipcreased;  and  the  only  true  principles  on  which  this 
can  be  maintained — those  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ— have  a  decidedly 
strengthened  influence  among  its  members. 

Baptisms,  (adults  932,  children  581 6,  not  specified*  1270,)  801 8;  Comrau. 
nicants,  12,072;  Marriages,  3058;  Funerals,  5226;  Sunday  Scholars, 
11,527  ;  Sunday  School  Teachers,  1525. 

NEW-JERSEY. 

There  are  at  present  forty  Clergymen — the  Bishop,  33  Presbyters,  and 
6  Deacons — and  40  organized  parishes.  There  are  39  commodious 
churches,  and  one  is  in  progress.  Since  the  last  General  Convention,  1 1 
churches  have  been  consecrated,  and  five  new  parishes  have  been  organi- 
zed. There  have  been  added  to  the  Diocese,  by  ordination,  7  Presbyters 
aud  4  Deacons,  and  by  transfer,  4  Presbyters  and  2  Deacons.  1 1  Deacons 
have  been  ordained  Priests.  5  Rectors  have  been  instituted.  There 
have  removed  from  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  Hewlett  R.  Petus.  the  Rev, 
George  S.  Porter,  the  Rev.  William  J.  Kip,  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Mason, 
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the  Rev.  William  Doofflass,  and  the  Rev.  Joeeph  Wolff.  Two  have  died, 
the  Rev.  Benjamio  Holmes  and  the  Rev.  J.  Loriog  Woart.  The  number 
of  Candidates  for  Orders  is  3. 

There  have  been  1054  Baptisms,  of  which  887  were  infants.  There 
have  been  408  persons  Confirmed.  The  namber  of  Communicants  re- 
ported in  1836  was  1075;  in  1837, 1155;  in  1838,  1227.  The  Missionary 
income  of  the  Diocese  has  been  {4907  82,  being  the  *'  Offerings  of  the 
Church"  for  Missions  within  the  Diocese.  The  contributions  to  the  Board 
of  Missions  have  been  1200  dollars.  There  have  been  collections  in  the 
parishes  for  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  The  Episcopal  Fund 
amounts  to  ^3706.  The  capital  of  the  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Promo- 
tion of  Christian  Knowledge  and  Piety,  is  {1568.  The  fund  for  the  relief 
of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen,  amounts  to  {1 7,000. 

The  Divine  Head  of  the  Church  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  bless  the 
efforts  and  prayers  of  his  members  and  people  in  this  portion  ef  the  vine- 
yard, manifesting  fruits  of  increase  to  his  eternal  glory  and  praise.  Evi- 
dences of  this  are  seen  in  the  increase  of  the  Clergy,  of  the  churches,  and 
of  the  Communicants^  as  reported  above.  There  has  also  been  a  great 
increase  of  zeal  and  devotion  in  the  Clergy,  and  a  corresponding  improve- 
ment in  the  spiritual  character  of  the  parishes.  A  good  work  is  evidently 
begun,  which,  if  we  are  faithful,  the  Lord  will  surely  carry  on  and  bless. 
The  greater  attention  of  the  Clergy  to  the  primitive  institution  of  publie 
Catechising,  may  be  indicated  as  one  of  the  most  effectual  means. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  consists  of  eighty-six  Clergymen,  (the 
Bishop,  75  Presbyters,  and  10  Deacons,) and  ninety-nine  parishes;  being 
ten  Clergymen  and  thirteen  parishes  more  than  were  reported  to  the  last 
General  Convention. 

Besides  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  White,  the  senior  Bishop,  who  expired 
on  the  17th  of  July,  1836,  the  following  Clergymen  have  died  since  the 
last  Triennial  Convention,  viz :  John  W.  James,  Cyrus  Jacobs',  Francis 
Reno,  John  S.  Brenneman,  Bennet  Glover,  and  John  Taylor.  13  churches 
have  been  duly  organized,  and  received  into  union  with  the  Convention. 

Nineteen  persons  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  of  whom  thirteen  were 
alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Seventeen  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests. 

One  Prieit,  the  Rev.  Samuel  A.  McCoskry,  has  been  Consecrated  to 
the  Episcopacy,  for  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  Five  Clergymen  have  been 
instituted.  One  Clergyman,  S.  C.  Freeman,  has  been  displaced  from  the 
ministry. 

The  number  of  Candidates  for  Orders,  is  24.  The  number  of  Miision- 
aries,  at  present  employed  in  the  Diocese,  is  23. 

Ten  new  church  edifices,  and  five  old  ones,  enlarged  or  renewed,  have 
been  Consecrated ;  336 1  infants,  and  620  adults  have  been  Baptized ;  1 ,777 
persons  have  been  Confirmed ;  and  79,500  dollars  have  been  contributed 
by  the  congregations  of  this  Diocese,  for  various  objects  connected  with 
religion  and  the  Church. 

The  number  of  Communicants,  as  reported  to  the  last  Diocesan  Con- 
vention, is  5,781. 

The  number  of  Sunday  Schools  is  118 ;  of  Sunday  School  Teachers,  is 
1,031 ;  and  of  Sunday  School  Scholars,  8,288.  The  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  Episcopate,  consists  of  the  legacies  of  Andrew  Doz,  amounting  to 
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{4,701  83;  and  of  Dr.  Joseph  Pilmore,  {7,969  1S»  also,  of  the  sum  of 
$16,102  04,  a  capita]  raised  by  anntaal  collections,  in  the  different  churchesi 
and  of  a  |oan  without  interest  of  930f000. 

The  quota  of  this  Diocese  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Gen- 
eral Convention,  has  been  paid  in  full  to  the  present  time.  The  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity,  still  continues  its  valuable  labours, 
enabling  the  Diocese  to  enjoy  the  services  of  23  Missionaries.  Auxiliary 
to  it,  the  Female  Tract  Society  sends  forth  annually,  a  great  number  of 
useful  and  edifying  Tracts.  The  Education  Committee  of  the  same, 
sustains  at  present  5  beneficiaries  preparing  for  the  ministry,  2  of  w^om 
are  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  The  Diocesan  Sunday  School 
Society  continues  its  important  efforts  to  promote  the  interest  of  the* 
Episcopal  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Diocese,  with  increasing  success. 

The  Bp.  White  Prayer  Book  Society  has  distributed  Hbove  twenty 
thousand  Prayer  Books  throughout  the  United  States,  and  beyond  it,  since 
its  organization  in  1834,  at  an  expense  of  $4,743.  And  the  Female  Prayer 
Book  Society  has  been  highly  successful  and  useful  in  its  exertions,  having 
distributed  and  sold  2200  octavo,  and  50  quarto  Prayer  Books. 

The  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  Clergy- 
men of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  possesses  a  fund  of  more  than 
{60,000,  encumbered  by  an  annuity,  but  to  one  family.  From  the  several 
details  above  recited,  it  appears  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  stead- 
ily increasing  in  strength,  zeal,  and  numbers;  and,  it  is  thought  equally 
so,  in  pioty,  devotion,  and  holiness  of  its  members,  as  well  as  in  the  faith- 
fulness, emciencyt  and  soundness  of  its  Clergy. 

DELAWARE. 

The  Diocese  of  Delaware  comprises  sixteen  parishes;  viz.  seven  in  Sus- 
sex county,  three  in  Kent  county,  and  five  in  Newcastle  county.  In  each 
of  these  parishes  there  is  a  house  of  worship.  Since  the  last  Triennial  Re- 
port, two  churches,  one  in  Kent,  and  the  other  in  Sussex  county,  after 
'  being  abandoned  for  nearly  forty  year^^  have  been  repaired  and  conse- 
crated. A  Church  also  has  been  built  and  consecrated  in  Newcastle  county. 

There  are  in  the  Diocese  ten  Clergymen,  and  two  Candidates  for  Holy 
Orders. 

In  consequence  of  several  of  the  parishes  in  the  Diocese  being  for  a 
time  without  ministerial  supervision,  the  reports  furnished  to  the  State 
Convention  are  very  imperfect ;  they  furnish  the  following  aggregates : 
Communicants  313;  Baptism6,(of  adults  114;  of  infants,  247  ;)  total,  361 ; 
Confirmations,  122;  Catechumens,  797. 

The  Diocese  of  Delaware  is  under  the  provisional  charge  of  the  Right 
Rev.  H.  U,  Onderdonk.  To  the  eflficient  and  unremitting  labours  of  Bishop 
Onderdonk  the  Church  in  this  State  is  greatly  indebted  for  her  resuscita- 
tion, and  the  brighter  prospects  now  before  her. 

The  CoUeffe  at  Newark,  which  is  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Richard  S.  Mason,  promises  to  exert  a  beneficial  influence  within  the  Dio- 
cese, by  advancing  the  combined  interests  of  science  and  religion. 

MARYLAND. 

In  presenting  a  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  since 
the  last  General  Convention,  amidst  the  causes  of  con^atulation  which 
present  themselves,  and  awaken  our  devout  thanksgivmg  to  Ahnigbty 
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God  for  tho  continaance  of  his  favour  and  loving*  kindness,  there  is  a  loud 
call  for  mourninijr  the  severe  bereavement  it  has  experienced  in  the  de- 
cease of  its  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  William  Murray  Stone.  The  difficulty  of 
electing  a  successor  to  Doct.  Stone  has  at  length  been  harmoniously 
adjusted,  by  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Jackson  Kemper,  D.  D. ;  and 
should  he  accept  the  appointment,  there  is  reason  to  believe  the  Church 
would  prosper  under  the  wise  and  pious  supervision  of  such  a  Diocesan. 

Thd  Diocesan  Missionary  Society,  by  continuing  to  aid  weak  parishes 
and  con^egations,  is  contributing  much,  under  tho  Divine  blessing,  to 
the  stability  of  the  Church,  and  the  spread  of  true  religion. 

The  Prayer  Book  and  Homily  Society  continues  to  prosecute  the  good 
work  of  disseminating  our  authorized  formularies  of  devotion ;  the  funds . 
of  <<  the  Corporation  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deceased 
Clergymen"  are  large  and  flourishing,  and  afford  timely  relief  to  the  fami- 
lies of  several  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  who  have  been  called  from  their 
labours  to  their  rest;  and  the  general  institutions  of  the  Church  receive  a 
degree  of  aid  from  some  of  the  parishes — and  especially  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  which,  in  its  present  organization,  is  almost 
unanimously  approved,  and  in  some  instances  supported  by  generous  con- 
tributions. 

It  appears  from  the  annoal  reports  of  the  late  Bishop,  that  since  the 
last  General  Convention,  he  had  admitted  9  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Dea- 
cons, and  5  to  that  of  Presbyters ;  that  he  had  administered  the  rite  of 
confirmation  to  625  ;  the  number  of  Candidates  for  the  Ministry  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  10,  and  of  the  Clergy,  72. 

So  far  as  can  be  ascertained  from  the  summary  of  the  Parochial  reports 
given  at  the  end  of  the  Journals,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  Baptisms 
within  the  last  three  years  is  3241,  and  the  present  number  of  Coipmuni- 
cants  belonging  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  4060.  The  reports  in 
reference  to  Sunday  Schools  are  so  defective,  that  it  is  impossible  to  ascer- 
tain the  precise  number  of  Teachers  or  Scholars ;  but  it  is  believed  that 
those  nurseries  of  &ith  and  piety  are  established  in  most  of  the  parishes. 
The  amount  of  contributions  for  benevolent  purposes  stated  in  the  Jour- 
nals is  X  17,646  32. 

A  splendid  Church  has  recently  been  erected  for  the  use  of  one  of  the 
congregations  in  Baltimore ;  a  second  is  now  in  the  course  of  erection, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  a  third  will  soon  be  commenced  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  a  new  congregation  recently  organized. 

Several  new  churches  have  been  erected,  and  some  new  congrega- 
tions gathered  in  other  places  within  the  Diocese.  The  blessing  of  God 
has  not  been  withheld  from  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  and  per- 
formance of  pastoral  duties ;  and,  on  the  whole,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
cause  of  Christ  is  making  some  progress  in  this  section  of  our  Zion. 

VIRGINIA. 

The  general  state  of  the  Diocese  is  such  as  to  call  for  devout  thankful- 
ness to  Almighty  God.  The  cause  of  religion,  and  of  the  Churchy  has 
been  steadily  advancing.  Opposition  and  prejudice  are  fast  receding, 
and  the  present  position  of  the  Church  afibrds  to  her  friends  the  most 
gratifying  and  encouraging  prospects.  Peace  and  harmony  every  where 
prevail.  The  Clergy  have  increased  in  number ;  end  as  a  body,  may  be 
truly  said  to  be  preaching  the  doctrines  of  the  Cro£s  with  great  fidelity. 
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New  parishes  have  bebn  organiKed— new  churches  havfe  been  erected^-^ 
i&aiiy  old  temples  of  God,  after  having  long  Jain  in  ruins,  have  been 
tiBpaired — and  in  several  parishes,  the  excellent  plan  of  providing  Parson- 
ages, has  b^n  adopted.  The  eitcellency  of  our  Ecclesiastical  polity;  and 
the  peisuliar  advantages  of  our  forms  of  worsbijp,  are  every  day  beginning 
to  be  more  seen  and  admitted,  even  by  those  who  are  not  of  bur  own 
household  of  faith:  audit  mav  \^ell  be  a  just  cause  of  congratulation,  that 
the  Church  of  our  fathers,  afxer  having  been  long  trampled  in  the  dust, 
and  been  made  a  term  of  reproach,  has  now  put  on  her  beautiful  garments^ 
aild  haviuff  regained  the  confidence  oft  he  community,  is  opening  a  debt 
through  which  many  are  entering,  to  find  that  peace  and  security  which 
they  cahnot  elsewhere  obtain. 

In  these  times  of  excitement  and  agitation,  of  restless  innovation  and 
bold  experiment,  it  is  gratifying  to  perceive,  in  the  Diocese,  an  increaaiBg 
conviction  that  oUr  sebarity  is  to  be  found  in  a  strict  adherence  to  the 
doctrines,  polity,  and  worship  of  the  Church ;  on  this  subject,  it  is  believed; 
there  is  but  one  tnind  and  one  practice. 

THere  may  be  mentioned  another  evidence  of  the  increasing  prosperity 
of  the  Diocese.  Notwithstanding  the  pecuniary  embarrassments  of  th^ 
last  jrear,  the  contributions  to  the  v|iriou8  institutions  of  the  Cbuteh  were 
larger  then  than  they  havk  been  at  atiy  previous  period. 

The  Thoologicdl  Seminary  of  Vir|[inia  continues  to  send  out  well  fur^ 
nished  ministers  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  There  are  now  thred 
able  and  faithful  Professors  perroanbntly  engaged  in  the  institution ;  and 
at  ilo  former  period  has  this  School  of  the  Prophets  presentbd  stronger 
claiiMs  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the  Church.  Some  additioM 
has  been  made  to  the  funds  of  the  Institution ;  and  measures  have  beeii 
taken  for  a  regular  increase  of  the  Library.  It  is  believed  that  this  insti- 
tution now  possesses  all  needful  advantages  fbr  the  prosecution  of  theolo- 
gical studies.  •  f 

But  one  of  the  most  gratifying  indications  of  th^  spiritual  improvement 
of  the  Diocese,  is  the  increasing  interest  takeil  in  the  ^reat  cause  of  Mis- 
sions. The  new  organization  of  the  Missionary  Society  meets  with  the 
most  dtfi^ualified  approbation ;  and  there  is  felt  a  growing  desire  that  the 
Church  should  come  up  to  the  Apoctolic  standard)  and  become  emphatieallj^ 
a  Missionary  Church. 

The  various  institutions  connected  with  the  Church,  as  repk)rted  to  th^ 
last  General  Convention,  are  still  in  operation ;  and  in  general,  are  .fulfil- 
ling the  end  for  which  they  were  established.    The  Society  for  the  Relief 
of  the  Widows  and  Ort>hans  of  deceased  Clergyman,  has  been  reorganized, 
with  a  view  to  its  more  efficient  operation. 

The  amount  collected  for  the  aiflTerent  institutions  connected  with  the 
Church,  during  the  last  year,  was  ^9,213  83.  The  sums  contributed 
during  the  two  preceding  years,  cannot  be  accurately  stated. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  there  have  been  reported  as  fol<^ 
bw8:-^Baptisms,  of  adults,  103,  of  infants,  1569;  Confirmations,  800; 
Marriages,  633 ;  Funerals,  1004;  total  number  of  Communicants,  3,297  ; 
new  Churches  consecrated,  18;  Ordinations — Deacons,  26;  Priests,  l&i 
number  of  ClM'gy,  76. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  documents  forwarded  to  this  Convention,  as  required  by  foutrth 
Section  of  Canon  VII.,  of  1835,  having  miscarried,  it  is  not  in  the  power 
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of  the  Comaiittee  to  mske  so  full  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  this  Dio- 
cese M  the  Canon  requires.  It  is  believed,  however,  from  evidence  be- 
fore the  Committee,  that  the  Church  in  North  Carolina  is  in  a  decidedlj 
improving  couditi«m.  From  the  Journal  of  1838 — ^the  only  one  which  has 
come  to  hand,  the  Dioceee  appears  to  consist  of  the  Bishop,  twenty  Pres- 
byters,  and  two  Deacons.  Nineteen  of  those  are  fully  engaged  in  the  ap- 
propriate duties  of  the  ministerial  office,  and  the  remaining  three  are  em- 
ployed in  literary  institutions  which  are  more  or  less  under  the  aathority 
and  patronage  of  the  Church.  The  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Or- 
ders is  six.  The  number  of  parishes  regularly  organized  appears  to  be 
twenty-three,  besides  several  Missionary  stations.  The  whole  number  of 
Communicants,  as  reported  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  was  933.  This» 
however,  is  believed  to  fall  short  of  the  true  number  by  at  least  300.  The 
amount  contributed  to  the  charities  of  the  Church  cannot  now  be  accu- 
rately ascertained  ;  we  are,  however,  authorized  to  state,  that  onder  the 
excellent  plan  of  systematic  collections  recommended  by  the  Bishop,  it  has 
considerably  increased  since  the  last  Convention.  The  only  literary  insti- 
tution belonging  to  tlie  Diocese  is  the  "•*  Episcopal  School  of  North  Caro- 
lina," situated  at  Raleigh.  Its  object  is  to  combine  Christian  with  classical 
and  other  learning,  and  should  it  be  sustained  according  to  the  plan  of  its 
founders,  it  cannot  but  become  an  important  auxiliary  to  the  cause  of  the 
Church.  Among  other  favourable  indications  in  this  Diocese,  the  Commit- 
tee notice  with  pleasure  the  increased  attention  paid  to  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious improvement  of  its  coloured  population.  Besides  the  services  of 
the  parochial  Clergy,  several  Missions  have  been  projected  exclusively  for 
their  benefit,  and  so  far  as  they  have  been  carried  into  efiect,  under  the 
excellent  system  of  the  Church,  have  produced  the  most  gratifying  results. 
On  the  whole  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
has  been  gradually  progressing  in  spiritual  improvement,  and  that  accord- 
ing to  her  means  she  has  been  aiding  essentially  in  the  great  and  good 
work  of  extending  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

SOUTH    CAROLINA. 

The  condition  of  the  Diocese  has  nndergone  but  little  change  since  the 
last  General  Convention. 

The  number  of  organized  conorregations  is  fbrty<  of  which  four  are  with- 
out ministers,  or  oniy  occasionally  served.  The  stations  of  our  ministers 
are  forty-eight.  In  several  instances,  two  or  three  of  these,  undet  one  or- 
ganization OS  to  minister  and  vestry,  are  served  at  different  seasoirs  by  the 
same  minister.  The  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  are,  besides  the  Bishop,  forty- 
fbtiT  Presbyters  and  three  Deacons — five  having  been  added  to  the  num- 
ber since  the  last  General  Convention.  Thirty-four  are  pastorally  em- 
p1o}ed;  two  are  Missionaries  among  the  slave  population;  one  is  a  Mis^ 
Btonary  in  the  service  of  the  Foreign  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
of  our  Church,  and  one  is  a  Professor  in  the  South  Carolina  College.  Ten 
persons  have  been  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders  since  the  last  report,  and 
eleven  to  Priest's.  Two  of  the  latter  have  removed  into  Alabama,  where 
one  of  them  is  a  Missionary  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety. One  other  Presbyter,  since  the  last  report,  has  removed  from  this 
Diocese,two  to  that  of  Maryland,  and  two  withm  that  time  have  been  taken 
away  by  death.  Six  persons  have  been  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders. 
Four  of  those  who  were  Candidates  at  the  time  of  the  last  report,  have 
passed  through  the  course  of  studies  of  the  General  Seminary,  and  been 
ordained. 
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The  chttrcfaes  which  were  reported  as  having  been  destroyed  by  fire 
have  been  rebuilt,  and  St.  Stephen's  consecrated.  St.  Philip's  is  restored 
in  a  style  of  solemn  magnificence,  similar  to  that  of  the  old  building.  Its 
consecration  will  soon  take  place.  Six  other  new  churches  have  been  con* 
secrated. 

The  attention  of  the  Clergy  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  to  the  Christian  instruction  of  the  slave  population,  has  been  en- 
eoura^d  by  a  good  promise  of  success,  and  is  perseveringly  continued. 
Proprietors  in  some  places  have  combined  for  the  support  of  ministers  hold- 
ing Divine  service  on  their  plantations,  and  systematically  instructing  their 
slaves.  A  Catechism,  by  Uie  desire  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  has 
been  prepared  and  published  for  the  use  of  ministers  and  catechists  em- 
ployed in  this  species  of  duty. 

The  Societies  for  the  promotion  of  religious  benevolence,  proper  to  the 
Diocese,  are,  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Christianity,  instituted  in  1810 ;  which,  by  the  employment  of  ministers  as 
Missionaries,  by  the  distribution  of  Tracts,  Bibles,  and  Prayer  Books,  and 
other  measures,  has  done  and  continues  to  do  much  good ;  the  Diocesan 
Sunday  School,  which  is  a  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday 
School  Union— the  Protestant  Episcopal  Domestic  Missionary  Society, 
which  supports  a  domestic  Missionary  in  Charleston,  and  having  found  the 
field  of  his  usefulness  becoming  enlarged,  by  reason  of  his  excellent  enter- 
prise, has  been  encouraged  to  engage  the  services  of  an  assistant  Mission- 
ary,  to  act  with  him,  under  the  direction  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop 
and  Rectors  of  Cnurches  in  the  city,  and  to  contemplate  the  erection  of  a 
second  place  of  worship,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  and  those  not  able  to  defray 
the  expense  of  seats  in  the  other  churches,  in  which  also  the  ministrations 
of  the  Church  may  be  statedly  held. 

To  that  of  these  should  be  added  the  mention  of  the  Society  for  the  Re- 
lief of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Protestfint  Episcopal  Church  in 
South  Carolina,  which  has  long  been  established,  and  now,  with  continued 
and  increasing  patronage  and  encouragement  from  the  Laity,  is  happily 
prosperous. 

Parochial  associations  are  various,  and  contribute  to  the  Diocesan  or 
General  Charities  of  the  Church  not  inconsiderably. 

To  the  General  Seminary  of  the  Church,  the  Diocese  has  continued  to 
extend  Us  anxious  attention.  It  has  not  been  able  to  contribute  to  its 
funds  in  the  manner  proposed  by  the  Trustees ;  but  the  friends  of  the  in- 
stitution, who  are  here  very  numerous,  hope  to  be  able  to  do  justice  to  its 
claims  upon  them. 

To  the  funds  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Church,  this  Diocese  has  contributed  steadily  and  willingly.  In  propor- 
tion to  the  number  of  its  churches  and  people,  it  has  endeavoured  to  do 
what  became  it,  for  this  important  Charity.  By  the  systematic  collection 
of  ofierings,  and  by  Congregational  Associations,  under  the  presiding  at- 
tention and  conduct  of  ministers,  the  amount  of  contributions,  within  the 
last  two  years,  has  been  a  good  deal  increased.  One  of  the  churches  is 
under  engagement  to  provide  1000  dollars  annually,  for  the  support  of  the 
Missionary  now  employed  near  China,  from  among  the  Clergy  of  this 
Diocese.  Individual  contributions  of  persons,  being  pew-holders  in  diffe- 
rent churches,  have,  in  some  instances,  liberally  added  to  the  amount  set 
to  the  name  of  one  of  such  churches.  A  Monthly  Missionary  Lecture 
has  been  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston,  for  several  years,  with  a  view  to 
a  collection,  always  made  after  it,  for  the  ftinds  of  the  Domestic  and  For- 
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Mgt\  Mifsionary  Society,  iu  the  proportion  of  three  fourths  for  Domettie 
^Bsiobfi,  and  one  fourth  for  Foreign. 

The  Gospel  Messenger,  a  monthly  periodica],  has  continued  until  now 
to  be  published ;  and  it  is  hoped  will  continue  to  be  sustained,  as  a  neces- 
sary vehicle  of  ecclesiastical  and  religious  intelligence.  Such  hope  can 
^  lealized,  however,  only  throu^rh  continued  exertions  and  sacrifices  of 
^dividual  zeal. 

'  There  is  a  Fund  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese»  whioh, 
a^thoufrh  not  yet  adequate  to  the  object,  is  regularly  increasing. 

The  Convention  of  thQ  Diocese  has  adopted  resolutions  expressive  of  the 
^ncern  of  both  its  Clergy  and  Laity  on  the  subject  of  education,  as  a  vital 
interest  of  the  phurch.  Hitherto,  no  measures  have  been  adopted  in 
pursuance  of  such  resolutions,  and  it  may,  perhaps,  be  found,  that  here  as 
els^wb<ur^«  the  n^udsof  Protestafi|  Episcopalians  will  remain  insuflSoiently 
iapved  af  to  this  unspeakably  important  matter.

GEORGIA. 

JEaptract  from  the  Jov^mual  of  the  Convention  of  the  Djoeeeef  Jiay^ 
)83d. 

The  Committee  "  on  |,he  State;  of  the  Qhurch,"  beg  leave  to  present  th^ 
folio  wing  report  : 

*<  On  taking  a  survey  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese,  since  the 
Ust  General  Convention  of  the  Church,  the  Coi^mittee  feel  that  they 
have  cause  to  express  their  gratitude  fof  msnifestations  of  th^  goodness 
of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  during  that  period:  tbev  would  ac« 
jcnowledge  that  *•  hitherto  the  Lord  hath  helped  ws,''  and  (hough  sur- 
rounded by  some  disco uipagements,  yet  in  view  of  th^  brighter  prospectf 
which  are  now  dawning  on  our  portion  of  Zion,  they  ^sire  devoutly  to 
**  thank  God  and  take  courage." 

In  proceeding  to  discharge  more  directly  thcr  specific  duty  committed  to 
them,  they  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  statistical  statement  fof 
the  above  mentioned  period :

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  a  very  handsome  and  •commodioua 

Church  has  been  erected  by  the  congregation  of  Trinity  Church,  Column 

bus,  which  was  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  on  the  first 

of  April,  1838,  by  the  Riffht  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper. 

The  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Greorgia,  which 
heretofore  has  been  charged  with  the  missionary  interests  of  the  Diocese, 
has  been  dissolved,  and  in  lieu  of  it,  a  Committee  of  the  Convention  has 
been  instituted,  to  be  hereafter  appointed  annually  by  that  body,  and  to 
be  charged  not  only  with  Missionary  operations, but  also  with  the  Sunday 
Schools,  and  with  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Common  Prayer  Books  and 
Tracts,  within  the  Diocese.  This  is  regarded  as  a  highly  important 
measure  ;  its  professed  object  beinff,  to  carry  out  in  practice  the  sreat 
general  principle  recently  avowed  by  the  Church,  of  the  duty  of  the 
Church  in  her  ecclesiastical  capacity  and  authority,  to  assume  direct  care 
and  supervision  of  Missions,  as  well  as  other  benevolent  operations. 

Before  clo6in|{  this  report,  the  Committee  beff  leave  to  add,  that  in  view 
of  the  recent  visit  of  the  Right  Rev.  Jackson  Eemper,  D.  D.,  Missionary 
Bishop  of  the  States  of  Missouri  and  Indiana,  and  bis  performances  of 
Episcopal  services — the  Committee  recognise  peculiar  tokens  of  the 
Divine  favour,  which  demand  our  sincere  and  most  grateful  acknowledge^ 
ments.  We  trust  that  the  future  history  of  our  Diocese,  wiU  prove  that 
we  are  neither  insensible  to  the  obligations  involved  in  the  signal  bles- 
sings we  have  experienced,  nor  unmindful  of  Uie  encouraffements  afford- 
ed us,  to  increased  activity  and  usefulness  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  his 
Church." 

OHIO. 

The  fbllowing  particulars  embrace  a  period  of  three  years.  The  number 
of  Clergymen  at  present  in  the  Diocese  is  fifty- three,  (viz.  the  Bishop,  forty- 
five  Presbyters,  and  eight  Deacons,)  being  an  increase  since  the  last  General 
Convention,  of  twenty- two.  The  number  of  parishes  within  the  Diocese  is 
seventy-five ;  being  an  increase  of  twenty-nine  since  the  last  Convention. 
Tbefs  have  been  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  sixteen  ;  nine  of 
whom  were  educated  at  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Ohio ;  and  fifteen 
Deacons  have  been  ordained  Presbyters.  The  present  number  of  Can- 
didates for  Orders  is  twelve,  of  whom  nine  are  pursuing  their  studies  at 
the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese. 

Durinff  the  years  1835-36,  ending  in  September,  the  Diocesan  Mission- 
ary and  Education  Committee  employed  fourteen  Missionaries ;  in  1836- 
37,  they  employed  twelve,  and  in  1837-38,  eight  Missionaries. 

The  same  Committee,  during  the  year  ending  Sept.,  1836,  assisted 
twenty  beneficiaries  in  their  preparation  for  the  ministry;  in  1836^7, 
they  assisted  sixteen,  and  in  1837-38,  they  assisted  seven. 

The  funds  received  for  Diocesan  Missions,  during  the  year  ending 
Sept.,  1836,  were  $1175  62;  in  1837,  ftl037  77;  and  in  1838,21100  00. 
Total,  f  3313  39. 

The  amount  received  for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry, 
daring  the  year  ending  Sept,  1836,  was  91204  97 ;  in  ]837|  (806  00 ;  m 
IS38,  •496  00.    TotJ,  (2504  97« 
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the  laat  General  Convention  only  one  of  the  Clergj  hta  heen  re- 
moved by  death.  But  in  the  loes  of  this  Clergyman,  (the  Kev.  Nelson  E. 
Spencer,  Deacon  J  the  Diocese  experienced  a  severe  bereavement. 

The  number  or  Churches  which  have  been  consecrated  kince  the  last 
General  Convention,  is  19.  Ten  more  are  completed  or  being  erected. 
900  persons  have  been  Confirmed ;  the  number  of  Baptisms  reported  is, 
infants,  638,  adults,  120,  total,  7&8 ;  CommunicanU,  2450 ;  Sunday  School 
Scholara,  3000. 

KENTUCKY. 

In  this  Diocese  there  are  twenty  Clergymen,  including  the  Bishop, 
being  an  increase  of  ^ve^  since  the  last  General  Convention ;  nearly  ail 
of  whom  are  actively  engaged  in  ministerial  duties. 

It  appears  from  the  reports  of  the  Diocese,  which,  however,  are  very 
imperfect,  that  there  have  been  30  persons  Confirmed  ;  1 1  Ordained  Dea- 
cons, and  2  Priests;  129  infants  and  14  adults  have  been  Baptizedi  total 
133;  44  Marriages;  77  Funerals. 

The  troubles  which  have  disturbed  the  tranquillity  of  this  Diocese,  for 
several  years  past,  have  happily  subsided ;  the  Clergy  are  united ;  peace 
prevails,  and  prosperity  will,  it  is  confidently  believed,  soon  follow.  In- 
deed, even  amidst  discord,  the  Church  in  this  State  has  gathered  strength. 
The  list  of  parishes  and  Clergy  is  enlarged  ;  a  more  favourable  regard  is 
cast  towards  her  by  those  who,  at  present,  know  but  little  of  her  doc- 
trines, polity,  and  worship. 

Kentucky  is  eminently  Missionary  ground.     Owing  to  long  neglect,  a 

feneration  has  grown  up,  many  sprung  from  Episcopal  parents,  who  yet 
now  not  the  Church---many  with  a  disregard  of  all  religion,  and  all 
with  but  little  idea  of  their  obligation,  either  to  build  churches  or  support 
the  ministry.  The  assistance  of  Missionary  aiid  Church-building  socie- 
ties is  essential.  Especially  does  the  Theological  Seminary  of  Uie  Dio- 
cese need  and  merit  foreign  aid.  Every  year  gives  convincingproof  of  the 
vast  importance  of  this  institution,  its  value  may  be  seen  in  the  lact, 
that  of  the  present  number  of  the  Clergy,  as  above  reported,  eleven  are 
alumni  of  this  Seminary,  and  one  other  studied  in  the  Diocese,  under  pri- 
vate instruction.  Clergymen  educated  on  the  soil,  and  thus  gradually 
adapted  to  the  habits  and  manners  of  the  people,  are  the  only  men  likely 
to  form  a  permanent  body  of  labourers  in  a  region  where  there  is  but  little 
to  attract,  save  its  moral  desolation.  If  there  be  an  avenue  open,  by 
which  the  liberality  of  benevolent  Episcopalians  can  be  made  to  tell  on 
the  interests  of  the  Church  in  the  West,  it  is  the  Theological  Sjcmima- 
KT  OF  THB  Diocese  of  Kemtuckt. 

MISSISSIPPI.  / 

The  documents  are  not  in  hand,  from  which  to  give  a  full  and  accurate 
view  of  the  state  of  religion  in  this  Diocese.  Seven  congregations  are 
now  in  existence ;  four  of  which  have  been  organized  within  the  last 
three  years.  Three  of  the  above  are  destitute  of  Pastors,  viz.  Vicksburg, 
Grand  Gulph,  and  Jackson.  The  number  of  Communicants  in  these 
places  is  unknown. 

Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Page,  numbers  47  Communicants.    The  congregation  is  large  and  influ- 
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ential ;  and  in  view  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  present  Cbarch 
edifice,  efforts  are  now  in  progress  to  completCi  during  the  coming  year,  a 
new  and  splendid  building. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Woodville,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fish,  numbers  25  Communicants.  The  congregation  is  increasing  in  size 
and  importance.  The  church  building  has  been  lately  fitted  up  and 
nearly  painted. 

Christ  Chnrch,  Jefferson,  binder  t<he  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox, 
numbers  about  8  <]!ommuni€ants.  This  congregation,  until  very  lately, 
has  been  without  a  minister  for  the  last  five  or  six  years. 

St.  Paul's  Church,  Columbus,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Forbes,  numbers  36  Communicants ;  30  of  whom  have  been  admitted  since 
November,  1837.  The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper  visited  this  congre- 
gation in  April  last,  consecrated  their  church  edifice,  and  confirmed  15 
persons.  I'he  prospects  of  the  Church  at  this  platse  are  flattering,  notwith- 
standing the  pecuniary  embarrassments  under  which  it  now  labours. 

The  population  of  this  State  is  estimated  at  about  600,000 ;  among 
whom  are  six  ministers  of  our  Churchy  and  only  four  of  whom  art  engaged 
in  preaching  the  Word  of  Life. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  since  the  last  General 
Convention,  has  been,  amidst  all  difficulties,  numerous  and  peculiar,  still 
onward  -and  upward.  The  Clergy  think  themselves  singularly  happy  in 
an  Episcopal  supervision,  equally  affectionate  and  energetic,  to  whose 
prudence  and  zeal  their  individual  ministry  owes  much  of  its  efficiency 
and  success.  Encouraging  as  is  the  present  compared  with  the  past,  it  is 
to  the  rich  promise  of  no  remote  futurity  that  the  friends  of  the  Church 
in  Tennessee  are  looking  with  the  liveliest  hopes.  Counsels  and  plans, 
not  yet  brought  to  full  maturity  and  issue,  are  in  active  hands,  employed 
by  zealous  hearts,  *^  praying  always,*'  and  with  God^s  blessing,  must  tell 
with  effect,  upon  the  materiel  of  which  the  Church  is  to  be  built  up  in 
this  new  Diocese. 

The  establishment  of  a  Literary  and  Theolomcal  Seminary  has  been 
determined  on,  and  a  liberal  charter  has  been  obtained  from  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State.  Twenty-five  thousand  dollars  have  been  subrscribed 
in  Madison  county,  on  the  conditions,  that  the  institntion  be  located  in 
that  county,  and  the  additional  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  be 
elsewhere  raised. 

Canons  have  been  adopted,  providing  for  the  support  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, upon  the  plan  of  •*  Systematic  Charity,"  or  *«  Weekly  Church  Of- 
ferings ;"  as  also  for  the  establishing  of  depositories  of  Sundajr  School 
Books,  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts. 

Three  churches  and  one  chapel  have  been  consecrated.  Fotir  persons 
ha\'e  been  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  and  four  to  the  Priesthood. 
Two  Presbyters  and  three  Deacons  have  removed  from  the  Diocese.  Five 
Presbyters  and  three  Deacons  have  been  received  into  it.  "Inhere  are  at 
present,  the  Bishop,  thirteen  Presbyters,  and  four  Deacons;  iti  all,  eigh- 
teen. There  are  at  present,  three  Candidates  fbr  Orders.  There  are 
sixteen  parishes,  of  which  two  are  Missionary  Stations,  aided  by  the 
General  Board  of  Missions.  Three  parishes  ate  vacant.  Two  new 
parishes  liave  been  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention.  One  of 
these  exhibits  the  extraordinary  BUccess  of  a  single  effort  on  the  part  of 
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a  few  zealous  and  eoligfiitened  friends  of  the  Charch.  In  a  Bmall  towOt 
where  much  iterance  and  prejudice  bad  prevailed,  no  Clergyman  ba^iig 
before  officiated  there,  afler  a  public  exposition  of  the  peculiar  and  dia- 
tinctive  principles  of  the  Church,  sixteen  families  united  in  the  regular  or- 
ganization of  a  parish,  elected  a  minister  and  other  proper  offioera,  and 
numbered  twelve  Communicants. 

The  numerical  strength  of  the  Diocese  is  not  given  in  the  parochial 
'  reports.    They  fall  short  of  the  actual  linmber.     SSixty-five  Confirma- 
tions, 226  Baptisms,  of  which  24  were  adults,  and  210  Communicants, 
have  been  reported ;  as  also  45  SSunday  School  Teachers  in  5  parishes, 
and  331  Scholars  in  6  parishes. 

It  is  believed  that  there  has  been  a  luilrked  increase  of  zeal  and  spiritu- 
ality in  those  parishes  that  have  had  regular  ministrations,  and  that  no 
part  of  our  country  presents  a  more  inviting  field  for  the  labours  of  such 
as  understand  and  love  to  preach  *<  the  Qospel  in  the  Church,"  seeking 
only  the  glory  of  God  in  the  salvation  of  men.  In  almost  every  part  of 
the  State,  such  competent  labourers  might,  under  God,  speedily  build  up 
congregations,  and  establish  peirmanently  the  principles  .and  usages  <x 
primitive  Christianity. 

ALABAMA. 

The  condition  of  the  Chdrch  in  this  Diocese  has  been  slowly  bat  pro- 
gressively improving  since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Convention. 
The  number  of  Clergymen  resident  in  the  Diocese  is  ten ;  being  an  in- 
crease of  six  Presbyters  and  one  Deacon  since  the  last  report.  Of 
theses  however^  only  seven  have  the  care  of  parishes.  One  Presbyter,  the 
lamented  Rev.  John  Avery,  D.  D.,  has  deceased ;  and  one,  the  Rev.  Nor- 
man Pinney,  has  been  displaced  from  the  ministry  at  his  own  reooest. 

Four  new  churches  have  been  erected ;  two  have  been  consecratea,  and 
two  are  in  the  course  of  erection.  Seven  dew  Congregations  have  been 
organized,  and  admitted  into  i^nion  with  the  Convention,  and  one  has  been 
organized,  which  has  not  yet  Been  received.  The  population  of  this  State, 
Which  has  greatly  increased  within  the  last  few  years,  is  mostly  composed 
of  families  from  the  older  States,  many  of  whom  were  educated  in  our 
own  communion,  and  who  ardentlv  desire  the  services  of  the  Church.  But 
the  difficulty  of  procuring  suitable  Clergymen  in  sufficient  numbers  to 
Ebeet  the  demand  for  them,  has  greatly  retarded  the  growth  of  the  Church, 
Which  difficulty  will  probably  continue  until  the  Episcopate  shall  he  ob« 
tained.  In  order  to  accomplish  so  desirable  and  so  necessary  an  object 
for  the  permanent  and  increasing  prosperity  of  the  Diocese,  the  Conven- 
tion of  1 836  appointed  a  Board  of  Trustees  to  receive  donations  and  pror 
cure  subscriptions  for  the  establishment  of  an  Episcopal  Fund.  As  a  com- 
mencement to  this  fund,  the  Convention  appropriated  a  tract  of  640  acres 
of  land,  lying  in  Baldwin  county,  presented  to  the  Church  in  Alabama  by 
Jabob  LorilTard,  Esq.  of  the  city  of  New- York.  To  this  between  four 
and  five  thousand  dollars  have  been  added  by  subscriptions ;  and  it  is  Xhm 
intention  of  the  Trustees  to  adopt  eflTectual  measures  speedily  to  augment 
the  fund  to  such  an  amount  as  will  gjeatly  assist  in  the  support  of  a  Bishop* 

The  field  for  ministerial  labour  in  this  Diocese  is  large,  and  already 
white  unto  the  harvest;  but  it  has  been  proved  by  past  experience  that 
the  Church  can  never  occupy  that  high  stand  which  it  might  and  would 
take,  if  the  ecclesiastical  organization  of  the  Diocese  were  completed  by 
the  election  and  consecration  of  a  Bishop. 
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The  valiMi  and  influence  of  Episcopal  ministrations  faavie  bton  Witnewed 
in  the  delightful  result  produced  bv  the  late  visitatibte  of  the  indefttigaUb 
Mismonary  Bishop.  And  that  such  ministrations  m\ghi  be  frequently  and 
tegolarly  enjoyed,  the  last  Diocesan  Convehtion  passed  a  resolution,  r^ 
questing  the  General  ConVibntion  to  extend  thb  Epbtotial  jurisdiction  of 
the  Missionary  Bishop  over  tJiis  Diocese,  until  it  should  be  able  canoiil- 
jcally  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  itself.  I'his  request,  however^  wiU  not  be  pr«|- 
forredi  in  consequence  of  the  auspicious  steps  which  have  been  taken  by 
the  General  Convention  to  appoint  additional  Missioilaty  Bishops. 

At  the  last  Convention,  a  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  was  organized ; 
the  chief  object  of  which  was,  to  engage  the  services  of  one  or  more 
Missionaries,  who  should  travel  through  the  entire  Diocese  for  the  t>ttr- 
pose  of  making  known  the  claims  of  the  Church— of  gathering  into  con- 
gregations her  scattered  members — and  of  pointing  out  to  the  Society  tjie 
most  eligible  situations  for  the  location  of  permanelit  MissionaHee; 
This  object^  it  is  hopedi  will  be  carried  oUt  to  some  extent,  at  least, 
during  the  present  year. 

The  parochial  Clergy  are  active,  industrious,  and  faithful,  in  the  dis- 
tharge  of  tlieir  ininisterial  duties ;  strictly  observing  the  Canons  and  Ru- 
brics of  the  Church.  They  have  extended,  as  far  as  it  was  practicable* 
4>ccasional  services  to  places  destitute  of  the  ministry  of  the  Cnurch ;  and 
^m  their  representations^  there  is  scarcely  a  town  or  neighbourhood  of 
planters  in  the  State  where  the  labours  of  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church 
%ould  not  only  be  acceptable,  but  well  rewarded. 

In  conclusiotH  it  should  be  added,  that  with  whatever  diecouragementi 
and  difficulties  the  Church  has  to  contend,  there  is  abandaht  reason  tb 
be  thankful  to  her  great  Head  for  the  incneaso  of  zeal  and  piety  among 
her  ministers  and  members,  and  to  be  "  ateAdfast,  unitievbahle,  alwaya 
Abounding  in  the  work  ^  the  Lord." 

There  nave  bben  reported  to  the  Convllation,  duHn^  the  last  three 
jrears.  Baptisms — adults,  12, infants,  164  ;  Marriages,  42 ;  Funerals,  119 ; 
persons  Confirmed,  63 ;  Comthunicants,  S02 ;  Sunday  School  Teachers,  36 ; 
Sunday  School  Scholarai  305 ;  no  CandidAtes  for  Orders ;  contributions  t0 
the  general  oltjects  of  the  Church*  ahout  tbtee  thousatid  doUArs; 

MICHIGAN; 

This  Dieo^se,  immediately  after  the  last  General  CoH^eikMn.  4toad4i  w 
plication  to  the  President  of  the  Hous6  of  Bishops,  to  elect  a  suitable 
.persoii  for  the  Episcopatei  the  Diocese  not  havinr  the  number  required  b|r 
ihe  Canon,  which  would  quaiify  theia  to  elect  for  thbmselir^s.  in  -cob^ 
teqaenceof  a  diversity,  of  opidioii  on  the  cdnstrutrllon  of  the  Second  Clausd 
bf  the  Second  General  Cadon,  a  delay  occurred  id  the  coli8ecnation4tf.the 
Bisbopiand  tho  Diocese  was  deprived  of  Episcopal  supervision  till  Auguati 
1 836;  Sidce  that  time  this  Diocese  has  befen  partibularly  blesi^d,  both  by  the 
increase  in  the  numbei*  of  its  Clergy  and  Communicants.  Th^ve  uH 
no^  seventeen  Clersrymen,  includinf  th6  Bishop— dutinj^  thb  laKt  two 
jreara  six  n^w  churches  have  been  coiifl^crated,  umt  Candidate  f(«  Or- 
ders have  been  admitted  to  the  Deaconshif),  ahd  font  to  th^  Priesthood^ 
and  over  200  persons  have  been  Confirmed ;  prttsbnt  Jiiunber  of  Comma- 
hicants  about  500.  The  Sunday  Schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition ; 
during  the  last  three  years  this  Diocese  has  contributed  to  the  Missionary 
hause  about  2,000  doUara.  An  Epiaeopal  fund  haa  been  created,  whien 
flow  exceeds  8,000  xloUari; 
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In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  certain  neceesary  document!),  other 
information  cannot  now  be  given. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  Journal  of  the  Convention  asbcmbled  at  Rubhville,  Uliuois,  June 
4,  tB38,  not  having  been  received,  the  Committee  are  able  to  present  only 
a  brief  and  impertiefct  report  of  the  State  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 
There  are  Canonically  resident  in  it,  thirteen  Clergymen :  the  Bishop* 
and  twelve  Presbyters.  The  number  of  organized  congregations  is  about 
tweofy,  and  of  Communicants  connected  with  them,  more  than  two  hun- 
dred; the  number  of  Baptisms,  as  reported  on  the  Journals  for  1836, 
1837  and  1838,  is  47;  and  of  Confirmations,  for  the  same  period,  53;  four 
churches  have  been  consecrated.  Since  the  last  General  Convention, 
foar  have  been  ordained  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  three  have  remo- 
ved from  the  Diocese,  eight  have  been  transferred  to  it,  and  four  churches 
have  been  consebrated. 

Although  this  statement  shows  some  increase  of  Clergymen  in  the  Dio- 
cese, there  is  room  and  need  for  msny  more. 

Bishop  Chase  in  his  late  address,  asks,  *<  VViio  will  come  to  supply  other 
{rfaces  equally  famishing,  for  the  Word  and  Sacraments  1  Juliet  is  yet 
¥acant ;  Dixon's  Ferryi  Stephenson,  Danville,  Mt.  Carmel,  Savannah* 
and  BeardstowD  are  vacant.  Numberless  are  the  places,  abounding  with 
precious  souls,  perishing  for  lack  of  spiritual  food— sheep  without  a  shep- 
lierd,  who,  to  all  human  view,  will  never  find  shelter  and  pasture,  till  they 
find  them  in  our  Primitive  Apostolic  Church." 

It  is  hoped  that  many  will  give  a  favourable  and  immediate  answer  to 
the  afibctionate  and  repeated  invitations  of  the  venerable  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese. 

The  prospects  of  soon  establishing  the  Theological  Seminary  in  this 
Diocese  are  good« 

FLORIDA. 

The  Diocese  of  Florida  was  organized  by  a  meeting  of  Clergy  and  Lay 
Delegates  held  in  Tallahassee  in  the  month  of  January  last ;  and  an  act 
was  unanimously  passed  by  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  Territory  then 
in  Session  incorporating  the  Diocese,  extending  the  benefits  ofincorpora- 
tion  to  all  parishes  which  may  hereafter  be  formed,  and  securing  to  the 
Church  all  property  of  every  description  which  may  at  any  thne  be  given 
to  it. 

The  number  of  Clergymen  in  this  Diocese,  at  the  Convention  in  Janu- 
ary last,  was  six«  and  the  number  of  parishes  seven.  There  are  three 
church  edifices  now  erected,  one  at  Pensacola,  one  at  St.  Augustine,  and 
one  at  Tallahassee,  and  efforts  are  making  for  the  erection  of  two  more 
at  Key  West  and  Apalachicola.  The  support  given  to  the  Church,  and 
the  attendance  upon  its  services,  are  such  as  to  justify  the  hope  that  an  in- 
terest is  awakened  in  her  behalf;  and  when  it  is  remembered  that  during 
the  two  years  last  past,  Florida  has  been  struggling  under  the  pressure  of 
an  Indian  war  within  her  borders,  and  that  difiiculttes  ever  must  attend 
the  erection  of  churches  in  a  new  country,  we  cannot  but  be  grateful  to  Al- 
miffhty  God  for  I  he  degree  of  success  which  has  been  already  vouchsafed. 
Of  the  six  parishes  supplied  with  Clergymen,  three  are  now  independent 
of  aid  from  the  General  Missionary  Society,  namely,  Pensacola,  Tallahas- 
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I,  and  St.  Aagastine.  TJiey  support  tbeir  own  Rectors,  and  will  soon 
be  in  a  condition  to  aid  in  establishing  other  parishes  in  the  Diocese.  The 
ministers  at  Key  West  and  Apalacbicola,  are  supported  in  part  by  the  Ge- 
neral Missionary  t^ociety.  Since  the  primary  Convention  in  January,  a 
parish  has  been  formed  at  Marianna,  and  a  Vestry  elected,  v/ho  iiave  au- 
thorized their  agent  to  employ  a  Clergyman  for  the  parish  at  21,000  sala- 
ry. Quincy  iias  been  adopted  as  a  Missionary  station,  by  the  Domestic 
Committee,  and  a  subscription  circulated  in  that  place  for  a  Clergyman's 
salary,  which  amounts  to  $660.  St.  Joseph's  also  contains  friends  of  the 
Church,  and  will  be  shortly  recommended  by  the  Diocesan  Authority  as  a 
Missionary  station.  All  three  of  these  places,  it  is  believed,  are  encou- 
raging places  for  Missionary  operations,  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  by  the 
friends  o(  the  Church  in  them,  may  be  soon  supplied  with  suitable  pastors. 
Indeed,  wherever  we  look  in  Florida,  we  find  here  and  there  scattered 
through  the  Diocese,  the  seeds  of  the  Church.  Under  God  our  future 
prospects  are  in  our  own  power.  There  is  materiel  enough.  If,  as  villa^ 
after  village  springs  up,  we  there  hold  out  the  cross ;  if  we  wait  not  for  cir- 
cumstances to  develope  us,  but  following  the  echo  of  the  axe  as  it  rings  in 
the  forest,  carry  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  to  the  cabin  of  every  settler, 
then  may  we  indulge  any  hope  that  may  be  formed.  At  present  the  popu- 
lation of  Florida  is  inclined  to  receive  the  worship  and  discipline  of  the 
Episcopal  Church.  How  long  this  may  be  the  case  is  known  only  to  Al- 
mighty God.  Though  in  its  infancy,  a  prospect  is  presented,  which  affords 
ample  encouragement  to  the  continual  exertions  of  its  ministers,  and  the 
aealous  co-^operation  of  every  member  of  the  Laity,  and  calls  forth  lively 
thanksgivings  to  Him  who  ruleth  over  the  whole  Church. 

According  to  the  incomplete  reports  made  to  the  Primary  Convention, 
the  number  of  Communicants  belonging  to  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
may  be  estimated  at  about  100  ;  Baptisms  during  the  previous  year,  43 ; 
Marriages,  26 ;  Funerals,  75. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  Church  in  Louisiana  having  been  bdt  recently  organized,  little 
statistical  information  has  been  collected  in  reference  to  it.  It  contains 
three  organized  Parishes,  viz.  two  in  the  city  of  New-Orleans,  and  one  at  . 
St.  Francisville.  Christ  Church,  New-Orleans,  which  had  been  for 
several  years  without  the  services  of  a  stated  Rector,  is  now  supplied,  and 
is  in  a  flourishing  state,  with  about  150  Communicants.  St.  Paul's  Church, 
in  the  Upper  Fauxbourg,  is  at  present  vacant,  but  with  a  prospect  of  being 
soon  supplied.  A  Rector  has  been  recently  appointed  to  Grace  Church, 
in  St.  Francisville,  which  is  supposed  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

INDIANA. 

Within  the  bounds  of  what  is  now  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  at  the  Ses- 
sion of  the  last  Greneral  Convention,  there  was  but  one  organized  parish, 
and  only  one  officiating  Clergyman,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoyt,  now  of  Craw- 
fbrdsville,  who  went  to  Indianapolis  in  1 834. 

Some  years  ago,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shaw,  afterwards  removed  from  the 
ministry,  organized  a  parish  in  Vincennes,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pfeiffer, 
also  removed,  organized  a  parish  in  Washington,  both  of  which  have  been 
extinct  for  several  years.     Mr.  Hoyt  not  succeeding  in  Indianapolis, 
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lamoTed  to  Crawfordsville,  and  orgmnized  a  pariah.  Mr.  Todd  then 
pettled  for  a  time  in  Logaosport.  Soon  afterwards  the  Rev.  A.  Lamafi 
from  Virffini^,  removed  to  Madison,  and  became  the  Missionarjr  there,  but 
afterwards  removed  to  Evansvilie.  and  was  succeeded,  in  Bladison,  bj  the 
Rev.  Lloyd  Windsor.  In  succeMion,  parishes  were  forfped  at  New 
Albany,  Jefiersonville,  La  Fayette.  Indianapolis,  RicbmoBd,  Michigan 
City,  Mishawaka^  and  Vincennes.  There  are  now  canonieaUy  resident 
tnd  officiatipg  in  Indiana,  nine  Clergymen,  besidfss  one  or  two  not  canon|r 
fally  resident,  and  twelve  parish^. 

Reports  hi^ve  been  received  froip  a  few  of  the  Clergy,  which  show  an 
^coura^ing  state  of  temporal  and  spiritual  prosperity,  which,  when  com- 
pared with  the  state  of  things  previous  to  the  appointment  of  the  Mission- 
ary fiisiiop,  cat)s  for  warm  and  devoted  acknowledgments  to  Almighty 
Qod,  from  whom  cpmeth  every  good  and  perfect  gift. 

The  Missionary  at  Evansvilie  reports  13  Communicants;  and  states,  that 
put  of  his  congregation  of  150  or  300  persons,  not  more  than  iPi  besides 
llis  communicants,  were  bapti^d  by  our  ministry.  He  has,  withrin  the 
two  years  of  Lis  Misf<ion  at  Eyapsville,  Baptized  10,  solemnized  10  Mar- 
riages, and  attended  18  Funerals.  The  Sunday  School  has6Gi  Scholars; 
and  {25  are  to  be  sent  to  Domestic  Missions.  A  lot  has  been  secured  for 
fi  chprch  potting  21,000,  and  600  of  it  secured. 

The  Missionary  at  Kichroond  reports  an  increasing  congregation— 
}\  Communicants ;  and  during  the  year  of  his  Missionary  labours,  some* 
$imes  interrupted  by  sickness,  9  Baptisms,  7  Marriages,  and  6  Funerals. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Steele,  of  New  Albany,  says,  we  have  secured  the  means 
of  defraying  two  thirds  the  cost  of  a  church.  During  the  past  year  there 
)iave  been  added  to  the  Church,  by  Baptism,  1  adult  and  9  children;  4 
have  been  (Joqfirmed,  and  5  added  to  the  Communion,  making  the  present 
number  of  Communicants  ^6;  Marriages,  4;  and  Burials,  4;  collections 
^r  Doipestic  Missions,  $'iQ. 

Rev.  Mr.  Britton,  of  Indiai^apolis,  reports,  within  13  months,  a  hand- 
some Gothic  church  nearly  finished,  and  two  thirds  its  cost  secured  in  the 
parish;  Baptisms^-adults,  3,  children  15;  Confirmed,  21  \  added  to  the 
Communion,  S3^  present  number  of  Commnuicants,  26 ;  Marriages,  4 ; 
and  Burials,  4.  Here  {50  has  been  sent  to  Domestic  Missions.  Mr.  Stout, 
of  Michigan,  occasionally  officiating  at  Mishawaka,  and  other  places,  has 
Baptized  at  Mishawaka,  1  adult  and  5  children. 

Two  incorporated  institutions  of  learning,  one  with  a  budding,  have 
been  ofiered  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Church,  if  we  will  supply  the 
meu ;  and  a  loud  call  has  been  made  for  a  teacher  for  a  contemplated 
Academy. 

Thus,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  we  have  gone  on ;  and  trusting  in  Him,  we 
hope  that  the  appeal  of  our  devoted  Missionary  Bishop,  for  men  and 
means,  will  be  heard.  Now  is  the  time  to  occupy  Indiana.  We  are,  it 
is  true,  twenty  years  behind  the  Methodists,  and  ten  behind  the  Presby- 
terians ;  but  yet,  under  God,  through  the  devoted  labours  of  our  Bishop, 
the  Church  has  received  an  impulse  which  must  send  her  onward,  if  in 
our  infancy  we  are  aided  abroad  in  any  degree  proportioned  to  the  wil- 
of  God  to  bless. 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Calendar  was,  on  mo- 
tion, called  up,  and  re-committed  to  the  same  Committee. 
The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  had  been  re-committed 
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Hm  proposed  substitute  for  III.  Canon  of  1835,  presented  the 
paiDfi  with  amendmentSy  viz :

Sbct.  1.  All  persons  te^kini:  admiMion  to  the  Ministry  of  thiiCharcb,  are  to 
be  fegarde4  m  Candidatee  for  Holy  Orders. 

BiOT.  3.  When  a  person  who,  not  having  had  Episcopal  ordination,  has 
been  acknowledfred  as  an  ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate  among  any  other  de. 
■dminatioD  of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordaiped  in  this  Church,  he  shall 
gitre  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
nittef  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides }  or  if  he  resides  in  a  State  or  Terri- 
tory in  which  there  is  no  organized  Diocese,  to  one  of  the  Bishops  of  this 
Church ;  which  notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  written  certificate  from  at 
bast  two  Presbyters  of  thia  Chorch,  stating  that  from  personal  knowledge  of 
the  party,  or  satisfactory  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire 
to  leave  thp  denomination  to  which  he  has  belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any 
circumstance  unfavourable  to  his  religious  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of 
which  it  may  be  ineipedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of  the  ministry  in  thia 
Choroh  i  and  they  may  also  add  what  they  know,  or  believe  on  good  authority, 
of  the  circumstances  leading  to  the  said  desire. 

Skct.  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  Stani^ing  Committee  shall  think  proper  to  proceed, 
the  party  applying  to  be  roceired  as  a  Candidate,  shall  produce  to  the  Standing 
Committee  the  same  testimonials  t>f  literary  qualifications  as  are  required  of  all 
other  Candidates  ;  and  also  a  testimonial  from  at  least  twelve  members  of  the 
denominatiofi  from  which  he  came,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  that  the  ap. 
plieant  has,  for  three  years  last  past,  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly  ;  and 
ftlso«  a  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Prosbytersof  this  Church,  that  they  believe 
him  to  be  pious,  sober  and  honest,  and  sincerely  attached  to  the  doctrines,  die. 
cipline  and  worship  of  the  Church.  The  Standing  Committee  being  satisfied 
on  these  points,  may  recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as  a  Candi- 
date for  Orders  in  this  Church. 

Scot.  4.  Candidates  admitted  as  abcve,  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a  period  not 
less  than  six  months,  be  Ordained,  on  their  passing  the  same  examinations  as 
other  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders;  and  in  the  examination,  special  regard 
shall  be  had  to  those  points  in  which  the  denomination  whence  they  come  dif. 
fers  from  this  Church,  with  a  riew  of  testing  their  information  and  soundneas 
in  the  same  ;  and  also  to  the  ascertsining  that  they  are  adequately  acquainted 
with  the  Liturgy  and  Offices  of  this  Church;-  provided,  that  in  their  case  the 
testimonials  shall  be  required  to  cover  only  the  time  since  their  admission  as 
Candidates  for  Orders :  and  provided  also,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Canon 
eoneerning  Candidates  for  Orders;  as  far  as  the  same  relates  te  the  age  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  dispensation  may  be  granted,  and  the  mode  and  restrictions 
in  and  under  which  the  same  may  be  granted,  shall  apply  to  the  persons  men. 
tioned  in  this  Canon. 

Skct.  5.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Ministry  of  any  other  denomination,  who 
•pplies  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  may  be  allowed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee  present  at  a  meeting  duly  convened,  the  period  of  time  during  which 
he  has  be^n  a  Student  of  Theology  or  Candidate  in  such  other  denomination ; 
provided,  the  time  so  allowed  does  not  exceed  two  years.  . 

Sbot.  €.  The  third  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed. 

Whereupon^  it  was  moved  and  carried,  to  amend  Section 
itby  bjr  striking  out  six^  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  tioelve. 
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The  proposed  substitute  for  III.  Canon  of  1835,  as  reported 
by  the  Committee,  was  then  passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  for  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  resolution  to  re* 
commit  to  the  same  Committee  the  report  of  the  Joint  Commit- 
tee on  the  subject  of  Typographical  Errors  in  the  Prayer  Book. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  resolution  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  on  the  publication  of  all  the 
Journals  since  1785,  and  had  appointed  on  their  part  the  Ru 
Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  infonn- 
ing  this  House  that  they  had  had  under  consideration  the  report 
of  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  time  and  place  for  the 
next  General  Convention,  and  have  passed  the  following  resolu- 
tion, in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of  this  House ;— ^ 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring, that  the  next  General  Convention  be  held  in  the  City  of 
New- York,  on  the  1st  Wednesday  in  October,  1841. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  this  House  concurred  with  theHouso 
of  Bishops. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Kshops,  inform- 
ing the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies^  that  they  have 
had  under  their  consideration  the  proposed  substitute  for  the 
9th  Canon  of  1832,  passed  by  that  House,  and  have  unani- 
mously resolved,  That  they  do  not  concur  in  passing  said  sub- 
stitute. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved,  That  a  Conference  be  re- 
quested with  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  in  the  event  of  its  being 
f  ranted,  the  following,  be  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  this 
[ouse: — Dr.  Hawks,Dr.  De  Lancey,  and  Mr.  James  S.  Smith. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting for  concurrence  a  Preamble  and  Resolution  touching 
the  ratification  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York; 
such  division  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November  next. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  Preamble  and  Resolution  from 
the  House  of  Bishops  were  concurred  in  by  this  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting to  this  House  a  Canon  on  Missionary  Bishops,  proposed 
as  a  substitute  for  the  2d  Canon  of  1835.  Whereupon,  on  mo* 
tion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  propo- 
sing, with  the  concurrence  of  this  House,  to  attend  this  evening 
a  meeting  on  the  subject  of  Education.  The  House  concurred 
with  the  House  of  Bishops. 
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Moved  and  carried,  that  when  this  House  adjourns,  it  adjourn 
to  meet  this  afternoon  at  ^  past  5  o'clock. 

The  House  adjourned.  .  - 

Friday,  i  past  6,  P.  M. 

The  House  re-assembled  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Mai^niag  Session  were  read  and  approved. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops : 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  request  the 
Housfe  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  allow  them  to  withdraw 
their  resolution  of  non-concurrence  in  the  proposed  substitute  for 
the  i^th  Canon  of  1832.  Whereupon,  on  motion,  leave  was 
given  by  this  House. 

The  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety made  the  following  report  upon  the  message  and  resolu- 
tions from  the  House  of  Bishops,  referred  to  them  on  Thurs- 
day, upon  the  subject  of  a  Missioniary  Bishop : 

The  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  relation 
to  extending  the  duties  and  powers  of  Missionary  Bishops,  and  making 
provision  for  Alabama,  Flovida,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Indiana,  beg 
leave  to  report,  That  the  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  ex- 
pedient to  Jnake  any  provision  in  relation  to  giving  authority  to  the  Board 
of  Missions,  to  appropriate  any  funds  towards  the  support  of  a  Bishop  of 
«n  organized  Diocese,  and  that  ail  the  provisions  contained  in  the  said 
message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  may  more  appropriately  be  provided 
/or,  by  making  some  alterations  in  Canon  7th  of  1832,  and  2d  Canon  of 
1835  ;  the  Committee,  therefore,  propose  the  following  alterations  in  said 
Canons : 

Afler  the  words,  •<  Assistant  Bishop,"  in  the  1st  line  of  Canon  7th  of 
1832,  insert  the  words,  «  or  Missionary  Bishop.'* 

Afler  the  words  '*  another  Diocese,'^  in  the  second  line  of  the  third 
section  of  said  Canon,  insert  the  words  ^'  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop.^' 

To  the  3d  Section  of  Canon  2d  of  1835,  add  as  fctUows : 

And  the  House  of  Bishops  may  at  any  time  increase  or  diminish  the 
number  of  States  and  Territories,  over  which  the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops 
shall  exercise  Bpiscopal  functions;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation 
of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  the  presiding  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  be,  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  to  request  one  ef  the  neighbouring  Bishops  to 
take  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary  Episcopate,  until  the  meeting  of 
the  next  General  Contention.        Respectfully  submitted,

Whereupon,  on  motion,  so  much  of  the  report  as  related  to 
the  proposed  alterations  of  Canon  7,  of  1832,  was  concurred  in  by 
the  House)  and  the  remainder  of  the  report  was  laid  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  resolved  that  the  House  of  Bishops 
do  not  concur  in  passing  the  proposed  substitute  for  the  9th 
Canon  of  1832,  and  stating  their  reasons  for  non^concurrence. 
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Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved,  That  a  confei^tice  be  re^ 
qaested  with  the  House  of  Bishops,  upon  the  disagreemetit  be- 
tween the  two  Houses  ;  and  in  the  event  of  its  being  acceded  to, 
this  House  appoint,  as  a  Committee  of  Conference,  Dr.  Hawks; 
Dr.  De  Lancev,  and  Mr.  James  S.  Smith. 

The  remainder  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
touching  a  Canon  referred  to  them,  and  which  wns  proposed  by 
the  House  of  Bishops  as  a  substitute  for  the  2d  Canon  of  1895»* 
was  then  called  up. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  this  House  concurred  with  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  passing  said  substitute,  with  the  amendment  pro^ 
posed  by  the  Committee,  providing  for  the  supply  of  a  M ission^ 
ary  L^piscopate  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  Bishopi 

The  Committee  on  New  Dioceses  had  leave  to  retire. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  infotm- 
ing  this  House  that  they  acceded  to  their  requefst  of  a  confe- 
rence upon  the  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses,  respect- 
ing the  proposed  substitute  of  the  9th  Canon  of  1832,  ana  had 
appointed  on  their  part  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk  of 
Pennsylvania,  Mcllvaine  and  Meade. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  had  been  referred,-  on 
Tuesdav,  the  proposed  substitute  from  th^  House  of  Bishops  in 
place  of  Canon  I.,  1835,  of  the  Election  of  Bishops,  presented  a 
report,  recommending  that  this  House  should  concur  in  said 
suDstitute,  with  the  following  amendments,  viz : 

Sect.  2.  The  same  as  Sect.  3  of  former  Canon ;  to  the  Words 
*'  Convention  electing,''  then  add :  But  two  or  more  adjoining 
Dioceses,  not  having  respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Pres- 
byters to  entitle  either  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  may  associate 
and  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  to  exercise  jurisdicdooi 
alike  in  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  if  there  be  at  the  time 
of  such  choice,  and  have  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or 
more  such  Presbyters  residing  in  any  part  of  such  associated 
Dioceses,  qualified  as  aforesaid  ;  and  the  Bishop  so  elected  shall 
exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over  each  of  the  associated  Dio- 
ceses, until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dioceses,  having  sii^ 
or  more  Presbyters  canonically  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop,  shall 
elect  him  as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan ;  whereupon,  his  con- 
nection with  the  other  associated  Diocese  or  Dioceses  shall 
cease  and  determine  ;  provided  always,  that  the  Dioceses  thus 
associating  in  the  election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  (he  Con- 
ventions thereof,  shall  in  all  other  respects  remain  as  before, 
unconnected  and  independent  of  each  otiier ;  and  provided,  also, 
that  such  association  shall  be  dissolved  on  the  demise  ef  the 
Bishop,  if  not  before. 
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Sect.  3.  (as  Sect  4  of  former  Canon.) 

Sect.  4.  The  2(1  Canon  of  1882,  the  Special  Canon  of  1832, 
and  the  1st  Canon  of  1835,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred  in  adopting  the 
substitute  proposed  for  the  1st  Canon  of  1885,  with  the  amend- 
ments reported  by  the  Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Socnety,  laid  upon  the  table  this  morning, 
was  then  called  up,  and  the  following  resolution,  proposed  by  the 
Committee,  was  adopted  : 

Resolved^  That  the  Hoose  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
cur with  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  adopting  the  proposed  addi- 
tion to  the  4th  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  with  the  following  amendment, 
vis«  strike  out  the  last  clause  of  the  addition  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  make  the  addition  to  said  article  read  as 
follows: 

Provided  always,  that  in  relation  to  organized  Dioceses  having 
Bishops,  the  Board  shall  regulate  the  number  of  Missionary  sta- 
tions, but  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  select  the  stations,  and 
may  at  any  time  discontinue  a  station,  and  in  lieu  of  it,  establish 
one  elsewhere.  The,  Bishop  may  also  remove  a  Missionary 
with  his  consent  from  one  station  to  another  within  his  Diocese, 
reporting  his  proceedings  in  all  such  cases  to  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee without  delay. 

The  fteport  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to  whom  had  been  referred  the 
Triennial  Report  and  Documents  from  the  Board  of  Missions, 
was  then  taken  up,  and  the  resolutions  proposed  by  the  Commit- 
tee were  adopted. 

Tifp  Committee  on  Canons  presented  a  report,  proposing  the 
following  Canon  as  a  substitute  for  7th  Canon  of  1832  :

CANON. 
Of  the  Performance  of  Ejnsr.opal  Dutiee  in  Vacant  l)ioee9et. 

Skct,  1.  Any  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop,  or  Missionary  Bishop  may, 
on  the  invitation  of  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any 
Diocese  where  thete  is  no  Bishop,  visit  and  perform  Kpiscopal  offices  in 
said  Diocese,  or  in  any  part  thereof.  And  this  invitation  may  be  tempo- 
rary, and  may  at  any  time  be  revoked. 

{Sect.  2.  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop  may,  by  its .  Convention,  bjs 
placed  under  the  full  Episcopal  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of 
another  Diocese  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  who  shall  by  that  act  become 
the  Bishop  of  the  said  vacant  Diocese  until  a  Bishop  is  duly  elected  and 
consecrated  for  the  same,  or  until  the  said  act  of  its  Convention  be  re- 
voked.   And  in  case  there  shAli  be  an  Assistant.  Biahop  of  the 
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under  the  Episcopal  charge  of  whose  Bishop  the  Diocese  without  a  Bishop 
shall  be  placed,  the  said  Assistant  Bishop  shall  have  the  like  charge  and 
authority  therein  as  he  has  in  the  Diocese  of  which  he  has  been  chosen 
Assistant  Bishop. 

Srct.  2.  No  Diocese  thos  placed  under  the  full  charge  and  authority 
of  the  Bishop  of  another  Diocese  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  shall  invite  a 
second  Bishop  to  perforin  any  EpiMsopal  duty,  or  exercise  authority  till  its 
connection  with  the  first  Bishop  has  expired  or  is  rnvoked.  Where  there  is 
BO  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  is  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  all 
purposes  declsred  in  these  Canons. 

Sect.  4.    The  VII.  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  Coroinittee  on  New  Dioceses,  to  whom  bad  been  referred 
-certain  documents  from  the  Church  in  Indiana,  presented  m 
report,  accompanied  with  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  by  this  House  : 

M^olvtiij  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  Di<f- 
cese  of  Indiana  be  adnoitted  into  union  with  thts  Convention. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  following  resolution  be  referred 
to  a  Special  ConHnittee  : 

Resolvedf  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  Dio- 
cese of  New-Hampshire  have  leave  to  withdraw  from  the  asso- 
ciation of  the  Eastern  Diocese. 

Dr.  Burrows,  Mr.  Freeman,  and  Mr.  Warren  were  appointed 
this  Committee. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in- 
forming this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  passing  the 
Canon,  of  the  performance  of  Episcopal  duties  in  vacant  Dio- 
ceses, as  a  substitute  for  the  vll.  Canon  of  1832,  with  an 
j&mendment,  in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of  this 
Hotise,  viz :  that  the  last  sentence  of  Sect.  8,  beginning  with 
the  words  "  Where  there  is  no  Bishop,'*  be  struck  out,  that  pro- 
vision being  contained  in  the  dd  Sect*  of  Canon  4,  of  1832. 

The  House  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee,  consisting,  od 
the  part  of  this  House,  of  the  Secretary  and  Dr.  Hawks,  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  Journals  of  this 
Session,  and  an  edition  of  the  entire  Canons  printed. 

Resolved,  That  2000  copies  of  the  Journar,  and  1500  copies 
of  the  Canons  be  printed  ;  that  200  copies  of  each  be  reserved 
in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  ;  and  that  two  copies  of  each  be 
transmitted  by  him  to  every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  and  one 
copy  of  the  Journal  and  Canons  to  each  Lay  Member  of  this 
Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Joint  Committee  be  authorized,  if  in  their 
judgment  the  size  of  the  Journal  will  not  be  too  much  increased 
thereby,  to  append  to  it  the  entire  Canons. 
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The  following  motion  was  moved  and  seconded  : 

Resolved^  That  if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,  this  Conven- 
tion adjourn  to-morrow,  at  12  o'clock,  sine  die. 

Laid  on  the  table. 
1    Leave  of  absence  was  li^nted  to  Messrs.  Chambers,  Hoit, 
Cairns,  Mason  and  Eppes  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session,  and 
also  to  Mr.  Donaldson,  after  to-morrow.

Jersey,  in  place  of  Mr.  W.  Collett,  absent  on  leave, appeared  and 
took  their  seats. 

The  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  from  the  Diocese  of  M^ssa^ 
chusetts  laid  before  the  House  certain  documents  relative  to 
the  election  of  the  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.  D.,  as  Assistant  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts ;  whereupon,  on  motion,  they 
were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Consecration  of  fiishops, 
and  the  Committee  had  leave  to  retire. 

The  motion  offered  yesterday,  relative  to  the  final  adjourn- 
ment of  the  Convention,  was  taken  up  for  consideration  ;  where-^ 
upon,  the  following  was  adopted  as  a  substitute  : 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed  to  inquire 
and  report  what  remaining  business  is  to  be  transacted  at  this 
Session,  and  at  what  time  the  Convention  may  adjourn. 

Dr.  Milnor  and  Dr.  Croswell  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

The  following  motion  was  moved  and  seconded,  and  laid  on 
the  table : 

Resolved,  That  the  following  alteration  in  the  first  Article  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America  be,  and  is  hereby  proposed,  and  that

In  the  first  clause  strike  out  the  word  <Aird,  and  insert  the 
word  seventh,  so  as  to  read — •*  There  shall  be  a  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  at  such  time  in  every  seventh  year,  and  in  such 
place,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention." 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  presented  the  following  report: — 
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The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety, to  whom  was  referred  a  resolutioti  submitted  to  tnc  House,  to  con- 
sider the  expediency  of  dimiiiii>hing  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  by 
the  Board  to  Foreign  Missions,  and  increasing  the  sum  a|ipropriated  to 
Domestic  Missions,  and  abo  of  certain  changes  in  the  organization  of  the 
Comnutteest 

Report,  That  under  existing  circumstances,  no  act'on  of  the  present 
Convention  is  recommended  in  relation  to  the  said  resolution.  The  Com- 
mittee ask  to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  same,  and 
submit  a  resolution  accordingly  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  be  discharged.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  passing  the  resolutions 
relative  to  the  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

A  message  was  receivea  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Ty- 
pographical Errors  in  the  Prayer  Book,  to  whom  their  former 
report  had  been  re-committed,  together  with  a  Resolution  and 
Canon  recommended  by  the  Committee,  and  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Bishops. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred  with  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  adopting  said  Resolution  and  Canon. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  presented  the  following  report : — 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  So- 
ciety,  to  whom  was  referred  a  Memorial  praying  that  remuneration  mi^ht 
be  made  from  the  Board  of  Missions  for  Missionary  services  performed  by 
the  Bishop  of  Illinois  for  1 836-37-38, 

Report,  That  as  this  House  have  not  concurred  in  the  proposed  altera- 
tion of  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitution,  so  as  to  authorize  the  Board  to 
make  such  remuneration,  your  Committee  recommend  that  they  be  dis- 
charged from  the  further  consideration  of  the  said  Memorial,  and  submit 
a  resolution  accordingly. 

Ruohed,  That  the  Standing  Committee  be  discharged  from  the  further 
consideration  of  the  said  Memorial. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  adopted  the  resolution,  and 
the  Committee  was  discharged. 
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The  Committee  on  Caoons  reported  the  following,  as  an 
adiiitional  Section  to  the  Canon  passed  relative  to  the  organizing 
of  Dioceses  out  of  existing  Dioceses,  viz : 

Sect.  d.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  divided  into 
two  Dioceses,  the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  shall  declare 
which  portion  thereof  is  to  be  the  new  Diocese,  and  shall  make 
the  same  known  to  the  G^eral  Convention,  before  the  ratifica- 
tion of  such  division.     Whereupon, 

The  additional  Section,  as  pn^osed,  was  adopted  by  the

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Society,  to  whom  had  been  referred  so  much  of  the 
memorial  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  as  relates  to  the  New 
Powers  to  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Missions,  or  to  Missionaries 
and  Missionary  Bishops,  reported : 

"  That  they  have  bad  the  same  under  consideration,  and  do  recommend 
that,  under  existing^  circumstaDces,  no  action  be  had  in  relation  to  the 
same.  The  Committee  ask  to  be  discharged  from  tlie  farther  consider- 
ation  of  the  Memorial,  and  submit  a  resolution  accordingly : — 

Retoloed^  That  the  Standing  Committee  *•*•  be  discharged  from  the  far- 
ther consideration  of  the  Memorial  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine."

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  adopted  the  resolotion, 
and  the  Committee  wa^  discharged. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Consecration  of  Bishops, 
presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  the  OonsecraUon  of  BisbopSi  to  whom  were  refer- 
red the  testimonials  of  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.  D.,  to 
the  office  of  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocose  of  MassachusettStteport,  that 
satisfactory  evidence  has  been  presented  to  yoUr  Committee  pf  the  due 
election  of  Dr.  Potter  to  the  above  mentioned  office,  and  of  the  existence 
of  the  exigency  authorizing  such  election  ;  and  also,  that  the  testimonial 
of  the  members  of  the  Convention  by  which  he  was  elected,  is  signed  by 
a  Constitutional  Majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  composing 
the  same.  The  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Certificate 
required  by  the  III.  Canon  of  1832,  as  evidence  of  the  approbation  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  tlie  General  Convention,  of  the 
testimonials  of  the  election  of  Uie  Rev.  Alonto  Potter,  D.  D.,  to  the  office 
of  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  and  of  their  assent 
to  his  Consecration,  he  now  signed  by  the  members  of  this  House,  and 
sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops.  The  Committee  take  occasion  to  suggesti 
that  in  their  opinion  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  every  Diocesan  Con- 
vention in  relation  to  elections  to  the  Episcopal  office,  ought,  in  all  cases, 
to  be  produced  to  the  General  Convention,  authenticated  by  the  presiding 
officer,  or  the  Secretary^  or  Clerk,  of  each  Diocesan  Convention. 

Hamhy  CaoswBLi*!  Ckairman, 
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WhereopoD,  od  motion*  retohcA,  That  this  House  approves 
of  the  tesdmooials  laid  befiMe  them  in  behalf  of  Dr.  Potter,  and 
assents  to  his  Consecration,  as  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Massachosetts. 

The  Canonical  Certificate  in  favour  of  Dr.  Potter  was  then 
signed  by  a  Constitutional  Majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  composing  this  House,  and  sent  'with  the  documents 
rebting  to  his  election,  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Mr.  Ecdeston  was  substituted  in  the  place  of  Mr.  Chambers, 
absent  on  leave,  in  the  Joint  Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Law. 

The  following  message  was  received  firom  the  House  of 
Bishops : 

The  House  of  Bishops  inform  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  hereby  nominate  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  of 
Tennessee,  as  a  Missionary  Bishop  o(  this  Church,  to  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  the  State  oi  Arkansas. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  was  laid  on  the  table. 

A  messa^  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  bad  concurred  in  the  resolution  for 
appointing  a  Joint  Committee  on  the  remaining  business  to  be 
done,  and  on  the  time  at  which  the  Convention  may  adjourn, 
and  have  appointed,  on  their  part,  the  Rl  Rev.  Bishop  Qnder- 
donk,  of  Pennsylvania ;  and  that  they  have  also  concurred  in 
the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  to  publish  the  Journals  of 
this  Session  and  an  edition  of  the  entire  Canons,  and  have 
named,  on  their  part,  the  Ru  Rev,  Bishop  Onderdouk,  of  New- 
York. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  concurred  in  passing  the  amend- 
ments proposed  by  this*  House  in  the  substitute  for  tlie  I.  Canon 
of  1835,  with  an  amendment,  in  which  they  requested  the  con- 
currence of  this  House,  viz :  to  insert  the  words  *^  and  be  shall 
have  accepted  the  office,"  after  the  words  **  elect  lum  as  its 
own  exclusive  Diocesan.**  Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House 
concurred  in  the  proposed  amendment 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  had  under  consideration  the  amend- 
nent  passed  to  the  addition  to  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tJOD  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreisjn  Missionary  Societv,  and  in 
lieu  of  said  amendment  had  passed  the  following,  in  which  they 
requested  the  coocarrence  of  this  Hous^  viz :  *  F'rovided  always, 
that  in  re  auoo  to  an  organized  Diocese  having  a  Bishop,  the 
Board  srall  not  adopt  any  sution,  nor  appoint  any  Missionary, 
cxcep:  a,>3o  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  thereof;  and,  in  any 
madti  Dfiocett,  the  assignment  of  a  Missionary  to  a  particular 
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station,  or  the  cban^  of  a  Missionary  from  one  station  to 
another,  or  the  continuance  of  a  station,  shall  rest  with  the 
Bishop." 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  was  referred  to  the  Joint 
Commiuee,  on  the  part  of  this  House,  on  the  4th  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

On  motion,  the  House  proceeded  to  take  up  the  nomination 
from  the  House  of  Bishops,  of  a  Missionary  Bishop. 

Whereupon,  it  was  moved  and  seconded,  that  the  Rev. 
Leonidas  Folic,  of  Tennessee^  be  elected  a  Missionary  Bishop, 
to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

The  vote  being  called  for  in  each  Order  by  States,  Messrs. 
Mead,  Cobbs,  Colston  and  Tidyman  were  appointed  Tellers, 
and  the  House  proceeded  to  ballot  accordingly.  The  ballotting 
having  ended,  and  the  Tellers  retired — 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  appointed,  on  their  part.  Bishop 
Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Bishop  Doane,  as  members  of 
the  Committee  to  be  appointed  under  the  resolution  passed  this 
day,  to  correct  typographical  errors  in  certain  stereotyped 
plates  of  the  Prayer  Book  ;  whereunon,  the  House  appointed, 
as  the  Committee  on  their  part.  Dr.  Dorr  and  Dr.  Littell. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  trans- 
mitting certain  resolutions  appointing  the  Rev.  Drs.  Jarvis  and 
Hawks  to  prepare  an  Ecclesifistical  History. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  jconcurred  with  the  House 
of  Bishops  in  passing  the  said  resolutions. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  passing  the  addition 
roposed  to  the  3d  Section  of  the  Canon  which  is  a  substitute 

r  the  2d  Csnon  of  1835,  with  an  amendment,  in  which  they 
requested  the  concurrence  of  this  House,  viz :  to  strike  out  all 
that  follows  the  words  ''a  Missionary  Bishop,"  and  substitute 
the  following — ^^  the  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary  Episcopate 
shall  devolve  on  the  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church,  with  the 
power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  ^s  his  substitute  in  the 
said  charge.'' 

The  House,  on  motion,  concurred  in  this  amendment. 

The  Committee  who  had  had  under  consideration  the  mes- 
sage from  the  House  of  Bishops  relative  to  the  FV.  Article  of 
the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society, 
made  a  report,  recommending  that  a  Committee  of  Conference 
be  asked  of  the  Bishops. 

The  House  agreed  to  the  recommendation,  add  appointed  the 
Joint  Committee  of  this  House  as  the  Committee  on  their  part* 
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The  Tellers  reported  that  the  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk  had  been 
duly  elected  to  the  office  to  which  he  had  beeo  nominated  by 
the  House  of  Bishops.  Whereupon,  the  Canonical  Testimonial 
in  fkrouT  of  the  Bishop  Elect  was  signed  by  a  majority  of  the 
House,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  with  the  House  of  Bishops,  on 
the  proposed  substitute  to  the  IX.  Canon  of  1832,  reported,  as 
the  result  of  the  Conference,  that  they  had  agreed  to  recommend 
in  lieu  of  the  proposed  substitute  the  following  amendment  in 
the  Canon  as  now  existing:  instead  of  the  words  **with  the 
conseni  of  a  mayor iiy  of  ike  Clerical  memben  of  iht  Standing 
CommitUe!^  insert  the  words,  ^  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing 
CammiUeeJ' 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred  in  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  Canon  as  now  existing,  and  adopted  the  IX. 
Canon,  with  this  amendment,  in  lieu  of  the  substitute  transmitted 
to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  the  following  amend- 
ment of  XIIL  Canon  of  1832 :  instead  of  the  words,  **  with  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,'*  insert  the  words,  **  with  the  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee." 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  adopted  the  proposed 
amendment. 

The  Committee  on  the  resolution  offered,  relative  to  the  sep- 
aration of  New-Hampshire  from  the  Eastern  Diocese,  presented 
the  following  preamble  and  resolution,  which  trere  concurred 
in  by  the  House  : 

Whereap,  it  appears  in  its  Journals,  that  the  Convention  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, at  \$  last  Annual  Meeting,  unanimously  adopted  resohitions  to  efiect 
a  separation  of  that  Diocese  from  the  Eastern  Diocese,  and  at  the  same 
time  tolicitinff  a  continuance  of  the  Episcopal  supervision  of  its  present 
Rt«  Rev.  Bishop ;  and,  whereas,  it  is  understood  that  he  is  consenting  to 
the  above  measure,  therefore, 

Retoloedy  (the  House  of  Bishope  concurring.)  That  the  Diocese  of  New- 
Hampshire  have  leave  to  withdraw  from  the  Association  of  the  Gaatern 
Diocese.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  itlatiT* 
to  certain  regulations  to  be  observed  in  printing  future  editiotti 
of  the  Prayer  Book. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book. 

The  standing  rule  of  the  Convention  of  1826,  directing  the 
publication  of  sermons  preached  at  the  opening  of  Codvcb- 
tions,  not  specifying  the  number  of  copies,  on  motion/ the  Heuse 
ordered  that  1000  copies  of  the  sermon  preached  before  them 
this  Session  be  published. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  Rev.  Mr.  Wheat  and  Mr.  Manejr 
be  a  Committee  to  inform  the  Rev.  Mr.  Polk  erf  his  election. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  com- 
raunicating  a  resolution  for  the  concurrence  of  this  House,  rela- 
tive to  the  preaching  of  sermons  on  the  gre«t  need  of  ministers 
throughout  the  Church. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  ^as  laid  en  the  table. 

The  Committee  of  Conference  witb  the  House  of  Bishops, 
relative  to  the  amendment  of  the  4tb  Article  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  reported,  at 
the  result  of  such  Conference,  th>t  it  had  been  agreed  upon  to 
recommend  the  adoption  of  tb^  following  amendment  of  said 
Article  to  both  Houses,  viz :  ^  Provided  always,  that  in  relation

•  The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book,  to  whom  "had 
been  referred  the  messace  from  the  Htiuse  of  Bishops,  propositi 
certain  rules  to  be  observed  in  printing  all  future  editions  of  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  reported  tht  following  resolution, 
which  was  adopted  by  the  House : — 

Resolved^  That  this  House  do  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the 
mies  to  be  observed  in  the  printing  of  all  future  editions  of  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  with  the  accompanyingr  resolution,  as 
proposed  in  the  message  from  the  House  of  bishops. 

The  resolution  passed  on  Friday,  touching  the  printing  of  the 
Journals  of  this  Session  was,  on  motion,  reconsidered  and 
amended,  by  inserting  3,000  in  lieu  of  2,000  copies. 

The  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  relation  to  a  pro- 
posed alteration  of  Art.  YL  of  the  Constitution,  touching  the 
mode  of  trying  Bishops,  was  taken  up  and  concurred  in  by  the 
House. 

A  message  vi[as  received  from  the  same  House,  communica- 
liog  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution,  reported  by  the 
Joint  Committee,  on  the  subject  of  an  uniform  system  of  Eccle* 
fiuticalLaw: 
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Re$olf>Bd^  (by  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  o! 
the  Houses  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,)  That  a  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  both  Houses  be  appointed,  to  consider  and  report  tp 
the  next  General  Convention  whether  any,  and  if  any,  wnat  ac- 
tion should  be  taken  to  improve  the  legislation  of  this  Church  ih 
relation  to  Ecclesiastical  trials. 

Whereupon,  the  House,  on  motion,  concurred  with  the  House 
of  Bishops,  with  the  following  amendment  to  said  resolution,  viz : 
And  that  they  be  directed  to  publish  and  circulate  the  result  of 
their  labours  at  least  six  months  before  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Convention. 

The  following  were  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  part  of 
this  House  :— Drs.  De  Lancey,  Hawks,  M ilnor,  Crocker,  and 
Anthon ;  Messrs;  Binney,  Meredith,  Collins,  Boardman,  and

^  A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House. that  they  had  concurred  in  adopting  the  amend- 
ment recommended  by  the  Committee  of  Conference  to  the  IX. 
Canon  of  1832,  now  existing,  and  also  the  one  proposed  to  the 
XUI.

A  message  was  received  from  the  same  House,  communica- 
ting their  concurrence  in  adopting  the  amendment  proposed  by 
the  Committee  of  Conference  to  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitu-

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inibrm- 
ing  this  House  that  they  had  passed  a  Canon,  (transmitted  with 
the  message,)  "  Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the 
state  of  the  Church  from  time  to  time,"  in  lieu  of,  antf' repealing 
the  7th  Canon  of  1835.  Whereupon,  on  motion,  it  t^as  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  same  House,  transmitting 
a  Canon  which  they  had  passed,  entitled, "  Of  Repealed  Canons,* 
and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  same  Committee. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  that  they  had  adopt- 
ed certain  resolutions  (transmitted  with  the  message)  on  the  re- 
port of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  as  Conservator,  and  requesting  the 
concurrence  of  this  House. 

The  House^'concurred  in  tite  resolutions. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  presented  a  report,  recommending 
that  the  proposed  Canon  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  "  Of  Re- 
pealed Canons,"  be  adopted.    Carried. 

The  same  Committee  reported  a  resolution  that  the  proposed 
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Canon,  ^  On  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  tb^ 
Churchy''  be  non-concurred  in.    Carried. 

Moved  and  carried,  that  the  title  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society  be  so  amended,  as  to 
read  "^  Amended  in  1823-20-32-35  and  38."* 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  the  amendment  proposed 
to  the  resolution  on  the  subject  of  Ecclesiastical  Trials,  and  had 
appomted  on  their  part  as  a  Committee,  Bishops  Onderdonk, 
of  Ifew-York,  Hopkins,  Doane,  Ives,  and  Ooderdonk,  of  Penn- 
sylvania. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  had  concurred  in  adopting  the  Canon  con-> 
eerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  &c.,  being  a  substitute  for  Ca-

The  House  acceded  to  the  request,  and  appointed  as  their 
Committee,  Dr.  Upfold,  Mr.,Drane,  Dr.  Lyell,  Mr.  Styles,  Mr, 
Colston,  and  Mr.  Winslow. 

^  A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  acce- 
.ding  to  the  request  of  this  House  for  a  Conference  on  the  subject 
of  the  amendment  of  th«  4th  Section  of  the  Canon  concerning 
Candidates  for  Orders,  &c,  being  a  substitute  for  Canon  3d  of 
1885,  and  appointing  on  their  part.

-of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  Church,"  as  reported  by 
the  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  subject,  and  requesting  thie 
'Concurrence  of  this  House.  « 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  message  was  laid  on  the  table, 
.and  it  was  re$ohed.  That  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  session. 
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this  House  deem  it  inexpedient  to  act  on  the  subject  until  the 
next  session  of  the  Greneral  Convention.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Meade  and  Mr.  James  S.  Smith,  were  ap- 
pointed a  Committee  to  deliver  this  message. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution,  were  unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas,  since  the  last  meeting  of  this  body,  it  has  pleased 
Almighty  God,  in  his  wise  providence,  to  take  from  among  us 
the  venerable  man,  who,  for  so  many  years  has  been  the  Senior 
Bishop  of  this  Church, 

Resolved^  That  this  House,  unwilling  to  close  its  labours  at 
this  time,  without  leaving  upon  its  records  an  enduring  memo- 
rial, to  attest  its  sense  of  departed  worth,  does  hereby  declare 
its  cherished  remembrance  of  the  faithful  and  uninterrupted 
services  of  the  Right  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D.,  late 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  desires  thus  publicly  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the  Great 
Head  of  the  Church,  for  the  long  continuance  to  this  portion  of 
it,  of  one  who,  by  tiie  beauty  of  his  example,  the  purity  of  his 
designs,  atid  the  moderation  of  his  counsels,  contributed  for 
more  than  half  a  century  to  advance  the  interests,  both  tempo- 
ral and  spiritual,  of  the  Communion  to  which  we  belong.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies.    Present  as  yesterday. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Brownell,  the  following 
resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  in  organizing  the  Hoi^se  of  Bishops  for  the 
business  of  another  Convention,  we  cannot  refrain  from  the 
expression  of  the  lively  sensibility  which  we  feel  at  the  loss  of 
our  Venerable  Brother,  who  has  so  long  presided  over  our 
deliberations. 

Resolved,  That  we  shall  ever  cherish  an  affectionate  remem- 
brance of  the  person  and  services  of  our  deceased  Brother,  the 
Right  Rev.  William  White,  D.  D. ;  grateful  to  Almighty  God 
for  his  long  continued  usefulness  to  the  Church,  and  mindful  of 
the  bright  example  he  has  left  us,  in  the  purity  of  his  life,  the 
integrity  of  his  purposes,  the  wisdom  and  moderation  of  hi* 
counsels,  and  the  benignity  of  his  entire  character. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies<by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lyell  and  Mr.  Newton,  a  Committee,

was  presented  to  the  House  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Otey  } 
which  was  read,  and  referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishops  Otey,  Hopkins  and  Mcllvaine. 

The  Right  Rev,  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  propoted

tion to-morrow, 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  the  resolution  that  the  two 
Houses  unite  in  the  morning  prayers  daily  during  the  Session. 

The  Committee  on  the  Memorial  from  the  Primary  Conven- 
tion of  Florida,  reported — That  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Diocese  of  Florida  are  in  agreement  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Diocese  of  Florida 
be  received  into  union  with  the  General  Convention. 

W hereupon^  resoloed.  That  the  Diocese  of  Florida  be  received 
into  union  with  the  General  Convention,  and  that  this  resolution 
be  transmitted,  (together  with  the  memorial  and  documents,)  to 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  for  their  concurrence. 

A  resolution  was  proposed  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ives,  as

The  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Ives,  Doane,  and  Otey,  were  ap- 
pointed on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  the  resolution 
sent  to  the  other  House  for  concurrence. 

The  report  of  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  Conserva- 
tor of  the  Books,  Manuscripts,  &c.,  belonging  to  the  Convention, 
was  presented  and  read. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk, 
of  New-York,  resolved^  That  the  report  of  the  Conservator  be 
transmitted  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  and 
that,  with  the  consent  of  said  House,  the  report  be  referred  to  a 
Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Houses,  to  report  to  the  Convention 
during  its  present  Session.

Deputies  be  appointed  to  consider  the  expediency  of  the  adop- 
tion of  measures  by  this  Convention,  to  provide  more  effectually 
for  education,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  ;  the  Committee  to  report  during  the  Session 
ot  the  present  Convention.

Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  and  read,  as  follows: —

The  following^  predmble  and  resolution  were  adopted,  viz : 

•<  Whereas,  it  was'  resolved  '  by  the  General  Convention,  at  tbe^r  last 
meeting,  *  that  the  Faculty  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  be  ap* 
pHointed  a  Comnnittee  to  compare  and  collate  the  beat  accesi^ible  editiona 
of  the  Holy  Bible  in  the  English  language,  and  to  have  printed,  by  some 
printing  establishment,  which  will  undertalce  the  expen8e  of  the  work,  a 
Bible  to  be  set  forth  by  them  as  the  standard  Bible  of  this  Chureh;  and 
that  they  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  superintend  the  printing,  and 
correct  the  proofs.*  The  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  having  lad  the  subject 
of  this  resolution  under  consideration,  unanimously  concur  in  the  following 
resolution,  to  wit :  That,  inasmuch  as  there  are  many  of  the  beet  editions 
of  the  Bible  to  which  they  have  no  access,  and  as  they  have  no  fund  as- 
signed on  which  they  can  dmw  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  un- 
dertaking, it  has  not  been  in  their  power  to  perform  the  service  requested 
by  the  resolution  of  the  Convention.

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  said  Bishop,  resolved^  That  the 
above  report  be  communicated  ta  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Laj

mittee  be  discharged. 

The  House  took  up  for  consideration  the  resolution  laid  on 
the  table  yesterday,  for  ratifying  the  aiT>endineots  of  the  Consti- 
tution, proposed  at  the  last  Convention ;  and  after  discussion, 
the  fartlier  consideration  of  it  was,  on  motion,  postponed  until 
to-morrow  morning.

The  House  of  Bishops  then 
appointed  on  their  part  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Ondcrdonk,  of 
New- York,  Hopkins,  and  Bowen  ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  that  they  con- 
curred in  the  resolution  for  a  Joint  Committee  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  Fourth  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  &c.,  and  appointed  as  their 
Committee,  Dr.  De  I^ancey,  Dr.  Crocker,  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman, 
Mr.  Eccleston,  Mr.  Stuyvesant,  and  Mr.  Winslow.

The  House  of  Bishops  tlien 
named  on  their  part  the  Right  Rev.  fiishA^ps  Brownell,  Ives, 
and  iVJcIlvaine ;  notice  whereof  was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ives  proposed  a  Canon  relative  to 
Assistant  Bishops,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Bisliop  Hopkins  one  rela- 
tive to  Suffragan  Bishops.  When,  on  motion  of  the  Bight  Rev. 
Bishop  Brownell,  it  was  resolved.  That  the  proposed  alterations 
of  the  Constitution,  together  with  the  said  two  Canons,  be  refer- 
red to  a  Committee,  to  report  to-morrow  morning.  The  Right 
Rev.  Bishops  Brownell,  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Doane, 
were  appointed  the  Committee. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops,  in 
the  admission  of  Florida  into  union  with  the  General  Conven* 
tion. 

The  following  message  was  also  received  from  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies :  **  The  Cofn(niitee  on  New  Dioceses, 
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to  whom  was  referred  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the 
Clergy  and  Churches  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  presented  a 
report,  recommending  that  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana  be  received 
into  union  with  the  General  Convention,  Whereupon,  resolved^ 
(the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  Diocese  of  Louis- 
iana be  received  into  union  with  the  General  Convention.*' 
This  message  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Committee,  consist- 
ing of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Kemper,  M cCoskry,  and  Smith. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ooderdonk,  of  New- 
York, 

Resolved,  That  a  Comcbittee  be  appointed  to  examine  the 
Journal  of  the  last  General  Convention,  and  report  to  this  House 
whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  unfinished  business  requires  the 
action  of  this  House.  The  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of 
New- York,  and  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  were  appointed 
the  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Greneral  Theological  Semi- 
nary, was  taken  up  and  read ;  and,  on  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.

The  Minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  wa«  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the 
resolution,  that  the  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Faculty  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  on  the  subject  of  a  Standard 
Bible,  be  discharged. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies^  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  resolution,  pro- 
posing a  Joint  Committee  on  the  Triennial  Report  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  have  appointed 
on  their  part  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gadsden,  Rev.  Mr.  Bowman,  Rev, 
Dr.  Upfold,  Mr.  Warren,  Mr.  Stiles,  and  Mr.  James  S.  Smith. 

On  motion,  res'.hed^  That  on  Monday  next,  at  11  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  this  House  will  hear  the  draft  of  a  Pastoral  Letter. 

The  Committee  on  the  application  of  the  Diocese  of  Lou- 
isiana, reported  the  following  resolution :  '*  Resolved^  That  this 
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House  concur  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in 
admitting  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana  into  union  with  this  Con* 
vention.**  This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  House,  and  no- 
tice thereof  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  altera- 
tion in  the  Constitution  in  regard  to  the  Division  of  Dioceses, 
together  with  certain  proposed  Canons  in  relation  to  the  ap- 
pointment of  Assistant  and  Suffragan  Bishops,  reported,  ••  That 
they  have  had  the  matters  under  their  deliberate  consideration, 
and  find  themselves  unable  to  agree  on  any  distinct  proposition 
to  recommend  to  the  adoption  of  the  House ;  they,  therefore, 
respectfully  beg  leave  to  be  discharged."  On  motion,  resolved^ 
That  the  Committee  be  discharged. 

The  House  again  took  up  the  resolution,  (the  farther  conside- 
ration of  which  was  yesterday  postponed,)  for  ratifying  the  al- 
terations in  the  Constitution  proposed  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention. And  the  question  being  put,  the  resolution  was  adopt- 
ed, and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  con- 
currence. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,*  made  a  report  as 
follows : 

<*The  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  Journal  of  the  last  Con- 
vention, and  report  if  any,  and  if  any,  what  uhfiniabed  buaineBs  there  is 
claiminnr  the  attention  of  this  House,  report,  that  having  examined  the 
Journal  accordingly,  they  find  the  following  items  of  unfinished  busineaa, 
viz : 
^  **  On  paget?  95, 96,  a  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Typographical  Errors 

in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  appointed  to  report  at  this  Convention. 

<«  On  page  96,  a  Committee  to  prepare  and  set  tbrth  an  edition  of  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  the  German  language. 

**  On  page  109,  a  Committee  to  procure  the  publication  of  Journals  of 
General  Conventions,  &c. 

**  On  page  1 10,  the  postponement,  until  this  Convention,  of  the  consider- 
ation of  Canons  (printed  on  pages  135,  136,)  on  the  Trial  of  Clergymen, 
and  Presentment  of  Bishops. 

«"  On  page  138,  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Table  of  Idoveable 
Feasts." 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Mcllvaine  moved  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

•*  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  re- 
port what  measuresi  if  any,  are  necessary  to  be  adopted,  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  requisite  securities,  in  reference  to 
the  passing  of  Clergymen  to  and  from  countries,  in  which  are 
Protestant  Episcopal  churches,  for  the  purpose  of  settlement.'' 

This  resolution  was  agreed  to,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops 
Mcllvaine,  Hopkins,  and  Bowen,  appointed  Im  Committee. 
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A  memorial  from  the  Sixteeoth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  Georgiai  and  one  from  representatives  (in  part)  of 
the  churches  in  Georgia,  ^Florida,  Alabama,  xMississippi,  and 
Louisiana,  requesting  the  adoption  of  measures  for  supplying 
them  with  the  benefit  of  Episcopal  supervision,  were  presented 
and  read  ;  and,  on  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper,  it 
was  resolved^  That  the  memorials  be  referred,  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concurring,  to  a  Joint  Committee  of 
both  Houses  to  report  theroon.  The  Right  Rev.  Bishops 
3owen,  Ives,  and  Kemper,  were  appointed  on  the  part  of  this 
House,  and  the  resolution  was  sent  to  tlie  other  House  for  con- 
currence. 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  if  any, 
and  if  any,  what  changes  in  the  second  Canon  of  1835  ought  to 
be  made.  The  Ri.  Kev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New-York, 
Hopkins,  and  Kemper,  were  appointed  the  Committee. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  on  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  German,  reported  as  follows : 

**  The  Joint  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  on  the  subject 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  the  German  lan^ruage,  respectfully  re- 
port : 

"  That  they  have  given  full  attention  to  the  object  of  their  appointment. 
They  found  no  existing  translation  which  they  could  recommend  as  a 
whole,  and  have  obtained,  through  the  faithful  labours  of  a  member  of 
their  body,  and  of  another  gentleman,  a  native  German,  and  a  Candidate 
for  Orders  in  our  Church,  two  new  translations  which  are  now  before  them, 
and  which  accompany  this  report ;  but  they  are  not  yet  prepared  to  re- 
port one  with  the  view  of  its  being  officially  set  forth  and  ratified.  The 
Committee,  therefore,  respectfully  beg  to  he  continued ;  but  aware  that 
very  great  caution  should  be  used  before  the  formal  sanction  by  the  Church 
of  a  translation  of  the  Liturgy  into  a  foreign  language,  ask  to  be  permit- 
ted to  issue  an  edition  allowed  to  be  used  until  the  next  General  Conven- 
tion, the  subject  of  its  ratification  to  be  then  taken  up.

This  report  was  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 
The  Committee  appointed  this  day,  on  the  resolution  moved 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  made  the  following  report: 

**  The  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  emigration  of  Clergy  to  and 
from  the  foreign  Protestant  Episcopal  Churches,  respectfully  report  and 
recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

"  I.  That  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  proper  discipline  of  this 
Church,  that  no  Clergyman  from  a  foreign  Episcopal  Church  shonld  be 
received  into  union  with  any  Diocese  in  these  United  States,  except  he 
bring  a  regular  tod  formal  dimissorjf  letter  from  the  foreign  Bishop 
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whose  Dioeesd  be  was  last  connected  with ;  and  further,  that  when  «o  re- 
ceived, he  should  be  regarded  on  all  sides  as  having  entirely  passed  from 
the  Ecclesiastical  juriadiction  of  the  Bishop  frooi  whoan  the  letter  diniis* 
sory  is  brought  to  that  of  the  Bishop  by  whom  it  is  accepted ;  and  further^ 
that  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  no  such  Clergyman,  or  any  other,  desi- 
rous of  passing  from  the  Church  in  these  United  States  to  that  of  any  fo- 
reign State,  ought  to  be  received  by  any  foreign  Bishop  into  connection 
with  his  DiooesO)  except  npon  the  receipt  of  a  regular  and  fomMil  dimis- 
•ory  letter  from  the  Bishop  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  was  last  connected 
here;  and  that  when  thus  accepted, and  only  then,  he  be  considered  as 
discharged  from  all  obligations  of  canonical  obedience  to  the  discipline  of 
this  Church. 

**  S.  That  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  this  Chiirch  be  appointed  to  enter 
into  correspondence  with  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Archbishop 
of  Armagh,  as  Primate  of  all  Ireland,  the  Primus  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Scotland,  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Churches  in  the  West  India 
Islands,  and  in  the  colonies  of  Canada  and  Nova  Scotia,  for  the  purposes 
of  arranging,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  general  concurrence  in  the  above  re- 
gulations,  and  to  report  to  this  House  at  the  next  General  Convention.

This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions  recommended 
were  adopted. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Doane  offered  the  following  resolu- 
tion, i^hich  was  seconded,  and  on  his  motion  laid  on  the  table: 

**  Resolved,  if  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  shall 
concur.  That  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  ex- 
t)ediency  of  some  action  by  the  Church  to  supply,  for  the  use  of 
her  members,  and  for  distribution  by  her  Missionaries,  the  Bible, 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  suitable  Tracts ;  and,  if  deem- 
ed expedient,  to  propose  a  plan,  to  be  reported  at  the  present 
session  of  the  General  Convention." 

Adjourned  until  Monday  mording  next,  at  9  o'clock. 

Monday,  September  10, 1838, 9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  Present, 
all  the  Bishops,  except  Bishops  Chase  and  McCoskry. 

The  minutes  of  Saturday  were  .read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received' from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  thev  concurred  in  the  appointment  of  a  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Memorials  from  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and 
from  certain  churches  in  Florida,  &c.,  and  appointed  on  their 
part  Rev.  Messrs.  Mead,  Prestman,  and  Crocker,  and  Messrs^ 
Stuy vcsant,  Nelson,  and  Huntington. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  with  a  pro« 
posed  Canon  respecting  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  passed  by 
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them,  and  requesting  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 
On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Bowen,  this  House  concur- 
red in  adopting  the  proposed  Canon ;  notice  of  which  was  sent 
to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  resolution  was  communicated  from  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies,  in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of 
this  House,  agreeing  to  and  ratifying  the  amendments  of  the 
Constitution  proposed  in  the  last  General  Convention  ;  where*  * 
upon,  on  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- 
1  ork,  resolvedy  That  this  House  concur  with  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  proposed  by  that  House, 
for  agreeing  to  and  ratifying  the  alterations  in  the  Constitution 
proposed  at  the  last  General  Convention.  Notice  of  this  con- 
currence was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

At  the  appointed  hour,  (1 1  o'clock,)  a  draft  of  a  Pastoral 
Letter  was  read  by  the  Right  Rev.  the  Presiding  Bishop ;  and, 
on  his  suggestion,  it  was  referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting  of 
the  Rifi^ht  Rev.  Bishops  Moore,  Bowen,  and  Brownell,  to  con- 
fer witn  the  Presiding  Bishop,  and,  in  conjunction  with  him, 
report  thereon  to  the  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  communicating  a  resolution,  in  which  they  requested 
the  concurrence  of  this  House,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Joint 
Committee  to  confer  respecting  the  time  ana  place  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  General  Convention,  and  appointing,  on  their 
part.  Dr.  Upfold,  Rev.  Mr.  Jackson,  Rev.  Mr.  Forbes,  Mr. 
Newton,  Mr.  Huntington,  and  Dr.  Tidyman.  The  House  of 
Bishops  concurred  in  passing  the  resolution,  and  named,  on  their 
part,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Bowen,  Brownell  and  Smith;  notice 
whereof  was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  information  that  it  had  been  "  moved  and  car- 
ried" in  that  House,  **  that  the  House  go  into  an  election  for  a 
Committee,  to  act  with  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in 
nominating  a  Board  of  Missions,  to-morrow  morning,  at  12 
o'clock."  The  House  of  Bishops  resolved  to  go  into  an  elec- 
tion by  ballot,  of  a  Committee,  on  their  part ;  and  the  ballots 
being  given  and  counted,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Doane,  Onder- 
donk, of  New- York,  and  Mcllvaine,  were  elected ;  notice 
whereof  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  resolution  was  communicated  from  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies,  for  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee  of 
both  Houses,  to  inquire  if  any  and  what  rules  of  order  are 
necessary  for  the  more  regular  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  two  Houses,  and  appointing,  on*  their  part^  Dr.  Milnor,  Dr. 


Mason,  Mr.  Sautiders,  Messrs.  Meredith,  De  Rdsseit,  and  Wat< 
ren.  The  House  of  Bishops  boncurred  in  passing  the  resola^ 
tion,  and  named,  on  their  part,  the  Right  Kev.  Bishops  Brow^ 
neU,  Ives  and  Meade ;  noti^  whereof  was  sent  to  the  other 
House. 

On  motion^  the  right  Rev.  Bishop  Meade  was  add^d  to  thd 
Joint  Gominittee  on  the  subject  ot  Measures  for  Promoting 
Education,  in  conformity  with  the  principles  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  ;  notice  of  which  wa6  sent  to  the  other  House.* 

The  Rkht  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New-York^  request^ 
leave  of  absence,  after  the  adjournment  to-day,  until  Thursdays 
nextj  which  was  granted* 

The  House  then  took  up  for  consideration  the  report  cf  the 
Committee  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  in  the  German 
language,  presented  on  Saturday ;  and,  on  motion  of  the  Right 
Rev*  Bishop  Kemper,  resohedj  (the  Hcuse  of  Clerical  and  LAy 
Deputies  concurring,)  That  the  Committee  be  continued,  and 
be  permitted  to  issue  an  edition  allowed  to  be  used  untU  the 
next  Convention ;  the  subject  of  its  ratification  to  be  then  taken 
ape  This  resolntion^  with  the  report  of  the  Cbmmittee,  was 
sent  to  the  other  House  for  concurrenoet 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lia^ 
Deputies,  communicating  a  Canon  passed  by  them,  providing 
for  the  mode  of  calling  3ie  Primary  Con ventidn  of  li  n^w  Dio- 
cese, formed  by  the  union  or  divisioti  of  existing  Dioceses,  and 
requesting  the  Concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  This 
House  coocurred  in  passing  the  Canon ;  notice  of  which  was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Cflerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  message  wa^  also  received  from  that  House;  that  they  con- 
curred with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  msltter  of  the  Gehrism 
Prayer  book,  and  have  abo  added  to  their  Committee  on  thei 
su^ct  Mr.  Adolphe  Frost 

Tiie  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Hopkins  offered  a  resolution,  as  foU 
Yo'wtv^Resohed,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Laty  Deputies 
i^oncuriing,  That  a  Joint  Committee  b^  appointed  to  take  intd 
consideration  the  expediency  df  providing  for  a  iihifdrm  system 
of  Ecclesiastical  Law  regarding  the  tri^fof  Bishops  sLnd  Cler- 
gymen throughout  the  Church,  and  to  report  such  provisions  as 
they  may  think  worthy  of  adoption.  This  House  passed  the 
resolution,  and  named  the  Right  Rev;  Bishops  Ondetdonk,  of 
Pennsylvania,  Hopkins,  and  Mcllvaine,  the  Comnlittee  on  their 
part ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other  Houses  and  tbdr 
concurrence  in  the  resolution  requested. 

A(J)ourned  until  to-morrow-  morning,  at  9  o'dlockv

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  the  Kight  kev.  Bishop  Doane,  the  House  pro- 
ceeded to  elect  by  ballot  a  Bishop,  to  supply  a  vacancy  in  the 
Committee  on  the  part  of  this  House  for  nominating  a  JBoard  of 
Missions,  occasioned  by  the  absence  of  the  Right  Kev.  Bishop 
Onderdonk,  of  New- York ;  and  the  ballots  being  given  and 
counted,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ives  was  elected;  notice  of 
which  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Cierica!  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  the  appointment  of  a  Joint 
Committee  on  Ecclesiastical  Law,  regarding  the  trial  of  Bishops 
and  Clergymen,  &c.,  and  appointed  on  their  part  Dr.  I>e  Lan- 
eey,  Dr.  Hawks,  Dr%  Gadsden,  Messrs.  Binney,  Chambers,  and 
lames  S.  Smith.      ^ 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  IV.  Artidc  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  reported  bb 
feiiows : 

^  The  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration,  if  any,  and 
if  any,  what  alterations  may  be  required  in  the  4th  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Mififiionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
in  the  United  States,  report  the  following  additions  to  that  Article  :— 

**  Provided  always^  that  in  relation  to  organized  Dioceses  htfving  BishopSf 
the  Board  shall  regulate  the  number  of  Missionary  Stattoos,  but  the  Bishop 
<if  the  Diocese  may  select  the  stations,  and  may  at  any  lime  abandon  a 
station,  and  in  lieu  of  it  establish  one  elsewheroi  The  Bishop  may  also 
remove  a  Missionary,  with  his  consent,  from  one  station  to  another  within 
bis  Diocese  :  reporting  his  proceedings,  in  all  such  cases,  to  the  Domestic 
Committee  without  delay. 

^  And  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  money  for  the  remnne- 
imUon  of  services  of  a  Missionary  character,  heretofore  performed  by  any 
Bishop  of  this  dhurch  not  a  Missionary  Bishop,  and  lliey  may  hereafter 
make  arrangements  with  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  not  a  Missionary 
Bishopi  for  the  performance  of  services  of  a  Missionary  character,  and 
make  remuneration  for  such  service.

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  the  report,  and  amended 
the  proposed  addition  to  the  article  so  as  to  read  ^us — **  Pro- 
Tided  always,  that  in  relation  to  organized  Dioceses  having 
Bishops,  the  Board  shall  regulate  the  nun^r  of  Missionary  Sta-> 
tions,  but  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  select  Che  station,  and 
may  at  any  time  discontinue  a  Itation,  and  in  lieu  of  it  estabUsh 
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one  elsewhere.  And  ihe  Board  shall  have  power  to  make 
arrangement  with  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  nqt  a  Missionary 
Bishop,  for  the  performance  of  services  of  a  Missionary  charaq^ 
ter,  and  make  remuneration  for  such  services."  WhereqpoQ, 
resolved,  That  the  addition  to  the  article  thus  amendaa  be 
adopted,  and  sent,  (together  with  the  report,)  to  the  Ho^st  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  for  concurrence. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Brownell  proposed  a  Canon  "  Of  the 
{Election  of  Bishops,"  in  place  of,  and  repealing  the  1st  Canon 
of  1835 ;  which  was  adopted  by  this  Hoqse»  and  sent  to  the 
I|ouse  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

The  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  pre* 
sented,  and  ordered  to  be  communicated  to  the  House  of  CiefW 
cal  and  Lay  Deputies. 

The  Joint  Committee,  on  the  time  and  place  for  the  n>eetij|g 
of  the  next  General  Convention,  made  a  report,  unaoimoualy 
recommending  that  the  next  Triennial  Conveutiop  be  held  io 
the  city  of  New- York,  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Septem^ 
ber,  1841.  And,  on  motion,  resolved.  That  the  said  time  and 
place  be  appointed  for  tl)e  next  meeting  of  the.  General  Con- 
vention. Tkia  resolution  (with  the  report)  was  sent  to  the 
other  House  for  concurrence. 

A  resolution  was  proposed  by  tlie  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onder- 
donkf  of  Pepnsylvania,  as  follows : — Kssolvedj  the  House  of 
Clerieal  and  Lay  Deputies  concurring,  That  a  Joint  Committee 
be  appointed  to  report,  at  the  next  General  Convention,  a  Canon 
prohibiting  Marriages  within  certain  degrees  of  consanguinity 
and  affinity,  defining  those  degrees,  and  deolariog  the  penalty 
(if  any)  to  be  inflicted,  by  the  authority  of  this  Church,  on  the 
parties  marrying,  and  op  any  Clergyman  officiating  at  such  a 
marriage.*'  The  resolution  was  adopted  by  this  House,  and 
sent  to  the  other  House  for  concurrence.  The  R^ht  Rev. 
Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  Moore,  aod  Srownell, 
were  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  part  of  this  House. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Hopkins  proposed  the  following  re< 
solution,  which  was  seconded,  and  on  his  motion  laid  on  the 
table  for  the  present , — "  Resolved,  That  the  last  period  of  the 
71,  Canon  of  1832,  be  repealed."

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  oi  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  have  appointed  on  their  part,  Kev.  Dr, 
Hawks,  Rev.  Mr.  McOuire,'Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  Mr.  Eccles- 
fon,  Mr.  Tuckerman,  and  Mr.  Stuyvesant,  on  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Nomination  for  a  Board  of  Missions. 

A  message  was  also  yec^ived  from  that  House,  that  they  had 
poncurred  in  the  resolution  of  the  Bishap^,  torching  the  time 
and  place  of  the  next  General  Convention,  with  the  following 
amendment,  in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence^  of  th6 
House  of  BitAiops  i—T-"*  Resohed^  That  the  next  Triennial  Con-r 
vention  of  this  Church  be  held  in  the  city  of  New- York,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  September,  1841.*^  Whereupon,  on  motion 
'of  the  Kight  Rev.  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  resohed.  That  this  House 
do  not  coQCur  in  the  proposed  amendment.  Information  of 
which  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  a^d  Lay  Deputies. 

The  Joint  Committee  op  the  r|(>emonals  from  Georgia,  Ploriflay 
&c«,  reported  as  follows : 

*^The  Joiiit  Comniittee  of  both  Hoaiea,  to  whom  have  been  reforred 
tbp  meif^orialB  from  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  from  the  Deleg^atee  con* 
jointly  pf  jGreorgia,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Florida,  after 
most  attentive  consideration  of  the  matter  committed  to  them,  beg  leave 

respectfully  to  report,  as  follows  :rr: 

**  Whereas,  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia,  and  the  Delega-* 
tion  of  that  Diocese,  and  those  of  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Florida,  ai^ 
Louisiana,  tq  this  Coi^ vention,  have  subifuttei)  tp  the  House  of  Bishope 
memorials,  prayipg  for  Episcopal  supervision,  tl^rough  the  agency  of 
Missionary  Bishops :  and  whereas,  the  House  of  Bishops  arts  pot  au;tnor- 
ized  by  Canon  to  nominate  Missionary  Bishops  fqr  organized  Dioceses, 
and  at  the  same  tine  are  unwilling  to  wftfahokl^  the  means  within  its 
power  of  supplying  them  with  Episcopal  aupervisioa :  therefore,  retoiv^.

port  its  Episcopate.  Provided,  that  in  all  sacl^  cases,  the  Diocesp  receiv- 
ing aid,  shall  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Biehop  a  sum  equal,  at  least, 
to  that  which  is  received  from  the  Missionary  Beard. 
**  Respectfully  submitted,  and  signed  in  behalf  of  the  Joint  Committee^

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The)  Rouse  proceeded  to  consider  this  report.  Whereupon, 
resohed^  That  toe  preamble  and  resolutions  reported  be  adopt- 
ed. TUs  resolution  was  sent,  with  the  report,  to  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

The  four  following  rescdutions  were  then  {Mroposed  by  the 
Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper,  seconded  by  the  Righl  Rev.  Kshop

IIL  Betolvedy  That  the  application  of  the  Church  in  Indiana, 
DOW  before  the  Convention,  be  panted,  and  that  that  Diocese  be 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri, d^i.,  in  the  same  manner  that  the  southern  Dioceses  are 
snthorized  to  place  themselves  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas. 

lY.  Rtsoloed,  That  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a

Bishops  Bowen,  Brownell,  and  Mcllvaine :  notice  of  which  was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  message  of 
the  Bishops,  proposing  the  appointment  of  a  Joint  Committee,  to

A  mrmugt  was  also  received  firom  that  House,  transBiitting 
lo  the  House  of  Bishops  the  report  of  the  Standii^  Caunsittee 
of  that  Hoose  on  the  Dominations  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminarr,  with  inionnatioa  that  the  Hoose  of  Cleri- 
eal  and  Lay  Deputies  have  cosifiniied  the  nomioatioDs  therein 
contained.  The  House  of  Bishops  conconed  in  Gonfimung  the 
nominations ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other  Hooa& 

The  report  on  the  Stale  <^  the  Church  was  received  from  the 
other  House,  with  the  following  camnionication : — 

**  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  oompfiance 
with  the  51st  Canon  of  1832,  respectiully  transmit  to  the  Hoose 
of  Bishops  the  following  view  of  the  Sute  of  the  Ohorch,  cons- 
piled  from  documents  supplied  by  delegates  from  the  Dioceses 
feqiecti?dy  represented  in  thisCooyention. 

"  In  transmittiog  this  report,  the  Hoose  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  solicit  for  the  Church  the  fHayersand  biessiqg  of  the 
Bishops,  and  request  their  oounsel  in  a  Pastoral  letter  to  the 
Clersy  and  members  of  the  Church."

The  House  proceeded  to  consider  this  report,  and,  on  aiotion 
of  the  Right  Rev«  Bishop  Kemper,  adopted  the  resolution  re- 
ported, wich  was  sent,  with  the  report,  to  the  other  House  for

A  message  was  received  from'  the  House  ot  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolution  were  on 
motion  adopted  r^ — Whereas,  &e  General  Convention,  at  its  last 
Session,  adopted  a  resohition,  proposing  to  add  to  the  note  on 
tie  Table  of  Moveable  Feasts,  according  to  the  days  that  Easter 
dim  possibly  fail  upon,  the  words,  **  unless  the  Table  gives  some 
day  in  the  month  of  March  for  it,  for  in  that  case  the  day  given 
by  the  Table  is  the  right  dayt*'  which  resolution  has  been 
ttiade  known  to  the  Convention  of  every  Diocese,  according  to 
die  terms  ot  the  Constitutien ;  therefore  resohed,  the  House  of 
fiisbops  concurring,  That  the  words  above  recited  be  kidded  to 
iMiid  note,  as  proposed.     The  Houise  of  Bishops  concurred  in 

Essing  this  resolution  $  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other 
ouse. 

The  Committee  of  Coaferenoe  on  the  time  of  the  meeting  of

They  have  had 
under  consideration  many  propositions  as  to  the  time  suitable  ibr  the  meet- 
ihg  of  this  body ;  and  have  found  themselves  onable,  satisfactorily,  to 
agne  on  any  Sther  time  than  the  first  Wednesday  in  October.  That  day 
is  •alDordioffly  i^coBWiended  to  the  Convention,  as  that  on  which  the  two 
Bellies  of  0)6  satne  shall  meet  in  New- York,  in  1841." 

Yfats  report  was  for  the  present  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Right  Rev.  JSishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  offered 
th6  following  resolution : — Resohed^  That  a  Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare  a  report,  for  the  consideration  of  this  House, 
on  the  subject  of  Marriages  prohibited  by  the  law  of  God ;  to  be 
reported  at  the  next  Session,  and  to  be  sent  to  each  Bishop,  indi- 
IMaaUyf'at  least  one  year  previously.    The  House  passed  this 
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resoIutioB,  and  appointed  tke  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Oiutwold,* 
Onderdoak,  of  Pennsylf  aoia,  and  Krownellf  the  Committee. 

A  resolution  was  proposed  by  the  Rsht  Rev.  Bishop  Onden> 
donk,  of  New- York,  as  follows : — Res€dved^  the  House  of  Cle- 
rical and  Lay  Deputies  concurring,  That  it  be  made  known  to 
the  sevei^al  Diocesan  Conventbns,  that  it  is  proposed  to  alter  the 
first  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Church,  so  that^  instead  of 
the  wdrds,  ^  at  such  time  in  every  third  year»^  it  shaH  read*  ^  on 
the  first  Wednesday  in  October^  in  every  third  year,  frmn  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  t/iousand  eight  hundred  md  forliy^imeJ* 
This  resolution  was  passed  by.  the  House,  and  sent  to  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  proposed 
a  Canon  of  ''  Candidates  for  Orders,"  in  lieu  o£  and  repealing^ 
the  ninth  Canon  of  1832,  and  repealing  also  the  thirteenth  Canoift 
of  1832.  He  likewise  proposed  a  Canon  of  "  the  preparaitory, 
exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,"  in  lieu  o^  and 
repealioff,  the  fourteenth  Canon  of  1832.  Both  these  Canons 
were  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  McUvaine  proposed  a  Caooa  of 
^'  Missionary  Bishops,"  in  lieu  of,  and  repealing,  the  seooiid  Caooii 
of  1835;  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clericail  and  Lay 
Deputies,  transmitting  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  with  information,  that  that 
House  having  hm  the  same  under  consideration,  had  accepted 
the  report,  and  passed  the  resolutions  therein  contained,  with 
the  exception  of  the  third,  for  wbi(5h  they  had  adopted  a  substi- 
tute, and  requesting  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops 
therein*  This  House  concurred  in  passing  the  first,  second!, 
and  fourth  resolutions  reported  by  the  Joint  Committee,  and  the 
substitute  passed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  13eputies,  in* 
lieu  of  the  third  resolution  reported  by  that  Committee  ;  irotice^ 
of  which  was  sent  to  that  House. 

A  Canon,  **  of  a  minister  declaring  that  he  will  no  longer  be 
a  minister  of  the  Church,"  was  proposed  by  the  Rt*  Rev.  Bishqi 
Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  in  lieu  of,  and  repealing,  the  thirty*t 
eighth  Canon  of  1832 ;  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Brownell  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
absence,  after  this  day,  for  the  remainder  of  the  Session^

Diocese  of  New- York,  the  said  new  Diocese  to  comprise  that 
pert  of  die  state  of  New-Yoric  which  lies  west  of  the  present 
enstern  boundary  lines  of  the  counties  of  Broome,  CfaeoangOt 
Madison,  Oneida,  and  Lewis,  and  the  nortb-eaaierly  line  of  the 
county  of  Jefferson,  as  the  said  lines  of  those  counties  are  now 
established  by  law ;  and  whereas  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
New- York  has,  by  an  instroment  under  his  hand  this  day  laid 
before  both  Houses  of  this  Convention,  signified  his  consent  to 
the  said  formation  of  a  new  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  bis 
Diocese:  therefore, 

Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring, That  this  Convention  does  hereby  ratify  the  above  mention- 
ed division  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York  into  two  Dioceses,  by 
the  formation  within  its  limits  <^  the  new  Diocese  above  de- 
scribed, such  division  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  November 
next ;  and  that  this  Convention  does  hereby  recognise  the  union 
with  the  General  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese  west  of  the 
above  named  county  boundary  lines,  to  take  effect  on  the  said 
first  day  of  November  next ;  the  name  of  the  said  new  Diocese 
to  be  determined  at  the  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
New- York,  in  October  next. 

The  Canon  proposed  by  the  Right  Rev,  Bishop  Mcllvaine,  in 
lieu  of,  and  repealing,  the  second  Canon  of  1835,  laid  on  the  table 
yesterday,  was  taketi  up  for  crmsideration,  passed,  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- 
York, 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  seventh  Canon  of  1835,  and  report  whether  anv, 
and  if  any,  what  alterations  should  be  made  therein.  The  Right 
Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New-YorJL,Doaneand  Bo  wen,  were 
appointed  the  Committee. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Bowen  asked  and  obtained  leave  of 
absence,  after  one  o'clock  to-morrow,  until  the  end  of  the  Ses- 
0ion4 

A  resolution  was  offered  by  the  Right  Rev*  Bishop  Ives,  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur* 
ring.  That  the  membersof  this  Convention  will  Attend  a  meeting 
to  be  held  at  half*past  seven  o'clock  this  evening  in  this  church^ 
to  consider  the  importance  of  conducting^  education  in  conforno- 
ity  with  the  principles  of  the  Protestaut  Episcopal  Church;  and 
whether  measures  may  not  be  adopted  for  the  immediate  pro- 
motion of  this  object.

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A  meBsige  was  roeeived  fiom  the  Hobm  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  rsquetting  a  Conferenoe  with  tbe  Houee  of  Bishopi,  io 
reference  to  the  substitute  for  the  ninth  Canon  oi'  1832»  passed 
by  tint  House,  and  non-concurred  in  by  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  appointing  on  the  part  of  that  House,  Dr.  Hawks,  Dr.  De 
Laneey,  and  Mr.  J.  S.  Smith.  This  message  was  ordered  to  be 
laid  on  tbe  table  for. the  present 

A  message  was  also  received  from  the  other  House,  that  they 
concurred  in  the  resolution  touching  the  meeting  this  evening  in 
reference  to  education. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsyl- 
Tania, 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  request  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  to  alk>w  them  to  withdraw  their  re^ 
solution  of  non*concurrence  in  the  proposed  substitute  for  the 
ninth  Canon  of  1832.  This  resolution  was  directed  to  be  com* 
municated  to  the  other  House* 

A  message  was  i^eceived  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  a  Canon  adopted  by  that  House  as  a  substitute 
for  the  third  Canon  of  1835,  in  which  they  requested  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  wnen  this  House  adjourns,  it  will 
adjourn  until  a  quarter  past  fire  o'clock  this  afternoon.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

The  minutes  of  this  morning  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  have  acceded  to  tbe  request  of  this  House  to 
withdraw  their  resolution  of  non-concurrence  in  the  proposed 
substitute  for  the  ninth  Canon  of  1H33.

T^  Canon  communicated  from  the  other  House  this  morn- 
ing, as  a  substitute  for  tbe  third  Canon  of  1885,  was  taken  up 
and        ••      • 
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A  meesnge  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  having  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops  their 
message  containing  their  reasons  for  non-concurring  in  the  pro* 
posed  substitute  for  ihe  ninth  Canon  of  183*2,  they  have  resolved 
to  request  a  Conference  with  the  Bishops  upon  the  disaffreemeni 
between  the  two  Houses,  and  appointed  on  their  part  Rev.  Dr. 
Hawks,  Rev.  Dr.  De  Lancey^  and  Mr.  James  S.  Smith.  The 
House  of  Bishops  acceded  to  the  request  of  a  Conference,  and 
appointed  on  their  part  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of 
Pennsylvania,  Mcllvaine  and  Meade :  notice  whereof  was  sent 
to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
La^  Deputies,  communicating  a  Canon  **  Of  the  performance  of 
Episcopal  duties  in  vacant  Dioceses,''  passed  by  that  House  as  a 
substitute  for  the  seventh  Canon  of  1833,  and  requesting  the 
concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops  therein.  This  House  con- 
curred in  passing  the  Canon,  with  an  amendment,  (in  which  they 
requested  the  concurrence  of  the  other  House  :)  which  amend* 
ment  is,  that  the  last  sentence  of  the  third  section  (beginning  with 
the  words  '*  where  there  is  no  Bishop")  be  struck  out : — ^that  pro* 
vision  being  contained  in  the  third  section  of  the  fourth  Canon 
of  1832.  Notice  whereof  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  Present 
as  yesterday.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concur  in  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Bisnops,  as  to  the  last  sentence  of  section  8,  of  the  proposed  sub- 
stitute for  the  seventh  Canon  of  1832. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  that  they  have 
had  under  consideration  the  Triennial  Report  and  Documents  of 
the  Board  of  Missions,  and  have  adopted  certain  resolutions,  in 
which  they  request  the  concurrence  ot  the  Bishops.  The  House 
<^f  Bishops  concurred  in  these  resolutions ;  notice  of  which  was 
sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  the  following  resolution,  in  which  they  requested 
the  concurrence  of  this  House : — 

Resolvedj  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  the  Diocese 
of  Indiana  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention.    This 
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resolation  wu,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Comin]ttee»  coDBistinff 
of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Otey  tod  Kemper,  to  consider  and 
report  thereon. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  on  the 
subject  of  Typographical  Errors  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer, 
to  whom  their  former  report  made  on  Wednesday  last  was  re- 
committed,  now  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  of  tlie  two  Houses,  on  Typog^raphical  Errors  in  the 
Prayer  Book,  beg  leare  respectfully  to  report : 

That,  oo  a  general  view  of  the  matter  committed  to  them,  and  coosider* 
ing  the  very  limited  opportunity  they  have  had  for  action,  they  have 
deemed  the  following  suggestions  the  best  calculated  to  produ<;6  the  re- 
sult intended  in  the  act  appointing  them. 

They  believe,  that  the  proper  tetfts  of  the  typographical  correctness  of 
the  Prayer  Book  are— good  authorities  for  orthography ;  the  sound  tech- 
nical principles  of  proof  reading  and  correction ;  good  editions  of  the 
Bible;  the severall  standard  copies  of  the  American  Prayer  Book,  parti- 
cularly that  adopted  in  1835  ;  editions  of  establii^hed  authority  or  value  of 
the  English  Prayer  Book;  and  the  votes  on  the  subject,  of  the  General 
Convention. 

They  are  of  opinion  that  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  Female  Episcopal 
Prayer  Book  Society,  of  PhiUdelpbia,  siiould  be  adopted  as  the  standard, 
subject  tp  correction  according  to  the  above  rule  by  a  smoll  Committee, 
to  be  apptinted  tor  the  purputie,  and  residing  in  a  convenient  position,  ia 
or  near  the  city  of  Philadelphia;  the  corri^ctions  to  be  made  by  the  first 
day  of  January  next ;  and  the  Prayer  Book  so  corrected  to  be  set  forth 
by  the  Committee. 

Tliey  be^  leave  further  to  express  the  opinion,  that,  in  all  future  edi- 
tions of  the  Prayer  Book,  it  is  expedient  ttiat  the  whole  contents  of  the 
volume,  except  the  metrical  portionn,  be  in  the  full  sized  type  adopted  tor 
the  editions  respectively :  the  metrical  portions  to  be  in  that  type,  or  oth- 
erwise, as  publishers  and- societies  may  prefer. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Joint  Resola- 
tion and  Canon. 

ResQlotd.  That  a  Committee  of  two  Bishops,  one  Presbyter,  and  one 
Layman,  be  appointed,  to  correct  the  typographical  errors  that  may  exist 
in  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  Prayer  Book  published  by  the  Female 
Episcopal  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia;  the  corrections  to  be 
made  by  the  first  day  of  January  next,  and  in  conformity  with  tiie  princi- 
ples enumerated  in  this  report.  The  Prayer  Book  so  corrected  to  be  set 
forth  by  the  said  Committee. 

CANON. 

Of  the  Jdode  of  PubiUhing'  AuUiorixed  Edttiom  of  the  Book  of  Common 

Prayer^  $fc» 

Sr.cT.  1.  The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or  where  there  is 
no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  thereof,  shall  appoint  one  or  OYCre 
Presbyters  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  compare  and  correct  all  new  editions 
of  the  Common  Prayer  Book,  the  Articles,  Offices,  and  Metre  Psalms  and 
Hymns,  by  some  standard  book;  and  a  certificate  of  said  editions  having 
been  so  compared  and  corrected,  shall  be  published  with  the  same.  And 
ia  case  any  edition  shall  be  poblished  withoat  each  correction,  it  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  Biihop*  or,  where  there  ie  no  Biebop^  of  the  Staodlnff  Com* 
mittee,  to  give  public  notice  ihat  such  edition  is  not  authorized  by  the 
Church. 

Sect.  S.  'Editions  from  the  stereotype' ^^lates  of  the  Prayer  Book  of  the 
Female  Episcopal  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia,  comprising  the 
Common  Prayer  Book,  the  Articles,  Offices,  Psalms  in  Metre,  selectedfrora 
the  Psalms  of  David,  and  Hymus,  are  hereby  established  as  the  standard; 
together  with  the  whole  Book  of  Psalms  in  Metre  in  tbe  duodecimo  edi- 
tion published  by  the  New- York  Protestant  Episcopal  Press  in  183^, 
with  the  exception  of  errors  evidently  typographical ;  the'  correction  of 
which  errors  is  confided  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  Bishop  or  Stand* 
ipg  Committee  may  appoint  for  superintending  any  publication. 

Sect.  3.  The  siiith  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed.

Joint  Committee  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurrint^)  be  appoint- 
ed to  inquire  and  report  what  remaining  business  is  to  be  trans- 
acted at  this  session,  and  at  what  time  this  Convention  may 
adjourn;"  and  appointing  on  their  part  the  Rev.Drs.  Milnor  and 
CroswelL  The  House  of  Bishops  concurred  in  passing  the  re- 
solution, and  named  on  their  part  the  Right  Kev.  Bishop  Onder- 
donk,  of  Pennsylvania ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other 
House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  passing  tlie  substitute  proposed 
by  the  House  of  Bishopii  for  the  first  Canon  of  1835,  with 
amendments,  in  which  they  requested  the  concurrence  of  this 
House.    The  House  of  Bishops  concurred  in  the  amendments 
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proposedi  with  an  amendment  to  that  in  the  second  Section,  hy 
adding  the  words,  *'and  he  shall  hare*  accepted  the  office,'*  after 
the  words  ''shall  elect  hiro.as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan.^ 
Notice  whereof  was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  tmt  they  concurred  in  passing  the  addition  proposed 
by  this  House  to  the  IV.  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Do- 
mestic and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  with  amendments, 
making  the  addition  read  as  follows :  "  Provided  always,  that 
in  relation  to  organized  Dioceses  having  Bishops,  the  Board 
shall  regulate  the  nuriAer  of  the  Missionary  stations,  but  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  select  the  stations,  and  may  at  any 
time  aiscontinue  a  station,  and  in  lieu  of  it  establish  one  else- 
where. The  Bishop  may  also  remove  a  Missionary,  with  his 
consent,  from  one  station  to  another  within  his  Diocese;  report- 
ing his  proceedings,  in  all  such  cases,  to  the  Domestic  Commit- 
tee without  delay .''*  Whereupon,  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Otey 
offered  a  resolution,  that  the  addition  to  the  Article  should  be 
amended,  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  instead  of  the  language  used 
by  the  other  House,  viz :  ^  Provided  always,  that  in  relation  to 
en  organized  Diocese  having  a  Bishop,  the  Board  shall  not 
adopt  any  station,  nor  appoint  any  Missionary,  except  npon  the 
nomination  of  the  Bishop  thereof;  and,  in  any  such  Diocese, 
the  assignment  of  a  Missionary  to  a  particular  station,  00  the 
change  of  a  Missionary  from.one  station  to  another,  or  the  con- 
tinuance of  a  station,  shall  rest  with  the  Bishop.'' 

This  resolution  was  adopted  by  this  House,  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

On  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Ives,  the  House  resohed^ 
that  they  would,  at  twelve  o'clock  this  day,  proceed  to  nomi- 
nate a  Missionary  Bishop  for  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  ClericaJ  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  a  resolution  passed  by  them,  as  follows : 

^  Resolved,  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  a  Joint 
Committee  (consisting  on  the  part  of  this  House  of  the  Secre- 
tary and  Dr.  Hawks)  be  appointed,  to  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  have  the  Journals  of  this  Session,  and  an  edition  of  the  entire 
Canons  printed."  The  House  of  Bishops  concurred  in  the  re- 
solution, and  appointed  on  their  part  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  On- 
derdonk,  of  New- York  ;  notice  of  which  was  given  to  the  other 
House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  passing  the  proposed  substitute 
for  the  n.  Canon  of  1835,  with  an  amendment,  making  the  fol- 
lowing addition  to  the  IIL  Section:  **  And  the  House  of  Bishops 
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iMy,  tt  any  timei  increase  or  diminish  the  ntfmb^r  of  Statetf 
and  Territories  over  which  ih6  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall 
exerem  Episcopal  fuifctions;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  re- 
siffnattOQ  of  a  Missionary  Bishops  the  presiding  Bis(hop  of  thitf 
Cnni'ch  shall  be,  dnd  is  hereby  auchori^ed  to  request  one  of  thcr 
ne^hbooring  Bishop^  to  take  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary, 
Episcopate,  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  General  Convention/' 
Tnis  House  took  this  proposed  amendment  into  consideratioB. 
and  eoAcurfed  in  passmg  it  with  an  amendment,  striking  out  alt 
that  follows  the  words  "  resignation  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,** 
and  substituting  the  following-^'*  the  charge  of  the  vacant  Mis- 
iiondrv  Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  the  ienior  Bishop  of  this 
Ghnreh,  with  thfe  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as  bi^ 
Bobttitute  in  the  said  charge;**  Notice  whereof  was  tent  to  the 
other  House,  and  their  concurrence  requested. 

A  message  was  received  front  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  adopting  the  Resoldtion  and 
Canon,  relative  to  the  mode  of  publishing  authorised  editions  of 
tlte  Book  of  Contmon  Prayer,  ^ent  to  them  by  this  House. 
When,  on  motion  of  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of 
Pennsyivania,  the  House  resolved  to  appoint  the  member^  on 
their  part  of  the  Committee  directed  by  the  Said  resolution,  and 
mmed  as  such  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsyl- 
vaniaf  and  Doasfe  i  notice  of  which  watf  sent  to  the  otiief 
House. 

On  motion  of  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Hopkins,  the  two  following  re^ 
solutions  were  passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence : 

netahti,  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring,)|That  the  Rev.  Samuel  F.  Jarvi^,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  be  appoiiit^ 
ed  Historiographer  of  the  Church,  with  a  view  to  his  prepar- 
ing, from  the  most  original  sources  now  extant,  a  faithful  Bccle* 
siastical  History,  reaching  from  the  Apostles'  times,  to  the  for- 
mation of  the  Pf  otestant  Episcopal  Ohiirch  in  the  United  Staftetr. 

IUs€4o€di  (the  House  ot  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring,) That  the  Rev.  Francis  L.  Hawks,  D.  D.,  now  conserva- 
tor of  all  the  books,  pamphlets,  and  mandscripts  of  this  Chdi-ch, 
bo  requested  to  prepare,  at  his  earliest  convenience,  a  condensed 
view  of  the  documents  he  has  collected,  so  as  to  form  a  con- 
nected History  of  the  Protestant  ^iscopal  Church  in  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Houde  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  a  seotion  adopted  by  them,  to  b6  added  afs  a  third 
section  to  the  Canon  in  relation  to  the  organising  of  new  Dio- 
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ceies  out  of  existing  Dioceses.  This  House  concurred  in  adopir 
ing  it,  and  sent  notice  thereof  to  the  other  House, 

The  House  then,  on  motion,  proceeded  to  the  nominMion  of 
a  Missionary  Bishop  for  the  State  of  Arkansas ;  and,  after  spend* 
ing  some  time  in  silent  prayer,  chose,  by  ballot,  the  person  to  be 
nominated,  and  comnrunicated  to  the  House  of  Deputies  the  no* 
(nination  as  follows : 

**  The  House  of  Bishops  inform  the  House  of  Cierical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  that  they  hereby  nominajte  the  Rer.  Leooidaa 
Polk,  of  Tennessee,  as  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church»  to 
exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  the  State  of  Arkansas.'' 

On  motion  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New-York» 
the  following  resolutions,  relative  to  the  mode  of  printing  future 
editions  of  the  Prayer  Book»  were  passed,  and  sent  to  the  other 
House  for  concurrence  i 

JUBolvedf  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  conaor- 
rinjgi)  That  the  following  rules  be  observed  in  printing  all  futura 
editions  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  viz : 

L  The  words,  **  Let  us  pray,"  to  be  always  printed  in  the 
tame  type  with  the  prayers. 

II.  The  word  *'  Amen  "  to  be  printed  in  the  Roman  eharaoter* 
besides  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  action  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  as  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the '  proceedings  of  that 
House,  OB  the  29th  of  August^  1835,  in  the  following  caiesi  Tia: 

1.  After  the  baptismal  act«  *^  N.  I  baptise  thee/'  &c.,  in  eaeh 
of  the  baptismal  services. 

2.  After  the  sentence  in  the  marriage  serviee»  oommenoiagt 
-  With  this  ring,"  &c. 

8.  Afler  the  sentence  in  the  same  serviee,  conunenoisg,  ^  For- 
asmuch as  M.  and  N.,"  &c. 

4.  After  the  sentence  pronounced  by  the  Bishop,  at  the  laying 
on  of  hands  in  the  ordination  of  Deacons  and  Priests. 

It  being  understood  by  this  Convention,  that  the  word  ^  Amen  " 
in  the  above  cases,  is  not  properly  a  response,  but  proper  to  be 
used  only  by  the  party  required  to  say  tne  words  to  which  it  is 
attached. 

III.  The  rubric  in  the  Institution  Office,  oonmencing  with 
the  words,  *'  If  any  objection,"  &c.,  to  be  printed  in  three  fmnih 
graphs,  as  follows : 

••  If  any  objection,"  dec,  to  the  word  **  service." 

**  No  objection,"  &c.,  to  the  word  "  institution." 

**  And  then  shall,"  &c.,  to  the  end. 

And  whereas,  there  is  a  difierence  in  different  editions  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  in  the  mode  of  printing  the  word  Amen,  after  the 
words  used  by  the  Bishop  at  the  laying  on  of  hands  in  confirma- 
tion, therefore. 
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Rtmhed,  (the  Home  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  cooci^- 
ring,)  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  in  this  case  the  word 
**  Amen  ^  should  be  printed  in  the  Italic  character,  as  being  pro- 
perly a  response. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  tbey  have  concurred  in  adopting  the  preamble 
and  resolutiwKpasved  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  relation  to  the 
divisioB  of  the  Diocese  of  New-York. 

A  Canonical  testimonial  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  in  favour  of  the  Rev.  Alonzo  Potter,  D.  D.,  was  re^ 
oeived  from  that  House,  accompanied  by  the  following  message  s 

*  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  transmit  to  the 
House  of  Biskops  the  accompanying  testimonial  in  favour  of 
the  Rev,  Akniso  Potter,  D  D.,  which  has  been  signed  by  a 
censtituttoiial  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  Xhn 
General  Conventioii,  aqd  ^Iso  the  following  re^solution  adopted 
by  this  House  i 

^  IU$olvedf  That  this  House  apfurove  of  the  testimonials  laid 
before  them  in  fiivour  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter,  and  do  assent  to 
bis  coDseoration."

Dr.  Potter. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Dejjutaes,  that  they  concur  in  the  amendnient  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  in  the  substitute  for  the  first  Canon  of  188& 

The  Rt  Rev.  Bishop  Meade  pi^oposed  the  following  resolutiot^ 
which  was  passed  by  the  House,  and  sent  to  the  other  House 
for  eoncurrence ;      ' 

jRsteAisd^  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  conour- 
ring,)  That  in  consideration  of  the  great  need  of  ministers 
tbrowhout  the  Church,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishops  to  pre- 
sent this  subject  to  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  jn  such  manner  as 
shall  seem  best  to  each  ;  and  that  each  Cleigyman,  in  his  parish, 
shall  preach  at  least  one  sermon  at  as  early  a  period  as  may  be 
convenient,  on  the  duty  resting  upon  those  having  talents  for  the 
eame,  to  examine  whether  it  be  not  the  will  of  God  that  tl^ey 
engage  in  the  work  of  the  ministry, — and  on  the  duty  of  parents 
and  ministers,  to  have  reference  to  the  preparation  of  the  young 
for  the  ministerial  office,  in  their  prayers,  their  instruction,  and 
ihe  whole  conduct  of  the  education  of  the  same.

JReiohedf  (if  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  shall 
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ccmeur,)  That  it  be  made  known  to  the  aer^ral  DiooeMUi  Q^n- 
rentions,  that  it  is  proposed,  at  the  next  General  CooveDtioQ,  tO; 
consider  the  following  alteration  of  the  Constitution,  viz ; 

Article  VI.  to  read  as  follows : 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General 
Convention.  The  court  appointed  for  that  purpose  shall  be 
composed  of  Bishops  only.  In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trfT 
ing  rresbyters  and  Deacons,  may  be  ii^tituted  by  the  Convear 
tion  of  the  Diocese.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sen- 
tence of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradatioa  from  the  ininii-) 
try,  on  any  Clergyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  oc  Deacoiu 

The  House  of  Bishops  parsed  this  resolution,  and  sent  it  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurreocet 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Ives  proposed  a  Canon  ''On  the  trial  oi 
Bishops ;''  which  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ecclesiastical  law,  who  have  that  subject  before  them. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lajp 
Deputies,  requesting  a  Committee  of  Conference  upon  the  pro- 
posted  amendment  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  to  the  fourth  Ar-} 
tide  of  the  Constitution  of  the  JVIisiionary  Society,  and  appointn 
inff  on  their  part.  Dr.  De  Lancey,  Dr.  Crod^er,  Mr.  Fretmm* 
Messrs.  Eccleston,  Stuy vesant,  and  Winslow.  The  House  of 
Bishops  agreed  to  the  Conference,  and  appointed  on  their  pari 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  Ives,  Otey,  and  Kemper ;  notice  of  whioh 
was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  have  appointed  on  their  part  the  Rev«  Dr« 
Dorr  and  Dr.  Littell,  as  members  of  the  Conunittee  to  be  ap- 
pointed under  the  resolution  passed  this  day,  to  correct  Typor 
graphical  Errors  in  certain  stereotype  plates  of  the  Prayer  Book,

The  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses,  appointed  to  consider  andrepoit 
on  the  expediency  of  providing  for  a  uniform  system  of  Ecclesiastical  Law, 
rospecking  the  Trial  of  Clergymen  throughout  the  Church,  respectfully 

reportrr 

That  on  account  of  the  present  late  period  of  the  sitting  of  this  Conven- 
tion, and  the  grave  importance  and  sundry  difficulties  of  the  inquiry 
cntrnsted  to  them,  it  is,  in  their  opinion,  inexpedient  to  propose  at  this 
tine  any  change  in  the  legislation  of  the  Church,  as  regards* ficclesiasticftl 
Trials;  the  Committee,  therefore,  beg.  leave  to  propose  the  foUowiQf 
resolution,  viz  :— 

ReMolvedy  (by  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,)  That  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Honsei 
be  appointed  to  consider  and  report  to  the  next  General  Convention 
jrhetWany,  and  if  any,  what  action  should  be  taken  to  impro¥e  the 
)0gi8latiei|  of  this  Church  in  relation  to  Ecclesiastical  Trials.

The  House  q(  Bishops  ^adopted  the  proposed  resolution,  and 
eent  it  to  the  other  House  for  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  Ho^se  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
DeputieSf  meX  they  h^re  adopted  the  amendment  proposed  by 
Ithe  Hou^e  of  Bishops,  to  the  third  section  of  the  Cwon  which  is 
^  substitute  for  the  second  Canon  of  1835. 
-  A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  that  they  have 
adopted  the  amendment  to  the  4th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of 
theJDomestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  agreed  upon  by 
the  Committee  cf  Conierepce,  to  be  reported  to  both  nouses, 
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viz : — ^  Provided  always,  that  in  relation  to  organized  Diobesei 
having  Bishops,  the  Board  shall  regulate  the  number  of  MissicMi* 
ary  Stations,  but  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  may  select  the  Sta- 
tions,  and  may  at  any  time  discontinue  a  Station,  and  in  lieu  of  it 
establish  one  elsewhere.''  This  House  concurred  in  adopting 
that  amendment ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  as  historiographer  of  the  Church ;  and  also,  in 
the  request  to  be  made  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  relative  to  a 
condensed  view  of  the  Church  from  the  documents  in  his  pos- 
session. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  informing  this  House  that  they  have  duly  elected  the 
Rev.  Leonidas  Polk  to  the  office  to  which  he  has  been  nominated 
by  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  transmitting  to  that  House  the 
Canonical  Testimonial  in  favour  of  the  Bishop  Elect,  signed  by 
a  constitutional  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  members  of 
the  House  of  Deputies.  Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Right 
Rev.  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  resolved.  That  the 
presiding  Bishop  be  requested  to  take  order  for  the  consecration 
of  the  Missionary  Bishop  elect. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  with  a  Preamble  and  Resolution  passed  by  them,  rela- 
tive to  the  separation  of  the  Diocese  of  New-Hampshire  fron 
the  Association  of  the  Eastern  Diocese,  in  which  they  requested 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops.  This  House  concur- 
red in  passing  the  Preamble  and  Resolution ;  notice  of  which 
was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  tSeX  having  had  under  consideration  the  result  of  the 
Conference  relative  to  the  disagreement  between  the  Houses  itt 
reference  to  the  proposed  substitute  for  the  ninth  Canon  of  1888, 
they  have  adopted  tne  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee, 
viz :  in  lieu  of  the  proposed  substitute,  the  following  amendment 
of  the  ninth  Canon  now  existing — instead  of  the  words,  '*  with 
the  catuent  tfa  minority  of  the  Clerical  membere  ofT  insert  the 
words,  ^  vAth  the  coment  of  the  Standing  ComrnUtee.'*  That 
the  House  of  Deputies  have  also  adopted  the  following  am^nd- 
nnent  to  the  thirteenth  Canon  of  1832,  viz :  instead  of  the  words, 
**wiik  the  consent  of  a  majority,^  4*^.,  insert  the  words,  **tBiitk 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee.**  The  House  of  Bishops 
concurred  herein  with  the  House  of  Deputies ;  notice  of  which 
was  sent  to  that  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  with 
the  foHowhig  resolution  ^—  Resolved,  (the  House  of  Bishc^'  don- 
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carrinffO  Tbat  this  Convention  will  adjourn  Une  die  thia  even- 
ing.   Which  was  for  the  present  laid  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that 
having  had  under  consideration  the  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  relative  to  the  great  need  of  Ministers,  &c.,  they  do 
not  concur  in  the  same,  and  have  passed  the  following  resolution 
on  the  subject : — Besohed^  That  while  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Liay  Deputies  partake  with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the 
conviction  otthe  great  need  of  duly  qualified  Ministers  to  build 
up  the  Church,  and  extend  its  borders ;  and  share,  also,  in  the 
aolioitttde  of  the  Bishops  to  see  this  need  supplied,  they  deem  it 
inexpedient  for  this  Convention  to  prescribe  the  manner  in  which 
this  subject  should  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Churchmen  by 
the  Bishops  mnd  Clergy,  and  prefer,  therefore,  to  leave  it  to  bie 
presented  in  such  way  as  shall  seem  best  to  each. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that 
they  have  concurred  in  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Missions^ 
as  proposed  by  the  Joint  Committee  on  that  subject 

The  resolution  proposed  b^  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  Hopkins, 
on  Tuesday  last,  and  then  laid  on  the  table,  for  the  repeal  of  the 
iMt  period  of  the  sixth  Canon  of  1833,  was  taken  up  for  consi- 
d^tion,  and  the  question,  on  it  being  put,  it  was  ne^tived. 

The  joint  Committee  on  the  report  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks, 
as  Conservator,  reported  as  follows  i — 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  the  Con- 
aerrator  of  the  Books,  Pamphlets,  and  Manascripts  of  the  Church,  have 
had  the  aaaie  under  consideration,  and  ask  leave  respec^uUy  to  report 
the  fbllpwing  resolutiuiis :— * 

Rttcivedi^ih^  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  coacurring,)  That 
the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  returned  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hliwks,  Conservator  -of  the  Books,  Pamphlets,  and  Manuscripts  of  the 
Chureh,  for  the  assidsooe  fidelity  with  which  he  has  devoted  himself  to 
the  important  work  of  procorin^i  both  at  home  and  abroad,  so  many  and 
Mick  valuable  documents  essential  to  the  history  of  this  Church,  and  for 
bis  ingenious  care  and  skill  in  arranging  them  in  the  best  manner  for  use 
and  preservation. 

Ruijhei^  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  is  earnestly  requested  to  proceed 
with  soeh  despatch  as  his  othet  engagements^  and  the  importance  ef  the 
work  sbaM  allow,  in  discharge  of  the  great  work  entrusted  to  him  by  this 
GoaVeatiop,  as  Hidoriographer  of  the  American  Church. 

Reeolveif  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks  be  adtborized  and  requested,  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  this  Convention,  to  express  to  His  Grace  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  td  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London,  and  to  the 
teaerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Grospel  in  Foreijg^n  Parts,  the 
jmiefol  sense  which  is  entertained,  by  this  Church,  of  their  muntfioeiit 
fiberaUty  in  opening  to  the  Convention  their  valuable  treasures  of  books 
and  documents  illtistrative  of  our  early  ecclesiastical  history ;  and  to  ex- 
press, at  the  same  time,  the  deep  and  fervent  interest  which  is  felt 
Ihreagh  oar  whde  oonmunien  in  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  the  Church 
eCBngtandi 

L.  S.  Ives,  Chairman  of  Committee. 
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The  resolutions  recommended  were  adopted^  and  seat  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  concurrence. 

The  Right  Rev,  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  proposed 
a  Canon,  entitled,  ^  Of  Repealed  Canons/'  which  was  passed, 
and  sent  to  the  other  House  for  concurrence. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  had  concurred  in  adopting  the  resolution 
proposing  certain  rules  to  be  observed  in  printing  future  editions 
of  tne  Prayer  Book. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  se^ 
venth  Canon  of  1S35,  reported  a  Canon  id  lieu  of  it,  entitled, 
'*  Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the 
Church,  from  time  to  time."  The  proposed  Canon  was  consi«^ 
dered,  and  pas^d,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  for  ccxicurrence. 

The  Canon  from  the  other  House,  **  concerning  Candidates 
for  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  have  been  Ministers,  Liceneiater, 
or  Students  of  Theology,  amoncr  other  reKgious  denominalions,^ 
being  a  substitute  for  the  third  Canon  of  1835,  was  again  taken 
up  for  consideration  ;  and  this  House  concurred  in  passing  it; 
with  certain  amendments  stated  in  the  following  resolution, 
whioh  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Deputies  for  concurrence,  viz : 

Resolv6di  That  the  House  of  Bishops  concur  in  the  proposed 
Canon  "  concerning  Candidates  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  who 
have  been  Ministers,"  &c.,  with  the  following  amendments,  in 
which  thev  request  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  l)eputies,  viz : — 

1.  In  Section  2,  for  ••  one  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church^ 
read,  the  Missionary  Bishop  within  whose  jurisdiction  he 
resides. 

2.  In  Section  3,-  after  the  words,  *'  twehe  members  uf  the 
denomination  from  which  he  came,^  read,  or  twelve  members  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  or  twelw  persons,  in  part,  of 
the  denomination  from  which  he  came,  and  in  part  Episcopalians. 

3.  In  the  same  Section,  at  its  close,  add  the  words,  or  in  a 
vacmnt  Diocese^  the  Standing  Committee  may  so  receive  them. 

4.  In  Section  4,  for  **  ttjoelve  months"  read,  three  months. 

5.  In  Sectioti  5,  for  *'  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  present  at  a  meeting  duly  convened^" 
read,  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

6.  The  addition  of  the  following  Section  as  Section  7,  and 
the  correspondent  change  of  the  number  of  the  last  Section : — 
**  When  any  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has 
f>een  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  among  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  shall  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church, 
ike  Bishop  to  whom  application  is  made,  shall  require  of  hifli, 
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(in  addition  to  the  aWe  qualifications)  satiBiaotory  evidence 
that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United  States  pre- 
▼ions  to  his  application.'' 

A  message  was  recei\red  from  the  Hoose  of  Clerieal  and  Lay 
Deputies,  that  they  concurred  in  adopting  the  resolutions  recom- 
mended by  the  Joint  Committee,  on  the  report  of  Dr.  Hawks, 
as  Conservator. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  that  they  have 
had  under  consideration  the  proposed  alteration  of  the  sixth  Ar- 
ticle of  the  Constitution,  to  he  submitted  to  the  Diocesan  Con- 
ventions,  and  have  concurred  in  the  same.

The  House  of  Bishops 
concurred  in  adopting  the  proposed  amendment,  and  appointed 
on  their  part,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bisliops  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 
Hopkins,  Doane,  Ives,  and  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania ;  notice 
whereof  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Deputies. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that 
they  concurred  in  the  adoption  of  a  Canon,  entitled  **  Of  Repeal- 
ed Canons." 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that 
they  have  had  under  consideration  the  proposed  substitute  for 
the  seventh  Canon  of  1 885,  *^  of  the  mode  of  securing  an  accn* 
rate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  from  time  to  time,"  and 
have  passed  a  resolution  that  they  do  not  concur  in  adopting  it. 
The  House  of  Bishops  requested  a  Conference  on  the  subjecti  ap- 
pointing on  their  part,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New- 
York,  Otey,  and  Mcllvaine ;  notice  of  which  was  communicated 
to  the  other  House. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that  they 
have  concurred  in  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Canon  con- 
cerning Candidates  for  Orders,  &<;.,  (being  a  substitute  for  Ca- 
non 8,  of  1835,)  with  the  exception  of  Action  4,  substituting 
three  months  for  twelve ;  in  which  amendment  they  do  not  con- 
cur, and  propose  a  Committee  of  Conference  with  the  Bishops, 
naming  on  their  part  Dr.  Hawks,  Dr.  Henshaw,  and  Mr.  Board- 
man.

A  message  was  reoeived  from  the  House  <^  Deputies,  that 
th?y  agreed  to  a  Conference  in  relation  to  the  seventh  Canon  of 
1835,  and  appointed  on  their  part  Dr.  Upfold,  Mr.  Drane,  Dr» 
Lyell,  Messrs.  Styles.  Colston,  and  Winslow. 

A  message  was  also  received  from  that  House,  that  they  have 
added  to  their  part  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Eoolesiasticid 
Trials,  Dr.  Milnor,  Dr.  Crocker,  and  Mr.  Warren.

which  was  adopted  by  this  House,  and  sent  to  the  other  House 
for  concurrence. 

The  resolution  from  the  other  House,  on  the  time  of  adjourn^ 
ment,  (which  was  laid  before  on  the  table,)  was  taken  up  an4 
concurred  in ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  other  House. 

On  motion,  raio/oed.  That  when  this  House  adjooms,  it  will  ad- 
journ to  half  past  seven  o'clock  this  evening,  to  hear  the  Pastoral 
Letter ;  notice  of  which  was  sent  to  the  I^use  of  Deputies. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Deputies,  that 
they  concurred  in  adopting  the  amendment  recommended  by  the 
Committee  of  Conference,  in  the  4th  Section  of  the  substitute  for 
the  dd  Canon  of  1835,  and  that  the  Canon,  together  with  the  for- 
mer amendments,  as  proposed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  has* 
been  adopted  by  that  House.  The  House  of  Bishops  toen  re- 
solved that  the  Canon,  as  amended,  be  passed.

The  whole  eost  of  the  new 
haildtng  ie  939,091.  Owing  to  the  payment  of  the  Loriliard  lefpicy,  the  True, 
tees  haye  been  enabkd  to  disoharge  the  mortgage  mentioned  m  the  report  of 
the  year  1835.  Since  the  preaent  statement  of  the  finances  was  prepaied,  the 
aaaessment  for  bvilding  a  sewer  in  90th  Street,  between  8th  Ayenne  and  Hud- 
son Riyer,  has  been  confirmed,  by  which  the  property  of  the  Seminary  is  char« 
ged  in  the  anmof  $3,499  78.  Payment  of  this  sum  is  expected  within  60  days 
from  the  day  of  confirmation.

fixbeeding  by  38  the  reeolt  of  the  three  preceding  commencements.  Eleyen  of 
the  Alumni  haying  died ;  their  present  number  is  157. 1'he  Church  in  these  Statee 
^must  feel  truly  grateful  to  its  Diyine  Head  in  contemplating  the  degree  to 
which,  under  his  guidance  and  blessing,  tbe  object  has  been  attained,  for  which 
the  Seminary  was  founded — the  training  of  a  well  appointed  and  faithfhl  minis, 
try,  to  sprsad  abroad  his  Gospel,  and  the  glory  of  his  name.  Tbe  Alumni  haye 
faciUtiee  for  the  exercise  of  a  widejnfloence  and  example.  In  their  judgment 
and  ai^Mtiona,  the  Seminary,  it  is  belieycd,  holds  aa  honoured  place.    She  ex- 
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pe«tt  from  them,  as  grateful  soni,  the  eonfidence  and  support  which  will  enable 
her  to  stand  and  prosper.  During  the  last  three  years  two  students  hare  died, 
and  twenty.eight  have  left  the  Seminary  from  yarious  causes.  Some  of  this 
number  have  discontinued  their  studies  for  the  sacred  office.  Others,  it  is  un- 
derstood,  have  been  admitted  into  Holy  Orders.  The  number  of  students  at 
present  connected  with  the  Institution  is  : —

The  average  annual  expenses  of  a  student,  including  board,  washing,  fuel, 
and  lights,  amount  to  about  $124 ;  a  sum,  exceeding  the  estimate  of  former 
years,  and  which  is  to  be  attributed  to  the  increased  cost  of  the  necessaries  of 
life.  The  Trustees  entertaining  doubts,  whether  the  present  is  the  best  mode 
of  conducting  the  domestic  economy  of  the  Seminary,  have  refeired  it  to  their 
Standing  Committee  (with  power)  to  consider  the  expediency  of  abolishing  the 
Commons,  and  of  appointing  a  steward,  with  appropriate  duties.  They  have 
much  satisfaction  in  stating,  that  through  the  considerate  benoTolence  of  eeveral 
individuals,  a  suitable  room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  new  wing,  for  the  use  of 
the  siok,  and  certain  gentlemen  of  the  medical  profession,  in  the  city  of  New. 
York,  have  kindly  offered  in  such  eases  their  gratuitous  services.  Under 
their  advice,  provision  has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  such  gym. 
nastic  exercises,  as  will,  it  is  thought,  be  conducive  to  the  health  and  vigor  of 
the  resident  students.  In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  there  is  ne 
reason  to  believe  that  the  health  of  its  innutes  has  been  more  interrupted  than 
might  be  expeottfd  in  so  large  a  number  of  young  men  living  under  strong 
temptation  to  indulge  in  sedentary  habits.  No  proper  opportunity  has  been 
lost,  of  affectionately  commending  to  their  consideration,  the  importance  of  a 
due  regard  to  exercise,  as  a  matter  not  only  of  individual  interest,  but  of  duty 
te  the  Church. 

The  uniform  experience  of  Theological  Seminaries  evinces,  that  the  surest 
way  of  securing  their  efficiency,  to  any  extent,  is  to  provide,  with  a  wise  fore- 
sight, the  means  of  aiding  in  the  support  of  well  qualified  students.  To  further 
this  object,  and  to  ensure  to  it  the  lasting  usefulness  of  their  liberality,  the  con- 
gregation of  St.  George's  Church,  in  the  city  of  New.  York,  have  completed  a 
Scholarship,  to  be  called  the  **  St.  George's  Chureh  Scholarship,*'  with  an  en- 
dowment  of  S2000.  The  endowment,  also,  of  the  "  St.  Mark's  Church,  in  the 
Bowery,"  Professorship  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  "  referred  to  in  the  last  Tri- 
ennial Report,  as  having  been  offered  by  Mr.  Stuyvesant,  has  been  carried  into 
effect,  upon  the  conditions  required  by  the  Statutes,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
pious  and  benevolent  views  of  the  donor.  The  Rev.  Wm^R.  Whittingham,  D.  D., 
of  the  Diocese  of  New.York,  was,  on  the  13th  of  January,  1836,  unanimously 
appointed  by  the  Trustees,  on  the  nomination  of  the  founder,  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  this  Professorship. 

Since  the  report  made  to  the  Convention  in  1835,  the  course  of  study  has  not 
materially  varied.  In  the  departments  of  *'  the  Evidences  of  Revealed  Rcli- 
gion,"  &.C.,  and  of  *'  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pulpit  Eloquence,"  gratuitous  in- 
structions have  again  been  given.  In  the  former,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Seabury, 
and  in  the  latter,  by  the  Rev.  Hugh  Smith  and  the  Rev.  Benjamin  I.  Height. 
The  Trustees  deeply  regret  that  these  two  important  Professorships  still  remain 
vacant  from  the  want  of  means  for  their  support.  In  reference  to  the  depart- 
ment  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pulpit  Eloquence,  which  must  always  be  re- 

Sarded  as  of  vital  importance  in  preparing  Theological  students  for  an  efficient 
ifichargo  of  the  Christian  ministry,  the  Trustees,  in  1836,  appointed  an  agent 
to  present  to  the  members  of  the  Church  throughout  the  Union  an  appeal  for 
a  suitable  endowment.  His  untimely  death,  and  the  commercial  distress  of  the 
country,  disappointed  the  Board,  in  the  hope  which  they  entertained  from  this 
arrangement.    A  generous  offer  was  subsequently  made  during  their  recess,  to

their  SKandmg^  Committoe,  by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church,  in  the  city  of  New. 
York,  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $35,000  for  the  endowment  of  a  Professorship, 
to  be  termed  the  **Hobart  Professorship  of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  and  of 
Moral  Science  in  its  relations  to  Theology,**  whenever  a  like  sum  was  raised 
fbr  the  endowment  of  the  Professorship  above  alluded  to.  ^or  tho  attainment 
of  80  desirable  an  end,  arrangements  were  immediately  made  by  the  Standing 
Committed,  to  enlist  in  the  cause  of  the  Seminary,  the  grateful  regards  of  its 
Alumni;  and  it  is  believed,  that  under  ordinary  circumstances,  the  object  would 
have  been  accomplished  by  this  zealous  band  of  agents  within  the  time  pro- 
posed  by  the  Vestry  of  Trinity  Church  for  the  acceptance  of  thoir  offer.  The 
Trustees; however,  at  their  meeting  in  June,  1837^  under  the  existing  deficiency 
of  income  for  the  current  uses  of  the  Seminary,  found  that  an  appeal  for  annual 
eollectione  was  of  imperative  necessity ;  and  apprehending  that  the  efforts  of 
the  Alumni  in  behalf  of  the  Professorship,  might  interfere  with  such  a  measure 
of  relief,  they  were  constrained  to  pass  a  resolution,  authorizing  them  to  sus- 
pend, for  the  present,  their  contemplated  agency.  To  the  venerable  Corpora- 
tion in  question,  the  Board  have  expressed  their  grateful  sense  of  their  generous 
offer,  and  have  readily  obtained  from  them  an  extension  of  the  time  proposed, 
for  completing  the  endowment  of  the  Professorship  which  they  selected,  until 
the  Ist  of  January,  1839. 

The  examinations  of  the  Students  have  been  regularly  held  every  Session. 
The  results  have  been  given  to  the  Church  in  the  printed  proceedings  of  the 
Board.  They  afford  the  strongest  proof  of  the  industry  of  the  Students  in 
availing  themselves  of  the  many  valuable  privileges,  furnished  by  the  Seminary, 
for  a  thorough  education  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  of  the  ability,  zeal, 
and  fidelity  of  the  Professors,  whom  the  Providence  of  God  has  made  their 
daily  guides  and  instructors.'  It  is  with  sincere  regret,  that  the  Board  have  to 
annoance  the  resignation  of  their  Treasurer,  in  Consequence  of  ill  health. 
They  have  to  lament  in  him  the  loss  of  an  officer,  whose  industry  and  abilities 
in  the  management  of  their  finances  have,  for  a  period  of  sixteen  years,  been 
truly  felt  and  appreciated. 

Of  the  facilities  afforded  by  Theological  Seminaries,  for  a  due  preparation 
for  the  sacred  calling,  a  most  important  one  is  the  founding  and  sustaining/of  a 
suitable  Library.  In  relation  to  our  own,  your  Board  have  the  satisfaction  of 
being  able  to  state,  that  the  arrangements  alluded  to  in  1835,  for  its  immediate 
and  permanent  increase,  have  been  completed.  Ten  thousand  dollars  have 
been  raised  for  this  object,  viz  :  Six  thousand,  by  the  subscriptions  of  dona- 
tions of  individuals,  to  be  for  ever  held  in  trust  by  the  Board,  for  a  permanent 
eadowmeht,  paying  interest  semi-annually,  at  tho  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num ;  and  the  balance  of  four  thousand  dollars,  contributed  for  immediate  in- 
Testment  in  books,  by  a  liberal  grant  from  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church, 
in  the  city  of  New.xork.  In  consequence  of  this  endowment,*  and  of  dona- 
tions in  books  from  the  friends  of  the  Seminary,  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
many  and  highly  valuable  additions  have  been  made ;  the  entire  Library  has 
been  re-arranged,  numbered,  and  compared  with  tho  Catalogues,  and  now  con- 
flists  of  6,775  printed  volumes,  being  an  increase  of  2,704  since  1835. 

The  General  Convention  were  apprised  in  the  last  Triennial  Report,  of  the 
important  step  taken  by  the  Trustees  in  the  commencement  of  an  additional 
buUding,  for  the  accommodation  of  Students.  The  Board  are  highly  gratified 
to  announce  its  completion  and  occupation,  so  far  as  to  furnish  (besides  apart- 
ments for  one  of  the  Professors  and  his  family^  accommodations  for  one  hun. 
dred  and  ten  Students,  a  ohapel,  and  commodious  Lecture  rooms  in  the  first 
and  biAemont  stories.  The  stories  above  these,  in  the  western  wing,  from  the 
want  of  funds,  remain  in  an  unfinished  state. 

In  addition  to  the  matters  which  have  been  stated,  as  having  engaged  the 
consideration  of  the  Trustees,  they  have  adopted  (as  will  be  perceived  on  refer- 
ence to  their  proceedings,  copies  of  which  accompany  this  report,)  the  fol- 
lowing amendment  of  the  III.  Article  of  the  Constitution,  which  they  propose 
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to  the  General  ConTentioD,  and  respectfully  request  their  coneurrence  in  it,  m 
a  part  of  the  Bame  : 

**  It  shall  be  compotent  for  three  Trustees,  assembled  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed  for  any  stated  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  (if  a  quo- 
rum shall  not  be  present,)  to  adjourn  such  meeting  from  day  to  day,  or  for  any 
number  of  days,  not  exceeding  at  one  time  seyen  days;  and  any  Board  of 
Trustees,  to  be  convened  in  pursuance  of  any  such  adjournmeni,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  legally  convqned  and  constituted,  provided  such  Board  be  formed 
within  ten  days  next  after  the  time  originally  appointed  for  such  stated  dr 
special  meeting.** 

From  the  statement  of  the  Finances,  now  submitted,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Seminary  is  yet  suffered,  from  year  to  year,  to  struggle  with  embarraasmenta 
on  account  of  an  inadequate  income.  The  Trustees,  in  deliberating  upon  the 
most  effectual  means  for  the  relief  of  this  necessity,  deemed  it  their  duty,  in  the 
year  1S37,  to  direct  an  appeal,  to  the  Ministers  and  Vestries  of  Churches 
throughout  the  United  States,  for  collections  or  contributions  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Seminary  for  the  next  five  years. 

Most  painful  is  it  to  record,  that  of  the  whole  number  of  Episcopal  Clergy 
men  within  the  bounds  of  the  United  States,  but  about /or<y  have  responded  to 
the  call.  If  this  non-compliance  is  owing  to  the  impression,  which  has  gone 
abroad,  of  the  real  property  of  the  Seminary  having  become  so  productive  as  to 
stand  in  need  of  no  efforts  of  ministerial  zeal  or  individual  liberality,  the  True, 
tees  can  do  no  more  than  (earnestly  and  respectfully  solicit  attention  to  the 
financial  statements  contained  in  this  report.  These  statements,  showing  that 
the  annual  income  of  such  property  is  less  than  $500,  expose  the  error  ef  such 
a  reliance,  and  justify  the  strong  fears  which  their  Finance  Committee  have 
recently  been  obliged  to  express :  **  that  unless  more  general  efforts  are  made 
to  raise  funds  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the  income  of  the  Seminary,  its  present 
capital  will  soon  be  expended;  great  embarrassment  in  conducting  the  affairs 
of  the  Institution  may  then  ensue,  and  the  benefit  now  conferred  by  it  upon 
the  cause  of  religion  and  sound  learning  be  greatly  diminished." 

To  avert  such  a  result,  a  common  duty  rests  upon  our  household  of  faith, 
from  her  highest  to  her  humblest  member.  The  Seminary  has  been  established 
for  the  good  of  the  whole  Church,  by  the  unanimous  yoice  of  the  highest  coun- 
cil  of  the  Church.  Shb  has  justified  the  expectations  which  were  formed  at  her 
foundation,  in  a  degree,  which  calls  for  our  fervent  gratitude  to  God.  Upon 
this  central  school  we  have,  in  this  western  world,  to  depend  as  the  chief  source, 
of  supplying  an  apostolic,  well  trained,  and  faithful  ministry,  to  preach  the 
comfortable  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  to  break  down  the  kingdom  of  sin,  Satan 
and  death.  Under  this  view,  notwithstanding  the  disappointment  experienced 
in  the  measures  which  have  been  formed  to  relieve  the  finances,  the  Trustees 
cannot  abandon  the  hope,  that  the  Clergy  and  Laity  will  embrace  ihe  first  op. 
portunity  of  sustaining  them.  By  giving  to  this  noble  Institution  their  conn, 
dence,  their  patronage  and  their  prayers,  they  may  make  her  '*  an  eternal  excel- 
lency — a  joy  of  many  generations.^  To  withhold  heart  and  hand  in  the  present 
erisis  is  to  peril  her  honour  and  prosperity,  and  the  increase,  the  strength,  and 
the  glory  of  the  Church,  for  which  the  Saviour  shod  his  blood. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Resolutions  submitted  to  ihe  General  Convention. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Semi, 
nary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  held  in  Trinity 
Church,  New-York,  Sepiember  3d,  1838,  the  following  Preamble  and  Resolu- 
tions-were adopted  : — 

Whereas,  the  continued  and  increasing  deficiency  of  the  income  of  the  Semi, 
nary  to  meet  its  ordinary  annual  expenditure,  imposes  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
the  painful  duty  of  resorting  to  early  measures  of  retrenchment,  in  order  to  the 
preservation  of  the  remaining  capital  fund,  the  necessary  effect  of  which  meas. 
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unf  matt  be  to  abridgp  the  meane  of  Theolofioel  education  now  afforded  to  the 
stadenta :  And  whereaa,  all  the  gntit  interesta  of  the  Charch  at  large,  and 
Of  pecially  those  of  the  Minionary  cause,  are  connected  with  the  prosperity  of 
this  Institution,  and  deeply  concerned  in  the  maintenance  and  preserTstion  of 
an  enlarged  and  liberal  system  of  instruction,  by  which  to  fortiish  a  continued 
supply  of  faithful  and  efficient  heralds  of  the  Gospel :  Therefore, 

1.  Ruolved^  That  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  Seminary  be  earnestly 
recommended  to  the  deliberate  consideration  of  the  General  Convention,  with  a 
view  to  such  aetion  thereon,  as  in  the  wisdom  of  that  body  may  appear  most 
effectual  in  calling  forth  throughout  the  whole  Church  a  more  general  co-ope- 
ration  in  sustaining  the  Institution. 

2.  Rewlved  further.  That  the  attention  of  the  General  CouTention  be  spe- 
cially  solicited  to  a  consideration  of  the  expediency  of  some  general  regulation, 
by  wbioh  the  relief  of  the  Seminary  during  the  continuance  of  its  present  ur- 
gent  necessities  may  be  embraced  among  the  objects  of  those  stated  collections, 
which,  in  the  shape  of  systematic  charity  offerings,  or  otherwise,  are  made  in  the 
various  congregations  of  our  Church.

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Contervator*M  Report  to  Uie  Gerieral  Convention  of  1838. 

To  the  General,  Conyention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United 
States  of  America:-^ 

The  undersigned,  appointed  at  the  last  General  Convention  Conservator  of 
the  Books,  Manuscripts,  dtc,  belonging  to  the  Convention,  begs  leave  respect, 
fully  to  report-^ 

That  since  the  last  meeting  of  your  Body,  he  has  endeayoured  diligently  to 
fulfil  the  purposes  of  his  appointment,  and  he  is  happy  to  say,  that  his  efforts 
have  not  been  without  success.  For  the  better  understanding  of  his  acts,  be 
will  arrange  the  particulars  of  what  he  has  to  report  under  separate  heads. 

1.  Periodicale  of  the  Church.  In  addition  to  those  named  in  my  former 
communication,  printed  on  pp.  89-90,  of  the  dast  Journal  of  this  ConventioUi 
I  have  now  testate,  that  I  have  continued  to  take,  and  preserve  fur  the  Church, 
"The  Gambier  Observer,"  **The  Churchman,"  •«The  Episcopal  Recorder,** 
and  "  The  Southern  Churchman.*'  From  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rudd,  editor  of  '*  The 
Gospel  Messenger,*'  printed  in  the  Western  part  of  New- York,  I  have  received 
six  volumes  of  that  work  as  a  present  to  the  CoUectibn,  accompanied  by  a 
promise,  that  the  rest  of  the  work  shall  be  hereafter  given,  so  that  the  series 
shall  be  complete.  *<The  Christian  Witness,**  of  Boston,  and  the  '*  Chronicle 
of  the  Church,"  of  New.Haven,  have  both  been  established  since  the  last 
General  Convention.  Of  these,  the  latter  has  been  sent  by  the  editor  to  me, 
and  I  have  preserved  it  for  the  collection ;  for  the  former  I  have  applied  to  one 
of  the  gentlemen  interested  in  its  publication,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  I  shall 
get  it.  *'  The  Charleston  Gospel  Messenger."  and  ••  ProtesUnt  Episcopalian,'* 
(of  the  former  of  which  I  have  seven  volumes,  and  of  the  latter  four,)  I  would 
gladly  have  continued  to  take,  hot  have  not  been  able  to  encounter  the  expense. 
Neither  have  I,  for  the  same  reason,  a  file  of  "  The  Missionary,**  of  New.  Jersey. 
In  truth,  the  periodicab  of  the  Church  have  now  become  so  numerous,  that  I 
fear,  unless  their  respective  proprietors  will  give  them  to  the  Convention,  it  will 
not  be  in  my  power  longer  to  procure  them.  The  subscription  price,  together 
with  the  postage,  is  a  heavy  tax.  I  would  bear  it  cheerfully,  if  I  could,  but  I 
am  not  in  a  condition  to  do  so.    Availing  myself,  however,  of  the  privilege 
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eonferrad  on  mo  bj  the  last  ConTontion*  of  soUciting,  in  the  name  of  the 
Church,  additions  to  oar  coUaetion,  I  would  here  respectfully  ask  of  the  editors 
and  proprietors  of  all  oor  Church  periodicals,  copies  of  their  respective  pub- 
lications, to  be  preserred  for  the  Church. 

S.  Books  and  PmnphUtt,  Of  the  first,  I  have  received  some  few  donations- 
one,  a  volume  of  the  early  Journals  of  Ohio,  from  Mrs.  S.  Johnson,  of  Cinein- 
nati;  one  from  Rev.  Dr.  Reed,  of  Pou^hkeepsie ;  one  from  Peter  A.  Jay,  Esq.; 
another  from  W.  H.  Harison,  Esq.,  of  New- York,  and  one  from  the  Rev. 
H.  H.  Norris,  of  Hackney,  near  London.  I  have  abo  taken  pains  to  procure 
copies  of  all  Pamphlets  connected  with  the  affairs  of  the  Church,  that  have  been 
published  since  the  last  General  Convention.  When  these  shall  be  bound  they 
will  add  several  volumes  to  our  collection  of  Pamphlets,  and  make  it  as  nearly 
perfect  as  is  now  possible.  I  have  been  careful,  also,  to  keep  up  the  series  of 
Journals  of  the  several  State  Conventions,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  Gene- 
ral Convention  now  possesses  the  meet  complete  series  extant.  In  this  depart, 
ment,  my  greatest  difficulty  is  in  the  expense  of  binding.  I  should  be  happy 
if  the  Convention  could  devise  some  mode  of  defraying  it. 

3.  MantueripU  obtained  in  America,  I  have  added  some  valuable  materials 
to  this  stock.  These  are  the  donations  of  the  descendants  of  some  of  our 
deceased  Bishops  and  Clergy.  They  will  all,  I  hope,  in  due  time  be  bound. 
Some  of  them  are  very  important,  as  will  be  seen  when  I  state,  that  among 
them  are  the  original  Canonical  documents  on  which  nearly  all  of  our  Bishops 
have  been  consecrated. 

4.  Manuscripts  obtained  abroad.  It  will  be  recollected  that  by  the  last 
Greneral  Convention,  authority  was  given  to  our  late  venerable  presiding  Bishop 
and  myself,  to  apply,  in  the  name  of  the  Church,  to  such  persons  or  societies 
in  England,  as  might  be  in  possession  of  documents  illustrating  our  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  for  copies  of  the  same.  In  pursusnce  of  this  authority,  in  March, 
1836,  I  sailed  for  England,  furnished  by  Bishop  White  with  proper  credentials, 
and  recommended,  as  to  the  purposes  of  my  mission,  to  his  Grace,  the  Arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  and  to  his  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  London.  To  say 
simply  that  my  reception  by  these  prelates  was  kind,  woflld  not  adequately 
express  my  sense  of  the  cordiality  manifested  toward  me,  in  furthering  the 
great  ends  of  my  agency.  In  an  interview  had  with  the  Arehbishop,  soon  after 
my  arrival,  he  was  pleased  to  express  the  deep  interest  he  felt  m  the  prosperity 
and  wellare  of  our  portion  of  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  after  inquiries  into  ite 
condition  and  prospects,  said  that  he  thought  we  were  wise  in  making  efforts 
to  preserve  authentic  materials  for  our  history,  and  added,  that  it  afforded 
him  pleasure  to  aid  us  in  so  good  a  work. 

As  Pre^tident  of  the  venerable  Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel,  he  then 
furnished  me  with  a  note  to  the  Secretary,  desiring  that  I  might  have  free  ac- 
cess to  the  documents  and  records  of  that  institution.  An  introdoction  to  Sir 
Henry  Ellis,  the  Keeper  of  the  British  Museum,  made  accessible  to  me  its  rare 
treasures  of  early  American  tracts :  and  I  was  freely  permitted  to  make  my 
researches  in  the  valuable  Library  of  MSS.,  at  the  Archiepiscopal  Palace  at 
Lambeth.  The  MSS.  under  the  control  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  at  Fulham, 
were  also  most  promptly  and  kindly  submitted  to  my  inspection,  with  full  per- 
mission, both  from  the  Arohbishop  and  Bishop,  to  make  copiee  of  any  papers 
that  might  seem  to  me  valuable  or  important. 

Indeed,  I  owe  it  to  both  these  distinguished  prelates,  to  say,  that  the  truly 
kind  spirit  they  manifested  toward  our  Church,  and  toward  myself,  as  being  her 
agent  in  this  business,  was,  during  my  whole  stay,  most  gratifying  to  my  feel, 
ings,  as  a  MiniMer  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States. 
Nor  most  I  omit  here  to  mention,  that  from  some  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Church 
of  England,  I  received  the  most  valaable  aid  in  my  labours.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Norrb,  of  Hackney,  whose  interest  in  our  Church  had  led  him  to  some  re- 
search  into  its  early  history,  was  especially  kind.  He  freely  bestowed  his  time, 
his  influenee,  and  his  labours,  in  furthering  the  great  end  I  had  in  view ;  and  it 
is  due  to  him  to  say,  that  bat  for  his  valaable  assiftanoe,  my  mission  wnM 
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have  been  far  ItM  eacceaeful  than  it  waa.  I  met  with  no  Clergyman  of  the 
Church  of  England,  who  took  a  deeper  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  Com- 
munion, and  none  to  whom,  in  the  business  of  my  agency,  the  thanks  of  the 
Church  in  this  country  are  more  justly  due.  From  all  the  Clergy,  indeed,  to 
whom  my  business  was  made  known,  I  experienced  the  kindest  treatment,  but 
none  could  help  me  as  Kr*  Norris  did. 

There  were  three  sources  from  which  I  expected  to  derive  the  documents 
our  Church  desired^  These  were,  the  Library  of  MSS.  at  Lambeth,  the  Cor- 
respondence of  the  Society  for  Propagating  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Farts, 
and  the  Letters  and  Documents  of  the  former  Bishops  of  London,  preserved 
at  Fulham.  I  examined  Ibem  all.  By  direction  of  the  Archbishop,  my  copy, 
ists  were  furnished  with  every  facility  for  making  transcripts  at  Lambeth,  and 
the  kind  fealinge  of  kis  Grace  will  appear  in  the  following  extract  from  a  Conu 
munioatiouj  reoeived  from  his  Chaplain  :-— 

**  I  have  the  pleasure  of  stating  to  you,  in  behalf  of  the  Archbishop  of  Can^ 
terbury,  that  you  have  had  his  Grace's  full  and  free  permission  of  aceoas  to  the 
Lambetii  Library,  for  the  important  public  object  which  yon  have  bad  in  view, 
and  consequently,  no  fee  or  remuneration  whatever,  is  to  be  paid  by  you  to  any 
of  the  officers  of  the  Archiepiscopal  establishment.  His  Grace  has  felt  a  lively 
satisfaction  in  forwarding,  in  this  instance,  the  designs  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  United  States,  and  begs  to  assure  yourself,  and  through  you,  the  Clergy 
and  Laity  of  your  Church,  of  the  interest  with  which  he  has  heard,  and  will 
always  hear,  of  the  prosperity  of  your  religious  institutions." 

The  Bishop  of  London  was  not  less  kind  in  causing  all  the  parcels  relating  to 
America  to  he  selected  from  the  mass  of  docnments  in  his  possession,  and  these 
I  was  permitted  to  examine  at  my  leisure. 

In  the  records  of  the  venerable  Societv  I  found  all  the  correspondence  of  ths 
Missionaries  sent  out  to  this  continent,  from  the  commencement  of  its  existence 
in  1701,  up  to  the  American  revolution.  This  was  contained  in  about  fidy  bound 
volumes,  and  a  large  mass  ef  unbound  M8S.  I  read  the  whole,  and  caused 
transcripts  to  be  made  ef  such  portions  as  were  useful  in  illustrating  our  history. 
The  result  of  my  labours  was  eighteen  large  folio  volumesof  MSS.,  whichi  ar- 
ranged chronologically,  and  assorted  with  reference  to  the  colony  or  province 
from  which  they  came,  and  caused  to  be  bound.  A  specimen  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, for  the  inspection  of  the  Convention.  Beside  a  volume  containing  such 
papers  as  refer  not  to  any  partioular  colony  or  province,  but  to  the  Chnrsh  at 
large,  there  are  hisiorioal  documents  touching  the  Church  in  Maine,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New. York,  New  Jersey,  Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware,  Maryland,  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  Sooth  Carolina,  Geor- 
gia, and  Florida. 

The  Library  of  the  Convention  is  therefore  truly  rich  in  unpublished  MSS* 
Many  of  the  papers  in  these  volumes  illustrate  incidentally  interesting  points  in 
our  civil  history,  and  they  have  been  consulted  with  profit  by  those  whose  pur- 
suits have  led  them  to  make  historical  researches.  These  volumes  have  cost 
two  thousand  dollars,  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  the  Convention  that  they  are 
paid  for.  As  the  Agent  of  the  Convention,  under  the  resolution  passed  at  the 
last  Triennial  Meetings  I  applied  to  the  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  in  New- 
York,  asking  its  aid  to  procure  these  valuable  documents  for  the  Church,  and 
the  Vestry  very  liberally  appropriated  |1,500  toward  the  expense  of  eopjing.  A 
gentleman  of  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  in  New. York,  gave  me  for  the  same 
purpose,  $125,  the  residue  I  was  happy  to  be  able  to  give  myself.  In  the  name, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Convention,  I  wrote  a  letter  of  thanks  to  the  Corporation 
of  Trinity  Church,  and  informed  them  of  the  good  they  had  done  to  tbe  Church 
in  procuring  these  MSS.  Before  leaving  England,  I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  ex- 

Sress,  by  letter,  the  thanks  of  this  body  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the 
iishop  of  London,  and  the  venerable  Society  for  propagating  the  Gospel.  I 
did  this  in  the  name  of  tbe  Convention,  and  as  its  A?ent  in  this  business.  Co- 
pies of  these  letters  are  appended  to  this  report,  from  the  Archbishop  I  re- 
ceivsd  a  letter  containing  tfaa  expression  of  his  kind  fbeling  to  the  Protestant 
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Bpkeopal  Chareh  in  the  United  Statee,  and  a  meesage  for  onr  late  father,  the 
Teneiable  and  belo-ved  Bishop  White.  Before  I  had  an  opportunity  of  deliver- 
ing the  latter,  that  good  man  was  with  God.  It  woald  be  nnjatt  to  his  memory 
to  withheld  this  tribate  to  his  worth,  from  one  so  pious  and  estimable  as  the 
pnesent  primate  of  the  English  Church.  Our  hearts  I  am  sure  will  all  respond 
to  the  testimonial  which  liyiog  worth  here  renders  to  the  virtues  of  our  departed 
Bishop.  It  is  a  laudable  feeling  that  seeks  to  preserve  it  on  our  records.  The 
letter  of  the  Archbishop  will  therefore  also  be  fouod  in  the  Appendix  to  this 
report. 

1  know  not  that  I  have  mere  to  add  to  this  official  statement,  except  in  gene- 
ral  terms  to  say,  that  the  Convention  has  now  a  very  vaJusble  library  of  mate- 
rials for  our  Ecclesiastical  history.  A  little  care  taken  in  adding  to  it  from  time 
to  time  will  make  it  a  treasure  to  our  posterity.  The  foundation  is  well  laid ; 
may  we  not  hope  that  the  Church  will  feel  some  interest  in  furnishing  mate- 
rials for  the  superstmction  7  If  members.  Clerical  and  Lay,  will  but  bear  in 
mind  that  there  is  a  place  of  safe  deposit  for  every  thing  connected  with  our  his- 
tory,  past  or  present ;  and,  gathering  up  the  fragments  witliin  their  reach  thst 
nothing  may  be  lost,  will  bat  send  them  to  the  Conservator,  tliey  may,  with  but 
little  trouble  to  themselves,  do  much  good  to  the  Church.  In  conclusion,  the 
Conservator  begs  leave  to  say,  not  officially,  but  as  communicating  that  which 
may  be  of  interest  to  some  of  his  brethren,  that  since  his  return  he  has  not 
been  idle.  With  the  valuable  aid  of  the  now  ample  materials  in  his  possession, 
he  has  written  two  more  volumes,  and  will  soon  have  a  third  prepared  for  pah. 
lication.  With  God^s  blessing  he  hopes  to  be  enabled  to  go  on  until  he  has  fi- 
nished the  long  task  he  has  undertaken,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  its  whole  history.  He  has  found  in  his 
researches  into  that  history  much  of  deep  interest  that  he  did  not  know  before, 
much  that  is  now  unknown  to  his  brethren.  His  work  may  therefore  possess 
at  least  the  attraction  of  novelty,  and  in  its  prosecution,  he  asks  of  his  brethren. 
Clerical  and  Lay,  their  aid,  their  sympathy,  and  their  prayers.

Letter  from  the  ArehbUhop  of  Canterbury. 

Lambeth,  August  1st,  1836. 

Dkar  8» — I  lose  no  time  in  acknowledging  your  very  acceptable  present, 
the  History  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Virginia,  which  I  trust  is  to 
be  regarded  as  the  first  of  a  series  of  volumes  comprising  the  Ecclesiastical 
History  of  the  United  States  of  America,  from  the  first  settlement  of  the  Colo, 
nies  to  the  present  day.  This  period  is  interesting  in  the  highest  degree,  as 
considered  with  reference  both  to  the  growth  of  the  Church  under  the  peculiar 
circumstances  of  the  country,  and  to  its  instrumentality  in  ages  to  come  in  ex- 
tending  the  limits  of  Christendom  by  the  overflowings  of  population  at  home,  or 
the  agency  of  Missions  at  a  distance.

Tradition  has  brought  down  to  us  (on  the  other 
side  of  tho  Atlantic)  the  «iMpidon,  I  can  scarcely  call  it  more,  that  before  the  sepa- 
ration  from  the  mother  country,  two  non-juring  Biohope  were  living  in  America  : 
I  moan  bishops  consecrated  by  some  of  the  non.juring  bishops  here  to  supply 
that  want  of  tlie  Episcopal  office  that'was  so  long  and  sorely  felt  in  tho  Colo- 
nies.   The  papers  put  into  my  possession  by  your  Lordship^s  kindness  have 
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coniirBied  the  tndltioB,  and  I  now  know  the  names  of  the  gentlemen  who 
weie  thus  eonaeeretad.  The  diacoyeriea  on  thia  anbjact  will  be  hailed  with 
much  interaet  at  home,  and  I  eonleai  I  am  enthuaiast  enough  to  feel  that 
thej  quite  reward  all  my  laboniv.

I  have  caused  many  volumea  of  transcripts  to  be  made  ftom  your  records, 
and  these  will  be  preserved,  in  America,  in  the  Library  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion,  a  body  which  repreaenta  the  whole  Church  in  our  land. 

I  shall  not  fail  properly  to  represent  at  home,  the  kind  apirit  exhibited  by  the 
Society,  and  I  will  answer  for  its  being  duly  appreciated. 

With  every  sentiment  of  respect  for  the  members  of  the  Society,  and  my 
earnest  prayers  for  its  continued  prosperity  and  usefulness,

The  Canon  makes  it  the  doty  of  the 
aeTerai  Diooeaan  Conventiona  to  forward  aneh  anma  to  the  Secretary  of  Uiia  Honaa, 
at  each  annual  meeting  of  laid  Conventiona.  But  in  the  majority  of  instancca  the 
undersigned  has  beoi  put  to  the  trouble  of  writing  reputedly  to  the  Dioceaea,  ur^ 
in^  their  attention  to  thia  subjeeL  It  ahould  be  Iwrne  in  mind,  that  punctuality  m 
thia  matter,  whilst  it  enablea  theGeneral  Conrention  to  sustain  its  credit  with  prin- 
ters, furnishes  it  also  with  theability  to  have  ita  printing  executed  upon  the  moat 
economical  and  favourable  tenns.

House  of  Bishops^  llih  September^  1836. 

The  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Kemper  presented  his  report  as  Missionary  Bishop,  as 
follows : — 

Report  of  the  Missionary  Bishop, 

The  7th  Section  of  the  2d  Canon  of  1835,  requires  that  I  should  submit  to  each 
General  Contention  a  report  of  my  proceedings,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
Church  where  i  have  exercised  Episcopal  mrisdiction.  May  I  be  permitted,  in 
consequence  pf  constant  employment,  and  of  having  been  called,  in  the  Providence 
of  God,  to  visit  several  Dioceses  and  Territories  not  contemplated  by  the  last  (Gene- 
ral Convention,  to  refer  for  information  to  the  reports  made  by  me  not  long  since 
to  tiie  Board  of  Missions,  and  to  Bishop  Otey,  of  Tennessee  1  Since  the  date  of 
those  reports,  I  have  again  visited  many  parts  of  Indiana;  have  been  in  Iowa,  and 
have  travelled  through  the  greater  portion  of  Wisconsin.  This  last-named  Terri> 
tory  has  four  Clergymen,  one  of  whom,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis,  is  the  Missionary  to 
the  interesting  congregation  of  Oneidas;  another,  the  Rev.  Daniel  E.  Brown,  has 
been  for  some  years  devoted  to  the  Mission  School,  on  Fox  River;  the  Rev.  Mr» 
Cadle,  who  is  one  of  our  most  faithful  pioneers;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  P^oble,  who  offi-N 
ciates  at  Milwaukie.  A  few  congregations  have  been  organized,  and  Episcopalians 
are  to  be  found  in  many  of  the  rising  towns  of  that  most  beautiful  country.  I  con- 
firmed at  Fort  Winnebago,  Depue,  Green  Bay,  and  Duck  Creek;  and  bad  the 
high  gratification  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  edifice  for  Public  Worship, 
for  the  Oneidas ;  besides  the  corner-stone  of  a  Church,  to  be  erected  immediately  at 
Green  Bay. 

Within  the  bounds  of  my  mission  there  are,  at  least,  sixteen  stations  that  are 
Tacant.

Reeolved,  That  it  bo  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  that 
it  is  proposed,  at  the  next  General  Convention,  to  consider  the  following  altera^ 
tion  of  the  Constitution,  viz:  Art,  6,  to  read  as  follows  : 

The  mode  of  trying  B'uhofe  shall  be  provided  by  the  Genera]  Convention. 
The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only.  In 
every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons,  may  be  instituted 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sen. 
tence  of  admonition,  suspension  or  degradation  from  tho  Ministry,  on  any 
Clergyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter  or  Deacon.

Tbb  Board  of  Miitioiw  of  the  Protestant  Epiaoopal  Cboroh,  reepectfuBy  pre. 
sent  to  the  Greneral  ConTention  thereof,  the  foUowSng  npoit,  in  compUajioe 
with  the  sixth  article  of  the  Constitution. 

PBOCUDINOS. 

The  Board  held  its  first  meeting  for  organisation  on  the  first  and  second 
days  of  September,  1835,  before  the  adjoornment  of  the  last  General  Con- 
yention. 

The  most  important  basiness  transacted,  was  the  location  of  the  Committees, 
the  Domestic  in  New-York,  the  Foreign  in  Philadelphia,  the  adoption  of  by. 
laws^  regulating  the  action  of  the  Committees,  and  the  designation  of  two 
stetions  for  Missionary  Bishops. 

At  an  adjourned  meeting,  held  on  the  23d,  24th,  and  25tb  of  the  same  month, 
the  location  of  the  Foreign  Committee  was  changed  to  New.York  ;  and  the 
Board  became  fully  orgaiused  for  the  discharge  of  ite  imporUnt  UrusU,  by  the 
appointment  of  a  Secretary  and  General  Agont  for  each  of  iu  Committees. 

The  persons  appointed  to  fill  these  offices  were,  the  Roy.  Benjamin  Dorr, 
D.  D.,  tor  the  Domestic,  and  the  Rey.  James  Milnor,  D.  D.,  for  the  Foreign 
Department.  After  rendering  yery  important  and  valuable  seryices,  one  for 
about  a  year  and  a  half,  the  other  for  one  year,  these  gentlemen  resigned,  and 
are  succeeded  respectiyely  by  the  Rey.  James  D.  Carder,  and  the  Key.  John 
A.  Vaughan. 

The  Board  has  held  three  annual  meetings,  one  in  New.York,  one  in  Balti- 
more,  and  one  in  Boston ;  when  it  has  recoiyed  full  and  satisfactory  reports  of 
the  doings  of  ite  Committees,  and  has  teken  such  action  for  the  proper  regula. 
tion  of  the  Missionary  work  as  from  time  to  time  seemed  necessary.

GIEEN   BAT   MISSION   SCHOOL. 

This  establishment  is  brought  nearly  to  a  close,  in  consequence  of  the  ra- 
moval  of  the  Indians,  and  other  causes.  At  the  time  of  the  last  Convention  the 
number  of  Scholars  was  fifty-three,  the  Superintendent  having  been  instructed 
a  few  months  before  to  reduce  the  number  to  fifly. 

In  April,  1836,  there  were  sixty. one  reported.  In  August,  1836,  when  it 
wos  visited  by  the  Secretary  and  General  Agent,  the  number  was  seventy.  In 
Ootober,  1836,  the  Superintendent  was  further  instructed  to  reduce  the  number 
to  twenty.five,  as  soon  as  convenient.  In  April,  1837,  there  were  fifty-four. 
In  March,  1838,  thirty -two. 

In  May.  lt^3P,  it  wan  dctormined  to  discontinue  the  School  as  soon  as  it 
could  be  justly  done.  In  August,  183H,  tlie  Secretary  and  General  Agent  again 
visited  it  by  instruction,  when  the  number  was  reduced  from  thirty  to  ten. 

A  College  has  boon  chartered  upon  tlie  Mission  lands,  and  arrangements  are 
on  foot  for  disposing  of  the  title  to  this  new  institution,  which  is  to  be  Episco- 
pal in  its  character  and  influence,  and  in  which  Indian  youths  will  enjoy  special 
benefits. 
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The  persons  employed  in  the  Green  Bay  School  have  beon,  the  Rev.  Daniel 
E.  Brown,  Superintendent,  Mr.  J.  V.  Suydani,  Mr.  J.  G.  Knapp,  Miw  S.  B. 
Sherwood,  Mr.  Edaon  Sherwood,  Mrs.  Brown,  Miss  Sonah  Crawford,  Miss 
dssan  Crawford,  and  labourers. 

ONEIDA   MISSION. 

The  Rev.  Solomon  Davis  waa  appointed  Missionary  to  the  Oneidas  in  Octo- 
ber, 1835 ;  Mr.  S.  B.  Sherwood,  teacher,  in  October,  1837,  and  Miss  S.  A. 
Williams,  female  teacher,  in  May,  1838.  A  church  and  parsonage  house  are 
building  the  present  year,  at  the  expense  of  the  Indians,  who  also  defray  about 
one.third  of  the  expense  of  the  Mission.    It  is  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

MBNOMKNEBS   AT  LAKE  WINNBBAOO. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Gregory  and  his  wife,  having  been  appohited  teachers  in  an 
establishment  of  the  United  States  Government,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Meno- 
menees  at  Lake  Winnebago,  Wisconsin,  Mr.  Grogorv  was  appointed  Mission- 
ary  to  the  Menomenees,  in  November,  1835.  A  little  more  than  a  year  after, 
the  eetablishment  was  relinquished  by  Government ;  and  it  being  thought 
inexpedient  to  attempt  a  Mission  among  that  tribe,  at  the  sole  expense  of  the 
Church,  Mr.  Gregory  resigned. 

WESTERN   INDIANS. 

Much  interest  has  been  felt  for  the  aborigines  in  the  Indian  territory,  both 
on  account  of  the  new  relation  which  they  there  assume,  and  from  the  condi. 
tion  of  a  band  of  Seneeas,  who  profess  to  be  Episcopalians.  In  May,  1838, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Gregory  was  appointed  Missionary  to  Fort  Leavenwoitht  with 
the  view  of  collecting  informatioii,  and  preparing  the  way  for  Missions  in  that 
country,  should  Providence  open  the  door.  Mr.  Gregory  has  accepted  the  ap- 
pointment  conditionally,  for  one  year ;  and  will  probably  soon  enter  upon  its 
duties. 

MAINE. 

In  this  State,  Bangor  and  Augusta  are  stations,  and  the  Rev.  N.  Hoppin, 
who  has  recently  resigned,  has  been  the  Missionary  at  the  former  nearly  a 
year. 

The  Rev.  W.  Horton,  was  a  Missionary  at  Saco  a  short  time,  but  is  now  sup- 
ported by  his  people. 

NEW-BAMPSHIEB. 

The  stations  in  this  State  are  Concord  and  Drewsville ;  at  the  former,  the 
Rev.  P.  S.  Ten  Broeck  being  the  Missionary.  This  station  is  to  be  discon- 
tinued on  the  Ist  of  October. 

The  Rev.  E.  A.  Greenleaf,  who  has  resigned,  was  for  a  time  the  Missionary 
at  Drewsville. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  stations  are  Cambridge  and  Nantucket ;  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Vail,  and  the 
Rev.  M.  Marcus,  being  Missionaries.  The  first  of  these  is  to  be  discontinued 
on  the  1st  of  October. 

WnCOHSIN. 

There  are  five  Missionary  stations  in  Wisconsin :  Prairie  dn  Ohien,  Milwau- 
kie,  Navarino,  Mineral  Point,  and  Cassville.  At  the  first  station  ie  th^  Rev. 
RL  F.  Cadle,  long  known  as  a  faithful  Missionary  in  the  Northwest ;  at  the 
other,  the  Rev.  John  Noble.  Navarino  was  supplied  by  Mr.  Cadle  about  a  year 
and  a  half;  and  he  has  also  frequently  visited  Cassville  and  Mineral  Point. 
Six  additional  Missionaries  are  needed  in  this  Territory. 

IOWA. 

Dubuque  is  the  onlv  place  yet  recognized  as  a  station  in  this  Territory,  in 
which  there  is  not  a  Missionary,  or  other  Clergyman  of  the  Church.    There 
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are  several  placet  where  the  senrloes  are  needed,  and  the  Church  could  be 
planted.  Mr.  Cadle  has  Tisited  the  Territorj,  and  officiated  at  Dubuque  sevenl 
timei.    The  services  of  fiv^  Missionaries  are  needed. 

UISSOURI. 

The  stations  at  Missouri  at  present  are  Palmyra,  BoonTille,  Fayette;  St. 
Charles,  Fulton,  Independence,  Buffalo  Knob,  and  the  northern  part  of  St. 
Louis.  The  only  Missionaries  are,  the  Rct.  Chaplin  S.  Hedges  at  the  first, 
and  the  Rev.  F.  F.  Feake  at  the  second  station.  Mr.  Peake  also  officiates  at 
Fayette. 

Tlie  Rev.  P.  T.. Babbit  was  the  Missionary  at  Boonville,  and  the  Rev.  Au- 
gustus Fitch,  at  St.  Charles,  for  about  a  year :  both  have  resigned  and  returned 
io  the  East.    Ten  or  twelve  Missionaries  are  greatly  needed  in  this  State. 

ILLINOIS. 

In  this  State,  Galena,  CoUinsville,  Glnincy,  Springfield,  Tremont,  Roshville. 
Ottawa,  Dizonville,  Alton,  Juliet,  Stephenson,  and  Pittsfield,  are  recognized 
as  stations :  the  first  eight  having  for  their  Missionaries  the  ELbt,  E.  G.  Gear, 
the  Rev.  J.  L.  Darrow,  the  Rev.  John  Sellwood,  the  Rev.  Charles  Dresser,  the 
Rev.  Wm.  Douglass,  the  Rev.  James  Young,  the  Revi  Samuel  Chase,  and  the 
Rev.  James  De  Pui.  These  have  all  been  appointed  since  the  last  Convention  ; 
and  also,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Cornish,  now  on  his  way  to  a  station. 

Chicago  and  Jacksonville  havo  ceased  to  be  stations,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hal. 
lam,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Batchelder,  are  therefore  not  Missionaries.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  TuUidge  resigned  soon  after  the  last  Convention.  The  Rev.  M.  Dyer,  and 
the  Rev.  J.  C.  Richmond,  did  not  return  to  the  State.  Several  more  Mission- 
aries are  greatly  needed  in  this  important  State. 

INDIANA. 

Crawfordsville,  Eyansville,  New  Albany,  Richmond,  Indianapolis,  Madison, 
Michigan  City,  Jeffersonville,  Lawrenceburg,  Terre  Haut,  Vincennes,  J^gans. 
port,  r  ort  Wayne,  and  Misbawaka,  are  recognized  as  stations  in  this  State ; 
and  at  the  first  eight,  the  following  Clergymen  are  Missionaries :  the  Rev.  M. 
Hoyt,  the  Rev.  A.  H.  Lamon,  the  Rev.  A.  Steele,  the  Rev.  G.  Fiske,  the  Rev. 
J.  B.  Britton,  the  Rev.  H.  Caswall,  the  Rev.  D.  V.  M.  Johnson,  and  the  Rev.  R. 
Ash.    Several  of  the  vacant  stations  are  places  of  importance. 

The  Rev.  C.  J.  Todd  was  the  Missionary  at  Logansport  about  a  year.  He 
has  resigned^  The  Rev.  Lloyd  Windsor  was  the  Missionary  at  Madison  nearly 
a  year.  Ho  has  also  resigned.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Lamon  was  the  first  Missionary 
at  Madison ;  but  his  labours  were  subsequently  transfiarred  to  EvansviUe.  The 
Rev.  Mr.  Hoyt,  at  the  time  of  the  last  Convention,  the  only  Clergyman  in  In- 
niana,  was  then  the  Missionary  at  Indianapolis ;  but  was  subsequently  trans- 
ferred  to  Crawfordsville.  He  has  recently  resigned,  to  take  effect  in  October 
next. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  in  Indiana  ought  to  be  early  inereaaed  to 
twenty. 

MICHIGAN. 

The  stations  in  Michigan  are  Troy,  Niles,  Clinton,  Tecumseh,  Dexter,  St. 
Jeseph,  Edwardsburgh,  Marshall,  Monroe,  Dearbornville,  Jonesville,  Black 
River,  and  Ann  Arbor :  in  the  first  nine  of  which,  the  following  Clergymen  are 
Missionaries :  the  Rev.  A.  S.  HoUister,  the  Rev.  J.  Selkrig,  the  Rev.  S.  Marka, 
the  Rev.  G.  W.  Cole,  the  Rev.  D.  J.  Burger,  the  Rev.  M.  K.  Coshman,  the  Rev. 
C.  B.  Stout,  the  Rev.  S.  Buel,  and  the  Rev.  J.  O'Brien.  The  first  two  and  the 
last,  were  in  the  State  at  the  time  of  the  last  Convention ;  the  other  six  have 
since  been  appointed. 

The  station  at  Monroe  was  for  a  time  discontinued,  but  al  the  solicitation  of 
the  Bishep,  was  taken  up  for  one  year  more.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Marks  waa  for 
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about  two  yean,  the  BIiMlonary  at  Ann  ArboN  l*fae  Rev.  Mr.  Lytter  resigned 
two  years  ago. 

The  Rer.  Mr.  Bansman  removed  from  hie  station  aboat  the  same  time. 

There  is  still  much  very  important  groond  to  be  occnpied  by  the  Chareh  in 
Michigan,  for  which  Missionaries  are  needed. 

OHIO 

The  stations  in  Ohio  are  Boston,  East  Liverpool,  Springfield,  Maamee  City, 
and  Miami ;  and  the  Missionaries  are,  the  Rev.  A.  Bronson,  the  Rev.  H.  Payne, 
the  Rev.  W.  Mitchell,  and  the  Rev.  B.  H.  Hickox.  The  Rev.  R.  V.  Rogers,  the 
Rev.  J.  Hall,  the  Rev.  S.  A.  Bronsen,  the  Rev.  S.  Davis,  the  Rev.  J.  P. 
Bansman,  and  the  Rev.  T.  H.  Quinan,  who  have  been  Missionaries  some  part 
of  the  last  three  years,  have  resigned. 

nurmoKT. 

The  stations  in  this  Stote  are  Paris,  Russelville,  Smithland,  Frankfort,  Pa- 
dncah,  Shelby  ville,  and  Princeton  ;  to  which  the  following  persons  are  Mission- 
aries :  the  Rev.  A«  Cleaver,  the  Rev.  W.  M'Callen,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Willis,  the 
Rev.  W.  Presby,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Nash,  the  Rev.  N.  N.  Cowgill,  and  the  Rev. 
T.  E.  Paine ;  of  these,  the  latter  five  have  received  their  appointment,  since 
the  last  Convention. 

The  Rev.  D.  H.  Deacon  has  resigned,  his  people  assuming  his  entire  sap- 
port. 

The  Rev.  6.  P.  Giddinge  has  also  ceased  to  be  a  Missionary,  depending  for 
his  sapport  upon  his  people  and  other  sources. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  Purviance  was  for  a  few  months  Missionary  to  Frankfort. 
He  is  since  deceased. 

TElfNlSSKB. 

The  stations  in  Tennessee  are  Franklin,  Randolph,  Memphis,  Jackson,  Knoz- 
ville,  Athens,  Brownsville,  and  Pulaski ;  the  Rev.  H.  J.  Leacoek,  the  Rev.  C. 
A.  Foster,  and  the  Rev.  G.  Weller,  D.  D.,  being  the  Missionaries  at  the  first 
three. 

The  Rev.  A.  A.  Mailer,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  D.  Stephens,  D.  D.,  and  the  Rev.  S. 
G.  Litton,  were  Missionaries  at  Clarksville,  Bolivar,  and  La  Grange,  respeo- 
tively,  till  January  last. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  West  was  the  Missionary  at  Jackson,  until  February 
last. 

The  Rev.  John  Drummond  was  the  Missionary  a  few  months  at  Wesley  and 
HunVs  Comer. 

The  Rev.  G.  P.  Waldo,  officiated  a  short  time  at  Franklin,  as  a  Missionary. 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  Norment  was  the  Missionary  at  Randolph  nearly  a  year. 
These  have  all  resigned,  or  their  parishes  have  ceased  to  be  aided  by  the  Mis- 
sionary funds,  by  the  advice  of  the  Bishop.  Several  of  the  vacant  stations  are 
suffering  greatly  for  want  of  Pastors.  It  is  probable  that  ten  Missionaries 
could  be  most  usefully  and  judicioasly  employed  in  this  State. 

OIORGIA. 

The  stations  in  this  State  are  Athens  and  Clarksville,  at  the  first  of  which, 
the  Rer.  J.  J.  Hunt  is  Missionary :  for  the  other,  the  Rev.  E.  B.  Kellogg  has 
been  recently  appointed  Missionary. 

Nothing  very  important  has  been  effected  by  Missionary  operations  here,  for 
want  of  men. 

The  labour  of  several  could  be  usefiilly  devoted  to  this  State. ' 

FLORIDA. 

The  stations  are  Key  West,  Apalachioola,  Jacksonville,  Marianna  and 
Quiney^:  the  Rev.  R.  Dyce  and  the  Rev.  C.  Jones,  being  Missionaries  at  the 
first  two. 
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The  Rev.  A.  Steele,  of  Indiana,  was  tlie  Miaaionary  at  Pensacola  abovt  a 
year  after  the  meeting  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  Rev.  D.  Brown  was  for  a  considerable  time  Missionary  at  St.  Augustine. 
These  places  having  long  enjoyed  the  aid  of  Missionary  funds,  and  being  now 
supposed  to  be  able  to  sustain  their  own  Pastors,  are  no  longer  stations :  the 
Missionaries  have  been  succeeded  by  Rectors  now  regularly  settled  in  each. 
Several  Missionaries  ought  to  be  employed  in  this  Territory. 

ALABAMA. 

In  this  State  the  stations  are  Florence,  Wetumpka,  Hayneville,  Tuscaloosa, 
Benton,  Demopolis,  Lafayette,  Livingston,  Huntsville,  St.  Johns  in  the  Prai- 
ries,  Irwinton  and  Marion :  the  Rev.  T.  A.  Cook,  the  Rev.  R.  G.  Hays,  the 
Rev.  L.  B.  Wright,  and  the  Rev.  N.  P.  Knapp,  being  Missionaries  at  the  first 
four  stations. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Wright  was  the  Missionary  a  short  time  at  Livingston  ;  after- 
ward  at  Demopolis. 

The  Rev.  John  Avery,  D.  D.,  was  a  few  months  at  St.  Johns  in  the  Prairies, 
and  Greensboro,'  and  died  at  his  station. 

The  Rev.  W.  Johnson,  of  Montgomery,  was  a  Missionary  two  years,  but  is 
now  supported  entirely  by  his  people. 

The  Kov.  A.  Matthews  was  the  Missionary  at  Tuscaloosa,  until  recently. 
He  is  not  assigned  again  to  a  station. 

No  information  has  been  received  of  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Robertson,  reported  to 
the  last  Convention  as  the  Missionary  at  Huntsville.  The  number  of  Mission- 
aries said  to  be  at  present  needed  in  Alabama,  is  twenty. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  stations  at  Mississippi  are  Woodville,  Columbus,  Manchester,  Grand 
Gulf,  Aberdeen,  Macon,  Holly  Springs,  Bay  St.  Louis,  Clinton  and  Jackson  : 
the  Rev.  J.  F.  Fish  and  the  Rev.  M.  L.  Forbes,  being  Missionaries  at  the  first 
two. 

The  Rev.  R.  H.  Ranney,  nearly  two  years  the  Missionary  at  Grand  Gulf, 
has  resigned,  and  taken  ohar^^  of  a  parish  in  Louisiana. 

The  Rev.  R.  Coz  was  the  Missionary  at  Vicksburg  nearly  a  year,  but  has 
resigned,  and  returned  to  the  North. 

Mississippi  is  in  great  need  of  twelve  or  fifteen  Missionaries  at  an  early  period. 

LOUISIANA. 

There  is  but  one  station  recognised  at  present  in  this  State,  Alexandria  and 
Natchitoches ;  and  that  is  without  a  Missionary. 

The  Rev.  J.  T.  Wheat  was  a  few  months  the  Missionary  in  the  upper  part  of 
New-Oleans.     He  has  resigned. 

The  Rev.  J.  W.  Monroe  was  also  a  few  months  at  St.  Francisville.  These 
places  are  supposed  to  be  now  able  to  sustain  pastors  without  aid  from  the  Mis- 
sionary funds. 

The  State  has  never  been  explored,  but  eight  or  ten  Missionaries  are,  it  is 
believed,  needed  in  it  at  present.

SUMMART. 

Grxkcb.  Athens.  1  Missionary  and  wife  ;  3  female  assistants ;  5  male  and 
8  female  Greek  teachers ;  630  pupils.  Service  is  performed  on  Sunday  in  Eng. 
ligh  and  in  modern  Greek  ;  20  beneficiaries  reside  in  the  mission  family,  and 
several  others  have  become  teachers  in  government  schools  in  Greece. 

Syria.  1  Missionary  and  wife ;  1  printer  and  wife ;  1  male  and  3  female 
Greek  teachers,  220  pupils.  At  this  station  Divine  Service  is  held  on  Sunday 
in  English  and  in  French. 

The  press  has  issued,  since  the  last  report,  4,195,255  pages;  in  all,  6,493,400 
pages. 

Crete.  1  Missionary  and  wife ;  1  male,  and  1  female  Greek  teacher;  281  pu- 
pils.   This  Mission  has  been  established  less  than  one  year. 

Pbrsxa.  1  exploring  Missionary. 

China.  (At  Batavia.)  2  Missionaries,  (1  married ;)  1  native  teacher,  about  40 
Chinese  pupils  in  the  schools. 

W.  AmiCA.  C.  Palmas.  3  Missionaries,  (1  married ;)  two  lay  assistants  ;  2& 
pupils.  Divine  service  is  held  at  3  stations.  An  interior  station  is  in  progress, 
40  miles  distant.  Several  of  the  native  boys  in  the  school  can  read  and  write* 
and  4  of  .them  act  as  interpreters  to  the  Missionaries,  when  pffoaehing  to  ih* 
natives.    Two  church  buildings  are  immediately  needed. 

BFIRIT   OF   MISSIONS. 

Four  thousand  five  hundred  copies  are  now  printed,  nearly  atl  being  distribo- 
ted  among  the  olergy  and  subscribers.  The  expense  to  the  Board  has  been 
yearly  reduced,  as  the  number  of  subscribers  has  increased ;  and  the  work  al 
the  present  time  is  probably  sustaining  itself. 

MISSIONARY   BISHOPS. 

The  Board  of  Missions  declares  its  growing  conviction  that  the  Missions  of 
this  Church,  to  be  efficiently  carried  forward  in  the  unorganized  portions  of  our 
country  and  in  foreign  parts,  require  the  early  introduction  of  Episcopal 
supervision.  Such  supervision  is  needed  in  its  appropriate  official  duties,  as  the 
Missions  advance,  and  not  less  so,  Bishops  who  shall  be  eminently  Missionary 
in  their  labours  in  preaching  the  Gospel. 

The  **  Proceedings**  submitted,  record  the  indefatigable  labours  of  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  already  in  the  field,  and  bear  witness  to  the  efficiency  of  such  an 
appointment.  At  his  consecration,  three  years  since,  there  wss  but  one  Epis- 
copal Clergyman  in  Missouri  and  Indiana ;  now  there  are  at  least  twelve . 

The  Board,  thus  impressed,  has  already  recorded  its  conviction  of  the  impor- 
tance of  another  appointment,  for  the  unorganized  portions  of  the  Southwest 
and  ftie  Indian  Territory,  to  which  may  now  be  aidded  Te^as.  It  has  taken 
the  preparatory  measure  prescribed  by  the  Canon,  for  the  recognition  of  West 
tern  Africa  as  an  Episcopal  station,  believing  that  the  Missionary  operations 
there  demand  a  head,  who  shall  be  eminently  a  Missionary  Bishop. 

INCREASE   OF  MISSIONARIES. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  properly  qualified  Missionaries  are  required  for 
the  following  stations,  and  should  be  sent  forth  as  soon  as  practicable. 
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In  tk9  DonuMtte  Department : 

Wisconsin,  Iowa,  and  Missoari,  80 

Illinois,  Indiana,  and  Michigan, 10 

Kentucky,  Tennessee,  and  Georgia, 10 

Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  and  Leoisiana, «|0 

In  the  Foreif^n  Department  : 

Two  Missionaries,  (one  of  whom  should  be  a  man  of  ezperienoe,)  are  needed 
for  Constantinople.  One  at  least  should  be  added,  at  an  early  date,  if  possible, 
to  the  China  Mission.  At  Cape  Palmas,  one  Missionaiy  is  much  needed) 
whose  labours  shall  be  ezclusiFoly  given  to  the  colonists  around  the  MissioB, 
and  another  to  operate  upon  the  natives  with  reference  to  an  interior  station. 
In  Texas,  several  devoted  Clergymen  are  needed  at  once.  Should  it  be  resolved 
to  commence  a  Mission  in  Persia,  the  time  cannot  be  far  distant,  when  several 
Miisionaries  will  be  required  for  that  service. 

The  Board  is  happy  to  add,  that  in  reference  to  labours  within  the  Greek 
Church,  and  in  Texas,  several  Clergymen  are  already  in  treaty  with  the  Foreign 
Committee. 

Such  additions  will  demand  a  large  increase  of  funds :  but  past  experiene* 
has  proved,  that  when  Missionaries  offer,  in  whom  the  Church  ean  ftdly  con- 
fide, the  means  for  their  support  are  not  wanting. 

C0NCU7BI0N. 

The  Boa/d  ooneeives  that  the  increase  of  ftmds,  of  labourers,  of  parishes 
contributing,  and  the  concurrent  testimony  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Com. 
mittees,  afford  substantial  evidence  that  the  present  Missionary  orgranizatioH 
has,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  realized  every  reasonable  expectation.  It  is  stead- 
ily  gaining  the  confidence  of  the  great  body  of  the  Church.  Above  all,  does 
the  spiritual  success  to  bo  found  in  the  stations  of  both  Departments,  indicate 
a  higher  sanction.  The  Board  has  reason  to  believe,  that  a  spirit  is  now  awa- 
kening in  the  Church,  which  will,  under  God,  extend  and  deepen — a  spirit 
which  will  prompt,  in  some  way,  to  measures  for  extending  the  blessing  of  the 
Gospel  at  home  and  abroad,  by  the  institutions  and  ministry  of  the  Episcopal 
Church — a  spirit  which  must  issue  in  bringing  the  energies  of  that  Church  to 
besr  far  more  widely  upon  the  spiritually  destitute.  Believing  that  Missions 
at  home  and  abroad,  will  be  prosecuted  with  increasing  vigor,  the  Board  cannot 
but  rejoice  in  the  movement,  which  has  placed  these  efforts  under  the  present 
supervision.  An  unwavering  adherence  to  the  present  organization,  as  a  wisely 
appointed  instrument,  seems  needed  to  realize,  far  more,  the  promises  awaiting 
a  Church,  whose  light  is  not  hid,  and  whose  charities  are  constrained,  by  the 
love  of  Christ,  to  seek  the  conversion  of  the  world  to  God.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT   EPISCOPAL   CHURCH 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

AdopUd  in  Gemral  CdwomdUn^  in  PhilaiaphUt,  October,  1789. 


ARTICLE  I. 


There  shall  be  a  General  ConTention  of  the  Protestant  Episeopal  Church  in  tho 
United  States  of  America,  at  such  time  in  every  third  year,  and  in  such  place,  as 
sbatl  be  determined  by  the  Convention ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  an  eoidemio 
disease,  or  any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alter  the  place  fixed  on 
for  any  such  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  presiding  Bishop  shall  have  it  in  his 
power  to  appoint  another  convenient  place  (as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place  so  fixed 
on)  for  the  holding  of  such  Convention;  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  at 
other  times,  in  the  manner  hereafter  to  be.  provided  for;  and  thiff  Church,  in  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this  Constitution,  shall  be  repre- 
sented, before  they  shall  proceed  to  business ;  except  that  the  representation  from 
two  Dioceses  shall  be  sufficient  to  adjourn:  and  in  all  business  of  the  Convention, 
freedom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both  the 
Clergy  and  the  Laity,  which  representation  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  deputies, 
not  exceeding  four  of  each  order,  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  in 
all  questions,  when  required  by  the  Clerical  and  La^  representation  from  an^  Dio- 
cese^  each  order  shall  have  one  vote;  and  the  majority  of  suffrages  by  Dioceses 
shall  be  conclusive  in  each  order,  provided  such  majority  comprehend  a  majority 
of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order.  The  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
neeessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  If  the  Convention  of  any  Dio* 
eese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they  should  neglect 
Of  decline  to  appoint  Lay  Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  order  appointed, 
should  neglect  to  attend,  or  1^  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other  accident,  such 
Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  deputy  or 
deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  hRy^r  Clerical.  And  if,  through  the  neglect  of 
the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Churches  which  shall  have  adopted,  or  may  hereafter 
adopt,  this  Constitution,  no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  at  any 
Qenerol  Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by 
the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more,  shall,  whenever 
Ckneral  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a  right  to  originate  and 
propose  acts,  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  composed  of  Clergy 
■ad  Laity:  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Deputies, 
tie  same  snail  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  negative 
theieopon;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  authenticated  by  both  Houses. 
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And  in  all  caaas,  the  House  of  Biflhops  shall  signtff  to  the  ConTention  their  appro- 
bation or  disapprobation  (the  latter  with  their  reasons  in  writing)  within  three 
days  after  the  proposed  act  shall  have  been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence;  and 
in  failure  thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operation  of  a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be 
three  or  more  Bishops,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop  attending  a  Greneral  Convention 
shall  be  a  member  ex  officio^  and  shall  vote  with  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Dio- 
cese to  which  he  belongs;  and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rules 
as  shall  be  nxed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese:  and  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episcopal  office  to  his  proper  Diocese  or 
district,  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  otber  act  of  the 
Episcopal  office,  by  any  church  destitute  of  a  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  part  of  the  United  States,  ^r  any  Terri- 
tory thereof  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on  acce- 
ding to  this  Constitution;  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  ex- 
isting Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictions. 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  uf  any  other  Dio* 
oese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or 
parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each  of 
the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Gieneral  Convention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain  less  than  eight  thoifr- 
sand  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty  Presbyters  who  have  been  for  at  least 
one  year  canonically  resident  within  tha.  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly 
settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congre|;ation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shall 
such  new  Diocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  existing  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced  as 
to  contain  less  than  eight  thousand  square  miles,  or  less  than  thirty  PresbyteiB 
who  have  been  residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of  the  Dio- 
cese divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall  thereupon 
become  ths  Diocesan  thereof.  And  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  may  elect 
the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop, 
he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  a  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by  the 
General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent, 
until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And 
whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new 
Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said 
existing  Dioceses,  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged 
prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  tht 
Convention  of  the  new  Diocesev 

ARTICLt  VI. 

In  every  Diocese  the  mode  of  trying  Clergymen  shall  be  instituted  bv  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  therein.  At  every  trial  of  a  Bishop,  there  shall  be  one  or 
more  of  the  Episcopal  order  present ;  and  none  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sen- 
tence of  deposition  or  degradation  from  the  ministry  on  any  Clergyman,  whether 
Bishop,  or  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  until  he  shall  haVe  been  examined 
by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two  Presbyters,  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  testimonials 
and  other  cequisites  as  the  Canons,  in  that  case  ptovided,  may  direct  Nor  shall 
any  person  be  ordained  until  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following  declaration  i — 
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**  I  do  beliere  tht  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the  word 
of  Gob,  and  to  coatain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation ;  and  I  do  solemnly  engage 
to  conform  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States."  No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  permitted  to 
officiate  as  a  Minister  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  the  Canon 
or  Canons  in  that  case  provided,  and  have  also  subscribed  the  aforesaid  declaration. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  Articles  of  Relidon,  and  a  Form  and  Manner  of 
Makinff,  Ordaining  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons,  when  esta- 
blished hy  this  or  a  future  General  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this  Constitution. 
No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  or  other 
offices  of  the  Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the  same  shall  be  proposed 
in  one  Greneral  Convention,  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  made  known  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  every  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent  Gkneral  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  unless  in  General  Convention,  by  the 
Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  may  have  adopted  the  same;  and  all 
alterations  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  Greneral  Convention,  and  made  loiown  to 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  before  they  shall  be  finally  agreed  to,  or  ratified 
in  the  ensuing  GJeneral  Convention.

Note. — When  the  Constitution  was  originally  adopted,  in  August,  1789,  the 
first  article  provided  that  the  Triennial  Convention  should  be  hdd  on  IkeJirU 
«Tice5<2ay  in  August,  At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Convention,  held  in  Octo- 
ber of  the  same  year,  it  was  provided  that  ike  second  Tuesday  in  SepUmber^  in 
every  third  year,  should  be  the  time  of  meetine.

Sbc.  1.  Every  Bishop  elect,  before  his  consecration,  shall  prodace  to  the 
HoQse  of  Bishops,  from  the  Con?ention  by  whom  he  is  elected,  evidence  of 
sach  election,  and  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General 
ConTention,  evidence  of  their  approbation  of  his  testimonials,  and  of  their  as* 
■ant  to  bis  consecration,  and  also  certificates  respectively,  in  the  following 
words :  such  certificates,  in  both  cases,  to  be  signed  by  a  constitutional  majori- 
ty  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  composing  the  State  Convention,  or  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  laay  Deputies,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  same  evidence 
of  election  by,  and  the  same  certificate  from  the  Members  of,  the  State  Conven- 
tion, shall  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Laj  Deputies  in  General 
Convention.

religion  or  for  viciouBneae  in  life ;  and  that  we  do  not  know  or  believe  thera  ie 
any  impediment  on  account  of  which  be  ougrht  not  to  be  obneecrated  to  that  holy 
office.

Sxcrr.  1.  In  every  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee,  to  be  ap. 
pointed  by  the  Convention  thereof,  whose  duties,  except  so  far  as  provided  for 
by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of 
the  respective  Dioceses. .  They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  President 
and  a  Secretary.  They  may  meet  on  their  own  adjournment,  from  time  to 
time  ;  and  the  President  shall  have  power  to  summon  special  meetinga  when- 
ever  he  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

Sect.  2.  In  every  Diocese  where  there  is  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  on  the 
requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  for  their  advice.  And  they 
may  meet  of  their  own  accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they 
may  be  disposed  to  advise  the  Bishop. 

SxcT.  3.  Where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  is  the  Ecclosi- 
■atical  authority  for  all  purposes  declared  in  these  Canons. 


CANON  V. 

-Of  the  Coneecraiion  of  Biekope  during  the  Receee  of  the  General  Contention*

Sbot.  1.  If  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Church,  in  any 
Diocese,  should  be  desirous  of  the  Consecration  of  a  Bishop  elect,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  may,  by  their  F^resident,  or  by  some 
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person,  or  peraons  apeeiaUy  appointed,  eommanicate  the  deaire  to  the  8taiidm|^ 
Committees  of  the  Churches  in  the  different  Dioceses,  together  with  copies  m 
the  neoessary  testimonials  :  and  if  the  major  number  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees shall  consent  to  the  proposed  Consecration,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  concerned,  shall  forward  the  evidence  of  such  consent,  together  with 
other  testimonials,  to  the  presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  or  in  case 
of  his  death,  to  the  Bishop  who,  according  to  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, is  to  preside  at  the  next  General  Convention,  who  shall  comrannioate  the 
same  to  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  the  United  States ;  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  Bishops  consent  to  the  Consecration,  the  presiding  Bishop,  or  Bishop 
aforesaid,  with  any  two  Bishops,  may  proceed  to  perform  the  same ;  or  any 
three  Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the  testimonials. 

StCT.  3.  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  different  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputiea  in 
General  Convention ;  and  without  the  aforesaid  requisites,  no  Consecration 
shall  take  place  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention.  But  in  case  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  shall  take  place  within  a  year  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Greneral  Convention,  all  matters  relative  to  the  Consecration  shall  be  deferred 
until  the  said  meeting. 


CANON  VI. 

Of  A»9i9lant  BUhop$, 

[Th«  formsr  Canon  on  thii  tubject  wu  the  fifth  of  7899.  ] 

When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  other  perma- 
nent cause  of  infirmity,  to  discharge  liis  Episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant  Bishop 
may  be  elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  who  shall  in  all  cases  succeed  the 
Bishop  in  case  of  snrviving  him.  The  Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform  such 
Episcopal  duties,  and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority  in  the  Diocese,  as  the 
Bishop  shall  assign  to  him ;  and  in  case  of  the  Bishop's  inability  to  assign  such 
duties  declared  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Assistant  Bishop  shaJl, 
during  such  inability,  perform  all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  authorities 
which  appertain  to  the  office  of  Bishop.  No  person  shall  be  Elected  or  Con- 
eecrated  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Assistant  Bishop 
in  a  Diocese  at  the  same  time. 


CANON  VII. 

Of  the  performanee  of  Epitcopal  Duties  in  vm:ant  Dioee9e9.

CANON  VIII. 

'  Of  the  Age  of  thoee  who  are  to  he  Ordained  or  ConMeerate'd. 

[Former  Canons  on  thia  lubjeet  were  the  fonrth  of  1789 ;  the  third  of  1705,  and  the  lizth  of  1808.] 

Deacon's  Orders  shall  not  be  conferred  on  any  person  until  he  shall  be  twen- 
ty-one  years  old,  nor  Priest's  Orders  on  any  one  untU  he  shall  be  twenty-four 
years  old.  And  no  Deacon  shall  be  ordained  Priest,  unless  he  shall  have  been 
a  Deacon  one  year,  except  for  reasonable  causes  it  shall  otherwise  seem  good 
unto  the  Bishop.  No  man  shall  be  oonseerated  a  Bishop  of  this  Chorch,  untU 
he  shall  be  thirty  years  old.

CANON  X. 

Of  th€  Conduct  required  in  Candidaiee  Jor  Orders.

The  Buihop,  or  other  Ecclesiastical  Authoritj,  who  may  have  the  superin- 
tendenoe  of  Candidates  for  Orders,  shall  take  care  that  they  pursue  their  stu- 
dies  diligently,  and  under  proper  direction,  and  that  they  do  not  indulge  in  any 
vain  or  trifling  conduct,  or  in  any  amusements  most  liable  to  be  abused  to  licen- 
tiousness,  or  unfavourable  to  that  seriousness,  and  to  those  pious  and  studious 
habits,  which  become  those  who  are  preparing  for  the  holy  ministry. 


CANON  XI. 
Of  Candiddtei  for  Orders  who  are  Ley  Readers, 

[Former  Canon*  on  thia  subject  were  the  tenth  of  1804,  and  the  nineteenth  of  IdOS.*] 

Noi  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  shall  take  upon  himself  to  perform  the  service 
of  the  Church,  but  bv  a  license  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  such 
Candidate  may  wish  to  perform  the  service.  And  sueh  Candidate  shall  submit 
to  all  the  regulations  which  the  Bishop  or  said  Clerical  Members  may  prescribe ; 
he  shall  not  use  the  absolution  or  benediction  ;  he  shall  not  assume  the  drees 
appropriate  to  Clergymen  ministering  in  the  congregation ;  and  shall  officiate 
from  the  desk  only  ;  he  shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Bishop  or  said 
Clerical  Members,  as  to  the  sermons  or  homilies  to  be  read ;  nor  shall  any  Lay 
reader  deliver  sermons  of  his  own  composition ;  nor,  ezeept  m  cases  of  extra, 
ordinary  emergency,  or  very  peculiar  ezpodiency,  perform  any  part  of  the  ser- 
vioe,  when  a  Clergyman  is  present  in  the  congregation. 


CANON  XII. 

Of  Candidates  who  may  he  refused  Orders, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  ninth  of  1804,  and  the  sixteenth  of  1806.] 

No  Bishop  shall  ordain  any  Candidate,  until  he  has  inquired  of  him  whether 
he  has  ever,  directly  or  indirectly,  applied  for  Orders  in  any  other  Diocese ; 
and  if  the  Bishop  has  reason  to  believe,  that  the  Candidate  has  been  refused 
Orders  in  any  other  Diocese,  he  shall  write  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  to  know  whether  any  just 
cause  exists,  why  the  Candidate  should  not  be  Ordained.  •  When  any  Bishop 
rejects  the  application  of  any  Candidate  for  Orders,  he  shall  immediately  give 
notice  to  the  Bishop  of  every  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XIII.

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CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Prtjmratory  Ex^reiatt  of  a  CandifUittfor  DemeoiC$  Orders. 
[Former  Cadodi  on  tUi  nibject  won  tho  lUUi  of  1795,  and  the  tenth  of  1806.] 

Sbct.  1.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  everj  Candidate  for  Deacon *s  Ciders, 
four  different  examinations,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Bishop  to  whom  he 
applies  for  Orders  shall  appoint.    The  examination  shall  take  place  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  following  studies  pre- 
scribed bj  the  Canons,  and  b^  the  course  of  studj  established  bj  the  House  of 
Bishops.    At  the  first  examination— on  some  approved  Treatises  on  Natural 
Philosophy,   Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the  Hebrew  Bible,  the 
Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin  tongue.    At  the  second  examination — on  the 
books  of  Scripture ;  the  Candidate  being  required  to  give  an  account  of  the 
different  books,  and  to  explain  such  passages  as  may  be  proposed  to  him.    At 
the  third  examination — on  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  and  Systematic  Dirin- 
ity.    And  at  the  last  examination — on  Church  History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity, 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church, 
and  of  the  Diecese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.     In  the  choice  of  books  on 
the  above  subjects,  the  Candidate  is  to  be  guided  by  the  course  of  study  estab. 
lished  by  the  House  of  Bishops.     At  each  of  tho  forementioned  examinations, 
he  shall  produce  and  read  a  Sermon  or  Discourse,  composed  by  himself,  on  some 
passage  of  Scripture  previously  assigned  him,  which,  together  with  one  other 
Sermon  or  Discourse  on  some  passage  of  Scripture  selected  by  himself,  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  criticisih  of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  present.    And  before  his 
Ordination,  he  shall  be  required  to  perform  such  exercises  in  reading,  in  tho 
presence  of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy,  as  may  enable  them  to  give  him  such  advioe 
and  instructions  as  may  aid  htm  in  performing  the  service  of  the  Church,  and 
in  delivering  his  Sermons  with  propriety  and  devotion. 

SsoT.  9.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  some  of  his  Presbyters  to  conduct  the  aboTe 
examinations;  and  a  certificate  from  these  Presbyters,  that  the  prescribed  ex- 
aminations have  been  held  accordingly,  and  satisfaction  given,  shall  be  required 
of  the  candidate.  ProTided  that,  in  this  case,  the  candidate  shall,  before  bis 
ordination,  be  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the 
above  named  studies. 

Sbgt.  3.  In  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
shall  act  in  his  place  in  appointiDg  the  examining  Presbyters  required  by  this 
Canon ;  and  in  this  case  the  candidate  shall  be  again  examined  by  the  Bishop 
to  whom  he  applies  for  orders,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  studies  pre- 
scribed by  the  Canons. 

SiCT.  4.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the  Bishop  for  orders,  as 
specified  in  the  offise  of  Ordination,  without  having  good  grounds  to  believe 
that  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons  have  been  complied  with,  shall  be  liable  to 
ecclesiastical  censure. 


CANON  XV. 

Of  the  Teetimoniah  to  be  produced  on  the  part  of  thoee  who  are  to  be  Ordained. 

[Former  Canooi  on  thie  lubject  were  the  lixth  of  1789 ;  the  fourth  of  1793  :  the  eecond  of  ITtS,  and 

the  twelfth  of  1808.] 

SacT.  1.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  Deacon  or  Priest  in  this  Church,  unless 
he  exhibit  to  the  Bishop  the  following  testimonials  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee  of  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained,  which  recommendation 
shall  be  signed  by  the  names  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Committee,  the  Committee 
being  duly  convened,  and  shall  be  in  the  following  words : 

'*  We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  testify,  that  A.  B.  hath  laid  before 
as  satisfactory  testimonials,  that  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past,  he  hath 
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liTed  pioQfl]  J,  lobarly,  and  honeitly ;  and  hath  not  written,  tanght,  or  held  any 
thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church; 
and  moreover,  we  think  him  a  person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order 

of ,    In  witness  whereof,  we  have  koreuato  set  our  hands,  this  —  day 

of—,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ." 

Sect.  2.  But  before  a  Standing  Committee  shall  proceed  to  recommend  any 
Candidate,  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Bishop,  such  Candidate  shall  produce  from'  the 
Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  where  he  resides,  or  from  the  Vestry  ahinei« 
if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  or  if  the  applicant  be  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  aDea* 
eon  desirous  of  Priest's  Orders;  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  trom  at  least  twelve 
respectable  persons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  testimotatals  of  hia 
piety,  good  morals,  and  orderly  conduct,  in  th^  following  form : — **  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunder  written,  do  testify,  from  evidence  satisfactoiy  to  vs,  that 
A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past,  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and 
honestly ;  and  hath  not,  so  for  as  we  know  or  believe,  written,  taught,  or  held 
any  thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  ;  and  moreover,  we  tbiak  him  a  person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the 

Sacred  Order  of .    In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  handa, 

this day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ."    He  shall  also  lay  before 

the  Standing  Committee  testimonials,  signed  by  at  least  one  respectable  Pres- 
byter of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chureh  in  the  United  Statee,  in  the  following 
form : — '*I  do  testify  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of  throe  years  last  past,  hath 
lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly,  and  hath  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe* 
written,  taught,  or  held  any  thing  contrary  to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  tha 
Protestant  Epiicopal  Church ;  and  moreoTor,  I  think  him  a  person  worthy  to 

be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of .    This  testimonial  is  founded  on  my 

personal  knowledge  of  the  said  A.  B.  for  one  year  last  past,  and  for  the  residue 
of  the  said  time  upon  evidence  that  is  satisfactory  to  me.  In  witness  whereof, 
I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  this  — —  day  of ,  in  the  year  of  oar  Lori 

Skot.  3.  But  in  ease  a  Candidato,  from  some  peculiar  circumUaooes  not  af- 
fecting his  pious  or  moral  character,  should  be  unable  to  procure  testimonials 
from  the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  where  he  resides,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee may  accept  testimonials  of  the  purport  above  stated,  from  at  least  twelve 
respectable  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  from  at  least  one 
respectable  Presbyter  of  the  said  Church,  who  has  been  personally  acquainted 
with  the  Candidate  for  at  least  one  year. 

SecT.  4.  Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  recommended  fay 
the  Standing  Committee  of  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  if  he  have  resided 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  three  years  last  past  within  the  Diocese  of  any  Bishop, 
shall  apply  to  such  Bishop  for  Ordination.  And  such  Candidate  shall  produce 
the  usual  testimonials,  as  well  from  the  Committee  ef  the  Diocese  in  which  he 
has  resided,  as  from  the  Committee  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  for  which  ha 
is  to  be  ordained. 

Sbct.  5.  In  the  case  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  who  has  been  ordained 
a  Deacon  within  three  years  preceding,  the  testimonials  above  prescribed  may  be 
80  altered  as  to  extend  to  such  portion  only  of  the  three  years  preceding  his  appli- 
cation for  Priest's  Orders,  as  have  elapsed  since  his  Ordination  as  Deacon ;  and  the 
Btanding  Committee  shall  allow  the  testimonials  so  altered  the  same  effect  as  if  in 
the  form  prescribed,  an^  shall  sign  their  own  testimonial  in  such  altered  form,  with 
the  same  effect  as  if  in  the  form  above  prescribed,  unless  some  circumstance  sbaH 
have  occaned  that  tends  to  invalidate  t$e  £i>rGe  of  the  evidenee  on  which  the  Cjn* 
didate  was  ordained  Deacon. 
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CANON  XVI. 

Of  Candidates  coming  from  Places  within  ike  United  States^  in  which  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  Church  has  not  been  acceded  to. 

[Formor  Canooi  on  thu  tubject  were  the  eighth  of  1804,  aod  the  fourteenth  of  1806.] 

It  is  hereby  declared,  that  the  Canons  of  this  Church  which  respect  Candidate* 
for  Holy  Orders,  shall  aflfect  as  well  those  coming  from  places  in  the  United  Slates 
in  which  the  Constitution  of  this  Church  has  not  been  acceded  to,  as  those  residing 
in  states  or  territories  in  which  it  has  been  adopted ;  and  in  such  cases,  e^ery  Can- 
didate «hall  produce  to  the  Bishop  to  whom  be  may  appl}^  for  Holy  Orders,  the  re- 
quisite testimonials,  subscribed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  into 
which  he  has  come. 


»  CANON  XVIL 

Of  Deacons. 

[The  former  Canon  on  thii  lubject  was  the  thirteeotli  of  1806.] 

Every  Deacon  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for 
which  he  is  ordained,  unless  he  receive  letters  of  dismission  therefix>m  to  the  Bishop, 
<ir  ecclesiastical  authority  of  some  other  Diocese,  and  be  thereupon  received  as  a 
Clergyman  of  such  other  Diocese ;  and  he  shall  officiate  in  such  places  as  the  Bishop 
or  t&  said  Clerical  Members  may  direct.  It  is  hereby  recommended,  that  at  tha 
time  a  Candidate  is  finally  examined  for  Deacon's  Orders,  the  Bishop  shall  assign 
to  him  in  writing,  the  subjects  or  studies  on  which  it  is  expedient  that  he  should  be 
particularly  examined  before  being  ordained  Priest,  and  with  that  view  name  also 
some  author  who  has  treated  of  such  subjects  or  studies  from  among  the  works  re- 
commended by  the  House  of  Bishops.  And  the  said  Deacon  shall  ddivcr  this  do- 
cument to  the  Bishop  who  examines  him  for  Priest's  Orders. 


CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  PrieaVe  Orders, 
[Hie  former  Canon  on  this  inhjeet  was  the  elevenfh  of  1806^] 

A  Candidate  for  Priest^s  Orders  shall,  before  his  Ordination,  be  required  to 
undergo  an  examination  in  presence  of  the  Bishop,  and  two  or  more  Presby- 
ters, to  be  named  by  him,  on  any  leading  studies  prescribed  by  the  House  of 
Bishops. 


CANON  XIX. 

Of  the  Titles  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  Priests, 

[Former  Canona  on  thu  lubjoet  were  the  fifth  of  1789,  and  the  thirteenth  of  1808.} 

Ntf  person  shsll  be  ordained  Priest,  unless  be  shall  produce  to  the  Bishop  a 
Mtisfaetory  Certifieate  from  some  Charcb,  Parish,  or  Congregation,  that  he  is 
engaged  with  them,  and  that  they  will  receive  him  as  their  Minister,  or  unless 
he  be  a  Missionary  under  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dioeese  to  which 
he  belongs ;  or  in  the  employment  of  some  Missionary  Society  recognized  by 
the  General  Convention ;  or,  unless  he  be  engaged  as  a  Professor,  Tutor,  or 
Instructor  of  Youth,  in  some  CoUegei  Academy,  or  other  Seminary  of  Learning, 
duly  incorporated. 
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CANON  XX. 
Of  ihit  Timtn  of  Ordination* 

tFormer  Caooni  on  thii  rabjeet  were  the  eighth  or  1780,  and  the  fifteenth  of  1806.] 

Agreeably  to  the  practice  of  the  primitive  Charcb,  the  Stated  Times  of  Or- 
dination ehall  be  on  the  Sundays  following  the  Ember  Weeks*  viz  :  the  second 
Sunday  in  Lent,  the  Feast  of  Trinity,  and  the  Sundays  after  the  Wednesdays 
following  the  14th  day  of  September,  and  the  J  3th  of  December.  Occasional 
Ordinations  may  be  held  at  such  other  times  as  the  Bishop  shall  appoint. 


CANON  XXI. 

Of  tho9t  who  have  Officiated  as  Minietere  among  other  Denominations  of  ChriS' 

tiane,  and  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church.  *

CANON  XXII. 

Of  Clergymen  Ordained  for  Foreign  Parts. 

LThe  former  Canon  on  thk  rabjeet  waa  the  eighteenth  of  180&] 

No  Bishop  of  this  Chorch  shall  ordain  any  person  to  Officiate  in  any  Con- 
gregation or  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  situated  without  the  jurisdiction  ef 
these  United  States,  until  the  usual  testimony  from  the  Standing  Committee, 
founded  upon  sufficient  evidence  of  his  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  of  his  pious 
and  moral  character,  has  been  obtained ;  nor  until  the  Candidate  has  been  ex. 
amined  on  the  studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  And  should 
any  such  Clergyman  so  ordained,  wish  to  settle  in  any  Congregation  of  this 
Church,  he  must  obtain  a  Special  License  therefor  from  the  Bishop,  and  offi. 
ciate  as  a  Fcobationer  for  at  least  one  year. 


CANON  XXIII. 

Of  Clergymen  Ordained  by  Foreign  BishopSt,or  hy  Bishops  not  in,  Communion 
with  Uds  Church,  atnd  desirous  of  Officiating  or  Settling  in  this  Church. 

[Former  Canone  on  this  rabjeet  were  the  ninth  of  1789.  the  fifth  of  1804,  end  the  thirty-tlzth  of  1808; 

■ee,  alM,  the  twentj-fourtn  of  the  preeeotCanom.] 

Skot.  1.  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to  be 
regularly  ordained,  shall,  before  he  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Parish  or 
Congregation,  exhibit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Vestry 
thereof,  a  Certificate,  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  by  all  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  duly  convened, 
that  his  Letters  of  Orders  are  authentic,  and  given  by  some  Bishop  whose  au. 
thority  is  acknowledged  by  this  Church,  and  also  that  he  has  exhibited  to  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  pious  and  moral 
character,  and  his  Theological  acquirements.  And  should  he  be  guilty  of  any 
unworthy  conduct,  he  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial.  And  in  any 
ease,  before  he  shall  be  entitled  to  settle  in  any  Parish  or  Chorch,  as  the  Minis. 
ter  thereof,  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  most  obtain 
eatisfactory  evidence  of  his  respectable  standing  in  the  Church  there;  and  be 
mast  also  have  resided  one  year  in  the  Uniled  States. 

SiGT.  2.  And  if  any  such  foreign  Clergyman  shall  remove  from  one  Dioeesa 
to  another  betore  one  year  have  expired,  he  stiall  not  be  allowed  by  th«  eoclesias* 
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tical  aathoritj  of  the  Diooese  to  which  he  goes,  to  offieiste  in  uid  Dioeefo,  till 
he  ihall  haye  complied  with  the  requiaiiions  of  the  Canon  concerning  Miniaten 
teinoving  from  one  Dioceae  to  another. 

Sect.  3.  And  if  each  foreign  Clergyman  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  remain  in  thia 
country  at  leaat  three  yeara,  and  obtain  \n  thia  country  the  required  teatimo- 
niala  of  character,  before  he  be  ordained  a  Priest. 

Sbct.  4.  When  a  Deacon  or  Priest,  ordaised  by  a  Bishop  not  in  Communion 
with  thia  Church,  ahall  apply  to  a  Bishop  for  reception  into  the  same,  aa  a  Min- 
ister thereof,  he  shall  produce  the  testimonials  of  character,  required  in  the 
first  aection  of  Canon  XXI. ;  and  shall  also,  not  less  than  six  months  after  hia 
application,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Freebytora,  aub- 
acribe  the  Declaration  contained  in  the  Seventh  Article  of  the  Conatitution ; 
which,  being  done*  the  Biahop,  being  aatiafied  of  hia  Theological  aequirementa, 
may  receive  him  aa  such. 


CANON  XXIV. 
Of  MinisUrs  CeUbraling  Divine  Service  in  a  Foreign  LmngMOge, 

[Tb«  former  Canoa  on  this  lubjeot  was  the  tixlh  of  18BD.] 

When  a  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  eoimtry,  and  professifig  to  be  re|;a' 
larljr  ordained,  shall  be  called  to  a  Church  of  this  Communion,  in  which  Divine 
■ervice  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  lanstiage,  he  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Biahop  of  the  Dioceae  in  whidi  auch  Church  ia  aituated,  acting  with  the  advice 
and  cenaent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or  with  the  unanimous  approbation  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  and  on  complying;  with  the  other  re- 
quiaitiona  of  the  Canons^  aettle  in  the  said  Church,  aa  the  Mimatar  thereof,  without 
having  resided  one  year  in  the  United  States,  any  thing  in  the  twenty-third  Canon 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  And  when  a  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
Statea,  who  has  been  acknowlwlged  as  an  ordained  Miniater  of  any  other  denomi- 
nation of  Christiana,  appliea  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  on  the  ground  of  a  call  to 
a  Church  in  which  Divine  aervice  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  of  the  Dioceae  to  which  the  said  Church  Mlongs,  may,  on  sufficient 
evidence  of  fitneas  according  to  the  Canons,  and  by  a  unanimoua  vote  at  a  meeting 
duly  convened,  recommend  him  to  die  Biahop  for  Ordera,  and  the  Bishop  may  then 
ordain  him,  and  he  may  be  aettled  and  instituted  into  the  aaid  Church,  without  hia 
producing  a  teatimonial  to  hia  character  by  a  Clergyman,  from  hia  personal  know- 
ledge of  him  for  one  year,  and  without  his  having  bMn  a  year  reaident  in  thia  country, 
any  thing  in  any  other  Canon  of  thia  Churdi  to  the  contrary  notwithatandme. 
Pravided,  That  m  both  of  the  above  caaea,  the  person  applying  produce  a  Certifi« 
eate,  signed  by  at  least  four  respectable  members  of  this  Churcn,  that  they  have 
aatisfactory  reaaon  to  believe  the  teatimoniala  to  hia  religious,  moral,  and  bterary 
qualifications,  to  be  entitled  to  full  credit. 


CANON  XXV. 
Of  Bpiecopal  Vieilatumt, 

[Fermer  CMioa4  oa  thia  labjeet  wan  the  third  of  178B ;  the  fint  -of  I7S5;  the  fourth  of  UOl,  aad 

the  twentieth  of  1608.] 

Scot.  1.  Every  Biahop  in  thia  Church  ahall  yiait  the  Chnrehea  within  hi* 
Diooeae,  for  tha  purpoaa  of  examining  the  atate  of  hia  Church,  inapeeting  the 
behaviour  of  hia  Clergy,  and  administering  tha  apoatolic  rite  of  confirmation. 
And  it  ia  deemed  proper,  that  auch  viaitationa  be  made  once  in  three  yean  at 
leaat,  by  every  Biahop,  to  every  Church  within  hia  Dioceae,  which  shall  make 
proyiaion  for  defraying  the  neoeaaaiy  ezpenaeaof  the  Biahop  at  anch  viaitatioB. 
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And  it  10  hereby  declared  to  be  the  dutj  of  the  Minister  and  Veetry  of  eyerj 
Church  or  Congregation  to  make  each  provision  accordingly. 

Sbct.  3.  But  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  to  enable  the  fiishop  to  make  the 
aforesaid  visitations,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Clergy,  in  such  reasonable  rota, 
tion  as  may  be  devised,  to  officiate  for  him  in  any  Parochial  duties  which  belong 
to  him. 

Sbct.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  keep  a  register  of  his  proceed- 
ings at  eYery  visitation  of  his  Diocese. 


CANON  XXVI. 

Of  thi  Duty  of  MinUier*  in  rtgard  to  EpiMcopal  VintHioM. 

[Fonner  CaaoM  on  thii  iobjeot  wwt  Um  oleveiitk  of  178B;  and  ths  twaoty-flnt  of  IflOS.] 

Scot.  1.  It  shall  be  the  dnty  of  Ministers  to  prepare  young  persons  and  others 
for  the  Holy  Ordinance  of  Confirmation.  And  on  notice  bemg  received  from 
the  Bishop,  of  his  intention  to  visit  any  Charch,  which  notice  shall  be  at  least 
one  month  before  the  intended  visitation,  the  Minister  shall  give  immediate  no- 
tice te  his  Parishioners  individnally,  as  opportunity  may  offer^  and  also  to  the 
Congregation  on  the  first  occasion  of  public  worship  after  the  receipt  of  said 
notice*  And  he  shall  be  ready  to  present,  for  Confirmation,  such  persons  as  he 
shall  think  properly  qualified :  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Bishop  a  list  of  the 
names  of  those  confirmed. 

fc  SicT.  2.  And  at  every  visitation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  and 
of  the  Church  Wardens  or  Vestry,  to  give  information  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
state  of  the  Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have  been  committed  to 
them  in  the  notice  given  as  aforesaid. 

Sbct.  3.  And  further,  the  Ministers  and  Charch  Wardens  of  sach  Congre^ 
gations  as  cannot  be  conveniently  visited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send  to 
the  Bishop,  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  informs 
lion  of  the  state  of  the  Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have  been 
committed  to  them,  at  least  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 


CANON  XXVII. 

Of  Episcopal  Chargei  and  PiutartU  Iteiiero, 

[TlM  taaam  Caaon  os  thii  rabjeet  wu  chs  twte(y>third  of  1806.1 

It  is  deemed  proper  that  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  deliver,  at  least 
once  in  three  years,  a  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese,  unless  prevented  by 
reasonable  eause.  And  it  is  also  deemed  proper,  that  from  time  to  time  he  shall 
address  to  the  people  of  his  Diocese,  Pastoral  Letters  on  some  points  of  Chris, 
tian  doctrine,  worship,  or  manners. 


CANON  XXVIII. 

Of  ParochuU  Imtrueiion. 
[The  fonner  Canon  on  thie  niliriect  was  tiie  twentf-eeoood  of  1806.] 

The  Ministers  of  this  Charch  who  have  charge  of  Pariahes  or  Cores,  shall 
not  only  be  diligent  in  instrocting  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  but  shall  also, 
by  stated  Catechetical  Lectures  and  instruction,  be  diligent  in  informing  th» 
youth  and  others  in  the  Doctrines,  Constitution  and  Liturgy  of  the  Choreh. 
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CANON  XXIX. 

Of  the  Duty  of  Minietert  to  keep  a  Register. 

{Former  Canons  on  thii  tubject  were  the  fifteenth  of  17V9,  and  the  fortieth  of  1806.] 

Sect.  1.  Every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  keep  &  Register  of  Baptismif 
Confirmations,  Communicants,  Marriages  and  Funerals  witnio  his  Cure,  agree, 
ably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  where 
his  Cure  lies ;  and  if  none  such  be  provided,  then  in  such  a  manner  an,  in  his 
discretion,  he  shi»Jll  think  best  suited  to  the  uses  of  such  a  Register. 

And  the  intention  of  the  Register  of  Baptisms  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  as  for 
other  good  uses,  so  especially  for  the  proving  of  the  right  of  Church  Member, 
■hips  of  those  who  may  have  been  admitted  into  this  Church  by  the  Holy 
Ordinance  of  Baptism. 

Shot.  2.  And  further,  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  make  out  and  con- 
tinue,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all  families  and  adult  persons,  within  his 
Cure*,  to  remain  for  the  use  of  his  suecessori  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by 
every  future  Minister  in  the  same  Parish. 

CANON  XXX. 

Of  the  Eledion  and  Institution  of  Ministers  into  Parishes  or  Churches, 

fFonner  Canoni  on  thU  tubject  were  the  leTenteenth  of  1789 ;  the  third  of  179B ;  the  flrtt  of  1804 ; 

the  iwentj-ninth  of  1806,  and  the  second  of  1814.] 

Sect.  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister  into  any 
Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bish. 
op,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect : — 

*' We,  the  Church  Wardens,  (or,  in  ease  of  an  aesistant  Minister,  We,  the 
Rector  and  Church  Wardens)  do  certify  to  the  Ri^ht  Rev.  [naming  the  Bishop] 
or  to  the  Rev.  [naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee^]  that  [naming 
the  person^]  'has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  [ort  Assistant  Minister,  as  the  ease 
may  be]  of  [naming  the  Parish,  or  Church,  or  Churches.^ 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

Skct.  2.  And  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied  that  the 
person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church,  the  Bishop,  or  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  transmit  the  said  Certificate  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  thst  purpose. 

Sect,  3.  But  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  not  satisfied  as 
above,  he  or  they  shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  parties,  proceed  to  inquire  intothe 
sufficiency  of  the  person  so  chosen,  according  to  such  rules  as  may  be  made  in 
the  respective  Dioceses,  and  shall  confirm  or  reject  the  appointment,  as  the 
issue  of  that  inquiry  may  be. 

Sect.  4.  And  if  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the  Bishop  or  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry,  proceed  to  have  him 
instituted  according  to  the  office  established  by  this  Church,  if  that  office  be  used 
in  the  Diocese.  But  if  he  be  a  Deacon,  the  act  of.  institution  shall  not  take 
place  till  after  he  shall  have  received  Priest's  Orders.  This  provision  concerning 
the  use  of  the  office  of  institution,  is  not  to  be  considered  as  applying  to  any 
Congregation  destitute  of  a  house  of  worship. 

CANON  XXXI. 

Of  i^e  ofieiating  of  Ministers  of  this  Church  in  the  Churches^  or  within  the  Pa- 
rochial Cures  of  other  Clergymen, 

f  fVmnw  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  lizth  of  1792 ;  the  fifth  n  nd  ssTenth  of  1796 ;  the  thirtj-thtrd 

of  180B,  and  the  seventh  of  l&S.] 

No  Clergyman  belonging  to  this  Church  shall  officiate,  either  by  preaching,  read- 
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ing  prayers,  or  otberwiie,  in  the  Parish,  or  within  the  Parochial  Ciure  of  another 
Clergyman,  unless  be  have  received  express  permission  for  that  purpose  from  the 
Minister  of  the  Parish  or  Cure,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  the  Church- Wardens  and 
Vestrymen,  or  Trustees,  of  the  Congregation.    Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not 
defined  by  law,  or  otherwise,  each  City,  Borough,  Village,  Town,  or  Township, 
in  which  there  is  one  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  or  Congregation,  or  more  than 
one  such  Church  or  Congregation,  shall  be  held,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Canon, 
to  be  the  Parish  or  Parishes,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Clergyman  or  Clergy- 
men having  charge  of  said  Church  or  Churches,  Congregation  or  Congregations. 
But  if  anv  Minister  of  a  Church  shall,  from  inability,  or  any  other  cause,  neglect 
to  perform  the  regular  services  to  his  Congccjgation,  and  Ahall  refuse,  without  good 
cause,  his  consent  to  any  other  Minister  of  this  Church  to  officiate  within  his  Cure, 
the  Church-Wardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  such  Congregation  shall,  on 
proof  of  such  neglect  and  refusal  before  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  before  the  Standing  Committee,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be  de- 
puted by  him  or  them,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be,  by  the  regulations  of  this 
Church  in  any  Diocese,  vested  with  the  power  of  hearing  and  deciding  on  com- 
plaints against  Clergymen,  have  power  to  open  the  doors  of  their  Church  to  any 
regular  Minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    And  in  case  of  such  a  vici- 
nity of  two  or  more  Churches  as  that  there  can  be  no  local  boundaries  drawn  be* 
tween  their  respective  Cures  or  Parishes,  it  is  hereby  ordained,  that  in  every  such 
case  no  Minister  of  this  Church,  other  than  the  Parochial  Clergy  x)f  the  said  Cures, 
shall  preach  within  the  common  limits  of  the  same,  in  any  other  place  than  in  one 
of  the  Churches  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  major  number  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy  of  the  said  Churches. 


CANON   XXXII. 
0}  EpUeopal  Rengfiations. 

Whereas,  the  Resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  is  to  be  dis- 
countenanced, but  circumstances  may  sometimes  create  an  exigency  which  would 
render  an  adherence  to  this  principle  inexpedient ;  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the 
Episcopal  Resignation  of  a  Diocese  may  take  place  under  the  following  restric- 
tions: that  is  to  say — 

S£«T.  1.  A  Bishop  desiring  to  resign,  shall, declare  his  desire  to  do  so,  with  the 
reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  under  his  hand  and  seal,  to  his  Council  of  Advice, 
which  shall  record  the  said  writing,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith  to 
every  Clergyman  and  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  At  the  next  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese,  held  not  less  than  three 
months  after  the  delivery  of  the  said  writing  to  the  Council  of  Advice,  thenro- 
posed  resignation  of  its  Bishop  shall  be  considered  ;  and  if  two  thirds  of  the  Cler- 
gy present,  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and  two  thirds  of  the  Pa- 
rishes in  union  with  the  said  Convention,  and  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  at  that  time 
represented,  each  Parish  having  one  vote  by  its  Delegate  or  Delegates,  shall  con- 
sent to  the  proposed  resignation,  ^e  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Con- 
vention ;  but  otherwise,  the  tender  of  resignation  shall  be  noid. 

Sect.  3.  The  writing  aforesaid,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion consenting  to  the  resignation,  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  at  the  next  General  Convention,  which  shall  have  cognizance  of  all 
matters  relating  to  them ;  and  if  a  majority  of  each  order  of  that  House,  votingr  by 
States,  shall  agree  to  the  measure,  the  said  writing  and  proceedings  shall  be  laid 
before  the  House  of  Bishops  of  that  Convention ;  but  otherwise,  the  said  writing 
and  proceed  ngs  shall  be  void. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  writing  and  proceedings  being  laid  before  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, it  shall  have  cognizance  of  all  matters  relating  to  them ;  and  the  Bishop  who 
proposes  to  resign,  may  sit  and  vote  as  before  in  that  House ;  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  Members  present  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  the  proposed  resignation,  th« 
presiding  Bishop  shall  declare  that  it  is  confirmed;  and  this  declaration  shall  be 
entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  House.  But  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  preieBt  do 
not  agree  to  Uie  resignation,  all  the  previous  proceedings  shall  be  void. 
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Sect.  5.  If  no  meeting  of  the  Oeneral  CoBTentionie  expected  to  beheld  within 
one  year  of  the  sitting  of  the  Dioceean  Conyention  aforesaid,  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  shall  transmit  copies  of  the  said  writing  and 
proceedings  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  to  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the 
Dioceses  of  this  Church,  and  if  a  majority  of  them  consent  to  the  proposed  resig- 
nation, the  said  President  shall  transmit  copies  of  the  said  writing  and  proceedings, 
and  of  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees,  to  eveiy  Bishop  of 
this  Church;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  shall  notify  the  senior  Bishop  of 
their  consent  to  the  proposed  resignation,  he  shall  declare,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
that  the  said  resignation  is  oonfirmed,  and  shall  transmit  the  said  declaration  to 
the  President  of  the  Standing  Commiltee  of  the  Diocese  concerned.  But  if  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Bishops  do  not  notify  the  senior  Bishop  of  their  consent  to  the  mea- 
sure within  six  months,  all  the  previous  proceeding  shall  be  void. 

Skct.  6.  A  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
has  been  thus  confirmed,  shall  perform  no  Episcopal  act,  except  by  the  request  of 
the  Bishop  of  some  Diocese,  or  of  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  a 
vacant  Diocese.  And  if  the  said  Bishop  shall  perform  any  Episcopal  act  contra- 
ry to  these  provisions,  or  shall  in  any  wise  act  contrary  to  his  Christian  and  Epis- 
copal character,  he  shall,  on  trial  and  proof  of  the  fact,  be  degraded  from  the  Min- 
istry by  anv  five  Bishops,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  appointed  by  the  senior 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  be  governed  by  their  own  rules  in  the  case;  and  no- 
tice of  the  same  shall  be  given  to  all  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees,  aa  in 
the  case  of  other  degraded  Ministers. 

Sect.  7.  No  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
has  been  confirmed  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops. 

SscT.  8.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  in  any  way  to  have  the  Episcopal  charge  of  a 
Diocese,  is  still  subject,  in  all  matters,  to  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention. 


CANON  xxxni. 

Of  the  DuseUUion  of  alZ  Pastoral  Connection  between  Ministers  and  tkeir  Con- 
gregations. 
[Former  Canons  on  this  rabjeet  wore  tlie  lecood  of  Mi,  nod  tk%  thirtieth'  of  1806.] 

Sect.  1.  When  any  Minister  has  been  regularly  instituted  or  settled  in  a  Pa- 
rish or  Church,  he  shall  not  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  ecclesias- 
tical authority  of  the  Diocese ;  and  in  case  of  his  dismission  without  such  concur- 
rence, the  Vestry  or  Congregation  of  such  Parish  or  Church,  shall  have  no  right 
to  a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  until  they  have  made  such 
satisfaction  as  the  Convention  may  require.  Nor  snail  any  Minister  leave  his 
Congregation  afi;ainst  their  will,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  ecclesiastical  au- 
thority aforesaid;  and  if  he  shall  leave  them  without  such  concurrence,  he  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  take  a  seat  in  any  Convention  of  this  Church,  or  be  eligible  into 
any  Church  or  Parish,  until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  ecclesias^ 
tical  authority  of  the  Diocese  may  require. 

Sect.  2.  In  the  case  of  the  regular  and  Canonical  dissolution  of  the  connection 
between  a  Minister  and  his  Congregation,  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  direct  the  Secretary  or  the  Convention  to  record  the 
same.  But  if  the  dissolution  of  the  connection  between  any  Minister  and  his  Con- 
c;regation  be  not  regular  or  Canonical,  the  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  shall 
lay  the  same  before  the  Convention  ofthe  Diocese,  in  order  that  the  above  men- 
tioned penalties  may  take  effect. 

This  Canon  shall  not  be  obligatory  upon  those  Dioceses  with  whose  usages, 
taws,  or  charters,  it  interferes. 

CANON  XXXIV. 

Of  Diferenees  between  Ministers  and  thiir  Congregations. 

[Former  Caoooa  oo  thii  rabjeet  were  the  fourth  of  180i,  and  the  thirty-eeeqod  of  1806  ] 

la  eases  of  CMitrtfvsrsy  betvvsn  Miniitsrs  who  now,  or  may  hereafter,  hold  the 
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iBbtttarMp  of  Chorchet  or  Parishes,  and  tho  Vestry  ot  CtrngngmiMik  of  siidi 
Ohmdies  or  Parishes,  which  ControTersies  are  of  such  a  nature  as  cannot  be  sefe> 
tied  hj  themselves,  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  shall  make  application  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,to  the  Con^snuon  of  the  saawi 
And  if  it  appear  to  the  Bishop  and  a  majority  of  the  Presbyters,  eonvenad  after  a 
summons  of  the  whole  belonging  to  the  Diocese^  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop^  to  the 
Convention,  or  the  Standing  (Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be 
committed  to  them  by  the  Convention,  that  the  Controversy  has  proceeded  to  such 
lengths  as  to  preclude  all  hope  of  its  favourable  termination,  and  that  a  dissolution  of 
the  connection  which  exists  between  them  is  indispensably  necessaiy  to  restore  tha 
peace,  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  and  Ins  said  Presbv'' 
ttrs,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop^  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  tat 
Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention,  sMl  iv^ 
oomrnend  to  such  Ministers  to  relinquish  their  titles  to  their  Eeetorship^  on  ineh 
conditions  as  may  appear  reasonable  and  proper  to  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Pn«^ 
byters,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Coismnttee  of 
the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be  committted  to  them  by  the  CoBwntioiL 
And  if  such  Rectors  or  Congregations  refuse  to  comply  with  such  recommendatio») 
the  Bishop  and  his  said  Presb^ners,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention,  or 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  smmld  be  committed  to 
them  by  the  Convention,  with  the  aid  and  consent  of  a  Bishop,  may,  at  their  di»> 
eretion,  proceed,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  to  suspend  the  ftirmeir 
from  the  exercise  of  any  Ministerial  Duties  within  the  Diocese,  and  prohibit  the 
latter  from  a  seat  in  the  Convention^  until  they  retract  such  refiisal,  and  subtbit  to 
the  terms  of  the  recommendation :  and  any  llk^ister  so  suspended  shall  not  be  per^ 
mitted,  durine  his  suspension,  to  exercise  any  Ministerial  Duties.  This  Canott 
^all  apply  also  to  the  cases  of  Assistant  Ministers  and  their  Congregations. 

CANON  XXXV.

CANON  XXXVI. 

Of  the  OfficuOing  of  Persons  n^t  Ministers  of  thi^  Chu/rch, 

[Formw  Caaou  on  this  MibjeGt  w«re  Um  fifth  of  1*388,  and  tho  tUrtj-filUi  of  MS.] 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Con^^regation  of  this  Cbbrehi 

without  first  producing  the  evidences  of  his  beine  a  Bdinister  theseofto  the  Minister, 

or,  in  case  of  vacanc^r  or  absence,  to  the  Church-Waidens,  Vestrymeni  or  Tnis» 

tees  of  the  Congregation. 

CANON  XXXVIL 
Of  Offences  for  yfkich  Ministers  shall  be  Tried  and  Punished^

S£CT.  1.  Every  Minister  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial)  for  any  crime 
or  gross  immorality,  for  disorderly  conduct,  for  drunkenness,  for  proiane  swear> 
ing,  for  frequenting  places  most  liable  to  be  abused  to  licentiousness,  ^nd  for  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he 
belongs :  and,  on  being  found  guilty,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or  de* 
graded,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  tnal  takes  placoi 
tmtil  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  Greneral  Convention. 
^  Sect.  2.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  accused,,  by  public  rumour,  of 
discontinuing  all  exercise  of  the  Ministerial  Office  without  lawful  cause,  or  of  Ht* 
ing  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship,  or  of  the  holy  eneharist,  according 
to  the  offices  of  this  Church,  or  of  being  guuty  of  scandalous,  disorderly,  or  ia? 
moral  conduct,  or  of  Tiolating  the  Canons,  or  preaching,  or  inculcating  hst'stica! 
doctrine,  it  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Bishop,  or:  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerieat 
Membtni  of  the  <8tnnding  Committee,  to  see  timt  an  impiiry  be  inatitated  air  m  dMl 
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truth  of  such  public  rumour.  And  in  caae  of  the  individual  being  proceeded 
against  and  convicted,  according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  Conventions  of  the  respective  Dioceses,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or 
degraded,  as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  in  conformity  with  their  respect- 
ive Constitutions  and  Canons. 

CANON  XXXVIII. 

Of  a  Minister  declaring  thai  he  wiU  no  longer  be  a  AKnister  of  this  Church. 
[pQimer  Caoow  od  thii  lobjeet  wera  the  socood  of  1817 ;  Uie  leventh  of  1890,  aad  Ute  thiid  of  IBBO.] 

If  an^  Minister  of  this  Church,  aeainst  whom  there  is  no  ecclesiastical  pro- 
ceeding instituted,  shall  declare  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs, 
or  to  any  ecclesiastical  authority  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  his  renunciation  of  the  Ministry,  and  his  de- 
si^  not  to  offioiate  in  future  in  anv  of  the  offices  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bii^op,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  record  the 
declaration  so  made.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  displace  him  from 
the  Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or  three  Cler- 
gymen, that  the  person  so  declaring,  has  been  displaced  from  the  Ministry  in  this 
Church.  In  any  Diocese  in  which  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  same  sentence  may  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Diocese,  invited  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  attend  for  that  purpose.  In  the  case  of  displacing  from  the  Ministry,  as 
above  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  ^ive  notice  thereof  to  every 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  in  every  Diocese  wherein 
there  is  no  Bishop.  And  in  the  case  of  a  person  making  the  above  declaration^ 
for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing,  the  same  shall  be  declared. 

CANON  XXXIX. 

Of  Degradation  from  the  Ministry  ^  and  of  Publishing  the  Sentence  thereof 

[Former  CanoM  on  tbii  eabjectlworo  the  third  of  1783,  and  the  tweotjHieTenth  of  1806.] 

Sect.  1.  When  any  Minister  is  degraded  from  the  holy  Ministry,  he  is  degraded 
therefrom  entirely,  and  not  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  order  of  the  same.  Deposition, 
displacing,  and  all  like  expressions,  are  the  same  as  degradation.  No  degraded 
Minister  shall  be  res^tored  to  the  Ministry. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  n  Clergyman  shall  be  degraded,  the  Bishop  who  pronounces 
sentence  shall,  with-^ut  lelay,  give  notice  thereof  to  every  Minister  and  Vestry  in 
the  Diocese,  and  also  to  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Chuix^t  and  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  to  die  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XL. 
Cf  a  Clergpnan  in  any  Diocese  chargeable  with  Misdemeanor  in  any  other. 
[Former  GaBoni  on  thif  tnbject  were  the  second  of  1703,  and  the  twantj<ei(hth  of  1806.1 

Sect.  1.  If  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  in  any  Diecese  within  this  Union, 
shall,  in  any  other  Dioces-^.  conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  is  contrary  to  the 
rules  of  this  Church,  and  oisgraceful  to  his  office,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  such  offender  belongs,  exhibiting  with  the 
information  given,  the  proof  of  the  charges  made  against  him. 

Sect.  2.  If  a  Clergyman  shall  come  temporarily  into  any  Diocese  under  the 
imputation  of  having  elsewhere  been  guilty  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  by 
violation  of  the  Canons,  or  otherwise ;  or  if  any  Clergyman,  while  sojourning  in 
any  Dioeese,  shall  misbehave  in  any  of  these  respects,  the  Bishop,  upon  proba- 
ble  cause,  may  admonish  such  Clerfn^man,  and  forbid  him  to  officiate  in  the 
said  Diocese.  And  if,  after  such  pronibition,  the  said  Clergyman  so  officiate, 
the  Bishop  shall  give  notice  to  all  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  in  said  Dio- 
ease,  that  the  officiating  of  the  said  Clergyman  is,  under  any  and  all  ciroum- 
staneas,  prohibited;  and  like  notice  shall  he  give  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be 
BO  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diooese  to  which  the  said  Cler-

gym%n  belongB.  And  saeh  prohibition  ihall  continae  in  foree  nntil  the  Bishop 
of  the  fint-named  Diocese  be  satisfied  of  the  innocence  of  the  said  CiergyioaD, 
or  untii  lie  be  acquitted  on  trial. 

CANON  XLI. 
Of  the  J)ue  Celebration  of  Sundayt, 
[Former  Canootoa  thia  lubject  wore  the  fourtoendi  of  J789,  and  the  thirtynixith  of  180B.] 
All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  day*  com- 
monly called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  und  taught,  in  prirate 
and  public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acts  of  charity,  using 
all  godly  and  sober  conversation. 

CANON  XLlI. 

Of  Crimes  and  Scandals  lo  he  Censured, 

[Focmer  Oonoiia  on  thli  lobject  were  the  twelfth  of  1780 ;  the  twentj-fifth  of  M0&  and  the  third 

of  1817.] 

Sect.  1.  If  any  persons  witbin  tbis  Church  offend  t'  wir  brethren  by  any 
wickedness  of  life,  such  persons  shall  be  repelled  frora  tne  Holy  Communion, 
agreeable  to  the  Rubric. 

Sbot.  2.  There  being  the  provision  in  the  second  Rubric,  before  the  Comma- 
nion  Service,  requiring  that  every  Minister  repelling  from  the  Communion  shall 
giv  e  an  account  of  the  ssme  to  the  Ordinary ;  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  on  the 
information  to  the  effect  stated  being  laid  before  the  Ordinarv,  that  is,  the 
Bishop,  it  shall  not  be  his  duty  to  institute  an  inquiry,  unless  there  be  a  com. 
plaint  made  to  him  in  writing  by  the  repelled  party.  But  on  receiving  com- 
plaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  think  fit  to  restore  him  from 
the  insufficiency  of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  Minister,  to  institute  an  inquiry, 
as  may  be  directed  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  tbo  event  has  taken 
place.  And  the  notice  given  as  above  by  the  Minister,  .<hall  be  a  sufficient 
presentation  of  the  party  repelled. 

Sjict.  3.  In  the  case  of  great  heinousness  of  offence  on  the  part  of  Mem. 
bers  of  this  Church,  they  may  be  proceeded  against,  to  the  depriving  them  of  all 
privileges  of  Church  Membership,  according  to  such  rules  or  processes  mky  be 
provided  by  the  General  Convention ;  and  until  such  rules  or  process  shall  be 
provided,  by  such  as  may  be  provided  by  the  different  State  Conventions. 

CANON  XLIII. 
Of  a  Congregaiisn  in  any  Diocese  uniting  with  any  other  Diocese, 

[Formar  Canona  on  thia  aubject  were  the  eighth  of  1795  •  the  thirty-aoTenth  of  28Q6 ;  the  firatof  1817, 

and  the  lecond  of  1S90.] 

Whereas,  a  question  may  arise,  whether  a  Congregation  within  the  Diocese 
of  any  Bishop,  or  within  any  Diocese  in  which  there  is  not  yet  any  Bishop 
settled,  may  unite  themselves  with  the  Church  in  any  other  Diocese,  it  is  hereby 
determined  and  declared,  that  all  such  unions  shall  be  considered  as  irregular 
and  void;  and  that  every  Congregation  of  this  Church  shall  be  considered > as 
belonging  to  the  body  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which 
they  dwell,  or  within  which  there  is  seated  a  Church  to  which  they  belong* 
And  no  Clergyman  having  a  Parish  or  Cure  in  more  than  one  Dioeese,  shall 
have  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  other  than  that  in  which  he  re- 
aides. 

CANON  XLIV. 

Of  the  Mode  of  Publishing  authorized  EdUions  of  the  Standard  Bible  of  this 

Church. 

[The  former  Canon  on  thia  rabject  was  the  iceond  of  1833.] 

The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishops  the 
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MtBa4iog  CommlUee  is  aathoriMd  to  appoint,  ftom  timo  lo  tiine,  MMio  raiubls 
jttnon  or  jMisona,  to  eompwe  and  eorroct  all  new  oditiona  of  the  Bible  by  the 
Standard  Edition,  agreed  upon  by  the  General  Convention.  And  a  oertifieato 
of  their  havinf  been  so  compared  and  oorrccted,  ahall  be  published  with  aaid 
book.* 

CANON  XLV. 

Of  ike  tU€  of  tkt  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 
[Fonaer  Canon  oo  thii  labjeet  weie  the  teath  of  1789,  ud  the  thirty-ronrth  or  1806.] 
^  ETeiT  Minister  shalli  before  all  Sermons  and  Lectures,  and  on  all  other  occa- 
sions of  public  worship,  use  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  as  the  same  is  or  may 
be  established  by  the  authority  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church.  And 
in  performing  said  service,  no  other  prayers  shall  be  used  than  those  prescribed 
by  the  eaid  book. 

CANON  XLVI. 

Of  Om  MmU  •/  PMUhing  authorixod  Edition*  of  lie  Book  of  Commm

SioT.  1.  No  Minister  removinsf  from  one  Diocese  to  another,  or  comings 
from  any  State  or  Territory  which  may  not  have  acceded  to  the  Constitution 
of  this  Uhurch,  shall  be  received  as  a  stated  officiating  Minister  by  any  Parish 
of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Vestir  thereof,  a  oertifioato 
from  the  eooleeiastioal  authority  of  the  Dioeese  to  whien  said  Parish  belongs, 
approving  him  as  a  Clergyman  in  regular  standing.    And  in  order  to  obtain 
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•ach  M^ifieate,  •vwy  Minister  desiriogr  to  ebange  hi«  Canonical  retidenoe,  ahall 
laj  bafoie  the  eeeleaiaatieal  aatiiority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  designs  to 
reside,  a  testimonial  from  the  ecclesiastical  aathoritj  of  the  Diocese  in  which 
he  has  last  resided,  in  the  following  form,  viz  :-^ 

"  I  hereby  certify,  that  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  mo  his  desire  to  be  trans* 
ferred  to  the  Diocese  of—,  is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Diocese,  in 
regular  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been  justly  liable  to 
evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life,  during  the  three  years 
lastpast.'* 

When  the  'ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  further  statements  may  be 
added  to  the  above  letter. 

SacT.  3.  But  in  case  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  transferred,  has  been  sub- 
jected to  inquiry  or  presentment  ou  any  charge  or  charges  of  misconduct, 
thereby  rendering  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  testimonial  inadmissible,  he  may 
nevertheless  be  transferred,  if  the  charges  have  been  withdrawn  with  the  ap* 
probation  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  if  he  havo  been  acquitted  upon 
trial,  or  if  he  have  been  censured  or  suspended,  and  the  sentence  has  had  its 
course,  so  that  he  has  been  restored  to  the  regular  discharge  of  his  official  du 
ties.  And  in  all  such  cases,  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  con- 
oemed,  shall,  instead  of  the  foregoing  testimonial,  certify  te  a  statement  of  the 
facts,  with  as  much  detail  as  may  be  necessary  to  inform  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  to  which  he  desires  to  be  transferred,  of  the  true  standing  of  the 
party. 

Sect.  3.  The  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  all  cases  under  this  Canon,  is  to  be 
nnderstood  to  refer  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop, 
to  the  majority  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  con- 
vened. And  if  the  Clergyman  desiring  to  be  received,  come  from  a  State  or 
Territory  not  in  connection  with  this  Church,  and  having  no  Convention,  then 
the  above  testimonial  or  statement  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three  Presbyters 
of  this  Church.  Nor  shall  any  Minister  so  removing,  be  acknowledged  by  any 
Biihop  or  Convention  as  a  Minister  of  the  Church  to  which  he  removes,  untU 
he  shall  have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial  or  statement. 

SscT.  4.  The  above  testimonial  or  letter  of  dismission,  shall  not  affect  the 
Canonical  residence  of  the  Minister  receiving  it,  until  he  shall  be  received  into 
some  other  Dioceee  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof. 

Sect.  5.  Whenever  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop* 
the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  give  letters  of  dismis. 
sion  to  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  proposing  to  remove  into  another,  the

[Fonner  Canona  on  this  iubieet  were  the  first  of  1795;  the  Mcond  of  ISOd;  the  fint  Of  1817} 
the  leeottd  of  1830;  tbe  lecond  of  1838,  and  the  fint  of  1835.] 

Sect.  1.  Any  Diocese  in  union  with  this  Church,  having  at  the  time  lese 
than  six  officiatiniE  Presbyters  residing  therein,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or 
Church,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop ;  and  any  Diocese  at  the  time  of  ita 
organization,  with  a  view  to  ask  for  a.dmission  into  union  with  this  Church 
may,  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention  thereof,  request  the  General  Convention  to 
elect  a  Bishop  for  the  same.  And,  thereupon,  the  House  of  Bishops  may  no. 
minate  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  for  their  concurrence,  a 
suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  who  shall,  in  case  of  their  conourrenoe^ 
be  consecrated  as  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese.  The  etidence  of  tbe  concar* 
rence  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  shall  be  a  oertifieate,  to  be  signed  by  a 
Constitutional  majority  of  them,  agreeably  to  the  form  required  by  the  III. 
Canon  of  183*2,  to  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Convention,  in  a  Diooeee 
whence  a  person  is  recommended  for  consecration. 

Seot.  2.  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  tbe  choice  of  a  Bishop  by  the  Convention 
thereof,  there  must  be  at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and  have  been  during  the 

J  ear  previous,  at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters  therein^  regularly  settled  in  a 
'arish  or  Church,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop;  and  six  or4nore  Parishea 
represented  in  the  Convention  electing.  Bat  two  or  more  adjoining  Diocesee^ 
not  having  respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters,  to  entitle  either  to 
the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  may  associate  and  proceed  to  (he  ehoioe  of  a  Bishopi 
to  exercise  jurisdiction  alilce  in  each  of  the  associated  Dlooeaea,  if  there  be  at 
the  timeof  sQch  choice,  and  hate  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or  more 
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f ach  PrMbytera,  rending  in  %nj  part  of  saoh  aaiociated  Dtoceaes  qualified  as 
aforesaid :  and  the  Bishop  se  elected,  shall  exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over 
each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dioceses, 
havingr  six  or  more  Presbyters  canonicallj  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop,  shall 
elect  him,  and  he  shall  have  accepted  the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan  : 
whereupon,  his  connection  with  the  other  associated  Diocese,  or  Dioceses,  shall 
cease  and  determine :  provided  always,  that  the  Dioceses  thus  associating  in 
the  election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  the  Conventions  thereof,  shall  in  all  other 
respects  remain  as  before,  unconnected  and  independent  of  each  other ;  and, 
provided  also,  that  such  association  shall  be  dissolved  on  the  demise  of  the 
Bishop,  if  not  before. 

Sect.  3.  A  Minister  is  settled  for  all  purposes  here,  or  elsewhere  mentioned 
in  these  Canons,  who  has  been  engraged  permanently  "by  any  Parish,  according 
to  the  rules  of  said  Diocese,  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  one  year. 

Skct.  4.  The  II.  Canon  of  1832,  the  special  Canon  of  1832,  and  the  I. 
Canon  of  1835,  are  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  II. 

0/  MUnonary  Bishops, 
[The  former  Canon  on  this  vubject  wai  the  second  of  183S.] 

Slot.  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time, 
on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to 
be  a  Bishop,  or  Bishops,  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  States 
or  Territories  not  organized  as  Dioceses.  1^he  evidence  of  such  election  shall 
bo  a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  said  House  of 
.  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required  by  the  111.  Canon  of  1832,  to 
be  given  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conventions,  on  the  recommendations  of 
Bishops  elect  for  consecration,  which  Certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House 
of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration, 
they  may  take  order  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  such  States  and  Territories,  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and 
instructions,  not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  pre* 
scribe. 

Sect.  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  right,  though  not 
always  in  form,  to  all  persons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States,  it  is 
hereby  enacted,  that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the 
Clerjsy  in  the  District  assigned  him ;  and  may,  in  case  a  presentment  and  trial 
of  a  Clergyman  become  proper,  request  the  action  of  any  Presbyters  and  Standing 
Committee,  in  any  Diocese  sufficiently  near,  and  the  presentment  and  trial  shall 
be  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese.  And  the  House  of 
Bishops  may  at  any  time  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  States  or  Terri- 
tories, over  which  the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exercise  Episcopal  func- 
tions. And  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  the 
charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary  Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  the  senior  Bishop 
of  this  Church,  with  the  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as  his  substi- 
tate  in  the  said  charge. 

Sect.  4.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  on  nomination  by 
the  House  of  Bishops,  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  elect,  and  the  House 
of  Bishops  consenting  thereto,  may,  in  like  manner,  take  order  for  the  conse- 
oration  or  a  laitable  person  to  be  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episco- 
pal fiinctions  in  any  plaee  or  places  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States, 
which  the  House  of  Bishops  may  designate. 

Sect.  5.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese  within  the  United  States. 
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8kct.  6.  Eyery  suoh  Bishop  ^hall  report  to  each  General  Convention  hit 
proceedlngi,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Charch  in  said  States  and  Ter- 
ritories, and  place  or  places  oat  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  at  least 
onee  a  year  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Shot.  7.    The  second  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Performance  ef  Episcopal  Duties  in  Vacant  Dioceses, 

[Former  CaaoDB  on  thii  subject  wore  the  first  of  1705:  the  twentieth  of  1808,  and  the  seventh 

of  1833.] 

Sect.  1.  Any  Bishop,  Assistant  Bisl^op,  or  Missionary  Bishop,  may,  on  the 
invitation  of  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any  Diocese  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  visit  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese,  or  in  any 
part  thereof.  And  this  invitation  may  be  temporary ;  and  it  may,  at  any  time, 
be  revoked. 

Sect.  2.  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop  may,  by  its  Convention,  be  placed 
ander  the  full  Episcopal  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  another  Diocese, 
or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  who  shall,  by  that  act,  become  the  Bishop  also  of 
the  said  vacant  Diocese,  until  &  Bishop  is  duly  elected  and  consecrated  for  the 
same,  or  until  the  said  act  of  its  Coijivention  bo  revoked.  And  in  case  there 
shall  be  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  under  the  Episcopal  charge  of 
whose  Bishop  the  Diocese  without  a  Bishop  shall  be  placed,  the  said  Assistant 
Bishop  shall  have  the  like  charge  and  authority  therein  as  he  has  in  the  Diocese 
of  which  he  has  been  chosen  Assistant  Bishop. 

Sect.  3.  No  Diocese  thus  placed  under  the  full  charge  and  authority  of  the 
Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  shall  invite  a  second 
Bishop  to  perform  any  Episcopal  duty,  or  exercise  authority,  till  its  connection 
with  tne  first  Bishop  has  expired,  or  is  revoked. 

Sect.  4.    The  seventh  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Candidates  for  Orders, 

[Former  Csnons  on  this  lobjeet  were  the  sixtii  of  1705 ;  the  sercnth  of  1804 ;  the  seventh  of  1806 ;  the 
eighth  of  1830;  the  first  of  1823;  the  Canon  of  ISSti,  and  the  ninth  Canon  of  1838.] 

Sect.  1.  Every  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  such  body  as  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  in  whieh 
be  intends  to  apply,  may  appoint,  or,  where  no  appointment  is  made,  to  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  \his 
Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  hs  intends  to 
apply  for  Orders,  a  Certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
the  said  Bishop,  that  from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid  before 
them,  they  believe  that  he  is  pious,  sober,  and  honest ;  that  he  is  attachjod  to 
the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and 
a  Communibant  of  the  same;  and,  iii  their  opinion,  possesses  such  qualifica- 
tions, as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  ministry  to  the  glory  of 
God 'and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And  when  the  Standing  Committee  do 
not  certify  as  above,  from  personal  knowledge,  the  testimonials  laid  before 
them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  full  as  Ihe  certificate  above  required, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Presbyter,  and  four  respectable  Laymen  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sect.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to  become 
a  Candidate  most  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory  Diploma, 
or  a  Certiiieate  from  the  instmctor  or  instnioters  of  some  approved  Literary 
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InsUtaUon,  whioh  Certificate  mutt  state  what  have  been  hia  studioa,  and  the 
^xtent  of  hia  improvement  in  them ;  or  a  Certificate  from  two  Freebvtert,  ap- 
pointed by  the  eccleiiaslical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  to  examine  him,  of  bis 
possessing  such  Academical  Learning,  as  may  enable  him  to  enter  advantage- 
ttusly  on  a  course  of  Theology. 

Sect.  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes  the 
knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  other  branches  of 
learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  wilhi^  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee  shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  Isid  before  them  a 
testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating,  that  in 
their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natural  understanding,  a 
peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  largo  share  of  prudence ;  and  the  Bishop,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted  said  dispensation. 
This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under  twenty-seven  years 
of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained  under  such  dispensation,  until  he 
■ball  have  attained  thirty  years  of  4ge.  And  in  regard  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Hebrew  language  in  all  cases  in  these  Canons,  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole 
discretion  of  dispensation,  without  reference  to  the  age  of  the  Candidate,  is 
mentioned  in  this  section. 

Sect.  5.  With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  tp  be  made  known 
to  the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be  the  test 
of  any  outward  standard — an  inward  fearand  worship  of  Almighty  God;  a  love 
of  Religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence ;  a  habit  of  devout  sffection ; 
and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces  which  are  called  in  Scripture  the 
fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  his  sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 
Sect.  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may  admit 
the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  nolify  the  Candidate  of  such  record.  And  in  any 
Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  same 
conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make  record  and  notifi- 
cation  in  the  same  manner. 

Sect.  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Standing 
^Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  by  the. Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidate  for  the 
term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  ih»  Candidate 
after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  year. 

Sect.  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Bish- 
op or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted  a  Candi* 
date,  be  ordained  by  any  Bishop  of  this  Church.  And  if  there  be  a  Bishop 
within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  he  shall  apply  to  no  other 
Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the  former. 

Sect.  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after  his 
admission,  apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  hereafter 
prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission,  apply  to  have 
his  third  and  fourth  examinations  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory  rea. 
sens  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  further  time,)  the  said  person  shall,  in 
pither  case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Sect.  10,  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  aCandjdate  for  Holy  Orders,  shall 
apply  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  re- 
sides, unless  the  said  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  give  their  consent 
to  his  applioation  in  some  other  Diocese.  Candidates  fhall  not  change  their 
Canonical  residence  but  for  bona  fide  causes,  requiring  the  same  to  be  judged 
of  by  the  Bishop  or  eqclesiastical  authority;  and  they  shall  not  be  dismissed 
from  the  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they  haye  been 
duly  transferred,  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any  Theplogival  or  other 
Seminary.  , 

Sect.  11.  The  ninth  Canon  of  )83^  ii  hereby  repealed. 
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CANON  V. 
Of  tk$  L4ami%g  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained. 

(Ponner  Oanpnt  on  thit  tobjectwora  the  Mventh  of  1780,  altered  In  1798;  the  fourth  of  17K(; 
the  fourth  of  1799 ;  the  MoAnd  of  1801 ;  the  ninth  of  ISOB,  nod  the  thirteenth  of  1838,J 

Sect.  1.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  in  thit  Church  until  ho  shall  hare 
satisfied  the  Bishop  and  the  Presbyters  by  whom  he  shall  be  examined,  that  ho 
is  Well  acquainted  with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  can  read  tbo  Old  Testament  in  the 
Hebrew  lan^usfi^e,  and  the  New  Testament  in  the  original  Greek :  is  adc<{uate]y 
acquainted  with  the  Latin  tongue,  and  that  he  hath  a  competent  knowledge 
of  Natural  and'  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Church  History,  and  hath  paid  at- 
tention to  composition  and  pulpii  eloquence,  as  means  of  giving  additional  effi- 
oaey  to  his  labours ;  unle^  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  his  Diocese,  nas  dispensed  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  and 
Greek  languoges,  and  other  branches  of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical, 
in  consideration  of  such  other  qualifications  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  as  are 
set  forth  in  the  fourth  section  of  Canon  VL  The  dispensation,  with  a  know- 
ledge of  the  Hebrew  language,  to  be  regarded  as  in  Canon  VI. 

Skot.  3.  The  thirteenth  Canon  of  1833  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VI. 

Candidalea  for  Orders  Ituligible  to  the  fifenerul  Coi^vention, 

No  person  who  is  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  accept  from  any  Diocesan  Conyention  an  appointment  as  a  Lay  De- 
puty to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lsy  Deputies  of  the  General  CooTeatioa. 

CANON  VII. 

Concerning  Candidates  for  Orders  in  this  Church  who  have  been  Ministers,  lA- 
csntiaUs,  or  St/udents  of  Theology,  among  other  Religious  Denominations. 

(ForniSr  CanoM  on  tbit  ■object  were  the  lixili  of  J804  ;  the  eeventeenth  of  1808;  the  fourth  and 
fifUi  of  1890 ;  the  firtt  of  1829  ;  the  twentj-fint  and  twenty-fourth  of  1833,  and  the  third  of  183S.] 

Scot.  1.  All  persons  seeking  admission  to  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  are 
to  be  regarded  as  Candidates  tor  Holy  Orders. 

SicT.  2.  When  a  person  who,  not  having  had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has  been 
acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate  among  any  other  denomina- 
tien  of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordained  in  this  Church,  he  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of . 
the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides ;  or  if  he  resides  in  a  State  or  Territory  in 
which  there  is  no  organized  Diocese,  to  the  Missionary  Bishop  within  whose 
jurisdiction  he  resides ;  which  notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  written  cer- 
tificate from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating,  that  from  personal 
knowledge  of  the  party,  or  satisfactory  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe 
that  his  desire  to  leave  the  denomination  to  which  he  has  belonged  has  not 
arisen  from  any  circumstance  unfavourable  to  his  religious  or  moral  character, 
or  on  account  of  which  it  may  be  inexpedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of 
the  Ministry  in  this  Church  :  and  they  may  also  add  what  they  know,  or  be- 
Ueve  on  irood  authority,  of  the  eircumstances  leading  to  the  said  desire. 

Skot.  S.  If  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall  think  proper  to  proceed* 
the  party  applying  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate,  shall  produce  to  the  Standing 
Committed  the  same  testimonials  of  literary  qualifications  as  are  required  of  sSL 
oUier  Candidates ;  and  also  a  testimonial,  from  at  least  twelve  members  of  the 
denomination  from  which  he  came,  or  twelve  members  of  the  Protestant  Epis. 
copal  Charcb,  or  twelve  persons,  in  part  of  tbo  denomination  from  which  he 
came,  and  in  part  Eptsoopalians,  salisfactofy  to  the  Committee,  that  the  eppli- 
cant  has,  for  three  years  last  past,  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and 
alsO|  a  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  that  they  believe 
)iim  to  be  pious,  sober,  and  honest,  and  sinoeiely  attached  to  the  doctrines, 
.discipline  and  worship  of  the  Chnrch.  JThe  Standing  Committee  beiBg  satisfied 
.on  these  points,  may  lecommend  him  to  the  Bishop  to  he  received  as  a  Candi- 
.date  for  Orders  in  this  Chnrch,  or  in  «  vacant  Diocese  the  Standing  Comiiiittee 
may  so  receive  him.

Sect.  4.  CandklatM  admitted  at  above  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a  period 
not  lepe  than  »\x  months,  be  ordained,  on  their  paMing  the  same  examination! 
ae  other  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders ;  and  in  the  examinations,  special  re- 
gard  shall  be  had  to  those  points  in  which  the  denomination  whence  thej  come 
differs  from  this  Church,  with  a  view  of  testing  their  information  and  sound- 
ness in  the  same ;  and  also  to  the  ascertaining  that  they  are  adequately  acquainted 
wilh  the  liturgy  and  offices  of  this  Church ;  provided,  that  in  their  case  the 
testimonials  shall  be  required  to  cover  only  the  timu  since  their  admission  as 
Candidates  for  Orders;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Canon 
concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  as  fur  os  the  same  relates  to  the  age  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  dispensation  may  be  granted,  and  the  mode  and  restrictions 
in  and  under  which  the  same  may  be  granted,  shall  apply  to  the  persons  men. 
tinned  in  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  Every  candidate  for  the  Ministry  of  any  other  denomination^  who 
applies  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  may  be  allowed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  period  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  a  student  of  Theology,  or  Candi- 
date  iu  such  other  denomination:  provided,  the  time  so  allowed  does  not  exceed 
two  years. 

Sect.  6.  When  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has  been 
acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  among  any  other  denomination  of  Chris- 
tians, shall  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  the  Bishop  to  whom  application  is 
made,  shall  require  of  him  (in  addition  to  the  above  quali6cations)  satisfactory 
evidenee  that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United  States  previous  to 
his  application. 

Sect.  7.  The  third  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VIII. 
0/  tie  Organixing  of  New  Dioeeua  Farmed  out  of  Existing  JHeeeeeM. 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  any  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  within  the  limiU  of  any 
other  Diocese,  or  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceaes  or  parte  of  Dioceses, 
and  the  same  ahall  have  been  ratified  by  the  General  Convention,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  within  the  limite  of  which  another  is  formed,  or  in  case  of  the 
junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parte  of  Diocesea,  the  Bishop  of  eldest  con- 
secration over  the  Dioceses  furnishing  portions  of  such  new  Diocese,  shall 
thereupon  call  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  it  to  organize,  and  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same, 
such  place  being  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Sect.  2.  In  case  there  should  be  no  Bishop  who  can  call  such  Primary  Con- 
vention pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  then  the  duty  of  calling  such 
Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  and  the  duty  of  fixing  the  time  and 
place  of  its  meeting,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  eldest 
of  the  Dioceses,  by  the  junction  of  which,  or  parte  of  which,  the  new  Diocese 
may  be  formed.  And  such  Standing  Committee  shall  make  such  call  immedi. 
ately  after  the  ratification  of  a  division  by  the  General  Convention. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the 
Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  shall  declare  which  portion  thereof  ia  to  be  the 
new  Diocese,  and  shall  make  the  lamd  known  to  the  General  Convention  before 
the  ratifieatbn  of  such  division.

Of  the  Mode  of  PublUhing  Authorized  Editione  of  the  Book  of  Common 

Prayer,  ^.

Sect.  2.  Editions  from  the  Stereotype  Plates  of  the  Prayer-Book  of  the  Fe- 
male  Episcopal  Prayer-Book  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  comprising  the  Common 
Prayer.Book,  the  articles,  offices,  psalms  in  metre,  selected  from  the  psalms  of 
David,  and  hymns,  are  hereby  established  as  the  standard :  together  with  the 
whole  Book  of  Psalms  in  metre,  in  the  duodecimo  edition,  published  by  the 
No  W.York  Protestant  Episcopal  Press  in  183:2 ;  with  the  exception  of  errors 
evidently  typographical ;  the  correction  of  which  errors  is  confided  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  may  appoint  for  su- 
perintending  any  publication. 

Sect.  ^.  The  sixth  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed.  * 

CANON  X. 

Of  Defraying  ike  Expenses  of  Oenerol  Conventions.

Sect.  1.  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  Conventions  may 
be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  to  for. 
ward  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention,  at  or  before  any  meetings  of  the  Ge- 
neral Convention,  seventy-five  cents  for  each  Clergyman  within  said  Diootee.

Of  Repealed  Canons, 

Sect.  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clause  in  any  Canon,  and  the 
said  Canon  shall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be  are-enactment  of  the  Ca- 
non or  Canons  repealed  by  the  said  repealing  clause.

COURSE  OF   ECCLESIASTICAL   STUDIES, 

EttabUthed  by  the  Htnue  ofSishops  in  the  Convention  of  IQO^^  in  pur- 
suance of  a  Resolution  of  the  Preceding  General  Convention, 


Imt  attending  to  this  subject  a  considerable  difficulty  occurs,  arising  out  of  the 
difference  of  the  circumstances  of  Students,  in  regaiti  not  only  to  intellectual  en> 
dowments  and  preparatory  knowledge  of  languages  and  science,  but  to  access  to 
^authors,  and  time  to  be  devoted  to  a  preparation  for  the  Ministry.  For,  in  aecem- 
modaiing  to  those  whose  means  are  slender,  we  are  in  danger  of  derogating  from 
the  importance  of  religious  knowledge ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  although  we 
should  demand  all  that  is  desirable,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  content  ourselves,  in 
tome  cases,  with  what  is  barely  necessary. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  it  will  be  expedient  to  set  down  such  a  course  of 
study,  as  is  accommodated  to  a  moderate  portion  of  time  and  means ;  and  after- 
ward to  suggest  provision,  as  well  for  a  more  limited  as  for  a  more  enlarged  share 
of  both. 

Let  the  Student  be  required  to  begin  with  some  books  in  proof  of  the  divine  au- 
thority  of  Christianity j  such  as  Grotius  on  the  TVuth  of  the  Christian  Religion  ; 
Jetikins  on  the  Reasonqbleness  of  Christianity!  Paley's  Evidences;  Leslie's  iMir- 
thods  ioiih  the  Jews  and  Deists ;  Stillingfleet's  Origines  Sacra ;  and  Butler's  Ana- 
logy. To  the  above  should  be  added  some  books  which  give  a  knowledge  of  the 
objections  made  by  Deists.  For  this,  Leland's  View  may  be  sufficient;  except 
that  it  should  be  followed  by  answers  to  Deistical  writers  since  Leland,  whose 
works  and  the  answers  to  tbem  may  be  supposed  known  to  the  Student.  It  would 
behest,  if  circumstances  permit,  that  he  should  read  What  the  Deists  themselves 
have  written. 

After  the  books  inproof  of  revelation,  let  the  Student,  previously  to  the  reading 
of  any  system  of  divinity,  study  the  Scriptures  with  the  help  of  some  approved 
commentatorSf  such  as  Patrick  and  Lowth  on  the  Old  Testament^  and  Hammond, 
or  Whitby,  or  Doddridge,  on  the  New ;  being  aware,  in  regard  to  the  last-men- 
tioned author,  of  the  points  on  which  he  differs  from  our  Church,  although  it  be 
with  moderation  and  candor.    During  such,  his  study  of  the  Scriptures,  let  him 
read  some  work  or  works  which  give  an  account  oiiht  design  of  the  different  books, 
and  the  grounds  on  which  their  respective  authority  is  asserted ;  for  instance,  Fa- 
ther Simon's  Canon  of  Scripture;  Collier's  Sacred  Inlerpreter ;  Gray's  Key  to 
the  Old  Testament,  and  Percy's  Key  to  the  New.    LeP  the  Student  read  the  Scrip- 
tures over  und  over,  referring  to  hu  commentators  as  need  may  require,  until  he 
can  give  an  account  of  the  design  and  character  of  each  book,  and  explain  the 
more  difficult  passages  of  it.    He  is  supposed  to  know  enough  of  profane  history, 
to  give  an  account  of  that  also,  whenever  it  mixes  with  the  sacred.    There  are 
certain  important  subjects  which  may  be  profitably  attended  to,  as  matters  of  dis- 
tina  study,  during  the  course  of  the  general  study  of  Scripture.    For  instance : 
the  Student  having  proceeded  as  far  as  the  deluge,  may  read  some  avihor  who 
f(ives  a  larger  account  than  the  commentators,  of  the  particulars  attached  to  that 
crisis;  and  also  the  principles  on  which  are  founded  the  different  systems  of  chro- 
nology, all  which  will  be  round  clearly  done  in  the  Universal  History.  In  reading 
the  book  of  Leviticus,  it  will  be  useful  to  attend  to  some  eoniMct«d  8ch«me  of  the 
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sacrifices ;  such  as  is  exhibited  by  Bishop  Kidder  in  his  hUrodAutitn  U  tk»  PentO' 
teuchj  and  by  Mr.  Joseph  Mede  in  some  of  his  Discourses.  A  more  fuQ  and  in- 
teresting interpretation  of  the  Prophecies  than  can  be  expected  from  the  commenta<* 
tors,  will  be  desirable,  and  for  this  purpose  let  Bishop  Newton's  work  be  taken  -« 
Between  the  study  of  the  Old  Testament  and  that  of  the  iVticf,  should  be  read  Pri- 
deaux's  and  Shuckford's  Connections.  With  the  New  TesUment  should  be  taken 
some  book  relating  to  the  Harmony  of  the  Oospels,  as  M'Knight's  or  Bishop  New-» 
come's.  Let  the  Student,  before  entering  on  the  Gospels^  read  Dr.  Campbell's  In^ 
irodnuAory  Dissertations.  Toward  the  dose  of  the  Gospels^  the  subject  of  the  Rc" 
surreclion  should  be  particularly  attended  to ;  for  which  purpose,  let  there  be  taken 
either  Mr.  Weston  the  subject,  or  Bishop  Sherlock's  Tnal  of  the  Witnesses,   . 

After  the  study  of  the  Scriptures,  let  attention  be  given  to  ecclesiasUeal  kitlorff 
so  far  as  to  the  Council  of  Nice.  This  period  is  distinctly  taken,  from  a  desire 
thsii^e  portion  of  history  preceding  ^tt,  as  well  as  the  opinions  ihen  entertained  i 
may  be  learned  from  original  writers^  which  may  be  considered  as  one  of  the  beat 
expedients  for  the  guarding  of  the  Student  against  many  errors  of  modem  iimes4 
The  writers  of  that  interval  are  not  numerous  or  bulky.  Eusebius  is  soon  read 
through ;  and  so  are  the  Apostolic  Fathers.  Even  the  other  writers  arc  not  ^umi-* 
nous,  except  Origen,  the  greater  part  of  whose  works  may  be  passer]  over.  The 
Apostolic  Fathers  may  be  best  read  in  Cotelerius'  edition ;  but  there  are  transla* 
tions  of  most  of  them,  by  Archbishop  Wake  and  the  Rev.  William  Reeves.—' 
Caves's  Lives  of  the  Apostles  and  Fathers  may  be  profitably  read  at  this  period. 

This  stage  of  the  Student's  progress  seems  the  most  proper  for  the  study  of  tho 
two  'questions,  of  our  Lord's  Divinity ^  and  of  Epis-copacy,  The  aspect  of  eaity 
works  on  these  subjects,  best  enables  us  to  ascertain  in  what  shape  they  appear  to 
the  respective  writers.  And  it  is  difficult  to  suppose,  on  the  g^roUnd  of  wnat  we 
know  of  human  nature,  that,  during  the  first  three  ceniurieSf  either  the  character 
of  Christ  should  have  been  conceived  of  as  materially  different  from  what  had 
been  the  representation  of  it  by  the  first  teachers  of  our  religion ;  or,  that  there 
should  have  been  a  material  change  of  Church  government^  without  opposition  to 
the  innovation.  For  the /(^nner  question,  let  the  works  of  Bishop  Bull  and  the 
Rev.  Charles  Leslie  be^ken ;  to  which  may  well  be  added,  the  late  controversy 
between  Bishop  Horsley  and  Dr.  Priestly;  and  for  the  laXter^  Mr.  Hooker's  Eccle" 
siastical  PolUy^  Archbishop  Potter  on  Chwrch  Qovemment^  and  Danbeny'* 
Guide  to  the  Church.  As  tne  Lord  Chancellor  King  published  a  book  on  the 
Discipline  of  the  Primitive  Church,  in  which  be  has  rested  Episciopaey  on  insuf- 
ficient grounds,  unwarily  admitted  by  many  on  his  authority;  let  tne  Student  read 
.  his  book,  and  the  refutation  of  it  in  Mr.  Slater's  Original  Draft  of  the  Primitivi 
Church. 

After  this,  let  the  Student  go  on  with  the  history  of  the  Fourth  CerUmfy^  from 
Mosheim.  But  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  him  to  turn  to  Fleury's  History^  for  the 
epitomies  there  given  of  the  writings  of  the  eminent  men  who  abounded  in  tha$ 
century  and  part  of  the  next.  Let  nim  then  return  to  Mosheim,  and  go  on  with 
that  writer  to  the  Reformation.    Here  let  him  pause  and  study  as  the  main  hingev 


also  let  there  be  read  Father  Paul's  History  of  the  Council  of  Trent.  Then  let 
the  Student  resume  Mosheim.  But  it  will  be  best,  if,  for  a  more  minute  know-* 
ledge  of  the  History  of  the  Church  of  England  since  the  Reformation^  he  take 
along  with  him  Collier's  History — a  very  able  work,  but  in  the  reading  of  which 
some  allowance  mustbe  made  for  peculiar  prejudices.  On  coming,  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,  to  the  questions  which  arose  between  the  divines  of  the  EetailisMd 
Church  and  the  Pres^derians,  then  known  by  the  name  of  Puritans,  let  recourse 
be  again  had  to  Mr.  Hookei's  work,  and  to  the  London  Cases.  Then  let  Mosheim 
be  proceeded  with  to  the  end. 

AiUr  these  studies,  and  not  before,  let  Dimnity  be  read  in  a  9y»tematie  roe. 
thod.  Bishop  Pearson's  Expooition  of  the  Creed  may  be  eonsidercd  as  a  small 
system,  and,  on  account  of  the  excellence  of  the  work,  is  recommended ;  9» 
also  Bishop  Burnet's  Expoeition  of  the  Thirty-Nine  Article;    Then  let  a  larger

■Tfltem  be  taken ;  lappose  Stackhonse*!  Body  of  Diviniiyf  with  the  addition  of 
the  following  modern  works :  EUmento  of  ChriBtian  Theology^  bj  the  present 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  The  Scholar  Armed,  That  many  works  of  this  sort 
are  not  mentioned,  is  because  we  think  their  utility  is  principally  confined  to 
arrangement,  and  suppose  that  the  knowledge  they  convey,  is  to  be  obtained 
from  the  Scriptures,  and  judicious  Commentators. 

It  seems  necessary  to  this  course  of  study,  to  recommend  ihe  Sermone  of 
Bome  of  the  distinguished  ipreachers,  who  have  so  abounded  in  the  Church  of 
England  for  some  ages  past,  that  the  only  matter  will  be,  from  among  many  of 
great  name,  to  select  a  convenient  number.  And  for  this  purpose  we  refer  to 
th«listattheend. 

It  seems  not  unnecessary  to  require  attention  to  the  Hittory  of  the  Ci^mmon 
Prayer^  the  grounde  on  which  the  different  servieee  are  constructed,  and  the 
meaning  of  the  Rubrics.  Perhaps  a  careful  study  of  Dr.  Wheatley,  on  the 
Comnutn  Prayer,  and  of  the  late  work  of  Mr.  Reeves,  will  be  sufficient. 

Some  books  should  be  read  on  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  Office ;  such  as  St. 
Chrysostom  0/»  Ms  Priesthood,  Bishop  Burnet  on  the  Pastoral  Care,  and 
Bishop  Wilson's  Paroehialia.  It  is,  however,  to  be  remembered,  that  one  rea. 
son  for  studying  carefully  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  its  Rubrics,  is, 
that  by  the  help  of  these,  in  connection  with  what  belongs  in  Scripture  to  the 
Ministerial  character,  sufficient  information  of  its  duties  may  be  had. 

A  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons,  should  be  held  absolutely 
necessary.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will,  on  this  account,  be  soon  puh- 
Ijshed,  detached  from  the  Journals. 

To  set  down  what  books  shall  be  essential,  no  Student  to  be  ordained  without 
being /u2^y  prepared  to  answer  on  them,  is  more  difficult.  The  lowest  requisi- 
tion, is  as  follows : — Paley's  Evidences;  Mesheim,  with  a  reference  to  Mr. 
Hooker,  for  the  Episcopacy;  Stackkouse's  Body  of  Divinity;  and  Mr.  Reeves, 
on  the  Common  Prayer ;  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church ;  allowing 
in  the  Study  of  the  Scriptures,  a  latitude  of  choice  among  approved  Commen* 
tators ;  it  being  understood,  that  if  the  Student  cannot,  on  the  grounds  con- 
tained in  some  good  commentary,  ^v«  an  account  of  the  different  books^  and  ex- 
plainBuch  passages  as  may  be  proposed  to  him,  this  is  of  itself  a  disqualification. 

In  the  beginning  it  was  intimated,  that  the  course  to  be  recommended  would 
be  disproportioned  to  the  means  of  some,  and  fall  short  of  what  would  be  within 
the  compass  of  others.  For  the  benefit  of  the  latter,  we  publish  the  following 
list  of  books,  on  the  different  branches  of  ecclesiastical  knowledge. 

Daring  the  whole  course  of  study,  the  Student  will  endeavour,  by  the  grace 
of  God,  to  cultivate  his  heart  by  attention  to  devotional  and  practical  treatises ; 
several  of  which  will  be  mentioned  in  the  general  list  that  follows.

Ofikt  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sect.  1.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  every  ConventioD  by  ballot,  by  a* 
majority  of  votes,  a(\er  vi^a  voce  nominations.  Members  of  the  House  shall  not 
be  eligible.  If  but  one  person  is  nominated,  the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with. 
The  Secretary  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention, 
and  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  He  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed 
for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  shall  receive  the  testimonials  of  those 
who  ahall  there  attend  as  Members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ; 
shall  record  the  names  of  those  who  present  testimonials ;  and  when  such  lis^  is 
made,  shall  take  the  votes  of  those  named  in  it  for  a  President.  The  insertion  by 
the  Secretary,  in  the  list  so  made  by  him,  of  the  name  of  any  person  who  has 
presented  a  testimonial  of  his  appointment  as  a  Deputy,  shall  be  prima  fade  evi- 
dence of  the  right  of  such  person  to  a  seat;  but  as  soon  as  the  House  is  duly 
organized,  a  Committee  on  Elections  shall  be  appointed,  to  whom  the  testimonials! 
of  all  thoAe  claiming  to  be  Members  shall  be  referred. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House ;  trans- 
cribe them  with  all  Reports  into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  preserve  the 
Journal  and  Records  of  the  House ;  deliver  them  to  his  successor,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned  to  him  by  the  House.  He  may, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  House,  appoint  an  Assistant  Secretary.  If,  during 
the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  office  of 
Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there 
be  one;  if  not,  or  if  the  Assistant  Secretary  shall  die  or  resign,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  next 
General  Convention  is  to  meet.  ' 

Sect.  2.  In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  the  list  specified  in  the 
preceding  Section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every 
Diocese,  to  forward  to  him,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  a  copy  of  the  Journal 
of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  testi^ionials  of 
Memben  aforeiaid.

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HOUSE  OF  CLERICAL  AND  LAY  DEPUTIES. 


Niw-ToHK,  October  6tb,  1841. 

This  being  the  day  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  Divine  service  was  celebrated  in 
St  Paul's  Chapel. 

The  morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Lyell, 
D.D.,  of  New-York,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Proal,  D.D.,  of 
Western  New- York,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Right  Rev. 
Benjamin  T.  Onderdonk,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New- 
York.  The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Right 
Rev.  the  Senior  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  other  Bishops  present 

The  House  then  assembled,  and  the  Rev.  William  E.  Wjratt, 
D.D.  was  appointed  Chairman,  pro.  tem.^  and  the  Rev.  Henry 
Anthon,  D.D.,  Secretary ^ro.  tern. 

The  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  presented  testimonials  of  their 
respective  appointments,  which  together  with  a  Protest  from 
certain  of  the  Lay  Delegates  of  the  late  Diocesan  Convention 
of  New- York,  and  a  Letter,  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  in  re- 
lation to  the  Election  of  the  Delegates  from  the  Diocese  of 
Delaware,  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Rev.  Drs.  Mead 
and  Anthon,  and  Messrs.  Chambers,  Lewis,  and  Newton,  a  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Chair  to  examine  and  report  thereon. 

The  Committee  having  examined  the  above  documents,  re- 
ported to  the  House,  that  the  usual  Testimonials  had  been  pre- 
sented by  Deputies  from  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses,  and  that 
with  respect  to  the  other  papers  referred,  it  was  deemed  to  be 
beyond  the  province  of  the  Committee  to  pass  thereon,  but  that 
the  same  will  properly  be  the  subject  ot  investigation  by  the 
Committee  of  Electipns,  when  raised^ 
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The  Report  having  been  concurred  in  by  the  House,  the  fol- 
lowing Deputies  took  their  seats.

RULES   OF  ORDER. 

1.  The  Mominff  Service  of  the  Church  shall  be  performed 
every  day  during  me  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address 
the  Chair. 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
House,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mat- 
ter to  the  House,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  President,  confinii^  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  de- 
bate, without  leave  of  the  House. 
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6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  questiiMi,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any- private 
discourse. 

7,  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  ques* 
tion  is  put,  shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  perB00-» 
ally  interested  in  the  discussion. 

6.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion 
shall  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  post- 
pone it ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  amendnsent 
shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

11.  When  the  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear 
upon  the  minutes  of  this  House. 

The  Secretary  informed  the  House,  that  under  the  order  of 
yesterday,  he  had  appointed  the  Rev.  Hugh  Smith,  D.D.,  his 
Assistant. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Henshaw,  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  ap- 
pointed to  inform  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  organization  of 
this  House,  reported  that  the  duty  had  been  fulfilled. 

Dr.  Mead,  on  the  part  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  had  been 
assigned  the  providing  of  seats  for  the  Bishops,  and  the  appro- 
priating of  pews  for  the  members,  made  a  report,  which  was  coor 
curred  in  by  the  House,  except  that  part  which  allotted  parti- 
cular pews  to  particular  deputations.

The  Delegates  from  the  several  Dioceses,  were  called  on  for 
the  Documents  required  by  the  7th  Canon  of  1835,  and  for  the 
Certificate  required  by  the  55th  Canon,  in  relation  to  the  Gen- 
eral Seminary.  The  documents  which  were  presented,  were 
referred  to  the  Conunittee  on  the  State  o!  the  Church,  and  oii> 
the  Theological  Seminary,  respectively. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Admission  of  new  Dtooeses,  reported^ 
that  the  documents  laid  before  the  House,  in  relation  to  the  reg- 
ular organization  as  a  Diocese  of  the  Church  in  the  State  of 
Missouri,  and  its  acceding  to  the  authority,  and  recogniziiig  and 
adopting  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal Church  in  the  United  States,  were  satisfactory,  W  here* 
npon  it  was  resolvedj  (if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,)  That 
the  church  in  the  State  of  Missouri  be  received  into  unicm  with 
this  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book,  be  re- 
quested to  consider,  and  report  upon  the  propriety  of  adopting 
some  means  to  secure  entire  uniiormity  as  to  the  appropriate 
place  in  the  Service,  of  introducing  the  occasional  Prayers. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  commu- 
nicating their  concurrence  in  the  resolution  passed  by  this 
House,  that  the  Diocese  of  Missouri  be  admitted  into  union  with 
this  Convention.  Whereupon  the  Rev.  Frederick  F.  Peake, 
having  produced  the  usual  testimonial  of  appointment  as  a  De- 
puty from  said  Diocese,  took  his*seat  in  the  nou3e. 

The  Committee  on  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  reported,  that

Resolvedj  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  directed  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  so  altering  the  Canons,  as  to  make 
it  necessary  for  persons  offering  themselves  as  Candidates  for 
Orders,  who  have  been  previously  Candidates  in  any  other  Dio- 
cese, to  produce  letters  dimissory  from  the  ecclesiastical  author- 
ity of  the  Diocese,  in  which  they  were  formerly  Candidates. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  for  concurrence. 

Resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,)  That  the  Title 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society,  be  so  amended  as  to  read,  **  Amended  in  1823, 1829, 
1882,  1835,  and  1838." 

The  Committee  on  Elections  made  the  following  report :  « 

The  Committee  on  Elections  beg  leave  to  report :  That  they  have  exam- 
ined the  testimonials  presented  by  the  seyeral  sitting  members,  and  find  they 
are  duly  elected  and  appointed,  and  that  no  contreversy  exists  in  regard  to 
the  claims  to  seats,  except  as  to  the  Deputies  from  Delaware  and  New- 
York.  >  ^ 
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The  Committee  report  u  to  the  Depaties  from  the  Diocese  of  Delaware, 
that,  80  far  as  appears  to  the  Committee,  there  is  not  the  slightest  fboDda- 
tion  for  oafil  or  objection ;  and  they  recommend  the  osaal  resolution,  that 
they  are  entitled  to  seats. 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  matters  referred  to  them  in  relation 
(0  the  election  of  the  New- York  Depaties,  with  as  mnch  attention  as  the 
lime  and  means  of  information  within  their  control  would  allow.  The  facts 
of  the  case,  so  far  as  the  Committee  deem  it  necessary  to  state  them,  are, 
that  at  the  late  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York,  a 
Canon  was  passed  in  the  words  following : 

Canon  XIV,  of  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  of  New^York, 

SscT.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting  next 
preceding  a  stated  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  elect  by  the  concur- 
rent ballot  of  the  Clerical  and'  Lay  members,  four  Clergymen  and  four  Lay- 
men, to  act  as  Depaties  from  this  Diocese  to  ^e  General  Convention.  It 
shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  «nd  four  Laymen  as  Pro- 
visional Deputies,  to  act  in  the  case  hereinafter  mentioned ;  which  Deputies 
and  Provisional  Deputies,  shall  hold  their  respective  stations  until  succes- 
sors are  appointed,  and  shall  be  the  Deputies,  or  Provisional  Deputies,  for  any 
General  Convention  which  may  be  held  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  3.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  by  resignation,  removal  from  the 
Diocese,  death  or  otherwise,  among  the  Deputies,  or  Provisional  Deputies, 
between  the  stated  times  of  election,  the  vacancy  shall  be  supplied  by  any 
Convention,  during  or  prior  to  which  such  vacancy  shall  occur. 

Skct.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  signify  to  the 
Bishop,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention, 
their  acceptance  of  the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its 
duties :  in  default  of  which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of 
Provisional  Deputies,  so  many  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure,  as  far  as 
pacticable,  a  full  representation  of  the  Diocese.  And  the  Bishop  shall,  in 
uke  manner,  designate  from  the  same  list  of  Provisional  Deputies,  one  or 
more,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  supply  any  deficiency  in  the  representation  iof 
this  Diocese  which  may  in  any  way  occur ;  and  the  person  or  persons  so 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  being  (urnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sect.  4.  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  the  inability  of  the 
Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee.

This  Canon  was  an  alteration  of,  and  a  substitute  for,  a  Canon  which  had 
previously  existed  on  the  subject  of  the  election  of  Deputies,  and  which 
pre-existing  Canon  was  as  follows : 

CANON  IX. 
Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention, 

Sect.  1.  The  Convention  shall,  at  each  regular  annual  meeting,  elect  by 
the  concurrent  ballot  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members,  four  Clergymen  and 
four  Laymen,  to  act  as  Depaties  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion :  it  shall  also,  in  like  manner,  elect  four  Clergymen  and  four  Laymen 
as  ProTBEkmal  Deputies,  to  act  in  Uie  case  hereinafter  mentioned. 
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Skct.  2,  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  Deputies  elect,  to  si^ify  to  the 
Bishop,  on  some  day  within  three  weeks  of  the  meeting  of  the  Geneial 
Convention,  and  at  least  one  week  before  sach  meeting,  their  acceptance  of 
the  appointment,  and  their  intention  to  perform  its  dnties :  in  default  of 
which,  the  Bishop  shall  designate  from  the  list  of  ProTisional  Deputies,  so 
many  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  full  represen- 
tation of  the  Diocese :  and  the  person  or  persons  so  designated  by  the 
Bishop,  being  furnished  with  his  certificate  thereof,  shall  have  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  Deputies  duly  elected  by  the  Convention. 

Sect.  3.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  inability  of 
the  Bishop  to  act,  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Bishop  by  this  Canon,  shall 
be  exercised  by  the  Standing  Committee. 

Skct.  4.  The  Deputies  appointed  to  the  General  Convention,  as  provided 
for  in  the  1st  Section  of  this  Canon,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  next 
Diocesan  Convention,  and  until  others  axe  chosen  in  their  places. 

It  is  alleged  by  the  Memorialists,  that  the  change  or  amendment  of  the 
Canon,  which  was  so  made  in  the  last  session  of  the  Convention,  was  in- 
operative and  not  valid,  on  the  ground,  '^  That,  at  a  late  hour  on  the  evening 
of  the  laat  day  of  said  Diocesan  Convention,  when  but  a  bare  quorum  of  the 
Lay  Delegations  were  present,  an  amendment  to  the  Canons  having  a  bearing 
on  this  election,  was  passed,  in  contravention  of  the  Eighteenth  Canon  of 
said  Diocese,  which  provides  that,  **  No  proposed  alteration  of,  or  addition 
to,  the  Canons,  shall  hereafter  bo  considered  by  the  Convention,  unless  al 
least  one  day^s  previous  notice  be  given  thereof  in  open  Convention ;  nor, 
unless  by  unanimous  consent,  until  such  alteration  or  addition  shall  have 
been  referred  to,  and  reported  upon,  by  a  Committee  of  at  least  two  Presr 
byters  and  two  Laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted* 
during  the  same  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  both  orders  shall 
not  concur  therein  ;  but  in  such  case,  the  same  (unless  negatived  by  a  ma^ 
jority  of  the  members  present)  shall  ]ie  over  for  consideration  until  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Convention."  Under  this  amendment  to  Canqns, 
thus,  as  your  memorialists  believe,  illegally  passed,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Berriaa 
and  McVickar,  have  received  their  certificates,  as  duly  appointed  Delegates 
to  the  General  Convention." 

The  Committee  do  not  consider  the  particular  period  of  the  day  or  of  the 
session,  at  which  the  New- York  Convention  acted  on  this  subject,  to  vary 
the  legal  results  of  their  action.  The  Canon  objected  to  is  neither  more 
nor  less  valid,  than  if  the  Convention  had  continued  in  session  a  week  after 
its  enactment.  In  like  manner  they  pass  by  the  allegation,  that  "  a  bare 
quorum  of  the  Laity  were  present ;"  the  acts  of  such  quorum  being  as  valid, 
and  as  much  the  acts  of  "  the  Convention,"  as  if  every  member  had  been 
present. 

The  xmemorialists  have  not  set  forth  the  particular  provision  of  the  recited 
18th  Canon,  which  they  suppose  has  been  violated ;  but  the  Committee  have 
inferred  from  the  reference  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  and  day  of  the  ses- 
sion, and  the  absence  of  many  members,  which  is  prefixed  to  the  quotation 
of  the  Canon,  that  the  memorialists  intend  to  assert,  that  "  due  notice,"  as 
required  by  the  18th  Canon,  was  not  given. 

The  facts  in  reference  to  this  part  of  the  subject,  as  they  have  appeared 
to  the  Committee,  are — ^that  as  early  as  1838,  a  special  committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention  of  New- York,  to  inquire  what  changes,  if  any, 
were  necessary  in  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Diocese,  with  instmo- 
tiens  to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

This  committee  did  report  to  the  Convention  of  1839,  various  amend-

ments  and  alterations  in  their  Cpnstitation  and  Canons,  in  reference  to 
▼arious  subjects ;  and  amongst  others,  did  recommend  certain  alterations  in 
the  9th  Canon,  which  regulated  the  manner  of  electing  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention.  A  part  of  that  report  was  adopted,  and  another  part 
of  it,  including  the  proposed  alterations  and  amendments  to  their  9th  Canon, 
was  re-coramitted  to  the  same  special  committee,  who  were  instracted  again 
to  report  to  the  next  Convention. 

Your  Committee  forbear  to  give  the  particular  items  reported  or  adoptedf 
or  re-committed  in  the  session  of  1839  ;  being  unable  to  perceive  any  influ- 
ence sach  detail  could  have  on  the  question  before  them.  The  whole  may 
be  found  spread  at  large  on  the  face  of  the  Journal  of  the  New- York  Con* 
Tention  for  1839,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  returned,  for  the  examinationi 
of  those  who  may  desire  to  inspect  it. 

The  Special  Committee  again  reported  to  the  Convention  of  1840,  re- 
commending sundry  alterations,  both  in  their  Constitution  and  Canons ;  and 
amongst  others,  certain  alterations  in  their  9th  Canon,  being  the  same  alte- 
rations which  were  proposed  by  the  report  of  the  previous  year.  Thi?  re- 
port, together  with  the  report  of  another  committee,  was  agam  re-committed 
to  the  same  special  committee ;  who  again  reported  to  the  Convention  of 
1641,  advising  the  same  alterations. 

The  Convention  of  1841,  as  is  already  stated,  acted  upon  the  report  of  this 
special  committee,  and  amended  and  altered  their  9th  Canon.  These  altera- 
tions in  the  9th  Canon  were  in  the  words  proposed  by  the  report,  with  the 
ezeeption  of  one  branch  of  one  paragraph,  which  was  stricken  out,  whereby 
the  character  and  import  of  the  section  was  materially  varied. 

From  the  foregoing  narrative,  it  will  be  manifest  that  there  was  ample 
notice  given  of  the  proposed  alterations  of  certain  Canons,  one  of  which 
Canons  so  proposed  to  be  changed,  was  the  9th  Canon ;  the  alteration  or 
which  is  complained  of  by  the  memorial.  Your  Committee  assume,  that: 
the  object  of  the  18th  Canon,  was  to  avoid  surprise  upon  members  of  the* 
Convention,  and  to  ensure  notice  to  them  when  a  change  or  alteration 
of  a  Canon  was  proposed  ;  but  all  the  object  and  design,  as  well  as  the  lite- 
ral injunction  of  the  I8th  Canon,  seems  to  be  satisfied  by  the  proceeding 
which  had  occurred.  Surely,  after  a  report  regularly  required  and  made,  it 
oonld  not  be  the  occasion  of  surprise  that  the  subject  of  the  report  should  be 
acted  on.  Your  Committee  do  not  understand  the  memorialists  to  contend 
that  the  very  words  of  the  amendment  must  be  notified,  and  that  the  Con- 
vention could  not  enact  a  Canon  on  the  '*  subject  matter,'*  to  which  the 
notice  referred,  except  only  in  a  form  of  words  precisely  such  as  had  been 
written  or  spoken  when  notice  was  given.  Sach  an  idea  could  never  have 
been  entertained  by  the  authors  of  the  18th  Canon,  and  would  be  in  perfect 
hostility  with  similar  requirements  in  other  deliberative  bodies,  and,  indeed, 
with  all  the  requirements  of  convenience  and  despatch. 

Your  Committee  have  thus  far  attempted  to  shew,  that  the  grounds  upon 
which  the  memorialists  place  their  complaint,  are  not  sustained.  But  they 
deem  it  proper  also  to  say,  that  they  do  not  admit  the  sufficiency  of  those 
grounds,  even  if  they  were  fully  made  out  by  proof. 

The  Canon  requiring  notice,  should  have  been  urged,  if  the  facts  justified 
it,  when  the  Convention  of  New- York  was  about  to  act  upon  the  subject. 
It  was  a  preliminary  inquiry,  then  and  there,  to  the  introduction  of  such  a 
subject.  There  is  no  injunction  that  the  notice  shall  be  in  a  particular  form. 
It  is  to  be  in  *^open  Convention";  and  it  would  seem  a  verbal  declaration 
by  a  member,  that  on  a  given  future  day  he  designed  to  introduce  such  a 
proposition,  would  be  sufficient,  and  whether  the  Journal  did  or  did  not  notice 
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it,  yoar  Committee  tfaiok  that  in  the  afaeoDce  of  any  proof  to  the  eootniyt 
the  enactment  of  the  Canon  most  be  considered  as  ample  evidence  tliat  the 
notice  was  given  as  reqaired.  Bnt  the  Committee  go  yet  further,  and  ex- 
press the  decided  opinion,  that  if  there  was  proof  before  them  of  a  totel 
failure  to  give  notice,  as  required  by  the  18th  Canon,  yet  it  would  not  render 
the  Canon  passed  withoet  such  notice,  illegal.  The  Canon  (18)  afieots,  and 
is  intended  to  control  the  action  of  the  body  which  enacted  it,  and  was  de- 
signed as  a  security  against  imprudent  haste,  or  exceptionable  surprise.  If  a 
subsequent  Convention  shall  think  proper  in  a  particular  case  to  disregard 
the  check  or  restraint  thus  provided,  and  to  proceed  to  act  on  a  subject  within 
their  jurisdiction  without  the  preliminary  steps  decided  by  such  Canon,  it  will 
not  be  competent  to  go  into  a  history  of  the  preliminary  stages  of  proceed- 
ing to  vitiate  their  enactment.  Rules  of  Order  are  of  as  much  force  and 
obligation  while  they  exiBt,  as  a  Canon  which  prescribes  a  mode  of  pro- 
ceeding. Yet  a  Canon  passed  in  violation  of  a  Rule  of  Order,  wUl  deariy 
be  valid,  as  will  a  law  passed  in  a  Legislative  body : — e.  g. — in  Congress, — 
although  introduced  and  acted  on  confessedly  in  disregard  of  a  Rule  of  Order. 

In  every  view,  therefore,  in  which  the  case  can  be  regarded,  the  Com- 
mittee are  brought  to  the  conclusion,  that  there  is  no  legal  or  canonical 
ground,  on  which  the  objections  of  the  memorialists  can  be  soccessluUy 
made;  and  they  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolntion  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  Rev.  Drs.  Anthon,  Lyell,  Berrian,  and  McVickar,  are 
entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention  as  Clerical  Deputies  from  the  IMoceoe  of 
New -York,  and  Thomas  L.  Ogden,  Stephen  Warren,  Peter  A.  Jay,  and 
James  Emott,  Esquires,  are  entitled  to  seats  as  Lay  Deputies  from  the  same 
Diocese.

When,  on  motion,  it  was  rtsolved,  That  the  report  be  adopted, 
with  the  exception  of  that  part  which  refers  to  the  deputation 
from  New- York. 

After  which  it  was  resolved^  That  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee,  referring  to  the  deputation  from  New- York,  be 
adopted. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  requested  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  Canon,  declaring 
whether  the  practice  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  delecting 
the  appointment  of  their  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  to 
their  Bishops,  or  Delegations,  or  Standing  Committees,  be  not  in 
contravention  of  the  2d  Article  of  the  Constitution,  and  whether, 
if  it  be  not,  it  be  not  expedient  to  pass  a  Canon  forbidding  it 

Leave  of  absence  for  the  remainder  of  the  session  was  granted 
to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman,  of  Maine,  to  Mr.  John  Potter,  rf 
New- Jersey,  and  to  Mr.  Z.  Gould,  of  Indiana. 

On  motion,  resolved^  unanimously,  that  the  alteration  of  the 
1st  and  6th  articles  of  the  Constitution  proposed  at  the  General 
Convention  of  1838,  recorded  on  page  167  ot  the  printed  Minutes 
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of  that  Convention,  and  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions,  be  now  adopted  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops 
for  their  concurrence. 

On  motion,  resolved^  that  a  committee  of  five  persons  be  ap« 
pointed  to  inquire  and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  providing 
oy  resolution  or  otherwise,  that  the  Secretary  of  this  House 
shall  not  be  a  member  of  it ;  that  he  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  General  Convention,  and  until  a  successor  be 
chosen ;  and  what  shall  be  his  duties  during  the  recess  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Resolved^  That  the  said  committee  be  instructed  to  inquire 
and  report  as  to  the  expediency  of  establishing  any,  and  if  any, 
what  regulation  as  to  the  manner  of  organizing  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  at  its  first  meeting,  and  of  ascertain- 
ing the  nght  to  seats  of  those  claiming  to  oe  members  of  the 
House.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Coit,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoit,  and  Messrs. 
J.  S.  Smith,  Whitehead,  and  Chambers,  were  appointed  said 
committee. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform* 
in^  this  House  that  they  concur  in  the  resolutions  of^the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  amending  the  title  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

On  motion,  resolved^  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  adding  to  Canon  8th 
of  1832,  the  following  words,  viz.  "  And  have  oeen  in  Priest's 
Orders  in  this  Church  at  least  seven  years." 

On  motion,  resolved^  that  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  the  Canons, 
so  as  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  performance  of  temporary 
Episcopal  Missionary  Services ;  and  for  securing  to  this  Con- 
vention, at  each  session,  an  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the 
Church. 

The  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book  ofiered  the  following 
reporty  viz, — 

The  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book  respectfally  report,  Thst  it  did  nol 
appear  to  them  that  any  basuieaa  deTolved  on  them  at  the  present  time,  con- 
neoted  with  the  Prayer  Book,  with  the  exception  of  the  Reeolation  of  this 
Hoose,  requesting  them  to  consider,  and  report  upon  the  propriety^of  adopt- 
ing some  means  to  seenre  entire  uniformity  as  to  the  appropriate  place  in 
the  serrice  for  introducing  the  occasional  prayers.  They  havp  considered, 
and  now  report  on  this  subject  as  follows :  That  while  the  different  construos- 
tions  given  to  the  Rubric,  as  it  is  now  worded,  prefixed  to  the  occasional 
prayers  and  thanksiTings  exists,  there  probably  will  not  be-  that  uniformity 
in  this  part  of  the  service  which  is  so  desirable.  While  some  assert  that  the 
Prayer  of  St.  Chrysostom,  and  the  Apostolic  Benediction  are  the  two  prayers 
lefened  to,  others  contend  that  reference  is  made  to  what  is  called  the  6ene« 
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ml  ThanksgiTiDg,  and  the  Prayer  of  St.  Ghrysostom.  The  difference  of 
t)piDioD  U  doubtless,  in  a  great  measure,  the  cause  of  the  discrepancy  referred 
to ;  and  as  your  Committee  are  unwilling  to  recommend  an  alteration  in  the 
Rubric,  they  would  respectfully  suggest  that  some  explicit  recommendation 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  would  be  the  best  means  of  guarding  against  this 
particular  want  of  uniformity :  and  the  Committee  would  therefore  tea* 
peetfully  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : — 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  be  respectfully  requested  to  express 
their  opinion  on  the  proper  construction  of  the  Rubric,  which  prescribes 
the  place  in  the  service  where  the  occasional  prayers  and  thanksgivings 
shall  be  introduced.

Whereupon,  the  concluding  resolution  was  taken  up,  con- 
sidered, and  on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  Committee  on  Expenses  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Expenses  respectfully  report,  That  they  have  examined 
the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  and  find  his  receipts  and  expenditures  verified 
by  sufficient  and  satisfactory  vouchers.  The  balimce  in  his  hands  is  8121.09. 
The  Committee  will  be  unable  to  make  a  final  report  till  the  quotas  of  the 
several  Dioceses  be  paid,  and  a  full  list  of  the  Clergy  be  obtained.  It  was 
recommended  at  the  last  Convention,  by  the  Committee  on  Expenses,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  increasing  duties  of  the  Secretary,  "  A  Treasurer  be 
appointed  to  this  Convention,  and  that  he  be  authorised  to  invest  from  time 
to  time,  for  the  benefit  of  this  Convention,  such  surplus  funds  as  he  may 
have  in  his  hands."  In  consequence  of  this  recommendation,  a  simple  reso* 
lution  was  passed  to  elect  a  Treasurer,  without  defining  his  duties,  or  spe- 
oiiying  the  term  of  holding  his  office.  Your  Committee,  therefore,  respect- 
fully recommend  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  Canon.

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  Canon  recommended  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  altering  Section  7th  ot 
Canon  4th  of  1838,  so  that  it  shall  read  "  two  years,"  in  the  con- 
cluding line  in  the  place  of  "  one,**  as  it  now  stands ;  and  of  so 
altering  Section  4th  of  Canon  7th  of  1838,  as  that  it  shall  read, 
**  one  year  or  more,"  in  the  second  line,  in  the  place  of  "  six 
months,"  as  it  now  stands. 

The  House  adjourned. 


October  11,  1841. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  P.  A.  Proal,  D.D.,  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New- York,  assisted  by  the  I^v.  H.  V. 
D.  Johns,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

The  following  Deputies  appeared  and  took  their  seats : 

From  North- Carolina.— The  Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.D. 

From  New-Hampshire. — Mr.  Ide. 
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The  minutes  of  Saturday  were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

Mr.  Gardiner,  a  Lay  Deputy  from  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  was 
added  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  in  the  place 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman,  absent  on  leave. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  as  **  Canon  1st  of  1841,*' 
the  following  Canon,  which^  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  sent 
to  the  House  of  Bishops  for  their  concurrence ; 

CANON  I.  OF  1841. 

Of  ike  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

At  OTAry  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  ConTention,  a  Treasurer  shall 
be  chosen,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  and 
Qiitil  a  saccessor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse 
all  moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which 
the  collection  and  distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be  regulated ;  and  to  in- 
vest, from  time  to  time,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Convention,  such  surplus 
funds  as  he  may  have  on  hand.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  triennially 
to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  acting  under  its 
authority.    In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  sup- 

¥lied  by  an  appointment  to  be  made  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
)iocese  to  which  he  belonged ;  and  the  person  so  appointed,  shall  continue 
to  act  until  an  appointment  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  stating, 
that  thev  have  concurred  with  this  House  in  adopting  the  pro- 
posed alterations  of  the  1st  and  6th  Articles  of  the  Constitution^ 
as  found  on  page  167,  of  the  Journal  of  1838.  Appendix  F. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  whether  Section' 3d  of  Canon  4th  of  1838, 
may  not  be  so  altered  as  to  allow  persons  who  would  become 
Candidates  for  Orders,  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  DiocesG^  evidence  of  their  having  a  diploma,  instead  of  the 
diploma  itself. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Coit  was  added  to  the  Committee  on  the  Gen- 
eral Theological  Seminary,  in  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morss. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  the  House  go  into  an  election,  on 
Wednesday  next,  at  12  o'clock,  of  a  committee,  to  act  with  a 
committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  nominating  a  Board  of 
Missions. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  this  House  will  adjourn  to-day  at 
1  o'clock. 

The  following  resolutions  were  offered,  and,  on  motion,  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary 
Society : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Convention  feels  a  deep  interest  in  the 
recent  movements  in  behalf  of  the  Jews,  and  in  the  faithful  zeal 
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of  our  Mother  Church  of  England,  in  the  same  cause ;  and  be- 
lieves that  the  time  has  come  when  a  similar  movement  should 
be  made  by  our  Church,  through  the  agency  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

3.  Resolved^  That  this  Convention  instruct  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions to  bestow  early  and  efficient  attention  upon  the  su^cct  of 
the  condition  of  the  Jews,  especially  such  as  reside  in  the  United 
States,  and  to  mature  and  adopt  such  .measures  as  may  be  deem- 
ed proper  for  bringing  them  to  the  unity  of  the  faith,  the  bosom 
of  the  Church  of  God,  and  the  saving  knowledge  of  the  Messiah. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  referred  to  the  spe- 
cial Committee  on  the  resolution,  &c.  for  the  election  of  a  Sec- 
retary, &c. : 

Resolved^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this 
Convention,  to  procure  a  substantial  Blank  Book,  to  be  lettered, 
Minutes  of  the  General  Convention  of  the  Prot.  Epis.  Ch.  in  the 
U.  S.,  with  a  proper  Index,  and  to  have  transcribed  therein,  at 
the  expense  of  this  Convention,  the  approved  Minutes  of  this 
Convention,  at  its  present,  and  all  subsequent  sessions,  excluding 
all  papers  not  forming  a  part  of  said  Minutes,  nor  ordered  by 
Convention  to  be  entered  therein,  and  to  authenticate  the  said 
Minutes  with  his  signature ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  hand 
over  the  said  book  to  his  successor  in  office. 

The  following  resolution  was  ofiered,  and,  on  motion,  laid  on 
the  table : 

Resolvedy  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  the  next 
Triennial  Convention  of  this  body  be  held  at  Baltimore. 

On  motion,  resolved,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That 
on  and  after  Wednesday  next,  the  hour  oi  meeting  during  the 
remainder  of  the  session,  be  at  10  o'clock  instead  of  9. 

Dr.  Edward  Mitchell,  of  South-Carolina,  and  the  Rev.  J.  B. 
Britton,  of  Indiana,  asked,  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  the  motion  to  refer 
was  negatived : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book  be  directed 
to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  preparing  a  Table  of  Select 
Lessons,  to  be  used  instead  of  the  Lessons  for  the  day,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  officiating  clergyman. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and  on  motion,  indefi- 
nitely postponed : 

Resolved,  (with  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops,) 
That  this  Convention  will  close  its  session  on  Wednesday  eve- 
nii^  next,  at  8  o'clock. 

The  House  adjourned. 
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October  12,  1841. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

It  appearing  that  there  was  not  a  quorum  present,  it  was,  on 
motion, 

Resolvedy  That  after  attending  divine  service,  and  the  Conse- 
cration of  the  Bishop  elect  of  Delaware,  this  House  do  stand 
adjourned  until  the  usual  hour  on  Wednesday  morning. 

The  House  adjourned. 


October  13,  1841.  ^ 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Burroughs,  of  New- 
Hampshire,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morss,  of  Massachusetts.

The  minutes  of  the  11th  and  12th  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  stating 
that  they  concur  with  this  House  in  their  resolution  of  Monday 
last,  to  meet  on  Wednesday  next  at'  10  A.  M.,  instead  of  9 
o'clock,  for  Divine  Service. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  stating 
that  they  concur  witli  this  House  in  passing  Canon  1st  of  1841, 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention.  ^ 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  resolution,  laid  upon  the  table 
on  the  11th  instant,  proposing  Baltimore  as  the  place  of  meeting 
for  the  next  General  Convention,  be  now  taken  up ;  whereupon 
an  amendment  was  offered,  proposing  Cincinnati  as  the  place  of 
meeting ;  and  a  second  amendment,  proposing  St.  Louis  as  such 
place,  when  the  resolution  and  amendments  were  postponed  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  the  following  substitute,  which  was 
passed. 

Resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  of  six  members  on  the  part 
of  this  House,  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  House  of  Bishops, 
respecting  the  place  of  the  next  meeting  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion. On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  resolution  of  the  11th 
instant,  naming  "Baltimore,"  together  with  the  amendments,  ^ 

be  referred  to  said  Joint  Committee.    Committee  on  the  part 
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of  this  House,  the  Rev,  Dr.  Strong,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  C.  H. 
Page,  F.  H.  Cuming,  and  Lucius  iSmith,  and  the  Hon.  Wm. 
W.  Boardman,  and  Edward  J.  Stiles,  Esq. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  had  passed  the  accompanying  Canon :  enti- 
tled, '*  Of  a  Clergyman  absenting  himself  from  his  Diocese." 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons. 

The  following  reports  were  received  from  the  Committee  on 
Canons : 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  who  were  instraeted  to  inquire  whether  Sec- 
tion 3d  of  Canon  4tb,  of  1838,  may  not  be  so  altered  as  to  allow  persons  who 
would  become  Candidates  for  Orders,  to  present  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  evidence  of  their  having  a  Diploma,  instead  of  the  Diploma 
itself;  and  who  were  also  directed  to  inquire  as  to  the  expediency  of  ao 
altering  the  same  Canon  as  to  make  it  necessary  for  persons  offering  them- 
selves as  Candidates  for  Orders,  who  have  previously  been  Candidates  in 
any  other  Diocese,  to  produce  letters  dimissory  from  the  Ecclesiastical 
•  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  they  were  formerly  Candidates ;  and  also 
to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  altering  section  7th  of  the  same  Canon,  so 
that  it  shall  read  two  years  in  the  concluding  line, — report : 

That  in  their  opinion  all  the  proposed  alterations  are  expedient.  They 
recommend  that  to  the  first  section  of  Canon  4th,  of  1838,  the  following 
clause  be  added  : — 

**  No  person  who  has  been  previously  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  any  Dio- 
cese, and  from  any  cause  has  ceased  to  be  such,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Can- 
didate in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Ecclesi- 
astical authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  previously  a  Candidate,  a 
Certificate,  decla:ing  the  cause  for  which  he  ceased  to  be  such." 

In  the  3rd  Section,  2d  line,  add  after  the  word  "  Diploma,"  *'  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a  Graduate  of  some  University  or  College." 

The  Committee,  in  conformity  with  the  practice  which  experience  has 
shewn  to  be  convenient,  report  herewith  the  whole  Canon  as  altered,  and 
recommend  its  adoption.

CANON. 
Of  Candidates  for  Orders, 

Sac.  1.  Every  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in 
this  Church,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  he  do 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare 
whether  he  has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other 
Diocese.  No  person  who  has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Can- 
didate in  any  Diocese,  and  has  been  refused  admission,  or,  having  been  ad- 
mitted, has  afterwards  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Can- 
didate in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  former  Dio- 
cese, a  certificate,  declaring  the  cause  for  which  he  was  refused  admission, 
or  for  which  he  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate. 
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Sbct.  2.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  he  intends  to 
apply  for  Orders,  a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  »of  the  Diocese 
of  the  said  Bishop,  that  from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid 
before  them,  they  believe  that  he  is  pious,  sober,  and  honest ;  that  he  is  at- 
tached to  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  and  a  Communicant  of  the  same ;  and,  in  their  opinion,  possesses 
such  qualifications,  as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  ministry 
to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And  when  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  do  not  certify  as  above,  from  personal  knowledge,  the  testi- 
monials laid  before  them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  full  as  the 
certificate  above  required,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Presbyter,  and 
four  respectable  Laymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

SxoT.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to  be- 
eome  a  Candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory 
diploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some 
University  or  College,  or  a  certificate  from  the  instructor  or  instructors  of 
some  approved  literary  institution,  which  certificate  must  state  what  have 
been  his  studies,  and  the  extent  of  his  improvement  in  them  ;  or  a  certifi- 
cate from  two  Presbyters,  appointed  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese,  to  examine  him,  of  his  possessing  such  academical  learning  as 
may  enable  him  to  enter  advantageously  on  a  course  of  Theology. 

Sbct.  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes  the 
knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  other  branches 
of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before 
them  a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating, 
that  in  their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natural  under- 
standing, a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  large  share  of  prudence ;  and 
the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted 
said  dispensation.  This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person 
under  twenty-seven  years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained  under 
SQch  dispensation,  until  he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  age.  And  in 
regard  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  in  all  cases  in  these 
Canons,  the  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation,  without 
reference  to  the  age  of  the  Candidate,  as  mentioned  in  this  section. 

Sbct.  5.  With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made 
known  to  the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be 
the  test  of  any  outward  standard — an  inward  fear  and  worship  of  Almiohtt 
God  ;  a  love  of  religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence ;  a  habit  of 
devout  affection ;  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces  which  are 
called  in  scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  his  sacred  in- 
fluences can  be  manifested. 

Sect,  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record. 
And  in  any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Comftittee  may, 
00  the  same  conditions,  admit  the  person  aa  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make 
record  and  notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Sbct.  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Standi 
ing  Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  er,  if 
there '  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candi- 
date for  the  term  oi  three  years  before  his  ordinatioi^  unless  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  te 
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ordain  the  Candidate  after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  lew  than 
two  years. 

Sect.  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letter  of  dismission  from  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  he  was  admitted  a 
Candidate,  be  ordained  by  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  And  if  there  be  a 
Bishop  within  the  Diucese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  he  shall  apply  to  no 
other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the  former. 

Sect.  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after 
his  admission,  apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  here- 
after prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission,  ap- 
ply to  have  his  third  and  fourth  examinations  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for 
satisfactory  reasons  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  farther  time,)  the  said 
person  shall,  in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate. 

SacT.  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  OrderSy 
shall  apply  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which 
he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  shall  give  their 
consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese.  Candidates  shall  not 
change  their  Canonical  residence  but  for  bona  fide  causes,  requiring  the 
same  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority ;  and  they 
shall  not  be  dismissed  from  the  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to 
which  they  have  been  duly  transferred,  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any 
Theological  or  other  Seminary. 

Sect.  11.  The  4th  Canon  of  1838,  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  who  were  instructed  to  inquire  and  report  as 
to  the  expediency  of  so  altering  Sect.  4th  of  Canon  7th  of  1838,  as  that  it 
shall  read,  ^*  one  year  or  more,''  in  the  2d  line,  in  place  of  "six  months,''  as 
it  now  stands — Report : 

That  in  their  opinion  the  alteration  proposed  is  expedient. 

They  report  herewith  a  Canon  so  amended,  as  a  substitute  for  Canon  7th 
of  1838.

CANON. 

Concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  in  this  Church,  who  have  been  Minis- 
ters, Licentiates,  or  Students  of  Theology,  among  other  Religious  De- 
nominations, 

Sect.  1.  All  persons  seeking  admission  to  the  Minutry  of  this  Church, 
are  to  be  regarded  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Sect.  3.  When  a  person  who,  not  having  had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has 
been  acknowledged  as  an  Ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate,  among  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordained  in  this  Church,  he 
shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides ;  or  if  he  resides  in 
a  State  or  Territory  in  which  there  is  no  organized  Diocese,  to  the  Mission- 
ary Bishop,  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides ;  which  notice  shall  be  ae- 
eompaniecf  with  *a  vrritten  certificate  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this 
Church,  stating,  that  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  party,  or  satisfactory 
evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave  the  denomi- 
nation to  which  he  has  belonged,  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  unfa^ 
Torable  to  his  religions  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which  it  may 
be  inexpedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church ; 
and  they  may  also  kdd  what  they  know,  or  believe,  on  good  authority,  of 
4ho  oiieomstances  leading  to  the  said  desire.   . 
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Sect.  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall  think  proper  to  pro- 
ceed, the  party  applying  to  be  received  aa  a  Candidate,  ehall  produce  to  the 
Standing  Uommittee  the  same  testimonials  of  literary  qaalifieations,  as  are 
required  of  all  other  Candidates  ;  and  also  a  testimonial  from  at  least  twelve 
members  of  the  denomination  from  which  he  came,  or  twelve  members  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  or  twelve  persons,  in  part  of  the  denomi- 
nation from  which  he  came,  and  in  part  Episcopalians,  satisfactory  to  the 
Committee,  that  the  applicant  has^  for  three  years  last  past,  lived  pionsly, 
soberly,  aod  honestly ;  and  also,  a  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Presbyters 
of  this  Church,  that  they  believe  him  to  be  pious,  sober,  and  honest,  and 
sincerely  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church. 
The  Standing  Committee  being  satisfied  on  these  points,  may  recommend 
him  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church ; 
or  in  a  vacant  Diocese,  the  Standing  Committee  may  so  receive  him. 

Sect.  4.  Candidates  admitted  as  above,  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a  period 
not  less  than  one  year,  be  ordained  on  their  passing  the  same  examinations 
as  other  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders ;  and  in  the  examinations,  special 
regard  shall  be  had  to  those  points,  in  which  the  denomination  whence  they 
come,  differs  from  this  Church,  with  a  view  of  testing  their  information  and 
soundness  in  the  same ;  and  also  to  the  ascertaining  that  they  are  ade- 
quately acquainted  with  the  liturgy  and  offices  of  this  Church ;  provided, 
that  in  their  case  the  testimonials  shall  be  required  to  cover  only  the  time 
since  their  admission  as  Candidates  for  Orders  :  and  provided,  also,  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Canon  concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  as  far  as  the 
same  relates  to  the  age  of  the  person  to  whom  the  dispensation  may  be 
granted,  and  the  mode  and  restrictions  in  and  under  which  the  same  may  be 
granted,  shall  apply  to  the  persons  mentioned  in  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Ministry,  of  any  other  denomination, 
who  applies  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  may 
be  allowed  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  period  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  a  Student  of  The- 
ology, or  Candidate  in  such  other  denomination:  provided,  the  time  so 
allowed  does  not  exceed  two  years. 

Seot.  6.  When  any  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has 
been  acknowledged  an  Ordained  Minister  among  any  other  denomination  of 
Christians,  shall  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  the  Bishop  to  whom  appli- 
cation is  made,  shall  require  of  him  (in  addition  to  the  above  qualifications) 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United 
States  previous  to  his  application. 

Sect.  7.  The  7th  Canon  of  1838,  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  "  To  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  Canon,  declaring  whether  the  prae- 
tice  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  in  delegating  the  appointment  of  their 
Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  to  their  Bishops,  or  Delegates,  or  the 
Standing  Committees,  be  not  in  contravention  of  the  2d  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution, and  whether,  if  it  be  not,  it  be  not  expedient  to  pass  a  Canon  for- 
bidding it — Report :  That  in  their  opinion  the  practice  of  several  of  the 
Dioceses,  under  the  3d  Article  of  the  Constitution,  may  be  considered  as  liable 
to  objection  ;  and  with  the  view  to  remove  the  same  for  the  future,  they 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,)  That  it  be  made  known  ta 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  that  it  is  proposed  to  alter  at  the  next 
General  Convention,  the  2d  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Churoh,  b^ 
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introdttciQfi^  in  the  third  line,  after  the  words  "  Conyention  of  the  Diocese," 
the  words  **  or  in  sach  m&nner  as  the  said  GonTention  n^ay  prescribe--- 
which  choice  shall  not  be  delegated  to  any  other  person  or  persons." 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  above  resolution  was  taken  up  for 
consideration,  and  indefinitely  postponed. 

The  same  Committee,  to  whom  the  resolution  was  referred  to  inqaire  into 
the  expediency  of  adding  to  Canon  8th  of  1832,  entitled  '*  Of  the  age  of 
those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  or  Consecrated,"  the  words,  "  nor  until  he  has 
been  at  least  soTsn  years  in  Priest's  Orders," — ^report : 

That  in  furtherance,  as  they  suppose,  of  the  spirit  of  the  former  Canon 
on  the  subject,  they  recommend  that  Canon  8th  of  1832,  be  repealed,  and 
the  following  Canon  substituted  in  its  place. 

CANON. 
Of  the  Age  of  those  u>ho  are  to  he  Ordained  or  Consecrated, 

Deacon^s  Orders  shall  not  be  conferred  on  any  person  until  he  shall  be 
twenty-one  years  old ;  nor  Priest^s  Orders  on  any  one  until  he  shall  be 
twenty-four  years  old ;  and  no  Deacon  shall  be  ordained  Priest,  until  he 
shall  have  been  a  Deacon  one  year,  except  for  reasonable  cause  it  shall 
otherwise  seem  good  unto  the  Bishop.  No  man  shall  be  consecrated  a 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  been  in  Priest's  Orders  six 
years.

The  proposed  alterations  of  Canon  4th,  of  1838,  which  ac- 
companied the  reports,  were  then  taken  up,  and  on  motion,  Sec- 
tions 1st  and  3d  were  adopted  as  amended. 

Section  7th  being  under  consideration,  at  12  o'clock  the  House 
proceeded  to  the  C&der  of  the  Day,  viz.  the  election  by  ballot  of 
a  Committee  of  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  Members  of  the 
House,  to  act  with  a  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in 
nominating  a  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Rev.  J.  J.  Scott  and  Mr.  Lucius  C.  Duncan  were  ap- 
pointed Tellers,  who  having  taken  and  counted  the  bcJlots,  re- 
ported the  following  persons,  as  duly  elected,  viz. 

Anthon  and  Henshaw,  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Buxton,  Of  the  Laitv,  E.  A.  Newton,  and  James  S.

The  House  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  proposed  altera- 
tions of  Section  7th,  when  on  motion  that  they  be  adopted,  the 
Clerical  and  Lay  Representation  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia, 
required  that  the  vote  in  each  order  should  be  taken  by  Dioceses, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  Article  2d  of  the  Constitution.

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  compliance  with  the  7th 
Canon  of  1835,  respectfully  send  to  the  House  of  Bishops  the  following  view 
of  the  State  of  the  Church,  compiled  from  Documents^upplied  by  the  Dele- 
gates from  the  Dioceses  respectirely  represented  in  this  CouTention. 

In  transmitting  this  report,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  solicit 
for  the  Church  the  prayers  and  blessing  of  the  Bishops,  and  request  their 
counsel  in  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  Clergy  and  Members  of  the  Church.

MAINE. 

A  most  anusQftl  circamstance  roast  be  stated  with  respect  to  this  Diocese. 
Not  a  single  Clergyman  is  now  ivithin  its  precincts,  who  was  reported  as  be« 
longing  to  it  at  the  sitting  of  the  last  General  Convention.  This  entire 
ohange  of  Clergy  has  much  delayed  the  progress  of  the  Church ;  bat.  by 
the  blessing  of  6od,  the  vacant  places  have  beea supplied ;  and  the  Church  ia 
Maine  is  now  in  a  more  flourishing  condition, both  externally  and  with  respect 
to  its  spiritual  state,  than  it  ever  was  before.  The  church  at  Bangor,  which 
three  years  since  was  overwhelmed  with  debt,  and  whose  beautiful  edifiea 
waa  subsequently  taken  upon  execution,  is  now,  by  the  great  exertion  of  its 
late  Rector,  entirely  free  from  embarrassment ;  and  though  it  is  at  present 
without  a  pastor,  it  is  in  immediate  expectation  of  one  ;  and  there  is  every 
pfobability  of  Its  soon  becoming  a  strong  church.  In  the  summer  of  the  last 
year  Mr.  Freeman  removed  from  Bangor  to  Augusta*  the  capital  of  the 
State,  where  he  has  succeeded  in  establishing  a  church  ;  and  a  neat  Gothic 
edifice  is  in  the  course  of  erection,  which  will  probably  be  ready  for  conse- 
cration in  November.  An  abortive  attempt  to  establish  the  church  in 
that  place,  was  made  some  years  since ;  but  as  the  effort  was  continued  only 
a  few  weeks,  it  would  not  have  been  here  mentioned,  had  it  not  been  noticea 
in  the  last  Triennial  Report,  as  a  congregation  belon^ng  to  the  Diocese. 
The  church  in  Portland  has  greatly  increased  within  the  last  three  years,  and 
is  now  in  a  very  flourishiog  condition.  Its  edifice  has  been  repaired,  rena^ 
med  and  reconsecrated. 

The  prejudice  against  the  Episcopal  Church,  derived  from  our  puritanic 
forefathers,  which  has  so  long  retarded  the  growth  of  the  Church  in  New- 
England,  is  rapidly  passing  away.  It  is  not  long  since  that  few  of  any  other 
denomination  believed  that  any  real  piety  could  be  found  among  its  mem- 
ben  ;  but  now  it  is  treated  by  them  all  as  an  evangelical  Church.  Effi- 
cient laborers  are  now  only  wanting,  with  the  continued  favor  of  the 
Almighty,  for  its  rapid  increase  ;  and  more  congregations  might  now  have 
been  reported,  but  for  the  continued  change  amooff  the  Clergy,  spoken  of 
above.  There  are  several  places,  where,  with  suitable  exertion,  societies 
might  be  established ;  and  one  where  the  services  of  a  missionary  have 
beeji  urgently  solicited. 

^  There  are  5  parishes,  4  of  which  have  Rectors,  and  the  5th  is  in  inmie- 
diate  expectation  of  a  minister.  There  are  5  Clergymen,  one  of  whom  is 
stationed  at  Houlton,  as  a  chaplaita  and  teacher  in  the  service  of  the  United 
Stotes. 

Two  churches  have  been  consecrated,  and  one  is  in  progress. 

Two  Candidates  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  and  one  Deacon  admitted 
to  Priest^s  Orders. 

$017  have  been  contributed  to  the  two  Treasuries  of  the  General  Board 
of  Missions,  and  perhaps  $100  to  the-  Domestic  Missionary  Society  of  the 
State.  These  contribations,  though  much  smaller  than  they  should  be,  yet 
aa  they  are  more  thanilouble  what  they  were  two  years  since,  taken  in  con- 
nection with  the  increase  of  those  who  renew  their  baptismal  covenant  in 
the  holy  rite  of  Confirmation,  and  the  increasing  numbers  of  CommunicantSi 
may  be  considered  as  evidence  of  growth  in  grace. 

The  present  number  of  Sunday  School  Teachers,  is  72 ;  Scholars,  430 ; 
Communicants,  374.  Owing  to  the  change  of  Clergymen,  the  reports  are 
not  sufficiently  accurate  to  enable  a  statement  to  be  made  of  the  Baptisms, 
Deaths,  and  Marriages.     Number  Confirmed,  185. 
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NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 

The  condition  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocece,  is  decidedly  better  than  it 
was  at  the  last  General  Convention.  It  numbers  now  ten  Clergymen,  tweWe 
Parishes,  about  420  Families,  and  500  Communicants.  There  haye  been 
337  Baptisms ;  of  which  50  were  adults,  and  177  were  children.  There 
have  been  51  Marriages;  131  Funerals;  and  193  persons  hare  been  Con- 
firmed. There  are  340  Sunday  Scholars,  and  70  Teachers.  There  is  one 
Parish  Library,  containing  about  400  volumes ;  and  there  are  several  Sun- 
day School  Libraries,  containing  more  than  800  volumes.  Three  persona 
have  recently  made  application  to  be  Candidates  for  Orders ;  and  their  tes- 
timonials are  under  consideration ;  one  person  is  a  Candidate  for  Orders ; 
one  person  has  been  ordained  a  Deacon ;  and  two  persons  have  been  ordain- 
ed Priests.  Episcopal  services  have  been  performed  several  times  at  Man- 
chester, a  new  and  flourishing  manufacturing  village,  which  has  rapidly  in- 
creased to  a  population  of  about  4000  inhabitants.  An  Episcopal  society 
will  probably  soon  be  organized  there ;  and  they  are  solicitous  of  the  ser- 
vices of  a  regularly  settled  minister  among  them.  Could  our  General  Mia- 
mnary  Society  render  them  aid  for  two  or  three  years,  a  large  societr 
would  doubdess  soon  be  established  in  that  important  station.  At  the  vif« 
lage  of  Plainfleld,  a  few  miles  north  of  the  town  of  Cornish,  an  Episcopal 
society  has  been  recently  organized  ;  and  there  is  reason  to  believe,  that  it 
will  be  permanently  established.  They  are  allowed  in  part  the  use  of  a  neat 
and  convenient  house  for  public  worship.  The  Bishop  recently  preached 
there,  and  confirmed  four  persons. 

A  new  and  handsome  Gothic  church  has  been  built  in  Concord,  and  was 
Consecrated  January  1,  1840,  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Provisional  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.  Another  church,  costing,  with  the  land  on  which  it  is  built,  more 
than  5000  dollars,  has  been  erected  at  Dover.  The  edifice  is  an  uncom- 
monly beautiful  model  of  Gothic  architecture.  It  was  consecrated  by  the 
Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Griswold,  March  17,  1841.  The  Parish  at  Dover,  though 
organized  only  about  two  years  since,  is  already  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
iloarishing  in  this  Diocese.  The  piety,  liberality,'  and  resources  of  the 
perishiooers,  added  to  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  their  Pastor,  have  already 
placed  this  parish  on  a  strong  foundation.  It  has  been  canonically  received 
into  union  with  the  Dioceean  Convention.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Ten  Broeck  was  in* 
•titated  Rector  of  St.  PauPs  Church,  Concord,  January  3,  1640 ;  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Horton  was  instituted  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Dover, 
January  37,  1841.  The  church  at  Salmon  Falls,  Somersworth,  which  has 
been  mostly  shot  for  several  years  on  account  of  the  burning  of  the  Factory 
in  that  place,  and  of  the  dispersion  of  the  operatives,  is  occasionally  opened 
on  Sonday  evenings  in  summer.  There  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  re- 
newing manufacturing  operations  at  that  place.  The  two  parishes  in  Hol- 
demess,  under  the  pastoral  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fowle,  have  also,  for 
none  time,  been  closed  on  account  of  his  advanced  age  and  infirmiUes. 
He  was  ordained  by  Bishop  Seabury,  as  far  ^ck  as  the  year  1787.  There 
are  a  Missionary  Board  and  a  Sunday  School  Board  in  this  Diocese,  under 
the  anthority  of  the  State  Convention. 

The  amount  of  Missionary  receipts  and  appropriations,  has  not  been  re- 
turned to  this  Committee.  The  Standing  Committee  have  signed  testimo- 
nials for  three  Bishops  elect.  This  Diocese  has  been  canonically  separated 
fifom  the  Eastern  Diocese,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  its  Convention,  is 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Griswold. 
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VERMONT. 

Id  this  Diocese,  the  oumber  of  or^nized  Parishes  is  37 ;  Presbyters,  21 ; 
Deacons,  3 ;  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  3.  Since  the  last  General  Con- 
▼ention  there  have  been  reported,  Baptisms,  441 ;  Confirmations,  259 ; 
Marriages,  92  ;  Deaths,  75 ;  present  number  of  Commanicants,  1250.  To 
the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  have  been  admitted  7  persons ;  of  Priests,  5 
•  persons.  The  protracted  and  expensive  course  of  litigation,  to  which  the 
Diocese  has  been  subjected,  in  maintaining  the  claiol  to  a  large  landed  pro- 
perty* generously  appropriated  to  its  use  and  benefit,  by  the  Venerable 
Society  in  England,  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  foreign  parts,  has 
been  brought  to  a  close.  From  this  source  there  is  now  an  annual  income 
of  $3000 ;  which  is  applied  in  part  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  in 
part  to  the  aid  of  the  churches. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese,  since  the  last  session  of  the  Geaeral  Oon- 
yention,  has  been  steadily,  though  slowly,  advancing  in  numbers,  in  respect- 
ability and  influence,  and,  as  it  is  humbly  hoped,  in  true  piety  and  the  spiritual 
and  saving  knowledge  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Perhaps  there  is  no  part 
of  the  countty  in  which  the  principles  and  forms  of  our  commnnion  haTe 
^more  or  greater  obstacles  to  encounter,  arising  from  the  fixed  habits  and 
most  cherished  associations  of  the  great  body  of  the  people  ;  and  yet,  by  a 
ooorse  of  prudent  and  zealous  operation,  the  Church  has  constantly  increased 
in  strength ;  and,  in  extending  its  borders,  has  proportionately  gained  in  the 
public  estimation. 

This  Diocese  contains  one  Bishop,  44  Presbyters,  and  5  Deacons.  There 
are  43  organized  Parishes,  in  which  are  41  Church  edifices,  besides  one  in 
progress.  New  parishes  have  been  formed  in  the  large  and  flourishing  towns 
of  Charlestown  and  Springfield,  and  their  success  has  equalled  the  most  san- 
gnine  expectations.  Since  the  last  General  Convention,  4  churches  haye 
been  consecrated ;  —  persons  have  been  ordained  Priests,  and  —  Deacons ; 
16  have  been  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  one  Clergyman 
has  been  displaced  from  the  ministry,  at  his  own  request,  and  for  causes  not 
affecting  his  moral  character.  The  number  of  Baptisms  during  the  same 
period,  is  1435 ;  of  which  203  were  adulu ;  Communicants  added,  1056, 
makinff  the  present  number  3204.  There  have  been  959  Confirmations ; 
369  Marriages ;  and  824  Burials.  In  37  Sunday  Schools  are  3364  Scholars. 
The  Missionary  contributions  have  been — to  the  General  Board,  $5511  84; 
Massachusetts  Board,  $5612  07 ;  and  to  other  religious  and  charitable  par- 
poses,  $26,564  29,  making  a  total  of  $37,688  20.  The  Episcopal  Fond 
amounts  to  $14,000.  There  is  also  a  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen,  lately  organised,  which  there  is  no 
doubt  will  be  well  supported. 

From  the  whole  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Church  in  Massachusetts,  it 
is  evident  that  the  blessing  of  God  has  accompanied  its  efforts  and  rested 
upon  its  interests;  and  that,  if  its  ministers  and  members  continue  faith  Ail 
to  their  trust  and  their  privileges,  the  time  will  soon  come  when  it  will  as- 
sume the  rank  and  exert  the  influence  which  its  apostolic  character  and  its 
inherent  excellence  may  justly  claim. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

The  condition  of  the  Church  in  Rhode  Island,  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  has  been  such  as  to  giye  occasion  for  continued  thanks- 
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giring  to  the  grett  Head  of  the  Cbarch.  Notwitbetandiog  the  remoTd  from 
die  State  of  sereral  of  the  parochial  Clergy,  and  the  loee  of  one  beloved  bn>-. 
ther  by  death,  the  charchee  have  been  generally  sapplied  withont  aerioos  in- 
coDf  enience  or  delay ;  and  the  Divine  blessing  haa  attended  the  labors  of  his 
tervants  in  their  varions  efforts  to  advance  the  canse  of  religion,  and  promote 
the  common  welfare  of  society.  The  present  state  of  the  Chnrch  may  be 
gathered  from  the  following  details. 

The  nnmber  of  organized  Parishes  is  eighteen,  which  are  all  bnt  one  sop- 
plied  with  clerical  services.  In  these  parishes  there  have  been  within  three 
years  admitted  to  Baptism,  of  adalts,  234 ;  of  infants,  306 ;  to  Confirmation, 
409 :  and  to  the  Communion,  576.  The  whole  number  of  Communicants 
is  1768.  In  connexion  with  these  parishes  there  are  eighteen  Sunday 
Scliools,  comprising  2364  Pupils,  and  283  Teachers.  The  contributions  of 
this  Diocese,  during  the  last  three  years,  for  religious  and  charitable  objects 
have  amounted  to  upwards  of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars.  Of  this  sum, 
five  thousand  and  one  hundred  dollars  have  been  bestowed  for  missions  within 
the  State,  about  four  thousand  dollars  for  missions  under  the  arrangement 
of  the  General  Board,  and  the  remainder  for  other  and  various  objects. 

The  plan  of  organization  for  conducting  missions  within  the  State  is  gia- 
toitous  and  very  efilcient.  A  Board,  of  which  the  Bishop*  is  ex-iifficio  presi- 
dent, is  appointed  by  a  Canon  of  the  Convention,  called  the  Missionary  Con- 
vocation, eomposed  of  such  of  the  Clergy  as  pledge  themselves  to  contribnte 
an  annual  som  equal  to  one-tenth  part  of  their  Mlaries.  The  Convocalion 
holds  its  regular  meetings  in  the  several  parishes  of  the  State  as  often  as 
once  in  two  months,  and  reports  its  doings  annually  to  the  Convention.  This 
plan  has  been  found  to  combine  several  advantages,  which  might  not  be 
reached  by  any  other  mode  of  action.  It  has  the  security  and  fitness  of  the 
best  Church  Order,  with  the  vigor  and  pliability  of  our  associations  purely 
voluntary.  It  brings  the  Clergy  into  frequent,  and  sacred,  and  of  consequence, 
the  most  fraternal  and  pleasant  intercourse,  and  carries  into  every  parish,  as 
often  as  once  in  two  years,  their  united  influence. 

For  a  Diocese,  small  as  ours,  we  are  convinced  this  is  the  best  missionary 
organization  that  could  be  advocated.  In  a  larger  field  it  might  be  neces- 
sary to  divide  the  labor.  Three  churches  have  been  consecrated,  and  ten 
persons  have  been  reeeived  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Church  in  the  diocese  of  Connecticut,  still  exhibits  evidence  of  gra^ 
dual  and  steady  improvement.  In  a  community  where  the  increase  of  popu- 
lation is  slow,  we  are  not  to  look  for  rapid  or  extraordinary  growth :  and  as 
the  churches  in  New-England,  are  constantly  sending  out  vast  numbers  into 
the  rising  cities  and  villages  of  the  West,  it  cannot  be  expected  that  they  will 
greatly  increase  at  home.  But  two  new  Parishes  have  been  organized  since 
the  last  General  Convention.  But  in  the  same  time,  eight  new  churches  have 
been  consecrated,  and  others  repaired  and  improved.  There  are  now  ninety- 
three  Clergymen  residing  in  the  Diocese,  including  the  Bishop  and  five  Pres- 
byters, who  are  not  canonically  settled.  Several  of  the  number  have  no  par 
lochial  charge,  being  employed  as  instructors  in  the  college  at  Hartfoid,  or 
other  institutions  of  leammg.  The  whole  number  of  parishes  is  eighty-eight. 
Twenty-five  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  and 
eighteen  to  the  priesthood ;  and  there  are  now  thirteen  Candidates.  Two 
of  the  Clergy  have  been  removed  by  death,  and  many  have  been  called  te 
other  fields  of  labor. 
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In  nportbg  the  number  of  fkmDies,  eommnnieants,  bnptMU,  mtnuigen, 
•nd  fiinertls,  u  well  is  Sunday  school  tesohers  and  pupils,  we  can  be  direeied 
only  by  the  retorns  to  the  Diocesan  Conyentiotts,  which  are  of  course  imper- 
lect,  there  nerer  having  been  returns  for  more  more  than  seTonty  parishes 
«t  any  one  ConTontion.     By  these  it  appears  that  there  are — 

Fire  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-one  families. 

Fire  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seTonty-nine  commnnieants. 

Three  hnudred  and  soTenty-three  adults  hare  been  baptised ;  and 

One  thousand  fire  hundred  and  forty-four  children — making  an  aggregate  of 

One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen  baptisms. 

Twelve  hundred  and  twelve  persons  have  been  confirmed. 

Marriages  reported,  seven  hundred  and  twenty. 

Funends,  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-three. 

Sunday  school  teachers,  in  57  parishes,  six  hundred  and  sixty-eight;  pn- 
pds,  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty. 

Of  the  aggregate  of  charitable  and  missionary  con^ibotions,  we  have  no 
means  of  giving  an  accurate  report.  The  system  of  monthly  odlectionSf  as 
the  offierings  of  the  Church,  has  been  very  generally  adopted,  and  with  an  e»- 
eonraging  success. 

The  public  literary  institutions  in  the  Diocese,  under  the  immediate  patron- 
age of  the  Church,  and  subject  to  its  control,  are  Washington  College  at  Hsrt- 
ford,  and  the  Episcopal  academy  at  Cheshire.  The  CoUege  holds  a  hii^ 
na|iectable  rank  among  the  institutions  ef  Iheeovwtry,  and  affords  the  beat 
^ilities  for  education.  A  large  proportion  of  its  graduatea,  are  now  cler- 
gymen of  the  Church,  or  candidates  for  the  odntstry.  The  academy  is  in  a  pioe> 
perovs  condition,  and  is  considered  a  most  important  auxiliary  to  the  college 
and  the  Church.  Besides  these  public  institutions,  there  are  many  private 
■choois,  tanght  by  Epiaeopalians,  which  are  highly  deserving  of  patronage 
and  support. 

NEW-YORK. 

The  division  of  this  Diocese,  by  the  formation  within  its  boonds  of  the  Di- 
neese  of  Western  New-Tork,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 
the  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  amended  and  passed  at  the  last  General 
Convention,  took  place  on  the  Feast  of  All  Saints,  November  1st,  1838,  when 
the  primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese  was  held,  and  its  organisation 
completed.  At  that  time  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  as  comprising  the  whole 
State*  contained  346  clergymen.  Of  these,  171  remained  in  the  Diocese, 
nnd  75  became  connected  with  Western  New- York.  There  were  also  in 
the  Diocese  of  New- York,  335  congregations,  of  wluch  147  remained  in  the 
Diocese,  and  88  became  connected  with  Western  New- York. 

In  the  Convention  of  1839,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  noticing  in  his  ad- 
dress the  recent  division  thereof,  referred  to  its  past  historj  as  follows :—  . 

"  It  will  probably  be  not  an  unacceptable  application  of  tlie  design  of  the 
Chnreh  in  requiring  these  stated  reports  of  episcopal  labors,  if  I  now  pause 
finr  a  moment  in  the  detail  of  those  for  the  past  year,  and  look  back  from  the 
period  when  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  State  of  New- York 
eeased  to  be  a  single  Diocese,  upon  what  the  Lord  had  pleased  to  do  for  k, 
thvengk  his  servants,  its  Bishops.  There  was  no  provision  for  snnnal  epi»- 
eepal  addresses  until  the  year  1808,  when  they  were  commenced  by  onr  se- 
cond Bishop,  the  late  venerable  and  beloved  Dr*  Benjamin  Moore.  So  soooi 
however,  silier  that  period,  did  it  please  Ood,  in  his  afflictive  pievidenoe,  te 
deprive  him  of  physical  ability  to  discharge  the  high  funotions  c£hm  fd&o^ 
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Uwt  the  CoiiTentioii  loeeirad  from  him  bat  three  anniial  reports.    They 
eomprised  the  following  partidalirs  : — 

**  Prieate  ordained,  0 ;  Deacons  ordained,  17 ;  charchee  consecrated,  5 ; 
persons  confirmed,  1451. 

^  The  Diocese  then  passed  to  the  care  of  my  immediate  predeoessori 
whose  praise  is  in  all  the  churches,  and  of  whose  episcopate  of  between 
nineteen  and  twenty  years,  the  following  acts  are  reported  :* 

"  Priests  ordained,  113;  Deacons  ordained,  150;  churches  consecrated, 
80 ;  persons  confirmed,  11,678. 

**  Daring  the  period  of  nearly  eight  years  that  the  Diocese  of  the  State  of 
New  York  was  ander  the  episcopate  of  him  who  now  addresses  yon,  the 
following  is  the  summary  of  Episcopal  acts : — 

*'  Priests  ordained,  112  ;  Deacons  ordained,  148;  churches  consecrated, 
96 ;  persons  confirmed,  8896. 

"Thus  it  appears,  that  for  the  last  thirty  years  of  the  Diocese  of  the  State 
of  New-Tork — the  period  during  which  the  C^anons  provided  for  annual 
reports  of  Episcopal  acts — there  were  reported,-^ 

**  Priests  ordained,  234 ;  Deacons  ordained,  315;  churches  consecrated, 
181 ;  persons  confirmed,  22,025. 

'*  As  farther  indicative  of  the  progressive  growth  which  God  was  pleased 
to  give  to  that  Diocese,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  lists  of  its  Clergy  pub- 
lished with  the  Journals  of  the  General  Conventions  from  that  of  1792. 
They  exhibit  the  following  numbers  in  the  years  respectively;  • 

'*  In  1792,  20 ;  in  1795,  24  ;  in  1799, 21 ;  in  1801,  23;  in  1804,  32;  in 
1808,38;  in  1811,47;  in  1814,56;  in  1817,  68;  in  1820,74;  in  1823,

^  In  1817,  the  namber  of  congregations  in  the  Diocese  began  first  to  be

The  Diocese  now,contains  197  Clergymen ;  the  Bishop,  175  Priests,  and  21 
Deacons :  being  26  piore  clergymen  than  belonged  to  it  at  the  separation  of 
the  Diocese  of  Western  New-Tork.  It  contains  also  155  congregations,  be- 
ing8  more  than  remained  at  the  division  of  the  Diocese. 

The  ordinations  have  been.  Deacons,  47 ;  Priesu,  38;  total  85.  Of  the 
Deacons  ordained  36  were  Alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  number  of  missionaries  employed  in  the  Diocese,  and  by  its  aathority 
10  24. 

The  number  of  Candidates  fer  Orders  is  46 ;  of  whom  24  are  stndeats  of 
the  General  Theological  Semiuary,  and  others  are  about  entering. 

Seven  of  the  Clergy  have  died. 

Foarteen  Clergymen  have  been  instituted  into  parochial  charges^ 

Sixteen  churches  have  been  consecrated. 

Three  thousand  and  sixty-five  persons  have  been  confirmed. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  the  parochial  and  missionary  reports 
famished  the  following  statistics  :-^ 

Baptisms,  (adults,  1306 ;  children,  7843 ;  not  specified,  794)  10,123. 
Marriages,  3007.    Funerals,  5697. 

Repwted  to  the  last  Diocesan  ConTcntion : — Sunday  Scholars  and  other 


*  A  few  Eipiscopalaets  performed  for  Bishop  Hobart  by  brethren  in  the.£pi§co- 
pasyi  doling  his  two  years  absence  from  the  country,  sre  here  included. 
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CatechumeDB,  7923 ;  Catechists,  or  Sanday  school  Teachers,  897 ;  Com- 
municants, 10,272. 

The  CoDtribations  of  this  Diocese  to  the  several  General  and  Diocesan 
Institutions  of  the  Church,  since  the  last  General  Convention,  amount  to 
$110,527  81.  This  docs  not  include  the  sums  given  for  other  purposes  of 
Christian  benevolence,  than  those  included  in  the  above  remark.  Of  mis- 
cellaneous sums,  there  were  reported  by  the  different  Rectors  to  the  Bishop^ 
at  the  last  Convention,  $24,733  37. 

WESTERN  NEW-YORK. 

This  Diocese  was  organized  under  the  Capon  of  1838,  authorising  the  di- 
vision of  dioceses.  The  separation  was  consummated  in  October,  1838. 
The  Diocese  then  contained  sixty-eight  Presbyters,  eight  Deacons,  and  nine- 
ty-six organized  congregations.  The  primary  Convention  of  the  Diccese 
was  held  November  1st,  1838,  at  Geneva,  Ontario  county,  Western  New- 
York.  At  this  Convention,  the  Rev.  William  Heathcote  De  Lancey,  D.D., 
of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania,  was  unanimously  chosen  Bishop.  He  was 
consecrated  on  the  9th  of  May,  1839,  in  the  presence  of  a  special  Convention 
of  the  Diocese  held  at  Auburn,  Cayuga  county,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Alexan- 
der Viets  Griswold,  Presiding  Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Henry 
U.  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Benjamin  T.  Onder- 
donk,  of  New  York,  and  the  Right  Rev.  George  W.  Doane,  of  New- Jersey. 

Since  the  organization  of  this  Diocese,  ten  Deacons  have  been  admitted  to 
the  priesthood ;  four  Candidates  have  been  ordained  Deacons ;  nine  persons 
have  been  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Orders ;  and  five  Candidates  received 
from  other  dioceses.  One  Candidate  has  withdrawn  from  the  list.  Ten  new 
congregations  have  been  received  into  union  with  the  Convention.  Thirty 
Clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  diocese,  and  nine  Clergymen  have  re- 
moved from  it.  Four  Clergymen  have  been  instituted  as  Rectors.  Two 
Clergymen  have  died. 

At  present,  the  Diocese  consists  of  one  Bishop,  ninety-two  Presbyters,  nine 
Deacons,  eight  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  one  hundred  and  six  organized  con- 
gregations, with  eighty-five  church  edifices,  completed,  and  eight  more  in 
progress  of  erection. 

The  number  of  Missionaries  at  present  employed  in  the  Diocese  is  43. 

A  fund  for  aiding  in  the  support  of  the  Clergy  disabled  by  age  or  in- 
firmity, has  been  commenced  by  an  annual  collection  for  the  purpose  on 
Christmas  day.     Five  Clergymen  have  been  assisted  by  this  means. 

There  exists  in  the  Diocese,  under  auspices  of  Churchmen,  one  college,  one 
academy,  and  one  female  seminary. 

A  plan  of  monthly  collections  for  various  institutions  of  the  Church,  dio- 
cesan and  general,  haa  been  adopted  with  increasinjg  success  and  advantage. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  is  supported,  without  connection  with  a  parish, 
by  the  proceeds  of  a  fund  received  on  division  of  the  Diocese  of  New- York, 
amounting  to  835,500,  under  the  management  of  &ye  incorporated  trustees, 
chosen  by  the  Convention. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  Diocese  there  have  been  baptisms,  (adults, 
464  ;  children,  1897  ;)  2361  ;  persons  confirmed,  1510. 

Marriages,  771.     Burials,  1220. 

The  present  number  of  Communicants  is  4412.  Of  Sunday  Scholars,  3419. 
Of  Teachers,  596. 

To  these  statistics  may  be  added  the  expression  of  a  belief  that  the  Dio- 
cese is  increasing  in  the  more  important  particulars  of  piety,  zeal,  and  liber- 
ality, as  well  as  in  enlightened  attachment  to  the  holy  and  distinctive  prinoi- 
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pies  of  the  Chnrch  of  Christ,  while  it  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  general 
unanimity  in  Gharch  views  and  principles,  and  the  harmony  and  nnity  of  ac- 
tion which  80  happily  pre,?ail  among  the  Clergy  and  Laity  within  its  borders. 

NEW- JERSEY. 

There  are  at  present,  43  Clergymen,  the  Bishop,  37  Presbyters,  and  4 
Deacons,  and  40  organized  parishes.  There  are  40  commodious  churches, 
most  of  which  have  been  enlarged,  repaired,  or  otherwise  improved  within 
a  few  years.  There  have  been  three  churches  consecrated  within  the  last 
three  years ;  a  fourth  is  ready,  and  two  more  are  in  progress.  Fourteen 
Clergymen  hare  been  added  by  ordination ;  and  by  transfer,  9  of  both  orders; 
8  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  and  6  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests. 
Rectors  instituted,  5.  There  have  removed  from  the  Diocese,  the  Rev.  John 
Woart,  the  Rev.  Alfred  E.  Ford,  the  Rev.  William  Croes  Crane,  the  Rev. 
Christian  Wilteberger,  the  Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Halsey, 
the  Rev.  Pierre  Teller  Babbit,  and  the  Rev.  John  M.  Ward.  The  Rev.  Benj. 
D.  Winslow  has  departed  this  life.      There  are  7  Candidates  for  Orders. 

There  have  been  1038  Baptisms,  of  which  798  were  infants.  There  have 
been  612  persons  Confirmed.  The  number  of  Communicants  reported  in 
1839  was  1561 ;  in  1840,  1548;  in  1841,  1565.  The  Missionary  income  of 
the  Diocese  has  been  $4582,  being  the  '*  Offerings  of  the  Church"  within 
the  Diocese.  The  contributions  to  the  Board  of  Missions  have  been 
$1231  96.  There  have  been  collections  for  the  Geperal  Theological  Se- 
minary in  several  of  the  parishes.  The  Episcopal  Fond  amounts  to 
$5528  14h  The  capital  of  the  Episcopal  Society  for  the  Promotion  of 
Christian  Knowledge  and  Piety,  is  $1568.  The  fund  for  the  relief  of  widows 
and  children  of  deceased  Clergymen,  amounts  to  $19,000. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  constantly 
strengthening  herself,  and  gathering  new  and  greater  influence  for  good  in 
the  community  in  which  the  Heavenly  Head  has  set  her.  It  is  greatly  to 
be  regretted  that  her  members  do  not  attest  themselves  more  fully  the  ser- 
vants of  their  Lord,  in  the  devotion  of  their  substance  to  his  glory.  Were 
there  adequate  means  for  their  support,  the  number  of  the  Clergy  might 
readily  be  doubled  in  the  next  three  years.  The  Church  is  designed  to  cover 
the  earth.  It  is  the  highest  privilege  of  its  members,  that  they  are  fellow- 
workers  with  Christ,  in  the  salvation  of  the  souls  for  which  he  died.  The 
only  certain  test  of  Christian  life,  is  Christian  love. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  has  been  gradually  improving, 
since  the  last  General  Convention. 

There  are  at  present  106  Clergymen ;  the  Bishop,  99  Presbyters  and 
6  Deacons,  and  110  organized  Parishes. 

Only  one  Clergyman  has  died,  the  Rev.  James  Abercrombie,  D.D.,  of 
Philadelphia. 

Twenty-two  persons  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  of  whom  eight  were 
Alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary 

Twenty-seven  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests. 

Two  Priests  have  been  consecrated  Bishops.  The  Rev.  William  H.  De 
Lancey,  D.D.,  for  the  Diocese  o{  Western  New-York,  and  the  Rev.  Alfred 
Lee,  D.D.,  for  the  Diocese  of  Delaware.  Three  Clergymen  have  been 
instituted ;  13  churches,  two  of  them  old  ones,  have  been  consecrated.  The 
number  of  Missionaries  at  present  employed  in  the  Diocese,  is  23.  The 
munber  of  Candidates  £m  Holy  Orders,  is  27.  Baptisms — adults  827 ;  infants 
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4044;  total,  4871.  Confirmed,  3797;  Commamcants,  C898;  Minkgw, 
1268 ;  Fonermls,  1737 ;  Sanday  School  Teachers,  1032 ;  Sooday  Schobis, 
7847.  Contribations  for  Taxiooa  Church  objecu,  about  $80,000.  The  fond 
for  the  aupport  of  the  Episcopate  consists  of  the  legacies  of  Andrew  Doa, 
amounting  to  $4701  33 ;  and  that  of  the  Roy.  Dr.  Joseph  Pilmore,  $7969  12 : 
also,  of  about  $17,800  invested  in  5  per  cent,  stock  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
syWania,  and  of  a  loan  without  interest,  of  $30,000. 

The  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and  children  of  deoeaaed  Clergy- 
men, amounts  to  about  $72,000. 

At  the  last  Annual  Conyention  of  the  Diocese,  it  was  resoWed  to  create  a 
fund  for  the  relief  of  infirm  and  superannuated  Clergymen,  hr  appropriating 
to  that  object  the  Communion  collection,  made  annually  at  Christmas :  the 
fund  to  be  called  "  The  Christmsa  Fund  for  disabled  Clergymen  in  the  Dio- 
cese of  PeonsylTsnia.^* 

The  Society  for  the  AdTancement  of  Christianity  continues  ila  Taluable 
labors,  sustaining  28  Missionaries  within  the  Diocese. 

The  Female  Tract  Society,  which  is  an  efficient  anxfliary  of  our  Mis- 
sionary institutipns,  sends  forth  annually  a  large  number  of  useful  and  in- 
structiTo  Tracts, 

The  Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society,  since  its  organiiation  in  1834,  baa 
distributed  upwards  of  42,000  Prayer  Books  throughout  the  United  States : 
and  the  Female  Prayer  Book  Society  have  issued  more  than  7400  copies 
of  their  large  and  beantiful  edition  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

From  the  aboye  statistics,  it  appears  that  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  is 
steadily  increasing  in  numbers,  strength,  and  aeal,  and  it  is  belieyed  in  the 
holiness  of  it«  members,  and  in  the  faithfulness  and  soundness  of  its  ministers. 

DELAWARE. 

There  are  16  churches  in  this  Diocese.  Some  of  these  churches  are  in 
a  prosperous  and  promising  condition ;  many  of  them  are,  howeyer,  sadly 
depressed.  From  the  reports,  which  are  partial  and  imperfect,  the  tabular 
statement  is  as  follows  : — 8  Clergymen,  2  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  339 
Communicants ;  Baptisms,— of  adulu,  35 ;  of  infants,  154  ;  total,  189 ;  Con- 
iirmed,  70 ;  Msrriages,  53. 

At  the  laat  Conyention,  held  at  Georgetown,  the  Rey.  Alfred  Lee  was 
unanimously  elected  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Chnrch  in  Delaware  has 
long  been  mdebted  to  the  Right  Rey.  Henry  U.  Onderdonk  for  Episcopal 
superyision,  and  he  will  be  remembered  with  great  affection  by  ita  members. 
The  Rey.  Alfred  Lee  haying  accepted  the  inyitation  to  the  Episcopate,  the 
organization  of  the  Church  in  Delaware  is  complete ;  the  sanguine  expecta- 
tion is  entertained  that,  under  the  fayor  of  iu  Diyine  Head,  all  iu  interesU 
will  \»  greatly  «dyanced. 

MARYLAND. 

In  the  month  of  Majr,  1840,  the  Rey.  William  R.  Whittingfaam  was 
elected  to  the  offioe  of  Bishop  of  the  ProtesUnt  Episcopal  Church  in  Mary- 
land. The  gratifying  unanimity  with  which  this  was  effected  by  the  Cob* 
▼ention,  was  not  on]y  highly  honorable  to  him,  but  it  was  also  ezpresstye  of 
a  harmony  in  the  Diocese,  which  furnishes  a  pledge  of  cordial  co-operatioo 
in  aostaining  its  chief  officer  in  the  discharge  of  the  responsible  and  labori* 
ooa  dutiea  of  the  sution  to  which  be  has  been  called.  His  eoBseevatioB 
took  place  in  the  eitr  of  Baltimore  on  the  17tb  day  of  September,  1840. 

So  abort  a  period  has  since  elapsed,  that  it  might  seem  premature  to  speak 
pf  the  effecta  which  baye  resulted  from  this  complete  reoigmnisation  ot  ihm

Bioeese.  Its  jommala,  however,  already  gire  plewing  proof  of  improre- 
inent  in  the  confltitation  of  its  parishes,  and  of  a  reviTlng  spirit  in  reference 
to  its  general  interests.  We  may,  therefore,  nnder  God's  blessing,  and  by 
the  diligent  and  faithfal  ministrations  of  odr  Bishop,  confidently  calculate 
that  the  Chareh  in  Maryland  will  pot  forth  her  strength,  and  attain  the  full 
measure  of  her  prosperity. 

Daring  the  raoancy  in  the  Episcopal  office,  resolutions  were  adopted,  de* 
signed  to  provide  an  adequate  support  for  the  Bishop,  so  as  to  relieve  him 
from  the  embarrassments  of  a  parochial  charge,  and  enable  him  to  give  his 
whole  time  and  service  to  the  Diocese.  The  Convention  determined  to 
raise  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $60,000.  More  than  two-thirds  of  this 
amount  has  already  been  subscribed,  and  but  for  the  lamented  death  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Mollhenny,  who  generously  volunteered  his  services  as  the  agent, 
and  devoted  himself  to  the  work  with  a  zeal  which  occasioned  his  sudden 
death,  the  whole  sum  contemplated  would  no  doubt  have  been  secured. 

We  would  notice  another  arrangement  which  promises  to  redound  to  the 
advantage  of  the  Diocese.  By  the  liberality  of  a  few  individuals  in  Wash- 
ington County,  a  beautiful  residence,  and  twenty  adjoining  acres  of  land,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Hagarstown,  have  been  purchased  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Diocesan  School,  to  be  conducted  on  the  principles  of  the  Church,  of  a  high 
literary  character,  and  limited  to  a  moderate  rate  of  charges.  This  vdu- 
able  property  is  to  be  made  over  to  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee, 
when  duly  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  it.  Early  in  the  ensuing 
year  the  Institution  will  be  in  operation,  as  double  the  number  of  scholars 
required  for  openihg,  have  been  already  offered.  From  the  tabular  view 
appended  to  the  journals,  the  following  statement  is  made.  Since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention  there  have  been  seven  churches  conse- 
crated ;  twelve  persons  ordained,  nine  Priests  and  three  Deacons.  Mar- 
riages, 809  ;  Baptisms,  3900 ;  Funerals,  1305 ;  Contributions  to  charitable 
purposes,  $37,604  48.  Present  number  of  Communicants,  6300 ;  present 
number  of  Clergy,  83. 

VIRGINIA. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  4  of  the  Clergy  have  died ;  39  Dea- 
cons and  15  Priests  have  been  ordained.  The  present  total  number  is  89. 
The  Baptisms  of  adnlu  amount  to  188 ;  do.  do.  of  infants,  3130 ;  Confir- 
mations, 734;  Marriages,  633;  Funerals,  1065;  Communicants  added » 
099 ;  present  number,  3733 ;  Churches  Consecrated,  6 ;  Contributions  to 
various  benevolent  objects,  $38,560  47.. 

It  is  but  just  to  remark,  that  the  above  statement  is  defective  in  several 
pankulars ;  and  especially  so  in  regard  to  the  number  of  comrounieaats. 
There  are  numerous  Episcopal  families,  embracing  many  communicants, 
settled  in  various  counties  of  the  State,  in  which  there  is  no  resident  Min- 
ister ;  and  these,  of  course,  are  not  included  in  the  Parochial  Reports  made 
to  the  Convention. 

It  IS  believed  that  the  Diocese  generally  is  in  a  favorable  condition.  The 
older  parishes  are  becoming  stronger,  and  new  ones  are  gradually  forming ; 
and  it  IB  hoped  that  at  no  distant  day,  at  least  one  parish  will  be  organized 
in  every  county  in  the  State.  The  members  of  the  Church,  as  they  in- 
emee  in  nambers,  are  evidently  advancinff  in  their  zeal  to  sustain  the  vari- 
ooe  iBstitQtions  of  the  gospel,  as  connected  with  the  Church. 

One  of  the  favorable  indieations  of  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  is  the 
Socioaeed  attention  paid  to  the  subject  of  Christian  education.  The  im- 
pertanoa  of  edoeating  the  young  under  the  influence  of  the  gospel,  and  as 
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members  of  the  Church,  has  not  only  been  felt  snd  icknowledged,  but  has 
led  to  efficient  action.  There  has  been  established  near  Alexandria,  under 
the  anspices  of  the  Bishop  and  the  Convention,  an  Episcopal  high  school, 
the  object  of  which  is  not  only  to  afford  to  the  young  the  advantages  of 
thorough  literary  instruction,  but  to  train  them  op  in  the  nnrtore  and  admo- 
nition of  the  Lord,  according  to  the  doctrines,  and  worship  and  discipline  of 
the  Church.  Large  and  suitable  buildings  have  been  erected,  and  aie  now 
entirely  paid  fur,  by  funds  generously  given  by  different  individuals  in  tfa« 
Diooese.  This  school  has  commenced  its  operations  with  the  most  grati- 
fying prospects.  During  the  last  year  it  was  attended  by  one  hundred  stu- 
dents ;  of  whom  a  number  have  already  shown  the  benefits  of  a  Christian 
education,  by  an  open  profession  of  religion  in  the  rite  of  Confirmation.  To 
this  school  the  Diocese  looks  with  the  most  pleasing  anticipations,  as  m 
nursery  in  which  many  sons  of  the  Church  will  be  trained  up  in  sound 
learning,  and  in  the  true  faith  ;  and  thus  be  qualified  by  the  grace  of  God, 
to  become  able  and  faithful  Ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Chzist. 

NORTH-CAROLINA. 

"  A  eondensed  Report  and  Tabular  View  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  of 
North*Caro]ina." 

In  the  Diocese  of  North-Carolina,  there  are  at  present  29  Clergymen. 
The  Bishop,  31  Presbyters  and  7  Deacons.  Also  4  Candidates  for  Orders. 
At  the  date  of  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  there  were  reported  Communi- 
cants, 1304 ;  Baptisms,  644 ;  Confirmations  for  the  same  period,  128 ; 
Consecration  of  Churches,  3 ;  Missionary  Stations,  17 ;  Missionaries,  16 ; 
Funds  applied  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  $1621  53.  Since  the  date  of 
the  Convention  referred  to,  4  Deacons  have  been  admitted  to  the  Priesthood, 
4  Candidates  for  Orders  been  made  Deacons,  and  160  persons  Confirmed, 
mainly  in  the  Missionary  stations. 

A  comparison  of  the  above  statistics  with  the  Tabular  View  hereto  an- 
nexed, furnishes  the  following  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church  for  the  last 
three  years,  in  the  Diocese  of  North-Carolina.  The  number  of  Clergy 
reported  to  the  last  General  Convention,  22 ;  to  the  present,  29.  Ordina- 
tions for  three  years,  reported  to  the  last,  14 ;  to  the  present,  17 ;  Churches 
Consecrated,  reported  to  the  last,  2 ;  to  the  present,  7 ;  Baptisms,  reported 
to  the  last,  716  ;  to  the  present,  1049 ;  Confirmations,  reported  to  the  last, 
264 ;  to  the  present,  552 ;  Communicants,  reported  to  the  last,  933  ;  to  the 
present,  1304 ;  Congregations,  reported  to  the  last,  25 ;  to  the  present,  35. 
In  addition,  there  are  at  least  10  Missionary  stations. 

The  Journals  of  the  Diocese  also  show,  that  general  and  successful  ef- 
forts are  in  progress  for  the  baptismal  education  of  the  children  of  the  Dio* 
cese,  as  required  by  the  Church ;  and  also  for  the  oral  instruction,  in  the 
Bible  and  Catechism,  of  the  colored  population.  They  show  besides,  an  in- 
creasing attention  on  the  part  of  the  Clergy,  at  least,  to  the  duties  connected 
with  the  Diocesan  Conventions.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Slate  of  the  Church,  that,  at  the  late  Convention  in  May,  all 
the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  with  a  single  exception,  where  sickness  pre- 
vented, were  present;  and  that  reports  were  made  to  the  CouTention, 
through  the  Bishop,  from  every  parish,  and  every  occupied  Misnonaiy 
station. 

In  addition,  the  summer  visitation  of  the  Bishop,  just  concluded,  has  been 
attended  with  strong  and  peculiar  evidences  of  interest  in  religion  and  the 
Church.  The  oongregmtions  have  been  unusually  large,  and  serious  in 
their  attention.

t  This  year  the  B'shop  was  preventeri  from  confirming  in  all  the  pariahea,  owing  to  his  absenoa 
on  the  dnty  of  collecting  foads  for  the  Episcopal  School. 

t  The  usual  number  of  coromunioanis  was  added  to  the  parishes  daring  these  years  ;  bvt  the 
whole  number  was  graatlT  diminished  by  removals  to  the  West.  No  diocese,  probably,  in  iu 
aamarieal  strength,  lias,  from  this  cause,  sufibred  so  much  as  North  Carolina. 


SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Diocese  consists  of  one  Bishop,  forty-three  Presbyters,  Ave  Deacons, 
sod  forty  parishes,  several  parishes  having  two,  some  three,  and  one,  four 
places  of  worship. 

The  number  of  baptisms  reported  since  the  last  General  Conrention  is  six 
hundred  and  one  adults,  and  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty- six  in- 
fants ;  of  marriages,  three  hundred  and  forty ;  of  burials,  seven  hundred  and 
fifty-one  whites,  and  one  hundred  and  fi fly-nine  colored  persons. 

Communicants  reported  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention,  are  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty-six  whites,  and  fifteen  hundred  and  eighty-eight  colored. 
Sunday  scholars,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-six.  Teachers,  two  hundred 
and  twenty-three. 

Churches  consecrated,  three ;  Priests  ordained,  &ve  ;  Deacons,  seven ;  of 
whom  three  have  been  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders ;  persons  confirmed,  four 
hundred  and  seventy-nine ;  Candidates  for  Orders,  five. 

From  the  above  statement  it  appears  that  the  Church  in  this  diocese  re- 
mains much  in  the  same  condition,  as  to  its  statistics,  as  it  was  in  1838. 

Besides  the  Right  Rer.  Nathaniel  Bowen,  who  departed  this  life  on  the 
26th  day  of  August,  1839,  the  following  clergy  have  died, — ^riz.  Rev.  Hugh 
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Fraser,  Re?.  A.  Kaarman,  Her.  ddward  Thomas,  Ret.  N.  B.  SoriTeo, 
and  Rer.  Darid  J.  Campbell.  Four  hare  remored  from  the  Diocese,  and 
foar  hate  been  added. 

The  Right  Rer.  Christopher  E^  Gadsden,  was  duly  elected  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  oa  the  14th  day  of  Febmary,  1840,  and  consecrated  to  the  holy 
office,  by  the  tenerable  presiding  bbbop  Alexander  Viets  Griswold,  of  the 
Eastern  Diocese,  in  Trinity  church,  Boston,  on  the  21st  day  of  JunCi  of  the 
same  year,  assisted  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishops  G.  W.  Doane  and  S.  A.  Mo 
Coskry: 

Measnres  hare  been  adopted  by  the  GonTontioa  to  establish  a  Diocesan 
SRShool,  and  hopes  are  entertained  of  seeing  it  in  saecessful  operation  by  the 
commencement  of  this  year,  a  teacher  hsTiog  been  elected,  to  enter  npon 
his  duties  at  that  time;  • 

A  plan  was  also  adopted  to  increase  the  Bishop^s  Fund,  with  a  riew  to 
fender  the  Bishop  independent  of  a  parochial  charge.  Owing  to  the  pecu- 
niary embarrassments  of  the  country  and  other  circumstances,  little  or  no 
progress  has  been  made  in  accomplishing  it.  The  fund  at  present  amounts 
to  $ld,435. 

The  attention  to  the  reli^ons  insttUction  of  the  slares,  noticed  in  the  two 
proceeding  reports  of  this  Diocese  continues  with  increased  leal,  and  pre* 
Tails  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  at  any  former  period.  Both  the  clergy 
and  laity  are  engaging  in  it  with  an  ardor  and  dcTOtedness  that  promise  the 
happiest  results* 

On  the  subject  of  Missioiih,  not  only  as  it  regards  the  institotions  of  the 
Church  at  large,  but  as  connected  with  our  operations  at  home,  a  spirit  pre« 
tails  of  the  most  gratifying  and  encouraging  nature.  The  Theoloncal  Se- 
minary, the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  and  all  our  Diocesan 
institutions  are  maintained  with  a  ieal  and  liberality,  in  some  degree  propor- 
tioned to  their  respeetite  claims.  - 

The  permanent  fund  of  the  Society  for  the  Adtantiement  of  Christianity  in 
South  Carolina,  amounts  to  $65,699,  its  annual  expenditure  to  about  $5123. 

The  Society  for  the  relief  of  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  deceased  Clergy 
of  our  Church  has  a  permanent  fund  of  $77,000,  including,  unfortunately, 
one  hundred  and  forty-two  shares  of  United  States  Bank  stock,  and  annnaily 
expends  in  its  noble  charity  about  $4,600. 

The  Female  Domestic  Missionary  Society  hating  under  its  patronage  the 
two  churches  for  the  poor  in  the  city  and  suburbs  of  Charleston,  and  the  Fe- 
male Bible,  Prayer  Book  and  Tract  Society,  though  last  mentioned,  are 
not  the  least  interesting,  as  contributing  essentially  to  the  spiritual  welfare  of 
the  Church,  and  being  dondncted  by  such  as  were  *'  last  at  the  Cross  and 
first  at  the  Sepulchre." 

GEORGIA. 

baptisms,  since  the  last  Greneral  Contention,  220 ;  Marriages,  73 ;  Con- 
firmations, 85;  Communicants  added,  81;  total,  302;  Sundur  School 
Teachers,  48 ;  Scholars,  362.    Colleetions  for  tariens  purposes,  $0179  50. 

The  number  of  Clergy  at  present  belonging  to  this  Diocese  is  9 ;  and  the 
number  of  Parishes  9 ;  exhibiting  an  increase  of  4  Ciergymaien  and  4Pa- 
rtshes  since  the  last  Contention.  It  is  hoped  that  the  struggle  for  existsnoa 
(which  was  continued  by  the  Church  in  Georgia  for  many  years)  is  new 
successfully  accomplished,  it  hating  pleased  God  to  crown  the  efforts  of  his 
^Mittle  flock"  (by  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  who  has  been  duly  oonseeiated 
to  the  Episcopal  office)  in  perfecting  those  ecelesisstical  arrangemeots,  inde- 
pendently of  which,  it  has  been  found  impossible  lo  establish  or  ftdtaaee  the 
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Clmrch.  The  founding  of  an  Episcopal  School,  l>y  an  individual  gift  of 
#10,000,  the  entire  control  of  which  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  aided 
by  a  body  of  Trustees,  communicants  of  the  Church,  it  is  abo  thought, 
will  bear  auspiciously  upon  the  future  advancement  of  true  religion  and 
sound  Christian  education  throughout  the  State. 

Upon  the  whole,  therefore,  it  is  believed,  that  whilst  Grod  has  evidently 
sniped  upon  this  part  of  the  inheritance  of  his  Son,  in  giving  it  his  blessing, 
a  period  of  increasing  prosperity  is  indicated  as  opening  before  it ;  and  th« 
expeotalion  is  confidently  and  faithfully  entertained,  that  by  the  next  General 
Convention  of  the  Church,  such  results  will  be  exhibited  in  connection  with 
the  apostolical  labors  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  as  will  suffice  to  show, 
that  no  field  can  be  considered  as  hopeless,  until  the  work  of  its  cultivation 
has  been  undertaken  in  dependence  upon  Divine  Grace,  in  the  right  spirit  and 
in  the  right  way. 

FLORIDA. 

There  are  at  present,  six  Clergymen  in  the  Diocese  of  Florida.  With 
the  exception  of  the  Missionary  at  Jacksonville,  the  whole  body  of  officiating 
Clergymen  is  changed  since  the  formation  of  the  Diocese ;  three  have 
perished  since  the  last  report:  one  is  disabled  by  infirmity,  and  another 
displaced  from  the  ministry.  War  and  pestilence  have  devastated  the  Ter- 
ritory, prevented  the  accession  of  Clergymen,  and  impeded  the  advancement 
of  the  Church.  Three  new  churches,  however,  have  been  erected  within 
the  past  three  years,  viz.  one  at  Apalachicola,  another  at  Quincy,  and  a 
third  at  Key  West.  We  have  also  been  gratified,  by  a  visitation  in  Middle 
and  West  Florida,  from  the  Right  Rev.  James  H.  Otey,  D.D.,  Bishop  of 
Tennessee,  who  consecrated  2  new  churches,  and  confirmed  about  30  per- 
sons in  four  parishes.  Mr.  Elwell  is  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  the  Diocese, 
and  officiates  as  Lay  Reader  at  Monticello.  On  the  whole,  the  prospects  of 
the  Church  in  Florida,  are  encouraging ;  its  services  are,  wherever  held, 
received  with  increasing  favor,  and  from  indications  manifest  throughout  the 
Territory,  so  soon  as  the  blessings  of  peace  shall  be  vouchsafed  to  us,  the 
Church  wiD  prosper  throughout  our  borders. 

Since  the  fast  report,  there  have  been  about  100  Baptisms,  about  30  Con- 
firmations, and  there  are  over  150  Communicants.  The  Funerals  have  been 
numerous;  but  owing  to  the  absence  of  any  data,  the  number  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained.    Sunday  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  state  in  nearly  every  parish. 

Pestilence  has  so  destroyed  every  thing  during  the  last  year,  that  the  or- 
dinary details  have  not  been  furnished ;  and  consequently,  the  Committee 
cannot  arrive  at  precise  results,  but  it  is  believed  the  foregoing  estimates 
are  below,  rather  than  above  the  number. 

ALABAMA. 

The  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  are  encourag- 
ing. The  number  of  resident  Clergymen  is  increased  toll;  of  whom  10 
are  in  charge  of  1 1  churches.  Another  Presby tor  in  connection  with  this 
Diocese  is  engaged  as  a  Missionary  in  Texas.  One  Presbyter,  and  one 
Deacon  have  removed  from  the  Diocese.  Four  Presby  tors  have  been  re- 
ceived into  it.  W*ithin  the  last  three  years,  the  number  of  Communicants 
has  increased  from  202  to  295.  As  an  evidence  of  the  more  extended  in- 
flttiSnce  of  the  Church,  may  be  mentioned,  the  great  increase  which  has  taken 
{dace  in  its  other  minietrations.  Thus  the  number  of  Marriages  celebratod 
daring  the  past  year  is  44,  whilst  the  aggregate  celebratod  during  the  three 
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years  preceding  1838,  was  no  more  than  42  :  the  number  of  Baptisms  re- 
ported daring  the  past  year,  was  113;  and  the  namber  daring  the  three  years 
next  preceding  1838,  was  only  176. 

Daring  the  last  Contention,  the  expediency  of  electing  a  Diocesan  Bishop 
was  considered  ;  bat,  in  conseqaence,  first,  of  a  difference  of  opinion  on  the 
construction  of  the  3d  Section  of  the  1st  General  Canon ;  and,  second,  of  the 
inability  of  the  Conyention  to  secure  to  the  office  an  adequate  support,  the 
election  was  deferred.  At  the  next  Annual  Convention,  to  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Mobile,  on  the  third  Thursday  in  February,  1842,  an  election  will 
probably  be  made.  When  this  desirable  result  shall  have  been  effected,  we 
may,  by  the  blessing  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  on  a  perfect  organi- 
zation of  his  Body,  look  for  a  more  rapid  extension  of  her  borders,  and  the 
the  building  up  of  her  children  in  the  most  Holy  Faith. 

In  the  absence  of  the  necessary  documents,  the  usual  statistical  informa- 
tion cannot  be  famished. 

LOUISIANA. 

The  parishes  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  were  organized  into  a  Diocese  in 
the  month  of  April,  1838,  and  admitted  into  full  ecclesiastical  union  with  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
last  General  Convention.  The  journals  of  the  first  Convention  of  the  Diocese 
exhibit  the  names  of  but  two  clerical  and  five  lay  delegates,  for  the  only  three 
organized  parishes  of  the  State.  Since  that  time  the  journals  show  a  steady 
growth  of  prosperity,  not  so  rapid  as  might  have  been  expected,  had  more 
laborers  been  found  to  enter  upon  that  field,  bat  snfiicient  to  encourage  the 
hearts  of  all  who  desire  the  welfare  of  our  Zion,  and  to  famish  demonstra- 
tion of  what  would  be  accomplished  with  more  abandant  means. 

Namber  of  Communicants  reported  to  the  first  Convention  in  1839,  164  ; 
in  1841,222;  showing  an  increase  of  58:  Baptisms,  280 ;  Marriages,  48; 
Funerals,  120 ;  Confirmed,  70.  Contributions  to  benevolent  purposes, 
$2300. 

A  new  church  has  been  erected  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  conse- 
crated by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  Polk,  for  the  use  of  the  parish  of  St.  Paars. 

Two  new  Clergymen  have  become  residents  in  the  diocese,  and  two  Mis- 
sionaries are  now  laboring  in  that  field,  under  the  direction  of  the  Domestic 
Committee  of  the  Missionary  Board,  making  in  all,  now  residing  within  the 
limits  of  the  Diocese,  seven  Clergymen  ;  five  ef  whom  are  engaged  directly 
in  preaching  the  word  of  the  gospel,  and  two  employed  as  presidents  of  lite- 
rary institutions. 

TENNESSEE. 

There  are  in  this  Diocese,  fourteen  churches,  of  which  six  are  at  this 
time  without  a  minister.  The  Clergy  consists  of  the  Bishop,  eight  Presby- 
ters, and  one  Deacon.  Since  the  last  General  Convention,  one  person  has 
beeen  admitted  to  the  Order  of  Deacons,  and  two  to  the  Priesthood  :  three 
Clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese,  and  six  removed  from  it : 
one  has  departed  this  life,  and  two  have  been  displaced. 

The  reports  from  all  the  parishes  which  have  not  been  destitute  of  pastoral 
care,  exhibit  abandant  testimony  that  the  desolation  presented  by  this  and 
neighboring  regions  of  the  wide  spread  province  of  the  Church,  is  not  that  of 
barrenness.  Wherever  there  has  been  labor  there  are  fruits.  The  number 
of  Communicants  last  reported  in  eight  chnrches,  is  279 :  88  adults  and  379 
children  have  been  baptized ;  and  the  rite  of  Confirmation  administered  to

106  peraoDfl.    67  Marriages,  and  81  Burials,  have  been  solemnized.    One 
Clraroh  has  been  consecrated,  and  two  are  in  the  course  of  erection. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  Episcopal  acts  performed  in  this  Diocese  since  the  last  General 
Convention  are — churches  consecrated,  4;  Deacons  ordained,  8 ;  Priests,  7 ; 
Clergy  suspended,  1 ;  Confirmations,  92. 

There  are  at  this  time,  in  the  Diocese,  twenty-one  Clergymen,  baring  a 
canonical  residence;  and  fi?e  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

The  annud  reports  show :  Baptisms,  (adplts,  30 ;  infants,  229,)  total,  259 ; 
Communicants  added,  about  100 ;  total,  384.  Marriages,  79 ;  Funerals,  126. 
One  Clergyman,  the  Rev.  James  M.  Putney,  has  died. 

The  most  important  event  that  has  transpired  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  Church,  in  our  borders,  is  the  transfer  of  Shelby  College  to  the  con- 
trol of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese.  The  buildings  are  new  and  sub- 
stantial, and  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  designed.  They  were  erected  at 
an  expense  of  about  $10,000,  and  are  situate  in  a  rich  and  healthy  part  of 
the  State,  about  thirty  miles  from  Louisville,  on  the  road  leading  to  Lexing- 
ton. By  the  blessing  of  God  we  hope  that  this  Institution  will  be  promo- 
tive of  sound  learning,  and  the  dissemination  of  the  pure  principles  of  reli- 
gion. We  trust,  too,  that  it  will  be  instrumental  in  restoring  life,  vigor, 
and  activity  to  our  Theological  Seminary,  without  which  it  is  in  vain  to 
look  for  a  sufficient  and  permanent  supply  of  Clergy. 

We  have  much  to  encourage  us.  The  Church  is  gradually  growing  into 
favor.  Some  new  parishes  have  been  organized  in  the  country,  and  a  large 
handsome  gotbio  edifice  has  been  erected  in  Louisville,  under  the  name  of 
St.  Paul's ;  thus  forming  two  parishes  in  that  city,  boih  of  which  are  in- 
creasing. The  Clergy  are  as  much  united  as  in  any  part  of  our  country. 
Our  congregations  under  their  faithful  ministrations  are  advancing  in  the  true 
principles  of  the  Reformation,  as  contained  in  the  pure  word  of  God,  and 
embodied  by  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  her  Articles,  Homilies, 
and  Formularies. 

OHIO. 

The  number  of  Clergymen  at  present  in  the  Diocese,  is  fiAy-eight,  (viz.  : 
The  Bishop,  forty-seven  Presbyters,  and  ten  Deacons ;  being  an  increase  of 
five  since  the  last  General  Convention.)  The  number  of  Candidates  for 
Orders,  is  eight.  There  have  been  admitted  to  the  Order  of  De&cons, 
twelve,  and  to  the  Order  of  Priests,  twelve.  The  number  of  parishes 
within  the  Diocese,  is  seventy-five.  Seven  hundred  and  seventeen  persons 
have  been  confirmed,  and  seven  churches  consecrated ;  Communicants,  2200. 

At  the  late  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  measures  were  adopted  for  raising 
a  permanent  Episcopal  fond,  and  substantial  evidences  made  to  prove,  both 
the  dispositipn,  and  the  ability  of  the  Diocese  to  provide  suitably  for  its 
Episcopate.' 

The  institutions  of  the  Church,  at  Gambier,  including  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  with  its  Preparatory  School,  were  never 
under  better  administration  than  at  present.  The  faculty  and  instruction 
of  the  College,  are  believed  to  be  equal  to  that  of  the  leading  institutions  of 
a  similar  kind,  in  the  United  States,  whilst  the  arrangements  of  the  Pre- 
paratory School  are  such,  as  may  be  safely  commired  with  the  best  semi- 
naries of  the  East.  The  beautiful  edifice  called  Bexley  Hall,  designed  for 
the  use  of  the  Theological  Students  of  the  Diocese,  is  now  just  about  to  be

roofed,  and  will  famish  OTcry  neoded  oomfort  to  the  eUases  <^  Cmdidatcw 
for  the  MinUtry. 

At  Granyille,  a  picturesque  and  healthy  village  of  Ohio,  not  far  from 
Gambler,  we  have  a  Female  Semioary,  under  the  control  of  the  Church, 
which  is  destined  to  exercise  a  healthy  educational  influence. 

The  Diocese  is  prosperous,  its  Clergy  are  united  and  sealoos,  tod  the 
Church,  as  a  whole,  is  growing  in  its  bMt  strength. 

INDIANA. 

The  Diocese  of  Indiana  owes  its  existence,  under  God,  to  the  agency  and 
fostering  care  of  our  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  Bat  three 
years  have  elapsed  since  it  became  a  Diocese ;  and  bat  about  seven  years  since 
the  first  feeble  beginnings  of  its  first  parish.  That  first  parish  was  at  New 
Albany,  on  the  Ohio  river,  consisting  at  first  of  only  five  members,  and  those 
poor  in  this  world^s  goods.  With  this  small  beginning,  and  for  two  years 
without  any  other  than  occasional  ministrations,  these  members  persevered 
until  a  Missionary  was  sent  them.  From  this  period,  taking  courage,  though 
often  surrounded  by  difficulties  that  appeared  insurmountable,  additions  were 
made  from  time  to  time ;  the  ministrations  of  the  gospel  were  blessed,  until 
this  church  now  numbers  4G  Communicants,  with  a  corresponding  congre- 
gation ;  has  a  Sunday  School  of  10  Teachers  and  60  Scholars ;  has  a  neat 
church  finished,  for  which  they  have  themselves  raised  over  $2000 ;  and 
now,  by  the  kind  aid  of  eastern  friends,  hope  to  be  relieved  from  an  unex- 
pected embarrassment,  which  for  some  time  threatened  its  safety.  In  the 
meantime,  the  Baptisms  have  been  49  ;  the  number  Confirmed,  36  ;  Contri- 
butions for  Missions,  t^35. 

At  Madison,  where  was  the  next  church  organized  in  this  Diocese,  vrith 
far  more  favorable  prospects,  and  which  soon  numbered  22  Communicants, 
we  are  constrained  to  acknowledge  an  instance  of  almost  total  failure,  and 
that  from  want  of  union,  from  the  frequent  change  of  its  ministers,  and  from 
other  adverse  causes.  Its  church  edifice,  built  and  consecrated,  has  been 
sold  for  debt,  and  its  members  scattered.  Here,  to  succeed,  to  any  good 
purpose,  there  must  be  a  new  beginning,  laying  a  new  foundation  in  unity 
and  brotherly  love. 

At  Jeffersonville,  another  Missionary  station,  and  the  church  next  organ- 
ized, a  few  persons  persevering — ^with  only  the  occasional  services  of  diffe- 
rent Missionaries,  have  erected — and  with  some  aid  from  Louisville,  and  the 
Bishop,  entirely  paid  for  their  small,  but  very  neat  house  of  worship ;  cost- 
ing ahout  $1200.  And  the  church,  though  few  in  number,  is  in  a  very 
encouraging  condition.  Here  12  have  been  Baptized  ;  14  Confirmed;  26 
added  to  the  Communion ;  and  an  average  of  25  gathered  in  the  Sunday 
School. 

At  Granville,  in  the  five  years  since  the  church  was  organized,  a  blessing 
has  so  far  attended  the  efiforts  of  its  Missionary,  that  49  have  been  Bap- 
tized ;  35  added  to  its  Communion,  and  10  Teachers  and  90  Scholars 
gathered  in  the  Sunday  School.  A  large  brick  church  has  been  erected, 
and  $6000  paid  for  it  in  the  place. 

At  Lafayette,  in  about  four  and  a  half  years  from  the  first  efforts  of  the 
Rector — who,  blessed  with  a  portion  of  woalth,  has,  with  great  liberality  and 
self-denial,  and  without  Missionary  aid,  labored  to  the  present  time — a  church 
has  been  erected  and  finished,  at  a  cost  of  about  $2600 ;  20  have  been 
Baptized ;  17  Confirmed ;  and  30  connected  with  the  Communion.  The 
Sunday  ^School  has  16  Teachers,  and  121  Scholars.  Missionary  Coatriha- 
tions,  $45. 
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At  Indiaoftpolie,  the  eapitol  of  the  State,  the  labon  of  its  Miseionarjp  were  so 
blessed,  that  in  foar  and  a  half  ysars,  the  church,  from  the  small  begii^niog  of 
fi¥e  or  six  members,  has  now  33  Commaoicants ;  48  have  been  Baptized ;  and 
43  Confirmed.  Two  Sunday  Schools  report  70  Scholars.  A  very  neat  church 
has  been  erected,  and  furnished  at  a  cost  of  about  $4000  ;  and  all  except 
about  lisoo,  paid  by  those  concerned  in  the  place.  The  results  of  the  Mis* 
sionary^s  labors  at  Richmond  likewise,  have  been,  in  three  and  a  half  years : 
a  church  organized ;  32  Baptisms  ;  16  Communicants ;  a  Sunday  School  of 
30  Teachers  and  150  Scholars;  a  church  edifice  commenced ;  and,  with  the 
aid  of  friends,  about  $3000  secured  for  its  erection  and  completion. 

At  Michigan  City,  the  results  of  the  like  efforts  have  been*— a  neat  church- 
room  fitted  up  ;  33  Baptisms ;  17  Confirmed ;  22  connected  with  the  Com- 
munion ;  a  Sunday  School  of  10  Teachers  and  40  Scholars ;  besides  $28 
contributed  for  Missionary  objects. 

At  Crawfordsville,  a  station  sadly  neglected,  though  a  growing  place,  and 
the  seat  of  a  flourishing  college,  a  church  has  been  erected,  and  about  half 
completed ;  and  thus  it  remains,  free  of  debt,  but  with  no  Missionary  to 
proclaim  in  it  the  truths  of  the  gospel.    Here  are  reported  9  Communicants. 

At  Lawrenceburgh,  the  results  of  Missionary  labors  have  been,  in  one 
and  a  half  years,  a  good  room  fitted  up  for  worship,  with  an  organ ;  a  Sun- 
day School  of  9  Teachers  and  30  Scholars ;  3  Baptisms ;  5  Confirmed  ; 
10  connected  with  the  Communion ;  contributed  for  Missionary  objects, 
$36.  The  results  of  the  Missionary's  labors  at  Vincennes  also,  during  the 
same  time,  t^ — a  church  organized  ;  26  Baptisms ;  22  Communicants ;  24 
Confirmed ;  a  lot  obtained ;  about  $1000  pledged  by  themselves  for  a  church 
edifice,  and  about  $1000  more  procured  of  friends  in  England  and  in  this 
(^ountry.  Truly  encouraging  are  the  prospects ;  but  the,  failure  of  the 
Missionary's  health,  it  is  expected,  will  oblige  him  to  retire  from  this  inter- 
esting field.    The  Sunday  School  reports  9  Teachers  and  84  Scholajrs. 

At  Terre  Haute,  Mishawaka,  Laporte,  Connersvilie,  Logansport,  Foit 
Wayne,  and  some  other  places,  efforts  have  been  made  at  different  times, 
and  in  most  cases  with  encouraging  prospects ;  but  for  want  of  Missionaries 
to  fill  most  of  these  permanently,  the  friends  of  the  Church,  in  most  of  them, 
have  become  nearly  discouraged. 

Such  is  a  brief  view  of  the  rise,  progress,  and  present  state  of  the 
churches  and  stations  in  the  Diocese  of  Indiana.  It  is  indeed  a  field  which 
calls  for  primitive  zeal,  devotion,  and  self-denial,  in  its  laborers ;  but  it  is  a 
field,  which,  with  these,  under  God,  will  in  the  end  yield  an  abundant 
harvest. 

It  should  be  further  stated,  that  there  are  connected  with  this  Diocese, 
12  Clergymen ;  eight  of  whom  are  laboring  at  their  respective  stations ;  two 
have  returned  to  their  friends,  in  ill-health  ;  one,  after  seven  years  labor  in 
Florida  and  Indiana,  has,  from  failure  of  voice,  and  in  order  to  its  recovery, 
accepted  an  appointment  under  Governmient,  at  Washington  ;  and  the  other 
is  a  Chaplain  in  the  Navy,  stationed  at  Pensacola. 

As  a  summary,  includiog  also  what  precedes :  14  Parishes  have  been 
organized ;  Baptisms  reported,  have  been  334 ;  Confirmed,  176 ;  Commu- 
nicants added,  314;  Sunday  School  Teachers,  85;  Scholars,  730;  5 
churches  finished,  and  consecrated ;  1  partly  completed ;  2  commenced ; 
and  $206  contributed  in  six  places,  for  Missions. 

ILLINOIS. 

There  are  documents  laid  before  us,  to  justify  the  following  statement 
and  remarks,  touching  the  Diocese  of  Illinois. 
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The  Bishops  is  still  inde&tigable  in  his  srdaous  doties.  He  has  Cod- 
finned,  since  the  last  General  ConTention*,  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons. 
He  has  instituted,  and  caused  to  be  instituted,  several  new  parishes,  but 
hitherto  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  Glerg^ymen  to  take  charge  of  them. 
The  number  of  Communicants  in  the  whole  Diocese,  is  computed  to  be 
350.  Some  of  these  reside  in  places  where  there  is  no  stated  ministration 
of  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  and  are  famishing  for  the  bread  of  life.  The 
number  of  Clergy  permanently  residing  in  the  Diocese  is  ten,  beside  the 
Bishop.  Of  these,  two  are  engaged  in  the  duties  of  Jubilee  College,  an 
Institution  of  great  promise,  in  securing  the  future  welfare  of  the  far  West. 

The  sciences  and  arts  in  general  are  taught  therein,  but ^  its  great  object 
is  to  bring  forward  and  qualify  ministers  of  the  gospel.  It  has  a  chapel,  to 
which  are  attached  more  than  seventy  Communicants.  Already  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  occupy  all  the  rooms  hitherto  provided ;  and  the  main  building 
is  greatly  desired,  and  has  become  necessary  ;  but  if  the  Bishop  exercise 
his  usual  prudence,  which  is  never  to  be  in  debt,  the  funds  now  on  hand 
will  not  allow  even  its  commencement.  The  Diocese  is  greatly  in  want  of 
Missionaries. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Delegate  from  Mississippi  having  been  absent  from  the  country  for 
the  year  last  past,  and  having  no  documents  in  his  hands  in  relation  to  the 
state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  is  unable  to  report  any  definite  and  pre- 
cise information  to  that  effect.  He  is  able  to  state,  however,  that  there  are 
ten  Clergymen,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  all  of  whom,  with  a 
single  exception,  regularly  officiate.  The  number  of  parishes  is  ten  or 
twelve  ;  and  the  Diocese  was  placed  by  a  vote  of  the  late  Annual  Conven- 
tion under  the  full  jurisdiction  of  the  Right  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 
In  consequence  of  the  resignation  of  the  Rev.  M.  L.  Forbes,  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Columbus,  is  ait  present  without  a  Pastor. 

A  neat  and  commodious  edifice  is  in  a  course  of  erection  at  Vicksburg. 
The  congregation  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  have  recently  completed  a 
large  and  beautiful  Grecian  church,  by  which  arrangement  its  limits  have 
been  considerably  enlarged  and  a  decided  impulse,  it  is  trusted,  been  given,  at 
that  important  position,  to  the  cause  of  the  Church. 

MICHIGAN.     . 

Since  the  last  Triennial  Convention,  this  Diocese  was  for  a  long  time 
much  depressed,  in  consequence  of  the  great  pecuniary  embarrassments  that 
pervaded  the  whole  country.  Probably  no  State  in  the  Union  has  suffered 
more  from  this  cause,  if  indeed  so  much. 

The  difficulty  in  sustaining  the  ministry,  at  one  time  was  so  great,  that  it 
was  apprehended  all  the  Clergy  then  connected  with  the  Diocese  would  be 
obliged  to  resign  their  cures. 

In  this  emergency,  however,  the  Bishop  sent  an  Agent  to  male  known 
the  condition  of  the  Diocese  to  the  friends^of  the  Church  and  to  solicit  their 
aid.  The  kind  and  generous  manner  in  which  this  appeal  was  by  many 
responded  to,  was  the  means,  under  Crod,  of  preventing  the  serious  evil 
with  which  the  Diocese  was  threatened. 

With  the  aid  derived  from  this  source,  the  immediate  necessities  of  the 
Clergy  were  relieved,  and  many  parishes  materially  assisted  in  the  erec- 
tion of  churches  and  parsonage-houses  :  and  though  many  congregations 
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may  still  be  oompvlled  to  apply  out  of  the  Diocete  for  aid,  tke  Diocese^  so 
far  as  its  temporal  aflfairs  are  concerned,  has,  witliin  the  last  year,  much 
imraoved. 

The  number  of  church  edifices  erected  since  the  last  Greneral  CouTen- 
tion  is  ilTe. 

The  Parochial  reports  show  that  in  its  sptritaal  character  the  Diocese  is 
prosperoas.  Two  persons  have  been  ordained  to  the  office  of  Deacon,  and 
three  to  that  of  the  Priesthood. 

The  number  of  adults  baptised  is  00 ;  of  infants,  377. 

There  hsTO  been  305  persons  confirmed. 

The  additions  to  the  noly  Communion  hsTd  been  about  400.  The  pres* 
ent  number  of  Communicants,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  is  800. 

The  marriages,  by  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  have  been  1 10.  Funer- 
als, 197. 

The  amount  reported  at  the  last  General  Convention,  as  having  beea 
raised  towards  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  was  $8000  :«^this,  howevert 
it  must  be  borne  in  mmd,  was  in  lands  at  the  then  estimated  raloe.  No 
additions  have  since  been  made  to  this  fond  ;  nor  are  the  lands,  at  present, 
available  in  any  degree,  to  the  object  for  which  they  were  given. 

The  peculiar  dimculties  under  which  the  Diocese  has  labored  for  the  last 
three  years,  have  prevented  as  much  being  done  for  benevolent  porposee 
out  of  the  Diocese,  as  its  members  desired :  these^  however,  have  not  been 
wholly  neglected ;  while  to  sustain  the  Church  in  their  own  borders  they 
have  made  more  than  usual  efibrts. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Diocese  of  Missouri,  having  been  but  lately  organized,  no  Parochial 
Reports  from  the  Clergy  have  as  yet  been  received  :  the  Statistics  which 
are  here  given  must,  therefore,  be  of  a  general  nature.  There  are  at  pres- 
ent only  seven  Clergymen  actually  resident  in  the  Diocese — ^three  more 
have  lately  received  and  accepted  appointments  to  difierent  fields  of  labor 
within  its  borders,  and  are  now  on  their  way  thither.  Thb  Rev.  Mr.  Smith, 
of  St.  Charles,  has  lately  resigned  his  station,  on  account  of  ill  health,'  and 
is  about  returning  to  the  East.  The  Rev.  J.  D.  Mead,  of  Boonville,  now 
travelling  for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  is  still  connected  with  the  Diocese. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Fitch,  it  is  understood,  has  never  taken  letters  dismissory 
from  the  Missionary  Bishop,  though  he  has  not  been  a  resident  in  MiBSOuri 
for  some  years  past. 

The  strength  of  the  Church,  in  this  Diocese,  is  chiefly  in  and  about  St. 
Louis.  The  congregations  in  the  smaller  towns  are  none  of  them  large 
enough,  as  yet,  to  take  the  entire  support  of  a  Clergyman  upon  themselves, 
though  there  is  every  disposition  among  them  to  do  what  they  can,  and 
much  to  encourage  the  hope  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  assist- 
ahce  they  are  now  receiving  from  others,  will  be  repaid  to  the  Church 
tenfold.    Many  important  and  growing  towns  are  still  without  a  Minister. 

In  St.  Louis,  where,  in  November  of  1835,  the  present  devoted  Rector  of 
St.  Paul's  preached  his  first  sermon  after  his  arrival,  to  a  congregation  of 
sixteen  individuals,  there  are  now  two  churches,  one  of  them  among  the 
largest  in  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  a  third  is  shortly  to  be  erected. 

The  only  institution  for  education  in  this  Diocese  belonging  to  the 
Church,  is  Kemper  College,  situated  five  miles  west  of  the  city  of  St. 
Louis.  Its  prospects  are  highly  encouraging.  There  are  in  addition  to 
the  Grammar  School  department,  three  regularly  organized  College  Classes. 
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A  TheologiM  Professor,  the  Rev.  H.  Caewall,  A.  M.,  htm  also  been 
appointed,  who  is  expected  to  enter  upon  his  doties  this  fall. 

I'he  Standing  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Se- 
nary, made  the  fdlowing  report : — 


The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary, 
Bpectfally  report : 

That  certificates,  professedly  in  compliance  with  Canon  55th  of  1833, 
have  been  reoeived  from  the  Dioceses  of  New-Hampshire,  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New- York,  Western  New- York, 
New*Jersey,  Maryland,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  and  Michigan. 

Of  those,  the  certificates  from  the  Dioceses  of  Massachusetts,  Vermont, 
Rode-Island,  Connecticut,  New- York,  Western  New- York,  and  New- 
Jersey,  are  in  ibrm. 

The  certificate  from  New-Hampshire,  is  signed  by  the  Presnlent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  instead  of  the  Secretary  of  the  ConTention  of  that 
Diocese. 

The  certifietles  from  Connecticut,  Maryland,  Georgia,  and  Alabama,  do 
not  state  the  numbers  of  Clergymen,  norj  the  sums  contributed  by  those 
Dioeeses  to  the  use  of  the  Seminary. 

The  certificate  from  Michigan  does  not  state  the  sum  contributed  by  that 
Diocese  to  the  use  of  the  Seminary. 

The  certificate  from  Florida  is  deficient  in  the  same  particular.  It  is 
likewise  obnoxious  to  the  objection,  that  it  is  signed  by  Delegates  to  the 
General  Conyention,  and  not  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
Instead  of  a  certificate  from  Maine,  there  has  been  laid  before  the  Com- 
Qiittee  a  printed  copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  lately  held  in  that 
Dieeese,  which  is  however  entirely  silent  as  to  the  number  of  Clergy  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese,  and  the  sum  contributed  to  the  use  of  the  Seminary. 

The  Committee  have  no  power  to  dispense  with  any  of  the  regulations  of 
the  Canon,  prescribing  the  form  of  those  certificates ;  nor  are  there  any 
equitable  circumstances  arising  out  of  a  misconstruction  of  the  letter  of  the 
Canon,  or  the  difficulty  of  fulfilling  its  requirements,  which  would  induce  the 
Committee  to  exercise  a  dispensing  power,  even  if  such  power  resided  with 
them.  The  language  of  the  Canon  is  plain  and  unequivocal.  Its  object  is 
to  secure  to  the  Convention  such  information  only  as  is  essential  to  deter- 
mine the  precise  influence  which  each  Diocese  is  entitled  to  in  directing  the 
affairs  of  the  Seminary.  It  would  be  better,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
to  repeal  the  Canon,  than  to  tolerate  any  departure  from  its  letter.

The  like  course  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  applicable  to  the  case 
of  Trustees  now  representing  other  Dioceses,  which  haye  neglected  to  for- 
ward certi6cates  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Canon  55th,  before  mentioned. 

The  Committee  have  presumed  that  their  duties  were  limited  to  an  ex- 
amination and  report  upon  the  atate  of  the  certificates  aboye  referred  to. 
They  have  therefore  made  no  examination  into  the  state  of  the  Seminary.

Whereupon  the  report  was  accepted,  the  nominations  therein 
contained  were  confirmed,  and  notice  of  the  same  was  directed 
to  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  the  Committee  on  Canons  were  appointed  on  the 
Joint  Committee  on  the  part  of  this  House,  "  to  report  a  Canon,  de- 
lining  the  meaning  of  the  words,  "  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  fee.** 

The  Committee  on  Canons  made  the  following  report,  which 
was  accepted ;  the  Canon,  with  the  addition  recommended, 
passed,  and  notice  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  a  Canon  receiyed  from 
the  House  of  Bishops,  entitled,  "  Of  a  Clergyman  absenting  himself  from 
his  Diocese," — Report,  That  they  haye  had  the  same  under  consideration, 
and  recommend  its  adoption,  with  the  following  addition,  to  wit  : 

*'  In  the  case  of  such  suspension,  as  aboye  proyided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Bishop  to  giye  notice  thereof  to  eyery  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to 
the  Standing  Committee  of  eyery  Diocese  wherein  there  is  no  Bishop."

On  motion,  resolved^  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That, 
after  to-day,  the  morning  hour  for  the  meeting  of  this  Conventiixi 
be  9  o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  House  resolved  to  re-consider  Section  1st  of 
Canon  4th  of  1838 :  whereupon  an  amendment  was  offered, 
which,  together  with  the  proposed  alterations  of  said  Section, 
was  re-committed  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

On  motion,  that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons, 
which  proposed  an  alteration  of  Article  2d  of  the  Constitution, 
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was  taken  up,  an  amendment  proposed,  and  the  whole  subject 
indefinitely  postponed. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House,  '*  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  addition  pro- 
posed to  the  Canon,  entitled  '  Of  a  Clergyman  absent  from  his 
Diocese.'  ^ 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing thiis  House,  "  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  resolutions 
passed  by  this  House,  in  relation  to  the  meetings  of  the  Conven- 
tion during  the  remainder  of  the  session." 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  propos- 
ing to  this  House  ^  to  re-consider  the  vote  concerning  an  evening 
session." 

Whereupon,  a  motion  to  re-consider  was  carried;  and,  on 
motion,  the  resolution  proposing  an  evening  session,  was  laid  on 
the  table. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops  was  received,  inform- 
thing  this  House  '*  that  they  have  accepted  the  nomination  of  the 
Joint  Committee,  of  a  Board  of  Missions,  and,  on  their  part,  ap- 
point the  within  named  persons  as  such  Board." 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Hon.  E.  F.  Chambers,  whose 
name  had  been  reported  as  a  member  of  the  said  Board,  incor- 
rectly, in  the  place  of  another  gentleman,  who  had  really  been 
selected  by  the  Committee,  it  was  resolved  to  re-commit  the 
report  to  the  same  Committee  for  alterations. 

On  motion,  resolved^  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  Treasurer 
of  the  General  Convention. 

P.  G.  Stujrvesant,  Esq.,  having  declined  a  re-appointment, 
G.  G.  Van  Wagenen,  Esq.,  was  unanimously  chosen. 

On  motion,  resolved^  that  this  House  express  its  thanks  to  Mr. 
Stuyvesant,  for  his  faithful  services  as  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  **  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  adopted  the  resolution  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  in  relation  to  the  place  of  meetins^  of  the  next  General 
Convention,  and  propose,  on  their  part,  rhiladelphia,  as  such 
place  of  meeting." 

Whereupon,  the  House  refused  to  concur  in  the  proposition, 
that  Philadelphia  be  the  place  of  meeting,  but  resolved  that  the 
next  General  Convention  meet  at  Baltimore. 

The  following  gentlemen  had  leave  of  absence,  viz.  E.  J. 
Stiles,  Dr.  Charles  Chase,  C.  B.  Trowbridge,  Jonas  Earll,  Jr., 
and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  S.  S.  Lewis,  and  J.  W.  McCullough. 

The  following  resolution  was  oflTered,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Canons. 
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lUsohed,  That  the  Committee  on  Ctnont,  be  inttructed  to  inqiiin  into 
the  expediency  of  bo  alteriog  Section  1st  of  Canon  37th  of  1833,  that  it 
may  read  as  follows : — 

**  Every  Minieter  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial  fur  any  erime,  or 
gross  immorality,  for  disorderly  cooduct,  for  frequenting  places  most  liable 
to  be  abused  to  licentiousness,  for  habitually  neglecting  pablie  worship,  or 
the  Holy  Eucharist  as  celebrated  in  this  Church,  and  for  violation  of  the 
Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  may 
belong;  and  on  being  found  guilty,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or 
degraded,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  trial  shall 
hftTe  taken  place." 

The  House  adjourned. 


October  IStfa,  1841. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Morning  prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  P.  K.  Hehshaw,  D.D. 
of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  assisted  by  the  Rev,  Gurdon  S.  Coit, 
of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Horton,  from  New-Hampshire,  appeared  and 
took  his  seat. 

The  minutes  were  read,  amended  and  approved. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and,  on  motion*  laid 
upon  the  table. 

Resolved,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  this  House 
will  finally  adjourn  on  Monday,  at  12  o'clock,  at  noon. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informin£[ 
thfi  House  that  "  the  Joint  Committee  to  whom  was  recommitted 
the  Report  nominating  a  Board  of  Missions,  offered  a  report, 
which,  on  motion,  was  adopted,  and  the  persons  therein  named, 
appointed  the  Board  of  Missions,"  and  the  concurrence  of  this 
House  requested.  Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  codcurred.

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  "  that  they  have  passed  an  accompanying  reso- 
lution in  relation  to  Canon  1st  of  1838,  and  ask  concurrence  in 
passing  the  Canon  as  proposed. 

The  Resolution  and  Canon  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Canons. 

A  certificate  of  the  nomination  of  Trustees  of  the  General 
Theological  Seminary,  by  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  was  laid 
before  the  House,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
the  General  Theological  Seminary; — who  reported  that  the 
certificate  was  canonical,  and  recommended  that  the  said  nomi- 
nation be  confirmed  by  this  House,  and  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  for  concurrence :  which,  on  motion,  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolutions  respect- 
ing the  appointment  of  a  Secretary,  and  the  organization  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  reported  a  Rule  of  Order, 
which  was  amended,  and,  on  motion,  adopted  as  follows : 

ORDER 
Of  the  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 

Sbct.  1.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  OTcry  Convention  by  ballot,  by 
a  majority  of  Totes,  after  TiTa  voce  nominations.  Members  of  the  Honse 
shall  not  be  eligible.  If  but  one  person  is  nominated,  the  balloting  shall 
be  dispensed  with.  The  Secretary  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  next  ConvoDtioo,  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen.  He  shall 
attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention ;  shall  receive  the  testimonials  of  those  who  shall  there  attend  as 
Members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  shall  record  the 
names  of  those  who  present  testimonials;  and  when  suoll  list  is  made, 
shall  take  the  rotes  of  those  named  in  it  for  a  President.  The  insertion  by 
the  Secretary,  in  the  list  so  made  by  him,  of  the  name  of  any  person  who 
has  presented  a  testimonial  of  his  appointment  as  a  Deputy,  shall  be  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  person  to  a  seat ;  but  as  soon  as  the 
House  is  duly  organized,  a  Committee  on  Elections  shall  be  appointed,  to 
whom  the  testimonials  of  all  those  claiming  to  be  Members  shall  be  reiemd. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House ; 
transcribe  them  with  all  Reports  into  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose ;  pre- 
serve the  Journal  and  Records  of  the  House ;  deliver  them  to  his  successor, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned  to  him  by  the 
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Hoose.  He  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Hoase,  appoint  an  Asaittant 
Secretary.  If,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  a  vacancy 
should  occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon 
the  Assistant  Secretary,  if  there  be  one ;  if  not,  or  if  the  Assistant  Secretary 
should  die  or  resign,  a  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  next  General  Convention  is  to  meet. 

Sect.  3.  In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  the  List  specified  in 
the  preceding  Section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  every  Diocese,  to  forward  to  him,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  a 
copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  together  with  a  certified 
copy  of  the  testimonials  of  Members  aforesaid. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Secretarj'  of  this  House  be 
directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Standing  Order  to  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  of  each  Diocese,  at  least  two  months  before 
the  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  immediately  preceding 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention ;  and  also  to  append  this 
order  to  the  printed  Journal  of  the  House,  immediately  after  the 
title  page. 

A  transcript  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  was,  by  their  order,  laid 
before  the  House  and  ordered  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal.* 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer  Book 
be  instructed  to  report  on  the  expediency  of  inserting,  as  rubrics, 
in  their  proposed  places,  the  directions  ibr  suitable  postures 
during  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion^  as  recommended 
by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  General  Convention  of  1832. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons  to  inquire  and  report  on  the  question, "  whether  a  Cler- 
gyman is  to  be  considered  as  the  representative  of  his  Parish." 

On  motion,  that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons 
which  referred  to  "  the  age  of  those  who  are  to  be  ordained 
or  consecrated,"  was  taken  up,  and  the  proposed  substitute  for 
Canon  8th  of  1832,  together  with  the  repealing  clause,  was 
passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops  for  their  concurrence. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  a  Joint  Committee  be  appointed  to 
inquire  and  report  what  remaining  business  is  to  be  transacted 
at  this  Session,  and  at  what  time  the  Convention  may  adjourn. 

Committer  on  the  part  of  this  House,  Rev.  Dr.  Strong  and 
Mr.  Gardiner. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  on  the  Canon  "  concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  &c., 
from  among  other  religious  denominations,"  be  recommitted  to 
the  same  Committee^ 

On  motion,  ^resolved.  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  Canon,

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makinj;  it  obligatory  on  each  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  (except 
in  such  Dioceses  as  may  have  Theological  Seminaries  of  their 
own,)  having  a  parochial  charge,  to  make  a  collection  annually 
in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary." 

Committee,  Rev.  Drs.  Upfold  and  Chase,  and  the  Hon.  W.  W, 
Boardman. 

On  motion,  "  resolved^  That,  in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of 
the  population  of  the  United  States,  and  also  to  carry  out  fully 
her  organization,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  the 
Church  should  call  the  attention  of  her  members  to  the  duty  of 
providing  more  ample  free  sitttngs." 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  entire  the  substitute  for 
Canon  1st  of  1828,  as  passed  by  the  House  of  Bishops, — ^when,  on 
motion,  said  report  was  recommitted  to  the  same  Committee. 

The  following  gentlemen  asked  and  had  leave  of  absence : — 
Messrs.  Isaac  Dodittle  and  J.  G.  Chapman. 

On  motionf  resolved^  That  a  Joint  Committee,  consisting,  on 
the  part  of  this  House,  of  the  Secretary  and  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon, 
be  appointed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  Journals  of 
this  Session  printed  with  an  edition  of  the  entire  Canons  ap- 
pended thereto ;  and  also  to  have  printed  the  Sermons  preached 
before  this  Convention. 

Resolvedy  That  3000  copies  of  the  Journal,  1000  copies  of 
the  Sermon  preaohed  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  and  1000 
copies  of  the  Consecration  Sermon  be  printed ;  that  200  copies 
of  the  Journal  be  reserved  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and 
that  two  copies  be  transmitted  by  him  to  every  Clergyman  of 
the  Church,  one  copy  to  each  Lay  Member  of  the  Convention, 
and  the  balance,  if  any,  be  sold  for  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
Convention. 

The  House  adjourned. 


October  16th,  1841. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Levi  Bull,  both  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lyster,  of  Michigan,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  Elliott,  of  South-Carolina,  presented  a  cer- 
tificate, and  took  his  seat 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  concur  in  the  appointment  of  a  joint 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  and  have  appointed  Bishop 
Brownell  on  their  part 
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Mr.  James  M.  Goodwin  was  put  upon  the  Committee  on  the 
Prayer  Book,  in  place  of  Mr.  Galpin. 

A  messaj^  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  a 
Canon,  entitled,  **  Of  the  Election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the 
office  of  Diocesan  Bishop.'' 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  House  concurred,  and  the  Canon 
was  passea. 

Leave  of  absence  was  asked  and  had,  for  the  following  gen* 
tlemen :  Messrs.  Alexander,  Chambers,  and  Wilkinson ;  and  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Peake  and  C.  H.  Page. 

On  motion,  resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,)  That 
when  the  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at  7  o'clock 
this  evening. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  non-con- 
curring in  the  resolution  to  hold  an  evening  session.  Where- 
upon it  was 

Resohedy  That  this  House  hold  an  evening  sesiton  at  7. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  non- 
concurring  in  Baltimore,  as  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  next 
General  Convention.  Whereupon,  on  motion,  &e  House  re- 
ceded from  the  resolution,  appointing  Baltimore  as  the  place  of 
meeting,  and  concurred  in  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, to  meet  in  Philadelphia. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and,  on  motion,  laid  on 
the  table,  viz : 

Resolved,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  a  Joint 
Committee  of  both  Houses  be  appointed,  to  inquire  into  the  pro- 
priety and  necessity  of  so  altering  the  Rubrics  attached  to  the 
Book  at  Common  Prayer,  as  to  render  them  in  all  respects 
specific  and  determinate. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  passed  certain  resolutions  of  a 
Joint  Committee,  in  relation  to  printing  the  entire  Journals,  and 
appointing  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  as  the  Committee 
on  their  part. 

On  motion,  the  House  concurred,  and  appointed  on  their  part, 
the  Rev.  Drs.  Anthon  and  Mead,  and  T.  L.  Ogden,  Esq. 

The  foilowing  preamble  and  resolutions  were  offered,  and,  on 
motion,  laid  on  the  table : 

Whereas,  it  is  highly  expedient,  under  the  present  circum- 
stances of  the  more  recently  settled  parts  of  our  country,  now 
to  make  provision  for  the  future  enlarged  support  of  the  Church, 
in  those  States  and  Territories,  in  proportion  to  their  rapidly  in- 
creasing population, — 

Therefore,  resolved^  That  a  Committee  of    ■    ■  be  appointed* 
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to  frame  and  report  a  legal  form  of  Diocesan  Trusteeship, 
whereby  the  gift  of  lands,  or  other  endowment,  may  be  securely 
held  for  that  purpose ;  viz :  the  future  support  of  the  Church,  in 
accordance  with  the  will  of  the  donors,  subject  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  respective  Dioceses. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  passed  a  Canon,  (a  substitute  for 
Canon  7th  of  1835.)  Whereupon  the  House  concurred  with  the 
House  of  Bishops,  and  passed  the  Canon. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  passed  a  Canon,  (a  substitute  for 
Canon  4th  of  1835).  Whereupon  the  House  concurred  with 
the  House  of  Bishops,  and  passed  the  Canon. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
ing this  House  that  they  have  passed  a  Canon,  (a  substitute  for 
Canon  23d  of  1832,)  which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  Joint 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Henshaw,  McVickar, 
and  Chase ;  and  Messrs.  T.  L.  Ogden,  P.  H.  Micklin,  and  J.  S. 
Peters,  Esqrs. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  to  whom  had  been  recommitted 
a  substitute  for  Canon  7th  of  1838,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Canoos,  to  whom  wis  referretl  the  Resolation  to  »- 
qaire  ioto  the  expediency  of  amending  the  4th  Section  of  Canon  7th  of  1838, 
entitled  **  Concerning  Candidates  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  who  have  beea 
Ministers  or  Licentiates  or  Stadents  of  Theology  among  other  Religions 
Denominations,^*  so  as  to  read  **  one  year**  instead  of  ^'  six  months,**  report-* 

That  they  have  given  the  subject  much  and  careful  consideration,  and 
are  of  the  opinion  the  proposed  amendment  is  hoth  espedieni  and  neetssary ; 
and  accordingly  recommend  its  adoption.  An4  they  heg  lea? e  respectfully 
to  offer  some  of  the  reasons  which  have  influenced  them  in  coming  to  this 
decision. 

The  existing  state  and  cireumatanceeof  that  branch  of  the  Church  Catho- 
lic to  which  we  belong,  in  connection  with  the  present  religious  condition 
of  our  eountry,  your  Committee  believe,  with  very  many  of  their  brethren, 
the  Bishops,  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  imperatively  require  increasing 
carefulness  and  caution  in  the  admission  of  persons  to  her  Ministry,  if  its 
purity  is  to  be  maintained  and  its  greater  efficiency  secured.  And  while 
they  think  such  carefulness  and  caution  essential  in  the  ease  of  candidates 
for  the  sacred  office,  born,  nurtured  and  educated  in  the  boeom  of  the  Church, 
they  cannot  but  regard  the  same  as  especially  and  urgently  demanded  in 
the  case  of  those  aspiring  to  her  Ministry,  who,  up  to  a  comparatively 
recent  period,  have  belonged  to  religions  denominations  whose  attitude  and 
action  are  adverse  to  our  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship,  and  who  have, 
for  a  longer  or  shorter  period,  officiated  as  ministers  among  such  denomini^ 
tions.  One  year,  they  believe,  eannot  be  reasonably  regarded,  as  an  unnf  • 
eessary  term  of  probation,  nw  more  than  requisite  to  enable  the  ooostitaied 
aathorities  of  the  Church  to  obtain  such  knowledge  of  the  charaotsr  and 
conduct,  the  spirit,  temper  and  qualifications  of  such  candidates,  and  their 
gensfal  *'  aptness  and  meetaess  to  eiwreise  the  niBiatqr  duly  lo  the  honor 
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of  God  and  the  odifjioff  of  the  CkiTeli,"  •»  thatt  teoiira  her  from  the  iatni- 
Bion  of  aanronhy,  pragmatical  or  inefficient  peraons.  And  )eaa  timOf  they 
hoonbly  conceive,  would  acarcely  be  aufficient.  to  afiurd  an  opportunity  to 
each  Candidates  themselves,  to  form  a  right  estimate  of  the  motives  and 
purposes  which  indaee  an  ecelesiastical  change  oi  such  vital  importance, 
and  lead  them  to  seek  admission  into  the  Ministry  of  a  Church,  whose 
peenUar  claims  they  may  have  hitherto,  and  all  their  lives  long,  been  taught 
to  repudiate,  tnd  whose  distinctive  principles  and  mode  of  worship  thcj 
may  have  more .  or  less  regarded,  and,  perhaps,  in  common  with  a  great 
majority  of  those  whom  they  abandon,  stigmatised  as  serious  and  dangerous 
errors.  The  proposed  restriction  is,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee, 
right  and  just,  and  they  believe  that  it  would  be  so  regarded  by  all  such 
Candidates  themselves,  who  with  pure  motives  and  right  feelings  and  proper 
purposes,  seek  Holy  Orders  at  the  hands  of  our  Bishops;  and  instead  of 
eom  plaining  of  it  as  an  unreasonable,  grievous  and  humiliating  exaotiooy 
they  would,  from  personal  considerations  of  great  moment,  and  which  must 
be  obvioesto  all,  snbmit  to  it  readily  and  cheerfolly  ;  and  that  it  would  be 
felt  as  an  hardship  only  by  such  as  from  unworthy  motives,  from  sudden 
impulse  for  instance,  from  caprice,  from  an  unstable  and  changeable  disposi- 
tion, from  ambitious  aspirings,  or  from  a  purpoae  ill  concealed  and  not 
nnfreqiiently  avowed,  of  reforming  and  purifying  our  Communion  from  its 
supposed  errors  in  doctrine  and  practice,  and  assimilating  it  as  far  as  possi- 
ble to  the  spirit,  opinions  and  practices  of  the  denomination  they  are  about 
to  leave,  seek,  (with  all  their  former  predilections  and  prejudices  ,in  little  or 
no  degree)  lessened  a  participation  of  our  divinely  instituted  Ministry.  To 
the  former — and  that  there  are  many  such  brilliant  exceptions  already  in 
oor  ranks,  and  that  more  may  be  expected  your  Committee  are  prepared  to 
concede  ; — ^lo  the  former,  the  proposed  extension  of  the  period  of  probation 
would  be  regarded  only  as  a  proper  and  necessary  precaution  on  the  part  of 
the  Church :  and  the  only  difficulty  that  can  well  be  anticipated  in  their 
ease,  would  be  the  want  of  the  means  of  support  during  the  brief  probation ; 
which  want,  there  is  xeal  and  liberality  enough  among  the  members  a^  our 
Communion,  if  the  matter  be  properly  presented,  always  adequately  to  sup> 
ply.  And  the  latter,  it  would  be  neither  for  the  credit,  the  safety,  the  inter- 
ests, nor  the  edifying  of  the  Church,  to  encourage  in  an  attempt  to  enter 
her  fold,  and  minister  at  her  altar. 

Your  Committee  are  further  of  opinion,  that  the  proposed  amendment  is 
strictly  accordant  with  the  letter  and  spirit  of  onr  existing  canonical  enact- 
ments on  this  point,  which  imply  and  insist  on  thorough  preparation  and 
eminent  qualification^  in  all  who  aapire  to  the  Ministry,  and  exaet  from 
Candidates  born  and  brought  up  within  the  pale  of  the  Church,  three  years 
probation,  and  allow  of  their  ordination  after  a  less  period,  only  as  an  ex- 
oeption  for  special  cause,  and  under  a  dispensation  ;  and  then  insist,  as  the 
shortest  time  within  which  they  may  in  any  case  be  admitted  to  Orders,  on 
precisely  the  period  which  the  amendment  proposes,  in  the  case  of  those 
who  come  from  other  religious  denominations.  The  first  Section  of  thi 
Canon  under  consideration,  expressly  declares  that  *^  all  persons  seekinf 
admission  to  the  Ministry  of  this  Church,  are  to  be  regarded  as  Candidate! 
for  Holy  Orden,^'  implying,  as  your  Committee  think,  an  equality  of  condi- 
tion and  privilege  as  the  genenU  rule.  And  to  accord  to  strangers,  and  that 
as  of  right,  what  we  refuse  to  accord  to  the  children  of  the  Church,  except 
under  a  dispensation  and  as  a  favor,  and  then  only  on  condition  of  serving  a 
probation  of  one  year,  is,  as  we  humbly  conceive,  manifestly  unjust  to  onr 
own  effsprinf  .    Ther»  is  neither  eonsieteDcy,  nur  propriety,  nor  justice,  ift 
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allowing'  mliens  and  strangers  to  enter  oar  Ministry  after  a  brief  probation  of 
six  mOntlis,  and  in  the  case  of  car  own  children,  insisting,  as  the  minirnvm  of 
their  probation,  on  one  year.  And  besides  its  inconsistency  and  its  injustice, 
its  practical  consequences  may  be  exceedingly  injurious.  It  offers  a  strong 
temptation  to  such  to  forsake  the  path  and  the  faith  o£  their  fathers  and 
wander  into  strange  pastures,  merely  to  facilitate  and  hasten  their  admis- 
sion into  the  Ministry.  For  under  existing  canonical  enae  ments,  if  a  Can- 
didate ibr  Ofders  among  onrseives  is  anxious  to  dispense  with  the  prescribed 
probation,  and  hurry  into  the  Sacred  Office,  his  most  ready  way  to  accomplish 
his  object,  is  to  connect  himself  with  some  other  religious  denomination  and 
beicome  a  Licentiate  or  Minister  among  them  for  a  short  time,  and  then,  as 
such,  he  is  ordained  after  a  probation  of  six  months:  whereas,  otherwise,  he 
nnst  wait  at  least  one  year,  and  then,  if  a  dispensation  be  denied,  he  must 
serve  oat  the  full  term  of  three  years.  On  the  score  of  right  and  justice  to 
oor  own  Candidates,  then,  to  those  who  from  their  youth  up  have  been  with 
as,  baptised  and  nurtured  in  the  Church,  as  also  to  prevent  the  evil  whieh 
has  b^BU  adverted  to,  your  Committee  believe,  this  proposed  amendment  is 
required.  Otherwise,  a  manifest  advantage  will  be  given  to  strangers  over 
the  children  of  the  family;  the  claim  of  the  former  to  which,  or  the  pro- 
priety of  awarding  it,  we  humbly  conceive  it  will  be  difficult  to  shew,  and 
still  more  difficalt  to  defend. 

It  may  be  urged  as  an  objection  to  the  proposed  amendment,  that  it  throws 
an  impediment  in  the  way  of  persons  desirous  to  enter  our  Ministry,  and 
this,  (the  demand  fur  Clergymen  being  so  urgent  and  pressing,)  will  operate 
to  the  injury  of  the  Church,  will  arrest  her  onward  march,  cripple  her  effi)rts, 
and  impair  and  restrict  her  influence.  Admitting  for  the  sake  of  argument 
that  such  be  the  fact,  your  Committee  answer,  that  the  proposed  amendment 
will  not  hinder  any  that  would  be  useful  and  efficient,  and  those  only  for  a 
short  time.  And  as  to  the  others,  their  hindrance — nay,  their  entire  exclu- 
^on,  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Church.  It  is  true,  instruments  for 
earrrying  on  the  work  of  God  and  spreading  the  light  and  knowledge  of 
Christ  and  his  Church,  are  needed,  much  needed.  But  to  answer  the  par- 
pose  they  must  be  really  and  truly  instruments.  Otherwise  their  labors 
will  amount  to  nothing ;  nay  more,  will  be  positively  injurious.  -  And  we 
respectfully  suirgest,  whether  strangers  to  our  Communion,  scarcely  decided 
in  their  own  minds  as  to  oor  peculiarities,  and  more  or  less  imbued  ex  neces- 
sitale  rei  with  the  prejudices,  the  spirit  and  the  prepossessions  of  their  former 
connection,  can  be  considered  as  the  most  effi-^ient  instruments  for  the  work 
which  the  Church  has  in  hand.  Their  instrumentality  is  but  of  doubtftil 
otiKty,  and  questionable  value,  and  oftentimes  is  positively  detrimental. 
They  are  apt  to  undo  more  than  they  perform.  Ignorant,  comparatively  so, 
and  that  to  a  great  degree,  of  the  Church  and  her  peculiarities,  they  know 
not  how  either  to  assert  or  defend  them ;  and  often,  by  inadvertent  admis- 
sions, or  by  preserving  silence  when  as  Ministers  of  the  Church  they  ought 
to  speak  and  speak  out  boldly  in  her  defence — or  by  siding  with  her  adver- 
saries practically,  if  not  avowedly,  they  compromit  her  character  and  her 
interests,  and  wrong  her  most  seriously.  Such  instruments  the  Church  does 
not  want.  She  is  better  without  them  than  with  them.  And  the  more  dfll- 
cult  she  makes  their  admission  to  her  Ministry,  the  greater  is  her  security 
and  her  prosperity. 

if  it  be  farther  objected,  as  perhaps  it  may,  that  this  Convention  has  ao 
right  to  interpose  any  obstacle  to  persons  desirous  to  enter  her  ministry,  it 
may  be  repKed,  that  she  oertainly  haa  the  right,  inherent  in  every  soeiety,  of 
protecting  herself  from  the  intrusion  of  tbo  unworthy,  the  nseless,  or  Hm 
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dttgwom .  That  rigfal  Ae  has  always  eioeiMd,  and  thai  widiMi  gaiMay- 
ing.  And  she  has  the  saoctioo  of  her  DWiae  Head  aad  his  inapiied  afioalka 
for  so  doing,  who  expressly  sdmonish  agaiast  precipiUaey  k  a  natter  «f 
sach  Tast  importance.  That  which  from  the  heginpiiig,  slwaya,  every 
where,  has  heen  exercised  by  the  Church  Catholic,  which  is  inherent  in 
CTcry  society,  and  which  onr  branch  of  tlM  Chnieh  from  the  beginning  has 
uniformly  exercised,  it  is  now  too  late  to  call  in  qnestien. 

Yoar  Committee  will  not  prolong  this  repoit,  though  other  reasona  might 
be  assigned,  aad  if  it  were  proper,  instances  gnma  of  the  misehieToaa  psao- 
tical  operation  of  the  present  brief  probation.  They  have  adduced,  as  they 
humbly  conceive,  sufficient  reasons  to  Justify  the  condoaion  at  which  they 
have  arrived,  and  te  warrant  them  in  recommending  the  adoptaoa  of  this 
proposed  amendment  of  an  extension  of  the  period  of  probation  m  the  eaaa 
of  the  class  of  Candidates  concerned,  at  least  to  the  term  of  one  vear.  They 
accordingly  report  Canon  7th  of  1838,  amended  in  this  partieular  in  See- 
tion  4th,  as  Canon  —  of  1841,  as  follows : 

CANON. 

Concerning  Candidates  for  ^Orders  in  this  Chmrch,  toho  have  heen  Aftnif- 
terSf  Licentiates,  or  Students  of  Theology ,  among  other  Religious  De^ 
nominations, 

Sbct.  1.  All  persons  seeking  admission  to  the  Ministry  of  thisChnrehy 
are  to  be  regarded  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Sect.  2.  When  a  person  who,  not  having  had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has 
been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate  among  any  other 
denomination  of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordained  in  this  Churcbj  he 
shall  give  notice  theieof  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  thera  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides ;  or  if  he  rnides  in 
a  State  or  Territory  in  which  there  is  no  organiied  Diocese,  to  the  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides];  which  notice  shall  be 
accompanied  with  a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this 
Church,  stating,  that  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  party,  or  sstiafaotoij' 
evidence  laid  l^foie  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave  the  denonu- 
nation  to  which  he  has  belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  un&- 
vorable  to  his  religions  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which  it  may  be 
inexpedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church ; 
and  they  may  also  add  what  they  know,  or  believe  on  good  aathorityi  of  the 
circumstances  leading  to  the  said  desire. 

Sect.  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shsll  think  nroper  te 
proceed,  the  party  applying  to  be  receiTcd  as  a  Candidate,  ahall  produce 
to  the  Standing  Committee  the  same  testimoaials  of  litervy  qualiiea- 
tions  as  are  required  of  all  other  Candidates ;  aad  also  a  testimonial  from 
at  least  twelve  members  of  the  denomination  from  which  he  came,  or  twelve 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  or  twelve  persons,  in  part  of 
the  denomination  from  which  he  came,  and  in  part  Episcopaliana,  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Committee,  that  the,  applicant  has,  for  three  years  last  neat 
lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and  also,  a  testimonial  from  at  least 
two  Pfesbvters  of  this  Church,  that  they  believe  him  to  be  pious,  sober,  and 
honest,  and  sincerely  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  wersh^  of  the 
Church.  The  Standing  Committee  being  satisfied  on  these  points,  may 
recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as  a  Candidalea  lor  (Mete 
in  thia  Church ;  or,  in  a  vaeant  Dieoese»  the  Standing  Committee  amy  ae 
ifceive  him* 
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SwT.  4.  Ciiidid»t«saidaittedM  above,  may,  It  tlMezptttt^ 
not  leM  than  one  jear,  be  Ovdained  on  their  paMtng  the  aame  ezaminatiom 
ae  other  Caadidatea  for  Deaoon^a  Ordera ;  aod  in  the  examiBationa,  apecial 
regard  aball  be  had  to  thoae  pointa  in  whioh  the  denomination  whence  they 
eome  differa  from  this  Chorch,  with  a  Yiew  of  teating  their  information  and 
aoandneaa  in  the  aame ;  aod  alao  to  the  aaeeruining  that  they  are  adequately 
acquainted  with  the  liturgy  and  oflSoea  of  thia  Church ;  nronded,  that  in 
thcnr  caae  the  teatimoniala  shall  be  required  to  eoTor  only  the  time  ainoe 
Iheir  admiaaion  aa  Candidatea  for  Ordera ;  and  proTided,  also,  that  the  pro- 
▼taiona  of  the  Canon  concerning  Candidatea  for  Ordera,  aa  far  aa  the  aame 
lelatea  to  the  age  of  the  peraon  to  whom  the  diapenaation  may  be  granted, 
and  the  mode  and  reatrietiona  in  and  under  which  the  aame  may  be  granted, 
iball  apply  to  the  peraona  menUoned  in  this  Canon. 

Sect.  6.  £?ery  candidate  for  the  Miniatry  of  any  other  deaeaaination, 
who  appliea  to  be  receired  aa  a  Candidate  for  Ordera  in  thia  Church,  may 
be  allowed  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  period  of  time  during  which  he  haa  been  a  atndent  of  Theo- 
logy* or  candidate  in  aach  other  denomination :  proTided,  the  time  ao  allowed 
doea  not  exceed  two  yeara. 

Sect.  6.  When  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  Statea,  who  haa 
been  acknowledged  aa  an  ordained  Minister  among  any  other  denomination 
of  Chriatiana,  shall  apply  for  Orders  in  thia  Church,  the  Bishop  to  whom 
application  ia  made,  ahall  require  of  him  (in  addition  to  the  aboye  qualiiicaF 
tions)  satisfactory  e?idence  that  he  haa  reaided  at  least  one  year  in  the 
United  States  preyioua  to  hia  application. 

SnoT.  7.  The  SeTcnth  Canon  of  1838  ia  hereby  repealed.

Whereupon  the  minority  of  the  Committee  made  the  foUow* 
ing  report : 

The  underaigDed,  a  minori^  of  the  Committee  on  Canona,  to  whom  waa 
referred  the  aubjeet  of  '*  alterug  the  4th  Section  of  the  7th  Canon  of  1838,'* 
ao  aa  that  it  ahall  read,  ^  one  year  or  more,'*  in  the  second  ^ine,  in  the  place 
of  *^aiz  montha,"  aa  it  now  atanda,  reapectiuUy  repreaent  to  this  House 
their  dissent  from  the  report  adopted  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee. 

They  oonaider  the  proposed  change  in  the  Canon  unnecessary.  The 
Church,  in  their  judgment,  already  requires  ample  teatimoniala  to  all  the  re- 
quisite qualificationa.  It  haa  very  recently  legislated  on  the  subject ;  and 
theie  ia  no  eridence  of  any  e?il  which  haa  grown  up  under  the  operation  of 
the  Canon,  aa  it  waa  passed  at  the  last  General  Conrention.  They  know, 
in  fact,  of  no  evils,  arising  from  the  admission  of  that  class  of  Candidatea 
who  are  described  in  this  Canon,  aa  it  haa  been  practiaed  in  past  years,  which 
aboold  Juatify  a  general  diatmat  and  alarm.  They  know  of  none  which  might 
sot  be  renewed,  through  a  atriet  and  faithful  execution  of  the  exiating  lawa 
of  the  Church ;  aoid  they  have  confidence  in  the  sound  discretion  of  thoae 
to  whom  the  execution  of  thoae  lawa  ia  entruated. 

The  underaigned  beliere  that  thejpropoaed  chaoge,if  it  were  notneedleaa, 
wmM  be  almeat  oaeleaa.    Aa  additwav  deiny  of  aix  mentha  eould  set  be 
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expected  to  give  to  a  corropt  Candidate  purity  of  heart.  It  could  not  inaeU 
assist  in  faraishing  an  ignorant  Candidate  with  adeqaate  knowledge.  It 
would  hardly  create  an  at^chment  to  the  Church,  where  this  had  no  exist* 
ence.  If,  at  the  end  of  the  first  six  months,  the  Candidate  had  not  acquired 
a  sufficient  acquaintance  with  our  ecclesiastical  system  and  usages,  this 
could  only  be  through  a  dullness  or  a  negligence,  which  should  exclude  him, 
not  only  for  six  months  more,  but  for  ever.  If,  at  the  end  of  the  first  six 
months,  he  were  found  to  retain  some  early  prepossessions,  at  yariance  with 
the  spirit  of  the  Church,  these  would  scarcely  be  of  such  a  nature  that  six 
months  more  shall  destroy  them. 

The  undersigned  are  also  constrained  to  oppose  the  proposed  change  in 
the  Canon,  as  it  involves  a  great  change  in  the  policy  which  has  been  hith- 
erto observed,  both  in  the  Church  of  England,  and  in  this  Church,  with  re- 
gard to  the  admission  of  separatists  from  its  Communion.  That  policy,  in 
their  Judgment,  has  always  been,  to  render  the  way  of  return  easy  and 
honorable.  It  has  raised  no  unnecessary  obstacle,  required  no  painful  ha- 
miliation  ;  but  opened,  to  their  widest  extent,  every  gate  of  the  sanctuary. 
It  was  founded  on  the  rule  that,  as  we  have  freely  received,  so  shall  we 
freely  give;  and  on  the  principle  that  secondary  considerations,  however 
serious,  should  never  outweigh  so  vast  a  blessing  as  unity.  To  this  policy 
the  Church  has  probably  owed  many  of  its  best  servants,  who  have  come  in 
from  the  ranks  of  dissent ;  such,  in  England,  as  Reynolds  and  Tiflotson, 
Seeker  and  Butler ;  such,  in  America,  as  many  of  its  most  valued  Clergy, 
and  more  than  one  of  its  most  revered  Prelates.  The  undersigned  cannot 
think  that  it  is  wise  to  change  this  policy  now,  when  an  immense  harvest 
calls  for  laborers,  and  multitudes  without  the  Church,  need  little  more  than 
an  invitation  and  an  opportunity,  to  enter.  A  delay  of  six  months  is  suffi- 
cient security  against  sudden,  fickle,  or  premature  action.  To  require  a 
longer  delay,  without  any  reference  to  qualifications,  would  seem  to  declare 
that  the  Church  wished  to  impose  a  penance  or  penalty  upon  this  class  of 
Candidates,  or  else  that  she  would  gladly  exclude  them  always.  And  if  it 
be  important  that  they  who  preach  the  gospel,  should  preach  it  under  the 
Apostolic  commission,  the  undersigned  cannot  conceive  how  that  commis- 
sion can  be  withheld  systematically  for  any  period,  not  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  very  safety  of  the  Church  ;  withheld  from  a  whole  class  of  men,  as 
such,  without  the  slightest  regard  to  their  individual  qualifications ;  except 
at  the  haxard  of  incurring  a  responsibility  so  awfully  serious,  that  they  are 
unwilling  to  share  it.  - 

For  these  reasons,  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Canons,  are  of  opiir- 
ien  that  no  action  of  this  House  is  required  upon  this  subject.

In  Canon  7th  of  1836,  Seet.  Ist,  the  words,  Ecclesiastical  Anthority, 
I— the  piafaop,  if  there  be  one,  if  not  the  President  of  the  ConTcntion — 
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sod  in  Sect.  5th,  they  mean — the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee ;  or,  if 

there  he  no  BiBhop,  the  Standing  Committee.

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A  message  from  the  House  of  Bidiops  was  read,  iofcHiiuiig 
this  House  that  they  nominated  the  Rev.  John  A,  Vaughan^  D.D.« 
of  New-York,  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  exercise  Episcopal  funo 
tions  in  the  Maryland  Colony  at  Liberia,  on  the  western  coast  of 
Africa,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places  out  of  the  territory  of 
the  United  States  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  designate. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Bishops  was  read,  informing 
this  House  that  they  nominated  the  Rev.  Nicholas  H.  Cobbs,  of 
Virginia,  as  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  the  Republic  of  Texas. 

Whereupon,  it  was  moved  to  concur  in  the  nomination  of  the 
Rev.  John  A.  Vaughan,  D.D. ;  when  the  following  substitute 
was,  on  motion,  adopted.

To  reconsider  the  vote  making  the  nomi- 
nation of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Vaughan,  D.D.,  the  order  of  the  day 
for  Monday  12  o'clock,  at  noon :  when  the  following  resolution 
was  offered: —  4 

Resolved,  That  this  House  having  received  the  canonical 
nomination  of  the  Rev.  John  A.  Vaughan,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  for 
Western  Africa,  this  House  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of 
the  same,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  the  Missionary  set- 
tlements of  this  Church  in  that  country. 

Whereupon,  the  following  was  ofiered  as  a  substitute ; — 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
deem  it  inexpedient  that  at  this  time  a  Bishop  should  be  conse- 
crated for  the  Republic  of  Texas,  or  for  the  Colony  of  Maryland 
in  Africa. 

The  House  adjourned.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Young,  of 
South  Carolina,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Jarvis  B.  Buxton,  of  North 
Carolina.  ^ 

The  Rev.  Alexander  Jones,  of  Virginia,  appeared,  and  took 
his  seat. 

The  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 
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A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  concur- 
ring in  the  resolution  of  this  House,  on  the  subject  ot  providing 
more  ample  free  sittings. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  concur- 
ring in  the  resolution  passed  by  this  House,  in  relation  to  the 
present  condition  of  the  Jews. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  concur- 
ring in  appointing  a  Joint  Committee  on  Printing  the  Journals  of 
the  present  Convention,  and  naming  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- 
York,  and  Dr.  Wainwright,  on  their  part ;  and  asking  this  House 
to  increase  the  number  of  copies  of  the  Sermons  to  2000,  in- 
stead of  1000 ;  to  which  this  House  refused  concurrence,  but 
insisted  on  the  number  of  1000,  and  sent  a  message  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  to  that  effect. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  concur  in  appointing  a  Joint  Committee, 
on  the  proposition  to  amend  Canon  23d  of  1632,  and  appointing 
Bishops  Onderdonk,  McUvaine,  and  Doane,  on  their  part 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  concur  in  the  appointment  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  General  Theolo^'cal  Seminary,  as  transmitted  to  them. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  informing 
this  House  that  they  do  not  concur  in  repealing  Canon  8th  of 
1832. 

The  following  resolution  was  oiifered,  and  neratived,  viz : 

Resolved,  (if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur,)  That  it  be  pro- 
posed to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  to  alter,  at  the  next 
General  Convention,  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Church,  so  as  to  read,  after  the  word  "  body,"  in  the  third  para- 
graph, **  and  at  least  thirty  organized  parishes  ;*'  and  in  the  same 
paragraph,  and  same  line,  substitute  the  word  "  twenty,"  instead 
of  **  thirty,"  so  as  to  read,  "and  twenty  Presbyters  who  have 
been,"  &c. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered,  and,  on  motion,  laid  on 
the  table : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee,  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  enacting  a  Canon  to  require  that, 
in  the  administration  of  ^Baptism,  no  persons,  (the  parents  of  the 
child  excepted,)  shall  be  received  as  Sponsors,  unless  they  be 
Communicants.  ' 

The  House  then,  on  motion,  took  up  the  consideration  of  tbe 
resolution  of  Saturday  evening,  on  the  inexpediency  of  sending, 
at  this  time.  Missionary  Bishops  to  Texas  and  Africa ;  where* 
upon  it  was  moved  and  carried,  to  postpone  said  resolution,  for 
the  purpose  of  introducing  the  following  substitute : 
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Resohedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  it  is  not  expedi- 
ent to  elect  a  Bishop,  to  perform  Episcopal  functions  in  any 
place  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  until  the  author- 
ity, rights,  duties  and  responsibility,  of  such  Bishop,  and  of  those 
ordained  by  him^  shall  have  been  declared  and  established,  and 
a  mode  provided,  by  Canon  or  otherwise,  of  rendering  them 
amenable  to  the  lav^s  of  this  Church. 

While  this  resolution  was  under  consideration,  the  reading  of 
certain  papers  from  Galveston  and  Matagorda,  in  Texas,  together 
with  the  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  were 
on  the  Secretary's  table,  was  called  for. 

After  which  it  was  resolved^  That  a  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  is  debatable. 

Resolved,  That  when  this  House  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet 
at  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  House  adjourned.

The  Select  Committee,  to  whom  the  subject  had  been  referred, 
offered  the  following  report,  which  was,  on  motion,  adopted : 

The  Select  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolaiion  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  reporting  a  Canon,  making  it  obligatory  on  the  Min- 
isters of  this  Chnrch,  haTing  a  parochial  charge,  (except  in  such  Dioceses 
as  may  have  Theological  Seminaries  of  their  own,)  to  make  a  collection

That  owing[  to  the  late  period  of  ,the  sessioD,  it  is  impossible  now  to  act 
upon  the  sabject.  Signed,         Alexandee  V.  Geiswold. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  inform- 
this  House  that  they  have  adopted  a  resolution  proposing  to  com- 
municate to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  an  additional  article  as 
Article  10th  of  the  Constitution,  transmitted  with  the  message. 
Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  said  Resolution  and  Article  were 
referred  to  the  following  Committee,  to  coasider  and  report  at 
the  present  session,  viz:  Dr.  Anthon,  Dr.  Upfold,  Rev.  Mr.  Bull, 
Messrs.  Jones,  Jay  and  Newton ;  who,  having  retired,  forthwith 
reported  the  following  amended  article  as  Article  10th,  which 
was  adopted  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops  for  concurrence. 

Article  X. — Bishops  for  foreign  coan tries,  on  application  ot  a  church 
therein,  may  be  consecrated  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of  this 
Charch,  or  a  majority  of  them,  signified  to  the  presiding  Bishop ;  he,  there- 
upon taking  order  fur  the  same,  and  they,  being  satisfied  that  the  person 
designated  for  the  office  has  been  duly  chosen  and  is  properly  qualified. 
The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this  Church.  Such  Bishops, 
so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant 
Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in  said  States. 

Whereupon  a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops,  informing  this  House  that  they  concurred  in  the  pro- 
posed amendment  of  the  10th  Article,  with  the  following  altera- 
tion, viz :  strike  out  the  words  "  on  application  of  a  church 
therein,'^  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  *'  on  due  applica- 
^  tion  therefrom." 

•  The  House  concurred  in  the  alteration. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  asking 
the  concurrence  of  this  House  in  a  resolution  accompanying  it, 
that  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Education  be  referred 
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to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Sanday  School  Union  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  to  be 
printed  and  distributed.     Whereupon  this  House  concurred. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  request- 
ing the  concurrence  of  this  House  in  a  resolution  which  accom- 
panied it,  that  the  Report  of  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Arkansas, 
(which  bad  been  laid  before  the  House  ot  -Bishops  and  sent  down 
to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,)  be  entered  on  the 
Journal  of  this  House,  as  an  appendix.  Whereupon  this  House 
concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  the  cause  of  Christian  Education 
in  connection  with  the  institutions  of  the  Church,  be  recom- 
mended to  the  various  Dioceses  to  take  such  order  therein  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  respective  Dioceses  render  expedient. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  pay 
the  usual  contingent  expenses. 

Resohed,  unanimously.  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President,  for  his  faithful  and  unrelaxing  labors  in 
the  duties  of  the  Chair  during  this  session. 

Resolved^  unanimously,  That  the  thanks  of  this  House  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary,  for  the  able 
and  assiduous  services  rendered  by  them  respectively. 

Resolved,  unanimously,  That  this  House  cannot  adjourn  with- 
out recording  its  sense  of  the  long,  faithful,  and  effective  services 
of  its  late  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon,  with  the  expression 
of  their  regret  that  circumstances  have  rendered  necessary  his 
resignation. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops  in  refer- 
ence to  the  report  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  informing  this 
House  that  they  had  prepaid  a  Pastoral  Letter,  the  reading  of 
which  they  proposed,  with  the  consent  of  this  House,  should 
take  place  in  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  immedi- 
ately before  the  devotional  exercises  at  the  closing  of  the-  session^ 
Whereupon  this  House  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  this  House,  before  closing  its  labors 
for  this  session,  desires  to  record  the  sense  entertamed  by  its 
members  of  the  faithful,  continued,  and,  by  the  blessing  of  God, 
successful  services  of  the  late  Rt.  Rev.  Nathaniel  Bowen,  D.D., 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina ; 
and  while  the  members  of  this  House  bow  to  the  dispensation 
which  removed  him  from  his  labors  on  earth,  they  return  their 
unfeigned  thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  that  piety 
and  purity  of  life  and  that  prudence  in  council,  by  which  he  aided 
for  so  many  years  in  advancing  the  interests  of  this  branch  of 
the  Church  of  Christ. 
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A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  commu- 
nicating  a  resolution  from  the  Board  of  Missions  on  the  subject 
of  Sunday  Oflferings,  and  a  resolution  from  the  said  House  to  the 
effect,  that  owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  session  it  was  impossible 
now  to  act  on  the  resolution.  Whereupon  this  House  concurred 
in  the  resolution  from  the  House  of  Bishops. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  asking 
the  concurrence  of  this  House  in  a  resolution  accompanying  it, 
that  a  communication  from  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theolo- 
gical Seminary  in  relation  to  the  extension  of  the  term  of  study 
in  that  institution  be  entered  on  the  Journal  as  an  appendix. 
Whereupon  this  House  concurred. 

On  motion,  resohed,  unanimously,  (the  House  of  Bishops  con- 
curring,) That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented  to  the 
venerable  Corporation  of  Trinity  Church,  for  their  kindness  and 
liberality  in  granting  the  use  of  their  chapels  for  the  services 
of  both  Houses,  in  providing  stationery,  and  in  making  suitable 
arrangements  for  the  transaction  of  business,  without  any  charge 
upon  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Convention. 

Whereupon  a  message  was  received  from  the  House  of 
Bishops,  unanimously  concurring  in  the  same. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  in- 
form the  House  of  Bishops,  that  this  House  has  completed  its 
business  and  is  ready  to  hear  the  Pastoral  Letter. 

Dr.  Whitehouse  and  Mr.  Gardiner  were  appointed. 

The  House  then  suspended  its  session,  to  receive  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  hear  the  rastoral  Letter  read  by  the  Rt  Rev.  the 
presiding  Bishop. 

The  Letter  having  been  read,  the  presiding  Bishop  proceeded 
to  close  the  session.  Some  appropriate  prayers  and  collects 
from  the  Liturgy  were  read ;  the  107th  Psalm,  in  metre,  of  the 
Selection,  was  sung;  after  which,  the  benediction  was  pro- 
nounced by  the  presiding  Bishop. 

The  Bishops  having  retired,  a  message  was  received  from  the 
same,  that  they  had  passed  a  resolution  that  5000  cx>pies  of  the 
Pastoral  Letter  be  published;  in  which  resolution  this  House 
concurred. 

The  House  then  adjourned  sine  die.

Report  of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  report  for  the  connderatioa  of  this 
Houae,  on  the  subject  of  Marriages  prohibited  by  the  law  of  God,  beg  leave 
to  report,  that  a  majority  of  the  said  Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  it  is 
inexpedient,  at  the  present  time,  for  the  House  of  Bishops  to  make  any  de- 
cision npon  the  subject.

Report  of  the  Minority  of  said  Committee. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishops, 
to  report  on  the  subject  of  Marriages  prohibited  by  the  Law  of  God,  respect- 
fully reports  -to  the  House  : 

That,  in  his  opinion,  it  is  proper,  and  the  duty  of  the  General  ConyentioQ, 
to  legislate  on  this  important  subject.  The  eviJ  of  prohibited  marriages  has 
greatly  increased  since  the  English  table  ceased  to  be  obligatory  in  our 
Church  ;  and  it  may  justly  be  believed,  that  one  cause,  has  been  the  neglect 
of  our  general  ecclesiastical  authority  to  re-enact  it.  This  fact  being  pre- 
sumed, it  can  scarcely  be  doubted  that  our  Church  ought  no  longer  to  be 
silent',  every  year  of  its  silence,  tends  probably,  to  augment  the  mischieff 
and  thus  disJionorthe  law  of  God. 

For  air  argument  concerning  such  marriages,  the  undersigned  respect- 
fully refers  to  a  pamphlet  issued  by  him  during  the  last  summer, — ^a  copy  of 
which  is  hereto  annexed.* 

He  respectfully  proposes  that  the  entire  English  table  of  prohibitions  be 
enacted  by  the  General  Convention ;  that  table  being  in  exact  conformity 
with  the  Law  of  God. 

He  looks  to  this  measure,  as  a  means  of  contributing  to  the  restoration  of 
public  opinion  on  this  subject,  to  a  sound  condition,  and  regards  that,  when

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affected,  m  probably  a  saffioieDt  preTenii^e  of  such  marriages.    And,  there- 
fore, he  proposes  no  penalty  to  be  inflicted  on  the  parties  intermarrying. 

But,  in  the  case  of  the  Clergy,  he  further  proposes,  that  any  Minister 
solemnizing  a  marriage  thus  prohibited  shall,  on  proof  of  the  fact,  before  the 
Bishop  and  Standing  Committee,  be  suspended  from  the  ministry  for  a  pe- 
riod not  leas  than  two  nor  more  than  seven  years,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Bishop,  and  the  Standing  Committee.  And  also,  that  any  Minister  con- 
tracting such  a  marriage,  shall  be  displaced  from  the  ministry  by  the  Bishop 
in  the  presence  of  three  or  more  Presbyters,  on  proof  of  the  fact  before  the 
Bishop  and  those  Presbyters.  If  the  offender  be  a  Bishop,  lie  shall  be  dis- 
placed from  the  ministry  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  in  the  presence  of  two 
other  Bishops,  on  proof  of  the  fact  before  them. 

In  conformity  with  the  views  above  stated,  the  undersigned  respectfully 
submits  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  report  to  this  House,  a  Canon 
or  Canons,  for  enacting  the  several  prepositions  contained  in  this  report.

The  hour  of  two  having  arrived,  at  which  it  was  resolved 
that  the  House  will  proceed  to  nominate  a  Bishop  for  the  Dio^ 
cese  of  Louisiana,  it  was  agreed  to  postpone  the  nomination. 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  Historiographer  of  the 
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Church,  accompanied  by  certain  manuscnpts,  ivas  read,  as 
follows. 

Right  Rbyibend  Fathers  in  Christ: 

Haviag  bsen  honored  by  ths  Grsneral  CoDventioD  of  1838,  with  the  ap- 
pointment of  '*  Historiogispher  of  the  Church,"  I  think  it  my  dnty  to  report 
to  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  whom  the  resolution  originated,  the  progress 
which  has  been  made. 

It  seemed  to  me  that  in  order  to  effect  the  object  proposed,  it  would  be 
necessary,  if  possible,  to  settle  several  contested  points,  in  such  a  manner  as 
ts  satisfy  both  learned  and  unlearned  readers.  This  could  be  done  in  no 
other  way  than  by  laying  before  them  in  English,  that  evidence  which  is 
now  locked  up  in  foreign  languages,  and  scattered  through  a  great  number 
of  Tolumes,  and  which,  from  the  paucity  of  public  libraries  in  our  country, 
is  inaccessible  even  to  persons  who  by  their  education  are  fitted  to  examine 
the  original  authors.  It  is  obvious,  indeed,  that  this  cannot  be  done  in  the 
whole  course  of  ecclesiastical  history,  without  swelling  the  work  to  an  en- 
ormous exteftt.  It  must  be  confined,  therefore,  to  points  of  great  impor- 
tance ;  and  with  respect  to  the  rest,  much  must  be  left  to  the  fidelity  and  ac- 
curacy of  the  historian.  But  if  he  be  found  faithful,  and  accurate  in  the 
discussion  of  these  important  points,  he  will  establish  a  character,  both  ss  a 
reporter  and  a  judge,  which  will  make  his  readers  more  ready  to  trust  him 
when  called  upon  to  credit  his  assertions. 

The  exact  time  of  the  birth  and  death  of  our  Saviour,  the  key-stone  by 
which  prophecy  as  well  as  history  must  be  sustained,  seemed  to  be  one  of 
those  important  poists.  This  I  have  attempted  to  ascertain ;  and  the  at- 
tempt has  succeeded  beyond  my  most  sanguine  expectations.  With  no 
theory  to  sustain,  and  fearing  to  be  misled  by  the  theories  of  others,  I  have 
made  use  of  modern  writers,  only  so  far  as  to  be  led  by  them  to  their  autho- 
rities. In  all  cases  where  it  was  possible,  I  have  gone  bask  directly  to 
ancient  heathen  as  well  as  Christian  authors,  as  being,  in  the  language  of 
your  resolution,  '*  the  most  original  sources  now  extant."  Not  only  has 
every  question  been  settled  on  their  testimony,  but  the  testimony  itself  has 
also  been  exhibited.  With  regard  to  Latin  writers,  the  original  text  has 
been  generally  subjoined.  The  fear  of  swelling  the  work  too  much  and 
increasing  the  expense  of  publication,  has  prevented  the  addition  of  Greek 
quotations ;  an  omission  which  I  regret,  but  which  I  have  endeavored  as 
much  as  possible  to  remedy  by  exact  references. 

I  have  labored  hard  te  finish  the  work  before  the  session  of  the  present 
Convention  I  but  the  cares  of  a  parish,  the  necessary  instruction  of  pupils, 
and  domestic'  afflictions,  have  rendered  it  impossible  to  get  it  ready  for  the 
press.  I  am  obliged,  therefore,  to  lay  it  before  you  in  an  imperfect  state, 
but  it  is  sufficiently  advanced  to  show  its  plan,  its  object,  and  its  success. 

If  it  be  honored.  Right  Reverend  Fathers,  with  your  approbation,  I  pro- 
pose, after  it  is  published,  to  add  some  other  dissertations  which  are  nearly 
ready  for  the  press,  and  then  to  go  on  with  the  Ecclesiastical  History,  down 
to  the  ereat  schisms  by  which  the  Catholic  Church  was  rent  in  the  fifth  cen- 
tory.  whether  I  shall  be  able  to  accomplish  this,  or  more  than  this,  depends 
open  the  will  of  Him,  **to  whom  alone  belong  the  issues  of  life  and  death.*' 

Being  unable  myself  to  attend  the  Greneral  Convention,  I  have  requested 
my  assistant,  the  Rev.  John  Williams,  to  proceed  to  New-York,  for  the 
porpose  of  submitting  my  manuscript  to  your  venerable  body. 
I  have  the  honor  to  remain.  Right  Reverend  Fathers,

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Whereupon,  on  motion  Of  Bishop  Hopkins,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Doane,  it  was  resolved^  that  the  letter  and  manuscripts  be  re- 
ferred to  a  committee  of  the  House. 

Bishops  Hopkins,  Doane  and  Whittinghdm,  were  appointed 
the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Wbittingham,  it  was  resolved.  That  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider,  and  report  if  any,  and  if  any,  what  canoni- 
cal enactment  is  proper  to  govern  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary 
Bishop  being  elected  to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop. 

Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  Doane  and  Ives,  were  ap- 
pointed the  Committee. 

The  triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  was  read. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Doane,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Brownell : 

Resolvedy  That  the  Report  be  committed  to  a  committee  of 
this  House,  to  report  thereon. 

Bishops  Doane,  Brownell  and  M'Coskry,  were  appointed  the 
Committee. 

The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary was  read. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 
seconded  by  Bishop  Doane : 

Resolved,  That  this  Report  be  referred  to  a  joint  committee 
of  this  House  and  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
to  report  thereon. 

Bishops  Doane,  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  Whittingham,  Gads- 
den and  Kemper,  were  appointed  the  Committee  on  the  part  of 
this  House. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Kemper. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  to  consider  and 
report  if  any,  and  if  any,  what  alterations  should  be  made  in  the 
form  for  the  Consecration  of  Bishops,  in  order  to  provide  for  the 
consecration  of  Bishops  for  churches  in  foreign  countries. 

Bishops  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  Brownell,  and  Onderdonk, 
of  Pennsylvania,  were  appointed  the  Committee* 

The  House  then  adjourned. 


Tharsday,  October  14th,  1841. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service  in  St.  John's  Chapel,  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies. 

Present,  as  yesterday,  with  the  exception  of  Bisliop  M'llvaine.

0/  the  Election  of  Bishops. 

Sect.  1.  Any  Diocese  io  anion  with  this  Charch,  having  at  the  time  less 
thaa  six  oficiatiaK  Pkreabyten  residing  themin,  regalarly  settled  In  a  Pkuisb 
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fir  CJutioh,  ftod  ^ulified  to  Toto  for  a  Biahop ;  ud  tmy  Diooese  tt  Ihe  tiiM 
of  iu  organisation,  with  a  view  to  aak  for  admiwion  into  union  with  this 
Charch,  may,  by  a  Tote  of  the  Conyention  thereof,  request  the  General  Con- 
vention to  elect  a  Bishop  for  the  same.  And,  thereupon,  the  House  of 
Bishops  maf  nominate  to  the  House  of  Clerieal  and  Lay  Deputies,  for  their 
eonenrrsnee,  a  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  who  shall,  in  ease  of 
their  concurrence,  be  consecrated  as  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese.  The  evi- 
deoee  of  the  concurrence  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  shall  be  a  cer- 
tificate, to  be  signed  by  a  Constitutional  majority  of  them,  agreeably  to  the 
form  required  by  the  3d  Canon  of  1832,  to  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the 
Conrention,  in  a  Diocese  whence  a  person  is  recommended  for  consecration. 

Sect.  2.  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop  by  the  Convention 
thereof,  there  must  be  at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and  have,  been  during  the 
year  previous,  at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters  therein  regularly  settled  in  a 
parish  or  ehuvoh,  and  qualified  to  rote  for  a  Bishop ;  and  six  or  more  pariahea 
repreaented  in  the  Convention  electing.  And  to  render  an  election  valid, 
al  least  four  of  the  aaid  Presbyters,  and  the  representativea  of  at  leaat  four 
of  the  aaid  Parishes  must  be  present,  and  concur  in  the  choice  of  the  indi- 
Yidnal  elected.  But  two  or  more  adjoining  Dioceses,  not  having  respectively 
the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters,  to  entitle  either  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop, 
nay  aaaoeiate  and  proceed  to4he  choice  of  a  Bishop,  to  zeroise  jurisdiction 
alike  in  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  if  there  be  at  the  time  of  such 
ohoiee,  and  have  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or  more  such  Pres. 
byters,  residing  in  any  part  of  such  associated  Dioceses  qualified  as  afore* 
aaid  :  and  the  Bishop  so  elected,  shall  exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over 
each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dioceses, 
having  six  or  more  Presbyters  canonically  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop,  shall 
elect  htm,  and  be  shall  have  accepted  the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Dioce- 
san :  whereupon,  his  connection  with  the  other  associated  Diocese,  or  Dio- 
ceses, shall  cease  and  determine  :  provided  always,  that  the  Dioceses  thus 
associating  in  the  election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  the  Conventions  thereof, 
shall  in  all  other  respects  remain  as  before,  unconnected  and  independent  of 
eaeh  other ;  and,  provided  also,  that  such  association  shall  be  dissolved  on 
the  demise  ef  the  Bishop,  if  not  before.

That  they  regard,  with  great  satisfaction,  the  progress  which  the  learned 
aathor  has  made,  in  preparing  for  the  press  the  first  volume  of  the  series 
which  his  appointment  as  Historiographer  was  designed  to  bring  forth ;  and 
consider  it  a  duty  on  the  part  of  the  Church,  to  give  all  the  encouragement 
in  their  power  to  its  publication.  It  appears  to  them,  as  well  from  the 
synopsis  of  its  contents,  as  from  the  best  examination  which  their  limited 
time  would  allow,  to  be  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  analysis  of  all  the 
evidence  extant,  whether  sacred  or  profane,  upon  the  most  difficult  aod  int- 
portant  points  in  ecclesiastical  chronology,  namely,  the  precise  years  of  th» 
birth  and  death  of  our  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  And  the  Committee 
take  pleasure  in  the  acknowledgment,  that  notwithstanding  their  familiarity 
with  the  author^s  long-established  reputation  for  deep  and  accurate  learning, 
they  were  struck  with  the  extraordinary  research  and  exact  fidelity  exhibit«l 
in  the  work  submitted  to  them,  and  hail  its  production  as  being  oaloulated  to 
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reflect  honor  upon  himoelf,  wad  the  body  to  which  he  belonffs.  '  With  these 
Tiews,  the  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  receive  with  great  satisfaction,  the 
assurance  that  the  first  volume  introductory  to  the  Ecclesiastical  History  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Jarvis,  their  Historiographer,  is  now  ready  fur  publication.  .

The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Joint  Committee,  to  whom  was  recommitted  the  report 
on  the  nomination  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  ofiered  a  report  of 
persons  to  be  nominated  to  the  General  Convention  as  such  Board. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved^  That  the  nomination  be  ac- 
cepted, ana  said  persons  be  appointed,  as  the  Board  of  Missions, 
on  the  part  of  this  House. 

The  hour  of  10  having  arrived,  the  report  of  the  Committee, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  Triennial  Report  of  the  JBoard  of 
Missions,  which  had  been  made  the  order  of  the  day,  was  called 
up  and  read,  as  follows : 

The  Committee  of  the  House  of  Bishope,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
Triennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missione,  nave  had  the  same  nnder  their 
consideration.  They  deem  it  matter  of  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty 
God,  that  so  large  a  portion  of  his  blessing  has  been  vouchsafed  to  those 
whose  privilege  it  is  to  be  fellow-helpers  with  Him,  in  thus  extending  the 
kingdom  of  his  dear  Son. 

Two  points  of  practical  importance  call  for  the  especial  notice  of  the 
Committee ;  the  proposition  of  the  Board  for  carrying  on  the  Missionary 
operations  of  the  Church,  by  sending  forth  the  Ministry  *'  in  its  integrity  ;'* 
and  the  securing  from  the  members  of  the  Church  "  her  most  enlarged 
sympathy  and  active  cooperation,  in  furthering  the  great  work  in  which  the 
Church  IS  engaged." 

As  to  the  former,  there  will  be  no  division  of  opinion  in  the  House  of 
Bishops.  The  Churok  ffoes  no  where,  on  the  plan  of  her  Divine  Founder,  , 
but  as  she  goes  by  her  Bishops.  To  them,  as  successors  of  the  Apostles* 
it  is  given  to  **  make  disciples  of  all  nations,''  and  to  '*  preach  the  gospel  to 
every  creature.''  When  the  ApoSlle  Paul  would  plant  the  Church  in  Crete, 
he  left  there  one  who  could  '*  set  in  order  the  things  which  were  wanting, 
and  ordain  elders  in  every  city.**  The  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  in 
every  new  Mission  the  apoetolie  practice  may  be  strictly  followed.  In 
view  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  on  this  subject,  the 
Committee  respectfully  report  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  will,  on  Saturday,  16th  October, 
at  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  nominate  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
a  suitable  person  to  be  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to  exercise 
Episcopal  funetions  in  the  Republic  of  Texas,  and  in  such  other  place  or 
places,  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  as  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  designate. 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  will,  on  Saturday,  16th  October, 
at  half  past  1  o'clock,  P.  M.,  nominate  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  a  suitable  person  to  be  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to 
exercise  Episcopal  fqnctions  in  the  Maryland  Colony,  at  Liberia,  on  th« 
Western  coast  of  Africa,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places,  out  of  the  ter* 
ritory  of  the  United  States,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  designate.

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As  to  the  second  point,  the  Committee  confidently  believe,  that  all  that  \b 
needed  to  secure  the  most  abundant  resources  for  this  highest  work  of 
Christian  love,  is  the  engagement  of  the  whole  Choreh  in  some  plan  of 
systematic  contribution.  The  Committee,  at  the  same  time,  oommend  to 
the  Board,  and  to  its  two  Committees,  the  utmost  economy  in  every  de- 
partment of  their  work,  consistent  with  its  full  efficiency,  as  the  best  means 
of  securing  a  general  cooperation  of  the  Ministers  and  members  of  the 
Church,  in  sustaining  the  Missionary  work.  The  Committee  report  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  affectionately  exhort  all  persons 
who  are  members  of  this  Church,  to  contribute  statedly  to  the  Missionary 
operations  of  the  Church,  according  to  their  several  ability.

The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  Missionary 
Bishops,  appointed  to  be  Diocesan  Bishops,  was  made  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  if  any,  and  If  any,  what 
canonioal  enactment  is  proper  to  govern  in  the  case  of  a  Missionary  Bishop 
being  elected  to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop,  respectfully  report  for  enact- 
ment the  following  Canon  : — 

CANON. 
Of  the  Election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  Office  of  Diocesan  Bishop. 

SccT.  1.  When  a  Diocese  entitled,  agreeably  to  the  second  section  of  the 
Ist  Canon  of  1838,  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  as  its  Diocesan  a 
Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church  ;  if  sach  election  have  taken  place  within 
three  months  before  a  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  evidence  thereof 
shall  be  laid  before  each  Honse  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  concur- 
rence of  each  House,  and  its  express  consent,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  va- 
lidity of  said  election,  and  shall  complete  the  same  ;  so  that  the  Bishop  thus 
elected  shall  be  thereafter  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  which  has  elected  him. 

Sect.  2.  If  the  said  election*  have  taken  place  more  than  three  months 
before  a  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  the  above  process  may  be 
adopted,  or  the  following  instead  thereof,  viz :  The  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  electing  shall  give,  duly  certified  evidence  of  the  election  to 
every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  io  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Dio- 
cese. On  receiving  notice  of  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops, 
and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees,  in  the  election,  and  their  ex- 
press consent  thereto,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  concerned 
shall  tranmnit  notice  thereof  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  each  vacant  Diocese,  which  notice  shall  state  what 
Bishops  and  what  Standing  Committees  have  consented  to  the  election. 
And  the  same  Committee  shall  transmit  to  every  congregation  in  the  Dio- 
cese concerned,  to  be  publicly  read  therein,  a  notice  of  the  election  to  the 
Episcopate  thereof  of  the  Bishop  thus  elected ;  and  also  cause  public  notice 
thereof  to  be  given  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sect.  3.  when,  agreeably  to  the  first  section  of  the  1st  Canon  of  1838, 
a  Diocese  requests  the  General  Convention  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  the  same, 
if  the  House  of  Bishops  should  nominate  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  a  vote  of  the  said  House  of  Deputies  concur- 
ring in  the  nomination,  shall  complete  the  election  of  the  said  Missionary 
Bishop  to  the  Diocesan  charge  of  the  Diocese  concerned. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 
seconded  oy  Bishop  Kemper,  resolved,  That  the  Canon  be 
passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
for  concurrence. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  subject  of  the  Corres- 
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pondence  between  the  presiding  Bishop  and  certaiA  foreign  Pre- 
lates, was  read  as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  subject  of  the  Correspondence  betweeD 
the  presiding  Bishop  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  other  Prelates 
of  foreign  churches,  with  a  view  of  regulating  the  passing  of  Clergymen 
from  this  Church  to  the  jurisdiction  of  foreign  churches,  and  from  that  of 
foreign  churches  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this,  respectfully  report : — 

That,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee,  the  way  seems  entirely  open  to 
the  settlement  of  the  matter  in  hand,  on  such  terms  as  will  best  secure  the 
proper  discipline  of  this  Church,  and  promote  the  right  relations  of  the  same 
with  the  sereral  Protestant  Episcopal  churches  in  Europe  and  America. 
The  letters  of  the  presiding  Bishop,  cominunicatiBg  the  resolution  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  in  1838,  to  the  Prelates  therein  named,  have  been  an- 
swered in  a  spirit  of  truly  Christian  love,  and  in  such  terms  as  to  indicate 
the  readiest  mind  to  co-operate  with  this  Church  in  the  knaintenance  of 
catholic  unity,  and  of  all  necessary  securities  in  reference  to  the  passing 
and  repassing  of  the  Clergy  of  the  se?eral  churches  for  purposes  of  settle- 
ment. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  the  following  resolution,  viz  : — 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  Correspondence  placed  with  the  Commit- 
tee as  refers  to  the  subject  in  hand,  be  printed  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  this  House,  together  with  this  report,  if  adopted  by  this  House, 
the  form  of  the  dismissory  letter  required  in  Canon  4th  of  1835,  together 
with  the  Minutes  connected  therewith ;  and  that  a  copy  be  sent,  by  the 
presiding  Bishop,  to  each  of  the  Prelates  with  whom  he  has  corresponded, 
accompanied  by  an  expression  of  the  fraternal  regard  of  the  several  Bishops 
of  this  House,  Chas.  P.  M^lvain e,

On  motion  of  Bishop  Kemper,  seconded  by  Bishop  Otey,  the 
resolution  was  adopted. 

The  same  Committee  reported  the  following  Canon,  which, 
on  motion  of  the  same  Bishops,  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  for  their  con- 
currence. 

CANON. 

Of  Ministers  Removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another. 

[Fonner  Canons  oa  this  aubject  wem,  th«  3d  of  1804 ;  the  Slat  of  1806;  the  4th  of  1(99,  and  the 

35th  of  1833,  and  the  4th  of  1835.3 

Sect.  1.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another,  or  coming 
from  any  State  or  Territory  which  may  not  ha?e  acceded  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  Church,  shall  be  received  as  a  staled  officiating  Minister  by  any 
Parish  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Vestry  thereof, 
a  certificate  from  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  said 
Parish  belongs,  approving  him  as  a  Clergyman  in  regular  standing.  And 
in  order  to  obtain  such  certificate,  every  Minister  desiring  to  change  his 
canonical  residence,  shall  lay  before  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dio* 
cese  in  which  he  designs  to  reside,  a  testimonial  from  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  lias  last  resided,  in  the  following  form, 
viz : — 

^J I  hereby  certify,  that  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  me  his  desire  to  be 
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transferred  to  the  Diocese  of ,  is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Dio- 
cese, in  regular  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been 
justly  liable  to  evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life,  during 
the  three  years  last  past." 

When  the  ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  fonher  statements  may 
be  added  to  the  above  letter. 

Sect.  2.  But  in  case  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  transferred,  has  been 
subjected  to  inquiry  or  presentment  on  any  charge  or  charges  of  misconduct, 
thereby  rendering  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  testimonial  inadmissible,  he 
may  nevertheless  be  transferred,  if  the  charges  have  been  withdrawn  with 
the  approbation  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  if  he  have  been  acquitted 
upon  trial,  or  if  he  have  been  censured  or  suspended,  and  the  sentence  has 
had  its  course,  so  that  he  has  been  restored  to  the  regular  discharge  of  his 
official  duties.  And  in  all  such  cases,  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the 
Diocese  concerned,  shall,  instead  of  the  foregoing  testimonial,  certify  to  a 
statement  of  the  facts,  with  as  much  detail  as  may  be  necessary  to  inform 
the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  which  he  desires  to  be  transferred,  of  the  true 
standing  of  the  party. 

Sect.  3.  No  Clergyman,  canonically  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Diocese 
of  this  Church,  shall  be  considered  as  having  passed  from  under  said  juris- 
diction, to  that  of  any  foreign  Bishop,  or  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  amenable 
to  the  laws  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  taken  from  the  Bishop,  with 
whose  Diocese  he  was  last  connected  in  this  Church,  or  from  the  Standing 
Committee  of  such  Diocese,  if  it  have  no  Bishop,  the  letter  provided  for  in 
the  Ist  Section  of  this  Canon,  and  until  the  same  shall  have  been  accepted 
by  some  other  Bishop,  either  of  this  or  some  other  Church. 

Sect.  4.  The  ecclesiastical  authority,  in  all  cases  under  this  Canon,  is  to 
be  understood  to  refer  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  majority  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
duly  convened.  And  if  the  Clergyman  desiring  to  be  received,  come  from 
a  State  or  Territory  not  in  connection  with  this  Church,  and  having  no  Con- 
vention, then  the  above  testimonial  or  statement  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
three  Presbyters  of  this  Church.  Nor  shall  agy  Minister  so  removing,  be 
acknowledged  by  any  Bishop  or  Convention  as  a  Minister  of  the  Church  to 
which  he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial  or 
statement. 

Sect.  5.  The  above  testimonial  or  letter  of  dismission,  shall  not  affect  the 
canonical  residence  of  the  Minister  receiving  it,  until  he  shall  be  received 
into  some  other  Diocese  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  the  Cletical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  give  letters 
of  dismission  to  any  Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  proposing  to  remove  into  an- 
other, the  Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesi- 
astical authority  to  whom  the  letters  of  dismission  are  directed ;  and  if  the 
Clergymen  to  whom  the  letters  of  dismission  are  given  shall  not  present 
them  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  to  whom  they  are  directed, 
within  three  months  after  he  shall  have  taken  up  his  abode  in  the  Diocese 
to  which  he  has  removed,  the  letters  of  dismission  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sect.  7.  The  4th  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed. 

-  The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  preserv- 
ing the  Records  of  the  Consecration  of  Bishops,  reported  as 
follows : 
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The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  preserving  the 
Records  of  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  for  this  Church,  having  had  the 
same  under  consideration,  report : 

That  in  the  absence  of  all  provision  for  keeping  the  official  papers  and 
documents  of  this  House,  as  well  as  the  acts  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church 
in  consecrating  persons  elected  to  the  Episcopate,  they  deem  some  measures 
highly  necessary  to  accomplish  so  desirable  an  object.  It  is  believed  that 
the  original  documents  in  reference  to  the  consecration  of  Bishops,  are  now 
to  be  found  among  the  private  papers  of  deceased  prelates  of  this  Church, 
and  that  they  should,  if  possible,  be  obtained  and  lodged  in  a  place  of  safety. 

The  Committee  would,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolutions: — 

1.  That  a  suitable  person  be  chosen  by  this  House  to  be  called  the  Regis- 
ter of  the  House  of  Bishops,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  procure  all  the  Jour- 
nals of  the  proceedings  of  this  House,  in  manuscfipt,  where  they  may  exist ; 
and  when  not  to  be  found  in  manuscript,  to  obtain  the  printed  Journals  and 
keep  the  same  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  for. 

2.  That  the  Register  procure  a  blank  book,  and  have  the  same  labelled 
with  the  title  "  Consecration  of  Bishops^^'*  and  record  in  the  same  the  time 
and  place  of  the  consecrations  of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  together 
with  the  names  of  the  Bishops  consecrating,  and  those  present  and  assisting. 

3.  That  in  all  cases,  when  practicable,  the  names  of  all  the  Bishops  of 
this  Church,  now  living,  be  obtained  in  their  own  piroper  signatures  to  every 
act  of  the  consecration  of  a  Bishop,  at  which  they  have  been  present  and 
assisting,  and  entered  in  the  book  entitled  **  Consecration  of  Bishops.^ 

4.  That  the  Register  procure,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments entrusted  to  his  care,  a  fire-proof  box,  to  be  kept  in  the  Library  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  with  the  consent  of  the  Trustees  thereof.

Bishops. 

The  following  Report  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Con- 
vention, in  relation  to  printing  the  Journals  of  the  Convention, 
was  made. 

The  Joint  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  procure  the 
printing  of  all  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  respectfully  report, 

That  they  have  not  accomplished  the  object  of  their  appointment,  but 
have  reason  to  believe  that  there  may  be  action  on  the  subject  by  this 
Convention ;  which  will  greatly  facilitate  the  measure.  The  Committee, 
therefore,  respectfully  submit  for  adoption  by  the  Convention,  the  following 
resolutions : — 

Resolved^  That  a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Bishop,  ohosen  by 

the  House  of  Bishops,  and Members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 

Deputies,  chosen  by  the  said  House,  be  appointed  to  procure  the  publication 

'  by  some  publishing  house,  on  its  own  account,  of  a  complete  edition  of  mil 

the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  together  with  the  Canons  and  othex 
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dpcaments  which  have  been  published  with  those  Jonrnals,  and  a  complete 
set  of  the  Canons,  inclading  the  Constitution  of  this  Church,  as  the  same 
shall  be  at  the  adjournment  of  this  Contention,  with  a  copious  Index  or 
Indexes  to  the  whole. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  Committee  be  authorized  and  appointed  to 
superintend  the  printing  of  the  Journals,  &c.,  and  to  form  the  index  or  in- 
dexes, and  to  adopt  the  most  efficient  means  for  securing  the  entire  accuraoy 
of  the  edition. 

Resolved,  That  the  edition  of  the  Journals,  &c.,  thus  published,  be  cer- 
tified  by  the  Committee  as  an  edition  published  under  the  authority  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  as  soon  as  arrangements  conformably  to  the  above  reso- 
lutions are  made  with  a  printer,  the  Committee  do  cause  proposals  for  the 
edition  to  be  extensively  circulated ;  and  that  they  be  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  adopt,  in  the  name  of  this  Convention,  suitable  measures  to  secure 
for  the  undertaking  the  general  patronage  of  the  Church.

Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  was  appointed,  on  the  part  of  this 
House,  the  Committee  under  the  1st  resolution. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  Canon 
reported  to  them  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  entitled,  "  Of  the 
Election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop*  to  the  Office  of  a  Diocesan 
Bishop.'' 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  amended  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Joint  Committee,  in  relation  to  the  place  of  meeting 
of  the  next  General  Convention,  by  proposing  Baltimore,  as  sucn 
place  of  meeting. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved,  That  this  House  do  not  con- 
cur in  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
appointing  Baltimore  as  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  Gene- 
ral Conventon. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they*  have  resolved,  (the  House  of 
Bishops  concurring,)  to  hold  an  evening  session  this  evening,  at 
7  o'clock. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved.  That  this  House  do  not  con- 
cur in  the  resolution  to  hold  an  evening  session. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  seconded  by 
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Bishop  Brownell,  resolved^  That  the  following  Canon  be  passed, 
and  sent  for  concurrence  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies : 

CANON. 

Of  the  Mode  of  securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of  the  Church  from 

time  to  time. 

[Former  Canonf  <m  this  subject  were  the  lUh  of  1P04;  the  45th  of  1808;  the  3d  of  1814;  the 
let  and  M  of  1830,  the  Slat  of  1832,  and  the  7th  of  1835  ] 

Sect.  1.  As  a  fall  and  accarate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Charcb,  from 
time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  every 
Minister  of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or 
where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of 
the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the 
Dumber  of  Communicants  in  his  parish  or  church,  and  of  all  other  matters 
that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  ClergymaDf 
Dot  regularly  settled  in  any  parish  or  church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional 
services  he  may  have  performed  ;  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services, 
the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports, 
or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journals  thereof. 

Sect.  3.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver 
an  Address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Convention :  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  has  visited  ;  the  number 
of  persons  Confirmed ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as  Can* 
didates  for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  hav^  been  ordained,  suspended,  or  de- 
graded; the  changes  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken 
place  among  the  Clergy ;  and,  in  general,  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light 
on  the  afifairs  of  the  Diocese ;  which  Address  shall  be  inserted  on  the 
Journals. 

Sect.  3.  At  every  General  Convention,  the  Journals  of  the  diflferent  Dio- 
cesan Conventions,  since  the  last  General  Convention,  together  with  such 
ether  papers,  viz  :  Episcopal  Charges,  Addresses,  and  Pastoral  Letters,  as 
ma}  tend  to  throw  light  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  A  Committee  shall 
then  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to  make 
report  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies;  which  report,  when 
agreed  to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  a 
Inquest  that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to  be  published,  a  Pastoral  Letter 
to  the  members  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every 
Clergyman  having  a  Pastoral  Chari?e,  when  any  such  letter  is  published,  to 
read  the  said  Pastoral  Letter  to  his  Congregation  on  some  occasion  of  public 
worship. 

Sect.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every 
Diocese,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  the  Journals  or  other  eccle- 
siastical papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  at  every  General  Convention,  the  documents  and  papers  specified 
in  this  Canon. 

Sect.  5.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Church  in  every  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee only,  prepare  a  condensed  report  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  State  of 
the  Church  in  their  Diocese,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every  General 
OoDvention,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
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Charch,  appointed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputiesi  in  drafting 
their  Report. 
SxcT.  6.  The  7th  Canon  of  1835,  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Missions,  was  a^ain  called  up,  and  the  second  resolution  was 
adopted,  as  follows : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  will,  on  Saturday,  16th  October,  at 
half  past  1  o^clock,  P.  M.,  nominate  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  a  suitable  person  to  be  a  Missionary  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to 
exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  the  Maryland  Colony  at  Liberia,  on  the  wes« 
tern  coast  of  Africa,  and  in  such  other  place  or  places,  out  of  the  territory 
of  the  United  States,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  designate. 

On  motion'of  Bishop  Brownell,  seconded  by  Bishop  Otey : 

Resolvedf  That  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  the  nomination 
of  a  Bishop  for  Louisiana. 

The  House  accordingly  proceeded  to  ballot,  when  it  appeared 
that  the  Right  Rev.  Leonidas  Polk,  was  unanimously  elected  to 
be  nominated  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  receded  from  their  reso- 
lution, appointing  Baltimore  as  the  place  of  meeting  for  the  next 
General  Convention,  and  do  concur  with  the  House  of  Bishops, 
in  appointing  Philadelphia  as  the  place  of  meeting. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  resolu- 
tions of  the  Joint  Committee,  concerning  the  printing  of  the 
Jbumals,  &c.,  and  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon,  Rev. 
Dr.  Mead,  and  T.  L.  Ogden,  Esq.,  as  the  Committee  on  their 
part  . 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  Houses 
of  Bishops,  that  the^  have  concurred  in  the  amendment  to  the 
4th  Canon  of  1835,  and  have  passed  the  Canon,  as  amended. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows ; 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lav  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  concurrea  in  the  amend* 
ment  to  Canon  7th  of  1835,  and  have  passed  the  Canon,  as 
amended. 

The  hour  appointed  having  arrived,  on  motion,  the  House  pro- 
ceeded to  the  nomination,  by  ballot,  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  for 
Texas;  when,  after  spending  some  time  in  silent  prayer,  several, 
ballotings  were  had,  and  no  election  having  been  made,  on  mor 
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tion  of  Bishop  M'llvaine,  seconded  by  Bishop  M eade»  it  was 
resolved  to  postpone  the  election. 

The  hour  appointed  having  arrived,  the  House  proceeded  to 
the  nomination,  by  ballot,  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  lor  Mary- 
htnd  Colony,  in  Liberia,  and  other  parts  of  W«estem  Africa ; 
when  it  appeared  that  the  Rev.  John  A.  Yaughan,  D.D.,  of  New- 
York,  was  duly  elected.  Information  was  accordingly  sent  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  M'Uvaine,  seconded  by  Bishop  JVTCoskry : 

Besolvedy  That  the  motion  for  postponement,  in  relation  to  a 
Missionary  Bishop  for  Texas,  be  reconsidered. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  M'Uvaine,  seconded  by  Bishop  Brownell : 

Resolved,  To  rescind  the  resolution  for  postponing  the  nomi- 
nation of  a  Missionary  Bishop  for  Texas. 

The  House  then  proceeded  to  ballot,  when,  after  several  bal- 
lotings,  the  .Rev.  Nicholas  H.  Cobbs,  of  Virginia,  was  duly 
elected  to  be  nominated  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties, as  Missionary  Bishop  for  Texas. 

On  motion,  resolved.  That  when  this  House  adjourns,  it  will 
adjourn  to  meet  this  evening  at  7  o'clock. 

The  House  then  adjourned.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution, and  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the 
same: 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  also,  in  order  to  carry  out  fully 
her  parochial  organization,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention, 
that  the  Church  should  call  the  attention  of  her  members,  to  the 
duty  of  providing  more  ample  free  sittings.  . 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  this  House  concur  in  the  resolution. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  repealed  Canon  8th  of 
1833,  and  have  substituted  the  one  sent  herewith  in  its  place, 
and  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  same. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  this  House  do  not  concur  in  adopt- 
ing the  Canon,  proposed  as  a  substitute  for  Canon  8th  of  1332, 
entitled,  *•  Of  the  Age  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  or  Con- 
secrated.'' 
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A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  iofbrm 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  do  not  concur  in  the  alterations 
proposed  in  Canon  1st  of  1836. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  the  consideration  of  ttus  message 
be  postponed. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  trans- 
mit to  the  House  of  Bishops,  a  report  and  nominations,  touchipg' 
the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  request  their  concur- 
rence in  said  nominations  of  Trustees  for  that  institution. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  this  House  concur  with  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  appointment  of  the  persons 
named  as  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  House 
of  Bishops,  that  they  have  adopted  a  resolution,  referring  the 
Canon  proposed  as  a  substitute  for  Canon  23d  of  1832,  to  a 
Joint  Committee,  and  ask  their  concurrence ;  and  have  also 
appointed  the  Rev.  Drs.

On  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Doane : 

Resohedj  That  this  House  concur  in  the  resolution.  Bishops 
M'Uvaine,  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Doane,  were  ap- 
pointed as  the  Committee  on  their  part 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  following  reso- 
lutions : 

Resolved^  1st,  That  this  Convention  feels  a  deep  interest  in  the 
recent  movements  in  behalf  of  the  Jews,  and  in  the  faithful  zeal 
of  our  Mother  Church  of  England,  in  the  same  cause ;  and  be-* 
lieves  that  the  time  has  come,  when  a  similar  movement  may  be 
made  by  our  own  Church,  through  the  agency  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

Besolv^  2d,  That  this  Convention  invite  the  early  attention 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  to  the  subject  of  the  condition  of  the 
Jews,  especially  of  such  as  reside  in  the  United  States ;  and  to 
mature  and  adopt  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  for 
liringing  them  to  the  unity  of  the  faith,  the  bosom  of  tne  Church 
of  God,  and  the  saving  knowledge  of  the  Messiah. 

On  motion,  resolved^  That  this  House  concur  in  the  resolutions. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 
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The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  trans- 
mit the  following  resolutions  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  re- 
quest their  concurrence  in  the  same,  viz : 

Resolved^  That  a  Joint  Conamittee,  consisting  on  the  part  of 
this  House,  of  the  Secretary,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Anthon,  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  have  the  Journals  of  tnis 
session  printed,  with  an  edition  of  the  entire  Canons  appended 
thereto,  and  also  to  have  printed  the  Sermons  preached  before 
this  Covention. 

Resolved,  That  3000  copies  of  the  Journal,  1000  copies  of  the 
Sermon  preached  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  and  1000 
copies  of  the  Consecration  Sermon,  be  printed  ;  that  200  copies 
of  the  Journal  be  reserved  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary,  and 
that  two  copies  be  transmitted  by  him  to  every  Clergyman  of 
the  Church,  and  a  copy  to  each  L^y  Member  of  the  Convention, 
and  the  balance,  if  any,  be  sold  for  the  contingent  fund  of  the 
Convention. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved.  That  this  House  concur  in 
the  resolution,  with  the  exception  of  increasing  the  number  of 
the  copies  of  the  sermons  to  be  printed  to  2000  of  each,  and  ap- 
point Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wain- 
wright.  Secretary  of  this  House,  the  Committee  on  their  part. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  tbey  have  concurred  in  the  nomina- 
tion made  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  of  the  Right  Rev.  Leonidas 
Polk,  D.D.,  Missionary  Bishop,  &c.,  to  be  the  Bishop  of  Louis- 
iana. 

Bishop  Polk  then,  in  person,  tendered  his  resignation  of  the 
office  ot  Missionarv  Bisnop,  with  the  design  of  accepting  the 
Episcopate  of  Louisiana,  to  which  he  had  been  appointed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 
seconded  by  Bishop  Doane,  it  was  resolved,  That  tlie  resignatioa 
of  Bishop  Folk  be  accepted. 

The  House  then  adjourned.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  St. 
John's  Chapel. 

Present,  as  yesterday,  with  the  exception  of  Bishops  Moore 
and  Chase. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 
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On  motion,  resolved^  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  state 
for  the  information  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
the  reasons  why  this  House  does  not  concur  in  passing  the  Canon 
as  proposed,  ^  Of  the  Age  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  or 
Consecrated." 

Bishops  Whittingham  and  Meade  were  appointed  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsylvania,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  submitted  a  preamble  and  resolutions,  which 
were  seconded  by  Bishop  De  Lancey,  and  were  adopted,  as 
follows : 

The  Missionary  Episcopate  of  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  of 
the  Indian  Territory  soutn  of  36J  degrees  of  latitude,  having 
become  vacant  by  the  transfer  to  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  and 
the^  charge  thereof  of  Bishop  Polk,  having  now  devolved  on  the 
Presiding  Bishop  of  this  Church, 

Resolved^  That  the  Presiding  Bishop  be  respectfully  requested 
by  this  House,  to  appoint  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
nessee, to  be  his  substitute  in  the  said  charge:  agreeably  to 
Canon  2d,  Section  3d,  of  1838. 

Resohed,  That  this  House  request  the  Board  of  Missions  to 
provide  a  salary  for  the  Bishop  having  this  charge. 

On  motion,  resolved,  That  leave  of  absence  be  given  to  Bishop 
Moore  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  not  concurred  in  the  pro- 
posal of  the  House  of  Bishops,  to  print  two  thousand  copies  of 
the  Sermons  preached  before  the  Convention  at  its  present  ses- 
sion, and  adhere  to  their  former  vote,  for  the  printing  of  oite 
thousand  copies. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved,  That  this  House  recede  from 
their  resolution  in  relation  to  an  additional  number  of  copies,  and 
concur  in  the  previous  resolution  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  this  House  on  the  triennial 
report  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  was  again  taken  up,  and  the 
third  resolution  was  passed,  as  follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  affectionately  exhort  all 
persons  who  are  members  of  this  Church,  to  contribute  statedly 
to  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church,  according  to  their 
several  ability. 

Bishop  Hopkins,  from  the  Committee  on  proposed  Canons,  re- 
lating to  the  Trial  of  Bishops  and  Clergymen,  offered  the  follow- 
ing Canons : — 
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CANON. 
On  the  Trial  of  Bishops. 

Sect.  1.  A  Bishop  may  be  presented  to  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  for 
any  alleged  error  in  doctrine,  or  in  life,  by  the  Convention  of  his  Diocese, 
provided  always,  that  two-thirds  of  each  order,  Clergy  and  Laity,  conear  in 
the  same.    He  may  also  be  presented  to  the  Bishops,  by  any  three  Bishops. 

Sect.  2.  The  presentment  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Presiding  Bishop, 
who  shall  give  notice  with  all  convenient  speed  to  the  several  Bishops  then 
being  within  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  appointing  a  time  and  place 
for  their  assembling  together ;  and  any  namber  thereof,  being  not  less  than 
seven,  other  than  the  Bishops  presenting,  then  and  there  assembled,  shall  be 
a  quorum,  for  the  purpose  of  ordering  all  matters  concerning  the  said  pre- 
sentment. But  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  be  the  subject  of  the  presentment,  it 
shall  be  addressed  to  the  next  Bishop  in  the  order  of  seniority. 

CANON. 
On  the  Trial  of  Clergymen. 

Scot.  1.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  the  several  Dioeeses, 
a  copy  of  the  chai^ge  or  charges,  and  specifications,  together  with  a  citation 
to  appear  and  answer,  shall  be  served  upon  the  party  accused,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  with  all  convenient  speed. 

Sect.  9.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  records  of  aU 
ecclesiastical  proceedings,  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be  the  house  of  the  Bishop. 
But  the  Bishop  may  appoint  any  place  within  his  Diocese  for  the  trial,  if 
there  be  any  special  reason  moving  him  thereto.  And  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  the  place  for  those  purposes. 

Sect.  3.  All  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writing,  taken, 
upon  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  commissary  appointed  for  that 
purpose  by  the  Bishop,  (or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,) 
or  in  the  manner  of  commissions  or  depositions  in  civil  cases.  But  this 
provision  shall  not  prevent  the  appearance  of  the  witnesses,  and  the  hearing 
of  their  testimony  on  the  trial,  whenever  it  shall  be  preferred  by  eitlier 
party. 

Sect.  4.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in 
the  Diocese,  or  Laymen,  who  have  been  communicants  of  some  parish  of 
the  same,  at  least  two  years  before  the  trial. 

Sect.  5.  The  Bishop  shall  preside  upon  the  trial  as  Judge,  and  not  leas 
than  three,  nor  more  than  six  Presbyters  shall  be  assessors  with  him,  the 
names  of  which  Presbyters  shall  be  selected  by  the  party  accused  out  of  a 
list  of  twelve,  furnished  by  the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  unconnected  with  said 
party  by  consanguinity  or  affinity,  and  can  declare  that  they  have  not  ex- 
pressed an  opinion  as  to  his  guilt  or  innocence.  But  if  there  be  not  so  many 
Presbyters  in  the  Diocese,  then  the  said  list  shall  include  the  names  of  all 
the  Presbyters  therein ;  and  if  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  his 
selection,  the  Bishop  shall  select  for  him.  On  the  verdict  of  the  majority 
of  these  assessors,  the  Bishop  may  rest  his  judgment  in  the  case,  or  may,  on 
motion  of  either  party,  order  a  new  trial.  And  the  sentence  which  he  pro- 
nopnees,  shall  be  delivered  and  recorded  before  the  rising  of  the  Court. 
Provided  always,  that  if  the  Bishop  be  implicated  in  the  charge,  or  be 
neeted  by  consanguinity  or  affinity  with  the  party,  he  shall  request 
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other  Bishop  to  preside  upon  the  trial.  And  if  the  tMooese  be  Tscuit,  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  reqaest  the  serrices  of  sach  Bishop  as  they  may 
find  most  convenient. 

Sect.  6.  All  citations  and  notices  in  any  ecclesiastical  proceeding* 
whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  served  either  personally,  or  by 
leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences,  respectively,  the  time  between 
the  day  of  service  and  the  day  of  appearance  being  not  less  than  thirty  days 
over  and  above  the  ordinary  time  required  to  travel  to  the  place  of  appear- 
ance. And  if  there  be  reason  to  believe  that  a  Clergyman  against  whom 
any  ecclesiastical  proceeding  has  been  institated,  has  departed  from  the 
Unitdl  States,  or  that  the  place  of  his  sojourn  cannot  be  conveniently  ascer- 
tained, then  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  have  a  copy  of  the  citation  published 
three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
State  or  Territory  in  which  he  has  last  resided,  and  also  three  times  in  some 
newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  State  in  which  he  is  cited 
to  appear,  at  least  six  months  before  the  day  of  appearance. 

This  Canon  does  not  apply  to  those  Dioceses  which  have  their  own  pro- 
visions on  the  subject 

Skct.  7.  The  6th  Canon  of  1835,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON. 
On  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  when  the  party  does  not  appear. 

Sect.  1.  In  all  cases  of  presentment,  whether  of  Bishops,  Priests,  or 
Beacons,  whenerer  the  party  aocnsed  shall  neglect,  or  refuse  to  appear,  after 
being  duly  notified,  sentence  of  suspension  shall  be  pronounced  against  him 
for  contumacy.  And  the  said  sentence  shall  continue  in  force  untU  the  party 
consents  to  a  regular  trial. 

Sect.  2.  This  Canon  does  not  apply  to  Dioceses  which  hare  their  own 
provisions  on  the  subject. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  resolved^  That 
these  Canons  be  adopted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  for  their  concurrence. 

Bishop  Meade,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Standard  Edition 
of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  having  considered  the  same,  report  that  the  thanks  of  the 
Convention  are  due  to  the  Committee  nnto  whom  the  duty  was  assigned,  for 
the  faithful,  laborious,  and  successful  manner  in  which  the  task  has  been  per- 
formed. In  two  instances,  it  is  probable,  that  the  Committee  may  have  ex- 
ceeded the  bounds  contemplated  by  the  resolution  of  the  Convention,  but 
inasmuch  as  those  corrections  make  the  Prayer  Book  to  correspond  more 
accurately  with  the  existing  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  it  is 
recommended  that  constitutional  reasons  be  adopted  for  such  changes  as  will 
enable  the  Committee  to  continue  this  as  the  standard  edition  of  the  Prayer 
Book.  The  Committee  tnerefore  recommend  that  the  following  resolution 
be  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  made  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions, 
that  it  is  proposed  at  the  next  General  Convention,  to  era^e  the  words,  "  asso- 
ciated Rector,"  and  also,  the  words,  **  State  or "  wherever  they  occur  in 
former  editions  of  the  Institution  Office. 

Thomas  C.  Brownbll,       H.  U«  OirDBRDOinc,       « 
William  Meade,  Stephbr  Elliott,  Jr» 
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Bishop  Onderdodk,  of  New-York,  ofiered  the  fcdlowing  report 
of  a  minority  of  the  same  Committee : 

The  nndenigned,  a  miDOrity  of  the  Committee  to  whom  wae  referred  the 
Btandard  Prayer  Book,  begs  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  he  (eels  jpom- 
pelled  to  withhold  his  sanctioQ  aod  signature  from  the  report  of  the  Uom- 
mittee ;  because,  he  regards  the  said  standard  Book  as  coDtaioiDa  altera- 
tioos  ia  the  Liturgy,  which  have  not  been  made  agreeably  to  the  Constitu- 
tioa ;  and  because,  he  thinks  that  it  is,  therefore,  wrong  for  this  CoaventioD 
to  authorize  the  continuance  of  the  said  Book  as  the  standard,  while  the 
aboTe-meDtioned  alterations  remain  therein* 

Bekj.  T«  Okderdohk. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Meade,  resolved^  That  the 
resolution  as  reported  by  the  Committee,  be  adopted,  and  notice 
thereof  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

On  motion  «of  Bishop  Otey,  seconded  by  Bishop  Kemper, 

Resolved^  That  the  standard  edition  of  the  Frayer  Bookbe 
referred  to  a  joint  committee,  for  the  correction  of  typographi- 
cal errors,  and  that  in  the  prosecution  of  their  labors,  it  be 
recommended  to  consult  the  former  standard  editions  of  the 
Prayer  Book,  set  forth  under  the  authority  of  this  Church,  and 
the  edition  of  the  English  Prayer  Bockf  printed  at  the  Univer- 
sity press,  Oxford,  by  Samuel  Collingwood  &  Co.,  1840. 

That  the  Committee  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  General 
Convention  of  1844,  the  result  of  their  labors,  and  recommend 
some  edition  for  adoption,  as  the  standard  Prayer  Book  of  this 
Church. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  House,  were 
Bishops  Meade,  Ives,  and  Lee. 

The  House  then  adjourned,  to  meet  at  7  o'clock  this  evening.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  following  report  was  made  by  Bishop  Whittingham : 

The  sabscriber,  appoisted  a  Committee  to  inquire,  whether  the  4th  reso- 
latioD  of  the  General  Convention  of  ld35,  on  the  subject  of  the  duties  of  the 
conservatur  of  the  books,  pamphlets,  and  manuscripts  of  the  Chorch,  had 
been  complied  with : — 

Respectfully  reports,  That  on  inquiry  from  the  conservator,  from  the 
librarian  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  sad  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  he  learns  that 
no  step  has  been  taken  toward  compliance  with  the  resolution  in  question. 
In  explanation  of  the  fact,  he  has  received  a  letter,  which  he  begs  leave  to 
submit  to  the  House,  for  such  action  thereon  as  they  may  deem  expedient, 
if  any. 

WiLtiAM  R.  Whittingham. 

The  letter  was  accordingly  read. 
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Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Kemper,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Elliott, 

Resolved^  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concur- 
ring.) That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hawks,  the  conservator  of  the  books, 
pamphlets,  and  manuscripts  of  the  Church,  be  respectfully  re- 
quested to  keep  them  in  safety,  while  they  are  in  his  possession, 
to  write  the  History  of  the  Dioceses. 

Bishop  Doane  proposed  the  following  Canon,  which,  on  motion, 
was  passed,  and  sent  to  the  other  House  for  concurrence : 

CANON. 

Of  Clergymen  ordained  by  Bishops  not  in  Communion  with  this  Church, 
'  and  desirous  of  officiating  or  settling  in  this  Church. 

When  a  Beacon  or  Priest,  ordained  by  a  Bishop  not  in  commanion  with 
this  Church,  shall  apply  to  a  fiiahop  for  admission  into  the  same,  as  e  mem- 
ber thereof,  he  shall  produce  a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two  Pres- 
byters of  this  Church,  stating  that  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  party,  or 
satisfactory  evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave 
the  communion  to  which  he  has  belonged,  has  not  arisen  from  any  circum- 
stance unfavorable  to  his  religious  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which 
it  may  be  inexpedient  to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of  the  ministry  in  this 
Church ;  and  shall  also,  not  less  than  six  months  after  his  application,  in  the 
presence  of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  subscribe  the  declaration 
contained  in  the  seventh  Article  of  the  Constitution  ;  which  being  done,  the 
Bishop  being  satisfied  of  his  theological  acquirements,  may  receive  him  as 
such. 

The  Committee  appointed  in  relation  to  the  question  of  the 
Consecration  of  Bishops  for  churches  in  Foreign  Countries,  re- 
ported as  follows : 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  whether  any,  and  if  any, 
what  alterations  should  be  made  in  the  form  for  the  consecration  of  Bishops, 
in  order  to  provide  for  the  consecration  of  Bishops  for  churches  in  foreign 
countries,  respectfully  report :  That  in  order  effectually  to  accomplish  the 
object  referred  to  them,  there  should  also  be  anraddition  to  the  Canons,  and 
an  alteration  in  the  Constitution.  Believing,  therefore,  that  this  Church 
may,  in  the  course  of  Divine  Providence,  be  called  on  to  supply  foreign 
countries  with  the  Episcopate,  and  that  it  ought  to  be  prepared  for  such  an 
erent,  the  Committee  propose  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concurring,)  That  it 
be  msde  known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  that  it  is  proposed  to 
alter,  at  the  next  General  Convention,  the  7th  Article  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  Church,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  paragraph  : 

In  cases  of  ordination  of  Deacons  or  Priests  for  churches  in  foreign 
countries,  the  declaration  to  be  subscribed,  shall  be  the  following :  "  I  do 
believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the 
Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  salvation  ;  and  I  do  sol- 
emnly declare  my  full  and  entire  belief  in  the  Apostles*  and  Nicene  Creeds, 
and  in  the  doctrines  set  forth  in  the  Liturgy  and  Articles  of  Religion  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  I  engage 
to  conform  to  aach  belief;  and  I  do  also  solemnly  promise  to  adhere  to  and 
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Die  raoh  form  only  of  PabHc  Wonhip,  the  Administration  of  the  Stcn- 
mente,  mnd  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Charch,  as  is  entirely  con- 
sistent in  doctrine  and  order,  with  that  used  in  the  said  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church." 

Resolved,  (the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  concurringf.)  That  it 
be  made  known  to  the  sereral  Diocesan  ConTentions,  that  it  is  proposed  to 
adopt  at  the  next  General  Conrention,  the  following  addition  to  the  "  Form 
of  Ordaining  or  Consecrating  a  Bishop,"  to  be  inserted  at  the  end  thereof, 
namely: 

In  case  of  the  consecration  of  a  Bishop  for  a  church  in  a  foreign  country, 
instead  of  the  abore  promise  of  conformity  commencing,  "  In  the  name  of 
Grod,  Amen,"  the  following  shall  be  said : 

In  the  name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  N,  chosen  Bishop  of ,  and  now 

aeekinff  consecration  from  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
is  the  United  States  of  America,  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  ^f  the  Old 
and  New  Testament  to  be  the  Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things 
necessary  to  salvation  ;  and  I  do  solemnly  declare  my  full  and  entire  belief 
in  the  Apostles*  and  Nicene  Creeds,  and  in  the  doctrines  set  furth  in  the 
Liturgy  and  Articles  of  Religion  of  the  said  Church,  and  do  promise  con- 
formity to  this  belief;  and  1  will  adhere  to  and  use  such  form  only  of  Public 
Worship,  the  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Cere- 
monies of  the  Church,  as  is  entirely  consistent,  in  doctrine  and  order,  with 
that  used  in  the  said  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  ef 
America.     So  help  me  God,  through  Jesus  Christ. 

And  in  the  same  case,  in  the  question  beginning  with  the  words,  "  Will 
yon  maintain  and  sefe  forward,"  the  word  his,  sball  be  used  instead  of  the 
word  "  this." 

And  in  the  same  case  the  promise  of  conformity,  and  the  questions  to  the 
Bishop  elect,  with  his  answers  thereto,  and  the  address  to  him  immediately 
preceding  the  questions,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishops  present  at  the 
consecration,  be  in  the  Latin  tongue. 

The  Committee  respectfully  propose  for  adoption,  a  Canon,  herewith  pre- 
sented, entitled,  *'  Canon  of  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  for  Churches  in 
Foreign  Countries."

The  following  is  the  Canon,  as  proposed  by  the  Committee : 

CANON. 
0/  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  for  Churches  in  Foreign  Countries, 

Whereas  this  Church,  as  a  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church  of  Christ,  re* 
cognises  the  doty  dcToWing  on  it  of  being  ready  to  contribute  what  it  may, 
in  all  proper  ways,  to  the  establishment  and  interests  of  that  Church ;  and 
ought  therefore  to  be  prepared  to  impart  the  Episcopacy  where  it  may  be 
needed,  and  may  be  sought,  on  principles  and  under  circnmetances  consistent 
with  the  integrity  and  purity  of  the  gospel,  and  the  maintenance  of  true 
catholic  unity,  therefore,  be  it  enacted,  as  follows  : 

Sect.  1.  Application  for  the  consecration  in  this  Church,  of  a  Bishop,  or 
Bishops,  for  a  church  in  a  foreign  country,  must  be  made  to  the  senior 
Bishop,  and  be  accompanied  with  testimonials  of  the  pious,  sober,  and  godly 
life  of  the  person  presented,  of  his  soundness  in  the  faith,  o(  fats  literary 
and  theological  acquirements,  and  of  his  being  a  Priest  in  the  Church  of 
God ;  and  also  with  a  particular  statement  of  the  authority  by  which  he  has 
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been  chosen  to  the  Episcopate,  and  the  manner  and  cironmstances  of  the 
choice ;  and  of  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Chorch,  for 
which  his  consecration  is  asked. 

Sect.  3.  Application  haviojr  been  made  as  above,  the  senior  Bishop  shall 
communicate  the  same,  together  with  the  above  mentioned  testimonials  and 
statements,  to  all  the  other  Bishups  of  this  Church.  If  a  majority  of  the 
Bishops  shall,  within  three  months  after  the  sending  of  such  communication, 
signify  their  non-concurrence,  to  the  senior  Bishop,  all  further  proceedings 
in  the  premises  shall  cease.  If  such  non-concurrence  be  not  thus  signified, 
the  senior  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  Bishops, 
of  which  at  least  two  months*  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Bishop. 

Sect.  3.  Three  or  more  Bishops,  assembling,  according  to  such  notice, 
shall  be  competent  to  deliberate  and  determine  upon  the  case  :  provided  that 
the  Bishops  not  attending,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  giving  to  the  meeting 
their  opinions  on  the  case  by  letter,  and  of  thus  signifying  their  votes  of 
non-concurrence  ;  and  provided  fnrther,  that  each  vote  of  non-concurrence 
thus  given,  shall  be  allowed,  in  the  ultimate  decision,  the  same  weight  as  if 
the  non-concurring  Bishop,  or  Bishops,  were  present ;  so  that  if  such  non- 
eoncnrring  votes,  added  to  those  of  Bishops  present  at  the  meeting,  shall  be 
the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops,  the  application  shall  be  refused  : 
and  provided  also  that  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  present  at  the  meeting 
may  refuse  the  consecration,  without  any  reference  to  the  votes  of  the  absent 
Bishops. 

Skct.  4.  Should  there  not  be  a  non-concurrence,  agreeably  to  the  last 
section,  the  Bishops  present,  being  not  less  than  three,  shall  be  competent  to 
decide  on  the  testimonials  and  other  documents,  produced  by  the  person 
whose  consecration  is  asked,  and  to  take  order  for  his  consecration. 

Skct.  5.  If  the  person  thus  applying  should  not  be  a  Priest  in  the  Church 
of  God,  the  question  of  his  ordination  as  Priest,  or  Deacon  and  Priest,  as< 
the  case  may  be,  shall  be  connected  with  that  of  his  consecration,  in  carry- 
ing into  operation  the  provisions  of  this  Canon  :  Provided  that  satisfactory 
evidence  he  given  of  the  Candidate's  possessing  the  full  literary  and  theolo- 
gical qualifications  required  for  Holy  Orders  by  the  Canons  of  this  Choroh. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York, 
seconded  by  Bishop  Kemper : 

Resolved,  That  the  resolutions,  as  proposed  by  the  Committee, 
be  adopted,  and  the  Canon  be  passed,  and  that  both  be  sent  to 
the  other  House  for  concurrence. 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary 
made  the  following  report : 

The  Joint  Committee  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary  have  had 
before  them  the  triennial  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  duly  eonsid* 
•red  its  interesting  statements. 

They  are  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  to  the  General  Convention,  that 
this  institution  is  constantly  increasing  its  claim  to  the  interest  and  confi- 
dence of  the  Church.  The  number  of  its  AJumni  (or  those  who  have  com- 
pleted its  full  course  of  study)  amounts,  including  two^if  the  Bishops  of  the 
Church,  to  217 ;  being  nearly  one- fourth  part  of  the  whole  body  of  the 
Clergy  of  this  Church.  When  the  thorough  course  of  instruction  pursued 
in  the  Seminary  is  considered,  together  with  the  wholesome  influences 
which  it  must  exercise  on  the  character  of  those  who  enjoy  its  privOeget,

it  most  be  felt  by  all  who  prize  a  learned,  faithfal  and  efficient  ministry,  that 
fervent  thanks  are  dae  to  Him  from  whom  all  good  things  do  proceed,  for 
this  His  blessing  on  our  land. 

The  Committee  confidently  believe  that  all  that  is  needed  to  accomplish 
this  **•  school  of  the  prophets,"  for  the  fullest  and  most  efficient  discharge  of 
its  high  trust  for  '*  Christ  and  the  Church,''  is  the  accurate  acquaintance  of 
her  members  with  its  condition  and  claims.  That  they  are  not  so  acquainted, 
the  Committee  are  constrained  to  believe,  from  the  fact  that  the  Professor- 
ship of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pulpit  Eloquence,  the  agency  for  endowing 
which  was  generously  undertaken  by  the  Alumni,  in  1837,  still  remains  un- 
endowed, notwithstanding  the  munificent  offer  of  the  Corporation  of  Trinity 
Church,  New- York,  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  endowment 
of  another  Professorship,  on  condition  that  this  should  'be  endowed  in  the 
like  sum  ;  and  from  the  further  fact,  that  notwithstanding  the  earnest  ap- 
peals which  have  been  annually  made  to  the  churches  during  the  last  three 
years,  the  estimated  deficiency  of  the  income  of  the  current  year  to  meet  its 
expenditure,  is  $3636  37.  The  Committee  are  very  desirous  that  the 
most  efficient  measures  should  be  taken  to  bring  this  subject  fully  before  the 
Church.     In  this  view,  they  respectfully  propose  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  1st,  That  the  Genera)  Convention  entertain  the  most  gratefal 
consideration  of  the  Christian  liberality  of  the  Corporation  of  Trinity 
Church,  in  offering  to  contribute  the  sum  of  $25,000  for  the  endowment  of 
the  Professorship  of  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  and  of  Moral  Science  oo 
its  relations  to  Theology,  whenever  a  like  sum  shall  be  contributed  for  the 
endowment  of  the  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pulpit  Eloquence ; 
and  regard  it  as  a  new  and  noble  proof  of  the  devotion  of  that  venerable 
Corporation  to  the  advancement  of  the  Church,  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
country. 

Resolved^  2d,  That  the  General  Convention  regard  with  peculiar  interest 
the  undertaking  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary,  to  raise  the  sum  necessary 
for  the  full  endowment  of  the  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pulpit 
Eloquence,  and  entertaining  the  highest  confidence  in  their  ability,  fidelity, 
and  zeal,  commend  their  filial  enterprise  in  behalf  of  the  institution,  at  whose 
bosom  they  were  nurtured,  to  the  patronage  of  the  Church,  and  the  blessing 
of  God. 

Resolved,  3d,  That  the  General  Convention  recommend  to  the  Members 
of  the  Church,  to  contribute  towards  supplying  the  deficient  income  of  the 
Seminary.

Bishop  M'llvaine,  from  the  Joint  Committee  upon  the  subject 
of  intercourse  with  Foreign  Churches,  offered  the  following 
Canon,  which,  on  motion  of  Bishop.  M'llvaine,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Meade,  was  passed,  and  sent  to  the  other  House  for 
concurrence : 

CANON. 

Of  Clergymen  Ordained  by  Foreign  Bishops,  in  Communion  with  this 
Church,  and  desirous  of  Officiating  or  Settling  in  this  Church. 

tFomer  Canons  on  thja  subject  were  the  9th  nf  1789  the  5th  of  180i,  the  36th  of  1608 ;  •ad  the 

23d  and  24ih  of  1832.] 

Sect.  1.  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to 
be  regalarly  ordained,  shall,  before  he  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  parish 
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OX  coogregation,  exhibit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  do  Minister,  to  ib^ 
Testry  thereof,  a  Certificate,  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  duly  convened,  that  his  Let- 
ters of  Orders  are  authentic,  and  given  by  some  Bishop  in  commanion  with 
this  Church,  and  whose  authority  is  acknowledged  by  this  Church  ;  and  also 
that  he  has  exhibited  to  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  picas  and  moral  character,  and  his  Theological  acquire- 
ments ;  and,  in  any  case,  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to  settle  in  any  church 
or  parish,  or  be  received  into  union  with  any  Diocese  of  this  Churoh,  as  a 
Minister  thereof,  he  shall  produce  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  of  such  Diocese,  a  letter  of  dismission,  from  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Bishop,  within  whose  Diocese  he  has  been  last 
connected ;  which  letter  shall  be,  in  substance,  that  provided  for  in  Section  Ist 
of  the  Canon  passed  at  this  Convention,  entitled,  '*■  Of  ministers  removing 
from  one  Diocese  to  another,*^  and  shall  be  delivered  within  six  months  from 
the  ('ate  thereof;  and  when  such  Cler^syman  shall  have  been  so  received,  he 
shall  be  considered  as  having  passed  entirely  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Bishop,  from  whom  the  letter  of  dismission  was  brought,  to  the  full  juris- 
diction of  the  Bishop,  or  other  ecclesiastical  authority,  by  whom  it  shall 
have  been  accepted,  and  become  thereby  subject  to  all  the  canonical  provi- 
sions of  this  Church,  provided  that  no  such  Clergyman  shall  be  so  received 
into  union  with  any  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  subscribed,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  he  applies  for  reception,  and  of  two  or 
more  Presbyters,  the  Declaration  contained  in  the  Seyenth  Article  of  the 
Constitution ;  which  being  done,  said  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  being 
satisfied  of  his  Theological  acquirements,  may  receive  him  into  union  with 
this  Churoh,  as  a  Minister  of  the  same  :  provided  also,  that  such  Minister 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  settle  in  any  parish  or  church,  as  canonically  in 
charge  of  the  same,  until  he  have  resided  one  year  in  the  United  States, 
subsequent  to  the  acceptance  of  his  Letter  of  Dismission. 

Sect.  2.  And  if  such  foreign  Clergyman  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  reside  in 
the  country  at  least  three  years,  and  obtain  in  this  country  the  requisite  tes- 
timonials of  character,  before  he  be  ordained  a  Priest. 

Sbct.  3.  The  23d  Canon  of  1832,  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  House  then  adjourned. 


Tuesday,  October  19tb--10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

,  The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment,  and  attended  Divine 
service,  with  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  St. 
John's  Chapel. 

Present,  as  yesterday,  with  the  exception  of  Bishop  M'Coskry 
and  Bishop  Brownell. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

A  message  was  received  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution : — 

"  Resolvedy  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this  House,  it  is  not  expe- 
dient to  elect  a  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  functions  in  any 
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place  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  until  the  autho- 
rity, rights,  duties  and  responsibility  of  such  Bishop,  and  of  those 
ordained  by  hiniy  shall  have  been  declared  and  established,  and 
a  mode  provided,  by  Canon  or  otherwise,  of  rendering  them 
amenable  to  the  laws  of  this  Church." 

A  message  was  received  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform  ^ 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution : — 

Resolved^  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  a  joint 
committee  be  appointed  in  relation  to  the  subject  of  a  Bishop  io 
perform  Episcopal  duties  in  any  place  out  of  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  are,  the  Rev.  Drs.  Henshaw,  Anthon,  Upfold,  and 
Whitehouse,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Presstman,  the  Hon.  Judge  Jones,  and 
James  S.  Snaith,  Peter  A.  Jay,  Josiah  Collins  and  E.  A.  New- 
ton, Esqrs. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Doane,  seconded  by  Bishop 
M'llvaine,  resolved^  That  this  House  concur  in  the  resolution. 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  this  House,  were 
Bishops  Griswold,  Doane,  M'llvaine,  Elliott,  and  Onderdonk,  of 
Pennsylvania. 

A  message  was  received  as  follows  : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  House  of 
Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  resolution  in  relation  to 
the  books,  pamphlets  and  manuscripts,  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Hawks. 

Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New- York,  ofiered  the  followinff  Can- 
ons, which,  on  motion,  were  adopted,  and  sent  to  the  other  House 
for  concurrence. 

CANON. 

Of  Candidates  for  Orders^ 

Sbct.  I.  Every  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orden  in 
this  Charch,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee ;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare 
whether  he  has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Dio- 
cese. No  person  who  has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate 
in  any  Diocese,  and  has  been  refused  admission,  or,  having  been  admitted, 
has  afterwards  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate 
in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standin^r  Committee  of  the  former  Diocese,  a 
eertificate,  declaring  the  cause  for  which  he  was  refused  admission,  or  for 
which  he  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Sect.  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a.*}  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  he  intends  to 
apply  for  Orders,  a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
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of  t)ie  said  Biahop,  that  from  peraoDal  knowledge,  or  from  teatimoniale  laid 
before  them,  they  believe  that  he  is  piousi  sober,  and  hooest ;  that  he  is 
attached  to  the  docirines,  diseiplinef  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episco^ 
pal  Church,  and  a  commanicant  of  the  same ;  and,  in  their  opinion,  pos* 
sesses  soch  qaalifieations  as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the 
ministry  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And  when 
the  Standing  Committee  do  not  certify  as  aboTC,  from  personal  knowledge, 
the  testimonials  laid  before  them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  fttU 
as  the  certificate  above  required,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Pres« 
byter,  and  four  respectable  Laymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sbot.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to  be- 
eome  a  Candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory 
diploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  Uni- 
versity or  College,  or  a  certificate  from  two  Presbyters  sppointed  by  the 
Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  to  examine  him,  of  his  having  satisfactorily  sustained  an  exami- 
nation in  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the 
Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin  tongue. 

Scot.  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes  the 
knowledge  of  the  Latin»  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  other  branches 
of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before 
them  a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Chun;h,  stating, 
that  in  their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natural  nnder- 
Btanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  large  share  of  prudence ;  and 
the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted 
said  dispensation.  This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person 
under  twenty-seven  years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained  under 
such  dispensation,  until  he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  age.  And  in 
regard  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  in  all  cases  in  these  Can- 
ons, the  Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  age  of  the  Candidate,  as  mentioned  in  this  section. 

SxcT.  6.  With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made 
known  to  the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be 
brought  to  the  test  of  any  outward  standard — an  inward  fear  and  worship  of 
Almiohtt  God  ;  a  love  of  religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence  ; 
a  habit  of  devout  aflfection ;  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  ill  those  graces 
which  are  called  in  scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone 
His  sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 

Sect.  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  recoid  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record. 
And  in  any  Diocese  where  there  is  np  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
may,  on  the  same  conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall 
make  record  and  notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Sect.  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  sh^l  remain  a  Candi- 
date for  the  term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to 
ordain  the  Candidate  after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than 
one  year. 

Sbct.  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  wis  admitted  a 
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Candidate*  be  traosferred  to  the  jarisdiotion  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Cbnieh ; 
and  if  there  be  a  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides, 
he  shall  apply  to  no  other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of 
the  former. 

Sbct.  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after 
his  admission,  apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  here- 
after prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission, 
apply  to  have  his  third  examination  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory 
reasons  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  farther  time,)  the  said  person  shall, 
in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Sect.  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders, 
shall  apply  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  eccle- 
siastical authority  shall  give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other 
Diocese.  Candidates  shall  not  change  their  canonical  residence  bot  for 
bona  fide  causes  requiring  the  same,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  they  shall  not  be  dis- 
missed from  the  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they 
have  been  duly  transferred,  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any  Theologi- 
cal or  other  Seminary. 

Sect.  11.  The  4th  Canon  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON. 

Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders. 

iFonner  Cftnont  on  this  subject  wen  the  Olh  of  1795,  the  10th  of  1808,  and  the  14th  of  ISSSJ 

Sect.  1.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  every  Candidate  for  Deacon^s  Orders, 
three  different  examinations,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Bishop  to  whom 
he  applies  for  Orders  shall  appoint.  The  examination  shall  take  place  in 
the  presence  of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  following 
studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  by  the  course  of  study  established  by 
the  House  of  Bishops.  At  the  first  examination,  on  the  hooks  of  Scripture ; 
the  Candidate  being  required  to  give  an  account  of  the  different  books,  and 
to  translate  from  the  original  Hebrew  and  Greek,  and  to  explain,  such  pas- 
sages as  may  be  proposed  to  him.  At  the  third  examination — on  the  Evi- 
dence of  Christianity,  and  Systematic  Dlviniiy.  And  at  the  last  examina- 
tion— on  Church  History,  ficclesiastical  Polity,  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Diocese 
for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.  In  the  choice  of  books  on  the  above  sub- 
jects, the  Candidate  is  to  be  guided  by  the  course  of  study  established  by 
the  House  of  Bishops.  At  each  of  the  forementioned  examinations,  he 
shall  produce  and  read  a  sermon  or  discourse,  composed  by  himself,  on 
some  passage  of  scripture  previously  assigned  him,  which,  together  with 
two  other  sermons  or  discourses  on  some  passage  of  scripture  selected  by 
himself,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms  of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  pres- 
ent. And  before  his  Ordination,  he  shall  be  required  to  perform  such  exer- 
cises in  reading,  in  the  presence  of  th&  Bishop  and  Clergy,  as  may  enable 
them  to  give  him  such  advice  and  instructions  as  may  aid  him  in  performing 
the  service  of  the  Church,  and  in  delivering  his  sernaons  with  propriety  and 
devotion. 

Sect.  3.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  some  of  his  Presbyters  to  conduct  the 
above  examinations;  and  a  certificate  from  these  Presbyters,  that  the  pre- 
scribed examinations  have  been  held  accordingly,  and  satisfaction  given, 
•hall  be  required  of  the  Candidate :  Provided  that,  in  this  case,  the  Candi- 
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more  Presbyters,  on  the  above  named  stadies. 

Skct.  3.  la  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  act  in  his  place,  in  appointing  the  examining  Presbyters  required 
by  this  Canon ;  and  in  this  ease  the  Candidate  ahali  be  again  examined  by 
the  Biahop  to  whom  he  applies  for  Orders,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on 
the  stadiee  presoribed  by  the  Canons. 

Sect.  4.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the  Bishop  for  Orders, 
as  specified  in  the  Office  of  Ordination,  without  having  good  grounds  to  be- 
liere  that  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons  have  been  complied  with,  shall  be 
liable  to  ecclesiastical  censure. 

Scot.  6.  The  14th  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  Houso 
of  Bishops,  that  thev  have  had  under  consideration  the  Report 
of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  triennial  report  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  and  have  concurred  in 
the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  proposed  by  said  Committee. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  House  of 
Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  resolution,  *'  That  it  be 
made  known  to  the  Diocesan  Conventions  that  it  is  proposed  at 
the  next  General  Convention,  to  erase  the  words,  *  associated 
Rector,'  and  also  the  words,  *  State,  or,'  wherever  they  occur  in 
the  former  editions  of  the  Institution  Office." 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  have  had  under  con* 
sideration  the  Canon  proposed,  of  the  Consecration  of  Bishops 
for  churches  in  foreign  countries,  and  have  passed  the  following 
resolution : — 

Besolvedj  That  a  respectful  communication  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops,  informing  them  that,  in  consideration  of  the 
lateness  of  the  session,  they  doem  it  impossible  to  enter  into  the 
due  consideration  of  this  Canon. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  nad  read  the  resolutions 
sent  down»  touching  amendments  of  the  Constitution,  and  askioff 
the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  and 
have  laid  the  same  on  the  table. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lav  Deputies  inform  the  House 
cf  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  substitute  for  the  28d 
Canon  of  1892,  as  recommended  by  the  Joint  Committee,  with 
tbe  following  amendment— to  strike  out,  in  1st  seetion,  the  words 
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^•all  the  Clerical  members,"  and  ask  the  concunence  of  the 

House  of  Bishops  therein. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resolved^  That  this  House  concur  in 
the  amendment  as  proposed. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  seconded  by  Bishop  Elliott,  the 
following  Canon  was  passed,  and  sent  to  the  other  House  for 
concurrence. 

CANON. 

Of  Deacons  not  Licensed  to  Preach. 

Sbct.  1.  Any  Bishop  may  admit  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  per- 
sons not  exclasively  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  nor  qualified  for 
the  charge  of  a  parish,  bat  fit  and  ready  to  do  the  ofiice  of  a  Deacon  as  de- 
scribed in  the  ordinal. 

Sect.  3.  Such  persons  shall  not  be  required  to  possess  the  qnalificatioDS, 
nor  to  pass  through  the  preparatory  exercises,  required  by  Canon  14th  of 
1833,  and  Canon  4th  of  1838. 

Sect.  3.  No  such  person  shall  be  ordained  under  twenty-scTon  years  of 
age,  nor  until  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop  the  usual  testimonial 
from  the  Standing  Committee  required  by  Canon  15th  of  1832,  shall  have 
been  a  Candidate  for  one  year,  and  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop 
and  two  Presbyters,  on  all  such  points  as  they  shall  deem  essential  to  the 
due  discharge  of  the  holy  office  to  which  he  is  to  be  admitted. 

Sect.  4.  No  Deacon  thus  ordained,  shall  be  competent  to  take  charge  of 
a  parish,  or  to  deliver  sermons  of  his  own  composition ;  but  shall  be  re- 
stricted in  the  exercise  of  his  ministry  to  such  place  or  parish  as  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Ministers,  if  there  be  any, 
and  shall  be  governed  therein  by  such  regulations  as  may  be  from  time  to 
time  prescribed  to  them  by  the  Bishop. 

Sect.  5.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon,  may  at  any  time  qualify 
himself  for  exclusive  devotion  to  the  Ministry,  by  going  through  the  prepar- 
atory exercises,  and  giving  evidence  of  the  qualifications  required  by  Canon 
14th  of  1832,  and  Canon  4th  of  1838. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  following  reso- 
lution : — 

"  Resolved,  (the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,)  That  a  com- 
mittee of  six  persons,  members  of  each  House,  be  appointed  to 
inquire,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Convention,  within  the 
first  three  days  of  its  session,  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what 
alterations  are  necessary  in  the  Canon,  entitled  *  Of  Missionary 
Bishops,'  (2d  of  1838 ;)  and  particularly  whether  any  Constitu- 
tional, or  ifurther  canonical  provision  is  necessary  in  relation  to 
the  nomination  or  election  of  persons  to  be  Bishops  of  this  Church, 
to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  place  or  places  out  of  the 
territory  of  tne  United  States,  or  in  relation  to  tne  authority  and 
responsibility  of  such  Bishops."

On  motion,  reaoked,  That  the  resolution  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  inform 
the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  amend- 
ments to  the  Canon,  entitled  **  Of  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of 
the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,** 
and  also  the  Canon,  entitled  ^  Of  Clergymen  ordained  by  foreign 
Bishops,**  &c 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully  state 
to  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  concurred  in  the  Canon, 
entitled,  ^  Canon  on  the  trial  of  Bishops,"  with  the  following 
amendment, — strike  out  the  words  **  for  any  alleged  error  in  doc- 
trine or  life,"  and  after  the  words  "  by  the  Convention  of  his  Dio- 
cese,** insert,  "  for  any  crime  or  immorality,  for  heresy,  or  for 
violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the 
Diocese  to  which  he  belongs." 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  resohedj  TJhat  this  House  concur  in 
the  amendment  as  proposed. 

A  message  was  received,  as  follows : 

The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  inform  the  House  of 
Bishops,  that  they  have  had  under  consideration  the  proposed 
Canon,  **  Of  Deacons  not  licensed  to  preach  ;**  that  they  have  not 
concurred  in  its  adoption,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  have  passed  the 
following  resoiutbn,  to  which  they  respectfully  ask  the  concur- 
rence of  the  House  of  Bishops.

the  ease  of  Bishops  elect  of  this  Church.  Such  Bishops  shall  have  no  Epis- 
eopal  authority  in  the  United  States.

Since  the  last  report  to  the  General  Convention  in  1838,  the  Trustees,  in  eon- 
junction  with  a  number  of  individuals  interested  in  the  matter,  have  contested  th« 
justice  of  the  assessment  therein  mentioned,  for  building  a  sewer  in  30th  street^ 
and  no  decision,  as  yet,  has  been  had  in  the  case.  The  sum  of  91,663.03  has  been 
expended  in  the  building  of  a  new  fence  around  the  Seminary  ground,  and  for 
paving  the  lower  or  most  westerly  part  of  31st  street.  Nearly  lialf  of  the  expense 
of  the  fence  was  borne  by  a  few  liberal  individuals  who  reside  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
property.  The  Bishop  Kemp  Scholarship  endowment  has  been  increased  to 
$3,575,  and  that  of  the  Peter  Roosevelt  Scholarship  has  been  filled  up.  The 
Trustees  have  also  been  informed  of  a  bequest,  to  found  a  Scholarship,  by  Samuel 
Williams,  Esq.,  of  New- Jersey,  of  $3,500,  which  will  be  payable  in  the  year  1844. 
All  the  property  of  the  Seminary  is  now  productive  of  income.  Since  the  report 
of  1838,  the  sum  of  $5,183.83  has  been  added  to  the  capital  of  the  Seminary ;  and 
with  part  of  the  capital  then  uninvested,  being  cash  in  the  Treasurer's  hands,  has 
been  loaned  out  on  bonds,  all  of  which,  except  one  given  for  the  completimi  of  a 
Scholarship,  are  secured  by  mortgages  of  real  estate  in  the  city  of  New-Yoik. 
This  accounts  for  the  increase  of  the  item  of  bonds  and  mortgages  since  the  date 
of  the  last  report,  when  in  fact  $3,718.18  has  been  taken  from  the  capital  in  the 
last  three  years,  to  defray  the  cuner.t  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  notwithstanding 
the  appeal  made  to  the  Ministers  and  Vestries  of  churches,  pursuant  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  General  Convention.  At  the  present  time,  the  Treasury  is 
empty.  The  quarter's  salary  of  the  Janitor,  and  interest  upon  the  ScholarshifM  for 
the  like  term,  become  due  on  the  IsC  of  October,  without  any  provision  being  made 
for  paying  them.  The  stated  receipts  in  November  will  not  exceed  the  salaries 
and  interest  upon  the  Scholarships,  which  will  then  snd  previously  be  due.  There 
are  debts  incuned  for  necessary  repairs  and  other  expenses,  authorised  by  the 
Trustees,  to  the  amount  of  $1,500,  wholly  unprovided  for.  The  total  estimated 
deficiencv  of  income  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  current  year,  is,  as  above  statml, 
at  least  $3,636.37.

Thie  ittm  total  falU  below  the  resalta  reported  in  1838,  yet  ezceedi  that  of  the 
three  commeneements  preceding  thon  embraced  by  that  report;  thneahowing 
that  oar  noble  institation,  though  tubiect  te  ▼iciaaitodea,  ia  ateadily  advancing  to- 
warda  iti  due  proaperity  and  honor.  Daring  the  Uat  three  yean  the  health  of  the 
Stndenta  haa  been,  almost  without  exception,  good,  and  no  death  baa  occorred. 
Thia,  when  we  consider  the  large  number  of  young  men  aeaembled,  conatantly  and 
atrongly  tempted  to  fexceasive  aiudy  and  aedenUry  habita,  ia  a  aure  indication  of 
of  the  healthfalnesa  of  the  situation,  and  general  economy  of  the  Seminary,  and 
ealls  for  our  warmest  thanksgivings  to  the  good  Providence,  who  haa  watched 
over  and  protected  the  school  of  bis  prophets. 

Agreeably  to  an  intimation  in  the  report  of  1838,  the  Standing  Committee,  to 
whom  the  subject  had  been  referred,  have  abolisbed  the  Commons ;  and  the  Jani- 
tor now  seta  as  ateward,  supplying  board  to  such  of  the  Students  as  may  wiah  to 
avail  themselves  of  his  services.  The  aversge  expenses  of  a  student,  incinding 
board,  washing,  fire  and  lights,  are  from  $125  to  $180  per  annum. 

The  only  alteration  reported  by  the  Faculty,  aa  having  taken  place  in  the  conree 
of  stody,  conaista  in  the  adoption  of  Perceval  on  the  Apoetolie  Socceeaion,  aa  a 
text  book. 

The  department  of  Paatoral  Theology  and  pulpit  Eloquence,  remaina  witbont 
endo#ment  or  Professor.  In  reference  to  this  department,  and  also  to  that  of  the 
Evidencea  of  Cbriatianity  and  of  Moral  Science,  in  ita  relation  to  Theology,  the 
following  reaolotions,  adopted  at  the  stated  meeting  of  1839,  preaent  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Truateea. 

*'  Resolvedf  That,  in  the  opinion  of  thia  Board,  the  Trustees  have  not  the  power 
to  appoint  proviaional  or  temporary  instructora  or  Profeasora  in  any  other  mode 
than  by  the  one  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  for  the  appointment  of  Piofeaaon, 
vis :  by  a  nomination  made  at  one  meeting  of  thia  Board  and  acted  upon  at  a  anb- 
aeqoent  meeting,  due  notice  being  given  of  the  object  of  the  aaid  meeting  to  every 
member  of  the  Board. 

'*  Resolved,  in  accordance  with  the  principle  that  the  Truateee  have  not  the 
power  to  appoint  proviaional  or  temporary  inatructors  or  Profeasora,  That  it  ia  the 
mcnmbent  duty  of  the  Church  to  proceed  forthwith  to  the  permanent  endowment 
of  the  two  existing  Professorships  now  vacant ;  and  that  this  Board  hereby  pledgee 
itaelf  to  the  Church  to  that  end,  on  the  principle  of  each  Dioceae  contnboting  to 
the  aame  in  proportion  to  ita  respective  membera  in  the  Board  of  Truateee. 

**  Reealved^  That  this  Board  haa  heard,  with  much  pleaaure,  of  the  continued 
diapoeition  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Seminary,  to  engage  aa  agents  for  raising  the  autaa 
leqoiaite  for  the  endowment  of  the  Profeaaorship  of  Paatoral  Theology  and  Polntt 
Eloquence,  and  cheriahing  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  zeal  and  devotion  of  the 
Alumni,  hereby  recogniaea  them  aa  agenu  accordingly,  and  eameatly  commende 
their  agency  to  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  the  Church." 

The  Veatry  of  Trinity  Church  in  the  city  of  New- York,  offered,  aome  time  einca, 
to  contribotethe  aum  of  $25,000  for  the  endowment  of  the  Profeaaorahip  of  the 
Evidencea  of  Cbriatianity  and  of  Moral  Science  in  ita  relations  to  Theology,  when- 
ever a  tike  som  should  be  contributed  for  the  endowment  of  the  Profeeeorship  of 
Paatoral  Theology  and  Pulpit  Eloqaence.    That  offer  haa  been  generonaly  cob- 
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tinoed  by  the  VMtiy.  Bot  in  regard  to  the  last  named  and  moat  importaAt  Pio- 
fecaorship,  though  no  failare  is  to  be  auppoaed  in  the  zeal  and  faithfuhieaa  of  thoae 
who  are  pledged  as  agents  to  effect  its  endowment,  we  hare,  neyerthelesa,  to  re- 
gret that  the  advance  has  been  small  towards  the  deairvd  object. 

The  above  mentioned  action  of  the  Board  in  1839,  urges  the  aubject  atronglj 
upon  the  attention  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Chuich.  In  former  yeara,  pro- 
Tisional  arrangements  were  made,  year  by  yeto,  for  the  supply  of  the  neceaaary 
inatructiona  in  thia  and  other  departmenta ;  and  the  Board  gratefoliy  remembers 
the  valuable  aervicee  of  the  Rev.  Drs.  Anthon,  and  Hawks,  and  Smith,  and  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Haisht,  as  proviaional  or  temporary  instructors.  But  a  majority  of  the 
Board  having  deemed  such  appointments  unconstitutional,  a  apeedy  endowment  of 
thia  Profeaaorahip  is  demanded  ;  there  being  no  alternative  but  that  of  withholding 
from  the  students  of  the  Seminary  one  of  the  moat  essential  parts  of  profesaional 
education. 

The  Chair  of  the  St.  Mark's  Church,  in  the  Bowery  Profeasorahip  of  Ecclesias- 
tical History,  became  vacant  in  November,  1840,  by  the  resignation  of  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Dr.  Whittingham,  who  had  been  consecrated  to  the  Episcopate  of  Maryland.  The 
Tacant  Chair  was  filled  %y  the  appointment,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Truateea  in  Decem- 
ber, 1840,  after  due  nomination  by  Peter  G.  Stuy  vesant,  Esq. — the  founder  of  the 
Profeasorahip, — of  the  Rev.  John  D.  Ogilby,  a  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  New- 
Jersey,  and  a  Professor  of  Ancient  Jjanguages  in  Rutgers*  Collese. 

Deeply  sensible  of  the  loss  of  Professor  Whittingbam*s  faithful  and  efficient 
services,  we  yet  rejoice  that  bis  successor  is  one  whose  known  talents,  experience, 
and  worth,  rightfully  claim  the  full  confidence  of  the  Church. 

Many  valuable  sdditions  have  been  made  to  the  Library,  by  the  donaiiont  of 
friends  of  the  Seminary,  and  by  purchase ;  from  the  contributions  of  the  '*  Society 
for  the  Promotion  of  Religion  and  Learning  in  the  State  of  New- York,"  and  of 
individuals ;  and  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Librsry  Fund.  The  whole  number  of 
printed  volumes  now  in  the  Library,  is,  folios,  1568  ;  quartos,  1289  ;  octavos  and 
under,  5241, — in  all,  8083 ;  showing  an  increase  since  1838,  of  1308  volumes. 
The  Rt.  Rev.  Professor  Whittingham  has  been  succeeded  in  the  office  of  Librarian, 
by  the  Rev.  Professor  Ogilby. 

An  amendment  in  Section  2d  of  Chapter  10th  of  the  Statutes,  was  adopted  by 
the  Board  at  the  stated  meeting  in  June,  1840.  * 

The  following  is  substituted  for  the  section  as  it  formerly  stood  : 

Sbct.  2.  During  the  vacancy  of  any  Scholarship,  a  portion  of  the  interest  re- 
ceived thereon,  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent.,  shall  be  spplied  to  the  increase  of  the 
endowment  thereof,  until  the  same  shall  amount  to  $3,000  ;  but  after  it  shall  have 
accumulated  to  that  amount,  the  whole  interest  arising  thereon  during  any  vacancy, 
shall  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  institution. 

In  all  cases  of  donations  of  $500  or  upwards,  towards  the  endowment  of  a  Scho- 
larship, but  amounting  to  less  than  the  sum  required  by  Statute  for  that  purpose, 
the  interest  arising  thereon,  at  the  rate  of  5  percent,  per  annum,  shall  in  like  man- 
ner, and  with  the  same  limitations,  be  applied  to  the  increase  of  said  endowment ; 
but  interest  on  donations  of  a  less  amount  than  $500,  shall  be  applied  to  the  use 
of  the  institution. 

The  several  public  examinations  of  the  Students  have  been  regularly  held,  with 
results  very  satisfactory  to  the  Trustees,  and  full  of  promise  to  the  Church. 

It  is  deeply  to  be  deplored,  that  an  institution  which  so  well  sustains,  in  the 
character  of  its  Alumni,  the  reputation  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States — pre- 
senting a  body  of  Clergy  who  might  be  regarded  as  an  honor  to  any  seminaiy  of 
learning  in  any  land, — should  be  compelled  so  continually  to  complain  of  financial 
reatriction  and  embarrassment, — sppealing  earnestly,  year  after  year,  almost  in 
▼ain,  to  those  who  know  its  great  worth  ;  who  have  been  and  are  blessed  with  its 
gifts,  and  who  are  solemnly  pledged  to  its  support.  But  the  Board  will  not  now 
reiterate  theae  complaints. 

The  state  of  the  Treasury,  as  exhibited  in  this  report,  might  indeed  be  an 
apology  for  gloomy  forebodings.    We  will,  however,  be  content  that  our  necessi- 
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ties  we  known  to  those  who  are  able  to  zelieTe  them.  It  cannot  be  that  they  are 
unwilling.  We  trust  in  God  that  the  night  of  our  sorrow  is  far  spent,  and  that 
the  day  is  at  hand.

To  THB   HOUSB    OF   ClBRICAL     AND    LaY    DePCTIBS,   IN   GbNBRAL   CONVENTION 

Assembled  : 

At  a  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Sei^inary  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Uuited  States,  held  on  the  i4th  of  Octo- 
ber, 1841, 1  was  directed  to  transmit  to  the  General  Convention,  the  followiniB 
transcript  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Board. 

With  due  consideration  and  respect, 
Edwabd  Y.  HicBBB,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Tnuteee.

*'  The  Committee,  appointed  to  inquire  concerning  the  expediency  of  extending 
the  course  of  study  in  the  Seminary  to  four  years,  and  should  such  extension  be 
deemed  by  them  expedient,  to  confer  with  the  Faculty,  and  to  prepare  a  plan  for  a 
course  of  study — Respectfully  Report : 

That  they  deem  it  highly  import&nt  to  the  interests  of  the  Seminary,  ^bA  the 
advantage  of  the  Church,  that  the  course  of  study  should  be  prolonged  to  at  least 
four  years. 

The  present  course  of  study  is  confessedly  only  an  introduction  to  Theology ; 
yet,  even  as  such,  it  does  not  introduce  the  student  to  every  branch  of  that  widely 
extended  science.  The  Exegesis  of  Scripture,  thoroughly  as  it  is  taught  in  ita 
genersi  outlines,  and  in  their  application  to  the  exposition  of  the  New  Testament  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  is  not  carried  out  with  any  thing  near  that  completeness  which 
your  Committee  deem  to  be,  if  not  indispensable,  at  least  in  the  highest  degree  de- 
sirable, as  preparation  for  the  Ministry  of  the  Word.  Want  of  time  precludes  that 
careful  study  of  much  of  the  Old  Testament,  without  which  the  Candidate  for  Orders, 
can  hardly  be  considered  as  a  well-instructed  scribe,  and  which  indeed  is  necessary 
to  the  adequate  appreciation  of  the  oneness  and  unchangeableness  of  the  Divine 
designs,  and  the  richness  of  their  written  revelation  in  the  sacced  volume. 

Polemical  Theology  in  itself,  no  doubt  not  the  most  eligible  occupation  of  the 
mind  of  the  theological  novice,  is  nevertheless  a  very  necessary  furnishment  for 
the  pastor  of  a  flock,  surrounded  by  heresy  and  schism,  rampant  and  varied,  almost 
beyond  example,  as  they  are  in  many  parts  of  our  Country.  The  Candidate  for 
the  Ministry  can  hardly  be  considered  as  prepared  for  the  discharge  of  his  sacred 
office,  unless  made  acquainted  with  the  principal  controversies,  by  which  the  truth, 
as  we  hold  it,  is  assailed  by  the  various  classes  of  heretics  and  schismatics,  and 
defended  against  their  assaults. 

The  Romish  errors  and  corruptions  in  particular,  demand  especial  notice,  as  well 
on  account  of  the  proselyting  and  aggressive  spirit  of  their  maintainers,  as  because; 
by  common  consent,  our  Church  is  regarded  as  occupying  the  forefront  of  the 
battle  against  them. 

Yet  Polemical  Theology,  and  in  particular  the  Romish  controversy,  receives  a 
very  inadequate  degree  of  attention,  simply  because  there  is  not  lime. 

Again — Patristtcs,  a  branch  of  theological  study  becoming  daily  more  important, 
in  proportion  as  appeal  is  made  to  the  primitivo  views  of  doctrine  and  practice, 
as  the  standard  of  catholic  unity  and  purity,  are  almost  wholly  neglected,  unless  a 
cursory  attention  to  the  literary  history  of  the  Church,  in  the  hasty  prosecution  of 
a  course  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  can  be  considered  as  Patristical  study. 
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Homileticf,  too,  as  an  art,  so  much  and  ao  flucceaafnlly  atadied  in  aome  ojf  the 
EaropeaD  theological  institotions,  haa  no  diatinct  place  aaaigned  to  it  in  the  prevent 
course.  The  day  in  each  week  deroted  to  the  Profeaaor  of  Paatoral  Theology  and 
Pulpit  Eloquence,  u  indeed  capable  of  appropriation  to  the  study;  bat,  oo  the 
other  hand,  we  have  it  in  evidence  that  it  ia  fully  needed,  and  occupied,  for  the 
practice  of  compoeition. 

Apart  from  these  evident  defecta  in  the  present  courae  of  study  in  the  Seminary, 
(defects,  your  Committee  is  persuaded,  arising  solely  from  the  inadequacy  of  the 
time  to  which  the  course  is  limited,)  there  is  to  recommend  the  prolongation  of 
the  term  of  study,  the  very  powerful  consideration,  that  the  prea^nt  poaition  of  the 
Church  demands  a  progressive  elevation  of  the  atandard  of  requirementa  and  at- 
tainments in  her  Ministry.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Church,  is  no  doubt  aaaign- 
able,  under  God^s  blessing,  in  large  part,  to  the  fact,  that  her  Miniatry  generally 
enjoy  a  comparatively  high  reputation  for  aound  and  thorough  scholarahip.  We 
live  in  a  community  aofficiently  intelligent  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  that 
qnaKfication  for  the  aacred  ministry.  Its  intelligence  and  refinement  are  moat 
rapidly  on  the  increase.  If  we  would  retain  the  hold  our  Communion  haa  gained, 
we  must  increase  the  standard  of  Miniaterial  qualifications,  at  least  proportionably. 
A  course  of  study  th&t  may  have  been  aufficient  for  the  needa  of  the  Church  some 
years  ago,  can  hardly  be  deemed  so  now.  Nor  is  it  to  bo  supposed,  that  a  atandard 
that  might  at  present  be  considered  amply  elevated  would  suffice  many  yeara  to 
keep  our  Ministry  in  its  high  rank  of  comparative  pre-eminence.  Other  denomi^ 
nations,  in  their  Theological  Schools,  are  accommodating  themselves  to  these  in- 
creaaing  demanda  of  the  times  ;  we  must  adopt  measures  of  the  salne  kiifd,  or  we 
ahall  lose  our  place,  and  be  unfaithful  to  the  truat  committed  to  ua  in  the  Provi- 
dence of  Qod. 

For  these,  and  other  scarce  leas  weighty  reasons,  which  it  would  belong  to  urge, 
your  Committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  coarse  of  study  in  tne  Semi- 
nary ought  to  be  prolonged  to  four  years. 

Nevertheless,  on  inquiry  and  conference  with  the  Faculty,  they  find  reaaon  to 
doubt  whether  such  prolongation  would  effect  the  desired  end,  unless  the  General 
Convention  should  first  see  fit  to  increase  the  term  of  Candidateship  tor  Holy  Or- 
ders, to  the  same  extent.  The  preaent  experience  of  the  Faculty  is,  that  the 
facilitiea  of  procuring  Ordera,  with  an  abbroTiated  term  of  Candidateship,  render 
young  men  unwilling  to  proaecute  the  entire  Seminary  course,  even  in  ita  existing 
brevity  and  incompleteness ;  and,  in  fact,  a  large  number  of  students,  either  by 
entering  in  the  second  year*s  studies,  or  by  retiring  before  the  close  of  the  course, 
do  shorten  their  stay  in  the  Seminary  to  lesa  than  three  years.  This  being  so, 
little  hone  caii  be  entertained  of  aecuring  the  prosecution  of  a  four  year's  course, 
unless  tne  term  of  Candidateship  should  be  so  prolonged,  aa  to  hold  out  no  encour^ 
agement  to  students  to  seek  admiasion  to  Holy  Orders  before  its  close. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  aa  a  atep  preparatory  to  such  an  enlargement  of  the 
course  of  atudy  in  the  Seminary,  aa  in  their  judgment  the  state  of  the  Church  de- 
manda, recommend  to  the  Board  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Retolvedj  That  tbia  Board  reapectfully  communicate  to  the  General  Convention 
of  the  Protestant  Epiacopal  Church  in  the  United  States,  its  belief,  that  in  order 
effectaally  to  carry  out  the  enda  of  the  Church,  in  establishing  this  Seminary,  an 
i^teration  in  the  term  of  Candidateahip  for  Holy  Orders,  from  three,  to  four  years, 
is  expedient. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

That  at  the  time  he  entered  on  the  dnties  of  hk  office,  the  quotas  of  the  it- 
apectire  Dioceaes  due  in  1838,  with  the  exception  of  those  of  Maine  for  1837  and 
'88,  Nevr-York  for  1838,  Kentucky  for  1836,  '37,  and  '88,  and  Michigan  for  1888, 
had  been  received,  and  allowed  in  the  account  presented  at  the  last  General  Con- 
vention by  the  Rev*  Dr.  Anthon,  the  then  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies,  who,  also,  with  characteristic  kindness,  undertook  to  inycstigate 
and  settle  the  accounts  due  to  the  time  of  the  adjoummeut  of  the  ConTention  ;  a 
atatement  of  which  is  set  forth  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Journal  of  1838,  the  vouchere 
of  payment  are  in  the  possession  of  the  subscriber,  and  will  be  presented  for  ez- 
ammation,  with  other  vouchers  ready  to  be  produced.  Since  that  timer  the  Trea^ 
surer  has  received  from  the  Dioceses  of  New- York  and  Michigan,  their  quotas  in 
fall,  as  will  apposr  from  the  account  current  accompanying  this  report ;  the  dues 
from  Maine  and  Kentucky,  remaining  unsettled,  although  repeated  applications 
have  been  made  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  to  induce  payment. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolutions  of  the  House,  one  thousand  copies  of  the  Sermon 
preached  at  the  opening  of  the  Convention ;  three  thousand  copies  of  tbe  Journal, 
with  the  Canons  appended  ;  fifteen  hundred  extra  copies  of  th^  Canons  *,  and  fifteen 
hundred  copies  of  the  Pastoral  Letter,  under  the  directions  of  tbe  Joint  Committee, 
of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Convention,  have  been  printed,  and  the  ususl  number  of 
copies  of  the  respective  publications  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Bishops,  the 
Clergymen  of  the  Church,  and  the  Lay  Members  of  the  General  Convention  of 
1838.  Two  hundred  copies  of  the  Journal  and  Canons  have  been  reserved  by  the 
Secretary,  for  the  use  of  the  present  Convention  ;  the  Agents  employed  to  super- 
intend the  printing  and  forwarding  the  documents,  have  sold  on  account  of  the 
Convention,  fifty-four  copies  of  the  Journal  and  Canons,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty 
copies  of  the  Canons,  the  avails  of  which  amonnt  to  $19  78,  which  was  paid  into 
the  Treasury  on  the  23d  of  September  last.  Five  hundred  and  four  copies  of  the 
Journal  and  Canons,  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  copies  of  the  Canons,  and  one 
hundred  and  one  copies  of  the  Pastoral  Letter,  remain  subject  to  the  disposal  of  the 
Convention. 

The  surplus  funds  of  the  Convention,  with  the  exception  of  the  $19  78,  just 
mentioned,  have  been  deposited  with  the  New- York  Life  Insurance  and  Tnst  Com- 
pany, and  amount  to  $102  21,  with  interest  of  accumulation  from  the  25th  day  of 
November,  1839,  payable  when  demanded,  which,  together  with  the  said  $19  78, 
constitute  the  available  resources  of  the  Convention. 

The  expenses  of  the  Convention  of  1838,  were  estimated  at  $700,  which  was  a 
reasonable  computation,  predicated  on  expenses  of  previous  General  Conventions ; 
but  tbe  actual  disbursements  amounted  to  $948  36,  of  which  sum,  $838  13  were 
paid  on  account  of  printing  and  stationery,  and  the  residue  for  contingent  expenses 
m  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  If  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention  of  1841  equal 
thoee  of  the  last  Triennial  Convention,  and  the  quotas  of  all  the  Dioceses  are 
punctually  paid,  together  with  the  arrears  now  due  from  Maine  and  Kentucky,  ad- 
ded to  the  funds  at  present  at  tbe  disposal  of  the  Convention,  there  will  not  be  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  meet  the  demands  on  the  Treasury.  This  estimate  is  made  on  the 
number  of  Clergymen  returned  to,  and  recorded  by,  the  last  General  Convention, 
being  939,  which  at  76  cents  esch,  will  amount  to  $704  25 ;  however,  a  very 
liberal  allowance  ought  to  be  made  for  the  numbers  added  to  the  Ministry  during 
the  three  years. 

The  subscriber,  in  conclusion,  begs  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  House  to 
the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  of  1838,  relative  to  the  office  of  Treasurer,  and 
also  to  the  10th  Canon  of  that  year.  At  the  last  General  Convention,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Expenses,  in  their  report,  recommended  to  the  House  of  Depotiee,  *'  that 
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in  eontidentton  of  the  ineraMiog  dntiM  of  tbt  SeereUry,  a  Tratfarer  be  a|4M>iDted 
to  this  Convantion,  and  that  he  be  aothorisad  to  invett  from  time  to'time,  for  the 
benefit  of  thie  Conveotion,  toch  sorplos  funds  as  he  may  have  in  hand.*'  The  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Expenses,  was  approved  by  the  House,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Canons,  vHiich  last  Committee  subsequently  reported  the  lOth 
Canon,  which  was  enacted  withoat  alteration.  The  undersigned  was  afterwards 
appointed  Treasurer,  by  a  simple  resolution  of  the  House,  without  any  specific  du- 
ties being  assigned,  or  an^  limitation  to  the  term  of  service.  The  lOih  Canon,  it 
will  be  perceived,  as  its  title  denotes,  makes  provision  for  defraying  the  expenses 
of  General  Conventions,  and  defines  the  mode  in  which  revenues  for  that  purpose 
shall  be  created ;  but  disregards  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Committee  on 
Expenses.  In  referring  to  the  proceedings  of  the  last  General  Convention,  so  far 
as  they  are  connected  with  the  subject  now  submitted,  the  House  in  its  wisdom  will 
decide  if  further  legislation  in  the  premises  is  essential.

A  Committee  of  this  Board  was  appointed  at  the  annual  raeetinff  in  June  last,  to 
inquire,  whether,  under  the  present  oiganixation,  some  plan  cannot  be  devised,  which 
is  likely  to  unite  the  sufirages  of  the  Church,  and  by  which  the  numders  of  the  Mis- 
sionaries of  the  proper  character  shall  be  increased  more  rapidly,  their  labors  ren- 
dered more  efficient,  and  funds  for  their  better  support  be  more  regularly  and  amply 
supplied.  This  Committee  has  not  yet  reported.  If  their  report  shall  be  reeeireid 
and  adopted  before  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Boaid  wiU 
then  ask  lesTe  to  present  a  supplemental  report 

The  Board  has  l^  a  resolution  passed  in  1839,  expressed  to  the  Oeneial  Ceii- 
Tention,  its  conviction  of  the  important  reeolts  to  bo  anticipated  from  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop.  The  Interests  of  the  Foreign  Missions,  the 
Board  now  believes,  peculiarly  require  two  Missionary  Bishops,  one  lor  Texas,  and 
one  Amt  Western  Africa.  It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  full  efficiency  in  the 
Missionary  operations  of  the  Church,  cannot  be  expected  until  her  Ministry  is  sent 
forth  in  its  integrity. 

In  pursuing  the  operations  filling  witbb  its  province,  the  Board  urges  vpoa  the 
Church  at  large,  the  pressing  demand  for  the  most  enlarged  sympat^  and  active 
codperatioB  in  furthering  the  great  work  in  which  the  Church  is  engaged. 

The  Boaid,  in  conclusion,  expresses  the  hope,  that  each  parira,  whatever  its 
means,  may  be  induced  to  furnish  yearly  some  pecuniary  aid  as  testimony  of  its 
interest,  be  the  amount  of  that  aid  more  or  less.

We  have  obesrved  wiih  peculiar  pleasure  and  satisfaction,  in  the  proceedings,  of  the  Board  «f 
Missions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  Statca  ef  America,  el  their  annual 
meeting  holden  in  June,  1840,  at  the  cit^  of  New-York,  that  the  highly  interesting  subject  to  us, 
and  to  the  Chqrch  ptrticularly,  of  sending  to  our  infant  Republic  "  three**  Missionary  Biakope, 
"  fit"  and  "willing"  t»  be  placed  in  that  arduous  and  responsible  station,  was  moved,  end  referred 
to  a  special  commntee  Tor  the  annual  meeting  of  the  current  year.  We  feel  a  thorough  convio- 
tion  that  a  more  important  and  useful  measure,  both  to  the  Church  and  our  Republic,  could  not 
occupy  the  attention  ef  your  honorable  body  at  this  time ;  and  we  bail  with  sincere  and  bev^lt 
satiuaction,  the  manifeitation  on  your  part  to  take  our  new  Republic  under  the  parental  guar- 
dianship of  your  pre-eniintQtly  useful  department  of  the  Church  ;  for  we  are  not  unmindful « the 
feet  that  our  country  is  too  ^ev  for  an  utdepemdetU  Epieeenaeyt  and  that  one  attached  te  and 
acting  auxiliary  to  the  Churdk  Id  the  United  Stales  of  the  North,  will  be  much  more  useful  m 
its  exertione  than  in  an^  independent  state,  at  least  for  the  present,  and  the  future  can  be  pro- 
vided for  according  to  eireumstance^. 

In  this  all  important  measure  for  th«  Church  and  our  country,  we  feel  a  deep  sand  abiding  inter- 
est,  common  with  that  so  kindly  expreswd  by  your  honorable  body  in  June  of  last  year,  and  witk 
what  ia  commonly  felt  by  the  mends  ef  the  Church  and  the  inhabitants  generally  of  thia  country, 
and,  the^fore,  beg  leave  to  name  one  personage,  whom  we  deem  pre-eminently  "  fit"  for  one  of 
the  stations  you  propose  filling,  and  upon  whom,  in  the  name  and  representation  ef  the  Cbureh 
and  of  the  people  of  Texas,  we  respectfully  invoke  you  to  confer  the  appointment.  The  peraoa 
we  would  respectfully  propose  to  your  body  for  one  of  the  stations  to  be  filled,  is  the  Rev.  C  8. 
Ives,  Rector  of  this  Parish. 

In  making  this  nomination,  we  feel  aasured  that  apology  is  nanecessary,  far  the  leason  that  we 
are  conacious  of  proposing  a  auitable  and  highly  honorable,  as  weU  as  eminently  qualified  peiaen. 
And  furthermore,  we  are  fully  aensible  that  in  your  grave  and  reverend  body  then  are  diatia- 
guished  personagea,  who,  from  a  personal  anpiaiBtance  with  the  nominee,  will  procure  him  modi 
mora  able  advocates  than  we  poesibly  can  be. 

In  proposing  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ivee  for  the  ofike  which  we  aincerely  hope  you  will  fill,  we  deem  it 
a  duty  to  your  honorable  bodv,  end  to  him,  as  well  as  ouraelvee,  to  make  known  hia  ataadmg  and 
character  in  thie  country,  and  with  the  Church  here.  By  tue  worldly  generally,  he  is  knovm  aa 
a  gentleman  and  scholar,  of  high  bearing,  without  ootantation,  and  muversally  leapected.  Aa  n 
Clergyman  and  Christian,  hf  is  known  as  one  of  the  moot  cheerfuk  benevolent,  jwUekme,  inda- 
fetigaiUe  and  devoted  laborers  in  the  cause  of  Christ.  At  the  heed  ef  a  highly  reepeotable  an* 
flourishfaig  mala  and  fomala  aeadMny  in.  on  town,  whiek  han  he«B  p«fe  into  epantisB  by  himsalC 
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«a4  hit  uri«Ut  tad  exMDant  lady,  he  it  known  aat  rtoofnttd  a  •  ]n<afoinid  tcSiolar ;  •  aua  of 
CtltaU,  and  iBdafatigmbla  indastry ;  and  that  hit  elForta  for  the  imprevenent  of  the  youth  of  ovr 
oooatry,  hare  heen  oiariied  with  the  laott  tifaal  tmooeea  We  are  not  anmiodful  of  the  faot  that 
he  wae  the  firat  Froteetaat  Bpiacopal  Clerf yman  to  eeltle  in  onr  new  Repnblio,  at  a  Miaaonaiy, 
and  it  affotde  it  aiaieere  pleaeid«  to  effiBronr  tealiaiony  in  aapfMirt  of  hit  liifh  Beiit,  and  hit  good 


It  affordt  na  hifh  latirfiiotiaa  to  bear  witneat,  that  by  hit  example  and  prooepta,  we  tee  that  the 
morals  of  enr  town  have  been  ^rendy  inpreTed  ainoe  he  tetued  with  ut{  that  lilt  efforta  aa  n 
Clenryoian  hnTe  bete  erowned  with  anooett,  and  a  highly  reqiectable  congregation  attached  to 
hit  ohnnsh  at  that  place ;  that  hit  indnfttnr  and  eKtrtiout  at  a  teacher,  hare  been  tentib^  felt  in 
die  jnanifeet  iaiproveinent  of  Uie  youth  of  the  town  and  oonntipr ;  and,  at  ciliaent  of  thit  place, 
we  are  happy  to  admit  that  we  are  lodebted  to  hit  zealcat  ezertiont  and  honorable  inflnenoe  for 
onr  beaatifni  eh  arch,  which  iaeae  of  the  moat  oma  mental  edifioet  of  ear  town ;  and  fnrtheimore, 
that  he  ii  farerably  known  througheat  the  Eepnblio,  aa  a  clergyman,  a  teacher,  a  tcholar,  and  a 
gentleman.  And  we  beg  leaTe  to  taggeat,  that  ahoald  the  ampointment  which  we  aolicit  be  con- 
ferred npon  Mr.  Iret,  it  would  enable  bim  to  be  ttill  more  nseful  to  the  Chnrch  and  the  couatrr. 

The  foregoing  are  a  few  reaaoaa  which  indnce  ut  to  urge  the  fitnett  of  Mr.  Net  for  the  ttatwn 
propoeed,  and  onr  next  a':tention  it  directed  te  hat  willingnett  to  accept  the  ardaoot  and  reapon- 
aihie  ofikie,  if  cenferred.  It  it  talficient  to  tay,  that  by  reaton  of  the  aolioitationa  cHf  Jhe  Pariah 
and  Tettry,  he  hat  cootented  to  onr  mtking  the  nomination ;  bat  we  feel  it  a  doty  t^ettify,  at 
the  tame  tune,  ihat  Mr.  Ivet  had  no  participation  in  moving  thia  matter,  but  hat  only  ffffntented 
fnm  nrgent  aoUdtatien.

The  Committee  appointed  to  oonaider  **  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  regolattona  art  expodi- 
ant,  with  regard  to  Mittionary  operationt,  in  oountriet  already  oader  foreign  Epieoopal  janadic- 
tion,''  having  earefnlly  contidered  the  ?ery  important  tubgeot  committed  te  them,  Mtjpectfnlly 
pretent  their  Report; 

At  to  the  firat  point  of  inqairy,  whether  any  regnlationa  are  expedient,  the  Comnaattee  think 
there  can  be  no  room  for  donbt.  In  oonatriet  ttxictly  heathen,  the  operationt  ef  the  Board  are 
aimple  and  direct.  The  warrant  of  onr  aathority,  ia  the  rule  for  our  direction.  *'  Oo  ye  and  make 
diicipAea  of  all  nationa,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  nnd  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghoet :  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whattoever  I  have  commanded  you." 

Bat  there  are  other  parte  of  our  great  field,  the  world,  in  which  the  oouree  to  te  pnrtued  it  not 
to  dear.  Countriet  which  once  were  Chrittian,  are  now  overrun  with  idolatry,  or  groaning  under 
the  iron  yoke  of  the  great  Impoator  of  the  Baal.  ' Wliole  nationt  which  are  disoplet  of  the  Saviour, 
thnragh  holy  baptiam  in  the  Btemal  Triune  Name,  are  not  taught  to  obaerve  the  thinga  which 
Chriat  oommaaded.  The  light  of  truth  faaa  become  dim,  it  flickering  to  go  out,  in  many  of  the 
golden  candleetickt,  in  which  it  wat  enkindled  at  the  fint.  Still,  God,  for  wite  purpoeea,  hat  not 
remoted  the  oandleatickt  out  of  their  place  ;  and  it  it  not  for  ut  to  patt  thorn  lightly  by,  or  aot 
at  if  they  were  not  there.  Our  doty  in  thoee  oaesa  clearly  it,  not  to  do  what  Ood  hath  not  done,  but 
to  revive  hit  work ;  not  to  overthrow,  not  to  enpplant,  not  to  change,  but  to  reform ;  to  repair,  to 
re-invigorate,  to  re-eatabliah— in  a  word,  the  exhortation  of  God  himtelf  to  a  Biehop  of  the 
Church,  in  her  fint  days,  "  to  be  watchfal,  nnd  strengthen  the  thingt  which  remain,  that  are 
ready  to  die.**  It  will  be  teen  at  once,  that  thit  it  a  work,  at  full  of  delica^  aad  difficulty,  aa  it 
it  of  interest  and  impoctance.  It  involvee  the  aeverett  trial  of  our  principles  as  Churchmen ;  it 
makes  the  moot  affecting  appeal  to  our  sympathies  at  Chrittiant,  which  ever  can  occur  to  na. 
It  mutt  proceed  upon  the  dearett  viewa  of  the  nature,  the  prerontivet.  sad  the  retpontilriliiiet 
of  the  Chur^  aa  the  ordinance  of  Ood.  It  mnat  be  puraued  with  all  the  lighu  of  hittoxy,  and 
with  the  ealmneat.  and  enlargement,  and  elevation,  or  the  meet  profound  philoeophv.  It  mutt  be 
governed,  and  guiaed,  by  cootummAte  prudence.  It  must  be  tmoued,  and  actuated,  by  unfailing 
and  untiring  charity.  Confide,  as  we  justly  may,  in  our  faithful  Mistionaziea ;  in  our  sealoua,  in- 
telligent, and  indefatagnble  Committee  ;  in  the  wisdom,  aad  energy,  and  devotion,  of  the  Board 
iteelf— thid  it  not  atnbject  to  be  left  without  epeeial  provision ;  the  retult  of  our  moot  cartful, 
faithful,  candid  invettigationt,  with  prayer  for  the  continued  guidance  of  Alotighty  God. 

We  are  thua  brought  to  the  tecond  point  of  the  inquiry  committed  to  ut.  It  being  granted  that 
ngnUtioat  are  neoeaeary  in  regard  to  our  Mittionary  operationt  in  fortign  oountriea,  already 
under  Bpitcopal  juiiadiction— what  are  they  1  In  thia  porUon  of  their  inouirv,  the  Committee  are 
aided  and  atrengthened  moat  eeaentially  by  the  precedenta  already  etUblisned  in  the  conduct  of 
<rar  Mistiont.  When  the  attention  of  the  Chnrcn  wat  first  directed  tewardt  Greece,  the  vene- 
tnble  BiehM,  who  waa  then,  ex-cdficio,  the  Pretident  of  the  Domeetic  and  Foreign  Miaaienary 
Society,  addretted  hiauelf  to  the  eodetiattical  authoritiea  of  the  country,  in  the  spirit  of  Chris- 
tian fellowship  and  love,  and  sought,  for  the  infant  enterpriae,  their  patronage  and  prayers ;  nnd 
f<om  that  time  to  Uiit,  all  onr  operationt  in  that  country  have  been  conducted  with  a  ttiiet  legard 
to  the  aathority  of  the  Greek  Church,  and  with  retpectful  deference  to  her  Bithopt.  The  nit- 
tnry  of  our  FefoigA  MiaiioBt,  pxuM»U  no  iutange  of  the  ilightoot  depnitwo  fron  priBitive  ud 
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ctttholio primiple.  ThiftttMitflhouIdbtt.  RaoMviaftlMCMpel faith* Cb«rdi,fraBUMatoalda 
Author  of  both,  wo  arc  aecoontablo  to  him  for  penevoring.eitondiiig*  and  porpetuating  them  in  th« 
mne  dmne  oonnezioa.  What  God  hath  joiaodj  maa  laoct  not  pat  asniidor.  Hitheito  the  aabioGi 
has  preaeatod  no  important  difficnltioa.  Our  neld  of  (^arationa  haa  baan  limitad.  Car  elioita 
haTo  been  few  and  feeble.  Having  taJcon,  through  th*  hoavenly  graqo,  a  loftier  giound,  a  widar 
field  now  opena  before  ua.  Vast  regions,  many  nationa,  the  fe^le,  fainting,  faltering  rlgiwrhae 
which  ari  aeatiered  throogh  the  Bftat ;  atmggUng  against  idoUtiy,  oppieaaed  by  tyranny,  sitting 
solitary,  and  in  **  dimneaa  of  angnish,"  anumg  tha  gravea  of  apoatlcs  and  apostelie  men,  wheoe 
ministry,  and  sacramenta,  and  worship,  aad  eaaentisls  of  doctrme,  they  have  still  perpetnated, 
throogh  all  the  vicissinides  of  time^  ^PP**^  to  ns  in  tooes  of  the  most  tonching  eloqaenoe,  to  coma 
otm  and  help  them.  We  mnst  do  it,  if  we  would  be  true  to  the  name  of  Jesus ;  true  to  the  iut 
tarests  of  his  Church :  true  to  our  own  aenla.  To  do  so  effectually,  to  do  so  with  baneftt  to  them, 
to  do  so  with  justice  to  ourselves,  to  do  so  to  the  furtherance  of  the  gospel,  we  must  do  so  upon 
the  principlf  s  which  they  hold  in  common  with  ourselves.  While  we  are  careful  alwaya  to  aaaett 
the  Tights  and  privileges,  and  independence  of  our  own  Church,  we  must  be  careful,  alao,  to  make 
it  manifeat  to  them  that  we  seek  not  to  interfere  with,  or  subvert,  the  rights,  privilegca,  and  inde- 
pendence, which  belong  to  them,  equally  with  ouraelvea. 

To  frame  any  system  of  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  Bnard  in  thaaa  preuiaaa,  it  seema 
to  the  Committee,  would  be  impracticable,  if  we  poasessed  now  the  accurate  and  intimate  know> 
ledifs  of  t%  whole  auhjeot,  which  would  enable  us  to  do  so,  continual  changea  in  the  relaiiena  of 
thinsB,  would  call  for  continued  variations.  What  ia  needed  is,  an  adaptation  to  the  ever-vary- 
ing features  of  the  caae— a  provisioo  by  which  we  may  alwaya  act  according  to  the  emeigtnry. 
An  amngcment  ahould  be  adopted,  which  ahall  add  to  all  the  other  aources  of  information,  the 
elooe  and  comprehensive  scrutinv  of  penonal  inspection  ;  which  shall  combine  constant  prudence 
in  oounael,  with  utmoat  vigor  of  action  ;  which,  poaaeasing  the  confidence  of  the  Churcii,  and  ao 
eliciting  its  resources,  and  combining  its  energies,  shsll  bring  them  to  bear  Ujpon  the  point,  at  the 
time,  and  in  the  way,  which  shall  best  eabeerve  the  work  ;  which  enjoying  all  the  authority,  wmi 
all  the  influence,  which  are  essentia]  to  prompt  and  effective  actien,  ahall  yet  be  strictly  ies«m> 
eible  to  the  Churrh,  and  act  only  in  her  name,  by  her  authority,  and  under  her  control.  In  a 
word,  the  very  provision  whidi  infinite  Wiadom  haa  employed,  every  where,  and  in  all  afoa,  to 
carry  out  the  plan  of  aalvation ;  the  very  proviaion  which,  both  in  our  Dioceian  and  Miwio— ly 
Qperationa  at  hoaie,  haa  been  ao  signally  blessed,  to  the  good  of  souls,  and  to  the  glory  of  God ; 
the  divine  provision  of  the  Bpisoopscy,  should  be  applied  at  once,  directly  and  ellectively,  to  the 
whole  work  of  Missions  in  other  lauda,  and  moat  especially  to  those  in  territoriea  already  under 
Bpiscopal  inrisdJctfon.  The  Committee  feel  the  less  hf sitation  in  stating  thia,  as  in  general,  tba 
great  oonclnsioa  to  which  ihey  have  arrived,  from  the  fact  that  since  ih»  adoption  of  the  Minionr 
ary  conatituiion,  in  1835,  such  haa  boon  the  aenae  of  the  Church,  fully  and  solemnly  and  repeat- 
edly expressed.  The  Canons  provide  for  its  adoption :  and  at  the  meeting  of  the  floanl  in  Balti- 
more, in  1837,  twoapecial  Commitieea,  strongly  urged  its  immediate  ^iplication,  and  the  Boaxd 
approved  of  their  c<mclusions.  With  this  expression  of  the  princi|^,  which,  it  seema  to  the  Cooh 
mittee,  the  emergency  contemplated  in  the  resolution  imperiously  requires,  they  content  them- 
eelves.  In  regard  to  the  details,  difference  of  <^inion  will  undoubtedly  exiat,  and  in  ita  expres- 
sion, better  suggestions  thsn  can  now  be  made,  vrill  probably  anae.  Iia  adoption,  in  aubstanoet 
the  Committee  ccmfidently  believe,  would  give  an  impulae,  an  efficiency,  and  a  peipstuity.  to  the 
wor^  of  Missions  in  the  Chureh,  which  wonk!  aeoure  for  it  the  praise  of  man,  and  the  favor  of 
Ood  ;  and  which,  in  the  briefest  period,  would  carry  to  its  just  results,  in  preaching  the  goapel  to 
every  creature,  that  noble  organization  whioh  haa  already  caoeed  so  many  hearta  to  swell  with 
joy  and  gratitude,  and  brought  down  so  richly  upon  the  2ion  of  our  God,  the  blessings  of  peace, 
and  purity,  and  love.  To  any  whodoubt  whetherthe  time  is  vet  come  to  adopt  a  measure  so  mo- 
raentons,  the  Committee  reply,  it  is  not  for  xis  "  to  know  the  times  or  the  aeaaons,  which  the 
Father  hath  put  in  hia  own  power.  We  have  but  to  du  with  our  might  what  our  hand  findeth  to 
do,  and  to  work  whi!e  it  is  day."  To  any  who  ask,  where  shall  the  means  be  found  for  audi  a 
work,  the  CoBianittee  reply :  in  the  anawer  of  God  to  the  prayeia  of  his  Church.  The  silver  and 
the  gold  are  his.  The  hearta  of  men  are  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord,  as  die  rivers  of  water :  he 
he  turnedi  them  whithersoever  he  will. 

The  Committee  are  aware,  that  for  the  adoption  of  the  measure  profMoed,  the  action  of  the 
General  Convention  is  neoeesary.  They  are  anxioua  tiiat  the  Board,  if  approved,  should  lend  its 
sanction  to  the  principle  which  it  involvea.  They  are  anxioua  that  it  ahould  be  aubmitted  to  the 
consideration  of  the  Church.  They  are  aangnine  in  the  belief,  that  its  adoption  by  the  General 
Convention  of  1841,  will  askociate  that  year  with  1885,  as  the  great  Miaaionaty  epochs  of  the 
American  Church. 
In  conclusion,  the  Committee  propose  the  following  resblntions! 

Resitlvedt  {as  the  sense  of  this  Board,)  That,  for  the  administration  of  the  Miaaionary  vrork 
in  countries  beyond  the  United  States,  it  is  expr diont  that  a  Bishop  be  eonrecrat^d  for  Foreigtt 
Missions,  who,  as  occasion  may  require,  shall  visit  the  several  foreign  atatioaa  aatablished  by  the 
Bonrd. 

JtesoIvcJ,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  the  above  report  and  roseluttaa 
te  the  General  Convention,  at  ita  next  meeting.

REPORT  OF  BISHOP  POLK. 

To  the  Genertl  Canvenium  of  the  ProtestatU  Ejn9copal  Church. 

BiLOTBo  Bbbthrbn, — In  punaaoce  of  the  6tb  Section  of  the  2d  Canon,  1838, 
I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  proceedmgs,  since  my  appoint- 
ment as  Missionaiy  Bishop,  with  the  accompaayiDg  ob«erv«tiuns  on  the  state  and 
condition  of  my  field  of  laboi : 

After  my  consecration  iii  {December,  1838, 1  returned  home  to  Tennessee,  to  put 
my  afiain  in  order,  preparatory  to  leaving  on  a  tour  of  visitation. 

On  the  Uth  of  February,  I  left  home  for  Florence,  Alabama,  with  a  view  of 
visiting  the  chuichee  at  that  piaoe,  and  at  Tuscambia.  To  this  duty  I  was  invited 
by  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  under  whose  supervision  it  had  been  tempotarily 
placed  by  the  Biriiop  of  Coniiectioat,  under  whose  spiritual  charge  the  Diocese 
had  been  placed  by  a  vote  of  its  Convention. 

I  arrivek  at  Florence  on  the  day  following,  Friday.  The  residue  of  the  d«y  of 
nw  arrival,  and  the  fotiowing  day,  I  occupied  in  visiting  ^  families  of  the  two 
Missionary  stations. 

I  was  here  gratified  by  observing  the  services  of  the  Church,  and  the  labors  ef 
our  Missionary,  generally  acceptable  and  useful.  The  greater  part  of  the  Tuecian 
bia  congregation  were  gentlemen,  and  the  number  very  respectable. 

On  &nday,  the  I6tb,  I  preached  by  appointment  in  the  Methodist  meeting- 
house, at  Florence^  Mr.  Hollis  reading  prayers.  There  is  at  this  place  a  small, 
but  neat  brick  churdi,  which  is  still  in  an  unfinished  state  ;  but  which  it  is  confi' 
dently  hoped  will  be  ready  for  consecration  during  the  ensuing  year. 

As  my  journey  was  performed  in  public  conveyances,  I  had  to  leave  the  Diocese 
of  Alabama  at  this  point,  and  passing  iuto  Tennessee  again,  I  spent  a  night  in 
Bolivar,  tbe  station  of  the  venerable  Dr.  Stephens,  one  of  the  Society^  Mission- 
aries, and  at  his  instance,  read  prayers  and  preached  for  his  people. 

The  day  foUowiog  brought  me  to  La  Orange^  Tennessee,  where  I  found  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Litten,  worthily  reciprocating  the  confidence  and  affection  of  a  devoted 
flock.  Here  I  was  induced  to  remain  a  day,  by  the  promise  of  my  Rev.  brother  to 
accompany  me  into  the  northern  part  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

After  preaching  for  him  on  the  evening  of  the  21st,  we  left  accordingly  on  the 
next  day  for  Salem,  Miss.,  a  station  under  the  charge  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 
My  authority  for  visHing  the  churches  in  this  Diocese  was  derived  from  the  Stand- 
ing Committee ;  a  resolution  of  which,  inviting  me  to  perform  Episcopal  services 
among  them,  having  been  transmitted  me  a  few  daye  before  my  departure  from 
home. 

After  some  difficulty  we  reached  the  house  of  Mr.  Govan,  a  planter,  in  the 
vicinity  of  Salem,  and  a  friend  of  the  Church ;  with  whom  we  passed  tho  night. 
The  next  day  was  occupied  in  fruitless  efforts  to  visit  other  families  around  the 
station,  whom  we  had  hoped  to  see  at  their  own  houses,  and  to  notify  of  our  ap- 
pointment for  Sunday  at  Holly  Springs.  The  obscurity  of  the  roads  kept  us  wan- 
dering to  so  late  an  hour,  that  we  were  compelled  at  lensth  to  take  the  nearest 
route  for  Holly  Springs,  to  insure  the  meeting  of  my  appointment. 

On  the  following  day,  Sunday  24th,  we  h^  two  services ;  the  labors  of  which 
wmte  divided  between  myself  and  my  fellow-tiaveUer.    At  night,  I  baptized  the 
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child  of  B  funilj  from  Mtrjland.  At  tbia  pltce  we  found  Mverftl  wtnn  ftiMidt  of 
the  Church,  who  have  eyioced  the^aiocerity  of  their  attachment,  by  erectingi  aiiic* 
the  viait  of  which  I  am  apeak ing,  a  yeiy  neat  and  comfortable  chorch  edifice. 

This  if  ene  of  tlioae  towna  in  the  vaat  Weat,  which  aeema  to  haTO  aproag  into 
eziatence  aa  by  ma^ic.  Three  yeara  previoua  to  the  tioie  of  my  Tiait,  it  wia  aa 
open  cotton  plantation  ;  it  now  numbera  ita  inhabitanta  by  thouaanda,  and  apreada 
ita  habitationa  orer  aererat  milea  aqoare.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Footer,  of  the  Dioceae  of 
Tennesaee,  took  charge  of  thia  atation,  aa  one  of  the  Society^a  Miaaionariee,  a  few 
weeka  after  my  departure. 

I  waa  detained  until  the  26th,  for  want  of  a  conTeyance  to  take  me  to  the  Mia- 
eiaaippi  River,  and  the  aame  difficulty  prevented  my  viaiting  other  plaeea  in  the 
adjoiniog  coontiea,  of  which  I  heard  favorably.  I  aacertained,  however,  that 
there  vraa  a  number  of  peraona  in  the  town  and  vicinity  of  Pontotoc,  deairooa  of 
the  aervicea  of  an  Epiacopal  Minister.  Aa  also,  that  a  Miniater  might  be  employed 
at  De  Soto,  Hernando  county.  To  thia  latter  atation,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthewa 
haa  aubaequently  ffone,  under  appointment  from  the  Society. 

The  time  intervening  between  the  26th  Feb.,  and  2d  March,  waa  occupied  in 
reaching  the  river,  viaitiog  Randolph,  where  I  waa  compelled  to  go  by  an  appoint* 
aieot,  and  paaaiog  down  the  river  to  Helena,  Arkanaaa. 

Thia  ia  tne  moat  conaiderable  town  in  Arkanaaa,  on  the  Miaaiaaippi  River,  and  ii 
enrroanded  by  an  exceedingly  fertile  country,  not  very  thickly  aettled. 

The  town  itaelf  containa  about  four  or  five  hundred  inhabitanta,  Tory  deatitute  of 
rpligiooa  privileges ;  periodical  visits  of ''  a  Methodiat  Circuit  Elder,  at  long  inter- 
vals,'*  and  the  occasional  aervicea  of  a  Cumberland  Presbyterian  preacher,  compri- 
sing all  their  opportunities  of  religious  instruction.  I  preached  twice  on  the  day 
after  my  arrival,  to  a  small  congregation,  at  the  houae  of  a  private  indivriual.  Ac 
tha  cloae  of  our  aervicea,  I  waa  introduced  to  a  gentleman,  a  member  of  our  com- 
munion, who  lived  in  the  vicinity,  and  who  had  been  many  yeara  deprived  of  reli- 
giooa  privilegea.  He  aeemed  greatly  comforted  at  the  proapect  of  enjoying  again 
ttie  edifying  services  of  his  beloved  Chorch,  and  having  hia  large  family  of  children 
to  redeem  the  vows  which  had  been  made  for. them,  at  Ood*a  eltar,  in  our  Eaatem 
Diocese.  I  had  hoped  he  would  have  lived  to  aee  that  day,  «a  he  waa  juat 
that  aort  of  peraon,  around  whom  it  is  not  difficult  to  gather  a  congregation,  in  any 
of  our  Western  aettlementa ;  but  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  haa  ordered 
otherwise,  and  haa  deprived  ua  of  our  hope. 

No  Missionary  haa  yet  been  found  to  fill  thia  atation* 

On  the  4th  I  proceeded  by  way  of  the  Arkanaaa  River,  to  Little  Rock,  where  I 
arrived  on  the  7th,  having  touched  at  the  Port  of  Arkanaaa,  and  Pine  Bluff.  At 
both  of  the  latter  places  there  are  familiea  attached  to  the  aervicea  of  the  Church* 
At  the  former  of  the  two,  aince  my  viait,  a  Missionary  haa  been  officiating,  endor 
an  appointment  from  the  Domestic  Committee  of  Missions. 

From  the  7th  to  the  Uth  inclusive,  I  waa  in  Little  Rock,  viaiting  the  familiea 
of  the  place,  and  preaching  more  or  less  every  day.  At  thia  place  f  found  many 
persons  already  attached  to  the  Church,  and  an  anxioua  deaire  manifeated,  to  haTO 
the  regular  aervicea  of  a  Miniater. 

From  the  12th  to  the  14ch,  I  waa  occupied  in  a  jonmey  to  the  aouthweetem  part 
of  the  State,  to  a  district  comparatively  thickly  aettled,  and  lying  on  Red 
River.  The  settlers  were  chiefly  from  the  Carolioaa  and  Virginia,  ai^  many  of 
them  attached  to  the  Church.  On  the  night  of  the  14tb  I  preached  in  Waahington, 
the  County-seat  of  Hempatead  County.  Spent  the  day  following  in  viaiting  and 
writing,  and  the  day  after  proceeded  to  Spring-Hill,  a  village  fourteen  milea  dia- 
tant.  Here  I  apent  Sunday,  the  16th,  and  preached  on  two  occaaiona  to  reapeet- 
aUe  cottgregationa.  This  village  ia  composed  chiefly  of  the  familiea  of  the  neigh- 
bouring piantationa,  among  whom  are  to  be  found  devoted  frienda  of  the  C/horeh. 

On  ihe  17th,  after  baptizing  four  children,  I  croased  the  river,  and  paaaed  a  day 
in  visiting  certain  plantera,  hving  in  the  diaputed  territory,  between  the  UnitcMi 
Sutea  and  Texaa. 

Ia  paraaaace  of  aa  inviution,  extended  me  by  the  Coavention  of  the  Dioceae 
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of  Looitiaiia,  to  toko  the  Episcopal  chai^ge  of  that  Diocese,  agreeably  to  3d  Canon, 
General  Conventioaof  1838, 1  proceedwi  on  the  18th  acroas  Red  River,  from  • 
point  about  a  thoaaand  miles  above  its  moath,  to  visit  such  places  as  were  accea- 
sible  from  that  roate.  The  first  point  of  any  interest  presenting  itself,  was 
Shreeveport,  a  town  lately  erected  on  the  soaib  bank  of  the  river,  in  the  parish  of 
Caddo,  and  not  far  from  the  foot  of  the  Great  Raft,  which,  until  recently,  has 
obstructed  the  navigation  for  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  miles  above  that  point. 
This  place  is  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  below  the  points  at  which  I  em- 
barked. I  was  four  days  reaching  it,  owing  to  the  general  difficulty  of  the  navi- 
fation,  and  the  detention  arising  from  having  snagged  and  sunk  the  boat,  on  which 
had  taken  passage.  Through  the  good  Providence  of  God,  we  experienced  no 
other  difficulty  than  that  of  delay,  we  arrived  at  Shreeveport  on  Friday,  the  28d. 
Finding  a  gentleman  from  the  interior  of  the  parish,  a  friend  of  the  Church, 
about  leaving  for  a  neighborhood  in  the  direction  of  the  Sabine,  in  which  there 
were  several  Episcopal  families,  I  jobed  him,  and  went  out.  These  families,  some 
of  whom  I  had  known  in  Tenneasee,  were  situated  in  a  high,  healthy  region,  and 
were  very  desirous  of  having  among  them  the  institutions  of  the  Church.  They 
pledged  themselves  to  build  a  suitable  edifice  for  public  worship,  without  delay, 
and  to  contribute  liberally  to  the  support  of  a  Minister. 

After  spending  a  day  or  two  with  them,  I  returned  to  Shreeveport,  and  on  Sun- 
day preached  by  appointment  to  a  respectable  congregation,  among  whom  were 
several  friends  of  the  Church.  This  place  has  undergone  many  vicissitudes  during 
its  short  career,  but  is  still  destined  to  be  one  of  the  most  considerable  towns  ou 
Upper  Red  River,  and  consequently  worthy  the  attention  of  the  Church. 

From  Shreeveport,  I  embarked  on  the  86th,  in  a  steamboat  for  Natchitoches, 
U>oat  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  three  hundred  milea  lower  do^^t^n  the  river,  and  ar- 
rived on  the  evening  of  the  following  day.  Here  I  was  received  and  hospitably 
entertained,  by  the  family  of  Mr.  Fearing,  late  of  St.  Paul's  congregation,  Phila- 
delphia. My  arrival  was  on  Wednesday  of  Passion  Week.  We  made  arrange- 
ments for  having  service  on  the  next  day,  and  on  the  day  following — Good  Friday. 
I  preached  on  both  occasions,  and  after  service  on  Good  Friday  evening,  admitted 
two  children  to  the  ordinance  of  baptism,  and  preached  upon  that  subject.  During 
the  three  following  days  I  baptized  four  other  children  and  one  adult.  I  was  too 
DDwell  to  perform  any  other  services  until  the  morning  of  Easter,  when  I  preached 
to  a  large  congregation,  assembled  in  th.e  Court-House.  In  the  afternoon  I  held, 
aa  already  remarked,  a  baptism,  and  at  night  met  the  people  again  for  prayer  and 
hearing  a  sermon.  The  service  was  performed,  but  the  sermon  omitted,  because 
of  mdisposition.  So  aeon  as  I  was  able  to  leave  my  bed,  I  visited  such  families 
ae  I  had  not  aeen  durin^j  the  intervals  of  the  services,  and  was  acceptable.  They 
expressed  a  strong  desire  to  have  a  Minister  of  the  Church  settled  amoncr  them. 

When  I  felt  sufficiently  recovered  to  resume  my  journey,  I  left  for  Alexandria, 
about  two  hundred  miles  still  farther  down  the  nver,  and  after  two  days  travel 
arrived  on  the  morning  of  the  4th  of  April.  At  this  place  I  remained  only  a  day, 
during  which  I  ascertained  that  the  friends  of  the  Church  there  were  few,  but  de- 
sirous of  the  services  of  a  Minister.  I  have  accordingly  recommended  its  centime 
aace  on  the  list  of  the  Society's  stations. 

It  was  my  intention  to  have  gone  from  Alexandria  through  the  parish  of  Rapides, 
to  Opelousas  and  the  Attakapa,  in  which  region  I  beard  there  were  dispersed  a 
greater  or  less  number  of  families  of  the  Church.  But  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
a  meana  of  conveyance  compelled  me  to  forego  my  wishes,  and  turned  me  aside 
into  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

On  the  6th  of  April,  I  resumed  at  Natchez,  my  visitation  of  the  churches  of  this 
Diocese. ' 

The  Sunday  following,  waa  spent  in  Natchez,  where  I  was  aided  in  the  services 
of  the  day  by  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stephens,  late  President 
of  Jefferson  College. 

I  proceeded  thence  up  the  Mississippi  River  to  Vicksburff,  where  I  arrived  on 
Wodoeaday  the  10th.    With  the  congregation  at  thie  place,!  remained  the  rest  of 
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the  week,  and  on  Sunday  admitted  twehre  penone  to  the  rite  of  confinnation. 
The  morning  service  was  read  by  the  Rector^  the  Rev.  Dr.  Weller,  and  a  sermon 
on  the  duty  of  confessing  Ohristi  preached  by  myself.  In  the  afternoon,  alter 
service  by  myself,  a  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rector. 

On  the  ensaing  day^  Monday  Idth,  I  proceeded  to  Raymond,  by  the  rail-road, 
where  I  arrived  aboot  noon.  The  after  part  of  the  day  was  occupied  in  seeing 
some  of  the  friends  of  the  Charefa,  from  whom  I  heard  that  a  congregation  hs3 
been  recently  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  of  Jackson. 
They  were  anxious  to  obtain  the  services  of  a  clergyman.  I  performed  the  service, 
and  preached  for  them  in  the  court-houee  at  night. 

Tuesday,  16tb,  I  resumed  my  journey  into  the  hiterior^  and  arrived  at  Jackson 
about  noon.  At  half  past  3  P.  M.,  I  presched  to  a  congregation,  assembled  by 
appointment  in  the  Methodist  meeting-house.  The-  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis  reading  the 
service.    Also  at  night  in  the  same  place,  aided  by  Mr.  Lewis,  as  before. 

Wednesday,  17th,  I  left  Jackson,  immediately  after  breakfast,  for  Clinton,  with 
the  view  of  holding  service  there  at  1 1  A.  M.  I  found  on  my  arrival,  however, 
there  had  been  a  mistake  in  the  notice,  and  it  was  deferred  until  8  P.  M.,  when  I 
preadied  to  a  congregation  assembled  in  the  Methodist  house  of  worship.  After 
service,  I  procee<ted  to  Raymond,  eight  miles  distant,  for  the  night,  and  returned 
thence  to  Vicksburg  on  the  I8tb. 

On  the  nK>ming  of  the  19th,  I  laid  the  comer  stone  of  a  church,  to  be  built  by 
the  congreffation  of  Vicksburg.  Returning  thence  to  Natchez,  I  admitted,  on  the 
morning  of  the  l^lst,  11  persons  to  the  rite  of  confirmation,  in  Trinity  Church  of 
that  city. 

Leaving  Natchez  on  the  22d,  I  proceeded,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pige, 
of  Trinity  Church,  to  visit  Christ  Church,  Jefferson  County.  Here,  on  the  S4th, 
after  morning  prayer  by  Mr.  Fagey  I  preached,  and  admitted  2  persons  to  the  rite 
of  confirmation. 

The  day  following,  after  morning  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox,  Rector  i»(  the 
parish,  Mr.  Page  preached  to  a  congregation  assembled  for  that  purpose. 

On  the  20th,  we  left  the  parish  at  an  early  hour,  for  Washington,  twelve  mfles 
dittant,  where  we  arrived  in  time  for  me  to  fill  an  appointment  made  for  me,  at 
11A.M. 

On  the  28th,  bemg  the  4th  Sunday  after  Caster,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of 
God,  St.  Mary's  Church,  Laurel  Hill.  This  church  is  a  most  beautifbl  specimen 
of  Gothic  architecture,  and  has  been  built  with  the  most  commendable  liberality, 
at  the  sole  expense  of  Dr.  W.  Newton  Mercer,  the  gentleman  on  whose  estate  it 
has  been  erected  ;  and  is  designed  for  the  use  of  himself  and  neighbors.  He  also 
looks  to  the  religious  instruction  of  his  slaves.  He  proposes,  in  the  prosecution  of 
his  plan,  to  build  a  parsonage,  for  the  use  of  the  Rector  and  hie  family,  and  to 
endow  it  with  an  adequate  support. 

After  the  services  of  the  morning,  in  which  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pkge, 
of  Natchez,  Rev.  ]>r.  Weller,  of  vicksburg,  and  the  Kev.  Mr.  Fox,  of  JeflTerson, 
I  preached  in  the  afternoon  to  a  number  of  the  slavss  of  the  estate,  assembled  for 
that  purpose. 

Accompanied  by  the  above  brethren,  I  proceeded  jouthwaid  to  WoodviUe,  the 
place  of  meeting  for  the  next  Annual  Diocesan  Convention. 

We  arrived  on  the  90th,  and  after  evenmg  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Page,  I 
preached. 

On  the  evenmg  of  the  following  day,  after  service  and  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Page,  I  confirmed  6  persons. 

On  the  2d  May,  after  mommg  prayer,  I  preached,  and  in  the  evenmg  closed  my 
visitation  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  re-entered  Louisiana. 

With  the  Rev.  Mr.  Page,  of  Natchez,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fish,  of  WoodviUe,  Tor 
my  fellow-travellers,  I  proceeded  to  St.  Francisville,  where,  after  mommg  prayer 
by  Mr.  Page,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  9  persons. 

On  the  evening  of  the  9d,  I  left  in  a  steamboat  for  New-Orleans,  with  the  lUv# 
Mr.  Page  for  my  companion*    We  arrived  on  the  next  day  ;  and  on  the  6th,  after 
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momiog  pnyer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Page,  I  preached  Id  Christ  Chnrch.  In  the  after- 
nooD,  after  prayer  by  the  ReT.  Mr.  Goodrich,  Rector  of  the  pariah,  I  preached  in 
St»  Paara  Chuich,  and  confirmed  aeren  persona. 

Thia  tervice  completed  my  viaitation  of  Louieiana. 

At  the  inatance  of  the  Foreign  ConTention  of  the  Board  of  Misaiona,  I  had 
conaented,  ahoold  I  find  leisure,  to  make  a  toar  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  with  a 
view  to  the  promotion  of  ita  objects  in  that  field  of  labor.  Accordingly,  on  the 
10th  of  May,  I  aailed  for  Galyeaton^  with  the  Rot.  Mr.  Page,  of  Natchez,  aa  my 
companion  in^travel. 

After  the  naoal  Ticissitndes  of  a  aea  voyage,  we  arrived  on  Snnday,  the  12th,  at 
a  late  hoor  of  the  day. 

We  here  found  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ranney,  of  the  Dioceae  of  Louisiana,  who  had 
been  officiating  daring  the  day.  At  night,  after  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Page,  I 
preached,  and  explained  the  objects  of  my  mission.  I  remained  a  greater  part  of 
the  next  day  porsaing  these  objects,  and  in  the  evening  took  a  boat  for  Houston ; 
at  that  time  the  Capital  of  the  Republic.  We  arrived  on  the  14th,  and  were  hos- 
pitably received  and  entertained,  bv  that  devoted  layman,  WiUiam  Fairfax  Gray^ 
who  haa  aince  gone  to  hia  reat ;  ana  the  loss  of  whose  services,  the  infant  church 
in  Texaa  will  have  good  reason  long  to  deplore. 

We  remained  at  the  Capital  nntil  the  18th,  preaching,  and  commending  the 
objecta  of  the  Church  to  the  notice  and  good  will  of  the  people.  And  here,  as 
at  GalVeston,  there  waa  a  manifeatation  of  a  decided  wish  to  have  the  institutions 
of  the  Church,  establiahed  among  them. 

On  the  18th,  having  provided  ourselves  with  horses,  and  suitable  equipments, 
we  proceeded  into  the  uterior,  with  a  view  of  visiting  the  principal  towns  and 
settlements.  After  two  daya  travel  through  the  prairiea,  we  arrived  at  the  house 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cloud,  formerly  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  and  more  recently 
from  Mississippi,  at  whose  house  we  paaaed  a  part  of  Sunday,  the  19th.  After 
baptizing  an  infant  child  of  Mr.  Cloud's,  we  proceeded  to  Columbia,  a  town  on  the 
Braaaos,  with  the  view  of  having  aervice  at  ni^ht.  After  due  notice,  such  of  the 
people  aa  were  disposed  to  attend,  assembled  m  a  warehouse,  the  usual  place  of 
meeting,  when  Mr.  Page  read  the  service,  and  I  preached. 

From  Columbia,  we  descended  the  river  to  Brazoria  on  the  20th,  and  thence  to 
Yelasco,  on  the  Gulf,  on  the  21st.  Here  we  found  several  gentlemen  friendly  to 
the  Church,  and  after  evening  prayer  by  myaelf,  Mt.  Page  preached.  These 
towns  all  lie  on  one  of  the  most  fertUe  of  the  rivers  of  the  Republic ;  and  at  aome 
period  of  the  future,  perhaps  not  distaift,  must  contain  a  large  population. 

On  the  22d  we  returned,  on  the  weat  side  of  the  Braasos,  to  McNiers  Prairie,  on 
the  edge  of  which,  resides  an  interesting  family,  attached  to  the  Church,  the 
mother  of  which  was  confirmed  many  years  ago  in  Philadelphia,  by  Biabop  White. 
They  received  and  refreshed  ua,  for  our  work's  sake. 

Daring  the  28d  and'  24th,  we  were  occupied  in  travelling  a  wild  and  desolate 
country,  lying  bet  ween,  the  Brasses  and  the  Colorado ;  and  on  the  evening  of  the 
24th  reached  Matagorda,  at  the  mouth  of  the  latter  river.  Thia,  at  that  time,  was 
the  only  station  which  the  Foreign  Committee  had  occupied  in  the  Republic.  It 
waa  in  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  whom  we  were  extremely  sorry  not  to  find  with 
his  charge.  He  had  left  but  a  few  weeks  before,  on  a  tour  to  the  United  States, 
to  procure  funds  to  erect  a  church.  We  were,  however,  cordially  received  by  his 
flock,  with  whom  we  remained  until  after  Soiiday,  the  26th.  After  service  by  Mr. 
Page,  In  the  morning,  I  preached.    The  sermon  in  the  afternoon  waa  by  Mr.  Page. 

On  the  27th  we  left  Matagorda,  in  order  to  visit  the  settlements  on  the  Colorado, 
as  far  north  as  the  newly  aettled  seal  of  goveniment,  Austin ;  from  whence  it  was 
our  purpose  to  turn  towarda  the  eaat,  and  paaaing  through  the  aettlpmenta  and  vil- 
lages on  the  head  waters  of  the  atreams  intervening  between  the  Cotoiimo  and  the 
United  Statea  boundary,  to  return  homeward  through  Washington,  San  Augesiine, 
and  Natchikochea.  But  on  proceeding  into  the  mterior  as  far  as  the  head  of  Grand 
Praurie,  we  found  the  power  of  the  sun's  raya  so  great,  unprotected  as  we  were  by 
any  shade,  ae  to  threaten  us  on  two  occaaiona  with  a  stroke  of  the  sun.    The  te- 
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petition  of  the  attack  caused  me  to  be  extremely  aick,  and  eatiefied  me  that  it 
would  be  extremely  imprudent  to  venture  farther  into  the  iateriorr  at  so  late  » 
period  of  the  year.  Collecting  such  information  as  we  could,  with  regard  to  tha 
districts  not  visited,  we  returned  to  the  Gulf  Coast  at  Matagoida,  tiaTelling  alto- 
gether at  night,  to  avoid  the  heat  of  the  day. 

We  anived  at  Matagorda  on  the  30tb,  and  pursuing  the  Giilf  Coast  east, 
reached  Velasco  on  the  2d  June,  Galveston  on  the  5th.  We  returned  to  New* 
Orleans  on  the  lOih,  after  an  absence  of  a  month. 

From  the  observations  made  by  me,  I  became  aatisfied  there  was  do  difficulty  io 
planting  the  Church  in  any  part  of  that  Republic.  The  population  is  substantially 
that  of  the  TJnited  States,  and  in  its  general  condition  not  materially  different  from 
that  of  the  Western  States  generally. 

The  Mexican  population  was  expelled  at  the  Revolution,  and  their  places  filled 
by  citizens  of  the  United  States  almost  exclusively  ;  very  few  persons  having  emi- 
grated from  any  other  state.  So  that  the  system  to  be  pursued  in  planting  the 
gospel  there,  is  that  which  shall  be  found  most  successful  in  the  Home  Department 
of  our  Missionary  Associations.  The  extent  of  the  surface  over  which  the  popu* 
lation  of  the  Republic  is  spread  is  so  great,  and  the  increase  of  its  numbers  so 
rapid,  ss  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  a  Bishop,  to  have  exclusive  charge  of  it^ 
as  a  field  of  labor.  The  work  to  be  performed  will  demand  all  the  energies  of  a 
single  individual,  and  will  well  reward  the  laborer.  While  upon  this  subject  it 
may  be  well  to  remark,  that  should  the  Church  think  it  expedient  to  act  at  all,  it 
should  act  without  delay.  Others  are  entering  the  fie\|^  and  gaining  the  public 
ear.  The  Romanist,  who  was  driven  out  by  the  invaders,  by  way  of  Mexico,  has 
passed  round,  and,  under  the  protection  of  American  citizenship,  re-entered  from 
our  borders ;  and  the  Ecclesiastical  allegiance  of  the  Republic,  formerly  doe  te 
the  See  of  the  city  of  Mexico,  has  been  transferred  by  Papal  authority,  to  that  of 
the  city  of  New-Orleans.  Nor  are  our  Protestant  brethren  less  actively  engaged 
in  this  rivalry  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  their  fellow  men  in  that  region,  as  they 
understand  it.  Churches  and  schools,  and  religious  communities,  are  growing  up 
under  the  auspices  of  almost  all  the  prominent  religious  denominations  of  the  day. 

Such  facts  are  decisive  of  the  duty  of  a  Church,  which  not  only  professes  the 
obligation  of  zeal  in  converting  to  the  faith  of  Christ,  but  to  the  "  One  Faith." 

From  New- Orleans,  I  proceeded  to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  thence  to  Florence, 
Alabama  ;  where  I  arrived  on  the  22d  June ;  and  on  the  day  following,  being  the 
4th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  preached  to  the  congregation  at  that  station ;  the  Mis- 
sionary, the  Rev.  Mr.  Hollis,  performing  the  service*  Two  days  more  restored 
me  to  my  family. 

I  have  thus  given  an  account  of  my  first  Episcopal  tour,  which  occupied  me 
nearly  five  months,  and  required  me  to  travel  over  a  distance  of  about  60(N)  miles 
in  extent.  During  my  absence  I  preached  forty-four  sermons,  performed  fourteen 
baptisms,  forty-one  confirmations,  laid  the  comer  stone  of  one  church,  and  conse- 
crated another. 

The  months  of  July  and  August  were  passed  with  my  family. 

September,  October,  and  November,  were  occupied  chiefly  in  a  visit  to  the 
Eastern  churches,  with  reference  to  the  objects  of  my  Mission. 

December,  and  the  greater  part  of  January,  I  was  again  with  my  family.  On 
the  2d  of  the  former  month,  at  the  request  of  bis  Diocesan,  I  admitted  William  H. 
C.  Yeager,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  to  the  order  of  Deacon ;  and  on  the  29th 
of  January,  I  left  home  on  my  second  tour  of  visitation. 

Two  days  afterwards,  filled  my  first  appointment  at  Florence,  Alabama.  The 
day  on  which  our  services  were  held  was  exceedingly  inclement,  the  snow  drifting 
heavily  the  greater  part  of  the  time  ;  and  as  most  of  the  congregation  resided  in 
the  country  jMre^lM  but  few  in  attendance,  and  no  confirmation.  Seven  candidates 
wouldJ^VH^presented  themselves,  had  the  weather  been  propitious.  After  mom- 
ing  prayer  by  the  Minister,  and  sermon  by  myself,  we  proceeaed  to  Tuseambia,  the 
^  pother  parish  embraced  in  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris's  mission.  Here  I  passed  Sundayt 
the  Sd  February.    After  morning  prayer  by  Mr.  Harris,  asMsted  by  the  Re?.  W 
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H.  Teager,  I  pretched,  and  administered  the  rite  vf  confirmation  to  nine  persona ; 
and,  after  evening  prayer  by  the  Rot.  Mr.  Yeager,  and  a  sermon  by  myself,  I  ad- 
ministered the  same  rite,  prtTstely,  to  two  other  persons,  who  were  invalids,  and 
unable  to  appear  at  the  charch. 

On  the  day  following,  I  left  for  Colambas,  Miss.  I  arrived  on  the  6th  and  re- 
mained nntil  the  lOth.  On  the  7th  T  preached  once,  on  the  8ih  twice,  and  on  the 
9th  (Sunday)  three  times  ;  the  Rev.  M.  L.  Forbes,  Rector  of  the  parish,  reading  the 
service,  in  every  instance.  On  Sanday,  the  rite  of  confirmation  was  administered 
to  three  persons.  This  parish  is  suffering  exceedingly  from  the  pecuniary  distress 
of  the  times ;  the  greater  part  of  those  interested  in  the  Church,  being  more  or 
less  entangled  with  their  neighbors  in  the  difficulties  which  surround  them.  The 
efforts  of  this  congregation  to  sustain  itself,  struggling,  as  it  has  had  to  do,  against 
nnparalleled  difficulties,  is  worthy  of  all  praise.  The  house  they  now  occupy  was 
consecrated  by  Bishop  Kemper,  and  is  the  third  they  have  attempted  (o  rear  ;  the 
two  former  attempts  having  been  defeated,  by  violence  in  the  one  case,  and  faith- 
lessness on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  in  the  other.  Their  present  building  is  neat 
and  commodious,  and,  if  they  can  retain  possession  of  it,  will  afford  ample  accom- 
modation to  those  of  our  brethren  who  dwell  there.  On  Monday  the  lOih,  I  went 
in  company  with  the  Rector  of  the  parish,  and  a  few  of  his  flock,  to  the  country,  to 
visit  a  parishioner  who  was  sick.  To  him  we  endeavored  to  administer  the  con- 
solations of  our  faith,  and  having  partaken  with  him  of  the  comfortable  Sacra- 
ment of  the  body  and  blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  I  proceeded  on  my  way,  a  second 
time,  into  the  Diocese  of  Alabama.  Two  days  after  brought  me  to  Tuscaloosa.  On 
the  12th  and  13th,  I  preached,  after  the  reading  of  the  mornmg  sefvice  by  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Knapp,  the  Rector  of  the  parish.  On  the  latter  occasion,  I  administered 
the  rite  of  confirmation  to  10  persons.  This  congregation  seems  united,  and 
affords,  I  hear,  an  efficient  support  to  their  pastor. 

On  the  morning  of  the  14th  I  left  for  Greensboro*,  and  arrived  on  the  evening 
of  the  same  day.  On  the  evening  of  the  following  day,  I  preached  to  a  congrega- 
tion assembled  in  the  Presbyterian  house  of  worship,  the  service  being  read  by  the 
Rev.  J.  £.  Sawyer,  the  Missionary  of  the  station.  The  next  day,  being  Sunday,  the 
16th,  after  mominff  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sawyer,  (assisted  by  the  Rev.  F.  R. 
Hanson,  of  St.  John's  in  the  Prairies,)  I  baptised  four  adults,  preached,  and  ad- 
ministered the  rite  of  confirmation  to  10  persons.  The  prospects  of  the  Church 
at  this  place  are  very  encouraging.  Under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sawyer,  the 
Missionary,  his  flock  has  increas^  in  numbers  and  zeal.  Since  my  visit,  I  heard 
that  a  very  neat  church  edifice  has  been  erected,  and  is  now  ready  for  consecration. 

The  residn^f  the  week  was  consumed  in  visiting  respectively  the  families  of 
the  congregations  of  Greensboro'  and  St.  Johns,  and  in  travelling  to  Selma.  To 
St.  Johns,  I  proposed  giving  a  Sanday  on  my  return  towards  Mobile,  and  therefore 
held,  on  this  occasion,  no  public  services.  At  Selma  I  arrived  on  Saturday  even- 
ing, accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  of  St.  Johns;  and  on  the  day  following, 
(Sunday  23d,)  after  morning  prayer  by  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  L.  B.  Wright, 
who  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  I  baptised  an  infant,  and  preached  upon 
infant  baptism.  In  the  afternoon,  after  service  by  Mr.  Hanson,  1  baptised  an 
adult,  and  administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  three  persons.  The  Rector  of 
this  parish  has  rendered  efficient  service  to  the  Church,  by  his  indefatigable  efforts 
to  erect  a  suitable  house  in  which  to  gather  his  flock. 

The  effect  of  our  services,  and  the  labors  of  our  ministry,  are  so  much  dependant 
on  having  a  particular  place  of  assembling,  to  say  nothing  of  the  decency  and  duty 
of  assiginng  and  setting  apart  a  house  specially  to  the  worship  and  glory  of  Al- 
mighty God,  that  he  who  snail  be  instrumental  in  accomplishing  this,  may  be  said 
truly  to  have  performed  a  good  work.  The  building,  which  was  in  a  course  of 
construction,  has  been  since  finished,  and  is  now  ready  for  consecration. 

The  day  following,  accompanied  by  Messrs.  Hanson  and  Wriffht,  I  proceeded  to 
Cahawba,  10  miles  distant,  the  other  station  embraced  in  Mr.  Wright's  mission.* 

*  I  was  gntifisd  to  find  wmrng  my  aiaditon  on  this  oocssioii,  two  eUerly  mnflsmea,  hsads  of 
fiunilies,  who  had  boon  long  doprivod  of  the  privilege  of  the  sanotiury,  sad  who  had  travelled  23 
miles  hsfon  11  o^dook,  to  be  preieat  at  oar  lertlce. 
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AftoT  morning  prayer,  by  the  ReT.  Mr.  HamoD,  I  preached ;  and  there  being  no 
Episcopal  act  to  perforin,  I  proceeded  on  ray  journey  towards  Carlowville,  another 
Missionary  station.  At  this  place  I  arrived,  accompanied  by  the  above  named 
brethren,  on  the  next  day,  but  not  in  time,  as  we  had  hoped,  for  morning  service* 
I  was  disappointed,  too,  in  not  finding  the  Missionai^,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Lee,  at 
home.  He  had  left  on  a  short  excursion,  of  interest  to  himself,  before  he  had 
received  my  letter  apprising  him  of  my  coming.  As  the  congregation  is  dis- 
persed over  a  considerable  extent  of  coantry,  it  was  not  easy  to  collect  them  at  a 
short  notice,  and  our  meetings  in  the  afternoon  and  evening,  (on  both  of  which 
occasions  there  was  service  and  a  sermon,)  were  small.  We  understood  there 
were  some  who,  had  they  been  informed  of  our  coming,  would  have  been  pie- 
pared  to  renew  their  baptismal  engagements  in  confirmation. 

The  next  day,  Wednesday  the  26th,  I  left,  in  coinpany  with  the  brethren  who 
came  with  me  from  Selma — they,  to  go  to  their  parishes ;  I,  to  St.  Peter's  in  the 
Prairies,  Lowndes  county.  This  is  an  independent  "parish,  and  supports  its  mini*- 
ter  without  aid  from  the  Missionary  Funds.  Adjoining  the  church,  which  is  not 
yet  finished,  and  which  is  most  beautifully  situated  on  a  commanding  eminence  at 
the  head  of  a  deep  ravine,  opening  in  the  direction  of  the  Alabama  River,  stands 
the  parsonage,  a  commodious  buiUing,  of  ample  accommodations  for  the  comfort  of 
a  family,  and  recently  erected  at  the  expense  of  the  congregation.  Such  attentioD 
to  the  wants  of  the  clergy,  are  highly  pleasing  umier  any  circumstances,  but  espe- 
cially BO  in  a  country  where,  like  ours,  the  burden  of  supporting  the  ministry  rests 
exclusively  upon  the  individual  exertions  of  the  people.  As  these  exertions  are 
voluntary,  they  constitute,  in  their  results,  a  very  fair  indication  of  the  state  of 
religious  knowledge  and  feeling.  God  cannot  but  bless  those  who  honor  him  in 
doing  honor  to  those  whom  he  sends.  In  this  parish  I  spent  nearly  two  days. 
The  families  connected  with  it  are  not  numerous,  and  are  somewhat  dispersed. 
Here,  too,  owing  to  the  irregularity  of  the  mails,  my  notice  had  miscarried  ;  and  it 
was  only  upon  the  second  day  thsl  we  could  get  a  congregation.  After  morning 
prayers,  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  I  baptised  a  child  and  preached.  Mr. 
Johnson  has  been  but  a  short  time  settled  in  this  parish.  He  devotes  the  after- 
noon of  Sunday  to  the  instruction  of  slaves,  and  assures  me  he  has  encouraging 
prospects  of  usefulness.  Our  service  being  concluded,  I  continued  my  journey, 
accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson,  in  the  direction  of  Montgomery.  We 
passed  the  night  in  the  family  of  Gen.  Campbell,  friends  of  the  Church,  near 
Ilayneville,  formerly  a  Missionary  station.  There  are  several  families  attached 
to  the  Church  still  residing  around  this  village,  and  we  do  not  despair  of  having  it 
again  restored  to  the  list,  and  organised  into  an  efficiently  useful  pi^h. 

We  arrived  at  Montgomery  on  the  evening  of  the  29th,  where  i  was  highly 
gratified  in  meeting  with  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Scott,  one  of  our  Domestic  Missionaries, 
who  had  been  assigned  to  Alabama,  and  had  just  arrived.  Arrangements  were 
made  for  services  on  the  following  day,  Sunday,  the  Ist  of  March.  The  morning 
service  was  accordingly  read  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  and  the  lessons  by  Mr.  John- 
son* after  which  I  preached,  and  administered  the  holy  communion.  At  night,  Che 
evening  service  being  read  by  Mr.  Johnson,  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Mr.  Scoit. 
The  congregation  at  this  place  is  without  a  pastor.  Several  attempts  have  been 
made  to  supply  them,  but  without  success.  They  offer  adequate  aupport,  and  the 
field  is,  on  many  accounts,  interesting  and  inviting.  It  is  highly  important  that  it 
should  be  supplied  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible.  For  the  present,  I  think,  it  would 
be  advisable  to  unite  Wetumpka  (distant  about  15  miles,  and  now  a  vacant  station) 
with  Montgomery.  The  two,  I  fear,  cannot  do  more  than  support  one  clergyman 
well,  at  least  for  some  time  to  come.  The  arrangement  would,  I  presume,  be 
agreeable  to  both  places. 

To  Wetumpka  I  made  a  visit  on  the  day  after  our  services  at  Montgomery. 
My  design,  when  I  left  home,  was  to  have  consecrated  the  church  erected  at  this 
place,  under  the  direction  and  by  the  unwearied  zeal  of  the  late  Missionary,  Rev. 
R.  G.  Hays.  I  had  written  him  to  that  effect,  appointing  the  period  of  my  visit. 
Before  its  receipt  he  had  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.    I  had  but  one 
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day  to  spare  for  that  appointment,  and  aa  this  was  unhappily  very  inclement,  we 
thought  it  best  to  postpone  the  service  till  a  future  vifit.  In  the  afternoon  I  re- 
turued  to  Montgomery,  and  with  the  aasistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  JScott,  held  service 
end  preached  at  night. 

On  Tuesday,  the  3d,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  I  embarked  on  a 
steamboat  to  descend  the  Alabama  river  to  Selma,  where  I  had  an  appointment 
for  tbe  day  following.  Ash  Wednesday.  In  consequence  of  unavoidable  detention, 
we  did  not  reach  our  place  of  destination,  till  so  late  in  the  day  as  to  compel '  us  to 
defer  our  services  until  the  evening.  After  the  usual  service  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Scott,  I  administered  baptism  to  one  adult  and  a  child ;  and  after  preaching  a  ser- 
mon, administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  the  adult  just  baptised. 

On  Thursdsy,  the  5th,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  I  left  Selma  for  St. 
Johns  in  the  Prairies,  where  I  arrived  on  Saturday  following.  This  parish  is 
about  10  miles  froitai  Gn^ensboro',  and  numbers  among  its  parishioners  some  of  the 
most  devoted  friends  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese.  Like  most  of  the  country 
parishes  of  the  west,  the  number  of  its  families  is  not  large,  though  they  yield  a 
prompt  and  liberal  support  to  their  pastor,  and  are  much  united  among  themselves. 
Our  services  of  the  next  day  were  sttended  by  a  numerous  assembly  of  persons 
from  the  adjoining  country,  and  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Sawyer  and  Scott,  of  the 
clergy.  The  service  and  lessons  beinff  read  by  these  brethren,  I  preached,  and 
administered  the  holy  communion  to  a  Targe  number  of  devout  lecipients,  among 
whom  I  was  grstified  to  find  many  slaves  from  the  adjoining  estates. 

On  the  9th,  I  proceeded,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson,  Rector  of  St. 
Jol^ps,  to  fill  an  appointment  made  for  me  on  the  day  following,  in  the  midst  of  a 
settlement  of  friends  of  tbe  Church,  in  the  Canebrake,  a  fertile  region  of  country, 
about  13  miles  distant,  in  the  county  of  Marengo.  With  great  difficulty  we  ac- 
eomplish^  our  purpose,  having  had  to  travel  over  the  worst  roads  I  ever  encoun- 
tered. The  period  of  the  appointment  was  unfortunate,  as  it  occurred  when  most 
of  the  planters  were  absent  on  their  annual  visit  to  Mobile,  and  the  few  who  re- 
mained were  deterred  from  venturing  out  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and 
the  state  of  the  roads.  I  do  not  doubt  that  a  congregation  of  great  strength  could 
be  reared  in  that  vicinity — the  families  are  sufficiently  numerous,  intelligent,  and 
wealthy. 

The  day  following  found  us  on  our  way  to  Demopolis,  one  of  oar  Missionary 
statibns,  at  the  junction  of  the  Tombeckbee  and  Black  Warrior.  Here,  by  previous 
appointment,  we  held  service,  and  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  1 1th.  This 
station  is  now  vaoant.  The  friends  of  the  Church  there  are  anxious  it  should  be 
filled,  and  are  willing  to  contribute  according  to  their  ability,  to  the  support  of  a 
Missionary. 

On  the  I2th,  I  proceeded  with  Rev.  Mr.  Hanson  to  the  "  Forks  of  Green," 
about  14  miles  distant,  to  a  settlement  of  Episcopalians,  where  an  appointment  had 
been  made  for  me  on  Friday,  the  13th,  and  where  I  met,  by  agreement,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  Sawyer  and  Scott.  A  shstrp  attack  of  pleurisy  prevented  my  participating 
in  the  services,  which  were  conducted  by  the  brethren.  No  congregation  had,  as 
yet,  been  organized  at  this  place.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  having  decided  to  settle 
at  Livingston,  Sumter  county,  about  35  miles  distant,  it  was  thought  advisable  to 
add  this  station  to  that,  and  have  them  embraced  in  a  single  Mission. 

On  Saturday,  the  14th,  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott  as  a  companion,  and  accompa- 
nied by  several  brethren  of  the  laity,  we  left  for  Livingston,  to  fill  an  appointment 
on  the  following  day.  This  we  accomplished  without  diffieolty  ;  and  after  morn- 
ing prayer,  by  Mr.  Scott,  I  administered  baptism  to  one  adult  and  three  children, 
f  reached,  and  admitted  to  the  rite  of  confirmation  three  persons.  In  the  afternoon, 
preached,  and  administered  the  holy  communion  ;  and  at  night,  read  the  service 
for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  who  preached. 

Oar  services  on  this  day  were  deeply  impressive  on  my  own  mind,  and  I  have 
reason  to  think  they  were  so  likewise  on  the  minds  of  others.  On  the  day  follow- 
ing, five  persons  presented  themselves  to  renew  their  baptismal  engagements  in 
the  solemn  pledges  of  the  rite  of  confirmation.    I  should  gladly  have  remained 
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among  that- portion  of  our  flock  longer,  as  tbey  aeemed  truly  to  banger  for  the 
bread  of  life,  bot  mj  appointments  were  imperatiTO,  and  I  was  compelled  to  pro- 
ceed. Accordingly,  on  Tuesday,  the  17tb,  after  administering  priTste  baptism  to 
several  children,  we  took  our  leave,  and  departed  for  Mobile.  We  hoped  to  hav« 
iband  a  boat  on  the  Tombeekbee  on  the  following  morning,  but  were  prevented  by 
high  water  from  reaching  the  river,  which  we  did  not  in  the  end  regret,  as  it  fur- 
nished us  with  the  opportunity  of  refreshing  ourselves  under  the  hospitable  roof  of 
a  gentleman,  living  near  the  river,  whose  family  is  devotedly  attached  to  the 
Church.  I  catechised  the  children  of  the  household,  and  found  from  their  prompt 
and  intelligent  answers,  that  their  isolated  situation  had  only  secured  the  greater 
faithfulness  on  the  part  of  their  parents  and  sponsors.  Such  instances  of  Chris- 
tian faiUifulness  are  refreshing  to  the  heart  of  the  Missionary,  and  bring  inevitably 
their  sore  reward. 

At  Moscow  I  embarked  for  Mobile  on  the  lOth,  and  arrived 'on  the  evening  of 
the  20th.  On  the  22d,  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  after  morning  prayer,  by  the  Rev> 
S.  S.  Lewis,  Rector  of  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  I  preached,  and  admitted  to 
the  rite  of  confirmation  17  persons.  I  also  preached  in  the  afternoon,  after  service 
by  Mr.  Lewis.  Also,  on  the  following  Tuesday  afternoon,  service  being  read  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  eight  others.  I  met  the  congre- 
gation also  at  morning  prayers  the  day  after,  being  Wednesday,  baptized  a  child, 
and  delivered  an  exhortation.  This  closed  my  labors  in  this  pariah,  and  in  the 
Diocese  of  Alabama. 

In  surveying  the  field  of  labor  embraced  by  this  Diocese,  I  find  in  its  condition 
much  cause  for  gratitude  to  God,  on  the  part  of  the  Missionary  Board.  Its  efforts 
have  been  felt,  first  or  last,  over  the  whole  field,  and  it  has  contributed,  more  or 
less,  to  the  founding  and  permanent  establishment  of  every  congregation  in  the 
Diocese«  These  congregations  will,  ere  long,  be  able  to  take  care  of  themselves, 
and  to  evince  their  gratitude  for  the  aid  of  the  Board,  by  contributing  of  their  sob- 
stance  for  the  relief  of  the  necessities  of  suffering  brethren,  dwelling  in  regions  yet 
more  distant. 

After  finishing  my  visitation  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  I  proceeded  to  Lou- 
isiana, and  anived  in  New-Orleana  on  the  27ih  of  March.  On  the  29th,  I  conse- 
crated to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  the  new  church,  just  finished,  and  situated 
in  the  upper  Faoxbourg,  erected  by  the  spirited  Parish  of  St.  Paul's.  The  prompti- 
tude and  energy  with  which  this  very  neat  edifice  has  been  raised,  is  worthy  of 
particular  notice.  At  my  last  visitation,  the  comer  stone  was  but  just  laid.  I 
found  it,  on  this  occasion,  thoroughly  ready  to  set  apart  for  its  high  and  holy  end. 
The  services  appointed  for  the  occasion  were  read  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Groodrich, 
the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wheaton.  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  and  the  sermon  preached  by  myself.  After  the  sermon,  I  administered 
the  rite  of  confirmation  to  one  person,  and  the  holy  communion  to  a  large  number 
of  devout  recipients.  This  congregation  I  consider  to  be  now  established  and 
settled^;  and  though  somewhat  in  debt  for  theiv  church  edifice,  not  more  so  than 
they  will  be  able,  with  their  exertions,  and  the  aid  of  Christian  brethren  more 
blessed  than  they,  to  pay,  without  difficulty.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  I 
preached  in  Christ  Church,  the  Rector,  Dr.  Wheaton,  reading  the  service,  and 
administered  the  rite  of  confirmation  to  17  white  persons  and  1  colored. 

With  these  congregations  I  remained  until  the  3d  of  April,  on  which  day  I  left 
for  the  river  coast,  between  the  bayous  La  Fousch  and  Plaquemine.  To  this 
parish  my  attention  was  called  by  a  gentleman  whose  family  belonged  to  the 
Church,  and  who  assured  me  that  himself  and  others,  planters  in  that  vicinity, 
were  very  anxious  to  offfanize  themselves  into  a  congregation,  build  a  church,  and 
settle  a  Clergyman.  These  gentlemen  are  not  only  able,  but  willing,  to  do  all 
that  is  necessary  for  its  estabhshment,  and  the  independent  support  of  a  Minister. 
This  object  also  commends  itself  to  the  resards  of  those  who  feel  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  colored  race,  as,  among  other  things,  they  look  particularly  to  the 
spiritual  improvement  of  that  portion  of  their  families.  They  are  desirous  of  pro- 
curing forthwith  the  services  of  a  Clergyman,  to  whom  they  will  give  a  competent 
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support.  An  indbidvaU  disposed  to  me  himself  to  the  work  of  Christ,  might  find 
a  large  field  at  this  point,  for  besides  the  Mississippi  coast  proper,  which  is  in  that  g 
part  of  it  covered  with  plsntations  on  both  sides^  owned  chiefly  by  Protestants, 
there  are  many  families,  embracing  hundreds  of  sonU,  on  both  sides  the  bayous 
above  mentioned,  and  within  reach  of  the  place  of  which  I  speak,  either  unprovi- 
ded altogether,  or  if  provided  at  all,  very  insofliciently,  with  religious  instruction. 
I  think  it  will  be  found  there  is  room  for  two  or  more  stations  in  this  region,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  My  engagements  would  not  allow  of  my 
visiting  that  portion  of  Louisiana  as  folly  as  I  desired. 

Having  been  prevented  from  filline  my  appointments  at  Baton  Rouges  by  the 
failure  of  the  boat,  I  was  constrained  to  limit  my  visit  to  a  mere  call.  Until  re- 
cently, no  Minister  of  our  Church,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  has  ever  oflSciated  here. 
It  was,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  occupied  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Lacey,  late  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, who  had  gone  thither  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Baton  Rouge 
College,  to  take  charge  of  that  institution  as  its  President.  Dr.  Lacey  was  assisted 
in  the  labors  of  the  male  department  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rannoy,  late  a  Missionary  in 
Mississippi,  who  also  alternated  with  him  in  the  performance  of  the  services  of  the 
Church  on  Sunday.  He  informed  me  that  if  I  had  succeeded  in  filling  my  appoint- 
ment, he  had  several  candidates,  who  would  have  presented  themselves  for  con- 
firmation. 

On  the  7th,  I  proceeded  up  to  St.  Francisville,  in  the  Parish  of  West  Feliciana, 
where  I  had  an  appointment  for  the  ordination  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  Deacon  and 
Minister  of  Grace  Church,  to  the  Priesthood,  on  the  8th.  Here,  assisted  by  the 
Rev.  Messrs.  Wheaton  and  Goodrich,  of  New-Orleans,  I  accordingly  ordained  him 
to  that  office.  I  remained  in  the  parish  the  rest  of  the  week,  visiting  and  teaching 
publicly,  and  from  house  to  honse. 

On  Friday  the  10th,  I  was  assisted  in  the  duties  of  the  pulpit  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Crane,  of  Woodville,  Mississippi,  who  kindly  came  down  in  participate  in  the 
services  of  the  occasion.  On  Sunday,  the  ISth,  after  morning  prayer,  and  the 
baptism  by  the  Rector  of  a  large  group  of  the  lambs  of  his  fold — assuredly  the 
most  interesting  spectacle  of  that  kind  I  have  ever  witnessed, — I  preached,  and 
admitted  10  persons  to  the  rite  of  confirmation.  My  visit  to  this  parish,  interested 
me  very  much,  as  there  was  an  evident  indication  on  the  part  of  many,  of  an  un  • 
feigned  concern  for  the  salvation  of  their  souls.  God  has  blessed  them,  and  is 
blessing  them  in  the  faithful  ministrations  of  their  Pastor.  Neither  have  they 
been  unmindful  of  those  outward  things  which  give  decency  and  dignity  to  the 
public  worship  of  Almighty  God.  They  have  enUrged  and  refitted  their  church 
edifice,  giving  it  by  those  alterations  a  very  handsome  appearance,  and  supplied 
it,  through  the  liberality  of  one  of  their  communicants,  with  a  very  superior  organ. 
From  what  I  learned  while  in  St.  Francisville,  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in  es- 
tablishing the  Church  in  Clinton  and  Jackson,  two  towns  of  considerable  import- 
ance, not  far  distant  from  St.  Francisville.  There  are  families  near,  and  in  both, 
friendly  to  the  Church,  which  would  doubtless  be  glad  of  the  opportunity  of  avail- 
ing themselves  of  its  services.  At  present,  we  have  five  Clergymen  employed  in 
Louisiana,  two  in  New-Orleans,  two  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  one  in  St.  Francisville. 
We  could  employ  at  least  six  others  ;  three  on  the  coast  of  the  river  and  bayous, 
one  at  Clinton  and  Jackson,  one  at  Natchitoches,  and  one  at  Opeloosas. 

My  appointments  at  St.  Francisville  closed  my  visitation  of  the  Diocese  of 
Louisiana.  I  proceeded  thence  into  Missisisppi,  to  the  parish  at  Woodville,  under 
the  charge  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane.  As  I  haa  less  than  a  yesr  previous  visited  this 
parish,  it  was  not  my  purpose  on  this  occasion  to  take  it  in  m^  route.  Accordingly 
no  notice  was  given  until  within  less  than  a  week  of  my  amval ;  on  the  morning 
of  the  13th,  Divine  service  was  celebrated  by  the  Rector,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Wall.  The  sermon  was  omitted  in  consequence  of  my  being  too  unwell  to  preach. 
In  the  evening,  after  service  by  the  Rector,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  one  person. 
The  services  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fish,  the  late  Rector,  whose  removal  to  another  place 
of  labor  was  deeply  felt  by  the  congregation,  I  am  happ^  to  say,  seem  to  be  very 
efficiently  supplied  by  the  present  incumbent.    The  day  following,  being  the  14th, 
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I  left  for  St  Mary*!,  on  Second  Creek.  Here  I  hid  tbe  kappineee  of  meetiDg  mj 
^Right  Rev.  brother,  the  Diahop  of  Tenneaaee,  who  had,  before  I  left  home,  kindlj 
conaented  to  meet  me  in  Natchez,  and  onite  in  the  aerTicea  incident  to  the  eonae- 
cration  of  tbe  church  in  that  city.  We  apent  aeveral  day  a  in  that  ricinity,  among 
the  frienda  of  the  Church,  holding  public  aerricea  in  the  mean  aeaaon,  and  on  the 
17th,  proceeded  towarda  Natchez,  where  we  arrived  on  the  aame  day. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19th,  bein|^  £aater-day,  I  conaecrated  TrirJty  Church  to 
the  worahip  of  Almighty  Ood ;  Morning  prayer  waa  then  read  by  the  Rector,  the 
Rey.  D.  C.  Page,  and  a  aermon  preached  by  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Otey.  After  the 
aermon  I  admitted  to  the  rite  of  confirmation  18  peraona.  In  the  afternoon,  after 
prayer  by  the  Rer.  Mr.  Foz,  of  Chriat  Church,  Jefieraon  county,  I  preached.  Being 
compelled  to  fill  other  appointmeota  in  the  interior,  I  requeated  the  Right  Rer. 
Biahop  of  Tenneaaee,  to  perform  the  office  of  inatituting  the  ReT.  Mr.  Page  into 
the  Rectorahip  of  Trinity  Pariah,  and  to  perform  any  other  Epiacopal  acta  which 
miffht  be  neceaaar^.  In  purauance  of  thia  reqoeat,  he  remained  another  Sunday, 
and  after  the  inatitution  of  the  Rector,  adminiatered  the  rite  of  confixmation  to 
eight  peraona. 

Monday  the  30th,  found  me  on  my  way  to  Canton,  Madison  county,  via  Vicka- 
burg.  At  the  latter  place  I  waa  allowed,  by  other  engagementa,  to  remain  but  a 
abort  time,  not  long  enough  to  perform  the  office  of  confirmation  for  certain  can- 
didatea,  which  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Weller,  informed  me  he  had  prepared  for 
that  rite.  At  thia  however  hia  flock  had  no  reaaon  to  complain,  aince  during  the 
paat  year  I  had,  for  the  purpoae  of  performing  Epiacopal  acta,  made  them  two  viaite, 
and  the  Biahop  of  Tenneaaee,  one. 

On  Sunday  the  26th,  I  performed  the  aervice  and  preached  to  a  very  large  and 
attentive  congregation  at  Canton.  Thia  ia  the  county  aeat  of  Madiaon.  one  of  the 
moat  fertile  and  wealthy  of  the  countiea  of  Miaaiaaippi.  It  containa,  for  a  planting 
region  a  denae  population,  and  ought  to  be  aupplied  with  the  aervicea  of  the 
Church.  A  Miaaionary  ahould  be  sent  to  them,  and  I  have  little  doubt  that  an 
eameat  laborer  would  aoon  gather  a  congregation.  Here,  too,  the  alave  population, 
which  ia  unuaoally  large,  demand  that  Chriatian  aympathy  and  careful  jodicioua 
training  of  which  our  Church  ia  ao  eminently  capable.  Among  the  familiea  of  the 
town  and  county,  are  to  be  found  thoee  who  are  already  intereated,  in  variooa  de- 
greea,  in  the  aervicea  of  the  Church. 

From  Canton  I  proceeded  to  Preaton,  Yellowbuaha  county,  one  of  the  Miaaionary 
atationa  occupied  by  the  Rev.  G.  R.  Pinching.  It  waa  my  deaign  to  give  part  of 
two  daya  to  thia  atation,  but  in  conaequence  of  the  obscurity  of  the  roada,  in  all 
that  part  of  the  country,  againat  which,  from  previoua  experience,  I  thought  I  had 
carefully  guarded,  I  loat  my  way,  and  waa  ao  far  deviated  from  my  course  that  I 
waa  unable  to  do  more  than  reach  my  point  of  destination,  at  the  cloae  of  the  last 
day  I  had  aaaigned  to  it.  In  conaequence  of  thia,  I  had  not  ao  much  aa  an  inter- 
view with  the  Miaaionary.  On  arriving  at  Preaton,  I  found  he  had  deemed  it  ek- 
pedient  to  change  hia  ground,  and  no  longer  officiated  in  the  village,  but  in  tbe 
neighborhood.  He  waa  reaiding  with  one  of  the  familiea  of  hia  cure,  five  or  aiz 
milea  diatant,  on  a  road  at  that  time  impaaaable.  Having  barely  time  to  reach 
Holly  Springs  by  Sunday,  I  waa  compelled,  unwillingly,  to  forego  the  pleaaure  of 
aeeing  theae  few  aheep  of  the  wildemeas,  and  to  go  on  my  way.  By  great  diligence 
I  reached  Holly  Springe  by  Saturday  night.  The  foIIowin|f  day,  Sunday,  May  3d, 
after  Mommg  prayer  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews,  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  as- 
aiated  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foater,  I  preached  and  adminiatered  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  to  two  peraona.  I  was  unable,  from  the  fatigues  of  my  journey,  to 
participate  farther  in  tbe  duties  of  tbe  day,  which  were  conducted  nevertheleea  by 
the  Rev.  Meaara.  Fester  and  Matthewa.  Before  leaving  the  pariah,  I  baptiaed,  pri- 
vately, the  child  of  the  Rector. 

The  day  following,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  I  vieited  the  other 
Miaaionary  atation  under  hia  cnarge  at  Salem  ;  and  on  the  5th  of  May,  after  Morn- 
ing prayer  by  the  Miaaionary,  I  preached  and  admitted  one  peraon  to  the  rite  of 
confirmation.    This  act  closed  my  Miaaionary  tour  ;  and  I  felt  I  had  good 
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for  lifting  my  heart  in  mtitncle  to  Ood,  for  his  fatherly  protection  during  the  Ticia* 
aito^es  and  daoffera  which  had  attended  it.  After  apending  a  few  days  with  the 
brethren  of  the  Dioceae  of  Tenneaaee,  aaaembled  in  Conrention  at  La  Grange,  near 
Salem,  I  returned  to  my  family. 

Daring  my  Tisitation,  I  admitted  to  the  ordmance  of  baptism,  six  children  and 
eight  adolta ;  confirmed  116  persons  ;  conaecrated  two  chnrchea,  and  oidained  one 
Deacon  to  the  Prieathood. 

From  the  period  of  my  retam  to  the  last  of  Noyember,  I  remained  with  my 
family.  Danng  thia  time,  I  waa  occupied  in  aerring,  as  usual  when  at  home,  the 
colored  congregation  which  haa  been  for  some  yeara  under  my  pastoral  care. 

In  thia  intorval,  I  admitted  the  Rot.  Mr.  Yea^er,  of  the  Dioceae  of  Alabama,  to 
the  Order  of  the  Prieathood,  baptized  one  white  and  23  colored  children,  cele- 
brated three  marriages,  and  by  the  invitation  of  the  Biahop  of  Tenneaaee,  conse- 
crated to  the  service  of  Almighty  Ood,  St.  Mark*a  Church,  Williamsport. 

On  the  30th  of  November,  1840, 1  left  home  on  my  third  Episcopal  tour 

On  the  6th  of  December,  I  preached  for  the  Missionary  at  Memphis,  Tennessee, 
and  croaaing  the  Mississippi  river  at  that  point,  proceeded  to  the  visitation  of  that 
part  of  my  field  enlbraced  in  the  State  of  Arkansaa  and  the  Indian  Territory. 

On  Sunday  the  18ih,  I  preached  to  a  amall  congregation  aaaembled  in  a  prairie 
in  the  routo  to  Little  Rock. 

I  arrived  at  the  latter  place  on  the  Idth,  and  remained  there  until  the  25th, 
preaching  aa  occaaion  offered,  and  administoring  the  Sacrameota  of  the  Chorth. 
A  very  intoreating  congregation  haa  been  organized  at  this  place,  under  the  pas- 
toral care  of  the  Rev.  William  H.  C.  Yeager.  And  meaaures  are  in  train  for  the 
erection  of  a  auttable  church  edifice  for  ita  accommodation. 

On  the  25th,  I  proceeded  to  the  viaitation  of  the  Missionary  atation  at  Pine  Bluff, 
on  the  Arkansaa  river,  and  apent  three  daya  in  that  duty.  I  found  the  Missionary, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitohell,  faithfully  engaged  in  pursuing  the  objects  of  bis  woriE.  He 
had  aaaembled  a  amall  congregation,  to  which  he  regularly  ministered.  The  un- 
healthineaa  of  the  atation  haa  induced  him  to  aeek  another  field,  and  he  has  been, 
with  my  permission,  tranaferred  to  the  Miaaionary  atation  in  Hempstead  oounty. 

I  returned  to  Little  Rock,  and  preached  there  on  the  8d  of  Janosry.  On  the 
6th,  I  left  for  Fayettoville,  160  miles  disUnt,  on  tho  borders  of  the  Indian  Territory, 
and  arrived  on  the  9th.  On  the  10th,  Ist  Sunday  after  Epiphany— ^fter  Divine 
service  by  the  Miaaionary,  Rev.  Mr.  Scull,  I  preached ;  alao  on  the  night  of  the  1  Ith, 
and  the  night  of  the  idth. 

On  the  morning  of  the  14th,  I  preached  on  Confirmation,  and  administered  thai 
rito  to  three  peraona.  On  the  evening  of  the  aame  day,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Scull,  and  an  ezhorUtion  by  myself,  I  administered  the  same  rite  to  five  others. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  promising  fiekls  of  labor  in  the  State  ;  the  population  is, 
for  a  new  country,  thickly  settled,  and  ia  compoaed  of  that  claas  most  likely  to  be 
affected  by  the  ministrationa  of  our  Church. 

There  is  in  the  vUlage  a  female  achool,  enderthe  charge  of  a  pioua  female,  at 
which  12  or  15  very  interesting  giris,  beloDging  to  the  best  familiea  among  the 
Cherokee  nation,  are  placed  for  education.  Theae  all  are  m  the  habit  of  attend- 
ing upon  the  aervicea  of  the  Church,  and  may  be,  under  God,  preparmg  to  become 
inatrumenta  for  introducing  the  gospel,  as  we  understand  it,  among  that  much 

neglected  people. 

It  may  not  be  amiaa  to  remark  that  the  lady  in  charge  of  the  achool,  and  who  ia 
a  Miaaionary  of  the  American  Board  of  Commiaaionera  for  Foreign  Miasions,  havmg 
labored  among  that  people  for  aboVe  fifteen  years,  aasored  me  that  ahe  had  found 
nothing  so  well  adapted  to  her  purpoaea  as  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  The 
whole  arrangement  was  well  suited  to  impress  the  troths  of  the  gospel  on  the 
heathen  mind,  and  particularly  the  regular  recurrence  of  the  aame  language  and 
ideaa  in  the  Sunday  services.  ,,.,„. 

I  left  Fayettoville  on  the  15th,  for  Fort  Gibson,  in  the  Indian  Territory,  and  on 
the  16th,  waa  compelled  to  deaiat  from  travelling  by  the  extreme  aeverity  of  the 
weather.    The  thermometor  waa  twelve  degreea  below  zero.    I  occupied  my  time 
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duiioff  tlM  kterfal  in  convenation  with  certain  Cherokee  Chiefs,  upon  Oie  pcoepect 
of  inuoducing  the  gospel  among  them,  as  Uught  through  the  Church,  and  found 
them  Tory  well  disj)Osed  to  the  object,  and  ready  to  give  their  cooperation  in  any 
effort  we  might  be  disposed  to  undertake  for  their  benefit.  And  here,  as  elsewhere, 
I  found  a  strong  disposition  amon^  the  most  intelligent  among  them,  to  adopt  any 
system  which  may  promise  elevation  to  their  national  character. 

On  the  17th,  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation  assembled  at  the  house  of  one 

On  the  18th,  I  visited  the  principal  Chief  or  President  of  the  nation,  Mr.  John 
Ross,  and  was  very  kindly  received  and  hospitably  enterUmed.  I  found. him  a 
man  of  intelligence,  with  comprehensive  views  in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  his 
people,  and  willing  to  lend  his  influence  in  the  promotion  of  plans  for  the  educa- 
tion and  Christianixatiou  of  his  people.  He  promised  me,  that  should  our  Church 
think  it  advisable  to  enter  that  field,  he  would  extend  the  aid  of  his  position  and 
influence  in  the  furtherance  of  our  plans.  ,    ^ 

After  visiting  the  establishment  erected  by  the  American  Board  of  Commissioners 
for  the  publication  of  works  in  the  Cherokee  language,  and  which  is  languishing  for 
want  of  adequate  support,  I  proceeded  to  Fort  Gibson.  Here  I  passed  several 
days ;  I  found  there  was  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of  the  post,  a  decided  wish  for 
the  services  of  a  Chaplain,  and  one  of  our  Church.  And  although  in  many  respecU 
the  station  would  be  very  trying  to  the  incumbent,  yet  should  the  Church  ever 
undertake  missions  among  the  surrounding  Indian  tribes,  a  suiuble  man  in  this 
service  might  afford  efficient  aid  in  opening  the  way  to  such  an  undertaking.  I 
have  recently  received  a  very  pressing  letter  from  the  officers  at  present  in  com- 
mand, requesting  my  aid  in  procuring  for  them  a  Chaplain. 

While  St  the  Fort,  I  baptiaod  two  infants,  the  children  of  officers  of  the  post 
On  the  22d,  I  proceeded  toward  Fort  Smith,  lying  on  the  border  of  the  Choctaw 
Nation.  I  arrived  on  the  23d,  and  finding  it  more  convenient  to  visit  a  small  town 
still  further  down  the  river  first,  I  made  my  sppointments  for  the  Fort,  and  ipfo- 
eeeded  to  Van  Buren.  Here  I  met  Rev.  Mr.  Scull,  who  aided  me  in  the  services  of 
the  following  day.  I  preached  twice,  and  Mr.  Scull  once.  This  is  a  very  important 
point  for  the  Church,  and  should  be  occupied  without  delay.  It  is  immediately  on 
the  border  of  the  Indisn  Territory,  the  point  at  which  the  imports  and  exports  from 
that  extended  distoct  are  received  and  distributed,  and  is  therefore  a  place  from 
which  good  or  evil  will  be  disseminated  to  a  great  extent. 

On  the  25ih,  I  proceeded  to  Fort  Smith,  when,  after  Divine  service  I  preached, 
and  adminiatered  the  rite  of  baptism  to  an  infant. 

On  the  26th,  after  servicey  I  preached  at  the  military  station,  and  found,  both  at 
the  station  and  in  the  village,  a  decided  wish  for  the  regular  ministrations  of  the 
Church. 

From  the  27th  to  the  30th,  inclusive,  I  was  engs^^ed  in  journeying  through  the 
Choctaw  nation  to  Dockvilie,  the  principal  village  m  the  nation,  and  lying  m  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Fort  Towson. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Slst,  I  preached,  after  Divine  service,  at  Fort  Towaoa, 
to  the  military  at  that  post,  and  in  the  afternoon  at  Dockvilie.  On  the  latter  oc- 
casion I  administered  the  rite  of  baptism  to  two  of  the  children  of  the  Chickasaw 
Agent.  Among  this  nation  there  are  several  Missionary  establishments  under  the 
direction  of  the  prominent  Protestant  denominations  of  our  country.  I  saw  bo 
reason  why  our  own  Church  might  not  employ  her  energies  in  that  field  with  ae 
fair  a  promise  of  success  as  any  other. 

On  the  1st  of  February,  I  croesed  Red  River  and  entered  the  territory  of  the 
Republic  of  Texas ;  and  travelling  up  the  river  the  greater  part  of  the  day,  I  at 
length  reached  the  dwelling  of  a  pious  family  of  our  household,  to  visit  which  was 
my  principal  object  in  that  region.  They  were  aettled  in  a  very  remote  part  of  the 
wilderness,  and  received  me  with  a  warm  interest,  as  a  messenger  of  the  Church. 
I  passed  the  evening  and  part  of  the  next  day  with  them,  and  after  service  and  a 
sermon,  administered  the  rite  of  baptism  to  an  adult  membet  of  the  family.  Should 
the  Church  carry  out  the  proposed  measure  of  consecrating  a  Bishop  for  Texas, 
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which  I  •arnmtlj  hope  it  will  do,  there  will  be  in  this  family  and  it«  connezionai  a 
firm  nucleus  around  which  to  gather  a  congregation.  ' 

The  day  following,  I  left  for  the  settlements  below,  and  re-crossing  the  river  afr 
Jonesbnrgh,  my  journey  was  again  through  a  portion  of  Uie  Choctaw  nation. 

At  Lanesport,  I  re-entered  the  State  of  Arkansas,  and  passing  a  night  with  a 
family  well  disposed  to  the  Church,  I  administered  the  rite  of  baptism  to  a  child 
of  the  family. 

On  the  4th,  I  crossed  the  river  agam  and  re-entered  Texas.  For  two  or  three 
days  I  was  engaged  in  risiting  persons  and  fitmilies  liTing  in  that  part  of  the 
Repnblic. 

There  is  no  fairer  field  for  Missionary  operations  in  the  Repnblic  than  is  pre- 
sented by  what  is  termed  the  Red  River  districts.  It  is  settled  by  as  wealthy  plan- 
ters as  are  found  in  any  part  of  the  State,  and  I  was  assured  by  persons  competent 
to  decide,  that  the  institutions  of  the  Church  would  be  exceedingly  well  receiTed. 

On  the  6th,  I  arrived  at  Springhill,  Hempstead  City,  Arkansas.  Here  I  re- 
mained several  days,  visiting,  snd  preaching,  and  baptizing,  as  occasion  oflbred. 
There  is,  as  I  have  observed  elsewhere,  a  Minister  of  our  Church  since  appointed 
for  this  station,  and  I  have  been  informed  by  him,  he  has  settled  himself  under  very 
favorable  circumstances  for  his  work. 

From  the  10th  to  the  13th,  inclusive,  I  was  occupied  in  descending  Red  River  to 
Shreeveport,  Caddo  parish,  Louisiana. 

On  Sunday  the  14th,  I  preached  after  Divine  service,  to  a  congregation  assem- 
bled in  the  villsge,  and  I  will  here  add  the  remarkable  fact,  as  I  was  mformed,  that 
not  a  solitary  sermon  had  been  preached  in  the  village  by  a  Minister  of  any  deno- 
mination, since  my  visit  two  years  before. 

Two  days  after,  I  performed  Divine  service  and  preached  at  a  village  in  the  inte- 
rior, between  Red  River  and  the  Sabioe,  and  after  service,  I  admitted  a  gentleman, 
his  wife,  and  five  children,  to  the  ordinance  of  baptism. 

There  is  something  so  remarkable  in  this  case,  illustrative  of  the  working  of  our 
system,  that  I  may  be  pardoned  ibr  meotioniDg  it  more  in  deUil.  The  individual 
in  question  was  a  gallant  officer  in  the  late  war,  and  lost  a  limb  in  the  public  ser- 
vice. He  was  a  native  of  Tennessee,  where  he  resided  with  his  family  until  within 
a  few  years  past.  Before  his  removal  to  Western  Louisiana,  he  had  placed  two  of 
his  daughters  at  school  at  the  Epi^opal  Female  Institute,  Columbia,  while  there, 
they  became  attached  to  the  aervices  of  the  Church,  and  very  naturally  aided  in 
interesting  their  parents  in  them  also.  When  the  family  removed  to  the  West, 
they  took  with  them  th<!ir  Books  of  Common  Prayer,  and  in  1839,  when  I  first 
visited  them,  they  were  happy  to  have  an  opportunity  of  a^ain  nsin^  them.  The 
father,  who  had  been  very  careless  upon  the  subject  of  religion,  said  to  me  with 
great  feelinffi  during  the  few  days  I  spent  with  them,  that  lie  had  never  been  so 
impressed  with  the  responsibility  of  his  station  as  the  head  of  a  family,  as  he  had 
been  since  his  removal  to  his  present  residence.  He  had  withdrawn  his  children 
from  (he  influence  of  a  settled  and  well-ordered  society,  and  especially  from  the 
restraining  and  hallowing  effect  of  public  religious  services.  There  was  no  Divine 
service  or  preaching  of  the  gospel  m  all  the  region  round  about  him,  and  his  con- 
science smote  him  for  placing  nis  little  ones  in  such  perilous  circumstances.  He 
was  very  anxious  for  me  to  send  him  a  Minister  of  the  Church,  and  pledged  him 
his  hearty  support.  I  could  only  promise  my  best  exertions  in  his  behalf,  and 
urged  him  in  the  mean  season  to  take  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  assemble  his 
children  and  household  on  every  LoTd*s  day,  and  as  the  priest  of  his  family,  de- 
voutly to  celebrate  Divine  service.  He  promised  me  he  would  do  so.  For  two  years 
I  heard  nothing  firom  him.  On  my  second  visitation  he  met  me  with  a  countenance 
beaming  with  pleasure,  and  told  me  he  had  been  faithful  to  his  promise,  he  had 
done  what  he  could  for  the  instruction  of  his  family,  and  that  while  praying  with 
and  for  them,  God  had  touched  his  heart  with  a  sense  of  his  own  necessities,  and 
by  his  Holy  Spirit  had  prompted  him  to  pray  for  himself.  He  was  not  heedless  of 
the  heavenlv  influence,  but  humbling  himself  punctually  under  the  mighty  hand  of 
God,  he  had  reason  to  believe  his  sins  had  been  forgiven  him  for  Jesus*  sake,  and 
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h«  WIS  DOW  readj  with  his  hoDsehold  to  bo  baptized  into  the  faith  of  the  Lord 
Jesoa.  Accordingly,  after  the  serrice  and  sermon  above  alluded  to,  I  admitted  him, 
his  wife,  and  five  children,  to  the  sacrament  of  baptism.  -  From  such  ciicumstancea 
we  are  led  to  two  reflections ;  first,  the  eminent  value  of  our  liturgical  servicee  ; 
■econdly,  the  usefulness  of  our  Church  institutions  for  the  education  of  the  young 
in  Ghrisiian  principles. 

In  the  parish  of  Caddo,  I  met  the  Rev.  Mr.  Steel,  of  the  Diocese  of  Tenneasee, 
who  had  removed  thither  with  the  view  of  settling.  He  is  laboring  as  his  strenffth 
vrill  allow,  but  he  is  too  feeble  to  fill  such  an  arduous  station.  An  efficient  Mia- 
aionary  is  greatly  needed  for  that  parish.  There  are  three  atations  at  which  highly 
respectable  congregations  could  be  gathered  without  difficulty,  and  where  we  haTo 
reason  to  believe  the  messenger  of  the  Cross  would  not  labor  in  vain. 

The  next'  Sunday  I  spent  in  Natchitoches,  one  hundred  miles  below.  I  found 
here  the  same  interest  I  have  hitherto  noticed.  Our  serVicea  were  well  attended, 
and  the  responses  of  the  congregation  indicated  the  presence  of  a  goodly  number 
familiar  with  the  services.  There  was  still  no  Minister  of  any  Proteatant  deno- 
mination settled  there.  Since  my  first  visit,  a  Missionary  of  our  Church  haa  offer- 
ed himself  for  that  station,  and  on  the  recommendations  presented  me,  I  nominated 
him  to  the  Mission,  and  be  is  now  at  work.  While  in  Natchitoches,  I  administered 
the  sacrament  of  bsptism  to  four  children. 

On  the  last  of  February,  I  waa  in  New-Orleans  by  appointment,  with  the  view 
of  embarking  for  Texas,  to  consecrate  the  newly-erected  Church  at  Matagorda, 
on  the  first  of  the  fuUowinc  month. 

From  this  I  waa  diverted  by  a  letter  from  the  Missionary,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ives,  in- 
forminff  me  that  contrary  to  his  expectation  it  would  not  be  ready  for  a  numth  to 
come,  I  had  therefore  to  poatpone  the  visit  for  the  present,  to  meet  other  appoint- 
ments in  Alabama  and  Louisiana. 

On  the  second  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God, 
Christ  Church  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  and  confirmed  17  persons. 

On  the  Sunday  following,  I  confirmed  12  persons  in  Christ  Church,  New- 
Orleana,  and  five  in  St.  PauPa. 

On  the  24th  or  March,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Scott,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ala- 
bama,  to  Prieat*s  Orders,  in  Christ  Church,  New-Orleans. 

The  residue  of  the  month  of  March  and  m  of  April,  was  occupied  on  the 
river  coast  and  bayous,  where  I  found  several  pol«ts  of  interest  unoccupied,  and 
demanding  the  attention  of  the  Church  in  ita  Missionary  operations.  On  the  1st 
of  May,  I  waa  again  at  home  with  my  family. 

Thus,  since  my  last  visitation,  I  have  baptized  43  person,  confirmed  42,  or- 
dained two  Deacons  to  the  Order  of  the  Pnesthood,  celebrated  three  mairiagesy 
and  consecrated  two  churches. 

The  amount  of  service  of  a  ministerial  character,  rendered  by  me,  \>Mides  the 
celebration  of  Divine  aervice  and  preachioff,  since  my  consecration  to  the  Missionary 
Episcopate,  will  then  be — Bsptisms,  71 ;  Confirmationa,  199  ;  persons  advanced  to 
the  Deaconate,  1  ^  to  the  Prieathood,  3 ;  Marrisges,  3  ;  Churcnes  Consecrated,  5. 

I  have  endeavored  thus,  aa  briefly  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  requisition  of 
the  Csnoo,  and  nature  of  the  subject,  to  submit  to  you  an  account  of  my  pro- 
eeedings  during  the  three  years  last  past,  and  to  exhibit  the  atate  and  condition  of 
my  field  of  labor.  The  vast  extent  of  the  field,  the  dispersed  condition  of  the 
population,  and  the  absence  of  facilities  for  communicating  with  the  difierent 
parte  of  it,  have  made  the  labor  very  great,  and  the  apparent  reaulta  far  less  than  I 
could  have  deaired.  I  have  felt  that  I  was  engaged  in  the  work  of  a  pioneer,  and 
that  the  aeeds  I  was  sowing,  caat  in  aa  I  trust  in  faith,  would,  under  the  watering 
of  my  successors,  and  the  blessing  of  God,  spring  up  in  due  time  and  bring  forth 
fhiits  unto  eternal  life.

Aet.  10.  Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  application  therefrom,  may  be 
consecrated,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  signified  to  the  presiding  Bishop ;  he,  thereupon  taking  order  for  the  same, 
and  they,  being  satisfied  that  the  person  designated  for  the  office  has  been  duly 
chosen,  and  properly  qualified.  The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this  Church. 
Such  Bishops,  so  consecrat^,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or 
Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  Sutes,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in  said  States.  Vide 
Journal,  pp.  82,  135.

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CONSTITUTION 

I 

OF   THS 

PROTESTANT    EPISCOPAL   CHURCH 

IN  THE  UNITBD  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 
Adopted  in  General  Convention^  in  Philadelphia,  October ^  1789. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

There  ehall  be  a  General  ConTention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  Sutes  of  America,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  in  every  third  year, 
from  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-one,  and  in  such 
place,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Convention ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  an 
epidemic  disease,  or  any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  necessary  to  alter  the  place 
filed  on  for  any  such  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  presiding  Bishop  shall  nave 
it  in  his  pawer  to  appoint  another  convenient  place  (as  near  as  may  be  to  the  place 
so  fixed  on)  for  the  holding  of  such  Convention ;  and  special  meetings  may  be 
called  at  other  times,  in  the  manner  hereafter  to  be  provided  for  ;  and  this  Church, 
in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
represented,  before  they  shall  proceed  to  business  ;  except  that  the  representation 
from  two  Dioceses  shall  be  sufficient  to  adjourn :  and  in  all  business  of  the  Con- 
vention, freedom  of  debate  shall  be  allowed. 

ARTICLE  If. 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both  the 
Clergy  and  the  Laity,  which  representation  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  deputies, 
not  exceeding  four  of  each  order,  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese ;  and  in 
all  questions,  when  required  by  the  Clerical  and  Lay  representation  from  any  Dio- 
cese, each  order  shall  have  one  vote ;  and  the  majority  of  sufirages  by  Dioceses 
shall  be  conclusive  in  each  order,  provided  such  msjority  comprenend  a  majority 
of  the  Dioceses  represented  in  that  order.  The  conciirrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  If  the  Convention  of  any  Dio* 
cese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  sppoint  Clerical  Deputies,  or  if  they  should  neg- 
lect or  decline  to  appoint  Lay  Deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of  either  order  appointed, 
should  neglect  to  attend,  or  bo  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other  accident,  such 
Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  considered  as  duly  represented  by  such  deputy  or 
deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  Lay  or  Clerical.  And  if,  through  the  neglect  of 
the  Convention  of  any  of  the  Churches  which  shall  have  adopted,  or  may  hereafter 
adopt,  this  Constitution,  no  Deputies,  either  Lay  or  Clerical,  should  attend  at  any 
General  Convention,  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by 
the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Bishops  of  this  Church,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more,  shall,  whenever 
General  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  House,  with  a  right  to  originate  and 
propose  acts,  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies,  composed  of  Clergy 
and  Laity  ;  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Deputies,- 
the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  negative 
thereupon  ;  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  be  authenticated  b^  both  Houses. 
And  in  all  cases,  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  signify  to  the  Convention  their  appro* 
bation  or  disapprobation  (the  latter  with  their  reasons  in  writing)  within  three  days 
after  the  proposed  act  shall  have  been  reported  to  them  for  concurrtnce  f  tod  in 
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failare  thereof,  it  shall  have  the  operatioD  of  a  law.  Bat  until  there  ahall  be  three 
or  more  Bi«hop«,  as  aforesaid,  any  Bishop  attending  a  General  CooTentioo  shall 
be  a  Doember  ex  officio^  and  shall  vote  with  the  Clerical  Deputies  of  the  Diocese  to 
which  he  belongs  ;  and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  such  rales 
as  shsU  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church  shall  confine  the  exorcise  of  his  Episcopal  office  to  his  proper  Diocese  or 
district,  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  the 
Episcopal  office,  by  any  church  destitute  of  a  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  part  of  the  United  States,  or  any  Terri- 
tory thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on  acce- 
ding to  this  Constitution  ;  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or  more  exist- 
ing Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  followin/r  restrictions. 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any  other  Dio- 
cese, nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses,  or 
parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  each 
of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Cyonvention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain  less  than  eight  thou- 
sand square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty  Presbyters,  who  have  been  for  at  least 
one  year  canonically  resident  within  the  bounds  of  such  new  Diocese,  regularly 
settled  in  a  Parish  or  Congregstion,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop.  Nor  shaU 
such  new  Diocese  be  formed,  if  thereby  any  eiisting  Diocese  shall  be  so  reduced 
as  to  contain  less  than  eight  thousand  square  miles,  or  less  than  thirty  Presbyters, 
who  have  been  residing  therein,  and  settled  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  of  the 
Diocese  divided,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall  there- 
upon become  the  Diocesan  thereof  And  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one, 
may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached  ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one  elected  by 
the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratified  by  the 
General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  so  divided,  except  as  local  circumstances  may  prevent, 
until  the  same  msy  be  altered  in  either  Diocese  by  the  Convention  thereof.  And 
whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out  of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the 
new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the 
said  existing  Dioceses,  to  which  the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  be  • 
longed  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by 
the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  trying  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Convention. 
The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only.  In 
every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons,  may  be  instituted  by 
the  Convention  of  the  Diocese.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  sentence  of 
admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  from  the  Ministry,  on  any  ClergynuD, 
whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  Holy  Orders,  until  he  shall  have  been  examined 
by  the  Bishop,  and  by  two  Preebyters,  and  shall  have  exhibited  such  testioonials 
and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons,  in  that  case  provided,  may  direct.  Nor  shall 
anv  person  be  ordained  until  he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following  declaration : 

'"  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptnres  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the 
Word  of  God,  and  to  contain  all  things  necessary  to  aalTUion ;  end  I  do  eolenuily 
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engage  to  confonn  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States." 

No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  as  a  Min- 
ister 01  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  trae  Canon  or  Canons  in  that 
case  provided,  and  have  also  subscribed  the  aforesaid  declaration. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  Articles  of  Religion,  and  a  Form  and  Manner  of 
Making,  Ordaining  and  Consecrating  Bishops,  Priests  and  Deacons,  when  estab- 
lished by  this  or  a  future  General  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this  Constitution.  No 
alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  or  other 
offices  of  the  Church,  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,  unless  the  same  shall  be  pro- 
posed in  one  General  Convention,  and  by  a  resolve  thereof  made  known  to  the 
Convention  of  every  Diocese,  and  adopted  at  the  subsequent  General  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  unless  in  General  Convention,  by  the 
Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  may  have  adopted  the  same  ;  and  all 
alterations  shall  be  first  proposed  in  one  General  Convention,  and  made  known  to 
the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  before  they  shall  be  finally  agreed  to,  or  ratified 
in  the  ensuing  General  Convention. 

Done  in  the  General  Convention  of  the  BishopSj  Clergy^  and  Laity  of  the 

of  the  Church,  the  2d  day  of  October,  1789. 


NoTS. — When  the  Constitution  was  originally  adopted,  in  August,  1789,  the 
first  article  provided  that  the  Triennial  Convention  should  be  held  on  the  firet 
Tuesday  in  August.  At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Convention,  held  in  Octo- 
ber of  the  same  year,  it  was  provided  that  the  second  Tuesday  in  September,  in 
every  third  year,  should  be  the  time  of  meeting.  The  time  was  agsin  changed  to 
the  third  Tuesday  in  May,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1804. — See  Bioren*B 
edition  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  1817,  pp.  61,  75,  and  216. 

The  first  article  was  put  into  its  present  form  at  the  General  Convention  of  1841. 

The  third  article  was  so  altered  by  the  General  Convention  of  1808,  as  to  give 
the  House  of  Bishops  a  full  veto  upon  the  proceedings  of  the  other  House. — Sea 
Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  pp.  248,  249. 

The  second  sentence  of  the  eighth  article  was  adopted  at  the  General  Convention 
or  1811. — See  Journals  of  General  Convention,  p.  274. 

The  words,  **  or  the  Articles  of  Religion,*'  were  added  to  the  eighth  article  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1829. 

The  fifth  article  was  put  into  its  present  form  at  the  General  Convention  of  1838. 

The  same 'Convention  adopted  the  following  alterations. — See  Journal  of  Gene- 
ral Convention  of  1838,  p.  24.

Sect.  1.  Every  Bishop  elect,  before  his  consecration,  shall  produce  to  the  House 
of  Bishops,  from  the  Convention  by  whom  he  is  elected,  evidence  of  such  election, 
and  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General  Convention,  evidence 
of  their  approbation  of  his  testimonials,  and  of  their  assent  to  his  consecration,  and 
also  certificates  respectively,  in  the  following  words :  such  certificates,  in  both 
cases,  to  be  signed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
composing  the  State  Convention,  or  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
as  the  case  may  be.  The  same  evidence  of  election  by,  and  the  same  certificate 
from  the  Members  of,  the  State  Convention,  shall  be  presented  to  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General  Convention. 

TesHnumy  from  the  Members  of  the  Convention  in  the  Diocese  from  whence  the 

Person  is  recommettded  for  Consecration, 

We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  fully  sensible  how  important  it  is  that  the 
sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be  unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality  or 
affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  testify,  that  A.  B.  .is  not,  so  far  aa 
we  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report,  either  for  error  in  religion  or  for  vici- 
i>asnes8  in  life  ^and  that  wo  do  not  know  or  believe  there  is  any  impediment  oa 
account  of  wh  A  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that  holy  office.  We  do  move* 
prer  jointly  aiid  severally  declare,  that  we  do  in  onr  eonacience  belieye  him  t^ 
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l>6  of  BQch  sufBeiency  in  good  loaroiDg,  mch  floandaets  in  the  faitli»  and  of  sodi 
▼irtnoos  and  paro  maoaeFB,  and  godiy  condonation,  that  ho  is  apt  and  meet  to 
ozeicise  the  ofEce  of  a  Bishop,  to  the  honor  of  Grod  and  the  edifying  of  his  Chaich, 
and  to  be  a  wholesome  example  to  the  flock  of  Christ. 

The  abdye  certificate  shall  be  presentod  to  the  House  of  Clerical  «nd  LayPepa- 
ties  in  General  Convention. 

Ttatimony  from  the  House  of  CUriad  and  Lay  Deputies  in  General  Convention. 

We,  whose  names  are  anderwritton,  fully  sensible  how  important  it  is  that  the 
sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be  unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded 
that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality  or 
•affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  testify,  that  A.  B.  is  not,  bo  far  as 
we  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report,  either  for  error  in  religion  or  for  vici- 
ousness  of  life ;  and  that  we  do  not  luiow  or  beiieTO  there  is  any  impediment  on 
account  of  which  he  ouffht  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that  holy  office  ;  but  that  he 
hath,  as  we  believe,  led  his  life  for  three  years  last  past,  piously,  soberly,  and 
honestly.' 

Sect.  2.  If  the  Honse  of  Bishops  consent  to  the  consecration,  the  presiding 
Bishop,  with  any  two  Bishops,  may  proceed  to  perform  the  same,  or  any  three 
Bishops,  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the  tebtimoniala. 


CANON  IV. 

Vf  Standing  Committees, 

(Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  sixth  of  1789 ;  the  second  of  1795,  and  the  fourth  and 

twenty-fovnh  of  1808.] 

Sect.  1.  In  every  Diocese  there  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee^  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Convention  thereof,  whose  duties,  except  so  far  as  provided  for  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  the  res- 
pective Dioceses.  They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary. They  may  meet  on  their  own  adjoamment,  from  time  to  time ;  and  the 
President  shall  have  power  to  summon  special  meetings  whenever  he  shall  deem 
it  necessary* 

Sect.  3.  In  every  Diocese  ^here  there  is  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
ehall  be  a  council  of  advice  to  the  Bishop.  Thoy  shall  be  summoned  on  the  requi- 
sition of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wish  for  their  advice.  And  they  may  meet 
of  their  own  accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when  they  may  be  disposed 
to  advise  the  Bishop. 

Sect.  3.  Where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  is  the  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  for  all  purposes  declared  in  these  Canons. 

CANON  V. 

Of  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  during  the  Recess  of  the  General  Convention. 

{Fomer  Canons  on  this  snbject  were  the  second  of  1799 ;  the  fifth  of  1806,  and  the  aizth  of  1810.] 

Sect.  1.  If  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Church,  in  any 
Diocese,  should  be  desirous  of  the  Consecration  of  a  Bishop  elect,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Church  in  aoch  Diocese  may,  by  their  President,  or  by  some 
person  or  persons  specially  sppointed,  communicate  the  desire  to  the  Standing 
Committees  of  the  Churches  in  the  different  Dioceses,  together  with  copies  of  the 
necessary  testimonials  ■.  and  if  the  major  number  of  the  Standing  Committees  shall 
;Cpn«ent  to  the  proposed  Consecration,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
conoemed,  shall  forward  the  evidence  of  suck  consent,  together  with  other  testi- 
monials, to  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  or  in  case  of  his  death, 
to  the  Bishop  who,  according  t«)  the  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  to  preside 
at  the  next  Genetal  Convention,  who  shall  communicate  the  same  to  all  the  Bishops 
fif  this  Church  in  the  United  States ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  consent  to 
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the  ConsecntioDy  tlie  Pratidiiig  Bithop,  or  Bishop  aforoMid,  with  any  two  Bithops, 
may  procted  to  perform  the  same ;  or  aoy  throe  JBiahope  to  whom  he  may  commu- 
nicate the  testimonials. 

Sect.  2.»  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  different  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Hoase  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in 
Oennral  Conventiou ;  and  withpot  the  aforesaid  requisites,  no  Consecration  shall 
take  place  dorinv  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention.  Bat  in  case  the  election 
of  a  Bishop  shall  take  place  within  a  year  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, all  matters  relative  to  the  Consecration  shall  be  deferred  until  the  said 
meeting. 

CANON   VI. 

'  Of  Atsistani  Bishops. 
[Tht  fonMr  Cmoii  on  Uu«  nbjeot  wm  ih«  ilftli  of  18S9.] 

When  a  Bishop  of.  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  other  permanent 
cause  of  infirmity,  to  dischsrge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant  EKsbop  may  be 
elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  who  shall  m  all  cases  succeed  the  Bishop  in 
case  of  surviving  him.  The  Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform  such  Episcopal  duties, 
and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority  in  the  Diocese,  as  the  Bishop  shaU  assign  to 
him ;  and  in  case  of  the  Bishop's  mability  to  assign  such  duties  declarrHi  by  the 
Convention  of  thu  Diocese,  the  Assistant  Bishop  shall,  daring  such  inability,  per- 
form all  the  duties,  and  exercise  all  the  authorities  which  appertain  to  the  office  of 
Bishop.  No  person  shall  be  Elected  or  Consecrated  a  Sunragan  Bishop,  nor  shall 
there  be  more  than  one  Assistant  Bishop  in  a  Diocese  at  the  same  time. 


CANON   VII. 

Of  the  performance  of  Episcopal  Duties  in  vacant  Dioceses,

CANON  vin. 

Of  the  Age  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  or  Consecrated. 
[Former  Ceiions  oa  thw  sabject  were  the  fourth  of  1780 :  the  third  of  1705,  end  the  itxth  of  1806.1 

Deacon's  Orders  shsll  not  be  conferred  on  any  person  until  he  shall  be  twenty- 
one  years  old,  nor  Priest's  Orders  on  any  one  until  he  shall  be  twenty-four  years 
old.  And  no  Deacon  shall  be  ordained  Priest,  unless  he  shall  havs  been  a  Deacon 
one  year,  except  for  reasonable  causes  it  shall  otherwise  seem  good  unto  the  Bishop. 
No  man  shall  be  consecrated  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  be  thirty  years 
old. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  Candidates  for  Orders. 

[Repealed  by  the  fourth  Caaon  of  1838.] 


CANON  X. 

Of  the  CondwU  required  in  Candidates  for  Orders. 

[The  former  Canon  on  thie  eabject  was  the  eighth  of  1806.] 

The  Bishop,  or  other  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  who  may  have  the  sufiermteodenee 
of  Candidates  for  OrdM's,  shall  take  care  that  they  pursue  their  studies  diligently, 
and  under  proper  direction,  and  that  they  do  not  indulge  in  any  vain  or  trifling  con- 
duct, or  in  any  amusements  most  liable  to  be  abased  to  licentiousness,  or  unfavor- 
able to  that  seriousness,  and  to  those  pious  and  studious  habits,  which  become  those 
who  are  preparing  for  the  holy  miaistry. 
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CANON  XL 
Of  Caandiialea  for  Orders  toko  are  Lay  Readerg. 
[Fonaar  Cahom  on  this  rabject  wen  the  tenth  of  1804,  and  the  nineteenth  of  1806.3 
No  Candidtte  for  Holy  Orders  shall  take  upon  himself  to  perform  the  serrice  of 
the  Church,  but  by  a  license  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical 
Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  sach  Candidate  may 
wish  to  perform  the  service.'   And  such  Candidate  shall  snbmit  to  all  the  regula- 
tions which  the  Bishop  or  said  Clerical  Members  may  prescribe ;  he  shall  not  use 
the  absolution  or  benediction  ;  he  shall  not  assume  the  dress  appropriate  to  Clergy- 
men ministering  in  tha  congregation  ;  and  shall  officiate  from  the  desk  only  ;  he 
shall  conform  to  the  directions  of  the  Bishop  or  said  Clerical  Members,  as  to  the 
sermons  or  homilies  to  be  read  ;  nor  shall  any  Lay  Reader  deliver  sermons  of  his 
own  composition ;  nor,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinary  emergency,  or  very  peculiar 
expediency,  peiform  any  part  of  the  senrice,  when  a  Clergyman  is  present  in  the 
congregation. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  Candidate*  who  may  be  refused  Orders. 
[Fonaer  Canou  on  this  snbject  were  the  ninth  of  1804,  and  the  sizteeath  ef  1806.] 

No  Bishop  shiill  ordain  any  Candidate,  until  he  has  inquired  of  him  whether  he 
has  ever,  directly  or  indirectly,  applied  for  Orders  in  any  other  Diocese ;  and  if  the 
Bishop  has  reason  to  believe,  that  the  Candidate  has  been  refused  Orders  in  any 
other  Diocese,  be  shall  write  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  to  know  whether  any  just  cause  exists,  why  the  Can- 
didate should  not  be  Ordained.  When  any  Bishop  rejects  the  applicstion  of  any 
Candidate  for  Orders,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  Bishop  of  every 
Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee.

CANON  XIV.

Of  the  Testimonials  to  be  produced  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  sabject  were  the  sixth  of  1780 ;  the  fourth  of  1708 ;  the  second  of  170S, 

and  the  ISth  of  1808.] 

Sbct.  1.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  Deacon  or  Priest  in  this  Church,  unless  he 
exhibit  to  the  Bishop  the  following  testimonials  from  the  Standmg  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained,  which  recommendation  shall  be  signed 
by  the  names  of  a  msjority  of  all  the  Committee,  the  Committee  being  duly  con- 
Tened,  and  shall  be  in  the  following  worde  i 

"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  testify,  that  A.  B.-hath  laid  before 
u«  satifihctory  teetimoniala,  that  for  the  space  of  three  years  last  past,-  he  hath  Uve4 
piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ;  and  hath  not  written,  taught,  or  heM  any  thing  con- 
trary to  the  doctrine  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  and  more- 
over, we  think  him  a  person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of ^. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hert  onto  set  oer  bands,  this  — ^  day  of .— ^-^  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  — ." 
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Sbct.  2.  Bat  before  a  Sttodiog  ComnuUee  shall  proceed  to  reeonunend  anj 
Candidate,  aa  aforesaid,  to  the  Bishop,  sach  Candidate  shall  produce  from  the  Min- 
ister and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  where  he  resides,  or  from  the  Vestry  alone,  if  the 
Parish  be  vacant,  or  if  the  applicant  be  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  a  Deacon  de- 
sirous of  Priest's  Orders  ;  or,  if  there  be  no  Vestry,  from  at  least  twelve  reapectaUe 
persons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chntch,  testimonials  of  his  piety,  good  morale, 
and  orderly  conduct,  in  the  following  form : — **We,  whoee  aantes  are  hereooder 
written,  do  testify,  from  evidence  satisfactory  to  us,  that  A.  B.,  for  the  space  of 
three  years  last  past,  hath  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly  ;  and  hath  not,  so 
far  as  we  know  or  believe,  written,  taught,  or  held  any  thing  contrary  to  the  doc- 
trine or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church ;  and  moreover,  we  think 
him  a  person  worthj  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of     '     .    In  witness 

whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  hands,  this ^day  of ,  in  the  year  of 

our  Lord .*'    He  shall  also  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  teatimooials, 

signed  by  at  least  one  respectable  Presbyter  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  la

person  worthy  to  be  admitted  to  the  Sacred  Order  of .      This  testimonial  te 

founded  on  my  personal  knowledge  of  the  said  A.  B.  for  one  year  hat  past,  and  for 
the  residue  of  the  said  time  upon  evidence  that  ie  satisfactory  to  me.    In  witness 

whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand,  this day  of ,  in' the  year  of  our 

Lord .'* 

Sect.  3.  But  in  case  a  Candidate,  from  some  peculiar  circumstances  not  affect- 
ing his  pious  or  moral  charscter,  should  be  unable  to  procure  lestimonials  from  the 
Minister  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  where  he  resides,  the  Standing  Committee  may 
accept  testimonials  of  the  purport  above  stated,  from  at  leaat  twelve  respectable 
members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  from  at  least  one  respectable 
Presbyter  of  the  said  Church,  who  has  been  personally  acquainted  with  the  Can- 
didate for  at  least  one  year. 

Sbct.  4.  Every  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  who  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Standing  Committee  of  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop,  if  he  have  reeided  for 
the  greater  part  of  the  three  years  last  past  Within  the  Diocese  of  any  Bishop,  shall 
apply  to  such  Bishop  for  Ordination.  And  such  Candidate  shall  produce  the  usual 
testimonials,  as  well  from  the  Committee  of  the  Dioceee  iv  which  he  has  reaided, 
as  from  the  Committee  of  the  Choreh  m  the  Dioceee  for  which  he  ie  tebe  ordained. 

StoT.  5.  In  the  case  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Orders,  who  has  been  ordained 
a  Deacon  within  three  years  preceding,  the  testimonials  above  preaciibed  may  be 
so  altered  as  to  extend  to  such  portion  only  of  the  three  years  preceding  his  appli- 
cation for  Priest*s  Orders,  as  have  elapeed  since  his  Ordination  as  Deacon  ;  auo  the 
Standing  Committee  shall  allow  the  testimonials  so  altered  the  same  effect  as  if  in 
the  form  prescribed,  and  shall  sign  their  own  testimonial  in  such  altered  form,  with 
the  same  effect  ae  iif  in  the  form  above  prescribed,  unless  some  circumstaBce  shall 
have  occurred  that  tends  to  invalidate  the  force  of  the  evidence  on  which  the  Can- 
didate waa  ordained  Deacon^ 


CANON  XVI.

in  states  or  territories  in  which  it  has  been  adopted  ;  and  m  such  cases,  every  Csn- 
didate  shall  produce  to  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  may  apply  for  Holy  Orders,  the  re- 
quisite testimonisls,  subscribed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  inte^ 
which  he  has  come. 
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CANON  XVII. 
Of  Deacons. 
[The  fonner  CaaoA  <m  this  labject  was  the  thirteenth  of  1806.  j 
Every  Deacon  shall  be  subject  to  the  rejpilations  of  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  for 
which  he  is  ordained,  unless  he  receive  letters  of  dismission  therefrom  to  the  Bishop, 
or  ecclesiastical  authority  of  some  other  Diocese,  and  be  thereupon  received  as  a 
Clergyman  of  such  other  Diocese ;  and  be  shall  officiate  in  such  places  as  the  Bishop 
or  the  said  Clerical  Members  may  direct.    It  is  hereby  recommended,  that  at  the 
time  a  Candidate  is  finally  examined  for  Deacon*s  Orders,  the  Bishop  shall  assign 
to  him  in  writing,  the  subjects  or  studies  on  which  it  is  expedient  that  he  should  be 
particularly  examined  before  being  ordained  Prieat,  and  with  that  view  name  also 
some  author  who  has  treated  of  such  subjects  or  studies  from  among  the  works  re- 
commended W  the  House  of  Bishops.    And  the  said  Deacon  shall  deliver  this  docu- 
ment to  the  Bishop  who  examines  nim  for  Fneat's  Orders. 

CANON  xvni. 

Of  the  JPrepturatcry  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Pries fs  Orders. 
[The  fonner  Canon  on  thia  aubjeeC  waa  the  eloTenth  of  1806.] 

A  Candidate  for  Priest*s  Orders  shall,  before  his  Ordination,  be  required  to  un- 
dergo an  examination  in  presence  of  the  Bishop,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  to  be 
named  by  him,  on  any  leading  studies  prescribed  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

CANON  XIX. 
Of  the  Titles  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained  Priests. 
[Fonner  Canons  on  this  sahject  were  the  fifth  of  178B,  and  the  thirteenth  oi^l808.] 
No  person  shall  be  ordained  Priest,  unless  he  shall  produce  to  the  Bishop  a  satis- 
factory Certificate  from  some  Church,  Pariah,  or  Congregation,*  that  he  is  engaged 
with  them,  and  that  they  will  receive  him  as  their  Minister,  or  unless  he  be  a  Mis- 
sionary under  the  ecclesisstical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs  ;  or 
in  the  employment  of  some  Missionary  Society  recognized  by  the  General  Conven- 
tion ;  or,  unless  he  be  engaged  as  a  Professor,  Tutor,  or  Instructor  of  Youth,  in 
some  College,  Academy,  or  other  Seminary  of  Learning,  duly  incorporated. 

CANON  XX. 
Of  the  Times  of  Ordination. 
[Ftfnner  Canoia  on  this  snlijeot  were  the  eighth  of  1789,  and  the  fifteenth  of  1808.] 
Agreeably  to  the  practice  of  the  primitive  Church,  the  Stated  Times  of  Ordina- 
tion shall  be  on  the  Sundays  following  the  Ember  Weeks,  viz  :  the  second  Sunday 
in  Lent,  the  Feast  of  Trinity,  and  the  Sundays  ndex  the  Wednesdays  following  the 
14th  day  of  September,  and  the  13th  of  December.     Occasional  Ordinations  may 
be  held  at  such  other  times  as  the  Bishop  shall  appomt. 

CANON  XXI. 

Of  those  who  have  Officiated  as  Ministers  among  other  Denominations  of  Christians, 

and  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church. 
[Repealed  by  the  third  Canon  of  1885.1 

CANON  XXII. 

Of  Clergymen  Ordained  for  Foreign  Parts.  - 
[The  finraMr  Caaott  on  this  subject  was  the  eighteenth  of  1806.] 

No  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  ordain  any  person  to  Officiate  in  any  Congrega- 
tion or  Chiiich  deatitnte  ef  a  Bishop,  sitaated  without  the  jurisdiction  of.  these

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United  States,  nntU  the  usual  teetimony  from  the  Standing  Cominittee,  fraoded 
upon  sufficient  evidence  of  ha  soundness  in  the  faith,  and  of  his  pious  and  moral 
chtfacter,  has  been  obtained  ;  nor  until  the  Candidate  has  been  WMMnw  on  the 
studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church.  And  should  any  such  Clegyman 
so  ordained,  wish  to  settle  in  any  Congregation  of  this  Church,  he  must  dbtam  a 
Special  License  therefor  from  the  Bishop,  and  officiate  as  a  Plcobationer  for  at  ieart 
one  year. 

CANON  XXIII.

CANON  XXIV. 
Of  Ministers  CeUbraHng  Divine  Service  in  a  Foreign  Language. 
[The  former  Canon  on  tliis  ■abject  wu  the  lixth  of  1829.] 
When  a  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to  be  regulariy 
ordained,  shall  be  called  to  a  Church  of  this  Communion,  in  which  Divine  service 
is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  he  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  in  which  such  Church  is  situated,  acting  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Sunding  Committee,  or  with  the  unanimous  approbation  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  and  on  complying  with  the  other  requisitions  of 
the  Canons,  settle  in  the  said  Church,  as  the  Minister  thereof,  without  having  re- 
sided one  year  in  the  United  States,  any  thing  in  the  twenty-third  Canon  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.    And  when  a  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
who  has  been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  of  any  other  denomination  of 
Christians,  applies  for  Oniers  in  this  Church,  on  the  ground  of  a  call  to  a  Church 
in  which  Divine  service  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  IsDguage,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  said  Church  belongs,  may,  on  sufficient  evidence 
of  fitness  according  to  the  Canons,  and  by  a  unanimous  vote  at  a  meeting  duly  con- 
vened, recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  for  Orders,  and  the  Bishop  may  then  ordain 
him,  and  he  may  be  settled  and  instituted  into  the  said  Church,  without  his  pro- 
ducing a  testimonial  to  his  character  by  a  Clergyman,  from  his  personal  knowledge 
of  him  for  one  year,  and  without  his  having  been  a  year  resident  in  this  country, 
any  thing  in  any  other  Canon  of  this  Church  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Providedy  That  in  both  of  the  above  cases,  the  person  applying  produce  a  Certifi- 
cate, signed  by  at  least  four  respectable  members  of  this  Church,  that  they  have 
satisfactory  reason  to  believe  the  testimonials  to  his  religious,  moral,  and  llteiary 
qualifications,  to  be  entitled  to  full  credit. 

CANON  XXV. 
Of  Episcopal  Visitations. 

>    [Former  Canons  on  thia  subject  were  the  third  of  1789 :  the  first  of  1795 ;  the  fodith  of  1801,  and 

the  twentieth  of  1808i1 

Scot.  1.  Every  Bishop  in  this  Church  shall  visit  the  Churches  within  his  Dio- 
cese, for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  his  Church,  inspecting  the  behavior 
of  his  Clergy,  and  administering  the  apostolic  rite  of  Confirmation.  And  it  is 
deemed  proper,  that  such  visitations  be  made  once  in  three  years  at  least,  by  every 
Bishop,  to  every  Church  within  his  Diocese,  which  shall  make  provision  for  defray- 
ing the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop  at  such  visitation.  And  it  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  and  Vestry  of  every  Church  or  Congregation 
to  make  such  provision  accordingly. 

SicT.  2.  But  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  to  enable  the  Bishop  to  make  the  afore- 
said visitations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clergy,  in  such  reasonable  rotation  as  may 
be  devised,  to  officiate  for  him  in  any  Parochial  duties  which  belong  to  him. 

Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  keep  a  register  of  his  proceedings 
at  every  visitation  of  his  Diocese. 
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CANON  XXVI. 

Of  the  Duly  of  Minisierg  in  regard  to  Episcopal  Visitaticru, 

rPonttfSr  Caaoiui  on  this  nibjoet  were  the  •lerenth  of  ]780»  mod  the  twonty-flnt  of  1806.] 

SicT.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  to  prepare  young  persons  and  others 
for  the  Holy  Ordinance  of  Confirmation.  And  on  notice  being  received  from  the 
Bishop,  of  his  intention  to  visit  any  Church,  which  notice  shall  be  at  least  one  month 
before  the  intended  visitation,  the  Minister  shall  give  immediate  notice  to  his  Pa* 
riahioners  individually,  as  opportunity  may  offer ;  and  also  to  the  Congregation  on 
the  first  occasion  of  public  worship  after  the  receipt  of  said  notice.  And  he  shall 
be  ready  to  present,  for  Confirmation,  such  persons  as  he  shall  think  properly  quali- 
fied :  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Bishop  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  Confirmed. 

Sbct.  2.  And  at  every  visitation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  and  of  the 
Church  Wardens  or  Vestry,  to  give  information  to  the  Bishop  of  the  state  of  the 
Congregation,  nnder  such  heads  as  shall  have  been  committed  to  them  in  the  notice 
given  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  3.  And  further,  the  Ministers  and  Church  Wardens  of  such  Congreffations 
as  cannot  be  conveniently  visited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  at 
the  stated  meeting  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  information  of  the  state  of  the 
Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  shall  have  been  committed  to  them,  at  least  one 
month  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XXVII. 

Of  Episcopal  Charges  and  Pastoral  Letters. 

[Tho  fomer  Caaon  on  this  anbject  wm  Uio  twenty-thixd  of  1808.] 

It  is  deemed  proper  that  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  shall  deliver,  at  least  ouce 
in  three  years,  a  Charge  to  the  Clergy  of  his  Diocese,  unless  prevented  by  reason- 
able eanse.  And  it  is  also  deemed  proper,  that  from  time  to  jime  he  shall  address 
to  the  people  of  his  Diocese,  Pastonl  Letters  on  some  points  of  Christian  doctrine, 
worship,  or  maimers. 

CANON  XXVIII. 

Of,  Parochial  Instruction. 

[The  fonn«r  Canon  on  thit  rabject  wis  the  twenty-second  of  1806.] 

The  Ministers  of  this  Church  who  have  charge  of  Parishes  or  Cures,  shall  not 

only  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  but  «hall  also,  by 

stated  Catechetical  Lectures  and  Instruction,  be  diligent  in  informing  the  youth 

and  others  in  the  Doctrines,  Constitution  and  Liturgy  of  the  Church. 

CANON  XXIX. 
Of  the  Duty  of  Ministers  to  keep  •  Register. 
(Fomer  CsaonB  on  thie  rabjact  w«»  the  fifteenth  of  1789,  and  the  fortieth  of  1808.] 
Sect.  1 .  Every  Minister  of  this  Chorch  shaH  keep  a  Rejpster  of  Baptisms, 
Confirmations,  Communicants,  Msiriages,  and  Funerals,  within  his  Cure,  agree- 
ably to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  where 
bis  Core  lies ;  and  if  none  *ach  be  provided,  then  in  such  manner  as,  in  his  discre- 
tion, he  shall  think  best  suited  to  the  uses  of  such  a  Register. 

.And  the  intention  of  the  Register  of  Baptisms,  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  as  for 
other  good  usee,  so  especially  for  the  proving  of  the  right  of  Church  Memberships 
of  those  who  may  have  been  admitted  into  this  Church  by  the  Holy  Ordinance  of 

Baptiem* 

5BCT.  2.  And  further,  every  Minister  of  this  Chorch  shall  make  out  and  con- 
tinue, as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all  families  and  adult  persons,  within  his  Core  ; 
to  remain  for  the  use  of  his  successor,  to  be  continued  by  him,  and  by  every  future 
Minister  in  the  same  Parish. 
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CANON  XXX. 
Of  the  EUciion  and  InstihUion  of  MinUtert  into  Parishes  of  Ckarehes. 

[FomMT  Canona  on  this  anbject  were  the  MTenteenth  of  1789 ;  the  third  of  1799 ;  the  tint  of 

1804 ;  the  twenty-ninth  of  1806,  and  the  aeoond  of  1814.] 

Sect.  1.  It  is  hereby  reqaired,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister  into  any 
Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop, 
or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  notict  of 
the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect :  * 

"  We,  the  Church  Wardens,  (or,  in  case  of  an  assistant  Minister,  We,  the 
Rector  and  Church  Wardens)  do  certify  to  the  Bight  Rev.  [naming  the  Bishop'\ 
or  to  the  Rev.  [naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,']  that  [fuaiung 
the  personyl  has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  [or,  Assutant  Minister,  as  the  case  ma^f 
he]  of  [naming  the  Parish,  or  Church,  or  Churches."] 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

Sbct.  2.  And  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied  that  the 
person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church,  the  Biahop,  or  the  Preei- 
dent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  transmit  the  said  Certificate  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose. 

Skct.  3.  But  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee,  be  not  satisfied  aa 
above,  he  or  they  shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  parties,  proceed  to  inquire  into  the 
sufiSciency  of  the  person  so  chosen,  according  to  such  rules  as  may  be  made  in  the 
respective  Dioceses,  and  shall  confirm  or  reject  the  appointment,  as  the  issue  of 
that  inquiry  may  be. 

SicT.  4.  And  if  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the  Bishop  or  President  of  the 
Standing  Committee  may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry,  proceed  to  have  him  in- 
stituted, according  to  the  office  established  by  this  Church,  if  that  office  be  need 
in  the  Diocese.  But  if  he  be  a  Deacon,  the  act  of  institution  shall  not  take  place 
till  after  he  shall  have  received  Priest's  Orders.  This  provision  concerning  the 
use  of  the  office  of  institution,  is  not  to  be  considered  as  applying  to  any  Cmigxe- 
gation  destitute  of  a  house  of  worship. 

CANON  XXXI. 
Of  the  ojgHciating  of  Ministers  of  this  Church  in  the  Churches,  or  within  the  Par 

rochial  Cures  of  other  Clergymen, 

[Formor  CanoiM  on  thia  rabject  were  the  aizth  of  1799 ;  the  fifth  and  aeventh  of  1706 ;  the  thirty- 

third  of  1808,  and  the  aerenth  of  1829.] 

No  Clergyman  belonging  to  this  Church  shall  officiate,  either  by  preaching,  read- 
ing prayers,  or  otherwiae,  in  the  Parish,  or  within  the  Parochial  Cure  of  another 
Clergyman,  unless  he  have  received  express  permission  for  that  purpose  from  the 
Mmister  of  the  Pariah  or  Cure,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  the  Church- Wardens  end 
Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the  Congregation.  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not 
defined  by  law  or  otherwise,  each  City,  Borough,  VUlage,  Town,  or  Township,  in 
which  there  is  one  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  or  Congregation,  or  mere  than 
one  such  Church  or  Congregation,  shall  be  held,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Canon, 
to  be  the  Parish  or  Parishes,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Clergyman  or  Clergy- 
men having  charge  of  said  Church  or  Churches,  Congregation  or  Congregations. 
But  if  any  Minister  of  a  Church  shall,  from  inability,  or  any  other  cause,  neglect 
to  perform  the  regular  services  to  his  Congregation,  and  shall  refuse,  without  good 
cause,  his  consent  to  any  other  Minister  of  this  Church  to  officiate  within  his  Cure, 
the  Church- Wardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  such  Congregation  shall,  on 
proof  of  such  neglect  and  refusal  before  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be 
ne  Bishop,  before  the  Standing  Committee,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be  de- 
puted by  him  or  them,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be,  by  tlie  regulations  of  this 
Church  in  any  Diocese,  vested  with  the  power  of  hearing  and  deciding  on  com- 
plaints against  Clergymen,  have  power  to  open  the  doors  of  their  Church  to  anv 
regular  Minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.    And  in  case  of  such  a  vici-

mtf  of  two  or  mora  Charches,  as  that  there  can  be  no  local  booodaries  drawn  be- 
tween their  reepective  Cures  or  Parishes,  it  is  hereby  ordained,  that  in  eveiy  each 
case  no  Minister  of  this  Church,  other  than  the  Parochial  Clergy  of  the  said  Cores, 
shall  preach  within  the  common  limits  of  the  same,  in  any  other  place  than  ur  one 
of  the  Churches  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  the  major  number  of  the  Parochial 
Clergy  of  the  said  Churches. 

CANON  XXXII. 

Of  Episcopal  Resignations. 

Whereas,  the  Resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese  is  to  be 
discountenanced,  but  circumstances  may  sometimes  create  an  exigency  which 
would  render  an  adherence  to  this  principle  inexpedient ;  it  is  hereby  declared  that 
the  Episcopal  Resignation  of  a  Diocese  may  take  place  under  the  following  re- 
strictions :  that  is  to  say — 

Sbct.  1.  A  Bishop  desiring  to  resign,  shall  declare  his  desire  to  do  so,  with  the 
reasons  therefor  in  writing,  and  under  his  band  and  seal,  to  his  Council  of  Advice, 
which  shall  record  the  said  writing,  and  send  a  copy  of  the  same  forthwith  to  every 
Clergyman  and  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

Sbct.  2.  At  the  next  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese,  held  not  less  than  three 
months  after  the  deliveiy  of  the  said  writing  to  the  Council  of  Advice,  the  pro- 
posed resignation  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  considered  ;  and  if  two-thirds  of  the  Cler- 
gy present,  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  and  two-thirds  of  the  Pa- 
rishes in  union  with  the  said  Convention,  and  entitled  to  a  vote,  and  at  that  time 
represented,  each  Parish  having  one  vote  by  its  Delegate  or  Delegates,  shall  con- 
sent to  the  proposed  resignation,  the  subject  shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Con- 
vention ;  but  otherwise,  the  tender  of  resignation  shall  be  void. 

Sbct.  3.  The  writing  aforesaid,  and  the  proceedings  of  the  Diocesan  Conven- 
tion consenting  to  the  resignation,  shall  be  laid  before  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies  at  the  next  General  Convention,  which  shall  have  cognizance  of  all 
matters  relating  to  them  ;  and  if  a  majority  of  each  order  of  that  House,  voting  by 
States,  shall  agree  to  the  measure,  the  said  writing  and  proceedings  shall  be  laid 
before  the  House  of  Bishops  of  that  Convention  ;  but  otherwise,  the  said  writing 
and  proceedings  shall  be  void. 

Sbct.  4.  The  said  writing  and  proceedings  being  laid  before  the  House  of  Bish- 
ops, it  shall  have  cognizance  of  all  matters  relating  to  them  ;  and  the  Bishop  who 
proposes  to  reeign,  may  sit  and  vote  as  before  in  that  House  ;  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  Members  present  of  that  House  shall  agree  tb  the  proposed  resignation,  the 
presiding  Bishop  shall  declare  that  it  is  confirmed ;  and  this  declaration  ahaU  be 
entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  House.  But  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  present  do 
not  agree  to  the  reaignation,  all  the  previous  jftroceeidings  shall  be  void. 

Sbot.  5.  If  no  meeting  of  the  General  Convention  is  expected  to  be  held  within 
one  year  of  the  sitting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  aforesaid,  the  President  of  the 
Standing  Committed  of  the  Diocese,  shall  transmit  copies  of  the  said  writing  and 
procuedmgs  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  to  the  Standing  Committees  of  all  the 
I^oceses  of  this  Church,  and  if  a  majority  of  them  consent  to  the  proposed  resig- 
nation, the  said  President  shall  transmit  copies  of  the  said  writing  and  proceedings, 
and  of  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees,  to  every  Bishop  of 
this  Church ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  shall  notify  the  senior  Bishop  of 
their  consent  to  the  proposed  resignation,  he  shall  declare,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
that  the  said  resignation  is  confirmed,  and  shall  transmit  the  said  declaration  to  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  concerned.  But  if  a  majority 
of  the  Bishops  do  not  notify  the  senior  Bishop  of  their  consent  to  the  measure 
within  six  months,  all  the  previous  proceedings  shall  be  void. 

Sbct.  6.  A  Bishop,  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
has  been  thus  confirmed,  shall  perform  no  Episcopal  act,  except  by  the  request  of 
the  Bishop  of  some  Diocese,  or -of  the  Convention,  or  the  Standmg  Committee  of  a 
vacant  Diocese.    And  if  the  said  Bishop  shall  perform  any  Episcopal  act  contrary 
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to  these  proTisions,  or  shall  in  any  wise  act  contrarjr  to  his  Christian  and  Episcopal 
character,  he  shall,  on  trial  and  proof  of  the  fact,  be  degraded  from  the  Ministry 
by  any  fire  Bishops,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  appointed  by  the  senior  Bishop 
of  this  Ghorch,  and  to  be  governed  by  their  own  rules  in  the  case  ;  and  notice  of 
the  same  shall  be  given  to  all  the  Bishops  and  Standing  Committees,  as  in  the  case 
of  other  degraded  Ministers. 

Sect.  7.  No  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jorisdiction  of  a  Diocese 
has  been  confirmed  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  a  seat  m  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Sect.  8.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  in  any  way  to  hare  the  Episcopal  charge  of  a 
Diocese,  is  still  subject,  in  all  matters,  to  the  authority  of  the  General  Conrention. 


CANON  XXXIII. 

Of  the  DistcltUion  of  all  Paatcral  Connection  between  Ministera  and  their  Con- 

gregations. 

[Fonner  Canons  on  this  sabjoet  wtn  the  second  of  1804,  and  the  thirtieth  of  1806.] 

Sbct.  1.  When  any  Minister  has  been  regularly  instituted  or  settled  in  a  Parish 
or  Church,  he  shall  not  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  in  case  of  his  dismission  without  such  concurrence, 
the  Vestry  or  Congregation  of  such  Parish  or  Church,  shall  hsTe  no  right  to  a 
representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  until  they  have  made  such  satis- 
faction as  the  Convention  may  require.  Nor  shall  any  Minister  leave  his  Congre- 
gation against  their  will,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
aforesaia ;  and  if  he  shall  leave  them  without  such  concurrence,  he  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  take  a  seat  in  any  Convention  of  this  Church,  or  be  eligible  into  any 
Church  or  Parish,  until  he  shall  have  made  such  satisfaction  as  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  of  the  Diocese  may  require. 

Sbct.  2.  In  the  case  of  the  regular  and  Canonical  dissolution  of  the  connection 
between  a  Minister  and  his  Congregation,  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  to  record 
the  same.  But  if  the  dissolution  of  the  connection  between  any  Minister  and  hia 
Congregation  be  not  regular  or  Canonical,  the  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee 
shall  lay  i&  same  before  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  in  order  that  the  above 
mentioned  penalties  may  take  effect. 

This  Canon  shall  not  be  obligatory  upon  those  Dioceses  with  whose  usages, 
laws,  or  charters,  it  interferes. 


CANON  XXXIV. 

Of  DiffercTices  between  Ministers  and  their  Congregations* 
CFormer  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  fourth  of  1804,  and  the  thirty-second  of  1806.] 

In  cases  of  controversy  between  Ministers  who  now,  or  may  hereaAer,  hold  the 
Rectorship  of  Churches  or  Parishes,  and  the  Vestry  or  Congregation  of  snch 
Churches  or  Parishes,  which  Controversies  are  of  such  a  nature  as  csnnot  he  set- 
tled by  themselves,  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  shall  mske  application  to  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention  of  the  same. 
And  if  it  appear  to  the  Bishop  and  a  msjority  of  the  Presbyters,  convened  after  a 
■ummons  of  the  whole  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be 
committed  to  them  by  the  Convention,  that  the  Controversy  has  proceeded  to  such 
lei^ths  as  to  preclude  all  hope  of  its  favorable  termination,  and  that  a  dissolution 
of  the  connection  which  exists  between  them  is  indispensably  necessary  to  restore 
the  peace,  and  promote  the  prosperity  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Pres- 
byters, or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention,  shall  re- 
commend to  such  Ministers  to  relinquish  their  titles  to  their  Rectorship,  on  soch 
coDditions  as  may  appear  reasonable  and  proper  to  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Pres-

byters,  oT)  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  ConTeption,  or  the  Sttodine  Committee  of 
the  Diocefe,  if  the  authority  shoald  be  committed  to  them  by  the  GonTontion. 
And  if  such  Rectors  or  GoDffregatbns  refuse  to  comply  with  such  recommeodatioDy 
the  Bishop  and  his  said  Presoyters,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Conventiont  ot 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  should  be  committed  to 
them  by  the  ConTention>  with  the  aid  and  consent  of  a  Bishop,  may,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, proceed,  acccurding  to  the  Canons  of  the  Chorch,  to  suspend  the  former 
from  the  exercise  of  any  Ministerial  Duties  within  the  Diooese,  and  prohibit  the 
latter  from  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  until  they  retract  such  refusal,  and  submit  to 
the  terms  of  the  recommendation :  and  any  Minister  so  suspended  i^all  not  be  per- 
mittedy  during  his  suspension,  to  exercise  any  Ministerial  Duties.  This  Canon 
shall  apply  also  to  the  cases  of  Assistant  Ministers  and  their  Congregations.

CANON  XXXVI. 

Of  the  Officiating  of  Persons  not  Ministers  of  this  Church. 
(Former  Canons  on  thie  lubject  were  the  fifth  of  1703,  and  the  thirty-fifth  <^  1806.) 

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Con^egation  of  this  Church, 
without  first  producing  the  evidences  of  his  being  a  Minister  thereof  to  the  Minis- 
ter, or,  in  case  of  vacancy  or  absence,  to  the  Church- Wardens,  Vestrymen,  or 
Trustees  of  the  Congregation. 

CANON  XXXVII. 
Of  Offences  for  which  Ministers  shall  be  Tried  and  Punished, 

[Fomer  Caaona  on  thia  aabject  were  the  thirteenth  of  1780,  the  firat  «f  1801 ;  the  twenty-aixth  of 

1808,  and  the  second  of  1899.] 

Sect.  1.  Every  Minister  shall  be  liable  to  presentment  and  trial,  for  any  crime 
or  gross  immorality,  for  disorderly  conduct,  for  drunkenness,  for  profane  swearing, 
for  frequenting  places  most  liable  to  be  abused  to  licentiousness,  and  for  violation 
of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  be- 
longs ;  and,  on  being  found  guilty,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or  degrad- 
*  ed,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  trial  takes  place,  until 
otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General  Convention. 

Sect.  2.  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  be  accused,  by  public  rumor,  of 
discontinuing  all  exercise  of  the  Ministerial  Office  without  lawful  cause,  or  of  liv- 
bg  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship,  or  of  the  holy  eucharist,  according  to 
the  offices  of  this  Church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  scandalous,  disorderly,  or  immond 
conduct,  or  of  violating  the  Canons  or  preaching  or  inculcating  heretical  doctrine, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Biehop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  see  that  an  inquiry  be  instituted  as  to  the  truth  of 
such  public  rumor.  And  in  case  of  the  individual  being  proceeded  against  and 
convicted,  according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Con- 
ventions of  the  respective  Dioceses,  he  shall  be  admonished,  suspended,  or  degrad- 
ed, as  the  nature  of  the  case  may  require,  in  conformity  with  their  respective  Con- 
stitutions and  Canons. 

CANON  XXXVIII. 
Of  a  Minister  declaring  that  he  will  no  longer  be  a  Minister  of  this  Church. 
[Fermer  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  second  of  1817 ;  the  seventh  of  1830,  and  the  third  ef  18B0  J 
If  any  Minister  of  this  Church,  against  whom  there  is  no  ecclesiastical  pro- 
ceeding instituted,  shall  declare  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs, 
or  to  any  ecclesiastical  authority  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen,  or,  where  ther^  is  no 
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Biihop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  hie  renoneiation  of  the  MinietiTy  and  hk  de- 
sign not  to  officiate  in  future  in  any  of  the  offices  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop,  or,  where  there  u  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Coomiittee,  to  record  the 
declaration  so  made.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  displace  him  firom 
the  Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or  three  Cler- 
gymen, that  the  person  so  declaring,  has  been  displaced  from  the  Ministry  in  this 
Church.  In  any  Diocese  in  which  tnere  is  no  Bishop,  the  same  sentence  may  be 
pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Dioceae,  iimted  by  the  Standing  Oon- 
mittee,  to  attend  for  that  purpose.  In  the  case  of  displacing  from  the  Ministry,  as 
above  proTided  for*  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  ^ive  notice  thereof  to 
every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  in  every  Dioeeae 
wherein  there  is  no  Bishop.  And  in  the  case  of  a  person  making  the  above  de- 
claration for  causes  not  affecting  his  moral  standing,  the  same  shallbe  declared. 

CANON  XXXIX. 
Of  Degradation  from  the  Ministry,  and  of  Publishing  the  Sentence  thereof • 
[Fanner  Cuunu  (m  this  tiibiMsk  wen  Um  Uuzd  of  170t,  sad  ths  twnty  levsath  of  1808.] 

Sect.  1.  When  ^any  Minister  is  degraded  from  the  holy  Ministry,  he  b  deffiid- 
ed  therefrom  entirely,  and  not  from  a  higher  to  a  lower  order  of  the  same.  Deno- 
sition,  displacing,  and  all  like  expressions,  are  the  same  as  degradation.  No 
degraded  Minister  shall  be  restored  to  the  Ministry. 

DBCT.  2.  Whenever  a  Clergyman  shall  be  degraded,  the  Bishop  who  nronoonces 
sentence  shall,  without  delay,  give  notice  thereof  to  every  Minister  ana  Vettry  in 
the  Diocese,  and  also  to  all  the  Biahopa  of  this  Church,  and  where  there  is  ne 
Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  XL.'

Sbot.  1.  If  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  in  any  Diocese  within  this  Union, 
shall,  in  any  other  Diocese,  conduct  himself  in  such  a  wav  as  is  contrary  to  the 
rules  of  this  Church,  and  disgraceful  to  his  office,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  such  offender  belongs,  exhibitlDg  with  the  infor- 
mation given,  the  proof  of  the  charges  made  against  him. 

SicT.  3.  If  a  Clergyman  shall  come  temporarily  into  any  Diocese  under  the 
imputation  of  having  elsewhere  been  guilty  of  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  by 
violation  of  the  Canons,  or  otherwise  ;  or  if  any  Clergyman,  while  sojourning  in 
any  Diocese,  shall  misbehave  in  any  of  these  respects,  the  Bishop,  upon  probable 
cause,  may  admonish  such  Clergyman,  and  forbia  him  to  officiate  m  tne  nid  Dio- 
cese. And  if,  after  such  prohibition,  the  said  Clergyman  so  officiate,  the  Bishop 
shall  give  notice  to  all  the  Clergy  and  Congregations  in  said  Diocese,  that  the 
officiating  of  the  said  Clergyman  is,  under  any  and  all  circumstances,  prohibited ; 
and  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the^Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to'^which  the  said  Clerffyman  belongs.  And 
such  prohibition  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  Bishop  of  the  first-named  Dio- 
cese be  satisfied  of  the  innocence  of  the  said  Clergyman,  or  until  he  be  acquitted 
on  trial.

All  persons  within  this  Church  shall  celebrate  and  keep  the  Lord's  day,  com- 
monly called  Sunday,  in  hearing  the  word  of  God  read  and  taught,  in  private  and 
public  prayer,  in  other  exercises  of  devotion,  and  in  acta  of  charity,  using  all  godly 
and  sober  conversation.

Sbct.  1.  If  toy  penoiit  within  this  Church  oflfend  their  brethren  by  any  wicked- 
neet  of  life,  such  persons  shall  be  repelled  from  the  Holy  Communion,  agreeable 
to  the  Rubric.  • 

SioT.  2.  There  being  the  provision  in  the  second  Rubric,  before  the  Commu- 
nion Service,  requiring  Uiat  every  Minister  repelling  from  the  Communion  shall 
ffive  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  Ordinary  ;  it  is  nereby  provided,  that  on  the 
mformation  to  the  effect  stated  being  laid  before  the  Ordinary,  that  is,  the 
Bishop,  it  shall  not  be  his  duty  to  institute  an  inquiry,  unless  there  be  a  com- 
plaint made  to  him  in  writing  by  the  repelled  party.  But  on  receiving  complaint, 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  think  fit  to  restore  him,  from  the  insuf* 
ficiency  of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  Minister,  to  institute  an  inquiry,  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  event  has  taken  place.  And 
the  notice  given  as  above  by  the  Minister,  shall  be  a  sufficient  presentation  of  the 
party  repelled. 

Sect.  3.  In  the  case  of  great  heinousness  of  offence  on  the  part  of  Members  of 
this  Church,  they  may  be  proceeded  against,  to  the  depriving  tnem  of  all  privileges 
of  Church  Membership,  according  to  such  rules  or  process  as  may  be  provided  by 
the  General  Convention ;  and  until  such  rules  or  process  shall  be  provided,  by 
such  as  may  be  provided  by  the  different  State  Conventions. 

CANON  XLIII. 
Of  a  Congregation  in  any  Diocese  uniting  with  any  other  Diocese* 

(Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  eighth  of  1795  :  the  thirty-seTenth  of  1808 ;  the  first  of 

1817,  snd  the  second  of  1830.) 

Whereas,  a  question  may  arise,  whether  a  Congregation  within  the  Diocese 
of  any  Bishop,  or  within  any  Diocese  in  which  there  is  not  yet  any  Bishop 
settled,  may  unite  themselves  with  the  Church  in  any  other  Diocese,  it  is  hereby 
determined  and  declared,  that  all  such  unions  shall  bo  considered  as  irregular 
and  void  ;  and  that  every  Congregation  of  this  Church  shall  be  considered  as 
belonging  to  the  body  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which 
they  dwell,  or  within  which  there  is  seated  a  Church  to  which  they  belong. 
And  no  Clergymin  having  a  Parish  or  Cure  in  more  than  one  Diocese,  shall 
have  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  other  than  that  in  which  he  re- 
sides. 


CANON  XLIV. 

On  the  Mode  of  Publishing  authorixed  Editions  of  the  Standard  Bible  of  this 

Church.

The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee  is  authorized  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  some  suitable 
person  or  persona,  to  compare  and  conect  all  new  editions  of  the  Bible  by  the 
Standard  Edition,  agreed  upon  by  the  General  Convention.  And  a  certificate 
of  their  having  been  so  compared  and  conected,  shall  be  published  with  said 
book.*

The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  shall  keep  a 
register  of  all  the  Clergy  of  this  Church,  whose  names  shall  be  dehvered  to  him,  ia 
the  following  manner  :  tJiat  is  to  say^  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or,  where  there 
is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  shall,  at  the  time  of  every 
General  Convention,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  the  said  Secretary,  a  list 
of  the  names  of  all  the  Ministers  of  this  Church  in  their  proper  Diocese,  annexing 
the  names  of  their  respective  Cures,  or  of  their  stations  in  any  Colleges  or  other 
Seminaries  of  Learning ;  or,  in  regard  to  those  who  have  not  any  Cures  or  other 
stations,  their  places  of  residence  only.

CANONS 

Far  the  Government  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  Americxt.  Passed  in  General  Convention,  in  PhUadd- 
phia,  September,  1838. 

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Election  of  Bishops. 

fFomwr  Caaoiii  on  tbia  anbject  wn  the  fint  of  1706 ;  the  aeeoud  of  1606 ;  ihe  flint  of  1817 ;  tho 
■aoQiui  of  1890 ;  tho  aoeond  of  1883,  and  tho  fint  of  18M  ] 

SfCT.  1.  Any  Diocese  in  union  with  this  Chorcb,  having^  tt  the  time  less  than 
six  o£Bciatine  Presbyters  residing  therein,  re(rularlj  settled  in  a  Parish  or  Church, 
and  qaalified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop  ;  and  any  Diocese  at  the  time  of  its  organiza- 
tion, with  a  view  to  ask  for  admission  into  anion  with  this  Church,  may,  by  a  vote 
of  the  Convention  thereof,  request  the  General  Convention  to  elect  a  Bishop  for 
the  same.  And,  thereupon,  the  House  of  Bishops  may  nominate  to  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  I^eputies,  for  their  concurrence,  a  suitable  person  for  the  office  of 
Bishop,  who  shall,  in  case  of  their  concurrence,  be  consecrated  as  Bishop  of  such 
Diocese.  The  evidence  of  the  concurrence  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies, 
shall  be  a  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  a  Constitutional  majority  of  them,  agreeably 
to  the  form  required  by  the  3d  Canon  of  1832,  to  be  signed  by  the  members  of 
the  Convention,  in  a  Diocese  whence  a  person  is  recommended  for  consecration. 

Sbot.  3.  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop  by  the  Convention 
thereof,  there  must  be  at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and  have  been  daring  the  year 
previous,  at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters  therein,  regularly  settled  in  a  Parish  or 
Church,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  a  Bishop  ;  and  six  or  more  Parishes  represented 
in  the  Convention  electing.  But  two  or  more  adjoining  Dioceses,  not  having 
respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters,  to  entitle  either  to  the  choice  of 
a  Bishop,  may  associate  and  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  to  exercise  jurisdic- 
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tion  alike  in  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  if  there  be  at  the  time  of  sach  choice, 
and  have  been  during  the  year  preyious,  nine  or  more  such  PresbyteiB,  residing  in 
any  part  of  such  associated  Dioceses  qualified  as  aforesaid ;  and  the  Bishop  eo 
elected,  shall  exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction  over  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses, 
until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dioceses,  having  six  or  more  Presbyters 
canonically  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  him,  and  he  shall  have  accepted 
the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Diocesan :  whereupon,  his  connection  with  the 
other  associated  Diocese,  or  Dioceses,  shall  cease  and  determine  :  provided  always, 
that  the  Dioceses  thus  associating  in  the  election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  the 
Conventions  thereof,  shall  in  all  other  respects  remain  as  before,  unconnected 
and  independent  of  each  other ;  and,  provided  also,  that  such  association  shall  be 
dissolved  on  the  demise  of  the  Bishop,  if  not  before. 

Sect.  8.  A  Minister  is  settled  for  all  purposes,  here  or  elsewhere  mentioned  in 
these  Canons,  who  has  been  engaged  permanently  by  any  Parish,  according  to  the 
rules  of  said  Diocese,  or  for  any  term  not  less  than  one  year. 

Sect.  4.  The  3d  Canon  of  1832,  the  special  Canon  of  1832,  and  the  1st  Canon 
of  1835,  are  hereby  repealed. 


CANON  II. 
Of  Missionary  Bishops. 

[The  {onott  Canon  on  this  sobjeot  waa  th«  Moood  of  18S9.] 

Sect.  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time,  on 
nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to  be  a 
Bishop,  or  Bishops,  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  States  or 
Territories  not  organized  into  Dioceses.  The  evidence  of  such  election  shall  be 
a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  Constitutional  majonty  of  said  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required  by  the  3d  Canon  of  1832,  to  be 
given  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conventions,  on  the  recommendations  of  Biahope 
elect  for  consecration,  which  Certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops ; 
and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration,  they  may  take  order 
for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  2.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  such  States  and  Territories,  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions, not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  prescribe. 

Sect.  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  right,  though  not  always 
in  form,  to  all  persons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States,  it  is  hereby 
enacted,  that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the  Clergy  in  the 
District  assigned  him  ;  and  may,  in  case  a  presentment  and  trial  of  a  Clergyman 
become  proper,  request  the  action  of  any  F^esbyters  and  Standing  Committee,  in 
any  Diocese  sufficiently  near,  and  the  presentment  and  trial  shall  be  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese.  And  the  House  of  Bishops  may  at 
anj  time  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  States  or  Territories,  over  which  the 
said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exercise  Episcopal  functions.  And  in  case  of  the 
death  or  resignation  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  the  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionaiy 
Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  some  Bishop  of  this  Church,  with  the  power  of  ap- 
pointing some  other  Bishop  as  his  substitute  in  the  said  charge. 

Sect.  4.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  on  nomination  by  the 
House  of  Bishops,  in  like  manner,  from  time  to  time,  elect,  and  the  House  of 
Bishops  consenting  thereto,  may,  in  like  manner,  take  order  for  the  consecration  of 
a  suitable  person  to  be  a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in 
any  place  or  places  out  of  tho  territory  of  the  United  States,  which  the  House  of 
Bishops  may  designate. 

Sect.  6.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese  within  the  United  States. 
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SseT.  6.  Every  luch  Bishop  Bhtll  report  to  each  General  ConTention  his  pro- 
ceedings, and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  in  said  States  and  Territories, 
and  place  or  places  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  and  at  least  once  a 
year  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Sbct.  7.  The  second  Canon  of  1836  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Performance  of  Episcopal  Duties  in  Vacant  Dioceses. 

tPormar  Canona  on  tbia  satagect  were  the  first  of  1795 ;  the  twentieth  of  1806,  and  the  WTentli 

of  1882.] 

SicT.  1«  Any  Bishop,  Assistant  Bishop,  or  Missionary-  Bishop,  may,  on  the 
iiiTitation  ^f  the  ConTention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any  Diocese  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  visit  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese,  or  in  any 
part  thereof.  And  this  invitation  may  be  temporary  ;  and  it  may,  at  any  time,  be 
revoked.  * 

Skct.  2.  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop  may,  by  its  Convention,  be  placed  under 
the  foil  Episcopal  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a 
Missionary  Bishop,  who  shall,  by  that  act,  become  the  Bishop  also  of  the  said  va- 
cant Diocese,  until  a  Bishop  is  duly  elected  and  consecrated  for  the  same,  or  until 
the  said  act  of  its  Convention  be  revoked.  And  in  case  there  shall  be  an  Assis- 
tant Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  under  the  Episcopal  charge  of  whose  Bishop  the  Dio- 
cese without  a  Bishop  shall  be  placed,  the  said  Assistant  Bishop  shall  have  the 
like  charge  and  authority  therein  as  he  has  in  the  Diocese  of  which  he  has  been 
chosen  Assistant  Bishop. 

Sbct.  3.  No  Diocese  thus  placed  under  the  full  charge  and  authority  of  the 
Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  shall  invite  a  second  Bishop 
to  peiiform  any  Episcopal  duty,  or  exercise  authority,  till  its  connection  with  the 
first  Bishop  has  expired,  or  is  revoked. 

Sbct.  4.  The  seventh  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  Candidates  for  Orders.

CANON  V. 

Of  the  Learning  of  those  who  are  to  he  Ordained.. 

[Former  Canoas  on  thia  rabject  were  the  aeTenth  of  1789,  altered  in  1799;  the  fourth  of  1799 ; 
the  fonrth  of  1799 ;  the  Mcond  of  1801 ;  the  ninth  of  1808,  and  the  thiiteenth  of  1832.] 

Sbct.  1.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  in  this  Church  until  he  shall  have  satisfied 
the  Bishop  and  the  Presbyters  by  whom  he  shall  be  examined,  that  he  is  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  can  read  the  Old  Testament  in  the  Hebrew 
lauffoage,  and  the  New  Testament  in  the  original  Greek  :  is  adequately  acquainted 
with  the  Latin  tongue,  and  that  he  hath  a  competent  knowledge  of  Natural  and 
Moral  Philosophy,  and  Church  History,  and  hath  paid  attention  to  composition  and 
pulpit  eloquence,  as  means  of  giving  additional  efficacy  to  his  labors  ;  unless  the 
Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  his  Diocese,  has  dispensed 
with  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages,  and  other  branches  of 
learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  in  coBsideration  of  such  other  qualifications  of 
ihe  Gospel  Ministry  as  are  set  forth  in  the  fourth  section  of  Canon  VI.  The 
dispensation,  with  a  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language,  to  be  regarded  as  in 
Canon  VI. 

Sbct.  2.  The  thirteenth  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VI. 
Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible  to  the  General  Coiwention, 
No  person  who  is  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  shall  be  permitted 
to  accept  from  any  Diocesan  Convention  an  appomtment  as  a  Lay  Deputy  to  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention*

Sboti  1.  All  peTMQB  Mekinff  admission  to  the  Ministrj  of  this  Chorch,  sie  to 
be  regarded  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Sbct.  2.  When  a  person  who,  not  havinff  had  Episcopal  Ordination,  has  been 
acknowled^red  as  an  ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate  amonff  any  other  denomin*- 
tion  of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordained  in  this  Church,  he  shall  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  he  resides  ;  or  if  he  resides  in  a  State  or  Temtory  in  which  there 
is  no  organized  Diocese,  to  the  Missionary  Bishop  within  whose  jarisdiction  he  re- 
sides ;  which  notice  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  written  certificate  from  at  least 
two  Presbyters  of  this  Chprch,  stating,  that  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  party, 
or  satisfactory  evidence  laid  before  tlrom,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave  the 
denomination  to  which  he  has  belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  im- 
favorable  to  his  religious  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which  it  may  be  io- 
expedient  to  admit liim  to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church  :  and  they 
may  also  add  what  they  know,  or  believe  on  good  authority,  of  the  circumstaiiees 
leading  to  the  said  desire. 

Sbct.  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  shall  think  proper  to  proceed, 
the  party  applying  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate,  shall  produce  to  the  Sthndinf 
Committee  the  same  testimonials  of  literary  qualifications  as  are  required  of  all 
other  Candidates  ;  and  also  a  testimonial  from  at  least  twelve  members  of  the  de- 
nominatbn  from  which  he  came,  or  twelve  members  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church,  or  twelve  persons,  in  part  of  the  denomination  from  which  he  came, 
and  in  part  Episcopalians,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  that  the  applicant 
has,  for  three  years  last  past,  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly  ;  and  also, 
a  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Piesbyters  of  this  Church,  that  they  believe 
him  to  be  pious,  sober,  and  honest,  and  sincerely  attached  to  the  doctnnes, 
discipline  and  worship  of  the  Church.  The  Standing  Committee  being  satisfied 
on  these  points,  may  recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate 
for  Orders  in  this  Church,  Or  in  a  vacant  Diocese  the  Standing  Committee  may  so 
receive  him. 

Sbot.  4.  Candidates  admitted  as  above  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a  period 
not  less  than  six  months,  be  ordained,  on  their  passing  the  same  examinations 
as  other  Candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders ;  and  in  the  examinations,  special  re- 
gard shall  be  had  to  those  points  in  which  the  denomination  whence  they  come 
differs  from  this  Church,  with  a  view  of  testing  their  information  and  sound- 
ness in  the  same  ;  and  also  to  the  ascertaining  that  they  are  adequately  acquainted 
with  the  liturgy  and  offices  of  this  Church ;  provided,  that  in  their  case  the 
testimonials  shall  be  required  to  cover  only  the  time  since  their  admission  as 
Candidates  for  Orders;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  provisions  of  the  Canon 
concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  as  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  a^  of  the 
person  to  whom  the  dispensation  may  be  granted,  and  the  mode  and  restrictions  in 
and  under  which  the  same  may  be  granted,  shall  apply  to  the  persons  mentioned 
in  this  Canon. 

SioT.  5.  Every  candidate  for  the  Ministry  of  an^  other  denomination,  who 
applies  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  may  be  allowed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  period  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  a  student  of  Theology,  or  Candidate  in 
such  other  denomination :  provided,  the  time  so  allowed  does  not  exceed  two  years. 

SscT.  6.  When  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has  been 
acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  among  any  other  denomination  of  Chris- 
tians, shall  apply  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  the  Bishop  to  whom  application  is 
made,  shall  require  of  him  (in  addition  to  the  above  qualifications)  satisfactoiy 
evidence  that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United  Statee  prsTions  to  his 
application. 

Sect.  7.  The  third  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed.

CANON  VIII. 
Of  the  Organizing  of  New  Dioceses  Formed  out  of  Existing  Dioceses. 

SsCt.  1.  WheneTer  any  new  Diocese  shall  befonned  within  the  limits  of  anj 
other  Diocese,  or  by  the  janctioa  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses, 
and  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  General  ConYention,  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which  another  is  formed,  or  in  case  of  the  jnnctioo 
of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  the  Bishop  of  eldest  consecration 
over  the  Dioceaes  fumishiog  portions  of  such  now  Diocese,  shall  thereupon  call  the 
Primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  H  to  organize, 
and  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  such  place  being  within  the 
tenitorial  limits  of  the  new  Diocese. 

Skct.  2.  In  case  there  should  be  no  Bishop  who  can  call  such  Primary  ConTen- 
tion  Bursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  then  the  doty  of  callinff  such  Convention 
for  tbe  purpose  of  organizing,  and  the  duty  of  fixing  the  time  and  place  of  its  meet» 
ing,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  eldest  of  the  Dioceses,  by  the 
junction  of  which,  or  parts  of  which,  the  new  Diocese  may  be  formed.  And  such 
Standing  Committee  shall  make  such  call  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  a 
division  by  the  General  Convention. 

Sect.  3.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the 
Convention  of  tbe  said  Diocese  shall  declare  which  portion  thereof  is  to  be  the  new 
Diocese,  and  ahall  make  the  same  known  to  the  General  Convention  before  the  ra« 
tification  of  such  division.

Of  the  Mode  of  PMishiiig  Authorized  Editions  of  the  Book  of  Common

CFormer  Canona  on  this  tabjoct  were  the  thira  of  1801 ;  the  fortj-third  of  1808 ;  the  Canon  of 

18S1 ;  the  forty-sixth  of  18SS,  and  the  sixth  of  1835.3 

Sbot.  1.  The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  thereof  shall  appoint  one  or  more  Presbyters  of 
the  Diocese,  who  shall  compare  and  correct  all  new  editions  of  the  Common 
Prayer  Book,  the  articles,  ofTices,  and  metre  psalms  and  hymns,  by  some  standard 
book  ;  and  a  certificate  of  said  editions  having  been  so  compared  and  corrected, 
shall  be  published  with  the  same.  And  in  case  any  edition  shall  be  published  with^ 
oat  such  correction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  give  public  notice  that  such  edit|oais  not 
authorized  by  the  Church. 

Sect.  2.  Editions  from  the  Stereotype  Plates  of  the  Prayer  Book  of  the  Female 
Episcopal  Prayer  Book  Society,  of  Philadelphia,  comprising  the  Common  Prayer 
Book,  the  articles,  offices,  psalms  in  metre,  selected  from  the  psslms  of  David, 
and  hymns,  are  hereby  established  as  the  standard :  together  with  the  whole  Book 
of  Psalms  in  metre,  in  the  duodecimo  edition,  published  by  the  New  York  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Press  in  1832 ;  with  the  exception  of  errors  evidently  tjrpo- 
graphical ;  the  correction  of  which  errors  is  confided  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  may  appoint  for  superintending  any  publication* 

Sect.  3.  The  sixth  Canon  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed.*

In  order  thmt  the  coDtingent  ezpensee  of  General  CoofentioDS  mmj  be 
defrayed,  it  ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  seTeral  Diocesan  ConTentiona  to  forward  to  the 
Treaaurer  of  this  CoDTentiop,  at  or  before  any  meetings  of  the  CSeneral  ConTen- 
tioD,  aerenty-five  centa  for  each  Clergyman  within  aaid  Diocese. 

SiCT.  2.  The  eighth  Canon  of  1885  ia  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XI. 
Of  Repealed  Ctmovu. 

Sbot.  1.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  repealing  clauae  in  any  Canon,  and  the  said 
Canon  ahall  be  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be  a  re-enactment  of  the  Canon  or 
Canons  repealed  by  the  aaid  repealing  clause. 

Sect.  2.  The  provisions  of  this  Canon  shall  also  apply  to  Canons  heietofore 
paaaed  having  repealing  clauses.

CANONS 

JP'cr  the  GhvemmeiU  qf^the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Umiied 
States  of  America^  Passed  in  General  Convention,  tn  Neto-York, 
Odtbber,.  1841. 

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

At  every  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  a  Treasurer  ahall  be 
cboaen,  who  ahall  remain  in  oflSce  until  the  next  stated  Convention,  and  until  a 
aoccessor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all  moneys 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  collection  and 
distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be  regulated  ;  and  to  invest,  from  time  to  time^  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Convention,  such  surplus  funds  as  he  may  have  on  hand.  His 
accounta  shall  be  rendered  triennially  to  the  Convention,  and  shall  be  examined  by 
E.  Committee  acting  under  its  authority.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Treaaurer,  it  ahall  be  supplied  by  an  appointment  to  be  made  by  tne  Ecclesiaatieal 
Authority  of  the  Dioceso  to  which  be  belonged  ;  and  the  person  so  appointed,  altkll 
continue  to  act  until  an  appointment  ia  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  II. 

Of  a  Clergyman  Absenting  himself  from  his  Diocese. 

When  a  Clergyman  haa  been  abaent  from  hia  Dioceae  during  two  yeara,  without 
reaaons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop  thereof,  he  shall  be  required  by  the  Biahop  to 
declare  in  writing  the  caoae,.  or  cauaea,  of  hia  absence  ;  and  if  he  refuse  to  give 
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hit  reuons,  or  if  these  are  deemed  insnfficient  hy  the  Bbbop,  the  Bishop  may, 
with  the  advice  and  coneoDt  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
suspend  him  from  the  Ministry ;  which  suspension  shall  continue  until  be  shall 

five  in  writing,  sufficient  reasons  for  his  absence ;  or,  until  he  shall  renew  his  resi- 
ence  in  his  Diocese  ;  or,  until  be  shall  renounce  the  Ministry,  according  to  Canon 
38th  of  1833.  In  the  case  of  such  suspension,  as  above  provided  for,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  give  notice  thereof  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Diocese  wherein  there  is  no  Bishop. 


CANON  IIL 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  Office  of  Diocesan  Bishop. 

Sbct.  1.  When  a  Diocese  entitled,  agreeably  to  the  second  section  of  the  1st 
Canon  of  1838,  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  as  its  Diocesan  a  Missionary 
Bishop  of  this  Church ;  if  such  election  have  taken  place  within  three  months  be- 
fore a  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  evidence  thereof  shall  be  laid  before 
each  House  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  concurrence  of  each  House,  and 
its  express  consent,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  said  election,  and  shall 
complete  the  same ;  so  that  the  Bishop  thus  elected  shall  be  thereafter  the  Bishop 
of  the  diocese  which  has  elected  him. 

Sbct.  3.  If  the  said  election  have  taken  place  more  than  three  months  before  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  the  above  process  may  be  adopted,  or  the  fol- 
lowing instead  thereof,  vis :  The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  electing, 
shall  give  duly  certified  evidence  of  the  etection  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Diocese.  On  receiving  notice  of  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops,  and  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees, in  the  election,  and  their  express  consent  thereto,  the  Standtzig  Committee 
of  the  Diocese  concerned,  shall  transmit  notice  thereof  to  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  each  vacant  Diocese,  which  notice 
shall  state  what  Bishops  and  what  Standing  Committees  have  consented  to  1^ 
election.  And  the  same  Committee  shall  transmit  to  every  Congregation  in  the 
Diocese  concerned,  to  be  publicly  read  therein,  a  notice  of  the  election  to  the 
Episcopate  thereof  of  the  Bishop  thus  elected ;  and  also  cause  public  notice  there- 
of to  be  given  in  such  other  way  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sbot.  3.  When,  agreeably  to  the  first  section  of  the  1st  Canon  of  1838,  a  Dio- 
cese requests  the  General  Contention  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  the  same,  if  the  House 
of  Bishops  shonld  nominate  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  a  vote  of  the  said  House  of  Deputies  concurring  in  the  nomination,  shall 
complete  the  election  of  the  said  Missionary  Bishop  to  tM  Diocesan  charge  of  the 
Diocese  concerned. 

(Janon  IV. 

On  the  Trial  of  Bishops. 

Skct.  1.  A  Bishop  may  be  presented  to  the  Biriiops  of  this  Church,  by  the 
Convention  of  his  Diocese  for  any  crime  or  immorality,  for  heresy,  or  for  violation 
of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Diocese  te  which  he  be- 
longs, provided  always,  that  two-thirds  of  each  order.  Clergy  and  Laity,  concur  in 
the  same.     He  may  also  be  presented  to  the  Bishops,  by  any  three  Bishops. 

SccT.  2.  The  presentment  shall  be  addressed  to  the  Presiding  Bishop,  who 
shall  give  notice  with  all  convenient  speed  to  the  several  Bishops  then  beit^g  within 
the  territory  of  the  United  States,  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  their  assembling 
together ;  and  any  number  thereof,  being  not  less  than  seven,  other  than  the 
Bishop  presenting,  then  and  there  assembled,  shall  be  a  quorum,  for  the  purpose  of 
ordering  all  matters  concerning  the  said  presentment.  But  if  the  Presidmg  Bishop 
be  the  subject  of  the  presentment,  it  shall  be  addreseed  to  the  next  bishop  hi  the 
order  of  seniority. 


32  CANONS   OF    1841. 

CANON  V. 
Of  the  Preparatory  Exereues  of  a  Candidaiefor  Dettcon's  Orders, 
[Former  Canons  on  this  rabject  were  the  sixth  of  1795,  snd  the  tenth  of  1808.] 

Sbot.  1.  There  shall  be  uaigned  to  every  Cindidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,  three 
different  ezaminatioos,  at  such  time  and  places  as  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  applies 
for  Orders,  shall  appoint.  The  ezamination  shall  take  place  in  the  presence  of  the 
Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  following  studies  prescribed  by  the 
Canons,  and  by  the  course  of  study  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  At  the 
first  ezamination,  on  the  books  of  Scripture  :  the  Candidate  being  required 'to  'give 
an  account  of  the  different  books,  and  to  translate  from  the  original  Hebrew  and 
Greek,  and  to  explain  such  passages  as  may  be  proposed^  to  him.  At  the  second 
ezamination— on  the  Evidence  of  Christiamty,  and  Systematic  Divinity.  And  at 
the  last  ezamination — on  Church  History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  the  Book  of  Com- 
mon Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Diocese 
for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.  In  the  choice  of  books  on  the  above  subjects,  the 
Candidate  is  to  be  guided  by  the  course  of  study  established  by  the  House  of 
Bishops.  At  each  of  the  forementioned  ezaminations,  he  shall  produce  and  read 
a  Sermon  or  Discourse,  composed  by  himself,  on  some  passage  of  Scripture  previ- 
ously assigned  him,  which,  together  with  two  other  Sermons  or  Discourses,  on 
some  passage  of  Scripture  selected  by  himself,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms 
of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy  present.  And  before  his  Ordination,  he  shall  be  required 
to  perform  such  ezercises  m  reading,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  and  Clergy,  as 
may  enable  them  to  give  him  such  advice  and  instructions  ss  may  aid  him  in  per- 
forming the  service  of  the  Church,  and  in  delivering  his  Sermons  with  propriety 
and  devotion. 

Sbot.  2.  The  Bishop  may  appomt  some  of  his  Preabyters  to  conduct  the  above 
ezaminations  ;  and  a  Certificate  from  these  Presbyters,  that  the  prescribed  ezami- 
nations have  been  held  accordingly,  and  satisfaction  given,  shall  be  required  of  the 
Candidate  :  Provided  that,  in  this  case,  the  Candidate  shall,  before  his  Oniisation» 
be  ezamined  by  the  Bishop,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  above  named 
studies. 

Sbct.  3.  In  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall 
act  in  his  place,  in  appointing  the  examining  Presbyters  required  by  this  Canon ; 
and  in  this  case  the  Candidate  shall  be  again  ezamined  by  the  Bishop  to  whom  he 
appliee  for  Orders,  and  two  or  mure  Presbyters,  on  the  studies  prescribed  by  the 
Canons. 

Sect.  4.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the  Bishop  for  Orders,  as  spe- 
cified in  the  Office  of  Ordination,  without  oaving  good  grounds  to  believe  that  the 
requisitions  of  the  Canons  have  been  complied  with,  shsll  be  liable  to  ecclesiastical 
eensure. 

Sbct.  5.  The  14th  Canon  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 


CANON  VI. 

Of  Clergymen  Ordained  by  Foreign  Bishope,  in  Communion  with  this  Churchy 
and  desirous  of  Offiaating  or  Settling  in  this  Church, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  snbject  were  the  ninth  of  1789 ;  the  fifth  of  ISOi,  and  the  thirty-sixth  of 
1808;  see.  also,  the  twenty-fourth  of  the  present  Canons.] 

Sbot.  1.  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to  be 
regularly  Ordained,  shall,  before  be  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation, ezhibit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Vestry  thereof, 
a  Certificate,  si^^ed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or»  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee,  duly  convened,  that  his  Letters  of  Orders  are  authentic,  and 
given  by  some  Bishop  in  Communion  with  this  Church,  and  whose  authority  is 
acknowledged  hj  this  Church  ;  and  also  that  he  has  exhibited  to  the  Bishop  or 
Standing  Conunittee,  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  pious  end  moral  character,  snd 
^  Theological  acquirements ;  and,  in  any  caae,  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to 
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mUI«  in  toy  Chorch  or  Ptrish,  or  be  reeeiFcd  into  union  with  anj  Diocese  of  this 
Chuich,  as  t  Minister  thereof,  he  shall  produce  ■  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  of  such  Diocese,  a  Letter  of  Dismission,  from 
under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Bishop,  within  whose  Diocese  he  has  been  last 
connected ;  which  lette^  shall  be,  in  substance,  that  provided  for  in  Section  1st  of 
Canon  4th  of  1635,  and  shall  be  delirerad  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof; 
and  when  such  Olerffyman  shall  hare  been  so  receiTed,  he  shall  be  considered  as 
hsTing  passed  entirely  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  from  whom  the  Letter 
of  Dismission  was  brought,  to  the  full  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  or  other  ecclesi- 
astical authority,  by  whom  it  shall  have  been  accepted,  and  become  thereby  subject 
to  all  the  Canonical  proTisions  of  this  Church,  provided  thst  no  such  Clergyman 
shall  be  so  received  mto  union  with  any  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  subscribed,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  he  applies  for  reception,  and 
of  two  or  more  Presbyters,  the  Declaration  contained  in  the  Seventh  Article  of 
the  Constitution  ;  which  being  done,  said  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  beio^ 
satisfied  of  his  Theological  acquirements,  may  receive  him  into  union  with  this 
Church,  as  a  Minister  of  the  same  :  provided  also,  that  such  Minister  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  settle  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  as  Canonically  in  charge  of  the  same, 
until  he  have  rasided  one  year  in  the  United  States,  subsequent  to  the  acceptance 
of  his  Letter  of  Dismission. 

SioT.  3.  And  if  such  foreign  Clei^^yman  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  reside  in  the 
country  at  least  three  years,  and  obtam  in  this  country  the  requisite  testimonials  of 
character,  before  he  be  ordained  a  Priest. 

Sbot.  8.  The  Sdd  Canon  of  1832,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  Til. 

Of  Ministert  Remotvng  from  one  Dioettt  to  anotker. 

rPormsr  Caooas  on  thia  sabieot  were,  the  8d  of  18M ;  the  81st  of  1806  ;  the  4th  of  18SQ,  the 

S»th  of  183S,  and  the  4th  of  18<5.] 

Sbot.  1.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another,  or  coming  from 
any  State  or  Territory  which  may  not  have  acceded  to  the  Constitution  of  this 
Church,  shall  be  received  as  a  stated  officiating  Minister  by  any  Parish  of  this 
Church,  uutil  he^hall  have  presented  to  the  Vestry  thereof,  a  certificate  from  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  said  Parish  belongs,  approving  him 
as  a  Clergyman  in  regular  standing.  And  in  order  to  obtain  such  certificate,  every 
Minister  desiring  to  change  his  canonical  residence,  shall  lay  before  the  ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  desi^rns  to  reside,  a  testimonial  from  the 
ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  has  .last  resided,  in  the  follow- 
ing form,  viz. : — 

*'  I  hereby  certify,  that  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  me  his  desire  to  be  transfer- 
red to  the  Diocese  of  ■,  is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Diocese,  in  regu- 
lar  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been  justly  liable  to 
evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  vicioosness  of  life  during  the  three  years  last 
past." 

When  the  ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  further  statements  may  be 
added  to  the  above  letter. 

Sbot.  S.  But  in  ease  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  transferred,  has  been  subjected 
to  inquiry  or  presentment  on  any  charge  or  charges  of  misconduct,  thereby  render- 
ing the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  testimonial  inadmissible,  he  may  nevertheless  be 
transferred,  if  the  charges  have  been  withdrawn  with  the  approbation  of  the  eccle- 
siastical authority,  or  if  he  have  been  acquitted  upon  trial,  or  if  he  haye  been  cen- 
sured or  suspended,  and  the  sentence  has  had  its  course,  so  that  he  has  been  restor- 
ed to  the  regular  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  And  in  all  such  cases»  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  of  the  Diocese  concerned,  shall,  instead  of  the  foregoing  testimo- 
nial, certify  to  a  statement  of  the  facts,  with  as  much  detail  as  may  be  necessary 
to  inform  the  ecclesiastical  authority  to  which  he  desires  to  be  transfeired,  of  tha 
true  standing  of  the  party. 
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SicT.  8.  No  OlergyiBftD,  ctnonieally  midtr  Um  jmwdietioii  of  $.Vf  Dioctoo  « 
this  Ghozch,  shftU  be  coiwidered  u  haTing  pAHod  from  under  said  joriedictioiiy  u 
the!  of  tnj  foreicn  Bishop,  or  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  amenable  to  the  lawe  ol 
tibia  Church,  until  he  shall  have  taken  from  the  Bishop,  with  whose  Didtese  he  wms 
last  connected  in  this  Ghnroh,  or  from  the  Sundiog  Committee  of  sudi  Diocese,  il 
it  have  no  Bishop,  the  letter  provided  for  in  the  1st  Section  of  this  Canon,  and 
antil  the  aame  sbaU  have  beea  accepted  by  some  other  Bishop,  either  of  this  o? 
-some  other  Ohoich. 

SiOT.  4.  The  ecclesiastical  anthority,  in  all  cases  nnder  this  Canon,  is  to  be  nn- 
derstood  to  refer  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bishop,  to 
the  nujority  of  the  Clerical  Members  of  ibe  Standing  Committee,  duly  convened. 
And  if  the  Clergyman  desiring  to  be  received,  come  from  a  State  or  Terntoiy  not 
in  connection  with  this  Church,  and  having  no  Convention,  then  the  above  testi- 
monial or  statement  shall  be  sipped  by  at  least  three  Presbyters  of  this  Church. 
Nor  shall  any  Minister  so  removing,  be  acknowledged  by  any  Bishop  or  Conven- 
tion as  a  Minister  of  the  Church  to  which  he  removes^  until  he  shall  have  produced 
the  aforesaid  testimonial  or  statement. 

SicT.  S.  The  above  testimonial  or  lettor  of  dismission,  shall  not  affect  the 
onical  residence  of  the  Minister  receiving^  it,  until  he  shall  be  received  into 
other  Diocese  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof. 

Sect.  6.  Whenever  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  give  letters  of  dismission  to  any 
Clergyman  of  the  Diocese  pioposmg  to  remove  mto  another,  the  Bishop,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  give 
notice  of  the  same  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  to  whom  the  letters  of 
^lismission  are  directed ;  and  if  the  Clergyman  to  whom  th'e  letters  of  dismission 
are  given  shall  not  present  them  to  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  to  whom 
they  are  directed,  within  three  months  after  he  shall  have  taken  op  his  abode  in 
the  Diocese  to  which  he  has  removed,  the  letters  of  dismission  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

SiCT.  7.  The  4th  Canon  of  1885  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON    VIII. 

€f  the  Mode  of  securing  am  Acevrate  View  of  the  Stale  of  the  Church  from  time 

to  time. 
(Former  Cuona  on  this  nbject  were  the  llth  of  1804 ;  tbo  tfth  of  18C8 ;  tbe  Sd  of  1814  ;  tb« 

Itt  and  Sd  of  1890,  nA  tho  Slat  of  1838.] 

*  SioT.  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  from  time  to 
4ime,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  every  Minister  of 
4hiB  Church  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivesed,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
«very  Annual  Convention,  to  ibe  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  •Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of  Ba|>- 
tisms,  Confirmaiiona,.  Marrisges,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Communi- 
cants in  his  parish  or  church,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw  light  on  the 
etate  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman,  not  regularly  settled  in  sny 
fMrish  or  church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he  may  have  performed  ; 
and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  pre- 
vented the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop 
shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  shall  be  entered  on  the  Joumale 
thereof. 

BecT.  3.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an 
Address,  stating  the  iffairsof  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  has  visited  ;  the  number  of  persons 
Confirmed  ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as  Candidates  for  Orders, 
end  of  those  who  have  been  ordamed,  suspended,  or  degraded ;  the  changes  by 
ileath,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken  place  among  the  Clergy ;  and,  in 
l^eral,  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  the  afiairs  of  the  Diocese  ;  wbidi 
Address  shall  be  inserted  on  the  Journals. 
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Sbct.  d.  At  •very  G«D«nl  ConTcntioii,  Uw  Jonnialt  of  tbs  different 
CoDveutions»  atnee  the  lest  Genertl  ConveDtioii,  tomthex  with  aoch  other  pepeie, 
▼is. :  Epiicopal  Charges,  Addreesei,  mmI  Futoral  Letters,  ss  may  tend  to  throw 
light  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Hoose 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  A  Committee  shall  then  be  appointed  to  draw  op 
a  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to  snake  report  to  the  Hoose  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  ;  which  report,  when  agreed  to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent 
to  the  House  of  Bishope,  with  a  request  that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to  be 
published,  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the  members  of  the  Church^  And  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  having  a  Pastoral  Charge,  when  any  such  letter 
is  published,  to  read  the  said  Pastoral  Letter  to  his  Congregation  on  some  occasion 
of  public  worship. 

SscT.  4.  It  shall  be  the  doty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every  Dio- 
cese, or  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  the  Journals  or  other  ecclesias- 
tical papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  te  the  House  of  Clericsl  and  La^  Depotiesr 
at  every  General  Convention,  the  documents  and  papers  specified  in  this  Canon. 

Sbct.  6.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church  in  every  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  do  Bishpp,  the  Stanmng  Committee  only, 
prepare  a  condensed  report  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  Slate  of  the  Church  in  their 
Diocest,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  for  the  purpoee 
of  aidmg  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed  by  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,,  in  drafUng  their  Report. 

Sbct.  6.  The  7th  Canon  of  1886,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IX, 

Of  Candidatu  for  Orierg. 

Sbct.  1.  Every  person  who  desires  to  Mcome  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  shall,  in  the  fifst  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
DiocCse  in  which  he  intends  to  auply,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  ;  in  which  notice  he  snail  declare  whether  he  has  ever  applied  for  ad- 
mission as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese.  No  person  who  has  previously  ap- 
plied for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  Diocese,  and  has  been  refused  admission, 
or,  having  been  admitted,  has  afterwards  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted 
as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishopr 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bisbop,  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  former  Diocese,  a 
certificate,  declaring  the  cause  for  which  be  was  refused  admission,  or  for  which  he 
ceased  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Sbct.  2.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church, 
unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  be  intends  to  apply  for  Or- 
ders, a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  the  said  Bishop, 
that  from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid  before  them,  they  believe- 
that  he  is  pious,  sober,  and  honest ;  that  he  is  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  r 
and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  communicant  of  the  same  ;. 
and,  in  their  opinion,  possesses  such  qualifications  as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet 
to  exercise  the  ministry  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And 
when  the  Standing  Committee  do  not  certify^as  above,  from  personal  knowledge  ^ 
the  tMimonialS  laid  before  them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  full  as  th» 
certificate  above  required,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Presbyter,  and  four 
respectable  Laymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sbct.  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to  become  » 
Candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory  diploma,  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  University  or  College,  or  a  cer- 
tificate from  two  Presbytem  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,, 
the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  examine  him,  of  his  having 
satisfisctorily  sustained  an  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophyr 
and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the  Greek  Testament,  and  the  Latin  tongue. 
.  Sbot.  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes  the  know- 
ledge  of  .the  Latin,  Greek,,  ana  Hebrew  languages,  and  other  btanchee  of  learning; 
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not  ttrictly  ecclesiuticAl,  to  be  diipented  with,  the  SttndiDg  Committee  ahall  iiot 
reeommend  him  as  a  Candidite,  until  be  has  laid  before  them  a  tettimonial,  eigned 
by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Chorch,  stating,  that  in  their  opinion,  he  poeseescs 
extraordinary  strength  of  natural  understanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  aod 
a  large  share  of  prudence  ;  and  the  Bishop,  witn  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall  have  granted  said  dispensation.  This  dispensation  shall  not  be  rant- 
ed to  any  person  under  twenty-seven  years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  oraained 
under  such  dispensation,  until  he  shall  hare  attained  thirty  years  of  age.  And  in 
regard  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  in  all  cases  in  these  Canons,  the 
Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  direction  of  dispensation,  without  reference  Co  the  age 
of  the  Candidate,  as  mentioned  in  this  section. 

Sbct.  5.  With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made  known  to 
the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be  the  test  of  any 
outward  standard — an  inward  fear  and  worship  of  Alhiohtt  GroD ;  a  love  of  reli- 
gion and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence  ;  a  habit  of  devout  afiection ;  and,  in 
short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces  which  are  called  in  scripture  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His  sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 

SicT.  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may  admit  the 
person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record.  And  in  any  Dioecee 
where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  same  conditions, 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make  record  and  notification  in  the 
same  manner. 

Sect.  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidate  for  the  term  of 
three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  the  Candidate  after  the  expiration 
Ota  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  jtear. 

Sbct.  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Bishop 
or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted  a  Candidate^  be 
transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  if  there  be  a  Bishop 
wi^in  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  be  shall  apply  to  no  other  Bishop 
for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the  former. 

Sect.  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after  his  ad- 
mission, apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  hereafter  pre- 
scribed, or  if  he  shall  not,  within  fi?e  years  from  his  admission,  apply  to  have  his 
third  examination  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory  reasons  to  him  assigned, 
shall  allow  him  further  time,)  the  said  person  shall,  in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a 
Candidate. 

Sect.  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becbming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  shall  ap- 
ply to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  aathority  shall 
give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese.  Candidates  shall  not 
change  their  canonical  residence  but  for  bona  fide  causes,  requiring  the  same  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee ;  and 
they  shall  not  be  dismissed  from  tHe  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  JOt  to 
which  they  have  been  duly  transferred,  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any  Theo  • 
logical  or  other  Semmary. 

Sect.  11.  The  4th  Canon  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed.

With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made  known  to 
the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be  the  test  of  any 
outward  standard — an  mward  fear  and  worship  of  Almiohtt  Ooo  ;  a  love  of  reli- 
gion and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence ;  a  habit  of  devout  affection ;  and,  in 
short,  a  cultivation  of  ail  those  graces  which  are  called  in  scripture  the  fruits  of  the 
Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His  sacred  influences  can  be  manifeated. 

Sbct.  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may  admit  tho 
person  ss  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record.  And  in  any  {>ioceae 
where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may,  on  the  same  conditions, 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make  record  and  notification  in  the 
same  manner. 

If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Standing  Com* 
mittee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidate  for  the  term  of 
three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  the  Candidate  after  the  expiration 
ofa  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  j^ear. 

SiCT.  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from  the  Diahop 
or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted  a  Candidate,  be 
transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  if  there  be  a  Biahop 
within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  be  shall  apply  to  no  other  Bishop 
for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the  former. 

Sbct.  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after  his  ad- 
mission, apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  hereafter  pre- 
scribed, or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admisaion,  apply  to  have  his 
third  examination  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory  reasons  to  him  assigned, 
shall  allow  him  further  time,)  the  said  person  shall,  in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a 
Candidate. 

Sbct.  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becbming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  shall  ap- 

Ely  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
>iocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  sathority  shall 
givo  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese.  Candidates  shall  not 
change  their  canonical  residence  but  for  honafidt  causes,  requiring  the  same  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee ;  and 
they  ahall  not  be  dismissed  from  tHe  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  .or  to 
which  they  have  been  duly  transferred,  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any  Theo  • 
logical  or  other  Seminary.

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COURSE  OF  ECCLESIASTICAL  STUDIES, 

jBstabluhed  by  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  Cenvention  of  1804,  in  pur- 
suance of  a  Resolution  of  the  Preceding  General  Convention. 


In  attending  to  thb  tubjeet  a  considerable  diiBcalty  occurs,  arising  ont  of  the 
difference  of  the  circumstances  of  Students,  in  regard  not  onlj  to  intellectual  en- 
dowments and  preparatory  knowledge  of  languages  and  science,  but  to  access  to 
authors,  and  time  to  be  devoted  to  a  preparation  for  the  Ministry.  For,  in  accom- 
modating to  those  whose  means  are  slender,  we  are  in  danger  of  deibffating  from 
the  importance  of  religions  knowledge  ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  although  we 
should  demand  all  that  is  desirable,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  content  ourselves,  in 
some  cases,  with  what  is  barely  necessary. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  it  will  be  expedient  to  set  down  such  a  course  of 
study,  as  is  accommodated  to  a  moderate  portion  of  time  and  means ;  and  after- 
ward to  suggest  provision,  as  well  for  a  more  limited,  as  for  a  more  enlarged  share 
ef  both. 

Let  the  Student  be  required  to  begin  with  some  books  in  proof  of  the  divine  au- 
thority of  Christianiiyt  such  as  Grotius  on  the  Truth  of  the  Christian  Religion; 
Jenkins  on  the  ReasonableTuas  of  Christianity ;  Paley's  Evidences ;  Leslie's  Me- 
thods  toiih  the  Jews  and  Deists ;  Stillingfleet*s  Origines  Sacra ;  and  Butler's  Ana- 
logy. To  the  above  should  be  added  some  books  which  give  a  knowledge  of  the 
objections  made  by  Deists.  For  this,  Leland's  View  may  be  sufficient ;  except 
that  it  should  be  followed  by  answert  to  Deistical  writers  since  Leland,  whose 
works  and  the  answers  to  them  may  be  supposed  known  to  the  Student.  It  would 
be  best,  if  circumstances  permit,  that  he  should  read  what  the  Diests  themselves 
have  written. 

After  the  books  in  proof  of  revelation,  let  the  Student,  previously  to  the  reading 
of  any  system  of  divinity,  study  the  Scriptures  with  the  help  of  some  approved 
commentators^  such  as  Patrick  and  Lowth  on  the  Old  Testament,  and  Hammond 
or  Whitby,  or  Doddridge,  on  the  New ;  being  aware,  in  roffard  to  the  last-men- 
tioned author,  of  the  points  on  which  he  differs  from  our  Church,  although  it  be 
with  moderation  and  candor.  During  such,  his  study  of  the  Scriptures,  let  him 
read  some  work  or  works  which  give  an  scconnt  of  the  design  of  the  different  books, 
and  the  grounds  on  which  their  respective  authority  is  asserted ;  for  instance.  Fa- 
ther Simon's  Canon  of  Scripture ;  Collier's  Sacred  Interpreter ;  Gray's  Key  to 
the  Old  Testament,  and  Percy's  Key  to  the  New.  Let  the  Student  read  the  Scrip- 
tures over  and  over,  referring  to  his  commentatort  as  need  may  require,  until  he 
can  give  an  account  of  the  design  and  character  of  each  book,  snd  explain  the 
more  difficult  passages  of  it.  He  is  supposed  to  know  enough  of  profane  history, 
to  give  an  account  of  that  also,  whenever  it  mixes  with  the  sacred.  There  are 
certain  important  subjects  which  may  be  profitably  attended  to,  as  matters  of  dis- 
tinct study,  during  the  course  of  the  general  study  of  Scripture.  For  instance  : 
the  Student  havmg  proceeded  as  far  as  the  deluge,  may  read  some  author  who 
gives  a  larser  account  than  the  commentators,  of  the  particulars  attached  to  that 
crisis ;  ancTalso  the  principles  on  which  are  founded  the  different  systems  of  dWv» 
nology,  all  which  will  be  found  clearly  done  in  the  Unwersal  History.  In  reiwling 
the  book  of  Leviticus^  it  will  be  useful  to  attend  to  some  connected  scheme  of  the 
sacrifices ;  such  as  is  exhibited  by  Bishop  Kidder  in  his  Introduction  to  the  Tenia- 
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tetickf  and  by  Mr*  Joteph  Mede  in  some  of  hit  Pjacoones.  A  more  fall  and  in- 
tareatinff  interpretation  of  the  PropkeeicM  than  can  be  expected  from  the  commenti- 
tors,  wm  be  deairable,  and  for  thin  purpose  let  Bishop  Newton*8  iDork  be  taken. — 
Between  the  atodj  of  the  Old  Tt$tament  and  that  of  the  New,  should  be  read  Pri- 
.  deanx*s  and  Sbuckford's  Conneetiona.  With  the  New  Tettamtnt  shoald  be  tsken 
some  book  relating- to  the  Harmony  of  the  Gogpdd^  as  M'Knight's  or  Bishop  New- 
come's.  Let  the  Student,  before  entering  on  the  Gospels,  read  Dr.  Campbell*8 
Introductory  DissertiUums.  Toward  the  close  of  the  Gospels,  the  snbject  of 
the  Resurrection  shoald  be  particularly  attended  to;  for  which  purpose,  let 
there  be  taken  either  Mr.  West  on  the  subject,  or  Bishop  SheKlock*s  Trial  of  the 
Witnesses. 

'After  the  study  of  the  Scriptures,  let  attention  be  given  to  ecclesiastical  history, 
so  far  as  to  the  Council  of  Nice,  This  period  is  distinctly  taken,  from  a  desira 
that  the  portion  of  history  preceding  it,  as  well  as  the  opinions  then  entertained, 
may  be  learned  from  origmal  writers,  which  may  be  considered  ae  one  of  the  best 
expedients  for  the  guarding  of  the  Student  against  many  errors  of  modern  times. 
The  writers  of  that  interval  are  not  numerous  or  bulky.  Eusebros  is  soon  read 
through  ;  and  so  aro  the  Apostolic  Fathers.  Even  the  other  writers  aro  not  volumi- 
noos,  except  Origen,  the  greater  part  of  whose  works  may  be  passed  over.  The 
Afostolic  Fathers  may  be  best  read  in  Coteleriua*  edition  ;  bnt  there  are  transla- 
tions of  moat  of  them,  by  Arehbishop  Wake  and  the  Rev.  William  Reeves.— 
Cave*s  Lives  of  the  Apostles  and  Fathers  may  be  profitably  read  at  this  period. 

This  stage  of  the  Student'a  progress  seems*  the  most  proper  for  the  study  of  the 
two  queetions,  of  our  Lokd*s  Dimnity,  and  of  Episcopacy.  The  aspect  of  early 
works  on  these  subjects,  best  enables  us  to  ascertain  in  what  shape  ihuy  appear  to 
the  respective  writers.  And  it  is  difficult  to  suppose,  on  the  sround  of  wnat  we 
know  of  human  nature,  that,  doring  the  first  three  centuries,  either  the  character 
of  Chbist  should  have  ^  been  conceived  of  aa  materially  different  from  what  bad 
been  the  representation  of  it  by  the  first  teachers  of  our  religion ;  or,  that  there  ^ 

ahould  have  been  a  material  change  of  Church  Government,  without  opposition  to 
the  innovation.  For  the  former  question,  let  the  works  of  Bishop  Bull  and  the 
Rev.  Charles  Leslie  be  taken  :  to  which  may  well  be  added,  the  lato  controversy 
between  Bishop  Horsley  and  Dr.  Priestly  ;  and  for  the  latter,  Mr.  Hooker*a  EecU" 
siastical  Polity,  Archbishop  Potter  on  Church  Government,  and  Danbeny's 
Cfuide  to  the  Church.  As  the  Lord  Chancellor  King  published  a  book  on  die 
Discipline  of  the  Primitive  Church,  in  which  he  has  rested  Episcopacy  on  insuf- 
ficient grounds,  unwarily  admitted  by  many  on  his  authority — ^let  the  Student  read 
his  book,  and  the  refutation  of  it  in  Mr*  Slater's  Original  Draft  of  the  Primitive 
Church, 

After  this,  let  the  Student  go  on  with  the  History  of  the  Fourth  Century,  from 
Mosheim.  But  it  will  be  of  ^vantage  to  him  to  turn  to  Fleury's  History ^fot  the 
epitomes  there  given  of  the  writings  of  the  eminent  men  who'  abounded  in  that 
century  and  part  of  the  next.  Let  him  then  return  to  Moaheim,  and  go  on  with 
that  writer  to  the  Reformation.  Here  let  him  pause  and  study  aa  the  main  hinges 
of  Popery,  iu  pretences  to  supremacy  and  infaUihiUiy,  on  which  there  will  be 
found  satisfactory  matter  in  Mr.  Chillingworth'a  Religion  of  Protestants,  a  safe 
Way  to  Salvation,  and  Dr.  Bartow'a  Treatise  of  the  Pope's  Supremacy.    Here  i 

also  let  there  be  read  Father  Paul's  History  of  the  Council  of  Trent,    Then  let  V 

the  Student  resume  Mosheim.  But  it  will  be  best,  if,  for  a  more  minute  know- 
ledge of  the  History  of  the  Church  of  England  since  the  Reformation,  he  take 
along  with  him  Collier'e  History — a  very  able  work,  but  in  the  reading  of  which 
some  allowance  must  be  made  for  peculiar  prejudices.  On  coming,  in  the  reign 
of  Elisabeth,  to  the  questions  which  arose  between  the  divines  of  Uie  Estabtished 
Church  and  the  Presbyterians,  then  known  by  the  name  of  Puritans,  let  recourae 
be  again  had  to  Mr.  Hooker'a  work,  and  to  the  London  Cases.  Then  let  Moebeim 
be  proceeded  with  to  the  end. 

Alter  these  studies,  and  not  before,  let  Divinity  be  read  in  a  systematic  me- 
thod.   Bishop  Petnoa's  Exposition  of  the  Creed  may  be  considered  as  a  amall 
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qrstem,  and,  on  aocoaat  of  the  exeeHenee  of  the  work,  it  roeMnnwDded ;  as 
dso  Bishop  Burnet's  Exposition  of  the  Tkiriy^Nine  Articles.  Then  let  a  larger 
system  be  taken ;  suppose  Stackhouse's  Body  of  Dimmtu,  with  the  addition  of 
the  following  modem  works :  Elements  of  Christian  Jneologjf,  bj  the  present 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  The  SchoUar  Armed.  That  many  wonis  of  this  sort  are 
not  mentioned,  is  because  we  think  their  utility  is  principally  confined  to  arrange- 
ment, and  suppose  that  the  knowledge  they  convey,  is  to  be  obtained  from  tne 
Scriptures,  and  judicious  Commentators.  _ 

It  seems  necessary  to  this  course  of  study,  to  recommend  the  Sermons  of  some 
of  the  distinguished  preachers,  who  have  so  abounded  in  the  Church  of  England 
for  some  sees  past,  that  the  only  matter  will  be,  from  among  many  of  great 
name,  to  select  a  convenient  number.  And  for  this  purpose  we  refer  to  the  list  at 
the  end. 

It  seems  not  unnecessary  to  require  attention  to  the  History  of  the  Common, 
Prayer,  the  grounds  on  which  the  different  services  are  const'ructed,  and  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Rubrics.  Perhapa  a  careful  study  of  Br.  Wheatly,  on  the  Common 
Prayer,  and  of  the  late  work  of  Mr.  Reeves,  wiU  be  sufficient. 

Some  books  should  be  read  on  the  Duties  of  the  Pastoral  OJUce ;  such  as  St. 
Chrysostom  On  the  Priesthood,  Bishop  Burnet  on  the  Pastoral  Care,  and  Bishop 
Wilson's  Paroehialia.  It  is,  however,  to  be  remembered,  that  one  reason  for 
studying  carefully  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  its  Rubrics,  is,  that  by  the 
help  of  these,  in  connection  with  what  belongs  in  Scripture  to  the  Ministerial  cha- 
racter, sufficient  information  of  its  duties  may  be  had. 

A  knowledge  of  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons,  should  be  held  absolutely  ne- 
cessary. And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will,  on  this  account,  be  soon  published, 
detached  from  the  Journals. 

To  set  down  what  books  shall  be  essential,  no  Student  to  be  ordained  without 
being  fyMy  prepared  to  answer  on  them,  is  more  difficult.  The  lowest  requisition, 
is  as  follows  : — Paley's  Evidences ;  Mosheim,  with  a  reference  to  Mr.  Hooker,  for 
the  Episcopacy ;  Stackhouse's  Body  ofDmnity  ;  and  Mr.  Reeves  on  the  Conmou 
Prayer;  the  Constitution  aud  Canons  of  the  Vhureh;  allowing  in  the  Study  of  the 
Scriptures,  a  latitude  of  choice  among  approved  Commentators  ;  it  being  under- 
stood, that  if  the  Student  cannot,  on  the  ^unds  contained  in  some  good  commen- 
tary, give  an  otxount  of  the  different  books,  and  explain  such  passages  as  may  be 
proposed  to  him,  this  is  of  itself  a  disqualificaiion. 

In  the  beginning  it  was  intimated,  that  the  course  to  be  recommended  would  be 
disproportioned  to  the  means  of  some,  and  fall  short  of  what  would  be  within  the 
compass  of  others.  Fdr  the  benefit  of  the  latter,  we  publish  the  following  list  of 
books,  on  the  different  branches  of  ecclesiastical  knowledge. 

During  the  whole  course  of  study,  the  Student  will  endeavor,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  to  cultivate  his  heart  by  attention  to  devotional  and  practical  treatises ;  seve* 
ral  of  which  will  be  mentioned  in  the  general  list  that  follows.

It  appearing  that  there  were  present  Deputies  from  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Dioceses,  as  required  by  Art  I.  of  the  Constiti> 
tion,  the  Secretary  proceeded  to  take  the  votes  of  those  pre- 
sent for  a  President  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies. 

The  Rev.  William  E.  Wyatt,  D.D.,  of  Maryland  was 
nominated.  No  other  nomination  having  been  made,  the 
vote  was  taken  vivd  voce^  and  he  was  unanimously  elected, 
and  conducted  to  the  chair  by  the  Rev.  Drs.  Upfold  and  BulL 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  the  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  be  adopted  as  the  Rules 
of  this  House,  with  the  exception  of  that  clause  which  directs 
that  in  the  choice  of  Secretary  "  members  of  the  House  shall 
not  be  eligible." 

The  Rules  of  Order  thus  amended  are  as  follows : 

RULES    OF    ORDER. 

1.  The  Morning  Service  of  the  Church  shall  be  performed  every  day  during 
the  session  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing, 
or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  unless 
he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  membere  shall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  be  m  the  House  when  any  question  is  put, 
shall,  on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  interested  in  the  dis- 
cussion. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  seconded,  and, 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  postpone  it;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn 
shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without-debate.  A  question 
on  amendment  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  tne  President,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

11.  When  ihe  House  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  his  seat 
until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  House. 
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ORDER, 

Of  the  Secretary  of  the  Home  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Sjbct.  1.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  every  Convention  by  ballot,  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  after  viva  voce  nominations.  If  but  one  person  is  nomi- 
nated, the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with.  The  Secretary  snail  continue  in 
office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  and  until  bis  successor  is 
•chosen.  He  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meetine  of 
the  Genera]  Convention ;  shall  receive  the  testimonials  of  those  who  c£ail 
there  attend  as  Members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  shall 
tecord  the  names  of  those  who  present  testimonials ;  anfi  when  such  list  ia 
made,  shall  take  the  votes  of  those  named  in  it  for  a  President.  The  insertion 
by  the  Secretary,  in  the  list  so  made  by  him,  of  the  name  of  any  person  who 
has  presented  a  testimonial  of  his  appointment  as  a  Deputy,  shall  be  primd 
facie  evidence  of  the  right  oi  such  person  to  a  seat ;  but  as  soon  as  the  House 
is  duly  oi^eanized,  a  Committee  on  Elections  shall  be  appointed,  to  whom  the 
testimonials  of  all  those  claiming  to  be  Members  shall  be  referred. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House ; 
transcribe  them  with  all  Reports  into  a  book  provided  for  tlmt  purpose ;  pre- 
serve the  Journal  and  Records  of  the  House ;  deliver  them  to  his  successor, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned  to  him  by  the 
House.  He  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  House,  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary.  If,  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  a  vacancy  should 
occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  As- 
sistant Secretary,  if  there  be  one;  if  not,  or  if  the  Assistant  Secretar}*  shall  die 
or  resign,  a  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  next  General  Convention  is  to  meet. 

Sect.  2.  In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  the  List  specified  in  the 
preceding  Section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese,  to  forward  to  him,  as  soon  as  may  be  practicable,  a  copy  of 
the  Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the 
testimonials  of  Members  aforesaid. 

On  motion,  the  House  then  proceeded  to  the  choice  of 
a  Secretary. 

The  Rev.  William  Cooper  Mead,  D.D.,  of  Connecticut, 
was  nominated.  No  other  nomination  having  been  made,  the 
vote  was  taken  vivd  voce,  and  he  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops  in- 
forming the  House  that  they  had  appointed  the  Rev.  Jonathan 
M.  Wainwright,  D.D.,  their  Secretary,  and  were  now  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  ap- 
pointed to  wait  upon  the  House  of  Bishops  and  inform  them 
that  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  having  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  William  E.  Wyatt,  I).D.,  President,  and  the 
Kev.  William  Cooper  Mead,  D.D.,  Secretary,  is  now  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Ordered^  That  the  Rev.  Dr.  Upfold  and  Mr.  Newton  be 
said  Committee. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  Trustees,  Professors  and  Students  of  the 
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General  Theological  Seminaiyy  other  Students  of  Theology 
who  are  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Church,  and  former 
Members  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  who 
may  be  in  this  city  during  the  meeting  of  this  Convention,  be 
admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  House. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  two  be  ap- 

S minted  to  make  arrangements  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
ishops  when  they  attend  the  deliberations  of  this  House, 
and  to  appropriate  certain  pews  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
Members  of  this  House,  assigning  to  each  Deputation  their 
respective  seats. 

Ordered^  That  the  Secretary  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Hoit  be 
said  Committee. 

On  motion,  Resolved^  That  the  President  appoint  during 
the  recess  of  this  House,  the  following  Standing  Committees : 
On  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  consist  of  one  Member  from 
each  Diocese ;  on  the  General  Theological  Seminary;  on  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society ;  on  the  Admis- 
sion of  new  Dioceses ;  on  the  Consecration  of  Bishops  ;  on 
Canons ;  on  Expenses ;  on  Unfinished  Business ;  on  Elec- 
tions ;  and  on  the  Prayer  Book ;— each  of  which  to  consist 
of  nine  Members. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  five  be  ap- 
pointed to  consider  and  report  on  the  Rules  of  Order. 

Ordered  that  the  Rev,  Dr.  Bowman,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Atkin- 
son, Mr.  Verplanck,  Mr.  Lewis  and  Mr.  Chambers,  be  said 
Committee. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops  com- 
municating the  following  Resolution  passed  by  them  : 

"  Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
be  informed  that  this  House  propose  to  attend  Divine  Service 
with  them  every  morning  at  half  past  9  o'clock  in  St  An- 
drew's Church  ;  and  that  they  request  the  President  of  the 
House  to  appoint  the  Readers  for  each  day." 

On  motion.  Ordered^  That  when  this  House  adjourns,  it 
adjourn  to  meet  in  this  Church  to-morrow  morning  at  half- 
past  nine  o'clock. 

The  House  adjourned. 

SECOND   day's   session— THURSDAY. 

Philadelphia,  Oct  3d,  1844. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  President  of  the  House, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  William  H.  Hoit  of  Vermont,  and  the 
Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Presiding  Bishop.

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  was  read  €uid 
approved. 

The  President  delivered  the  following  culdress  to  the 
House: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity: — To  those  who  are  honestly  concerned 
for  the  sound  morals  and  stability  of  the  various  classes  of  society,  and  con- 
sequently for  the  basis  of  the  whole — right  views  of  the  Groepel — ^there  are 
few  moments  of  so  much  interest  as  that  of  the  opening  of  what  may  prove 
a  most  eventful  session  of  the  great  Council  of  the  Church  in  this  country. 
There  are  reflections,  which  almough  common  to  every  mind,  it  may  be  use- 
ful to  awaken  with  freshness  and  &rce,  as  appropriate  to  our  government,  in 
the  transactions  likely  to  take  place.  And  it  would  be  an  unthankful  return 
for  jrour  kind  appreciation  of  my  former  services,  expressed  by  a  renewed 
appointment  to  this  chair,  should  I  fail,  through  distrust  of  myself  or  of  you, 
respectfully  to  ofier  them. 

Gentlemen :  it  is  impossible  that  the  ^at  interests  of  Christ's  Body,  can  be 
left  at  the  final  rising  of  this  Convention,  as  they  now  are — that  is,  neither 
impaired  nor  advanced  by  the  measures  that  will  be  adopted,  and  the  spirit 
which  will  be  manifested,  in  the  course  of  your  deliberations.  To  this  result, 
whether  it  be  for  ^ood  or  evil,  each  individual  of  this  body  must  neces^nly 
contribute.  A  child  may  kindle  a  flame,  which  a  multitude  of  men,  as  vigor- 
ous as  wise,  might  fail  speedily  or  without  irreparable  damage  to  extinguish. 
Who  will  not  raise  his  spirit  to  the  Great  Source  of  every  good,  to  be  pre- 
served from  dishonoring  and  wounding,  and  to  be  enabled  to  sustain  and  pro- 
tect, the  Church  which  Christ  so  loved,  that  he  gave  himself  for  it ! 

I  need  not  presume  to  urge  upon  vou,  what  I  am  sure  is  a  familiar  and 
abiding  reflection,  that  especially  while  thus  engaged— in  God's  Temple — 
before  liis  Altar^^ntrusted  with  the  disposal  of  the  means  which  He  has  or- 
dained, for  the  conversion  and  salvation  of  the  world,  the  heart  is  laid  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Searcher  of  spirits,  and  that  not  only  the  principles 
which  we  avow,  and  the  motives  of  which  we  are  conscious,  but  the  secret  • 
flubtle,  combined  impulses— often  more  efficient  causes  of  action  than  those 
which  lie  upon  the  surface — all  are  subjected  to  the  jealous  scrutiny  of  Him, 
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who  will  not  Bufier  a  stnmbling-block  to  be  cast  wi&  impunity  in  the  natb  of 
his  little  ones.  If,  in  the  common  transactions  of  life,  idle  words  snail  be 
judged,  how  would  God  here  record  for  judgment,  the  vain,  proud,  aeliish, 
angry  imaginations  to  which  those  idle  words  might  owe  their  birth. 

But  there  is  another  consideration  upon  which  I  may  lather  dwell.    If, 
instead  of  the  one  or  two  thousand  persons  of  dififerent  ages,  conditions  and 
capacities,  who  may  here  witness  your  proceedings,  this  Council  were  held  in 
a  vast  amphitheatre,  beneath  the  vault  of  Heaven,  and  in  the  presence  of  one 
or  two  millions  of  immortal  beings  congregated  about  us ;  if  in  that  fearful 
mass,  every  ear  could  hear  each  sentiment  and  tone  that  was  uttered  by  each  . 
one  of  you,  what  a  salutary  check  would  such  a  supervision  inspire  ?   With 
what  caution  would  every  speaker  express  himself  I    What  anguish  would 
one  feel  at  the  close  of  a  debate  if  he  found  cause  to  apprehend  that  anything 
which  had  fallen  from  him,  had  produced  upon  the  esteem  in  which  the 
Church  was  publicly  held,  or  even  u|>on  his  own  reputation — a  disastrous 
effect !    Now,  let  us  realize  that  such  is  virtually  the  case.   I  believe  it  is  not 
overrating  the  public  sensibility,  in  relation  to  this  present  Convention,  to 
suppose,  that  as  many  as  some  millions  of  our  countrymen  will  be  observant 
of  all  which  takes  place  in  your  Council.    Through  the  agency  of  die  Press, 
which,  you  know,  has  its  shrewd  and  watchful  instruments  at  the  delibera- 
tions of  every  public  assembly,  through  all  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land, 
as  swiftly  almost  as  the  winds  could  waft  them,  will  your  words,  and  your 
.  tones  of  voice,  and  expressions  of  countenance,  be  made  known — not  then  to 
fade  as  those  tones  will,  upon  the  ear,  and  from  the  memory  of  your  colleagues^ 
but  to  be  fixed,  perpetuated,  to  constitute  a  paragraph  in  the  history  of  the 
Church,  one  of  the  elements  out  of  which  strangera  to  the  fold  of  Christ  at 
the  distance  of  a  thousand  leagues,  will  be  conceiving  their  opinion  of  what 
the  practical  fruit  of  our  Articles  of  Faith  and  of  our  Ecclesiastical  Polity 
truly  is.    And  this  judgment,  to  be  derived  from  the  indelible  representations 
of  the  Press,  will  be  formed,  not  always  by  what  you  have  actually  said,  but 
after  it  has  been  subjected  to  all  the  involuntary  perversions  and  mutilations 
to  which  such  sketches  are  in  some  d^iee  inevitably  liable.    As  Christian 
men,  then,  we  are  bound  not  only  to  satsfy  our  own  consciences  of  the  up- 
rightness of  our  intentions,  but  we  must  avoid  the  appea^rance  of  evil.     No 
sdiowance  is  made  by  the  world  for  effects  of  honest  zeal  in  you.    Earnest- 
ness is  deemed  passion.    Decision  is  violence.    Frankness  has  the  stigma  of 
rudeness.    Ana  devout  veneration  for  the  Church,  and  love  of  the  crucified 
Son  of  God,  are  denounced  as  Superetition  and  Bigotry.  Many  are  unable  or 
unwilling  to  reason  out  a  princinle.    All  can  read  the  manifestations  of  tem- 
per.     How  then  will  the  world  triumph  in  those  exhibitions  of  frailty,  and 
of  an  excitable  temperament, which,  if  really  existing,  none  would  more  sorely 
lament  than  ourselves ! — Add  to  thin  reflection,  that  of  the  still  greater  multi- 
tude of  spintual  bein^,  who  we  believe  watch  with  holy  but  intense  solici- 
tude, the  steps  of  Chnst*s  Sacramental  Host ;  and  we  shall  be  sensible  that 
our  most  trivial  acts  here  assume  an  unwonted  importance ;  and  that  since 
we  are  compassed  about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses,  we  should  lay 
aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  wnich  doth  so  easily  beset  us,  and  with  cau- 
tion and  patience,  run  the  race  now  set  before  us. 

1  shall  take  the  liberty  of  detaining  you,  with  but  one  other  brief  considera- 
tion. As  the  organization  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  rapidly  extends 
itself  to  the  remotest  territories,  and  the  number  of  Dioceses  with  their  Episco- 
pal Heads  are  proportionably  multiplied,  it  must  be  expected  that  opposite 
views  and  tastes,  and  sometimes  principles,  will  be  found  to  exist  within  her 
borders.  Mankind  cannot  exhibit  a  different  aspect  in  the  nineteenth  century, 
and  in  this  countnr,  from  what  was  ever  beheld  before. — Upon  one  character- 
istic, however,  of  the  social  state,  we  ail  profess  to  be  agreed ;  that  liberty  of 
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eonscienGe  is  the  inalienable  right  of  every  child  of  God ;  and  that  peraeciitioii 
for  the  propagation  of  Religious  Faith,  should  be  the  offspring  only  of  ages 
darker  than  our  own.  But,  Gentlemen,  the  scourge,  the  faggot  and  the  axe 
are  not  the  only  instruments  of  persecution.  We  may  attempt  so  to  fetter  the 
exercise  of  the  judgment  and  conscience  of  our  fellow-men,  and  so  to  Tisit 
their  honest  opinions  which  differ  from  our  own,  with  the  penalty  of  our 
harsh  epithets  and  rebukes,  as  to  show  a  willingness  to  inflict  the  utmost 
penalty  which  the  civil  law  admits ;  and  we  may  thus  try  the  faith  and  firm- 
ness of  the  humble  and  the  timid  with  a  terrible  conflict  We  all  renounce, 
with  laudable  zeal,  the  notion  of  an  infallible  human  guide  to  the  conscience. 
Let  us  not  so  condemn  the  convictions  of  our  brethren,  or  urge  upon  them  our 
own,  as  if  we  had  received  assurance,  that  our  theories  were  infallible. — 
Should  we  reject  the  authoritative  guidance  and  interpretations  of  the  Church* 
with  her  ancient  Standards,  may  we  not  still  attempt  to  enforce  our  own  pri- 
vate opinions,  and  those  of  our  friends,  as  if  they  partook  of  some  principle 
of  infsulibility,  denied  to  the  Church ;  and  as  if  Christ  had  given  to  us  an  in- 
disputable and  unerring  power  to  interpret  Scripture  and  Articles  of  Faith,  and 
to  govern  the  conscience,  not  only  for  ourselves  but  for  others  also !  It  is 
only  in  the  fervent  invocation  of  the  Holy  Ghost  upon  our  understandings  and 
hearts,  that  we  can  be  protected  from  so  mischievous  infatuations.  ^Let  us 
always  remember  our  Saviour's  own  words,  **  Wo  unto  the  world  becauK 
of  oirences,  for  it  must  needs  be  that  offences  come,  but  wo  unto  that  man,  by 
whom  the  offence  cometh.*' 

On  motion,  Orderedj  That  the  Presidents  Address  be 
entered  on  the  Journal,  and  that  five  hundred  copies  of 
the  same  be  printed. 

The  Secretary  announced  to  the  House  that  he  had  ap- 
pointed the  Rev.  Edward  N.  Mead,  of  New  York,  As- 
sistant Secretary. 

On  motion,  unanimotisly  Resolved^  That  the  said  ap- 
pointment be  confirmed. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  wait  on  the  House  of  Bishops 
reported,*— That  they  had  performed  that  duty,  and  informed 
them  that  this  House  was  organized  and  ready  to  proceed 
to  business. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  arrange  seats  for  the  Bishops 
and  the  Members  of  this  House  reported, — That  they  had  at- 
tended to  the  duty,  with  the  exception  of  assigning  to  each 
Deputation  their  respective  seats. 

On  motion,  Ordered^  That  the  Committee  proceed  to  as- 
sign to  each  Deputation  their  respective  seats ;  and  that  the 
House  do  now  take  a  recess  of  fifteen  minutes,  to  enable 
the  Committee  so  to  do. 

On  the  House  being  called  to  order,  the  Committee  re- 
ported,— That  they  had,  as  directed,  assigned  particular  seats 
to  each  Deputation. 

Whereupon  the  following  Resolution  was  offered : 

Resolved,  That  the  assignment  of  seats  be  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  one  from  each  Deputation,  to  report  to-morrow 
morning. 
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The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  said  BesOla* 
tion,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  ne^tive. 

On  motion,  Orderedj  that  the  Deputations  remotely  situ- 
ated by  the  assignment  of  the  Committee,  be  allowed  to  se- 
lect any  other  pews  not  appropriated.

Whereas,  in  the  estimation  of  many  Ministers  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States,  serious  errors  of  doctrine  have,  within  a  few  years, 
been  introduced  and  extensively  promiilgated,  by  means  of 
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Tracts,  through  the  periodical  Press,  and  from  the  Pulpit:  and 
whereas  it  is  important,  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  and 
purity  of  the  Church,  that  such  errors,  if  existing,  should  be 
met,  and  as  far  as  practicable  removed,  by  the  action  of  this 
Convention. 

Be  it  therefore  Resolved^  if  the  House  of  Bishops  concur, 
That  it  is  desirable  to  prepare  and  promulgate  a  clear  and 
distinct  expression  of  the  opinions  entertained  by  this  Con- 
vention respecting  the  Rule  of  Faith,  the  Justification  of 
Man,  the  nature,  design,  and  efficacy  of  the  Sacraments, 
and  such  other  matters  as,  in  view  of  the  foregoing  circum- 
stances, may  be  deemed  expedient  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Be  it  fwrther  B£ solved^  That  it  is  desirable  that  such 
expression  of  opinion  should  originate  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  receive  the  concurrent  action  of  this  House, 
and  that  the  House  of  Bishops  be  requested  to  take  action 
accordingly. 

The  following  was  offered  as  an  Amendment  to  the  above 
Besolutions : 

Whereas  differences  of  opinion  on  subjects  deemed  of 
grave  importance  exist  among  the  Members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States :  and  whereas  it  is 
believed  that  there  is  common  ground  upon  which  those 
thus  differing  may  meet  in  harmony  and  love,  as  Members 
of  our  Branch  of  the  One  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic 
Church : 

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  be 
respectfully  requested  to  make  a  subject  of  their  godly 
counsel  and  advice,  in  their  Pastoral  Letter,  the  great  prin- 
ciples which  distinguish  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
on  the  one  hand,  from  the  corruptions  of  Rome ;  and  on  the 
other,  from  the  other  errors  of  Sectarianism.

Deputies,  in  an  amendment  of  Canon  V.  of  1832,  section  1,  and  also  of 
Canon  VIII.  of  1841,  section  1,  report  that  they  are  of  opinion,  dial  the  subject 
contemplated  by  these  amendments  is  already  sufficiently  provided  for  in  the 
Canons  above  named  Tespectiyely,and  they  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution,  viz. : 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  not  concur  in  the  amendments  of  the  before- 
named  Canons  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

The  same  Comimttee  also  report,  that  in  obedience  to  the  Resolation  of 
this  House,  desiring  them  to  inquire  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  altera^ 
tions  and  amendments  are  necessary  in  Canon  XXXIL  of  1832,  entitled,  **  Of 
Episcopal  Resignations,"  they  have  duly  considered  the  same,  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  Canon,  and  that  the  House  of  Bishops 
be  asked  to  concur  in  the  same. 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  Reso- 
lution proposed  by  the  Committee,  and  it  was  decided  in  the 
affirmative. 

On  motion,  Ordered^  That  the  Canon  proposed  by  the 
Committee  be  laid  on  the  table,  and  be  printed. 

On  motiop,  Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  have 
leave  to  print  any  proposed  Canons  before  reporting  them. 

The  following  Report  was  received : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  duty  of  considering  and  reporting 
on  the  Rules  of  Order  of  this  House*  respectfully  report : 

The  Committee  regret,  that  not  having  had  the  assistance  of  the  mover  of 
the  Resolution;  and  the  Resolution  itself  Being  framed  in  Tery  general  terms,  it 
is  possible  they  may  not  accurately  haye  perceived  and  met  his  design  ia 
offering  it.  They  are  not  prepared,  however,  to  recommend  numerous  or 
extensive  changes  in  our  present  Rules,  under  which  the  business  of  the 
House  has,  for  the  most  part,  been  transacted  with  sufficient  regularity  and 
despatch.  Some  changes,  however,  they  do  think  expedient,  in  oroer  to 
settle  questions  about  which,  though  omt  practice  may  have  been  unifonn, 
there  has  hitherto  been  no  positive  enactment  among  us,  and  also  to  detemine 
points,  in  regard  to  which  the  House  has  not  always  acted  with  perfect  uni- 
lormity. 

The  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  following  additions  and  amend- 
ments to  the  Rules  of  Order,  as  adopted  at  the  opening  of  this  Convention : 

First — To  amend  Rule  9,  so  as  to  read  thus : 

"When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  that  it  he  on  the  table: 
but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order ;  and  this  motion,  and  that 
to  lie  an  the  table^  shall  be  decided  without  debate." 
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ADDITIONAL  RULES. 

13.  The  Reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  leoeiTed  of  course,  and 
-vrithput  motion  iFor  acceptance,  unless  recommitted  by  yota  of  the  House.  All 
Reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by 
the  House,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  Resolution  for  the  action  of  the  House 
therein. 

14.  If  the  question  under  debste  contam  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  mvided,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken  sepa-/ 
rately,  excmt  that  a  motion  to  ttiike  out  aria  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without  debate; 
but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on  such  appeal  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  on^>  without  express  leave  of  the  House. 

16.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
inoved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to 
amend  the  same  may  De  made :  no  after  amendment  to  such  second  amend- 
ment shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under 
consideraticm,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  propo- 
sition on  a  su^ect  different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  received 
under  color  of  a  substitute.

The  Treasurer  in  New  York  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  Quotas  for 
1844,  irom  New  York  and  Western  New  York,  amounting  to  the  sum  of

If  the  remaining  Quotas  febould  be  paid  during  the  session  of  this  Conven- 
tion, the  whole  receipts  will  ttita  amount  to  $815  25,  leaving  a  defidencr  of 
$384  75,  to  be  protided  for  by  the  Convention.

In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  Conventions 
may  be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  to 
forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  at  or  before  an^  meetingB 
of  the  General  Convention ,  One  Dollar  for  each  Clergyman  within  said  Diocese. 

Section  2.    Canon  X.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed.

The  Committee  on  Canons  to  whom  was  referred  the  Message  from  the 
House  of  Fishops,  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
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Deputies,  is  the  enactment  of  a  Canon  entitled,  <*  Of  Ministers  removing  from 
one  Diocese  to  another/'  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
.same,  and  recommend  the  concurrence  of  this  House  therein,  and  they  ofilr 
the  following  Resolution  in  relation  thereto : 

Resolved,  That  this^  House  concur  with  the  House  of  Bishops  in  the  enact- 
ment of  the  Canon  entitled,  **  Of  Ministers  removing  from  one  Diocese  to 
another." 

The  Committee  further  report,  that  they  have  oonsideied  the  two  seveml 
Resolutions  of  this  House  referrecf  to  them,  instructing  them  to  inquire,  the 
one,  into  the  expediency  of  amending  Section  2d  of  Canon  YIII.  of  1841,  and 
the  other,  into  the  expediency  of  amending  Canon  XXXI.  of  1832,  and  are  of 
the  opinion  in  regard  to  the  first,  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  amend  the  same ; 
because  the  proposed  amendment  would,  in  their  judgment,  involve  an  inva- 
sion of  the  undoubted  prerogative  of  a  Bishop  to  address  the  Convention  of 
his  Diocese,  on  any  and  every  subject  by  him  deemed  important,  and  to  insert 
the  same  on  its  Journals :  And  in  regard  to  the  second,  that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  .nmend  it,  inasmuch  as  the  object  of  the  proposed  amendment  is  sufficiently 
provided  for  in  the  Canon  as  it  now  stands. 

.  The  Committee  further  report,  that,  in  their  opinion,  it  is  inexpedient  to 
enact  the  Canon  referred  to  them  by  a  resolution  of  this  House  entitled,  "  Of 
Lay  Discipline,"  because  it  evidently  proposes  new  terms  of  Communion.

TWELFTH   day's    SESSION TUESDAY. 

Philadelphia,  Oct.  15th,  1844. 
The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 
Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson, 
of  Maryland,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Charles  Burroughs,  D.D., 
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of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  Benediction  was  pronouooed 
by  the  Presiding  Bishop. 

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  last  evening  was  read 
and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  House  took  up  the  consideration  of  the 
Canon  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Canons,  entitled,  ^  Of 
Episcopal  Resignations." 

The  House  having  considered  and  amended  the  same,  the 
Canon  was  passed,  as  follows : 

CANON. 

Of  Episcopal  Resignations. 
[The  former  Canon  on  this  subject  was  the  thirty-second  of  1832.] 

Section  1.  If,  during  the  session  of  any  General  Convention,  or  wilhia 
six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop 
shall  desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make  known  in  writing  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  such  his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moving  hitt 
thereto ;  whereupon  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  have  full  power  and  author* 
ity  to  investigate  the  whole  case  of  the  proposed  resienation,  including  nol 
only  the  facts  and  reasons  that  may  be  set  forth  in  the  application  for  the 
proposed  resimation,  but  any  other  facts  and  circumstances  bearing  upon  it, 
so  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  propriety  or  necessity  of  such  resignatioB 
may  be  placed  fully  before  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Section  2.  Ati  investigation  having  thus  been  made,  the  House  ol 
Bishops  shall  have  power  to  decide  on  the  application,  and,  by  the  vote  of  a 
majority  of  those  present,  to  accept,  or  refuse  to  accept,  such  resignation: 
and  in  all  cases  of  a  proposed  resignation,  the  Bishops  shall  cause  their  pro- 
ceedings to  be  recorded  on  their  Journal :  and  in  case  of  acceptance,  the 
resignation  shall  be  complete  when  thus  recorded  :  and  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Section  3.  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desire  to  resign  at  any  period  oot 
within  six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  a  General  Convention,  he 
shall  make  known  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire,  with  the  reasons 
moving  him  thereto,  whereupon  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  communicale 
without  delay  a  copy  of  the  same  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church  having 
Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction,  and  also  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese 
to  which  the  Bishop  desiring  to  resign  may  belong,  and  at  the  same  time 
summon  said  Bishops  to  meet  him  in  person,  at  a  place  to  be  by  him  desig- 
nated, and  at  a  time  not  less  than  three  calendar  months  from  the  date 
of  his  summons :  and  should  a  number,  not  Less  than  two-thirds  of  all  the 
said  Bishops,  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  they  shall  then  have  all 
the  powers  given  by  the  previous  sections  of  this  Canon  to  the  House  of 
Bishops :  and  should  a  number  less  than  two-thirds  assemble,  they  shall  have 
power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  they  can  secure  the  attendance  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  said  Bishops.  Should  a  proposed  resignation  of  a 
Bishop  be  accepted  at  any  meeting  of  the  Bishops  for  that  purpose  held  duiiog 
a  recess,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Senior  Bishop  present  to  pronounce 
such  resignation  complete,  and  to  communicate  the  same  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  of  each  Diocese,  who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  read  to  the  several 
Congre^tions  therein.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Presiding  Bishop 
to  cause  such  resignation  to  be  formally  recorded  on  the  Journal  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  that  may  meet  in  General  Convention  next  thereafter.  If 
the  Bishofp  desirous  of  reft^^g  should  be  the  Presidtng  Bishop,  then  all  fbt 
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ckities  directed  in  this  Caoon  to  be  performed  by  tUb  Presiding  Bishop,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority. 

Section  4.  No  Bisnop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  Jurisdiction 
of  a  Diocese  has  been  consummated  pursuant  to  this  Canon,  shall,  under  any 
circumstances,  be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in  union,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  admitted  into  union,  with  this  Church :  nor  shall  he  have  a  seat  in 
the  House  of  Bishops ;  nor  shall  he  perform  any  Episcopal  act.  And  if  the 
said  Bishop  shall  perform  any  Episcopal  act,  contrary  to  these  provisions,  or 
shall  in  anywise  act,  or  have  acted,  contrary  to  his  Christian  and  Episcopal 
character,  he  may,  on  trial  and  proof*  of  the  fact,  be  degraded  from  the 
Ministry,  or  otherwise  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bishops  who  may 
try  him.  ♦ 

Section  5.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  the  Episcopal  chajge  of  a 
Diocese,  shall  still  be  subject  in  all  matters  to  the  Canons  and  authority  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Section  6.    Canon  XXXII.  of  1832,  is  hereby  repealed. 

•  • 

Ordered^  That  the  said  Canon  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops,  for  their  concurrence. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in- 
forming the  House  that  they  had  passed  the  following  Reso- 
lutions:  ' 

'^  Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Seputiea^ 
concurring.  That  the  Table  of  Contents  in  page  iii.  of  the 
Prayer-Book,  reported  by  the  Joint  Conjmittee  of  the  last 
Convention,  on  the  subject  of  a  Standard  Pirayer-Book,  be 
amended,  by  striking  out  therefrom  all  after  the  words, 
*  The  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David.' 

"  Resolved^  the.  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curring. That  the  word  *  Amen,'  on  page  242  of  the  said 
reported  Book,  be  printed  in  the  Roman  character,  to  make 
it  uniform  with  the  same  word  in  the  corresponding  Prayer 
on  page  231 ;  the  diserepancy  being  understood  to  be  owing 
to  a  misprint,  contrary  to  the  design  of  the  Committee. 

^^  Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curring. That  with  the  above  amendments,  the  Book  reported 
by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Convention,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  a  Standard  Prayer-Book,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
adopted  as  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  of  this  Church ;  and 
that  the  said  Joint  Committee  be  continued,  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  the  said  Book  accordingly,  and  with  power  to 
set  it  forth,  when  thus  amended  under  their  hands,  as  the 
Standard  Prayer-Book  of  this  Church. 

"  Whereas  it  appears  that  the  Joint  Committee  have  been 
supplied  by  liberal  individuals,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wain- 
wright,  with  ample  funds,  enabling  them  to  prosecute  the 
object  of  their  appointment  under  peculiar  advantages :. 
Therefore, 
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^  Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curriDg,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented, 
through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  to  the  contributors  of  the 
said  mnds. 

"  Resolved,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curring, That  should  the  funds  in  their  hands  be  sufficient 
to  meet  the  necessary  expense,  the  above-mentioned  Joint 
Committee  do,  as  soon  as  convenient  after  their  setting  forth 
the  Standard  Prayer-Book,  have  a  Copy  thereof,  strongly 
bound;  transmitted  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church,  for  him- 
self and  his  successors  in  office. 

"  Resolved,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curring, That  the  several  Joint  Resolutions  proposed  by  tiiiis 
House,  on  the  subject  of  the  Standard  Prayer-Book,  be 
referred  to  the  Committees  of  the  two  Houses  on  the  Prayer- 
Book,  as  a  Joint  Committee." 

On  motion.  Ordered,  That  the  said  Resolutions  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Prayer-Book. 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in- 
forming the  House  that  they  had  jxassed  the  following  Reso- 
lution : 

^  Resolved,  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  con- 
curring. That  there  be  a  Conference  between  the  Committees 
of  the  two.  Houses,  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  this  House  concur  in  the  said 
Resolution. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  That  when  this  House  adjourns,  it 
adjourn  to  meet  at  7,  P.  M. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  That  the  Canon  reported  by  the 
Committee  on  Canons,  entitled,  "  Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop,'' 
be  the  special  order  of  the  day  for  this  evening. 

The  House  adjourned. 

TWELFTH  day's  SESSION— TUESDAY. 

October  15th,  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  this  morning  was  read 
and  approved. 

On  motion,  the  House  took  up  the  consideration  of  the 
Canon  entitled  "  Of  the  Trial  ot  a  Bishop."  The  House 
having  considered  and  amended  the  same,  the  Canon  was 
passed  as  follows : 
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CAKON. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop. 

[The  former  Canon  on  this  subject  was  the  fourth  of  1841.] 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writing, 
specifying  the  offence  of  which  he  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable 
certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made 
for  any  crime  or  immorality,  for  heresy,  for  violation  of  the  Constitution  or 
Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belong. 
Said  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
the  accused  Bishop  belongs,  two-thirds  of  each  Order  present  concurring ;  and 
the  vote  thereon  shall  not,  in  any  case,  take  place  on  the  saAie  day  on  which 
the  resolution  to  present  is  offered;  it  may  also  be  made  by  any  three 
Bishops  of  this  Church.  When  made  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  he  siened 
by  a  Committee  of  Prosecution,  consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Lay* 
men,  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose ;  and  when  by  three  Bishops,  it  shall 
be  signed  by  them  respectively,  in  their  official  characters. 

Section  2.  Such  presentment  shall  be  addressed  to  "  the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,**  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  who  shall  send  copies  thereof  without  delay  to  the 
several  Bishops  of  this  Church  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States.  Provided^  That  if  the  presentment  be  made  by  three  Bishops  no 
copies  shall  be  sent  to  them.  And  provided  further.  That  if  the  Presiding 
Bishop  be  the  subject  of  the  presentment,  or  if  he  be  one  of  the  three  Bishops 
presenting,  such  presentment  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority 
to  the  {'residing  Bishop,  not  being  one  of  the  three  presenting,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  in  such  case,  to  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  Canon  on  the 
Presiding  Bishop.  Upon  a  presentment  made  in  either  of  the  modes  pointed 
out  in  Section  1  of  this  Canon,  the  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall,  without  delay,  cause  a  copy  of  the 
presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  ^ive  notice,  with  all 
convenient  speed,  to  the  several  Bishops  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  their  assembling  together ;  and 
any  number  thereof,  being  not  less  than  seven,  other  than  the  Bishops  pre- 
senting, then  and  there  assembled,  shall  constitute  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused:  he  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  cause  at  least  thirty  days*  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  trial  to  be  given,  both  to  the  accused  and  to  the  parties 
presenting  him,  by  a  summoner,  to  be  appointed  by  him ;  and  shall  also  call 
on  the  accused,  by  a  written  summons  to  appear  and  answer;  the  place  of 
trial  shall  always  be  within  the  Diocese  in  which  the  accused  Bishop  resides. 
If  the  accused  bishop  appear,  before  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  be  called  on 
by  the  Court  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offence  or  of&nces 
chared  against  him ;  and  on  his  neglect  or  refusal,  the  plea  of  not  guilty 
shall  be  entered  for  him,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed ;  Provided,  That  for  sui&> 
cient  cause,  or  to  prevent  a  failure  of  justice,  the  Court  may  adjourn  from 
time  to  time ;  And  provided  also.  That  the  accused  shall  at  all  times  during 
the  trial  have  liberty  to  be  present,  to  produce  his  testimony,  and  to  make  his 
defence. 

Section  4.  When  the  Court  proceeds  to  trial,  some  officer  authorized  by 
law  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the 
truth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  matters 
charged  in  the  presentment,  and  the  testimony  of  each  witness  shall  be  reduced 
to  writing.  And  if  any  witness  resides  one  hundred  miles  from  the  place  where 
the  Court  is  to  assemble,  it  shall  be  lawful,  for  either  party,  at  any  time  after 
notice  of  the  presentment  is  served  on  the  accused,  to  apply  to  the  Court,  if

in  session,  or  if  not,  to  any  Bishop,  who  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  Commis- 
sary  to  take  the  deposition ;  and  such  party  so  desiring  to  take  the  deposi* 
lion,  shall  give  to  the  other  party  oc  some  one  of  them,  reasonable  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  accompanying  such  notice  with 
the  interrogatories  to  be  propounded  to  the  witness:  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
other  party  within  six  days  after  such  notice,  to  propound  cross-interrogato- 
ries ;  and  such  interro^ories  and  cross-interroi^tories,  if  any  be  propounded, 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Commissary,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  take  the 
testimony 'of  such  witness,  and  transmit  it,  undef  seal,  to  the  Court  And  if 
the  witness  reside  within  one  hundred  miles  from  the  place,  where  the  Court 
is  to  be  held,  anil  it  satisfactorily  appear  to  the  Court  in  session,  or  if  not,  to 
any  Bishop,  that  such  witness  cannot  conveniently  attend,  or  will  not  attend 
in  person,  to  give  his  testimony,  a  Commissary  may  be  appointed  and  the  de- 
position taken  in  the  manner  herein  before  provided.  But  no  deposition  shall 
be  read  at  the  trial,  unless  the  Court  is  satisfied  that  the  attendance  of  the 
witness  cannot  be  procured,  or  unless  both  parties  shall  consent  that  it  may  be 
read. 

Section  5.  The  Court  having  fully  heard  the  allegations  and  testimony  of 
the' parties,  and  deliberately  considered  the  same,  after  the  parties  hare  with- 
drawn, shall  declare  respectively,  whether  in  their  opinion  the  accused  be  guilty. 
or  not  guilty  of  the  chai^ges  and  specifications  contained  in  the  presentment,  in 
the  order  in  which  they  are  set  forth  ;  and  the  declaration  of  a  majority  of 
the  Court  being  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  those  who  assent  thereto* 
shall  be  considered  as  the  judgment  of  the  said  Court,  and  shall  be  pronounced 
in  the  presence  of  the  parties,  if  they  choose  to  attend.  And  if  it  be  that  the 
accused  is  guilty,  the  Court  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pass  sentence,  and  award 
the  penalty  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  deposition,  as  to  them  the  oflence 
or  offences  proved  may  seem  to  deserve:  Provided,  That  if  the  accused  shall, 
before  sentence  is  passed,  show  satisfactory  cause  to  induce  a  belief  that 
justice  has  not  been  done,  the  Court,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  may,  ac- 
cording to  a  sound  discretion,  grant  a  re-hearing :  and  in  either  case,  before 
passing  sentence,  the  accused  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  being  heard,  if 
ne  have  aught  to  say  in  excuse  or  palliation.  Provided^  That  the  accused  shall 
not  be  held  guilty,  unless  a  majority  of  the  Court  shall  concur  in  regard  to  one 
or  more  of  the  offences  charged,  and  only  as  relates  to  those  charges  in  which 
a  majority  so  concur. 

Section  6.  If  the  accused  Bishop  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear,  according  to 
the  snmnions  of  the  Court,  notice  having  been  served  upon  him  as  aforesaid, 
except  for  some  reasonable  cause,  to  be  allowed  by  the  said  Court,  they  shall 
pronounce  him  to  be  in  contumacy ;  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the 
ministry  shall  be  pronounced  against  him  for  contumacy  by  the  Court ;  but 
the  said  sentence  shall  be  reversed,  if  within  three  calendar  months  he  shall 
tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  take  his  trial  on  the  present- 
ment. But  if  the  accused  Bishop  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  ministry 
shall  be  pronounced  against  him  by  the  Court.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Court,  whenever  sentence  has  been  pronounced,  whether  it  be  on  trial,  or  for 
contumacy,  to  communicate  such  sentence  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of 
every  Diocese  of  this  Church ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Ecclesia»ticai 
authorities  to  cause  such  sentence  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  congregations  of 
each  Diocese  by  the  respective  ministers  thereof. 

Section  7.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  may  be 
served  by  a  summoner  or  summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Court ;  and 
the  certificate  of  any  such  summoner  shall  be  evidence  of  the  due  service  of 
a  notice  or  paper.    In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  may  be

proved  by  the  affiiarit  of  such  peFson,  The  delivery  of  a  written  notice  or 
paper  to  a  party,  or  the  leaving  it  at. his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

Section  8.  The  accused  paity  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by 
oounse),  and  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  such  privilege,  but  not  otherwise,  those 
presenting  shall  also  have  the  like  privilege. 

Section  9.  If  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  any  General  Convention, 
any  Bishop  shall  make  to  the  House  of  Bishops  a  written  acknowledgment 
•f  his  un worthiness  or  criminality  in  any  particular,  the  House  of  Bisbops 
may  proceeJ,  without  trial,  to  determine  by  vote,  whether  the  said  offending 
and  confessing  Bishop  shall  be  admonished,  or  be  suspended  from  his  otQce,  or 
be  depos3d ;  and  the  sentence  thus  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  Votes  of 
the  House  of  Bishops,  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  presiding,  in  the 
presence  of  the  saiJ  House  of  Bishops, and  entered  on  the  Joumal  of  the  House; 
and  a  copy  of  the  said  sentence,  attested  by  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  Bishop,  and  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  his  Diocese,  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  every  Diocese  of 
this  Church ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Ecclesiastical  authorities,  to  canse 
such  sentence,  unless  it  be  the  sentence  of  admonition,  to  be  pqblicly  read  to 
the  congre^tions  of  each  Diocese  by  the  respective  minister^  thereof. 

Section  10.  No  Bishop  of  this  Church  who  has  not  Ecclesiastical  jurisdic- 
tion shall  be  considered  as  includeJ  in  the  provisions  of  this  Canon,  except 
that  such  Bishop  may  be  presented,  tried,  and  sentence  passed  on  him  as  u 
therein  provided. 

Section  11.  Canon  IV.  of  1841,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Canon  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  for  their  concurrence. 

The  following  Resolution  from  the  Journal  of  the  Special 
Convention,  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana,  Sept,  lftl4,  was  laid 
before  the  House. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Delegates  of  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention, 
be  instructed  to  make  known  to  the  General  Convention  and  the  Board  of 
Missions,  the  sentiments  of  this  Diocese,  as  expressed  In  the  Report  on  the 
pages  of  this  Journal,  relative  to  the  inability  of  the  Diocese,  under  present 
circumstances,  to  elect  a  Diocesan." 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  the  Deputies  from  the  Diocese 
of  Indiana, 

Ordered,  That  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
of  Missions,  at  the  Session  held  in  June,  1844,  as  relate  to 
the  support  in  part  by  the  said  Board,  of  certain  Bishops 
having  the  oversight  of  Domestic  Missionary  operations, 
together  with  the  Journal  of  the  late  Special  Convention  of 
the  Diocese  of  Indiana  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  That  the  remainder  of  the  Report 
of  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  the  special  order  of  the  day 
for  to-morrow  morning. 

The  House  adjourned. 
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THIRTEENTH   DAT's   SESSION— -WEDNESDAY. 

Philadelphia,  Oct  16th,  1844. 

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  Stephen  H.  Tyng, 
D.D.,  of  Pennsylvania,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Jonathan  M. 
Wainwright,  D.I>.,  of  New  York,  Secretary  of  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Pre* 
siding  Bishop. 

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  last  evening  was  read 
and  approved. 

The  following  Resolution,  which  had  been  laid  upon  the 
table  on  the  12th  inst.,  was  called  up  by  the  Mover : 

Resolved^  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  this

Ordered,  That  the  special  order  of  the  day 
be  suspended  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  the  Resolution 
and  Amendments,  relating  to  the  supposed  introduction  of 
errors  of  doctrine  in  the  Church,  and  their  promulgation  by 
means  of  Tracts,  &c. 

The  following  Substitute  for  the  said  Resolutions  and 
Amendments  was  offered : 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
consider  the  Liturgy,  Offices  and  Articles  of  the  Church, 
sufficient  exponents  of  her  sense  of  the  essential  doctrines  of 
Holy  Scripture ;  and  that  the  Canons  of  the  Church  afford 
ample  means  of  discipline  and  correction  for  all  who  depart 
from  her  Standards ;  and  further,  that  the  General  Conven- 
tion is  not  a  suitable  tribunal  for  the  trial  and  censure  of,  and 
that  the  Church  is  not  responsible  for,  the  errors  of  individ- 
uals, whether  they  are  members  of  this  Church  or  otherwise. 

Whereupon,  the  following  Resolution  was  offered  : 

Resolved,  That  the  whole  subject  under  discussion  and 
the  various  Amendments  and  Substitute  be  referred  to  a 
Select  Committee  of  five,  with  instructions  to  report  thereon 
immediately. 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  above 
Resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  negative. 

The  consideration  of  the  proposed  Substitute  being  siis- 
pended. 

On  motion.  Ordered,  That  when  this  House  adjourns, 
it  adjourn  to  meet  at  7,  P.  M.

Sfxtion  1 .  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  Conventions 
may  be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions 
to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention  at  or  before  any  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Convention,  One  dollar  for  each  Cleigymaa  witmn  said 
Diocese. 

Section  2.  Canon  X.,  of  1838,  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  House  having  considered  the  same,  the  Canon  was 
passed. 

Orderedy  That  the  said  Canon  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Bishops  for  their  concurrence.

On  motion,  the  House  took  up  the  consideration  of  the 
addition  of  Article  X.  to  the  Constitution  proposed  to  this 
House  by  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Whereupon^  the  following  Resolution  was  ojSered : 

Resolved,  That  this  House  do  concur  with  the  House  of 
Bishops  in  agreeing  to,  and  ratifying  Article  X.  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  proposed  at  the  General  Convention  of  1841,  which 
is  as  follows : 

"^  Art.  X  Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  application 
therefrom,  may  be  consecrated,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishops  of  this  GhuiTch,  or  a  majoiity  of  them,  signified  to 
the  {Residing  Bishop ;  he,  thereupon,  taking  order  for  the 
same,  and  they,  being  satisfied  diat  the  person  desi^ated  for 
the  office  has  been  duly  chosen  and  properly  qualified.    The 
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Older  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in 
the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this  Church. 
Such  Bishops,  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eligible  to  the 
office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in 
the  United  States,  npr  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of 
Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in  ssdd  States.*' 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  the  abote 
Resolution,  and  it  was  decided  in  the  amrm^tiTe.

**  4.  Resolved,  That  in  tne  Selections  of  PSalms,  the  number  of  each  Se- 
lection respectively  be  indicated  on  the  outer- top  maipn  of  each  page,  by 
printing  &/.  1,  Sel.  2,  &c.,  uniform  with  Day  1,  Day  2,  &c.,  as  printed  on 
the  outer-top  mai^in  of  the  Psalter. 

"  5.  Resolved,  That  with  the  above  amendhients,  the  Book  reported  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Convention  on  the  subject  of  the  Standard  Prayer- 
Book  be)  and  the  same  hereby  is,  adopted  as  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  of 
this  Church ;  and  that  the  said  Joint  Committee  be  continued,  with  the 
addition  thereto  of  the  Rev.  Jonathan  M.  Wainwright,  D.D.,  for  the  purpose 
of  amending  the  said  Book  accordingly,  and  with  power  to  set  it  forth,  when 
thus  amended  under  their  hands,  as  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  of  this  Church. 

"  6.  Whereas  it  appears  that  the  Joint  Committee  have  been  supplied  by 
hberai  individuals,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  with  funds  enabling 
them  to  prosecute  the  object  of  their  appointment  under  peculiar  advantages: 
therefore.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  be  presented,  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  to  the  contributors  of  said  funds. 

**  7.  Resolved^  That  should  the  funds  in  their  hands  be  sufficient  to  meet 
the  necessary  expense,  the  above-mentioned  Joint  Committee  do,  as  soon  as 
convenient  after  their  setting  forth  the  Standard  Prayer-Book,  have  a  Copy 
thereof,  strongly  bound,  transmitted  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church,  for  him- 
self and  his  successors  in  office.

men  from  the  ministry  of  the  Church. 

'^  4.  It  is  respectfully  submitted,  that  inasmuch*  as  many 
works  have  been  published  by  the  Bishops  and  other  Minis- 
tfis  of  this  Church,  setting  forth  the  claims  of  Kpiscopacy  to 
the  authority  of  Holy  Scripture  and  to  primitive  practice, 
and  containing  urgent  warnings  against  the  sin  of  schism,  it 
is  not  deemed  consistent  with  the  principles  of  this  Church, 
to  oppose  further  obstacles  to  the  reception  of  men  to  its  min- 
istry, than  the  necessary  guards  which  prudence,  regulated 
by  a  sound  faith  and  wholesome  experience,  may  dictate."

They  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Conven* 
tians  respectively,  to  every  stated  Tri- 
ennial Convention,  which  may  ccm- 
firm  or  reject  the  nomination. 

For  the  present,  and  until  the  next 
General  Convention,  the  Board  of 
Missions  shall  continue  aa  at  present 
constituted. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

To  the  Board  of  Missions  shall.be 
entrusted  the  supervision  of  the  gene- 
ral missionary  operations  of  the 
Church,  with  power  to  establish  mis- 
sionary stations,  appoint  Missionaries, 
make  appropriations  of  money,  ref- 
late the  conducting  of  missions,  fill 
any  vacancies  in  their  numbers  which 
may  occur,  and  also  to  enact  all  By- 
laws which  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  their  own  government,  and  the  gov- 
ernment of  their  committees :  Provided 
alwayst  that  in  relation  to  oiganized 
Dioceses  having  Bishops,  the  Board 
shall  r^ulate  the  number  of  mission- 
ary stations,  but  the  Bishc^  of  the 
Diocese  may  select  the  stations,  and 
may  at  any  time  discontinue  a  station, 
and  in  lieu  of  it  establish  one  else- 
where. 

ARTICLE  V.

The  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Church 
shall  be  the  President  of  the  Board, 
and  in  his  absence,  the  Senior  Bishop 
present  shall  preside ;  in  the  absence 
of  all  the  Bishops,  the  Board  shall 
elect  a  President  pro  tempore. 


ADDITION  TO  ARTICLE  IV. 

Provided  aUo^  That  the  Domestic 
Missionaries  shall  be  responsible  to 
the  Board,  and  their  correspondence 
with  the  Committee  be  carried  on, 
through  the  medium  of  the  Bishops 
to  whose  jurisdiction  such  MissioDa- 
ries  may  be  subject. 


ARTICLE  VI 

The  Board  of  Missions  shall  hold 
its  first  meeting  at  the  call  of  the  Pre- 
siding Bishop,  and  meet  annually 
thereafter  at  such  time  and  place 
as  may  have  been  appointed  at  the 
previous  annual  meeting;  and  also 
on  the  second  day  of  the  meeting  of 
the  General  Convention,  at  the  mace 
of  its  meeting.

SUBSTITUTE  FOR  ARTICLE  V. 

The  Bishops,  when  there  shall  be 
five  of  more  present  at  any  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Missions,  shall  fo^m 
a  separate  House,  with  a  right  to 
originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  con- 
currence of  the  other  branch  of  the 
Board,  composed  of  Clergy  and  Laity ; 
and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have 
passed  the  Board  of  Cleigy  and  Laity, 
the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the 
Bishops,  who  shall  have  a  negative 
thereupon.

ADDITION  TO  ARTICLE  VL

The  (Committee  having  had  under  consideration  the  proposition  to  dispense 
with  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board,  as  a  measure  of  compromise* 
deemed  it  inexpedient  to  disturb  the  present  arrangements,  understanding  that 

Srovision  would  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Missions,  to  meet  the  objections  to 
lat  feature ;  and  for  the  same  reason,  they  have  agreed  to  retain  the  clause 
admitting  the  Committees  and  Treasurers  to  a  seat  in  the  Board* 

The  Committee  beg  leave  further  to  report,  that  they  have  considered  that 
portion  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  of  Indiana  which  relates  to  the 
Episcopate  thereof ;  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  Resolution  : 
Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  N.  vV.  Territiorj 
has  been  relieved  of  the  cham  of  the  Diocese  of  Missouri,  and  is  willing  to 
continue  his  supervision  of  Indiana,  which  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese 
say  will  be  acceptable,  the  existing  relation  of  the  Diocese  of  Indiana  to 
the  said  Missionary  Bishop,  be  left  undisturbed.

The  following  Report  was  also  presented  by  the  minonty 
of  the  said  Committee. 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Board  of 
Missions,  is  compelled  to  dissent  from  the  majority  in  relation  to  one  of  the 
important  changes  proposed  in  their  Report. 
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He  has  attended  the  Tarlons  conferenoes  of  the  Cooimiltee  vith  the  desire 
and  detennination  to  meet,  as  far  as  possible,  the  wishes  of  those  (a  small 
minority,  he  believes,  in  the  Church)  who  express  dissatisfaction  with  the 
Board  of  Missions  as  at  present  oiganized.  On  this  principle  he  has  acted 
in  assenting  to  the  measures  suggested,  with  the  exception  of  the  proposed 
Substitute  for  Article  III.  of  the  Constitution. 

The  grounds  of  his  objection  to  the  Substitute  are  briefly  these : 

1.  The  Board  of  Missions  was  intended  to  be  the  Representative  of  the 
GrenercU  Conventidn,  and  not  subject  in  any  respect  to  Diocesan  Legislation. 
This  is  apparent,  as  well  from  the  ^neral  principles  embodied  in  the  Consti- 
tution, as  Irom  tbe  reason  assigned  m  tbe  3d  Article,  viz. — that "  the  General 
Convention  is  the  constituted  representative  body  of  the  whole  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  in  these  United  States."  On  this  principle  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions was  constituted  the  authorized  Representative  of  the  General  Convention. 
It  has  thus  acted  for  the  Church  as  a  whole, — ^promoting  Unity,  and  securing 
efficiency  in  our  Missionary  operations. 

The  proposed  Substitute,  in  the  omnion  of  the  undersigned,  violates  this 
principle.  It  refers  the  selection  of  the  Members  of  the  Board,  not  to  the 
General  Convention,  but  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions.  And  though 
it^is  provided  that  the  General  Convention  may  confirm  or  reject  the  nomina- 
tion thus  made,  yet  it  is  easy  to  perceive  that  the  practical  operation  will  be 
to  throw  the  selection  of  the  Members  of  the  Board  into  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions.^  A  simple  reference  to  the  election  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  will  show  this  view  to  be 
correct 

2.  A  second  objection  is  the  danger  of  invitins  the  influence  of  party  and 
local  feeling  in  the  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Missions.  If  this  influence 
is  to  be  deprecated,  as  most  surely  it  is  in  any  part  of  our  Ecclesiastical  pro- 
ceedings, especially  should  it  be  avoided  in  our  Missionary  operations.  Its 
entrance  and  prevalence  here,  might  prove  fatal  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Board, 
and  to  the  unity  of  our  action  in  the  Missionary  work. 

3.  A  third  oojection  is,  that  the  proposed  change  'may  practically  devolve 
the  control  of  our  Missionary  operations  upon  the  Convention  of  the  Dio<^ 
where  the  two  Executive  Committees  maty  be  j^aced. 

It  will  be  remembered,  that  the  Board  of  Missions,  which  meets  annually, 
devolves  its  business  ad  interim  upon  the  two  Executive  Committees,  with 
their  Secretaries ;  the  one,  having 'chaige  of  the  DoTnestic,  and  the  other,  of  the 
Foreign  operations  of  the  Board.  Now  it  is  evident  that  the  Members  of 
these  Committees  must  be  taken  from  the  Diocese  in  which  they  are  placed. 
If,  then,  such  Diocese  have  a  large  number  of  the  Cleigy  resident  in  it,  and 
thus  is  entitled  to  a  large  representation  in  the  Board ;  the  Convention  6f  said 
Diocese  may,  in  certain  contingencies,  eoutrol  tbe  operations  of  the  Executive 
Commitees,  and  thus,  in  fact,  direct  the  action  of  the  Board  in  the  intervals 
of  their  annual  sessions. 

If  it  be  said  that  the  Board  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  Members  in  the  "ap- 
pointment of  the  Executive  Committees,  and  thus  is  at  liberty  to  appoint 
others  than  those  nominated  by  the  Diocesan  Convention ;  to  this  it  may  be 
answered,  that  this  is  not  a  certainty  but  a  contingency.  The  Board  may^  or 
it  may  no^go  beyond  its  own  body  in  the  appointment  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittees. In  wise  legislation  we  should  guard  against  possible  as  well  as 
against  apparent  changes.  The  objection  is  to  the  principle  involved  in  the 
proposed  Substitute. 

4.  A  fourth  objection  is,  that,  in  the  event  of  the  appointment  of  other  than 
the  Members  of  the  Board  as  Members  of  the  Executive  Committees,  then  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  Committees  shall  be  located  will  possess  a  representa- 
tion in  the  Board  laiger  tiian  justly  belongs  to  it,  or  w  accorded  to  other 
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Dioceses.  The  Members  of  the  Bxecutiye  Committee  are,  ex  offieioj  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board.  Such  Diocese  will  thus  possess,  in  common  with  other 
Dioceses,  a  representation  ill  the  Board,  in  proportion  to  the  whole  number  of 
its  Clergy,  and  also,  in -addition  to  this,  an  increase  of  the  whole  number  of 
those,  who,  not  being  elected  Members  of  the  Board,  are  such  ez  officio,  as 
Members  of  the  Committees. 

0.  A  fifth,  and  not  the  least  important  objection  is,  that  a  change  of  the 
tharacter  of  that  proposed  is  a  violation  of  the  principle  of  compromise,  by 
which  the  former  Missionary  Society  was  merged  in  the  present  It  is  not 
n.ecessary  to  go  into  detail.  The  proceedines  to  which  'allusion  is  made,  are 
familiar  to  many  of  the  Members  of  this  House.  And  while  it  is  conceded 
that  the  General  Convention  have  the  power  to  re-model,  if  they  choose,  the 
whole  plan  of  our  Missionary  ori^nization,  the  undersigned  cannot  suppose 
tiiat  thi&  power  will  be  exercised  m  such  a  way,  as  to  disappoint  the  just  ex- 
pectations of  a  large  majority  of  the  prominent  friends  of  the  Missionary 
work. 

With  regard  to  the  oroposed  Substitute  for  the  5th  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, by  which  any  Jive,  or  more,  of  the  Bishops  are  made  to  constitute  a 
separate  House,  with  the  power  of  concurrent  or  of  negative  action,  it  may 
be  remarked  that  as  the  Board  act  for  the  whole  Church,  so  it  should  be  re- 
quired that  a  majority  of  all  the  Bishops  should  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
House  of  Bishops.  Otherwise,  five  of  the  Bishops  (or  even  three,  which  is 
a  majority  of  five)  may  control  the  action  of  the  whole  Board,  of  which  all 
tile  Bishops  are  ex  officio  Members. 

To  the  past,  the  undersigned  appeals  with  confidence  for  evidence  that  the 
present  system  has  workea  well.  It  is  a  good  maxim  to  let  «  welt*  alone. 
Essential  changes  in  our  present  Missionary  or]^ization  will  create  distmst 
and  division  among  the  best  friends  of  the  Missionary  work. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  all  the  facts  here  presented,  the  undersigned  cannot 
but  hope  that  no  essential  change  will  be  made  in  our  present  Missionary 
organization.  To  the  single  point  of  reducing  office  and  incidental  expenses 
to  the  lowest  possible  amount,  let  our  best  efiSrts  be  directed ;  and  when  this 
is  accomplished,  it  is  confidently  believed,  that  in  few  portions  of  the  Church 
will  there  be  heard  the  voice  of  dissatisfaction. 

These  suggestions  are  hastily  thrown  together,  amid  the  pressure  of  other 
duties  as  a  Member  of  this  body,  and  in  this  imperfect  form  are^-

6.  That  there  shall  always  be  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  any  Gene* 
ral  Convention.  ^ 

7.  That  the  power  to  make  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Seminary  shall  vest,  exclusively,  in  the 
General  Convention. 

On  motion,  Ordered^  That  the  said  Resolution  be  referred 
to  the  Joint  Committee,  and  that  the  name  of  Mr.  Newton 
be  entered  in  the  Journal,  as  the  Mover  of  said  Resolution.

Committee  on  Canons  be  discharged  from  the  further  con- 
sideration of  the  same ;  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Convention. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  communicate  the  foregoing 
Resolution  to  ^the  House  of  Bishops,  with  an  expression  of 
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the  regret  of  this  House  that  it  caimot  at  this  time  consider 
the  subject 

The  following  Amendment  was  offered  to  the  said  Beso- 
lutions : 

Resohedj  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  discharged 
from  the  further  consideration  of  the  Canon,  entitled,  "  Of  a 
Discretion  to  be  allowed  in  the  Calling,  Trial,  and  Exami- 
nation of  Deacons  in  certain  cases." 

The  President  put  the  question  on  agreeing  to  said  Amend- 
ment, and  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmadve. 

On  motion,  Ordered,  That  the  said  Canon  be  the  special 
order  of  the  day  for  this  evening,  and  that  the  same  be 
printed. 

A  Message  from  the  House  of  Bishops  was  receiyed,  as 
follows : 

^  The  House  of  Bishops  inform  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies,  that  they  do  not  concur  in  the  B.esolution 
to  appoint  a  Joint  Committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency 
of  establishing,  as  a  Branch  of  our  Missionary  operations, 
a  Board  of  Publication,  or  Department  for  the  promotion  of 
Christian  Knowledge." 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Bishops,  in- 
forming the  House  that  they  had  appointed  Bishops  Doane, 
Kemper,  and  Henshaw,  on  their  part,  on  the  Joint  Committee 
to  nominate  a  Board  of  Missions.

The  same  Committee  also  report,  in  relation  to  the  Resolution,  concerning 
some  Canonical  provision,  "  for  the  case  of  olyections  made  to  the  Consecra- 
tion of  a  Bishop  elect,  whose  Diocesan  Testimonials  may  be  canonicaliy 
before  this  House,"  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  the  subject,  inasmuch 
as  it  is  a  proper  subject  of  inquiry  for  the  Joint  Committee  appointed  to  codify 
the  Canons,  and  to  report  to  the  next  General  Convention ;  and  for  the  same 
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nuon,  they  deem  it  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  the  amendmentepropoeed  in  a 
Me6«i£e  from  the  House  of  Biehops  to  Canon  DL,  of  1841,  entitled  "  Of 
Candi&tes  for  Oidera.** 

The  same  Committee,  to  whom  was  refeired  the  Resoldtion  to  inquire  and 
leport  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  alterations  are  expedient  in  C^an  VI., 
en  1841,  eatided,  **  Of  Clergymen  Ordained  hy  foreign  Bishop  in  Communion 
with  this  Church,  and  desirous  of  olficiatmg  or  settling  in  this  Church," 
report  the  following  Cannn,  and  recommend  that  it  he  adopted  and  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops  for  their  concurrence.

CANON. 

Of  Chrgymen  ordained  in  Foreign  Countries,  by  JBOshops  in  communion 

iffith  this  Church. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  ninth,  of  1789 ;  the  fifth,  of  1804 ; 
the  thirty-sLxth,  of  1808,  the  twenty-third  of  1832,  and  the  sixth,  of  1841.] 
Skction  1 .  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to 
have  been  ordained  out  of  the  United  States,  by  a  foreign  Bishop  in  com- 
munion with  this  Church,  or  by  a  Bishop  consecrated  for  a  forei^  country, 
by  Bishops  of  this  Church  under  Article  X.  of  the  Constitution,  or  by  a 
Missionaiy  Bishop  elected  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  place  or 
places  out  of  the  United  States,  shall,  before  he  be  j^rmitted  to  officiate  in  any 
Farish  or  Congregation,  exhibit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  to 
the  Vestry  thereof,  a  Certificate,  signed  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  convened, 
that  his  Letters  of  Orders  are  authentic,  and  given  by  some  Bishop  in  Com- 
munion with  this  Church,  and  whose  authority  is  acknowledged  by  this 
Church ;  and  also  that  he  has  exhibited  tathe  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee, 
sadsiactory  evidence  of  his  pious  and  moral  character,  and  his  theological 
acquiremente  $  and,  in  any  case,  before  he  shall  be  permitted  to  settle  in  any 
Church  or  Parish,  or  be  received  into  union  with  any  Diocese  of  this  Church, 
as  a  Minister  thereof,  he  ehall  produce  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  of  sucn  Diocese,  a  Letter  of  Dismission,  from  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Bishop,  with  whose  Diocese  he  has  been  last  con- 
nected ;  which  Letter  shall  be,  in  substance,  that  provided  for  in  Section  1  of 
Canon  V.  of  1844,  and  shall  be  delivered  within  six  months  from  the  date 
thereof ;  and  when  such  Clergyman  shall  have  been'  so  received,  he  shall  be 
considered  as  having  passed  entirely  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop,  from 
whom  the  Letter  of  Dismission  was  brought,  to  the  full  jurisdiction  of  the 
Bishop,  or  other  Ecciesiaatical  authority,  by  whom  it  shall  have  been  accepted, 
and  become  thereby  subject  to  all  the  Canonical  provisions  of  this  Church ; 
Provided,  that  no  such  Cleig)rman  shall  be  so  receired  into  union  with  any 
Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  subscribed,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese,  in  which  he  applies  for  reception,  and  of  two  or  more  Ptesbyters^  the 
declaration  contained  in  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution;,  which  being 
done,  said  Bishop,  or  Standing  Committee,  being  satisfied  of  his  theological 
acquirements,  may  receive  him  into  union  with  this  Church,  as  a  Minister  of 
the  same :  Provided  also,  that  such  Minister  shall  not  be  entitled  to  settle  in 
any  Parish  or  Church,  as  canonically  in  chaige  of  the  same,  until  he  have 
resided  one  year  in  the  United  States  subsequent  to  the  acceptance  of  his  Let- 
ter of  Dismission. 

Section  2.  And  if  such  foreign  Cleigyman  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  reside  in 
this  country  at  least  three  years,  and  obtam  in  this  country  the  requisite  Tesd- 
menials  of  character,  before  he  be  <xdained  a  Priest 
Section  3.  Canon  VI.  of  1841,  is  hereby  rep^ed. 
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After  consideration  of  the  said  Canon,  on  motion,  Resolved, 
That  the  same  be  passed,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops  for 
their  concurrence.

The  House  met  pnrsnant  to  adjournment 

Morning  Prayer  was  read  by  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Cooke,  of 
Rhode  Island,  assisted  by  the  R.ev.  W.  E.  Franklin,  of  Dela- 
ware, and  the  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  the  Fresidiiig 
Bishop. 

The  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  Saturday  evening  was 
read  and  approved. 

On  motion,  vna$dmously  Revived,  That  this  House  can- 
not adjourn  without  expressing  its  painful  sense  of  the  loss, 
which  this  branch  of  the  Church  of  Christ  has  sustained,  in 
the  death  of  its  late  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Risht  Reverend 
Alexai^^der  Viets  Griswold,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  the  Eastern 
Diocese,  whose  humble  piety,  fervent  zeal,  and  Christian 
prudence,  during  a  long  life  of  usefulness,  rendered  him  an 
eminent  blessing  to  the  Church,  and  endeared  him  to  all  who 
were  privileged  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  his  Ministerial  and 
Episcopal  labors. 

The  followinj^  Preamble  and  Resolution  were,  on  motion, 
unanimously  agreed  to. 

Whereas,  since  the  last  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General 
Ccmvention,  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  in  his  wise  Provi- 
dence, to  remove  from  this  world  the  Right  Reverend  Richard 
Channing  Moore,  D.D.,  late  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Virginia  :  therefore. 

Resolved^  That  this  Convention  regards  with  due  estima- 
tion, the  faithful  and  long-continued  services  of  that  venerable 
man  of  God :  and  whilst  the  Members  of  this  House  bow 
with  profound  submission  to  the  ^spensation,  which  has 
terminated  his  earthly  labors,  they  would  cherish  gratitude  to 
the  Divine  Head  of  the  Church,  for  that  unfeigned  piety  of 
heart,  puritv  of  life,  and  eminent  usefulness,  which  distin- 
guished and  adorned  his  protracted  life. 

On  motion.  Resolved^  That  the  Committee  on  the  subject 
of  the  claims  arising  under  the  will  of  Charles  Morgan,  Esq., 
(deceased)  have  fuU  power  and  authority  to  act  in  the  name 
and  on  the  behalf  of  this  Convention,  in  all  matters  respecting 
the  said  claim,  except  that  any  money  which  may  be  received 
therefrom,  shall  be  held  subject  to  the  disposition  of  the  next 
General  Convention. 

Ordered,  That  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops. 

The  following  Report  was  received : 
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In  fulfilment  of  the  duties  asBinied  fhem,  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Pmyer-Book  respectfully  report,  uat  they  have  examined  the  documents  pre- 
sented before  them»  and  offer  the  following  Resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  House  concur  with  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  its 
Besolutions  respecting  the  Piayer-fiook  in  the  French  tongue,  and  respecting 
that  in  the  Gennan  tongue ;  proposing,  however,  if  the  House  of  Bishops  con- 
cur, that  the  name  of  Mr.  Guiian  C  Verplanck  be  added  to  the  Committee  on 
the  French  Prayer-Book. 

2.  Resolved,  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  a  Joint  Committee 
be  appointed,  to  take  measures  for  procuring  an  Edition  of  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer  in  the  Welsh  tongue. 

With  the  respect  which  is  due  to  Besolutions  emanating  from  such  a  souioe 
your  Committee  do  not  recommend  the  adoption  of  those,  passed  by  the  late 
Convention  of  South  Carolina,  respecting  a  collation  of  the  Prayer-Book  of 
the  Church  of  England  and  the  Chnreh  in  these  United  States :  although  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion,  that  the  work  would  be  one  of  high  interest  and 
use,  abd  worthy  of  individual  enterprise. 

The  Committee  also  think  there  is  occasion  to  add,  that  the  proposed  Stan- 
dard Prayer-Book  need  not  interfere  with  the  sale  of  the  Editions  already  in 
the  market,  from  the  ease  with  which  stereotyped  plates  may  be  altered.

The  expenses  attendant  nptm  the  use  of  a  city  Church  Ux  the  purposes  of 
the  General  Convention,  the  nature  and  character  of  the  assemblies  there 
gathered,  and  the  exciting  scenes  of  popular  debates,  render,  in  the  judgment 
of  your  Committee,  the  House  of  God  an  inappropriate  place  for  our  sit- 
tinga  In  any  city  in  which  the  General  Convention  is  likely  to  be  held, 
there  may  be  found  places  less  exjMinflive,and  better  suited  to  the  purpoees  of 
the  assembly,  than  the  one  in  which  we  have  now  met;  and  they  tnerefoie 
recommend,  that  the  proper  officers  oi  the  Convention  charged  with  the  yn- 
paration  for  its  sittings,  take  such  order  as  shall  prevent  the  like  objections 
from  recurring.

The  omission  of  the  words  "  in  any  place  or  country  which  the 
House  of  Bishops  may  have  designated ;"  and  the  insertion  of  the  words  **  at 
any  field  of  Missionary  labors.*' 

SscTioN  3.  To  be  mserted  as  follows :  "  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  conse- 
crated under  this  Canon,  shall  on  presentment  by  two-thirds  of  the  Mission- 
aries under  his  charge,  for  imiaorahty  or  heresy,  at  for  a  viohition  of  the  Con- 
stitution or  Canons  of  this  Church,  he  tried,  and  if  found  guilty,  punished  in 
all  particular^,  as  if  he  were  a  Bishop  of  this  Chureh,  resident  within  die 
limits  of  the  United  States. 

Sbcttoh  3.  To  be  numbered  Section  4. 

Sktion  4«  To  be  nunbeied  Section  6. 
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SscTiON  5.  To  be  stricken  out  entirely. 

Skgtion  8.  To  be  inserted  as  follows  :  *'  Section  4  of  Canon  11.  of  1838, 
is  hereby  repealed."

CAHON. 

€f  Foreign  Mimenary  Biskopi. 

.  Sbction  1.  Ttn  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to 
time,  on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  per- 
sons to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions 
in  any  Missionary  station  or  stations  of  this  Church,  out  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  may  have  designated.  The  evidelice  of  such 
election  shall  be  a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of 
said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  expressing  their  assent  to  the  said 
homination,  which  Certificate  shall  be  produced  tothe  House  of  Bishops;  and 
if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration,  they  may  take  order 
for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.  Any  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon  to  exer- 
eise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  place  or  counliy  which  may  have  been  thus 
designated,  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  except  in  the  place  or  country  for  which' 
he  mis  been  elected  and  consecrated.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a'seatin  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  shall  he  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  ^ocesan  Bishop  in 
any  organised  Diocese  within  the  United  States. 

SscTioM  3.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  consecrate4  under  this  Canon,  shall, 
OB  presentment  by  two-thirds  of  the  Missionaries  under  his  charge,  for  immo- 
rality or  hereij,  or  for  a  violation  of  the  Cpnstitution  or  Canons  of  this 
Church,  be  tried,  and  if  found  guilty,  punished,  in  all  particulars,  as  if  he  were 
a  Bishop  of  this  Church,  resident  Within  the  limits  of  the  United  Statea 

Section  4.  An^  Bishop  or  Bishpps  elected  and  consecrated  under  this 
Canon,  may  ordain  as  Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  officiate  within  the  limiiei 
of  their  respective  Missions,  any  persons  of  the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of 
this  Church,  who  shall  exhibit  to  him  or  them  the  Testimonials  required  by 
Section  2  of  Canon  IX.,  pf  1841,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  of  the 
ordained  Missionaries  of  this  Church  who  may  be  subject  to  his  or  their 
charge.  , 

Section  5.  Any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop,  consecrated  under  this  Canon, 
■My,  by  and  with  the  aimce  of  any  tlvee  Missionary  Presbyters  under  his 
charge,  at  his  discretion,  dispense  with  those  studies  required  from  a  Candidate 
for  Deacon's  orders  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church ;  Provided  That  no  person 
shall  be  ordained  by  him  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in  the 
presence  of  two  Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and  aptitude  to 
teach  :  And  provided  further.  That  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  nim  until 
he  shall  have  been  a  Candidate  for  at  least  three  years.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon 
so  ordained  be  advanced  to  the  order  of  Presbyters,  who  has  not  been  in  Dea- 
con's orders  for  at  least  one  year.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  or  Priest,  who 
shall  have  been  ordained  under  this  Canon,  be  allowed  to  hold  any  Cure,  or 
•fficiate  in  the  Church  in  these  United  States,  until  he  shall  have  complied, 
with  existing  Canons,  relating  to  the  learning  of  pereons  to  be  ordained. 

Section  6.  Any  Foreign  Slissionary  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  con- 
secrated under  this  Canon,  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  government,  according 
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to  the  Canons  of  this  Church,  over  all  Missionaries  or  Cleigysien  of  lhi» 
Church,  reaideat  in  the  district  or  coimtry  for  which  he  or  they  may  hare  been 
consecrated. 

Section  7.  Every  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  wider  this  Canon,  shaU 
report  to  each  Gieaeial  Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state  of  the 
Mission  under  his  supervision.  He  shall  also  make  a  similar  report,  at  least 
once  every  year,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Chuich.

The  life  of  my  Father,  the  late  Bishop  of  the  Church  in  Pennsylvania, 
having  been  in  a  great  measure  identi  fied  with  the  History  of  the  Church  itself  in 
the  United  States,  twelve  of  your  present  number,  as  well  also  as  fourteen  long 
since  in  their  graves,  having  received  Consecration  from  his  hands  as  Presiding 
Bishop,  it  occurred  to  me,  that  a  list  of  these,  and  of  his  Ordinaticms  to  the 
Ministry,  certified  under  his  own  hand,  is  an  Official  Document,  which  the 
Church  would  wish  to  possess ;  accoidingly,  under  this  impression,  I  now 
transmit  it  to  you,  that  (if  desired),  you  may  make  such  disposition  of  it,  as  in 
your  wisdom  may  seem  fit.

Whereupon^  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  seconded 
by  Bishop  Brownell,

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The  disftBtrous  coiiditiaii<  of  cm  country  at  that  time  delayed  the  pablicatioB* 
and  finally  induced  the  author  to  go  to  £ngland»  that  the  work  m^t  ha 
stereotyped  there,  and  be  published  simultaneously  in  both  countries. 

This  measure  has  been  eminently  successful,  and  he  is  now  enabled  to  lay 
before  jovl  a  proof  copy*  hastily  prepared,  the  day  before  he  sailed,  for  your 
inspection. 

If,  after  due  examination,  you,  Ri^ht  Reverend  Fathers,  shall  be  pleased  to 

continue  your  approbation,  your  Historiographer  begs  leave  to  express  the 

hope  that  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  may  be  appointed  to  confer  with 

him,  as  to  its  publicatioB,  and  the  future  progress  of  his  EcdesIasUcal  History.

"  The  undersigned  respectfully  states  to  the  House,  that 
there  is  required  a  new  edition  of  the  French  translation  of 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  which  has  been  used  for  many 
years  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  that  the  present  edition 
has  been  found  inaccurate  in  various  respects. 

"  The  undersigned  had  requested  three  Presbyters  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  including  the  Rectors  of  the  two  French 
Churches,  to  revise  the  said  French  Prayer-Book,  with  a 
view  to  the  publishing  of  a  new  and  corrected  edition  of  the 
same,  in  the  hope  of  having  the  result  of  their  labors  in 
readiness  to  be  laid  before  this  Convention.  There  has  not, 
however,  been  time  for  this.  The  undersigned  is  anxious 
that  there  shall  be  now,  as  there  has  been  heretofore,  actioa 
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by  this  Conventioti,  aatborizing  the  setting  forth  of  a  new  and 
corrected  edition  of  said  book.

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Eastbnm,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Polk, 

Resolved,  if  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
concur,  that  Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  N.  Y.,  the  Bev.  John 
McVickar,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  Antoine  P.  Verren,  and  the  Rev. 
Charlea  H.  Williamson,  be  a  Committee,  with  power  to  add 
to  their  number,  to  revise  the  French  trahslalion  of  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer ;  and  that  the  said  Bishop  have  power  to 
set  forth  the  new  edition  of  the  French  R:ayer*Book  thus 
prepared,  as  the  Liturgy  which  may  be  used  by  any  Minister 
of  this  Church,  who  may  officiate  in  a  Congregation  to  whom 
the  French  language  is  familiar. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Eastburn,  seconded  by  Bishop  Polk, 

Resolved,  That  the  above  provisions  be  extended  also  to  a 
translation  in  the  French  language  of  the  Psalms  and  Hymns 
in  metre,  and  of  any  of  the  Offices  comprehended  in  the 
worship  of  this  Church. 

The  following  communication  was  received  from  the 
Register  of  the  House  of  Bishops. 

To  the  Home  of  Bishops. 
Right  Reverend  Fathers; 

Presently  after  receiving  notice  of  my  appointment  by  your  venerable 
body  as  **  Register  of  the  House  of  Bishops/'  I  applied  to  the  Treasorer  of 
the  Convention  for  an  iron  safe,  and  blank  book,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  such 
Documents  as  I  might  obtain  or  receive.  The  Treasurer  replied  that  there 
were  no  funds  for  that  purpose.  I,  therefore,  refrained  from  any  active  mea- 
sures for  procuring  accessible  documents.  None  have  been  handed  over  to 
me,  save  one  parcel,  sent  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  which  is  as  safe  as  1  can  at 
present  make  it

Section  1 .  If  durinj^  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  the  Church  in  any 
Diocese,  should  be  desirous  for  the  Consecration  of  a  Bishop  elect,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  may,  by  their  Pinesident,  or  by  some 
person  or  persons  specially  appointed,  communicate  the  desire  to  the  Standing 
t^ommittees  of  the  Churches  m  the  different  Dioceses,  together  with  copies 
of  the  necessary  testimonials  certified  in  writing,  and  if  the  major  number  of 
the  Standing  Committees  shall  consent  to  the  proposed  Consecration,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  concerned,  shall  forward  the  evidence  of 
such  consent,  together  with  other  testimonials,  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the 
House  of  Bishops,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  to  the  Bishop  who,  according  to 
<he  rules  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  to  preside  at  the  next  General  Con- 
vention«  who  shall  communicate  the  same  U>  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Cfanitk 
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in  the  United  States;  and  if  a  nugoritv  of  the  Biahope  oonaent  to  the  Coaee- 
cration,  the  Presiding  Bishop,  or  Bishop  aforesaid,  with  any  two  Bishopst 
may  proceed  to  perform  the  same ;  or  any  three  Bishops  to  whom  he  may 
Gommmiicale  the  testimonials. 

Section  2.  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  different  Standing  Com- 
mittees shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  in  General  Convention ;  and  without  the  aforesaid  requisites,  no  con- 
secration shall  take  place  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention.  But 
in  case  the  election  of  a  Bishop  shall  take  place  within  a  year  before  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  all  matters  relative  to  the  Consecration 
shall  be  defened  until  the  said  meeting.

Sechon  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  from 
time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  every 
Minister  of  this  Cnurch  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or 
where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of 
the  number  of  Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the 
number  of  Communicants  in  his  parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  other  matters 
that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Cleigyman» 
not  re^arly  settled  in  any  parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasion- 
al services  he  may  have  performed ;  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  servi- 
ces, the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  re- 
ports, or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  read  in 
Convention,  and  either!  entirely  or  in  part,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bii^op,  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Journals  thereof. 

Section  2.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  de- 
liver an  Address,  stating  the  a&irs  of  ^e  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Convention ;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  has  visited  ;  the  num- 
ber of  persons  Confirmed ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as 
Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  suspended,  or 
degraded ;  the  changes  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken 
place  among  the  Cleigy ;  and,  in  general,  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on 
the  affidrs  of  the  Diocese ;  which  Address  shall  be  inserted  on  the  Journals. 

Section  3.  At  every  General  Convention,  the  Journals  of  the  difierent 
Diocesan  Conventions,  since  the  last  General  Convention,  together  with  such 
other  papers,  viz. :  Episcopal  Chaises,  Addresses,  and  Pastoral  Letters,  as 
may  tend  to  throw  lignt  on  the  State  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  a  Committee  shall  then 
be  appointed  to  draw  un  a  view  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to  make  re- 
port to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  which  report,  when  agreed 
to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishgpe,  with  a  request 
that  they  will  draw  up,  and  Cause  to  be  published,  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the 
members  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman 
having  a  pastoral  Charge,  when  any  such  letter  is  published,  to  read  the  said 
Pastoral  Letter  to  his  congregation  on  some  occasion  of  public  worship. 

Section  4.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  the  Journals  or  other 
ecclesiastical  papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies,  at  every  General  ConventioD,  the  documents  and  papers  specified  in 
this  Canon. 
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Skction  5.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Church  in  every  Diocese,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  C(munit- 
tee  only,  prepare  a  condensed  report  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  State  of  fbe 
Church  in  their  Diocese,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every  General  Conven- 
tion, for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  ap- 
pointed by  tne  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  drafting  their  Re- 
port 

Section  6.  Canon  VII.  of  1835,  and  Canon  VIII.  of  1841,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  seconded

Resolved,  That  the  report  be  accepted,  and  that  the  Canons 
as  proposed  be  passed  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical 
and  Lay  Deputies  for  their  concurrence.

Resolved^  That  the  communication  from  certain  Mission- 
aries of  the  Church,  now  in  the  Republic  of  Texas,  be 
transmitted  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Henshaw,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Otev, 

Resolved^  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies 
concurring,  That  the  addition  of  Article  X.  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Protestant  Episco[>al  Church,  in  the  United 
States,  proposed  at  the  last  Meeting  of  the  General  Con- 
vention (page  143,  Journal  of  1841),  be  now  agreed  to  and 
ratified,  as  follows : 

"  Art.  X.  Bishops  for  foreign  countries  on  due  application 
therefrom,  may  be  consecrated,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority  of  them,  signified  to 
the  Presiding  Bishop ;   he,  thereupon,  taking  order  for  the 
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same,  and  they  being  satisfied  'that  the  person  designated 
for  the  office  has  been  duly  chosen  and  properly  qualified. 
The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed  as  nearly  as  may 
be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in  this 
Church.  Such  Bishops,  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be  eli^ble 
to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Dio- 
cese in  the  United  States,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in 
said  States.'' 

Bishop  De  Lancey  laid  upon  the  table  the  following  Reso* 
lution : 

Eesolvedj  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Board  of  Missions,  to  incorporate  the  following  amendments 
into  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Mission- 
ary Society. 

I. — That  in  all  questions  before  the  Board,  the  Bishops 
present,  may,  if  required  by  any  two  of  them,  vote  separately* 
from  the  other  Members  of  the  Board,  and  in  such  case  the 
concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  action  of  the  Board.

Bishop  B.  T.  Onderdonk  ofiercd  a  Eeport  from  the  Joint 
Committee  on  the  re-publication  of  the  Journals  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention.

•  Skction  1,  WhoD  a  Cleigyman  has  been  absent  from  his  Diocese  during 
two  years,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop  thereof,  he  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  Bishop  to  declare  in  writing  the  cause  or  causes  of  his  absence; 
and  if  he  refute  or  neglect  to  give  his  reasons,  or  if  these  are  deemed  insuf- 
ficient by  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop  may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  die 
Clerical  Members  of  the  Standinjg;  Committee,  suspend  him  from  the  Minis- 
try ;  which  suspension  shall  continue  until  he  shall  give,  in  writing;,  sufficient 
reasons  for  his  absence,  or  until  he  shall  renew  his  residence  in  his  Diocese, 
or  until  he  shall  renounce  the  Ministry,  according  to  Canon  38  of  1832,  Li 
the  case  of  such  suspension,  as  above  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the

fenred  to  the  Dioceae  of ,  'i&  a  Pre8b3rter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Diocese^ 

in  le^ar  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  been  justly  liable. 
to  evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  life  during  the  three  year» 
last  past" 

When  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  farther  statements  may  be 
added  to  the  above  letter. 

Section  2.  But  in  case  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  traasferred,  has  been 
subjected  to  inquiry  or  presentment  on  any  ehaice  or  charges  of  misconduct, 
thereby  rendering  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  testimonial  inadmissible,  he  nay 
nevertheless  be  transferred,  if  the  chai]^s  have  been  wi^drawn  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  or  if  he  have  been  acquitted  upon 
trial)  or  if  he  have  been  censured  or  suspended » and  the  sentence  has  had  its 
course,  so  that  he  has  been  restoied  to  the  rqj^ular  dischaige  of  his  official 
duties.  And  in  all  swh  cases,  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese 
concerned,  shall,  instead  of  the  foiegoing  Testimonial,  certify  to  a  statemeftt 
of  the  facts,  with  as  much  detail  as  mar  be  necessary  to  inform  the  Ecclesi- 
astical authority  to  which  he  desires  to  be  transferred,  of  the  true  standing  ol 
the  party. 

SKcno(ir  3.  No  Cleigjrman,  canonieally  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Diocese 
of  this  Church^^all  be  considered  as  having  passed  from  under  said  jurisdic- 
tion, to  that  of  any  foreign  Bishop,  or  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  amenable  ta 
the  laws  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have  tiiken  from  the  Bishop  with  whose 
Diocese  he  was  hist  connected  in  this  Church,  or  from  the  Standing  Committee 
of  such  Diocese,  if  it  haye  no  Bishop,  the  letter  provided  for  in  the  1st  Sec- 
tion of  this  Canon,  and  until  the  same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  some  oAer 
Bishop,  either  of  this  or  some  other  Church. 

Section  4.  The  ecclesiafitical  authority,  in  all  cases  under  this  Canon,  is  to 
be  understood  to  refer  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Bish- 
op, to  (be  majori^  ol  the  Clerical  Members  of  die  Standing  Committee,  duly 
convened.  And  if  the  Cleij^yman  desiring  to  be  received,  come  from  a  State 
or  Territory  not  in  connection  with  this  Church,  and  having  no  Convention^ 
then  the  above  testimonial  or  Btatement  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three  Pres- 
byters of  this  Church.  Nor  shall  any  Minister  so  removing,  be  acknowledged 
by  any  Bishop  or  Convention  as  n  Minister  of  die  Church  to  which  he  re- 
moves, until  he  shall  have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial  or  statement 

Section  5.  The  above  testimonial  or  letter  of  dismission,  shall  not  aflect 
the  canonical  residence  of  the  Minister  receiving  it,  until  he  shall  be  received 
into  some  other  Diocese  by  the  Bishop  or  ecclesiastical  authority  thereof ;  and 
if  the  Clergyman  to  whom  the  letters  of  dismission  are  gnven  shall  not  present 
them  to  the  Bishop  or  ecdeaiasdcal  aothori^  to  whom  uiey  are  directea,  with- 
in three  months  from  the  date  thereof,  if  desired  for  the  United  States,  and 
within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof,  if  designed  for  the  Church  in  a  for- 
eign country,  the  letters  may  be  considered  null  and  void  by  the  said  Bishop  or 
ecclesiastical  authority,  and  shall  be  null  and  void,  if  not  presented  as  above,  in 
six  months  after  date,  if  intended  for  this  country,  and  in  twelve  months  after 
date,  if  intended  for  a  foreign  country. 

Section  6.  Canon  VII.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdonk,  seconded 
by  Bishop  Kemper,  Resolved^  That  these  Canons  be  passed, 
and  sent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputiesi  ior  their 
concurrence.

Section  1 .  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop  to  admit  to  the  holy  Order  ol 
Deacons,  persons  not  tried  and  examined  as  prescribed  In  the  Canons  **  Of 
Candidates  for  Orders,**  "  Of  the  learning  of  those  who  are  to  be  Ordained»" 
and  **  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders,"  un- 
der the  following  limitations  and  restrictions,  viz. : 

1.  Every  such  person  shall  hare  attained  the  fill  age  of  tweaty-foor 

years. 

2.  He  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  the  Certificate  from  the  standing 

committee,  required  by  Section  2  of  the  Oauion  **  Of  C&ndidates  lor 
Orders." 

3.  He  shall  have  remained  a  Candidate  for  oiders  at  least  one  year  fram 

the  date  of  such  Testimonials. 

4.  He  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  Testimoirial  from  at  least  one 

Rector  of  a  Parish,  si^ifyinga  belief  that  the  person  so  applying  is 
well  qualified  to  minister  in  the  office  of  a  Deacon  to  the  gloiy  of 
God  and  the  edification  of  His  Church. 

5.  He  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  at  least  two  Presby- 

ters, on  his  fitness  for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to

Section  2.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
lake  charge  of  a  Parish.

Section  6.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  ordained 
to  the  Priesthood  without  first  going  through  all  the  preparatory  exercises  of  a 
Candidate  for  Deacon's  orders,  as  required  by  the  Canon  thereto  relating,  in 
addition  to  those  required  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest* s  orders,  nor  without  pre- 
senting all  the  Testimonials  required  by  the  Canon  of  Testimonials,  to  be 
produced  on  the  part  of  those  wno  are  to  be  ordained. 

Section  7.    In  all  respects  not  provided  for  by  this  Canon,  theDeaco  ft 
who  shall  be  ordained  under  it,  shall  be  under  the  same  direction  and  cont 
as  other  Deacons.

Any  Bishop,  Priest,  or  Deacon,  who  shall  incur  the  penalty 
of  indefinite  Suspennon  from  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  by  the  proper  author- 
ity, shall  be  thereby  held  incapable  of  Jurisdiction,  whether  Parochial  or 
Diocesan,  during  the  continuance  of  such  suspension,  and  shall  be  voided  of 
any  Jurisdiction  vested  in  him,  at  the  tijne  of  his  suspension,  by  the  sentence 
duly  awarded  and  pronounced. 

Section  2.  [n  case  of  the  limited  Suspension  of  any  Bishop,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  such  suspended  Bishop  may  apply  to  any  Bishop 
or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  nerform  Episcopal  duties  within  such  Diocese ; 
which  duties  shall  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese,  at 
its  Annual  Meeting,  by  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  performing  the  same. 

Section  3.  In  case  of  the  limited  Suspension  of  any  Presbyter  of  this 
Church,  having  chsp^  of  a  Parish,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  the  Parish  of 
such  suspended  Presbyter  may  applv  to  any  Presbyter  or  Presbyters  of  this 
Church  to  perform  Parochial  duties,  within  such  Parish,  which  duties  shall  be 
reported  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  in  which  such  Parish  is 
Jocated,  at  its  Annual  Meeting,  by  the  Presbyter  or  Presbjrters,  performing  the 
same. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Ives,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Deane, 

Resolved^  That  the  Canon,  as  reported,  be  passed. 

Bishop  De  Lancey  called  up  bia  Resolution  proposing 
■certain  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Domestic 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Socie^.. 

Upon  motion  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  seconded  by  Bishop

"  [Former  Canons  on  this  rabject  were  the  sixth  of  1795 ;  the  seventh  of  1804 ;  the  seventh 
of  1808 ;  the  eighth  of  18S0 ;  the  first  of  1893 ;  the  Canoo  of  1836 ;  the  ninth  of  1838;  the 
fowth  of  1833 ;  and  the  ninth  of  1841.  ] 

Section  1.  £yery  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in 
this  Church,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention  to  the 
Bishop  of  th«  Diocese  in  which  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
to  the  Standing  Commfttee ;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare  whether  he  has 
erer  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese.  No  person 
who  has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Cfandidate  in  any  Diocese,  and 
has  been  refused  admission,  or,  having  been  admitted,  has  afterwards  ceased 
to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese,  un- 
til he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from 
the  Standing  Committee  of  the  former  Diocese,  a  certificate,  declaring  the 
cause  for  which  he  was  i^efused  admission,  or  for  which  he  ceased  to  be  a 
Candidate. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  he  intends  to 
apply  for  Orders,  a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  o. 
the  said  Bishop,  that  from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid  be- 
fore them,  they  believe  that  he  is  pious,  sober  and  honest ;  that  he  is  attached 
to  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  ot  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  a  communicant  of  the  same ;  and,  in  their  opinion,  possesses  such  quali- 
fications as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  ministry  to  the  glory 
of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And  when  the  Standing  Committee 
do  not  certify  as  above,  from  persons^l  knowledge,  the  testimonials  laid  before 
them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  full  as  the  certificate  above  requir- 
ed, and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Presbyter,  and  four  respectable  Laymen 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to 
i^ecome  a  candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory  di- 
ploma, or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  University 
«r  Coll^,  or  a  certificate  from  two  Piesbyters  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
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where  tliere  is  no  BUhop,  the  Clerical  Members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
to  examine  him,  of  his  having  satisfacton'ly  sustained  an  examination  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rnetoric,  and  in  the  Greek  Testa- 
ment and  the  Latin  tongue. 

Section  4.  Whea  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes 
the  knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  language,  and  other  branches 
of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before  them 
a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating  that,  in 
their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natuml  understanding,  a 
peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  laige  share  of  prudence ;  and  the  Bishop,  with 
uie  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted  said  dispensation. 
This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under  twenty-seven 
years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be -ordained  under  such  dispensation,  until 
he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  age.  And  in  regard  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Hebrew  languasce  in  all  cases  in  tnese  Canons,  the  Bishops  shall  have 
the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation,  without  reference  to  the  age  of  the  Candi- 
date, as  mentioned  in  this  Section. 

Section  5.  With  this  enuiqeration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made 
known  to  the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be 
brought  to  the  test  of  any  outward  standard — an  inward  fear  and  worship  of 
Almighty  God  ;  a  love  of  religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence ;  a 
habit  of  devout  affection ;  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces 
which  are  called  in  Scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His 
sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 

Section  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record. 
And  in  any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may, 
on  the  s^me  conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make 
record  and  notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidate 
for  the  term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  the 
Candidate  after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  year. 

Section  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted 
a  Candidate,  be  trans^rred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
and  if  there  be  a  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  he 
shall  apply  to  no  other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the 
former. 

Section  9.  The  form  of  transferring;  a  candidate  shall  be  as  follows : 
**  1  [or  in  the  case  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  a  vacant  Diocese,  ice]  here- 
by certify  that  A.  B.  was  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  in  the  Diocese 

of ,  on  the  —  day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ,  and  has 

continued  to  be  a  candidate  in  regular  standing  to  the  present  day.    He  is 

hereby  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  ." 

It  shajl  also  be  stated  whether  the  said  Candidate  has  stood  any,  and  if  any, 
which  of  the  examinations  required  by  the  Canons. 

Section  10.  No  Candidate  shall  be  considered  as  transferred  until  he 
shalLbe  received  by  the  Bishop  to  whom  the  transfer  has  been  made. 

Section  11.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years 
after  his  admission,  apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examination  held,  as 
hereafter  prescribed,  or  if  he  shaU  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission. 
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apply  to  have  bis  third  examination  held  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory 
reasons  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  further  time),  the  said  person  shaU> 
in  either  case,  cease  to  he  a  Candidate. 

Section  12.  A  perscm  desirous  of  becominff  a  Candidate  for  Hdy  Orders, 
shall  apply  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bisiiop,  to  the  Standing  Coinmit- 
tee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  Scdesiasti- 
cai  authority  shall  give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese. 
Candidates  shall  not  chan^  their  canonical  residence  but  for  bond  fide  causes, 
requiring  the  same  to  be  judged  of  bv  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  diey  shall  not  be  dismissed  from  the  Dioceses 
in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they  have  been  duly  transferred, 
for  the  convenience  pf  attending  any  Theological  or  other  Seminary. 

SxcTioM  13.    panon  IX.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed.

Resolved,  That  the  above  Canon  be  passed,  and  sent  to

Bishop  Meade,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  the  Conse- 
cration of  Bishops,  reported  that  the  Testimonial  in  favor  of 
the  Rev.  Cicero  Stephens  Hawks,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Missouri,  is  in  due  form,  and  properly  attested. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  informed  the  House,  that  he  pro- 
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posed,  by  Divine  penrnsBion,  to  proceed  to  the  Consecration 
of 'the  Bishops  elect  of  NeW  Hampshire,  Alabama,  and  Mis* 
souri,  on  Sunday  morning  next,  in  Christ  Church,  in  this 
city. 

The  following  Message  was  received : 

"  The  House  of  Clwical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfnfly 
inform  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  fol- 
lowing  Resolution  : 

^^  Resolved,  That  the  Chairmen  of  the  several  Standing 
Committees  of  this  House,  be  a  Committee  to  examine  and 
report  as  to  the  business  remaining  to  be  acted  upon  by  this 
Convention ;  and  the  order  in  which  it  may  he  most  expe- 
dient to  act  upon  it ;  and  that  the  said  Committee  be  author- 
ized to  act  as  a  Joint  Committee,  with  any  Committee  on 
die  same  subject,  which  may  be  appointed  by  the  House  of 
Bishops,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops."' 

On  motion  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  seconded  by  Bishop 
McCoekry, 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees  of  this  House,  be  appointed  a  Joint  Committee 
on  the  part  of  this  House,  in  relation  to  the  unfinished  busi- 
ness of  the  Convention. 

The  following  Message  was  received : 

"  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully 
inform  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have,  by  a  majori^ 
of  Dioceses,  concurred  with  the  House  of  Bishops,  in  agree* 
ing  to  and  ratifying  the  following  addition  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  United  States 
of  America. 

^^  Art  X.  Bishops  for  foreign  countries,  on  due  appUca- 
tion  therefrom,  may  be  consecrated,  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority  of  them,  signified 
to  the  Presiding  Bishop ;  he,  thereupon,  taking  order  tor.  the 
same,  and  they,  being  satisfied  that  the  person  designated 
for  the  office  has  been  duly  chosen,  and  properly  qualified. 
The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in 
this  Church.  Such  Bishops  so  consecrated,  shall  not  he 
eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any 
Diocese  in  the  United  States,  nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in 
said  States." 

A  Message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
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Lay  Deputies  informing  this  House  that  they  had  acceded^ 
to  the  proposition  from  this  House,  for  Conference  (on  the ' 
Canon,  entitled,  ^'   Of  the  Bffect  of  Suspension  from  the 
Ministry,  upon  Jurisdiction,")  and  that  the  Committee  of 
their  House  on  the  Canons  were  appointed  on  said  Confer- 
ence, 
The  following  Message  was  received : 

''The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfully 
inform  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have  passed  the  fol* 
lowing  Resolutions,  and  ask  their  concurrence. 

''  Resolvedj  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  That  Section 
4  of  Canon  VII.  of  1838,  be  so  altered,  that  the  words  '  six 
months'  in  die  second  line,  may  read, '  twelve  months.' 

''  Resolved^  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  Section 
1  of  Canon  I.  of  1838,  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  repealed,  from 
and  after  the  1st  day  of  November  next" 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Otey,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Whittingham, 

Resolved^  That  the  alteration  of  Section  4  of  Canon  VIL 
of  1838,  as  proposed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  De- 
puties, be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

Bishop  McUvaine,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  re; 
ported  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  concur  in  the  alteration  of 
Section  4  of  Canon  VII.  of  1838,  as  proposed  by  the  House 
of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Otey,  seconded  by 
Bishop  Whittingham, 

Resolved^  That  this  House  do  not  concur  in  the  alteration 
above  proposed,  and  that  information  be  sent  accordingly  to 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Kemper,  seconded  by  Bishop  Smith, 

Resolved^  That  this  House  do  concur  with  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  their  Resolution  proposing  the 
repeal  of  Section  1  of  Canon  L  of  1838. 

Bishop  Mcllvaine,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  re- 
ported  a  Canon  entitled,  ^  Of  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops." 

Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  seconded 
by  Bishop  Smith, 

Resolvedj  That  the  Canon  now  reported  be  printed,  and 
its  consideration  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  to-morroW| 
at  one  o'clock. 

Bishop  McUvaine,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  reported 
the  Canon  on  the  trial  of  Bishops,  with  amendments,  which 
were  adopted. .  The  Oanon  as  amended  was  passed,  and 
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ordered  to  be  ^ent  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Depu- 
ties for  concurrence. 

The  Canbn,  as  amended  and  passed,  is  as  follows : 

CANOK. 

Of  tlu  Trial  of  a  Bishop. 

[The  former  Canon  on  this  eabject  wns  the  fourth  of  1841.] 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  presentment  in  writiiiKr 
specifying  the  ofTence  of  which  he  is  alleged  to  be  gnihj,  with  feasonahle 
certainty  as  to  time,  place  and  circumstances.  Such  presentment  may  be  made 
for  any  crime  or  immorality,  for  heresv,  for  violation  of  tlie  Constitution  or 
Canons  of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belonp. 
Said  presentment  may  be  made  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
the  accused  Bishop  belongs,  two-thirds  of  each  Order  present  concarrin^; 
Provided,  That  two-thirds  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in-  said  Convention  be 
present ;  And  Provided  also.  That  two-thirds  of  the  Parishes  canonically  in  union 
with  said  Convention  be  represented  therein ;  and  the  vote  thereon  shall 
not,  in  any  case,  take  place  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolution  to  present 
is  offered ;  it  may  also  be  made  by  any  three  Bishops  of  this  Church.  When 
made  b^  the  Convention,  it  shall  be  signed  by  a  Committee  of  Prosecution, 
consisting  of  three  Cleif^ymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose ;  and  when  by  three  Bishops,  it  shall  be  signed  by  tnem  respectively, 
m  their  oflkial  characters. 

Section  ^.  Such  presentment. shall  be  addressed  to  '*the  Bishops  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,**  and  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  Presiding  Bisnop,  who  shall  send  copies  thereof,  without  delay,  to  fte 
several  Bishops  of  this  Chnrch  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the  United 
States ;  Provided,  That  if  the  presentment  be  made  by  three  Bishops  od 
copies  shall  be  sent  to  them ;  And  Provided  further,  T)mt  if  the  Presiding 
Bishop  be  the  subject  of  the  presentment,  or  if  he  be  one  of  the  three  Bishops 
presenting,  such  presentment  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority, 
the  same  not  bein?  one  of  the  three  presenting,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  such 
case,  to  perform  all  the  duties  enjoined  by  this  Canon  on  th^  Presiding  Bishops 
Upon  a  presentment  made  in  either  of  the  modes  pointed  out  in  Section  1  of 
this  Canon,  the  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall,  without  delay,  cause  a  copy  of  ^ 
presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  give  notice,  with  all 
convenient  speed,  to  the  several  Bishops  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the 
Unit^  States,  appointing  a  time  and  place  for  their  assembling  toother ;  and 
any  number  thereof,  being  not  less  than  seven,  other  than  the  Bishops  pre- 
senting, then  and  there  assembled,  shall  constitute  the  Court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused :  he  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  cauAe  at  least  thirty  days*  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  trial  to  be  given,  both  to  the  accused  aiid  to  the  parties 
presenting  him,  by  a  summoner,  to  be  appointed  by  him ;  and  shall  also  call 
on  the  accused,  by  a  written  summons,  to  appear  and  answer.  The  place  of 
trial  shall  always  be  within  the  Diocese  in  which  the  accused  Bishop  re«de& 
If  the  accused  bishop  appear,  before  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  be  called  on 
by  the  Court  to  say  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty  of  the  offence  oroiiencei 
charsed  against  him ;  and  on  hit  neglect  or  refusal,  the  plea  of  not  gudtf 
•halibe  entered  for  him,  and  the  trial  shall  proceed;  Provided,  That  for  suffi- 
•lent  cause,  the  Court  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time ;  And  Provided  also.  That 
the  accused  shall  at  all  times  during  the  trial  have  liberty  to  be  present.  Si 
froduce  his  testimony,  and  to  make  nis  defence. 

SscnoN  4.    Whan  ths  Coail  procseds  to  trial,  some  offlosr  au&orissd  by 
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law  to  adminitter  oelhs,  may,  at  the  deeire  of  either  pftrt7«  he  requested  to 
administer  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the 
tfttth,  the  whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truths  concerning  the  roattek^ 
charged  in  the  presentment,  and  the  testimony  of  each  witness  shall  be  re- 
duced to  writing.  And  in  case  the  testimony  of  any  witness  whose  tittend- 
aace  on  the  trial  cannot  be  obtained  is  desired,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either 
party,  at  any  time  after  notice  of  the  presentment  is  served  on  the  accused,  1o 
apply  to  the  Court,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  to  any  Bishop,  who  shall  thereupoa 
appoint  a  Commissary  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness.  And  such  party » 
so  desiring  to  take  the  deposition,  shall  give  to  the  other  party,  or  some  one 
of  them,  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  ac- 
companying such  notice  with  the  interrogatories  to  be  propounded  to  the  wit- 
ness ;  whereupon  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  other  party,  within  six  days  after 
such  notice,  to  propound  cross-interrogatories;  and  such  interrogatories  and 
cross-interrogatories,  if  any  be  propounded^  shall  be  sent  to  the  Commissary, 
who  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  trans- 
mit it,  under  seal,  to  the  Court.  But  no  deposition  shall  be  read  at  the  trial 
unless  the. Court  have  reasonable  assurance  that  the  attendance  of  the  witnesft 
cannot  be  procured,  or  unless  both  parties  shall  consent  that  it  may  be  read. 

Sbgtion  5:  The  Court  having  fully  heard  the  allegations  and  testimony  of 
the  parties,  and  deliberately  considered  the  same,  after  the  parties  have  with-  , 
drawn,  shall  declare  respectively,  whether  in  their  opinion  the  accused  be 
guilty,  or  not  guilty,  of  the  charges*  and  specificationB  contained  in  the  pre- 
sentment, in  the  oider  in  which  they  are  set  forth ;  and  the  declaration  of  a 
majority  of  the  Conrt  being  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  those  who  assent 
thereto,  shall  be  consideredaa  the  judgment  of  the  said  Court,  and  shall  be  pro- 
nounced in  the  presence  of  the  parties,  if  they  choose  to  attend.  And  if  it  be 
that  the  accused  is  guilty,  tl)e  Court  shall  at  the  same  time  pass  sentence,  and 
award  the  penalty  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  deposition,  as  to  them  the 
oflbnce  or  oflfeaces  proved  may  seem  to  deserve ;  Provided^  That  if  the  accus- 
ed shall,  before  sentence  is  passed,  show  satisfactory  causae  to  induce  a  belief 
that  justice  has  not  been  done,  the  Court,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  may, 
according  to  a  sound  discretion,  grant  a  re-hearing :.  and  in  either  case,  before 
passing  sentence,  the  accused  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  being  heard,  if 
he  have  aught  to  say  in  excuse  or  palliation ;  Provided^  That  the  accused  shall 
not  be  held  guilty,  unless  a  majority  of  the  Court  shall  concur  in  regard  to  one 
or  more  of  the  offences  charged,  and  only  as  relates  to  those  charges  in  which 
a  majority  so  concur. 

SfiCTioN  6.  If  the  accused  Bishop  nejlect  or  refuse  to  appear,  according  to 
the  summons  of  the  Conrt,  notice  navmr  been  served  on  him  as  aforesaid, 
except  for  some  reasonable  cause*  to  be  allowed  by  the  said  Court,  they  shall 
pronounce  him  to  be  in  contumacy;  and  sentence  of  suspension  from  the 
ministrv  shall  be  pronounced  against  him  for  contumacy  by  the  Court ;  but 
the  sain  sentence  snail  be  reversed,  if  within  three  calendar  months  he  shatt 
tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  take  his  trial  on^  the  present- 
ment But  if  the  accused  Bishop  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  ex- 
piration of  the^said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  deposition  from  the  ministry 
shall  be  pronounced  against  him  by  the  Court.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Court,  whenever  sentence  has  been  pronounced,  whether  it  be  on  trial,  or 
for  contumacy,  to  communici(te  such  sentence  to  the  Eocfesiastieal  authority 
of  every  Diocese  of  this  Church ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Ecclesias- 
tical authorities  to  cause  such  sentence  to  be  publicly  k-ead  to  the  congregations 
of  each  Diocese  by  the  respective  ministers  thereof. 

Section  7.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Cancm,  may  be 
ssrred  by  a  summonsr  or  summoaers,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  t» 
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whom  the  prMentmeut  is  made,  or  by  the  Coort,  when  the  SBine  is  in 
sion  ;  and  the  certificate  of  any  each  summoner  shall  be  evidence  of  the 
due  service  of  a  notice  or  paper.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  peraos* 
the  fact  may  be  proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  The  dehvexy  of  a 
written  notice  or  paper  to  a  party,  or  the  leaving  it  at  his  last  place  of  rai- 
dence,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  service  of  su^  notice  or  pimer. 

Section  8.  The  accused  part^  may  have  the  privilege  of  app^rinc  by 
counsel,  and  in  case  of  the  exercise  of  such  privilege,  but  not  otherwise,  mon 
presenting  shall  have  the  like  privilege. 

Section  9.  If  at  any  time  during  the  session  of  any  General  ConventioD, 
any  Bishop  shall  make  to  the  House  of  Bishops  a  written  acknowledgment  of 
his  unwoithiness  or  criminality  in  any  particular,  the  House  of  Bishops  may 
proceed,  without  trial,  to  determine  by  vote,  whether  the  said  offending  and 
confessing  Bishop  shall  be  admonished,  or  be  suspended  from  his  office,  or  be 
deposed  ;  and  the  sentence  thus  determined  by  a  minority  of  the  votes  of  the 
House  of  Bishops  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  presiding,  in  the  prcs* 
ence  of  the  said  House  of  Bishops,  and  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  Honse; 
and  a  copy  of  the  said  sentence,  attested  by  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop,  shall  be  sent  to  the  said  Bishop,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  A 
his  Diocese,  and  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  -every  Dioeese  of  this 
Church  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Ecclesiastical  authorities,  to  caiiK 
SQch  sentence,  unlesii  it  be  the  sentence  of  admonition,  to  be  publicly  read  to 
the  congregations  of  each  Diocese  by  the  respective  rainisterB  thereot. 

Section  10.  Any  Bishop  of  this  Church  not  having  ecclesiastical  jont- 
diction,  shall  be  subject  to  presentment,  tnal,  and  sentence,  as  herein  befoie 
provided,  but  shall  not  be  included  in  any  other  provision  of  this  Canon. 

Section  11.    Canon  lY.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 

The  following  Message  was  received : 

^  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  respectfollT 
inform  the  House  of  Bishops  that  they  kave  concnned  with 
them  in  passing  all  the  Resolutions  of  the  Joint  Committee, 
on  the  Standard  Prayer-Book,  with  the  exception  of  the 
second  Resolution,  as  follows :  (^  Resolved^  That  the  Table 
of  Contents  on  Page  iii.  of  the  Prayer-Book,  reported  by 
the  Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Convention  on  the  subject 
of  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  be  amended  by  striking  out 
therefrom  all  after  the  words  ^  The  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  Da- 
vid,"  *)  in  passing  which  they  do  non-concur. 

"  They  also  inform  the  House  of  Bishops,  that  they  have 
adopted  the  following  Resolution,  and  ask  their  concurrence, 
viz.: 

^^  Resolved^  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring.  That  the 
Joint  Committee  on  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  be  directed 
to  return  to  the  old  numbering  of  the  Psalms  in  their  arrange- 
ment of  the  Psalms  in  Metre." 

On  motion  of  Bishop  WhittinghaiUi  seconded  by  Bishop 
McCoskry, 

Resohedj  That  this  House  adhere  to  their  Resolution  in 
relation  to  the  Table  of  Contents  in  the  Standard  I^yer- 
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Book:  and  that  Bishops  Meade,  Ives,  Kemper  and  Lee, 

be  a  Committee  of  CJoriference,  to  confer  with  a  Committee 

of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  upon  the  subject. 

The  House  then  adjourned  until  7  o'clock  this  evening.

The  House  met  pursuant  to  adjournment 

Present  as  before. 

On  motion  of  Bishop  Whittingham,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Polk, 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Bishops  non-concur  with 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  their  Resolution 
directing  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  Standard  Prayer-Book 
to  return  to  the  old  numbering  of  the  Psalms  in  their  arrange-* 
ment  of  the  Psalms  in  Metre. 

Kshop  Mcllyaine,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  re- 
ported the  Canon  entitled,  *<  Of  Episcopal  Besignations" 
with  amendments. 

The  House  having  considered  the  same,  the  Canon  as 
amended  was  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  fpr  concurrence. 

The  Canon,  as  amended  and  passed,  is  as  follows : 

CAKON. 

Vf  Epiaesfol  Rttignatiom, 

[The  former  Canon  on  thie  subject  wasthe  thiitj'eeeond  of  1838.) 
SxcTioN  1.  If,  during  the  besaion  of  any  General  Convention,  or  withia 
six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop 
shall  desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make  known  in  writing  to  tM 
House  of  Bishops  such  his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moring  Urn 
thereto ;  whereupon  the  House  of  Bishops  may  investigate  the  whole  case  of 
the  proposed  resignation,  including  not  onlj  the  facts  and  reasons  that  may  be 
set  forth  in  the  application  for  the  proposed  resignation,  but  any  other  racts 
and  circumstances  bearing  upon  it,  so  that  the  wnole  sobject  of  the  oropriety 
or  necessity  of  such  resigDatioa  noay  be  placed  fully  More  the  House  of 
Bishops. 

Section  2.  An  investigation  having  thus  been  made,  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  decide  on  the  application,  and,  by  the  vote  of  a  minority  of  those  present, 
aecj^,  or  refuse  to  accept,  such  resignation :  and  in  all  eases  of  a  proposed 
nsignation,  the  Bishops  shall  cause  tneir  proceedings  to  be  recorded  on  their 
Journal ;  and  in  case  of  acceptance,  the  resignation  shall  be  complete  when 
thus  recorded ;  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Sbotion  3.  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desiM  to  resign  att  anj  period  'not 
within  six  calepdar  BBonths  before  the  meeting  of  a  General  CcNivention,  be 
shall  make  Icnown  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire,  with  the  reasons 
moving  him  thereto,  whereupon  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  communiGate* 
without  delay,  a  copj  of  the  same  to  every  Bishop  ot  this  Church,  havii^ 
ecclesiastical  jurisdiction ;  and  also  to  the  l^anding  Conmiittee  of  the  Dioce^ 
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where  U^re  is  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  Membejrs  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
to  examine  him,  of  his  having  satisfactorily  sustained  an  examination  in 
Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the  Greek  Testa- 
ment and  the  Latin  tongue. 

SfxrrioK  4, .  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wished 
the  knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  laneua^ee,  and  other  branches 
of  learning  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before  them 
a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating  that,  in 
theijr  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natuml  nnderstanding,  a 
peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  large  share  of  prudence ;  and  the  Bishop,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted  said  dispensatiori. 
This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under  twenty-seven 
years  of  age,  nor  shall  any  person  be  ordained  under  such  dispensation,  until 
he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  a^e.  And  in  regard  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Hebrew  languas^e  in  all  cases  in  tnese  Canons,  the  Bishops  shall  have 
the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation,  without  reference  to  the  age  of  the  Candi- 
date, as  mentioned  in  this  Section. 

Section  o.  \Vith  this  enun^eration  of  qualifications  it  ought  to  be  made 
known  to  the  Candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be 
brought  to  the  test  of  any  outward  standard — an  inward  fear  and  worship  of 
Almighty  God  ;  a  love  of  religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence ;  a 
habit  of  devout  affection ;  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces 
which  are  called  in  Scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His 
sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 

Section  6.  The  requisition  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may 
admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  snail  record  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such  record. 
And  in  any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may, 
on  the  s^me  conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  maKe 
record  and  notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  Testimonials  from  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or  if 
there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidate 
for  the  term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  ordain  the 
Candidate  after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  year. 

Section  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted 
a  Candidate,  be  trans^rred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church, 
and  if  there  be  a  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  he 
shaU  apply  to  no  other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the 
former. 

Section  9.  The  form  of  transferring  a  candidate  shall  be  as  follows : 
**  1  [or  in  the  case  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  a  vacant  Diocese,  we]  here- 
by certify  that  A.  B.  was  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  in  the  Diocese 

of J  on  the  —  day  of ,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord ,  and  has 

continued  to  be  a  candidate  in  regular  standing  to  the  present  day.    He  is 

hereby  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of ." 

It  shall  also  be  stated  whether  the  said  Candidate  has  stood  any,  and  if  any, 
which  of  the  examinations  required  by  the  Canons. 

Section  10^  No  Candidate  shall  be  considered  as  transferred  until  he 
shall  be  received  by  the  Bishop  to  whom  the  transfer  has  been  made. 

Section  U.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years 
after  his  admission,  apply  to  have  his  first  and  second  examination  held,  as 
hereafter  prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission. 
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apply  to  have  hiB  third  examination  held  (unleM  the  Biahop,  for  satisfactory 
reasons  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  farther  time),  the  said  person  shali> 
in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate.  ^ 

Section  12.  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  a  Candidate  for  TLdly  Orders, 
shall  apply  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bisnop,  to  the  Standinjr  Commil- 
toe  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  Ecclesiasti- 
cal authority  shall  give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese. 
Candidates  shall  not  chan^  their  canonical  residence  but  for  bondflde  causes, 
requiring  the  same  to  be  judeed  of  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee ;  ana  they  shall  not  be  dismissed  from  the  Dioceses 
in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they  haye  been  duly  transferred, 
for  the  conyenience  pf  attending  any  Theological  or  other  Seminary. 

Section  13.    panon  IX.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 

Whereupoii,  on  motion  of  Bishop  Onderdoilk,  of  New 
York,  seconded  by  Bishop  Ives, 

Resolved,  That  the  above  Canon  be  passed,  and  sent  to 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  for  their  concur- 
rence/ 

On  motion  of  Bishop  De  Lancey,  seconded  by  Bishop 
Whitlingham, 

Resolved,  That  when  this  House  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to 
meet  this  evening  at  7  o'clock.

Bishop  Onderdonk,  of  New  York,  submitted  the  following 
Report : 

The  Joint  Committee,  composed  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  two

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Houees,  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  having^  had  under  tUeircon6idem> 
tiou  the  Resolutions  referred  to  them,  touching  the  Standard  Book,  beg  leave 
to  report  them  for  adoption  by  each  House,  as  follows :

which  they  have  discharged  their  duties;  and  that  a  copy  of  this  Resolution 
be  transmitted  to  the  Chc^rman  of  that  Committee,  attested  by  the  Secretaries 
of  the  two  Houses. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Table  of  Contents,  on  page  iii.  of  the  Prayer-Book, 
reported  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Convention,  on  the  subject  of  the 
St<iiidard  Prayer-Book,  be  amended,  by  striking  out  therefrom,  all  after  the 
words, "  The  Psalter  or  Psalms  of  David." 

3.  Resolvedy  That  the  word  Amen,  on  page  242  of  said  reported  Book,  be 
printed  in  the  Roman  character,  to  make  it  uniform  with  the  same  word  in  the 
corresponding  Prayer,  on  page  231 ;  the  discrepancy  being  understood  to  bc^ 
owing  to  a  misprint,  and  contrary  to  the  design  of  the  Committee. 

4.  Resolved,  That  in  the  Selections  of  Psalms,  the  number  of  each  Selec- 
tion respectively  be  indicated  on  the  outer  top  margin  of  each  page,  by  printing 
Sel.  1,  Sei.  2,  &c.,  uniformly  with  Day  1,  Day  2,  &c.,  as  print^  on  the  outer 
top  maigin  of  the  Psalter. 

5.  Resolved,  That,  with  the  above  amendments,  the  Book  reported  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  last  Convention,  on  the  subject  of  a  Standard  Prayer- 
Book  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  adopted  as  the  Standard  Prayer-Book  of  this 
Church;  and  that  the  said  J oinii Committee  be  continued,  with  the  addition 
thereto,  of  the  Rev.  Jonathan  M.  Wainwright,  D.D.,  for  the  purpose  of 
amending  the  said  Book  according y,  and  with  power  to  set  it  forth,  when  thus  . 
amended,  under  their  hands,  as  tiie  Standard  Prayer-Book  of  this  Church. 

6.  Whereas  it  appears  that  the  Joint  Committee  have  been  supplied  by 
libera]  individuals,  through  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwright,  with  funds,  enabling 
them  to  prosecute  the  object  of  their  appointment  under  peculiar  advantages ; 
therefore.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  he  presented,  through 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Wainwrieht,  to  the  contributors  of  said  funds. 

7.  Resolved,  That  should  the  funds  in  their  hands  be  sufficient  to  meet  the 
necessary  expense,  the  above-mentioned  Joint  Committee  do,  as  soon  as  con- 
venient, after  their  selling  forth  the  Standard  Prayer-Book,  have  a  copy  there- 
of, strongly  bound,  transmitted  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church,  for  himself  and 
bis  successors  in  office.

The  Order  of  Consecration  to  be  conformed,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  one  used  in 
this  Church.  Such  Bishops  so  consecrated,  shall  not  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any 
Diocese  in  the  United  States,  nor  be  entitied  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  Episcopal  authority  in 
said  States."

Section  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputiee  may,  from  time  to 
time,  on  nomination  by  the  Houae  of  Biahope,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  per- 
eons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  func* 
tions  in  any  place  or  country  out  of  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  'which 
the  House  of  Bishops  may  destcnate.  The  evidence  of  such  election  shall 
be  a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  By  a  constitutional  majority  of  said  House  of 
Clericai  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required  by  Canon  III.  of  1832,  to 
be  ffiven  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conyentions,  on  the  recommendatioii 
of  Bishops  elect  for  consecration,  which  Certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the 
House  of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  conae- 
catioii,  they  may  take  order  for  that  puinoae, 

Sectioh  2.  Any  Bishop  elected  ana  conaecnted  under  this  Canon  to 
exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any  place  or  country  whkh  the  Hooae  of 
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Biahops  may  have  designated  .in  foreign  lands,  shall  have  no  jurisdiction 
excent  in  the  place  or  country  for  which  he  has  heen  elected  ahd  coDsecrated, 
He  snail  not  oe  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishons,  nor  shall  he  he 
•ligiUe  to  the  ofike  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  oiganizM  Diocese  within  the 
United  States. 

Section  3.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  sleeted  and  consecrated  under  this 
Canon,  may  ordain  as  Deacons  orTiesbyters,  to  officiate  within  the  limits  of 
their  respectiye  missions,  any  persons  of  the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of 
this  Chnich,  who  shall  exhibit  to  him  or  them  the  testimonials  reqnii^  by 
Section  2  of  Canon  IX.  of  1841,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  or- 
dained Missionaries  of  this  Church  who  may  be  subject  to  his  or  their  chaige. 

Section  4.  Any  foreign  missionary  Bisho]),  consecrated  undec  this  Canon, 
may,  by  and  with  the  adVice  of  any  three  missionary  Presbyters  under  his 
charge,  at  his  discretion,  dispense  with  those  studies  requiredf  from  a  candi- 
date for  Deacon's  orders  by  the  Canons  of  this  Church :  Trovided,  no  person 
■hall  be  oidained  by  him  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in 
the  pesenoe  of  two  Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and  aptitude  to 
teacn.  And  Provided  furth^,  that  no  person  mail  be  ordained  by  nim  until 
he  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for  at  least  three  years.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon

Section  5.  In  addition  to  the  promise  required  in  the  office  for  the  conse- 
cration of  Bishops,  of  conformity  and  obedience  to  the  doctrine,  discipline, 
and  worship,  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America/  any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this 
C^on,  shall  la^e  with  the  Senior  Bishop,  or  with  the  Bishop  who  may  act 
as  Consecrator,  a  promise  under  his  hand  and  seal,  that  he  will,  in  the  exer- 
dae  of  his  Episcopal  functions,  conform,  so  far  as  may  be  possible  in  his 
peculiar  circumstances,  in  all  respects  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Chnreh. 

Section  6.  Any  Forsign  Missionary  Bishop  Or  Bishops  elected  and  conse- 
dated  under  this  Canon,  shall  haye  jurisdiction  and  goyeinment,  according  to 
the  Canons  of  this  Church,  oyer  all  Missionaries  or  Clergymen  of  this  Chorch 
resident  in  the  district  or  country  for  which  he  may  haye  heen  consecrated. 

Section  7.  Eyery  Bishop  elected  and  consecn^  under  this  Canon,  shall 
report  to  each  General  Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state  of 
ihe  mission  under  his  superyision.  He  shall  also  make  a  similar  report,  at 
least  once  eyeiy  year,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Church.

of  Christ  require  the  administration  of  discipline  in  the 
premises :

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derdonk,  D.D.,  has  requested  of  this  House  snch  an  act  of 
discipline  as  in  the  ji^dgment  of  the  said  House  is  proper :

CANON. 

Of  Miisionary  Bishops  within  the  United  States. 

[Former  Canons  en  this  BubjecC  were  the  leeond  of  1835  and  the  second  of  1838.) 

Section  1.  The  Honse  of  Clerical  and  Lay  DepudnB  maj,  from  time  to 
time,  on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  per- 
aons  to  be  a  Bishop,  or  Bishops,  of  this  Church  to  exercise  Episcopal  func* 
tions  in  States  or  Territories  not  organized  into  Dioceses.  The  evidence  of 
such  election  shall  be  a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  Constitutional  ma- 
jority of  said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required  by 
Canon  III.  of  1832,  to  be  ^ven  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conventions,  on 
the  recommendations  of  Bishops  elect  for  Consecration,  which  Certificate  ^all 
be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  con- 
sent to  tiie  Consecration,  they  may  take  order  for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall  ex- 
ercise Episcopal  functions  in  such  States  and  Territories,  in  conformity  -with 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and 
instructions,  not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Skction  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  rig^t,  though  not 
always  in  form,  to  all  nensons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States,  it  ia 
hereby  enacts,  that  eacn  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the 
Cletgy  in  the  District  assigned  him ;  and  may,  in  case  a  presentment  and  trial 
of  a  Cleigyman  become  proper,  request  the  action  of  any  Presbyten  and 
Standing  Committee,  in  any  Diocese  sufficiently  near,  and  the  presentment  and 
trial  shall  be  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese.  And 
the  House  of  Bishops  may  at  any  time  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of 
States  or  Territories,  t>ver  which  the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exerciae 
Episcopal  functions.  And  ia  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Missionary 
Bishop,  the  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionair  Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  some 
Bishop  of  this  Qiurch,  with  the  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as 
his  substitute  in  the  said  charge. 

SncnoN  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  conseemted  under  this 
Canon,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall.be  eli^ble 
to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  oiganized  Diocese  within  the  United 
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Saonoif  5.  Every  such  Kshop  shall  report  to  each  Qeneial  Conrentioii 
his  proceedings,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  in  said  States  and 
Territories  ofthe  United  States,  and  at  least  once  a  year  make  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

Sccnoir  6.    Canon  11.  of  tSdS  is  herehy  repealed.

MAINE. 

A  comparison  of  the  present  stale  of  the  Church  in  Maine,  with  that  whidl 
was  reported  at  the  last  General  Conventioo,  will  show  cause  for  gratituda 
and  encoursgemeni  Tbe  increase  of  Cleigy,  Parishes,  and  CommunicanU^ 
diough  not  rapid  enough  to  equal  our  wishes,  yet  more  than  repays  all  out 
labore.  There  are  eight  Cleigymen  (seven  Preebytsrs,  and  one  Dncon)  and 
Ave  candidates  for  orders.  Toe  Parishes  are  six.  Two  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  persons  have  been  baptized  (one  hundred  and  seven  adults,  one  hundred 
and  eigbty-five.infants),  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  confirmed,  and  two 
hnndrM  and  twenty-five  added  to  the  list  of  Communicants,  making  the  pre- 
eent  number  four  hundred  and  eighty-five.  The  Sunday  School  Teachers  afs 
seventy-four — scholars,  five  hundred  and  twenty-eight.  Two  candidatoi 
have  been  admitted  lo  the  holy  order  of  Deacons.  All  the  parishes  are  svp* 
pHed  with  Minislen. 

St  Mark's  Church,  Au|[tt8la,  was  finished  in  December,  1841,  and  consi^ 
oaled  in  July,  1842.    During  the  past  year,  8t  Paul's  Parish  has  been  «r« 

Ciaed  at  Brunswick,  and  the  oomer«slone  ol  a  Chunk  was  laid  during  te 
month»  by  Ber.  Thoana  R  FbIm. 
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The  eoDtrilmtioDB  to  the  General  Mimonary  Board  ainoiint  to  SI  470  61 ; 
to  the  Diocesan  Boaid  of  Miasioiis,  $550.  The  Missionary  operations  in  the 
State,  though  eacoessful,  have  been  retarded  by  the  di&culhr  of  obtaining 
Ministers.  There  are  many  towns  in  this  large  State,  where  the  Church  may 
be  established,  and  several  in  which  the  services  of  Missionaries  are  eaneectly 
solicited. 

In  common  with  several  of  the  Eastern  Dioceses,  we  have  been  caUed  to 
mourn  the  loss  of  our  late  venerable  and  beloved  Bishop,  the  Rt  Rev.  A.  Y. 
Crriswold.  At  the  Convention  immediately  succeeding  his  death,  the  Rt  Rev. 
ttte  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island  was  unanimously  invited  to  take  chaige  of  the 
Diocese,  until  the  election  of  a  Bishop— which  office  he  has  kindly  accepted. 
With  the  blessing  of  our  Lord,  especially  in  raising  up  laborers  for  this  pail  of 
the  field,  we  may  look  for  a  prosperous  future. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  it  has  pleased  the  Supreme  Head  of  the 
Church  to  remove  from  this  Diocese,  its  venerable  Provisional  Bishop,  the 
Bt  Rev.  A.  v.  Gnswold,  D.D.  While  his  loss  is  severely  deplored  among 
«s,  yet  is  our  liveliest  gratitude  felt  for  the  valuable  services,  that  for  more 
than  thirty  years  he  has  rendered  to  this  Diocese.  Since  his  decease,  ow 
Convention  has  solicited  the  Rt  Rev.  Manton  Eastbnm,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Mas- 
sachusetts! to  perfonn  such  Episcopal  services,  as  mig^t  be  desued ;  and 
in  this  request,  he  has  manifested  his  kind  concurrence  and  action.  At  aspe- 
ekd  ConventioQ,  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  Bishop,  and  held  in  Oc^ 
tober  last  in  Concord,  New  Hampsnire,  the  Rev.  Carlton  Cnaee,  D.D.,  Rector 
of  Immanuel  Church,  Bellows*  Falls,  Vermont,  vras  unanimously  elected 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese.  About  Easter  last  he  changed  his  canonical  residence 
from  Vermont  to  New  Hampshire,  has  become  Rector  of  Trinity.  Church, 
Claremont  Village,  and  is  now  expecting  his  Consecration.  This  event  will, 
we  trust,  be  attended  with  abundant  increase  and  prosperity  to  our  Churches. 
In  this  Diocese  are  eleven  Clei)(ymen  who  are  canonicaily  resident  The 
Rev.  Moses  B.  Chase,  formerly  JEtector  of  St  Andrew's  Church,  Hopkinton, 
vacated  his  Church  in  September,  1 841 ,  in  consequence  of  receiving  a  Chaplain- 
cy in  the  United  States  Navy.  In  March,  1 842,  he  sailed  in  the  ship  John  Adams 
for  the  Brazil  Station,  from  which  he  returned  in  May,  1844.  During  the 
cruise  he  ofilciated  at  daily  evening  prayer,  on  which  occasions  the  omceis 
and  crew  were  assembled.  He  also  always  preached  on  Sundays  in  the 
morhincs,  except  when  unavoidaUy  prevented  by  the  weather,  or  other  im- 
eontrolmble  impediments ;  on  the  afternoons  of  Sunday  it  was  his  practice  to 
distribute  Tracts  of  a  religious  nature,  and  to  ^ve  Sunday  School  instructioB. 
During  the  visit  of  his  ship  at  Monte  Video,  in  Sooth  America,  he  preachei 
three  times  in  the  Engtish  Episcopal  Churches  there.  After  Mr.  Chase  left 
his  Church  at  Hopkinton,  the  Rev.  C.  Wolcott  was  chosen  the  Rector,  offi- 
ciated there  about  two  years,  and  has  now  left  the  Diocese,  but  has  not  yet 
taken  letten  dimissoiy.  The  Rev.  P.  S.  Ten  Broeck,  Rector  of  St  Paul's 
Church,  Concord,  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  resign  the  Rec* 
torship  of  said  Church  uter  the  beginning  of  November  next  The  Rev. 
Robert  Fowle,  who  has  officiated  in  the  Church  of  Holdemess  for  about  57 
ytm,  is  now  too  infirm  from  age  to  discham  any  pastoral  duties.  His 
society  is  small,  and  can  hardly  be  expected  to  a&rd  any  support  for  a  Cleigy- 
man:  Two  new  parishes  have  been  organized.  One  is  that  of  St  B^ichaers 
Cbureh,  Manchester.  The  other  is  that  of  Plainfield,  which  at  present  owns 
ao  plaoe  of  puUie.  worship.  A  commodious  and  handsome  Chuieh  has,  diuiiw 
the  past  year,  been  built  at  Manchester,  and  was  consecrated  on  the  28th  of 
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December  last,  by  Bisbop  Eastbum.  The  vacant  uurifllieB  may  be  said 
to  be  Christ  Chutch,  at  Salmon  Falls,  St  Andrew's  Church,  at  HopkintOD, 
and  St  Paul's  Church,  at  Concord.  There  are  three  Candidates  for  orders  la 
this  Diocese.  The  whole  niunber  of  famMies  is  about  450.  The  number 
of  Communicants  is  about  500.  The  Baptisms  have  been  150,  of  which  120 
were  infants.  The  Confirmations  have  been  71 ;  the  Marriages,  51 ;  and 
the  Funerals,  116.  There  are  about  500  Sunday  Scholars,  70  Sunday  School 
Teachers,  and  about  500  volumes  in  the  Sunday  School  Libraries,  llie 
amount  of  Contributions  for  religious  purposes,  as  far  as  ascertained,  has  been 
$887  56.  The  Rev.  H.  S.  Smitn  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  his  Church 
at  Plainfield  and  Cornish,  which  are  now  under  the  chaige  of  the  Rev.  0.  H. 
Staples,  and  has  taken  the  Rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Claremont  The  Rer. 
Eleazar  Greenleaf  has  taken  letters  dimissory  from  this  Diocese  to  Michigan, 
and  his  Church  at  Diewsville  is  now  supplied  by  the  Rev.  Nathaniel  Spragoe, 
who  has  recently  taken  lettersdimisspry  from  Vermont 


VERMONT. 

^  The  condition  of  the  Oinrch  in  this  Diocese  has  not  materially  chaqgad 
since  the  date  of  its  last  triennial  report  It  then  numbered  37  oiganized 
Fbrisbes.  But  of  these  5  have  been  stricken  oat,  aa  ceasing  to  have  moie 
than  a  mere  nominal  existence,  while  one  new  one  has  been  added;  leaving 
the  present  number  33.  There  are  in  the  Diocese  19  Presbyters^  2  Deacooa, 
and  2  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders.  The  whole  number  of  Families  constitut- 
ing the  several  Parishes,  as  reported  to  the  Diocesan  Convention*  is  841 ;  in 
which  are  contained  1 J68  adult  persons,  1,034  children,  and  100  others  not 
•peciiied ;  in  all,  2,902  peraona  There  have  been  reported  since  the  last 
General  Convention,  Baptisms,  adults,  169,  children,  389,  total,  558 ;  Con- 
firmed, 497 ;  Marriages,  parishioners,  75,  non*parishioners,  27,  not  specified,  17, 
total  119;  Burials,  pmshioneiB,  159,  non-parisbi(mers,  62,  not  specified,  54, 
total,  275 ;  Communicants,  added  as  new,  410,  by  removals,  84,  loss  by  remov- 
als, 1 49,  by  death,  53,  present  number,  1 ,536.  Two  new  Churches  luive  been 
consecrated ;  3  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  and 
3  to  that  of  Priests.  The  changes  in  the  parochial  defgy  have  been  unuMtal- 
\y  numerous ;  so  much  so,  that  of  the  22  reported  at  the  last  General  Conven- 
tion only  9  remain  now  connected  with  the  Diocese.  Such  frequent  changes 
do  much  to  impair,  if  not  in  some  instances  quite  to  destroy,  the  stability  and 
prosperity  of  our  Parishes. 

The  several  contributions  have  been  as  follows,  viz. :  Alms  at  Commnnien, 
$1,885  74;  for  Diocesan  Missions,  $1007  87 ;  for  General  Missions,  Domestie, 
$499  01,  Foreign,  $242  94 ;  ibr  Contingent  Fund  of  the  Dioeese,  $263  60; 
for  other  purposes,  $753  96 ;  total,  $4,653  02. 

The  vacant  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  as  follows,  viz.:  St.  James'  Church, 
Arlington:  8t  Stephen's  Chnreh,  Tinmouth ;  St  John's Churoh,  Pouitne^; 
Union  Church,  Sprmgfield;  St  And^w's  Church,  Rochester;  Grace  Chnrdh, 
Randolph;  Qilvary  Church, Jericho ;  Immanuel  Choich,  Milton;  and  St 
John's  Church,  Derby  Line. 
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MA88ACHU8ErFB. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention,  tbe  Church  in  this  Diocese  has,  in  the 
providence  .of  Cod,  been  depriv^  by  death,  of  its  venerable  and  beloved 
bishop,  tbe  Rt  Rev.  Alexander  V.  Qriswold,  D.D.,  who,  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  presided  over  the  Association  of  the  Eastern  decease ;  and  lo 
vrhoae  distinguished  fidelity,  arduous  labors,  and  elevated  Christian  and  min- 
isterial character,  all  the  Parishes  under  his  supervision  and  care  are  in  no 
small  degree  indebted  for  their  present  prosperity.  With  his  decease,  th« 
Eastern  Diocese,  as  such,  was  terminated,  and  the  Church  in  Massachusetts 
is  now  jinder  the  administration  of  its  own  Bishop,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Manton 
Eastbum,  D.D.,  who  was  elected  Assistant  Bishop  with  entire  unanimity 
but  a  short  time  previous  to  the  death  of  Bishop  Griswold.  In  addition  to 
^e  loss  of  its  Diocesan,  this  Church  has  also  been  called  to  mourn  the  decease 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Morss,  of  Newburyport,  the  oldest  officiating  Presbyter  in 
the  Diocese,  whose  influence,  and  learning,  and  devotedness  to  the  cause 
of  Christ,  have  been,  under  God,  among  the  efficient  means  that  have  given  to 
the  Diocese  its  increase  and  its  strength.  No  other  death  has  occurred  in  the 
Diocese  dmong  its  cleigy,  except  that  of  the  Rev.  James  B.  Howe,  for  many 
years  a  feithlul  Presbyter  of  the  Church  in  New  Hampshire. 

At  the  present  time,  the  affiurs  of  the  Church  in  Masincfausetts  are  decided- 
ly  prosperous ;  the  Parishes  are  mostly  supplied  with  a  faithful  and  efficient 
ministry ;  and  although  there  are  many  obstacles  and  diffiealties  to  encounter, 
the  cause  of  Godliness  is,  nevertheless,  advancing,  and  numben  are  continn- 
aU^  added  to  the  Church  of  such  as  shall,  as  we  trust,  be  saved,  ^veial 
new  parishes  hare  been  organized ;  two  of  which,  with  the  fairest  prospeda 
of  sQcoess,  are  in  the  city  ol  Boston,  and  the  whole  number  of  deijgy  is  fifty- 

Sht  But  five  pari^es  are  destitute  of  the  stated  and  regular  ministiations 
the  Gospel,  viz. :  Montague,  Ctappviae,Hopkinton,  Lenox,  and  Nantucket. 
Daring  the  last  three  yeare  the  number  of  Baptisms,  as  reported,  is  1,885,  of 
which  472  were  adults,  and  1,419  were  infants;  Confirmations,  1,380;  the 
vrasent  number  of  Communicants,  4,386 ;  Sunday  School  children,  3,691. 
The  present  Bishop  reports  13  persons  ordained  as  Deacons,  9  as  Priests,  and 
19  Candidates  for  orders.  The  whole  amount  of  Missionary  and  olher  con- 
tiibations  for  rehVious  purposes  is  $53,854  83:  of  which  about  $15,000  were 
ior  the  General  Soatd. 

From  the  whole  view -of  the  Church,  compared  with  its  condition  at  the 
tine  of  the  formation  of  the  Eastern  Diocese,  when  there  were  but  nx  settled 
Clergymen,  there  is  abundant  reason  for  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God,  who 
Ihm  nurtured  and  stren(i;thened  by  his  grace,  tbe  vine  which  his  own  rig^t 
hand  had  planted,  enabhng  the  Church  to  **  lengthen  its  cords  and  to  strengthen 
its  Makes,"  even  where  the  strongest  prejudices  have  been  entertained  throogb 
tnany  ffenerations,  against  its  principles  and  its  character. 

Witn  a  deep  sense  of  past  mercies,  and  in  a  faithful  improvement  of  pre- 
sent privileges,  may  there  be  a  dependence  for  future  prosfierity  upon  the 
goidance  and  the  blessing  of  Him  who  has  founded  his  Church  upon  a  rock, 
nod  whose  promise  is  its  security  that  the  gates  ol  hell  shall  never  prevail 
against  it. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

This  Diocese  has  continued  to  enjoy  the  Lord's  moat  gracious  favor  and 
witchful  protection.  The  C!hurch  in  Rhode  Island  reports  ^ro^eo.*  seToal 
neiw  parishes  have  been  oij^isBed;  and  those  previously  existing  have,  it  is 
Uieved,  been  gradually  gaming  compactness  and  coDaolidation.    There  ait 
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aot  wanting  tokens  of  a  wider,  and  riper,  and  more  ihteUigent  attednnent  ID 
the  distinctive  principles  of  Protestant  Episcopaej. 

The  Diocese  has  been  called  to  mourn  over  the  decease  of  her  late  spiritinl 
filther  and  ovenseer,  the  Apostolic  Griswold ;  and  has  also  had  occasion  to 
lejoiee  in  the  consecration  of  a  successor  who  was  privileged  in  other  days  to 
sit  at  the  departed  Bishop's  feet ;  and  whose  coarse  thus  far  gives  pleaaing 
anrary  of  the  future. 

Pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  Bishop  Henshaw,  in  his  late  EpiaconI 
address,  the  Convention  in  June  last  took  measures  for  the  establishment  oi  % 
Diocesan  School,  in  which  children  might  he  *<  thoroughly  trained  in  academi- 
cal studies"  under  the  direction  of  the  Church ;  and  invested  a  (^ommittea 
*■  with  power  to  make  preliminary  inquiries, — to  receive  proposals  from  dil- 
lerent  parishes  and  individuals, — to  take  incipient  measures, — and,  if  prM- 
ticable,  to  commence  the  school  in  some  suitable  place,  provided  it  be  done 
without  involving  the  Diocese,  as  such,  in  any  pecuniary  responsibility." 

Warned  by  the  disastrous  issue  of  similar  experiments  in  other  EKoceses, 
tlat  Committee  have  wisely  determined  not  to  commence  the  school  until  pnv 
vided  with  suitable  buildings,  and  an  endowment  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

The  Convention  has  al80  authorized  the  establishment  of  a  Diocesan  D^ 
jNMitory  for  the  more  effectual  circulation  of  Church  Books,  and  Tracts,  witb- 
in  the  Diocese. 

The  present  numher  of  parishes  is  twenty-one ;  of  Clergy,  twenty-four. 

During  the  last  three  years  there  have  been  eight  hundred  and  forty  Bap- 
tiams ;  of  which,  Three  hundred  and  fifty-five  were  of  adults,  three  hundved 
mad  fifty  infants :  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  five  not  specified. 

Five  hundred  and  sixty  have  been  Confirmed.  There  have  been  two  him* 
drGd  Marriages,  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  Burials.  Upwards  of  two  thou- 
sand Sunday'  School  pupils  are  reported,  under  the  supervision  of  about 
Three  hundred  Teachers.  The  number  of  Communicants  is  Two  thousand^ 
ooe  hundmd  and  sixteen. 

One  Church  has  been  consecrated,  and  two  new  ones  are  being  built. 

Nine  Deacons,  and  six  Priests  have  been  ordained ;  and  there  are  now  four 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

About  six  thousand  dollars  have  been  contributed  to  the  General  Board  of 
Missions;  five  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  to  Diocesan  Missions;  and 
some  ten  thousand  dollars  to  various  other  objects  of  Christian  benevolence. 

It  is  deemed  worthy  of  grateful  mention  that  the  congrq;ation  of  St.  John% 
Ptovidence,  are  now  supporting  one  of  the  female  Missionaries  in  Africa,  and 
have  resolved  to  sustain  a  Missionary  in  China  so  soon  as  a  suitable  penota 
qan  be  found. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Id  the  progress  of  this  Diocese  since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Con- 
jrantion  few  mcidents  have  occurred  to  excite  extraordinary  interest;  and  yet 
there  is  much  to  call  for  devout  gratitude  to  (he  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for 
Hia  overruling  care,  and  His  preserving  grace.  The  Church  in  Connecticot 
is  now,  as  heretofore,  at  unitv,  and  being  strictly  conservative  in  spirit.,  is  in 
little  danger  of  being  seriously  aflected  by  unprofitable  contentions.  With 
./aMonable  and  allowable  diflerences  of  opinion  on  questions  of  policy  and 
expediency,  there  is  no  diversity  of  sentiment  with  regard  to  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  Christian  Doctrine  and  Ecclesiastical  Polity.  The  mutual  «inil- 
deoce  subsisting  between  the  Clergy  and  LAity  and  their  Bishop,  presents  a 
httotiful  exemplification  ot  the  tendency  of  our  system,  and  the  soundness  ol 
oar  principles.    In  no  part  of  the  Union,  has  the  Chtuch  been  so  itt|dy» 
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Qijuetly,  and  lUBcrupiilQiiaLy  aBsailed.  Bat  the  hoetile  shafts  have  fallea 
harmless ;  and  her  steady  progress  affords  satisfactory  proof  that  she  has 
nothing  to  fear  from  such  an  uasanctified  warfare ;  and  that  so  long  as  these 
assaults  shall  stimulate  men  to  examine  her  standards  and  her  bulwarks,  they 
will  only  tend  to  enlarge  lier  borders  and  increase  her  prosperity. 
4  Within  the  last  three  years,  ei^ht  new  parishes  have  been  organized,  and 
admitted  into  union  with  the  Diocese.    One  is  now  vacant 

Nine  Chaiches  have  been  consecrated,  and  several  others  are  in  progress  of 
erection.  .        *         • 

There  were  at  the  last  Annual  Convention,  eighty «six  Cler]^ymen  entitled 
to  seats,  besides  fifteen  connected  with  the  Dioces^,  but  not  entitled  to  seats — 
ifk  all  one  hundred  and  one. 

Whole  number  of  Parishes,  ninety-seven. 

Thirteen  persons  have  been  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons,  and 
'  twenty  to  the  Priesthood. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Convention,  there  were  nineteen  Candidates 
for  orders. 

In  collecting  the  number  of  families,  communicants,  baptisms,  marriages 
aid  funerals,  as  well  as  Sunday  School  teachers  and  pupils,  we  can  rely  only 
on  the  reports  of  the  Diocesan  Conventions,  and  these,  as  hitherto,  are  very 
imperfect.  In  no  year  are  there  reports  from  more  than  seventy-six  parishes, 
and  in  one  instance,  the  whole  number  is  only  sixty.  From  these  the  fol- 
lowing statements  are  gathered. 

Families,  six  thousand  three  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Communicants,  seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  jsixt^r-seven. 

Baptisms,—- adults,  eight  hundred  and  seventy- two ;  children,  one  tfaoasand 
flight  hundred  and  eighty — total,  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty-two. 

Confirmations,  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Marriages,  nine  hundred  and  ten. 

Funerals,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-four^ 

Sunday  Schools, — ^teachers,  seven  hundred  and  ninety-four;  children,  6wt 
thousand  one  hundred. 

With  regard  to  the  charitable  and  missionary  contributions  of  the  Dioceee* 
there  is  no  ground  for  boasting,  and  yet  Connecticut  has  apparently  borne  her 
full  proportion  in  the  seneral  aggre^pta  The  system  of  monthly  ofiertngs 
has  been  adopted,  with  few  exceptions,  throughout  the  Diocese,  and  if  the 
charities  thus  collected,  have  not  in  every  instance  found  their  way  to  the 
treasuries  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  it  has  arisen  generally  from  a  want  of 
confidence  in  the  peculiar  oi^^nization  of  that  Boaiu.  Until  this  confideaee 
is  secured,  many  contributions  will  seek  other  channels,  through  which  fo 
apply  their  benefactions. 

Two  prosperous  literary  institutions  in  the  Diocese  are  under  the  care  and 
control  of  the  Church.  These  are  Wushiogton  College*  at  Hartford,  and  the 
Episcopal  Academy,  at  Cheshire.  They  are  both  increasing  in  importance, 
and  are  alR>rding  the  best  facilities  for  education.  Besides  these  public  insti- 
tutions, there  are  many  schools  and  academies  under  the  direction  of  Epii 
palians,  which  hold  a  high  rank  among  similar  institutions  in  the  country. 

NEW  YORK, 

.  The  Church  in  this  Diocese  continues  to  exhibit  evidences  of  its 
tomed  prosperity.  Since  the  meeting  of  the  last  General  Convention,  ia> 
portant  events  and  conflicting  opinions  seemed  for  a  time  to  threaten  the  peaee 
and  harmony  of  the  Diocese.  Unhappy  divisions  both  among  Cleigy  and 
Laity,  threaten  to  disturb  the  unity  and  strength  of  this  heretofore  wm — ^ 
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portion  of  oar  Church.  And  it  is  refreshing  to  the  Christian  heart  to  be  aUt 
Dere  to  record  the  almost  entire  cessation  of  those  di&rences,  which  at  one 
time  so  alarmingly  dsturbed  the  quiet  and  peace  of  Churchmen.  Now  a 
most  gratifyiufi;  harmony  seems  to  influence  the  whole  Diocese.  This  was 
particularly  manifested  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  whel« 
the  unanimity  of  ieeling  and  action  among  the  Clergy,  and  tha  increased  har- 
mony among  the  Laity,  proved  that  dissension  and  distrust  were  succeeded  by 
the  more  Christian  virtues  of  mutual  toleration  and  forbearance :  a  sure  omen 
.of  future  peace  and  love. 

Since  the  fast  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  this  Dio<iese  has  estab> 
Ui^hed  a  Fund  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  infirm  Cler^men.  This  truly  Chris- 
tian  work  has  called  forth  the  sympathy  of  the  Diocese,  and  has  been  nobly 
responded  to  by  the  benevolent  hearts  of  the  Laity.  The  sum  of  $4383  76i 
has  already  been  contributed ;  and,  under  the  judicious  rules  of  the  TrusteeSt 
it  hiis  supplied  the  pressing  wants  of  some  of  the  worthiest  servants  of  the 
Altar,  whose  age,  inlirmities,  and  destitution  could  nowhere  else  find  relief. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  statistics  that  the  number  of  Clergy  greatly 
exceeds  that  of  the  parishes.  This  is  to  be  accounted  for  in  a  great  degree 
by  the  fact  that  many  of  the  Clergy  are  necessarily  and  legitimatdy  employed 
in  Colleges,  Academies,  and  Schools  of  Christian  education.  There  are  Irot 
few  Clergymen  connected  with  this  Diocese,  who  are  capable  of  performing 
Clerical  duty,  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  appropriate  functions  of  their  office. 
It  is  an  evidence  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  ^neral  pro0>  ^ 
perity  of  the  Diocese,  that  there  is  scarcely  a  vacant  parish  within  its  bounds. * 

No  very  important  change  has  taken  place  in  this  Diocese  since  the  meet* 
UkZ  of  the  last  General  Convention.  Its  Clergy  consists  of  the  Bishop,  18S 
Priests,  and  14  Deacons ;  in  all  198. 

Nine  new  congregations  have  been  added,  making  the  present  number 
164. 

Thirty- six  persons  have  been  ordained  Deacons,  of  whom  24  are  alumni  of 
the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Thirty-one  Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests^ 

One  Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  has  been  consecrated  to  the  Episcopate. 

The  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  is  51,  of  whom  24  are  studenli 
and  all  are  alumni  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

Twelve  of  the  Clergy  have  died. 

Nineteen  churches  have  been  consecrated. 

Four  thousand  and  seventy-two  persons  have  been  confirmed. 

The  parochial  and  Missionary  reports  made  to  the  Diocesan  Conrention 
aince  the  last  General  Convention,  furnish  the  following  items  of  information :'

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WESTERN  NEW  YOBK. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention  (1841)  22  new  Candidates  for  Orden 
have  been  admitted;  7  Candidates  have  been  ordained  Deacons ;  11  Deacons 
have  been  ordained  Priests ;  3  Candidates  have  been  transferred  to  other  Dio- 
ceses ;  9  new  Conmgations  have  been  received  into  union  with  the  Con- 
vention; 14  new  Church  Edifices  have  been  consecrated;  30 Cleigymen have 
been  received  into  the  Diocese ;  24  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  to  other 
Dioceses ;  5  Clergymen  have  been  Instituted  ;  two  CIerg3rmcn  have  died. 

At  present  the  Diocese  consists  of  1  Bishop,  95  Presbyters,  11  Deacons, 
21  Candidates  for  Orders.  116  Oiganized  Congregations  with  94  Consecrated 
Church  Edifices. 

The  average  number  of  Missionaries  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last  General 
Convention  has  been  46.    The  present  number  is  45. 

The  Fund  for  assisting  Disabled  Clergymen,  made  up  by  annual  collectioiia 
on  Christmas  Day,  has  afforaed  aid  to  eight  Cleigymen,  and  amounted  since 
the  last  General  Convention  to  about  three  thousand  dollais. 

There  exist  in  operation  in  the  Diocese,  under  the  auspices  of  Churchmen, 
one  Incorporated  College,  one  Incorporated  Academy  and  several  private 
Male  and  Female  Seminaries. 

A  system  of  monthly  collections  for  the  various  institutions  of  the  Churdk, 
Diocesan  and  General,  has  been  steadily  pursued  for  five  years,  and  yields 
about  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually. 

A  subscription  has  been  made  to  the  amount  of  four  thousand  dollans 
payable  in  four  annual  instalments^  of  which  one  instalment  has  been 
paid,  to  increase  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  which  fund  now 
consists  in  all  of  thirty-six  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollan, 
under  the  management  of  five  Incorporated  Trustees,  chosen  by  the  Convention. 
A  society  has  been  formed,  entitled,  "A  Society  for  the  Education  of  the 
Sons  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  Yo^k"  with  encouraging 
prospects  of  success. 

Since  the  last  General  Convention  there  have  been  Baptisms, — ad«ltB, 
seven  hundred  and  thirty;  children,  two  thousand  two  hundred  and  eigfaty- 
aeven — total,  3017.  Confirmed,  seventeen  hundred  and  thirty.  Marriages, 
iiine  hundred  and  ninety.  Burials,  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  seven- 
teen. 

The  present  number  of  Communicants  is  five  thousand  three  hundred  and 
sixty-nme ;  of  Sunday  School  Teachers,  five  hundred  and  seventeen ;  of 
Sunday  scholars,  three  thousand  and  thirteen. 

The  plan  of  public  Catechising  of  the  Children,  is  on  the  increase  in  the 
Diocese. 

The  result  of  public  discussions  of  the  claims  of  the  Church  has  been,  the 
increase  of  attachment  to  her  on  the  part  of  her  members,  and,  as  far  as  can 
be  discerned  by  human  eye,  no  diminution  of .  external  numbere,  but  an  en- 
eooiagin^  extension  of  knowledge  and  inquir}%  as  to  the  foundation  on  which 
she  is  built,  of  the  materials  that  form  the  sacred  structure,  as  well  as  of  the 
mode  in  which,  by  Divine  appointment,  it  was  put,  and  is  kept  together.  The 
Diocese  has,  however,  to  lament  the  frequent  change  of  Parishes  among  the 
Clergy ;  owing  in  part  to  inadequate  provision  for  their  support,  or  imgn- 
lanty  in  the  payment  of  the  amount  promised,  and  in  part.  Perhaps,  to  the 
restless  spirit  of  the  day,  which,  affecting  the  Lay  members  of  the  Paiishea* 
extends  itself  very,  easily  to  the  Clergy.  The  position  of  the  Diocese,  mid- 
way between  the  teeming  East  and  beckoning  West,  makes  it  a  mere  tempo- 
rary landing-place  to  many.  The  home  feeling  does  not  exist  except  with  but 
few  of  the  Cwigy  and  Laity ;  and  these  circumstances  mvst  long  render  the 
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Diooeee  a  floetuatiiig;  one,  in*  regaiid  to  the  number  of  the  Cleigy  «nd  the  efa- 

bility  of  its  parishes. 

Conjoined  with  these  matters  of  an  external  character,  it  may  be  reported 
with  humble  thankfulness,  that  an  increasing  disposition  to  derote  heart,  life 
and  means  to  the  service  of  Grod,  prevails  in  Uie  Diocese,  and  that  the  banner 
of  peace  and  mutual  confidence  still  waves  bver  its  Pastors  and  /locks. 

The  number  of  vacant  Panshes  is  three,  viz. :  Zion  Church,  Avon,  Liv- 
ingston Ca;  Trinity  Church,  Watertown,  Jeierson  Co.;  St  Matthew's 
Church,  Moravia,  Cayuga  Co.  These  Parishes  have  been  vacant  only  a 
short  time,  and  are  soon  expected  a^^  to  be  supplied. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

There  are  at  present,  fifty  Cler]g[ymeji ;  the  Bishop,  forty-three  Priests,  and 
six  Deacons :  and  forty-six  organized  parishes.  There  are  fortv-five  com* 
modious  Churches.  There  have  been  lour  Churches  cons^rated  since  the 
last  General  Convention ;  five  are  nearly  ready  for  consecration ;  and  four 
others  are  in  progress.  There,  have  been  added  by  ordination  and  transfer, 
twenty-one  Cleigymen ;  eleven  have  removed  to  other  Dioceses ;  and  three, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  M.  Brown,  the  Rev.  John  P.  Lathroj),  and  the  Rev.  Edward 
G.  Presoott,  have  died. 

There  have  been  1,311  baptisms,  of  which  305  were  adults.  The  number 
of  Communicants  reported  in  1844,  is  1,946.  The  amount  contributed  as 
oflerings  of  the  Church  in  the  last  three  years,  is  $3,839  16.  The  Episcopal 
Fund  amounts  to  about  $9,300.  The  permanent  fund  of  the  Episcopal  So* 
ciety  for  the  promotion  of  Christian  Knowledge  and  Piety,  amounts  to 
$1701  33 ;  and  the  fund  of  the  Cc»-poration  for  the  relief  of  the  widows  and 
children  of  deceased  Clergymen,  to  between  21  and  22,000  dollars. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  is  in  perfect  unity.  The  Church's  ancient 
ways  are  growing  more  and  more  .in  favor :  and  there  is  a  corresponding  in- 
crease of  interest  m  spiritual  things.  There  is  a  great  want  of  Missionary 
labors.  To  sustain  them,  funds  are  needed.  At  least  five  thousand  dollars 
per  annum  are  earnestly  called  for.

PENNSYLVANIA 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  must  be  consi(!erod  as  havinfir  greatly  advanced 
in  prosperity,  during  the  last  three  years.  Its  itifluence  throu<i^liout  the  coun- 
try, and  still  more  in  the  chief  city  of  the  State,  has  been  advancing  in  a  very 
rapid  and  substantial  manner. 

There  have  been  28  Deacons  ordained;  and  14  Deacons  have  been  or- 
dained Priests.  The  present  number  of  Clergymen  is  121, — and  of  parishes 
117.  The  families  composing  the  latter,  are  rifiiiij;  6,000.  Four  clergymen 
have  died  during  this  period,  viz.  the  Rev.  Wra.  Bryant,  Rev.  Mr.  Hosmer, 
Rev.  J.  Wiltbank,  and  the  Rev.  John  A.  Clark,  D.D. 

There  have  been  1,022  Baptisms  of  Adults,  and  4,550  Baptisms  of  Infants, 
making  a  total  of  5,572. 

There  have  been  added  3,706  Communicants.  The  present  total  number 
is  8,865.     1,175  Marriages  are  reported,  and  1,890  Funerals. 

Of  the  Sunday  Schools,  there  are  1,196  Teachers,  and  9,305  Scholars. 
There  have  been  2,842  persons  Confirmed,  and  12  Churches  consecrated. 
Tlie  Society  for  the  advancement  of  Cluiflianity  in  PennBytvania,  haa  9B 
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in  its  employ.  There  are  26  Candidates  for  Oiden.  Tbne 
facJis  may  show,  in  some  d^ree,  the  oatward  prcigreM  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese.  Its  spiritual  character  and  interests,  it  is  believed,  have  in  a  similar 
degree  been  advanced.  At  the  special  Convention  of  this  Diocese,  held  on  the 
5th  of  September  last,  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  U.  Onderdonk,  DJO.,  resigned  the  ja- 
lisdiction  of  the  Diocese,— •according  to  the  provisions  of  Canon  XXXII.  of 
1632,  which  resignation  was  accepted  by  the  Convention,  and  refeired,  accoid- 
i^g  to  the  Canon,  to  the  present  Geneial  Convention. 

DELAWARE.  • 

« 

The  progress  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  during  the  last  three  yean, 
has  been,  on  the  whole,  encouraging.  Some  of  the  ancient  parishes,  which 
had  long  languished  for  want  of  regular  ministration,  have,  under  more  cod- 
ftant  services,  been  much  revived.  There  are,  however,  peculiar  obstacles 
to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Church  in  a  region  where  she  has  been  8o  Ioim; 
depressea ;  and  the  lai^ger  number  of  the  parishes  are  not  yet  able,  unassistea, 
to  support  their  own  pastors.  The  aid  of  the  Domestic  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Missions,  which  has  been  enjoyed  during  the  period  embraced  in 
this  report,  has»  therefore,  been  of  great  importance,  and  will  still  be  neces- 
mry  to  the  prosperity  of  the  Diocese.  There  have  been  Churches  conae- 
crated,  2 ;  ordinations  of  Priests,  1 ;  of  Deacons,  3 ;  the  Candidates  for  Orden 
are  3;  persons  confirmed,  264;  the  numher  of  Clergy  is  10;  parishes,  17; 
Baptisms  of  adults,  74;  of  infants,  287 ;  total,  361 :  Communicants  added, 
269;  present  number,  538;  marriages,  61 ;  funerals,  142;  Suaday-school 
pupils,  915;  Teachers,  87  :  collections  for  the  Board  of  Missions,  domestic, 
$585  46;  foreign,'$112  64  ;  total,  $698  10,  The  vacant  parishes  are  5;  via. 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Smyrna ;  St  Ann's,  Middletown ;  Sl  James',  Staunton ; 
Grace  Church,  Brandy  wine ;  and  St.  Thomas',  Newark. 

MARYLAND. 

The  indications  of  Divine  favor  resting  on  Ih's  part  of  the  Church  hate 
been,  during  the  last  three  years,  very  clear  and  unequivocal,  and  there  hsf 
been  a  consequent  marked  advancement  in  its  extent  and  prosperity.  The 
present  number  of  Clei^y  is  one  hundred ;  one  Bishop,  ninety  Presbyters,  and 
nine  Deacons ;  one  Deacon  is  a  colored  man.  Of  these,  sixty-eight  aire  Hec- 
tors of  parishes ;  five  are  assistant  ministers ;  five  instructors  in  incorporated 
Seminaries  of  Learning;  six  Teachers  of  schools ;  four  performing  missionaij 
duties;  three  otherwise  statedly  officiating;  one  a  Chaplain  in  the  Unilra 
States  Navy;  two  incapacitated  for  duty  oy  ill-health ;  one  superannuated; 
ibur  jpresbyters  have  deceased  since  the  last  General  Convention;  eighteei 
Deacons  have  been  ordained  Priests ;  thirteen  persons  have  been  ordained 
Deacons ;  twelve  stated  and  seven  special  ordinations  have  been  holden ;  one 
Deacon  has  been  degraded ;  two  nave  been  advanced  to  the  Episcopate ; 
thirty  have  been  received  from  other  Dioceses,  and  fifteen  dismissed.  The 
Diocese  is  divided  into-  sixty-eight  parishes,  in  which  there  are  alao 
twenty-eight  incorporated  Congregations.  The  Churches  and  CbapeU 
are  one  hundred  and  eighteen,  of  which  there  are  of  stone,  eleven, 
of  brick,  seventy-six;  and  framed,  thirty-one.  They  afibrd  accommods- 
tion  for  about  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  persons.  Eighty-sii 
have  galleries,  and  seven  afford  other  accommodations  for  the  use  of  servants. 
Thirteen  are  fitted  with  free  churchyards ;  and  six  with  free  seats ;  in  four 
the  pews  or  seats  are  in  part  free ;  in  eighteen  they  are  rented ;  in  twelve 
•old ;  of  the  rest  the  disposition  is  not  knowiL 
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Besides  the  above,  there  are  eleren  places  of  worship  now  building,  four 
•f  stone,  three  of  brick,  and  four  of  wood.  Ten  churches  have  been  conse- 
crated since  the  last  General  Convention.  Two  having  been  greatly  en- 
larged and  beautified,  have  been  dedicated  with  solemn  services.  Eleven  new 
churches  are  now  awaiting  consecration,  which  is  withheld  by  the  Bishop 
until  they  shall  have  been  freed  from  incumbrance  of  debt  There  are  par- 
•onafes  in  twenty-nine  Parishes,  four  of  stone,  nine  of  brick,  and  sixteen  of 
wood.  There  are  glebes  in  sixteen  Parishes,  varying  in  size  from  six  to  six 
hundred  acres.  Sunday-schools  are  reported  in  fifty- two  Parishes  and  coo- 
^legations.  In  forty-two  of  them,  the  scholars  are  three  thousand  seven 
Sundred  and  ninety-nine ;  the  teachers  six  hundred  and  fifteen.  There  is  one 
Diocesan  school  for  boys,  having  a  collegiate  charter.  It  has  between  forty 
and  fifty  pupils  under  seven  instructors,  Tomt  of  whom  are  cleigymen.  There 
is  also  an  incorporated  institute  for  the  education  of  girls,  under  the  visitation 
of  the  Bishop,  and  provided  with  the  daily  religious  services  and  instruction  of 
a  Chaplain,  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church.  One  endowed  school  for  girls  is  by 
the  terms  of  the  endowment  governed  by  a  communicant  of  the  Church,  and 
trained  in  its  principles.  Three  boardine-schools  for  girls  are  avowedly  cod- 
dacled  as  schools  of  the  Church,  two  ofthem  by  Clergymen,  as  are  also  three 
for  boys,  all  by  Clergymen.  There  is  one  school  for  boys,  both  a  daily  and 
boarding  school  connected  with  a  sell-supportioff  training  school  for  Candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders.  There  are  five  Parochial  schools  for  boys,  three  of 
which  have  schoolhouses  erected  for  the  purpose-^two  of  stone  and  one  ol 
brick.  There  is  one  Parochial  school  for  boys  and  girls.  Then  is  also  one 
Farochial  free  school  for  children  of  both  sexes.  Inere  are  five  Female  Or- 
phan Asylums  in  connection  with  as  many  Congregations.  There  is  in  one 
Parish  a  small  fund  for  the  education  of  poor  children. 

^^e  Communicants  in  the  Diocese  are  six  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  of  whom  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-two  have  been  added 
since  the  last  General  Convention.  Baptisms  reported  in  the  last  three 
years  are,  adult,  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine ;  infant,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty-two ;  not  specified,  but  mostly  infant,  &Ye  hundred  and 
fifty-nine — in  all,  five  thousand  three  huadced  and  sixty.  Marriages  reported 
are  one  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety.  Funerals,  one  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety-eight.  Persons  confirmed  have  been  one  thousand  Hve  hundred 
and  eighty-two,  on  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  occasions. 

There  is  a  Diooeian  Board  of  Missions,  appointed  annually  by  the  Con- 
vention; having  two  missionary  stations  which  are  supported  wholly  by 
funds  obtained  from  Sunday  offerings  made  by  such  of  the  Parishes  as  have 
complied  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  to  use  the 
offertory  and  make  a  collection  after  sermon  every  Sunday  morning. 

The  amount  of  contributions  for  religious  and  charitable  purposes  reported 
to  the  three  last  Diocesan  Conventions,  is  forty- three  thousand  and  ninety 
dollars  fifty-nine  and  a  half  cents,  but  this  report  is  very  far  from  being  com- 
plete. The  amount  reportefl  by  the  General  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Church, 
as  contributed  by  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  in  the  last  three  years,  is  eleven 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty  dollars. 

There  is  a  Diocesan  Prayer-Book  and  Homily  Sceiety,  the  funds  of  which 
are  obtained  mainly  by  the  offerings  in  the  several  Panshes  on  occasions  of 
Episcopal  visitations,  it  has  distributed  three  t))ou8and  and  ninety-one  Prayer- 
Books  of  the  18mo.  size,  and  thirty-six  of  the  8vo.,  in  the  last  three  years. 

There  are  four  vacant  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Maryland.  The  number 
of  Caodidales  for  Holy  Orders  is  eighteen. 
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VIRGINU. 

The  ioumals  of  this  Diocese  show  a  greater  increase  of  persons  confirmed 
and  added  to  the  communion,  than  at  any  previous  triennial  period.  More 
than  two  thousand  have  been  confirmed.  After  subtracting  removals  and 
deaths,  there  is  still  an  increase  of  about  twelve  hundred  to  the  communion. 
The  number  of  Communicants  is  about  five*thousand.  The  number  of  adult 
baptisms,  359 — of  infant  baptisms,  1891.  Twenty-three  new  churches  have 
been  consecrated.  Seventeen  priests  and  thirty  deacons  have  been  ordained. 
The  Domestic  Missionary  Society  has  greatly  enlarged  its  operations  dunng 
the  last  few  years.  The  Theological  Seminary  has  increased  in  numbers, 
having  had  fifty>one  students  during  the  past  Session.  The  spiritual  condition 
of  the  Church,  it  is  hoped,  has  not  declined ;  but  all  her  ministers  could  wish 
that  it  were  far  better.  The  lar^  demands  made  upon  it  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  of  the  Seminary,  of  Beneficiaries,  and  of  Domestic  Mis^onaries, 
prevent  as  large  a  contribution  to  the  general  institutions  of  the  Church  as 
could  be  desired.    The  number  of  vacant  Parishes  is  not  known. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  present  number  of  Clei^gy  in  this  Diocese  is  30— the  Bishop,  26  Pres^ 
byters,  and  3  Deacons.  The  number  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  6 ;  of 
Mtptisms  since  the  last  General  Convention,  1829 ;  of  Confirmations  during 
the  same  period,  910 ;  of  Communicants  at  date  of  last  Diocesan  ConventioD, 
was  1711  ;  of  Parishes  at  same  date  40,  13  of  which  are  now  vacant;  of 
consecrated  churches  at  the  same  date,  28,  3  of  which  have  been  conseciated 
■ince  the  last  General  Convention.  v 

Although  the  number  of  communicants  has  steadily  increased,  yet  it  will 
be  observed  by  the  above  statement,  that  this  increase  appears  by  no  means 
proportionate  to  the  numbers  confirmed.  This,  however,  is  iiot  believed  to  be 
owing  to  any  negligence  in  bringing  the  persons  confirmed  to  the  holy  com- 
munion, but  to  the  fact  stated  in  our  last  diocesan  report  on  the  state  of  (ike 
Church — that  **  a  large  number  of  commonicajits  have  been  withdrawn  from 
OS  by  removal  (to  other  Dioceses)  and  by  death :  in  some  Parishes  half  as 
many  as  have  been  added,  and  in  some  three  times  as  many." 

fn  addition  to  the  field  of  labor  which  the  above  utatistics  spread  before  ns, 
fifteen  Missionary  Stations  are  more  or  less  occupied  in  the  Diocese ;  besides 
which,  an  extraordinary  effort  is  commenced  to  extend  the  blessing  of  the 
Gospel  to  the  mountain  portion  of  the  Diocese — a  portion  embracing  from 
10,000  to  15,000  people,  in  a  state  of  the  most  implonng  spiritual  destitution. 
To  reach,  and  in  any  adequate  degree  to  supply  ttiis  destitution,  it  has  been 
found  needful  to  establish  missionary  families,  in  which  a  number  of  Mis- 
sionaries may  act  together,  and  catechists  be  raised  up  to  act  under  them  in 
diffusing  a  knowledge  of  Christ  crucified.  Arrangements  are  already  in  pro- 
gress for  the  establishment  of  such  a  family  in  a  valley  called  Claremont, 
near  the  head  of  the  Watoga  river,  in  the  county  of  Ashe, — a  position  afford- 
ing an  easy  access  to  a  large  district  of  that  n^y  region.  A  farm  of  400 
acres  of  good  land  (80  acres  cleared)  has  been  purchased,  and  the  erection  of 
buildings  of  hewn  logs  to  accommodate  from  50  to  60  persons,  put  under 
contract.  A  small  church,  too,  is  to  be  constructed  of  the  same  material. 
The  whole  buildings,  including  the  church,  to  be  completed  at  an  expense  of 
not  more  than  $800.  On  the  first  of  May  next  this  establishment  is,  by 
God's  permission,  to  be  open,  under  the  direction  of  three  mis.sionarie8,  for  the 
reception  of  boys,  a  large  proportion  of  whom  will  be  trained  for  teacbeis 
and  catechists,  and  those  of  them  who  evince  suitable  piety  and  talents,  for 
the  work  of  the  holy  Ministry. 
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When,  in  eoimection  with  the  above  Misekmary  work,  it  is  recollected  that 
not  more  than  ten  Parishes  in  the  Dioceee  are  able « to  contribute  anything 
(except  here  and  there  an  individmd)  beyond  the  support  of  their  own  mmie- 
ter,  the  reason  will  be  obvious  why  so  little  has  been  contributed  by  us  to 
the  general  Missionary  operations  of  the  Church. 

Smce  the  last  Geneirai  Contention,  a  Female  School  of  the  highest  order 
has  been  established  at  Raleigh  under  the  Rectorship  of  the  B^v.  Aldett 
Smedes,  with  the  supenrision  of  the  Bishop  who  is  officially  the  visitor.  This 
institution  is  conducted  strictly  on  the  principles  of  the  Church ;  and  under 
Hie  administratioii  of  its  present  efficient  Rector  is  destined,  we  believe,  through 
Crod's  grace,  to  be  tbe  source  of  extensive  and  lasting  ^:ood. 

Very  encouraging  progress,  too,  has  been  made,  durfng  the  last  three  years, 
in  the  catechetical  training  of  baptized  children.  To  secure  this  among  the 
colored  population,  die  Bishou  has  pr^peuned  a  suitable  oral  catechism,  which 
is  used  widi  the  happiest  results. 

On  the  whole,  the  journals  of  this  Diocese  show  a  steady  and  cheering 
growth  ai  the  Church,  under  a  band  of  clergy  who,  studying  to  be  quiet  and 
to  mind  their  own  business,  act  with  one  mind  and  one  spirit,  striving  to- 
gether for  the  Faith  of  the  Gospel. 

TABULAR  VIEW 
Of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina  in  the  years  1842, 1843,  and  1844. 
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SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Diocese  consists  of  one  Bishop,  forty-seven  Presbyters,  two  Deacons, 
and  forty-five  Parishes. 

The  number  of  Baptisms  reported  since  tbe  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Convention,  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven'  white  adults,  and  five  hundred 
and  forty-two  coloied ;  eight  hundred  and  ninety-three  white  children,  and 
•ne  thousand  and  seventy  colored ;  of  marriages,  one  hundred  and  eighty-four 
white,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty- five  colored ;  of  burials,  five  hundred  and 
lour  whites  and  one  hundred  and  forty  colored  peraons. 

Communicants  reported  at  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  are  two  thousand 
•one  hundred  and  thirty- one  whites,  and  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  four 
colored;  Sunday  scholars,  one  thousand  and  fifty-two  white,  and  one  thou* 
sand  two  hundred  andiiineteen  colored;  Teachers,  two  hundred  and  fifty- four. 
.  Churches  consecrated,  six ;  PrKests  ordained,  eight ;  Deacons,  seven,  four  oi 
whom  have  been  admitted  to  Priests'  Orders ;  persons  confirmed,  four  hun- 
dred and  seven  whites,  and  four  hundred  and  thirty  colored ;  Candidates  for 
Orders,  thirteen. 

Two  of  the  Clergy  have  died,  viz.,  the  Rev.  Jasper  Adams,  IXD.,  and  the 
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R«y.  U.  M.  Wheeler;  four  hare  lenoved  from  the  Diooeee,  and  six  bees 
received ;  two,  at  their  own  request,  have  been  displaced  from  the  Ministry. 

The  Diocesan  School,  which  was  reported  to  the  General  Convention  at  its 
last  meeting  as  about  to  be  established,  is  now  in  operation ;  and  measure* 
are  in  progress  for  the  extension  of  its  plan,  and  the  increase  of  its  nsefulneao 
by  adding  a  Female  Department  There  is  also  a  P&rochial  School,  in  the 
(Aiy  of  Charleston,  in  connection  with  St  Peters  Church.  Another,  also,  has 
been  recently  established,  in  connection  with  Trinity  Church  in  the  town  of 
Columbia. 

The  Societies  within  the  Diocese,  reported  to  former  Conventions,  are  still 
actively  engaged  in  their  several  works  of  religious  benevolence.  The  Society 
for  the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  deceased  Clei^gy  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  South  Carolina,  instituted  in  1762,  isdi»> 
pensing  its  charity  to  several  families  of  the  bereaved  and  fatherless.  Thooj^ 
it  suffered  considerable  loss  in  the  failure  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  its 
fund  yet  founts  to  about  $60,000.  The  Protestant  Episcopal  Society  for 
the  advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  instituted  in  1810,  em- 
ploys Missionaries  within  the  Diocese,  and  distributes  Bibles,  Prayer-Booka 
and  Tracts,  and  employs  its  means  in  other  measures  of  lelinous  utili^.  lis 
permanent  fund  amounts  to  ^'59,969  50.  The  Protectant  Episcopal  Female 
Domestic  Missionary  Society,  sustained  in  its  operations  by  the  contributions 
of  its  members  and  others,  maintains  the  two  missions  to  the  Poor  in  the  City 
of  Charleston  and  its  suburbs.  The  Female  Bible,  Prayer-Book  and  Trad 
Society,  is  engaged  in  the  dissemination  of  the  truth  in  the  manner  indicated 
by  its  title,  both  within  the  State  and  also  beyond  its  limits. 

There  is  a  fund  in  the  charge  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  relief  of  aged  and  in- 
firm clergymen ;  but,  being  of  recent  creation,  it  is  yet  but  small,  haviflg^ 
reached  to  an  amount  of  little  more  than  $300. 

The  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  though  grad- 
ually increasing,  is  not  yet  adequate  to  its  object.     It  amounts  to  $16,831  03. 

The  interest  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  in  the  General  Church  can  be 
measured  by  its  manifestations  towards  the  institutions  of  a  general  character; 
and  our  Domestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  operations,  and  the  General  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  will  thus  appear  to  be  objects  of  continued  interest  with  the 
Church  of  South  Carolina. 

The  number  of  vacant  Parishes  is  six,  viz. :  St.  James',  Santee ;  Christ 
Church ;  St  James,'  Goosecreek ;  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield ;  Church  of  St. 
Thaddeus,  Aiken ;  St  Philip's  Church,  &adford  Springs. 

GEORGIA. 

Baptisms  since  the  last  General  Convention,  fife  hundred  and  aixty-five ; 
Confirmations,  two  hnndred  and  eiehty-six ;  Communicants  added,  three  hwi- 
dred  and  ninety-eight — total,  seven  hundred ;  Sunday-school  Teachere,  seventy- 
three  ;  Pupils,  five  hundred  and  seventy-two;  Deacons  ordained,  five;  Priests* 
three;  Churches  consecrated,  seven ;  Clergy,  twenty;  Candidates  for  Orders* 
five ;  Contributions  for  Various  objects  connected  with  the  Church,  nine  thoa- 
mnd  nine  hundred  and  six  dollare  and  forty-four  cents ;  Omnized  Parishes, 
seventeen, — of  which  only  one,  that  of  St  David's,  Glenn  Coonty,  is  vacani 
at  this  time. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  confident  expectation,  expressed  in  the  last 
Triennial  Report,  of  abundant  fruit  resulting  from  **  the  apostolical  labore  ol 
the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,**  who  undertook  and  has  prosecuted  **  the  work  of 
iU  cultivation  in  dependence  upot^  Divine  grace,  in  the  right  spirit  and  in  the 
right  vny"  has  been  happily  realized ;  and  it  is  cause  of  devout  thankfulness 
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to  the  Gnat  Head  of  the  Choieh  that  He  has  giren  raeh  tokens  of  Hia  fovor 

and  blessing. 

A  comparison  of  the  statistics  now  presented  with  those  contained  in  tliat 
Beport,  will  show  that  the  number  of  Clergy,  of  Baptisms,  and  of  Commam* 
cants,  has  more  than  doubled ;  while,  notwithstanding  4he  increased  expen- 
ditures connected  with  the  erection  of  churches  and  other  matters  of  local 
interest,  not  specified  in  the  different  Parochial  statements,  there  has  been  mo 
diminution  of  the  amount  contributed  to  objects  of  general  interest. 

The  Diocesan  schools  at  Montpelier  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  well 
sustained,  commanding,  as  they  do,  the  confidence;  of  the  public  by  their  effi- 
eiency.  in  promoting  sound  Christian  education. 

FLORIDA. 

From  such  Reports  as  baye  been  furnished  by  the  Rectors  of  a  majority  of 
the  PSarishes  in  the.  Diocese  of  Florida,  the  following  statistics  may  be  pre- 
sented. 

Illness  and  removals  had  so  diminished  the  number  of  the  Cleigy,  that  a 
quorum  adequate  to  organize  a  Convention  for  the  year  of  our  Lord  One 
thousand  Erght  Hundred  and  Forty-three,  did  not  appear. 

There  were  registered  in  the  preceding  and  succeeding  years : 

Baptisms,  203 ;  Confirmations,  62 ;  Communicants  (by  the  last  Repoit)» 
182 ;  Marriages,  41 ;  Burials,  87 ;  Catechists,  34 ;  Catechumens,  162. 

There  are  nine  organized  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  and  seven  officiating 
Cleigymen.  One — the  Rev.  A.  £.  Ford— ^^anonically  connected  with  the 
Diocese,  is  residing,  in  ill  health,  in  Augusta,  Ga.  Two— the  Rev.  Meesia 
Hanson  and  Rutle;lge~^had  not  yet  presented  letters  dimissory. 

The  Parishes  of  Marianna  and  Monticello  are  destitute  of  Cleigyinen. 

The  landing  Committee  consist  of —Rev.  W.  H«  C.  Veager,  President f 
Flrancis  Eppes,  Esq.,  Secretary;  Rev.  David  Brown,  Rev.  A.  Bloomer  Hart, 
Rev.  Josiah  Perry ;  and  Messrs.  Turbutt  R.  Betton,  J.  H.  Randolph,  Jamee 
H.  Gamble,  and  Thos.  P.  Randolph. 

The  Rev.  W.  H.  C.  Yeager  is  the  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Turbutt  R.  Betton  ift 
the  Treasurer,  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Mr  Peake,  beside  performing  his  ministerial  duties,  has  estab- 
lished, with  assistants,  an  excellent  school  in  Pensacola,  from  which  it  is 
trusted  that  salutary  and  religious  influences  will  emanate. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  record  the  acceptance  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  Stephen 
Elliott,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  Georgia^  of  the  provisional  chuge  of  the  Diocese  of 
Florida,  and  the  consequent  prospect  that  our  Church  in  this  Territory  will 
aow  be  presented  in  the  integrity  of  her  officesi  and  that  God  will  Ucms  the 
institutions  of  his  own  appointment 

ALABAMA. 

The  statisties  of  the  Diocese  for  the  last  three  yeare  aie  as  follows :  ft 
PresbjTters  and  2  Deacons^  Three  Presbyters  have  been  transferred  from  the 
Diocese,  and  4  Presbyters  and  2  Deacons  have  been  received  into  it.  Three 
ehnrches  have  been  consecrated,  4  new  parishes  have  been  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  and  two  or  three  new  churches  will  soon  be 
finished  and  ready  for  consecration.  The  whole  number  of  parishes  in  union 
with  the  Convention  is  20,  althoogh  several  of  them  are  yet  feehle  and  deeti- 
tate  of  ministerial  services.

At  the  last  Convention,  held  at  Greensboro*,  commencing  on  Thursday, 
May  2d,  on  the  third  day  of  the  session,  the  Rev.  Nicholas  H.  Cobbs,  D.  D., 
was  unanimously  elected  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  with  gratitude  we 
record  the  acceptance  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cobbs,  whose  consecration,  it  is  expected, 
will  take  place  during  the  present  session  of  the  General  Convention.  As 
this  Diocese  has  for  some  time  been  under  the  care  of  the  Rt  Rev. 
Dr.  Polk,  we  feel  called  upon  to  acknowledge  our  obligations  to  that 
Prelate  for  his  Episcopal  supervision  and  efficient  services  rendered  in  the 
Diocese.  With  a  complete  organization,  it  is  confidently  believed,  with  the 
blessing  of  God,  "  without  which  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy,"  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  will  steadily  advance  and  increase  in  sul  the  fruits  of 
righteousness,  which  by  Christ  Jesus  are  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  God  the 
Father. 

The  following  Churches  are  vacant : — ^Trinity  Church,  Demopolis ;  St 
Peter's  do.,  Lowndes  Co. ;  Trinity  do.,  Lafayette ;  St.  John*s  do.,  Inscumbia  i 
Trinity  do.,  Florence ;  St.  Mark's  da,  MsLrion ;  Christ  do.,  Weetumpka. 

^  ^MISSISSIPPL 

In  this  Diocese  there  has  been  a  very  decided  improvement  smee  the  last 
Triennial.  Report,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  statistics.  There  have 
been  confirmed,  298  persons;  baptized,  837:  of  which  number,  160  were 
white  adults,  336  white  infants,  75  colored  adults,  and  266  colored  infants. 
Communicants,  297,  are  reported  by  a  few  Parishes,  but  this  must  be  far  below 
the  actual  number.  Seventy-five  of  them  were  reported  as  the  addition  to 
the  communion  of  a  single  Parish  (that  of  Christ's  Church,  Vicksburgh), 
dnring  the  past  year.  Alarriages,  74.  Burials,  111.  Families,  as  reported 
from  a  very  few  Parishes,  309.  Contribations  for  various  Church  objedB, 
f8,574  56.' 

There  are  at  present  16  Cleigymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  of 
MisaissippL  Besides  these  there  is  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
in  Deacon's  ordera,  residing  at  Natchez,  but  not  canonically  attached  to  the 
Diocese.  Of  this  whole  number,  8  have  been  received  by  letters  of  transfer 
from  other  Dioceses  within  the  last  three  years.  During  that  same  space  of 
time,  3  have  died  and  1  has  removed.  Two  Rectors  have  been  institated,  and 
two  Churches  have  been  consecrated. 

There  has  been  a  constantly  increasing  attention  to  the  public  services  of  the 
Church  on  the  part  of  the  Laity.  The  attacks  from  without,  and  the  discussions 
^oing  on  within  her  borders,  have  tended  to  her  increase  and  consolidation. 

The  Cleivy  are  of  one  mind ;  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  recent  election  of  a 
Bishop  wUT  give  a  new  and  vigorous  impulse  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the 
Churen. 

The  Chwch  at  Raymond  is  vacant. 

Christ  Chureh,  Jeneison  County,  is  reported  by  the  Bishop  as  vacant;  hot 
it  is  understood  to  have  been  supplied  since  the  Report  was  made. 

The  Church  at  WoodviUe,  it  is  feared,  is  without  a  Minister,  as  the  iatelii* 
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gence  has  reached  this  cit^  that  the  actiye  and  dsvotad  Bedor  has  faXLuk  m 
Wctiin  to  the  prevailing  epidemic  of  the  South. 

There  have  been  Parishes  formed  near  Saiem,  Marshall  County,  at  Poonti^ 
toe,  and  other  places  which  are  without  ministers. 

IXXnSLAJ^A. 

The  condition  of  this  Diocese  is  very  encoura^ng. 

Since  the  last  (General  Convention  5  new  Parishes  have  been  added  to  the 
piocese,  and  the  number  of  Cleigy  increased  from  6  to  11 ;  and  of  Commu- 
nicants, from  222  to  331.    The  Annual  Report  of  Parishes  exhibits 

Baptisms,  527 — ^Funerals,  288— Marriages,  120 ; 

Coutributionsto  various  benevolent  objects,  $2933,00. 

One  candidate  has  been  admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons.  The  comer* 
stone  of  one  church  has  been  laid,  and  one  church  consecrated  by  the  Bishop 
to  the  service  of  God  \  and  we  are  confident  in  the  belief,  that  if  'suitable  Cler- 
gjrmen  could  be  found  to  enter  upon  the  field  which  here  presents  itself  for 
the  Christian  enterprise  of  the  Church,  the  greatest  success  would  attend  their 
efforts.  It  is  believed,  that  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  two  or  three  new 
Parishes  might  be  immediately  organized,  and  church  edifices  soon  after  erected. 

T£NN£SS££. 

There  are  in  this  Diocese  thirteen  Churches,  of  which  two  are  now  vacant 
— St  Paul's,  Randolph,  and  St  Andrew's,  Fayette  county.  The  number  of 
Clergy  canonically  resident  is  twelve :  of  Candidates  for  Orders,  four.  At  tbB 
Convention  of  1841,  the  number  of  Communicants  reported  was  279;  at  the 
Convention  of  the  present  year,  462.  From  several  Parishes  no  statement 
was  rendered,  and  the  total  of  Communicants  belonging  to  organized  congre-^ 
gations  is  not  less  than  650. 

The  documents  upon  which  this  Report  should  be  founded  have  not  been 
forwarded  from  the  Diocese,  and  the  attending  delegate  has  been  unable  to 
procure  the  Journal  of  the  Convention  of  1842.  The  following  statistics  ate 
furnished  by  the  Parochial  Reports  of  Ae  two  past  years : — Churches  conse- 
crated, 3;  rriests  ordained,  2;  Deacon  ordained,  1;  Confirmed,  145;  Bap- 
tized,  108  adults, and  204  children;  Marriages,  31;  Funerals,  75. 

The  comparison  of  this  statement  with  that  rendered  at  the  last  General 
Convention  exhibits  a  gratifying  progress.  A  dearer  blessing  continues  to  be 
vouchsafed — ^the  servants  of  the  sanctuary  being  united,  and  me  people  unper- 
turbed, with  one  heart  desiring  die  prosperity  of  God's  Holy  Apoetohc  Church, 
and  widi  one  mouth  professing  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints. 

KENTUCKY. 

From  the  Journals  of  the  Convention  it  appears  that,  at  the  last  Convention 
there  were  in  the  Diocese  twenty-three  Cleigymen,  being  an  increase  of  four, 
since  1841.  Four  have  been  ordained  D^icons;  two  of  them,  with  three 
others,  have  been  admitted  to  Priest* s  Orders.  One  of  tiiese  is  the  first  natiw 
Kentuckian  admitted  in  the  Diocese  to  Holy  Orders.  There  have  been  font 
hundred  and  eigh^  Baptisms,  of  which  one  hundred  and  fourteen  were  Adults. 
Two  hundred  and  fifty*four  have  been  Confirmed.  The  present  numherjol 
Communicants  is  five  hundred  and  sixty-five,  being  an  tnciease  of  two  hun- 
dred and  ten  since  1841.  Five  new  Parishes  have  been  oiganizedraad  admil* 
ted  into  Union.  . , 

The  property  of  the  Theological  SemiMiy,  moluding  ito  LibrarjFi  now  de- 
posted  at  ^elby  CoU^,  amounta  to  ahout  $15,iM0,  of  which,  amttf 
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il 2,000  beaiB  inU^rest,  and  is  imule,  as  far  as  posaible,  aabaervient  to  the  in- 
terests of  Candidates  for  Holy  Ofdere  in  the  Diocese ;  of  ^hom,  however,  them 
•le  at  present  only  two. 

Shelby  College,  with  the  consent  of  its  former  Trustees,  and  by  Cbaiter 
nanted  by  the  Legislature,  has  become  the  property  of  the  Church  and  for  tlM 
ust  two  years  has  been  in  successful  operation  under  her  auspices. 

Its  prospects  are  now  more  encouraging  than  ever,  and  with  a  short  period  of 
fostering  care,  it  is  likely  to  attain  a  respectable  standing,  and  to  teccme,  we  tnut, 
a  nursery  of  piety,  and  an  eminent  blessing  to  the  Country  and  the  Diocese. 

Contributions  to  the  cause  of  iViissions,  and  to  other  objects  connected  with 
the  Church,  from  four  Parishes,  the  nast  year,  $1277.  It  is  believed  that  tht 
Ministers  ai)d  members  of  the  Churcn  are  becoming  more  deeply  solicitous  to 
send  the  Ministry  and  the  Gospel  to  all  at  home  and  abroad,  who  are  living 
in  ignorance  of  Christ  and  in  neglect  of  his  great  salvation.  Though  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese  be  small,  yet  she  is  widening  her  borders,  and  b^  the 
blessing  of  God  upon  the  efforts  of  our  Bishop,  Clergy,  and  Laity,  it  is  be> 
lieved  that  she  will  go  forward  and  in  time  fill  a  wide  space.  **  Pray  for  tb* 
peace  of  Jerusalem,  they  shall  prosper  that  love  Thee." 

OHIO. 

This  Diocese,  now  in  the  twenty -eighth  year  of  its  existence,  and  the  twen- 
tjr-eixth  since  it  received  the  Episcopate,  has  fifty -seven  Clergymen,  namel  j, 
the  Bishop,  fifty-four  Presbyters,  and  two  Deacons;  ten  Candidates  for  Orders ; 
•eventy-eight  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Convention  ;  and  three  thousand, 
•even  hundred  and  thirty-four  Communicants,  being  an  increase  of  fifteen 
hundred  and  thirty-four  since  the  last  General. Convention. 
I  Within  the  last  three  ye^irs,  the  Baptisms  have  been  one  thousand,  seven 

hundred  and  forty-one,  of  which  number  four  hundred  and  two  were  adults; 
the  persons  confirmed  have  been  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-six,  being  four 
hundred  and  thirty ^nine  more  than  in  the  preceding  three  years;  twenty-one 
Ministers  have  been  ordained ;  namely,  eight  Deacons,  and  thirteen  Presby- 
ters, out  of  which  number  one  Deacon  has  been  displaced  from  the  ministry ; 
the  Marriages  have  been  three  hundred  and  fifty-two ;  Burials,  seven  hundred 
and  thirty-one  ;  new  Parishes,  organized,  ten ;  and  churches  consecrated^  six, 
ten  more  being  at  this  time  in  progress. 

In  the  same  time,  about  twenty-seven  bundled  dollars  have  been  raised  for 
Diocesan  Missions  and  the  education  of  persons  proposing  to  become  Candi- 
dates for  Orders,  averaging  nine  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  from  which  fund 
•ix  Missionaries  and  eight  Candidates  have  been  aided  during  the  past  year. 
The  contributions  of  the  Diocese  to  our  two  Boards  of  Missions  have  been, 
for  the  time  covered  by  this  Report,  twenty-one  hundred  dollars ;  wfailat 
'  tiiose  directed  to  other  benevolent  objects,  including  nine  thousand  dollars  for 
the  relief  of  Kenyon  College,  amount  to  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

The  institutions  belonging  to  the  Church  at  Gambier,  comprising  the 
Theological  Seminary,  Kenyon  College,  and  its  Senior  and  Junior  Preparatmy 
Schools,  are  in  a  promising  state,  the  burden  of  debt,  under  which  they  have 
kbored,  having  been,  by  the  liberality  of  our  brethren,  nearly  removed*  The 
Trustees  are  resolved  to  avoid  any  new  contraction  of  debt,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  to  render  Gambier  one  of  the  most  advantageous  positions  for  the  proee- 
eution  of  both  Theological  and  Classical  studies ;  objects,  which,  with  their 
noble  domain  of  four  thousand  acres  of  excellent  ]and»  they  are  in  no  fear  of 
failing  to  accomplish. 

The  Female  Seminary  at  QranviJIe,  which  is  under  the  control  of  tbn 
Chnnh,  i»  will  sustBdned,  and  fully  deeendDgof  suppcvt.    The  inllaeooe  it 
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eierts  to  convert  and  Baoctify  the  yovthfal  miod,  has  been  iiluatraled  in  manj 
iBBlaiicefl,  in  bringing  the  thoughtless  and  worldljr'  to  the  exercise  of  a  serious 
and  earnest  piety.  The  parents  of  Ohio  may  rejoice  in  this  establishment  foi 
the  sake  of  their  daughters,  as  for  that  of  their  sons,  they  do  in  the  Coli^^e  al 
Gambier. 

The  Western  Episcopalian  is  a  weekly  religious  newspaper  of  our  Church* 
published  in  a  small  and  cheap,  but  useful  form,  at  the  seat  of  the  College, 
where  also  is  the  residence  of  the  Bishop,  in  an  eligible  house  belonging  to 
the  Diocese,  which,  during  the  last  three  years,  has  been  duly  alive  to  the 
value  of  his  services,  and  corresppndently  attentive  to  the  duty  of  securing 
him  an  adequate  temporal  support. 

The  enlaiged  numbers  of  the  Confirmations,  and  the  Communicants,  show 
that  this  Diocese  is  makmg  a  pro^ss  highly  gratifying  to  every  Christian 
heart  Throirgh  the  goodness  of  GoJ,  great  harmony  of  sentiment  and  action 
has  prevailed  among  both  the  Clergy  and  the  people,  whilst  the  faithful  ex- 
hibition of  the  truth,  as  it  is  in  Jesos,  has  been  blessed  in  a  large  addition  to 
the  strength  of  the  Church.  In  view  of  the  manifest  advance,  made  by  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio,  in  the  last  three  years,  there  is  great  reason  to  thank  God 
and  take  courage.

INDUNA. 

The  Church  in  Indiana,  like  its  Great  Head,  grows  up  before  God  "  as  a 
tender  plant,  and  as  a  root  out  of  a  dry  ground."  Without  the  means  of  sup- 
porting her  Clergy  in  any  one  Parish  ;  in  the  midst  of  a  population  scarcely 
ever  aroused  to  an  interest  in  religion  except  at  meetings  of  great  animal  ex- 
citement ;  with  a  very  fluctuating  ministry,  and  often  none  at  all, — the  Church 
is  laying  her  foundations  deep  and  broad,  and  is  beginning  to  show  a  rising 
superstructure.  The  Lord  of^  hosts  is  in  her  midst,  and  enabling  her  to  stand 
against  the  wiles  of  the  devil.  He  hath  helped  her  from  the  Smctuary  and 
btrengthened  her  oiit  of  Zion.  He  hath  moved  the  hearts  of  his  more  favored 
children  of  the  Atlantic  States,  and  by  them  hath  she  been  principally  sustain- 
ed ;  and  after'  a  few  years  more  of  such  nurturing,  her  means  of  life  will 
probably  be  found  within  her  own  borders. 

The  statistics  present  the  following  view  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese- 
Clergy,  14;  Parishes,  22;  Families,  246 ;  Baptisms,  308;  CommunicanSi 
added,  178  :  total  379  ;  Marriages,  44 ;  Funerals,  119 ;  Collections  for  Dodl 
end  For.  Missions,  $140  12. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  number  of  Clergy  canonically  belonging  to  this  Diocese  is  19 :  of 
these,  2  are  permanently  absent  from  the  Diocese  and  officiating  in  other  parte; 
one  is  engaged  in  teaching,  and  one  is  suspended;  leaving  but  16  who  have 
Parochial  cures :  two  have  died. 

The  number  of  Baptisms  since  1841  is  610;  360  have  been  added  to  the 
Communion,  making  the  present  710;  more  than  duplicating  the  number 
within  the  last  three  years. 
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Four  chnrehcfl  have  been  oonflectated  and  two  ara  now  nearly  ready  for 
Qonsecration.*  One  PHest  has  been  ordained  and  two  Deacons ;  250  have  been 
confirmed.    The  number  of  candidates  for  orders  is  six. 

Already  does  the  Diocese  begin  to  reap  the  f raits  of  its  Theolpncai  Semi- 
nary, known  as  the  Jubilee  College :  Two  have  here  pursued  their  studies 
and  been  ordained ;  otiiers  attached  to  it  are  looking  forward  to  the  ministry. 

The  vacant  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  are  Christ  Church,  Pdestine  Grove ; 
Christ  Church,  Bushyille ;  Christ  Church,  Ottawa;  SL  Paul's  Church,  Alton; 
Church,  Farmington ;  Christ  Church,  Jones's  Prairie. 

MICfflGAN. 

The  Diocese  of  Michigan,  since  the  last  triennial  Convention,  has  been 
much  blessed  by  the  great  Head  of  the  Church.  The  only  thing  to  regret  is,  > 
the  want  of  necessaiy  funds  to  enable  the  Church  to  meet  the  many  demands 
for  her  services.  The  number  of  Clergjrmen  at  present  in  the  Diocese  is 
twenty-five.  The  number -of  candidates  tor  orders  is  four.  The  number  ad- 
mitted to  the  order  of  Deacons,  three ;  and  to  the  order  of  Priests,  four.  Tlie 
number  of  Parishes  within  the  Diocese  is  thirty-one.  Four  hundred  and 
seventy-seven  children  have  been  baptized, and  two  hundred^and  eleven  adults. 
Four  nundred  and  nineteen  persons  have  been  confirmed.  There  are  about 
eleven  hundred  and  nineteen  Communicants.  There  are  three  vacant  Par- 
ishes ;  Constantine,  White  Pigeon,  and  Mollville. 

MISSOURL 

The  Reports  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  are  so  defective, 
that  any  attempt  to  give  the  usual  statistics  would  be  in  vain.  There  are  nine' 
Parishes  regularly  organized,  besides  several  Missionary  stations.  Three  of 
them  are'  without  Pastors,  the  Church  at  St  Charles,  at  Palmyra,  and  at  Jef- 
ferson city.  There  are  five  church  edifices,  three  in  St.  Louis,  one  in  Jefer- 
son  city,  and  one  at  Palmyra,  besides  the  College  Chapel. 

Kemper  College;  five  miles  from  St.  Louis,  is  in  a  flourishing  conditioiu  It 
had,  during  the  last  year,  between  seventy  and  eighty  pupils,  and  was  en- 
tirely sustained  by  its  own  revenue,  derived  from  the  students.  If  the  Col- 
lege could  be  released  from  a  debt  of  about  $12»000,  it  might  be  considered 
permanently  established.  There  is  but  one  Church,  however,  in  the  Dio- 
cese able  to  assist  in  raising  this  sum,  and  that  is  $17,000  in  debt.  This  Dio- 
cese requires  the  fostering  care  of  brethren  at  the  East 
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W.  R.  Whittingham,

The  Board  has  held,  sinc^its  last  Triennial  Report,  three  annual  meetings, 
and  one  special  meeting,  viz.  New  York,  in  June,  1842,  New  York,  December, 
1842,  Boston,  June,  1843,  New  York,  June,  1844.  The  ftill  reports  of  the  proceed- 
ings at  these  several  meetings,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Committees,  have  b^n  published.

The  Board  has  the  satisfaction  of  reporting,  that  the  Monthly  Missionary 
Jottmal  of  the  Chnich,  **  the  Spirit  of  MisiioBs/*  which  was  IbiiiMrly  a  charge 
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upon  the  Mission  Treasury,  is  bow  su^ipoTting  itself^  mnd  is  guning  an  increased 
circulation  in  the  Church.  It  is  helieved  that  the  publication  answers  m  good 
measure  the  design  for  which  it  was  established,  and  no  alteration  in  the  ar- 
rangements which  now  govern  it  are  recommended. 

The  Board  recommends  to  the  Greneral  €k>nventionf  the  appointment  of  a 
Missionary  Bishop  to  the  native  tribes,  in  the  Indian  Territory. 

The  Board  also  recommends  to  the  General  Convention,  the  appointment  of 
three  Missionary  Bishops  for  Foreign  parts,  one  for  Africa,  one  in  China,  and 
one  for  the  Dominions  and  Dependencies  of  the  Sultan  of  Turkey,  as  important 
to  the  full  efficiency  of  missionary  operations  of  tire  Church  in  those  parts. 

The  Boaonl  ventures  an  expression  of  the  opinion  that  nothing  is  wanting 
ander  the  blessing  of  God  for  the  enlargement  of  our  missionary  efforts,  bodi 
at  home  and  abroad,  but  a  thorough  adoption  of  the  plan  of  systematic  chaiitr, 
and  for  the  establishment  of  this  measure  throughout  the  Church,  it  most  lely 
upon  the  clergy.

APPENDIX  E  — IL 

MISSIONARY  REPORT  OF  BISHOP  OTEY. 

The  Vndertigned,  in  compliance  with  the  provisiont  of  Canon  ILy  See.  ^,  of  ike 
General  Convention  of  1838,  makes  the  filhnring  Report: 

That  under  appointment  made  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  in  accordance  with 
a  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  passed  on  the  17th  October,  1841,  he 
undertook  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  Missionary  Bishop  in  the  State  <^ 
Arkansas,  and  the  Indian  Territory  south  of  36 i  degrees  of  north  latitude,  and 
began  his  labors  in  January,  1842.  It  was  understood  at  the  time  this  arrange- 
ment was  entered  into,  that  the  undersigned,  should  give  such  attention  and 
time  to  the  work  of  the  Missionary  Episcopate,  as  could  be  properly  spared 
from  the  engagements  he  was  under  to  his  own  diocese,  and  that  of  Ikfisaia- 
sippi.  The  field  which  he  was  appointed  to  overlook,  is  of  vast  extent,  em- 
bracing an  area,  exclusive  of  the  Indian  Country,  of  148,000  square  miles,  and 
a  population  of  1,302,435  inhabitants.  In  this  wide  region  are  found  aboat 
thirty  clergymen,  of  whom  about  one-third  are  Missionaries,  occupying  stations 
generally  very  remote  from  each  other,  and  affording  but  infrequent  oi^wr- 
tunities  for  clerical  intercourse.  All  the  stations  recognized  by  the  Boam  of 
Missions  have  been  visited  annually  by  the  undei-signed  since  his  appoint- 
ment,  and  some  of  them  twice  in  the  year.  He  would  deem  it  an  unnecessary 
consumption  of  time  to  enter  into  a  particular  detail  of  the  official  services  in 
which  he  has  been  caUed  to  engage  in  the  prosecution  of  his  work.  A  par- 
ticular account  of  his  official  and  ministerial  acts  has  been  rendered  to  the 
Board  of  Missions  at  each  of  its  annual  meetings,  until  the  present  year,  and 
the  Convention  is  respectfully  referred  to  reports  made  to  that  body  for  any 
information  connected  with  the  Mission  of  the  undersigned,  and  not  embodied 
in  this  communication.  It  is  proposed  to  give  an  account  here  only  of  thoae 
services  in  which  your  Missionary  has  been  engaged,  in  visitations  made 
since  the  date  of  his  last  annual  Report  to  the  Missionary  Board. 

On  the  26th  September,  1843,  left  Columbia  to  visit  the  Churehes  and 
Missionary  stations  in  the  western  district  of  Tennessee,  and  North  Missta- 
sippi :  amved  at  Bolivar,  where  Dr.  Stephens  labors,  on  the  evening  of  the 
28th.  Evening  prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Litton,  and  sermon  preached 
by  myself  to  a  very  large  and  attentive  congregation.  The  like  services  were 
performed  on  Tuesday  evening  following,  the  intervening  Sunday  havinr  been 
employed  at  La  Grange,  in  the  consecration  of  a  new  and  beantifal  Quvch 
erected  there,  and  in  the  confirmation  of  seven  persons. 
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.Wednesday,  the  4th  October.  Preached  twice  at  Bolivar,  bai>tized  one  94v^t, 
one  infaQt,  and  confinned  one  person.  Heavy  and  continuous  rains  set  in  at  this 
time,  and  prevented  our  hai^ng  any  .more  services,  as  well  as  .kept  many  from 
assembling  together  with  us.  I  regret  to  be  obliged  to  report  that  the  Charch 
at  Bolivar  was  not  consecrated  at  this  time,  as  it  was  expected  to  be.  The  in- 
terior arrangements  in  the  construction  of  pews,  a  chancel  and  pulpit,  were 
not  completed.  Recent  information  from  the  worthy  and  aged  Missionary  at 
the  Station,  conveys  the  gratifying  intelligence  that  these  works  are  now  in  a 
state  of  forwardness,  and  that  the  Church  will  ere  long  be  in  readiness  for  the 
solemn  act  of  consecration  to  the  worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God. 

Thursday,  5th.  Arrived  at  Jackson,  aAer  a  fatiguing  ride  in  the  rain,  but  too 
late  for  service.  The  Rev.  Louis  Jansen  had  been  received  into  the  diocese  of 
Tennessee,  upon  letters  dimissory  from  the  Rt  Rev.  Dr.  Onderdonk,  of  Pennsyl* 
▼ania,  as  early  as  June  of  this  year,  and  had  been  appointed  Missionary  to  Jackson 
and  Brownsville,  united  as  one  station.  At  the  time  Jackson  was  visited,  Mr. 
Jansen  was  absent,  having  gone  to  Pennsylvania  to  assist  in  the  removal  of  his 
&mily  to  his  new  and  interesting  field  of  labor.  The  good  effects,  however, 
of  his  industry  and  faithful  ministrations  were  very  apparent,  in  the  readiness 
with  which  large  congregations  came  together  lor  several  days  to  worship, 
notwithstanding  the  inclemencjr  of  the  weather, — ^in  the  number  confirmed, 
and  in  the  interest  which  the  friends  of  the  Church  there  -  continue  to  mani- 
fest in  its  prosperity.  Measures  have  been  taken  to  build  a  Church,  and  from 
the  zeal  wnich  has  been  shown  in  this  work,  there  can  be  but  little  doubt  that 
it  will  be  successfully  accomplished. 

The  services  performed  at  Jackson  on  the  occasion  of  this  were  prayers  and 

K reaching  in  the  morning  and  evening  of  Friday  the  6th.     Congregations 
irge. 

Saturday,  7th.  Prayers  and  sermon  in  the  forenoon ;  in  the  afternoon  th« 
baptism  of  one  adult  and  six  children,  and  at  night,  prayers  and  preaching. 

Sunday,  8th.  After  prayers  and  sermon  in  the  morning,  the  rite  of  Confir- 
mation was  administered  to  thirteen  persons.  In  the  aSernoon  once  more 
said  prayers  and  preached. 

Monday,  9th.  Proceeded  to  Brownsville,  2S  miles  distant  The  recent  copious 
rains  had  rendered  the  roads  heavy,  and  travelling  was  in  consequence  slow 
and  difficult  The  time  of  reaching  Brownsville  was  too  late  to  allow  of  any 
anangements  for  service  before  the  following  day. 

Tuesday,  10th.    Read  prayers  and  preached,  morning  and  evening. 

Wednesday,  11th.  Performed  the  like  services  with  the  addition  at  night  of 
confirming  eight  persons.  These  services  were  performed  in  much  weak- 
ness, your  Missionary  suffering  greatly  from  attacks  of  a  disease  with  which 
he  has  been  long  afilicted ;  but  it  was  most  gratifying  to  find  that  large  con- 
gregations assembled  to  hear  God's  word  reaid  and  preached,  and  that  they 
appeared  both  interested  and  impressed.  Our  people  here  are  without  a  house 
of  worship,  and  they  are  at  present  too  few  in  numbers,  and  too  feeble  in  re- 
sources to  attempt  the  building  of  one.  This  town,  however,  is  situated  in 
the  midst  of  a  very  fertile  country,  and  an  industrious,  thriving,  and  virtuoM 
people.  With  God's  blessing  upon  the  faithful  labors  of  such  a  Missionair  as 
Mr.  Jansen,  we  may  reasonably  hope  that  a  considei-able  increase  will  be 
made  to  the  Church  from  such  a  people.  They  are,  nevertheless,  greatly 
scattered  and  divided  aRK)ng  opposing  sects — and  such  is  the  contrariety  of 
teaching  found  among  these,  that  many  persons  appear  at  a  loss  what .  opi- 
nions to  receive  as  true,  and  what  is  worse,  some  seem  to  think  that  it  is  of 
little  or  no  consequence  whether  they  adopt  any  reli^ous  sentiments  or  prin- 
ciples at  alL  Such,  in  fact,  is  the  aspect  under  which  religion  is  presented 
generally  in  the  South  West  The  seeds  of  infidelity,  in  the  absence  of  sound 
reUgious  instruction  by  the  fireside,  and  from  the  pulpit,  have  been  widely 
sown,  and  have  taken  deep  root,  and  the  bitter  fruits  are  perceived  not  only  in 
the  crimes  which  sometimes  astound  us  by  the  daring  hardihood  of  tneir 
perpetration,  but  in  the  licentiousness  of  manners  which  too  frequently  de- 
orms  the  face  of  society,  and  in  the  apathy  and  stoical  indifference  which  the 
arger  and  more  intelligent  portions  of  th0  community  manifest  as  to  the 
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pierftleiiM  of  truth  or  enor  upon  the  rahject  of  veligioii— «im1  indeed,  we 
may  say  an  unconcern  whether  lelif^ion  under  any  form  shall  become 
prevalent  la  such  a  state  of  things,  aid  where  there  are  bnt  few  memben  OKf 
the  Church  to  furnish  a  countencting  influence,  it  must  be  obvious,  that  it 
will  be  a  work  of  time  to  cause  just  notions  to  prevail  in  exclusion  of  error 
and  prejudice--«nd  that  it  will  be  at  the  cost  of  much  labor  to  establish  con- 
gregations upon  a  proper  and  sure  basis.  Yet,  notwithstanding  all  these,  and 
other  difliculties  and  discouragements,  some  progress  has  been  made  towards 
a  better  condition ;  enough,  not  only  to  encourage  hope,  but  also  to  justify  yet 
greater  sacrifices  and  efforts  than  we  have  hitherto  made  in  a  great  and  good 
cause — the  cause  of  our  country  and  pur  Church— of  God  and  His  Christ. 

Thursday,  12th.  Left  Brownsville  this  morning,  and  rode  to  Eelau,  the  resi- 
dence of  Dr.  Samuel  Oldham,  a  worthy  Christian  gentleman,  and  well  known 
in  this  State  for  his  firm  and  intelligent  attachment  to  the  Church  and  her  in- 
stitutions, as  likewise  for  his  persevering  and  liberal  efibrts  to  secure  for  hie 
own  family  and  neighbors  the  services  of  a  minister  of  religion.  His  case  i» 
mentioned  here  particularly,  as  oue  of  a  class  embracing  some  of  the  most  in- 
telligent and  worthy  planters  in  the  South  West.  A  Christian  from  principle, 
and  a  Churchman  from  conviction,  he  very  natuniUy  sets  a  high  value  upoo 
the  privileges  and  blessing  of  religious  commumon  and  fellowship,  and 
hence  his  earnest  desire  to  have  a  minister  in  his  neighborhood,  even  though 
he  can  enjoy  from  him  only  occasional  visits ;  and  Hence  it  is  that  he  lm3 
kept  before  tne  undersigned  for  years  past,  a  standing  application  for  a  clergy- 
man. He  lives  in  a  productive  region,  in  a  neighborhood  sufficiently  populous 
to  furnish  a  congregation  large  enough  to  occupy  all  of  a  minister's  attention  : 
lus  own  family  of  dependents  is  numerous  enough  to  give  a  clergyman  full 
employment,  and  for  such  services  he  would  pledge  to  mm  maintenance,  and 
a  comfortable  home  at  his  own  house.  It  is  most  confidently  believed  that 
ministers  without  fomilies  could  not  find  situations  in  which  they  would  be 
more  comfortably  and  usefully  employed,  than  the  one  now  indicated,  and 
as  before  romarkra,  it  forms  one  of  a  class  to  be  found  scattered  all  over  the 
South  West.  Such  a  position  [as  that  which  Dr.  Oldham  offers,  presents 
strong  claims  to  consideration,  and  your  Missionary  has  sought  dilieently  to 
have  it  occupied,  in  the  firm  conviction  that  if  such  an  effort  shoiud  prove 
successful,  and  thero  appears  no  good  reason  to  apprahend  a  different  result,  it 
would  lead  to  the  planting  and  establishing  of  the  Church  in  neighborhoods, 
now  almost  unreached  by  our  present  mode  of  opeiation,  and  encoura^  to 
like  efforts  in  every  part  of  the  country.  It  is  an  exceedingly  rare  thing  in 
the  South  West,  to  nnd  an  Episcopal  Church  out  of  the  cities  and  towns. 
Other  denominations  have  houses  of  worship  pretty  generally  in  every  neigh- 
borhood; their  meeting-houses— as  they  prefer  to  term  them— are  found 
crowning  tite  summits  of  our  hills,  and  hnine  the  borders  of  our  streams 
throughout  this  vast  region ;  while  our  Churches  are  as  yet,  with  very  rare 
exceptions,  confined  to  the  principal  towns ;  and  so  things  are  likely  to  con- 
tinue unless  such  opportunities  as  those  presented  by  the  liberal  ctkr  of  Dr. 
Oldham  and  others  similarly  situated,  be  embraced.  The  opinion  is  here  de- 
liberately expressed  that  the  non-occupation  of  such  places  by  the  ministiy 
is  a  positive  loss  to  our  cause.  It  too  frequently  happens  that  the  foan  of  our 
members^  that  we  do  not  consider  and  regard  their  destitation,  because  we  do 
not  respond  to  their  liberal  pn^sals,  ripen  into  a  conviction  that  we  are 
careless  of  their  fate;  they  become  indifferent,  and  either  grow  worldly- 
minded,  or  attach  themselves  to  some  one  of  the  various  sects  around  them. 

Sunday  15th.    Went  to  a  meeting-house  in  the  vicinity  of  Dr.  Oldham's, 
and  preached  to  a  respectable  congregation  of  the  neighbors  and  their  negroes. 
There  being  a  camp-meeting  in  the  neighborhood,  and  no  previous  notice  of 
my  coming  circulated,  most  of  the  neighboring  fiimilies  were  on  the  camp- 
ground. 

The  next  Missionary  station  visited,  was  that  of  St.  Andrew's,  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Hatch^e,  and  about  22  miles  from  Brownsville,  in  a  wealthy 
and  pleasant  neighborhood ;  where  on  Tuesday  the  17th,  alter  prayers  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Litton,  a  seimon  was  preached  to  a  small  eongiegatioo. 
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Wedneidaty,  18th.  Bttitiied  one  idolt  and  thvM  childMn,Biid  ailer  tfa«  mom- 
inff  piftyer  was  laid  by  Mr.  LIttoii,  pieaehed  the  fnnefal  sennon  of  Dabney  C. 
ami  Agjoes  Collier— brother  and  sister—- exemplary^  and  pious  members  of  onr 
communion,  who  died  within  a  month  of  each  other,  leayios  interesting 
ftmilieB,  and  |an  aced  &ther,  who  looked  fondly  npon  these  children,  as  the 
supports  of  his  (feclining  years,  and  whose  kind  offices  would  smoothe 
his  own  passage  to  the  tomb.  Within  a  few  weeks  past  he  has  himself  been 
gathered  to  the  rest  of  the  grave,  and  now  he  sleeps  quietly  in  death  by  the  side 
of  those  whom  he  loved  so  tenderly  in  life.  A  more  pointed  wammg  is  eel* 
dom  presented  to  observation,  than  is  Ibund  in  these  successive  and  melan* 
cholj  bereavements,  which  have  overwhelmed  these  families  vrithalllietion; 
the  young  and  aged,  the  pious  and  exemplary  suddenly  cut  down  in  the  midst 
ci  hope  and  usefulness,  and  all  the  cheering  prospects  of  life  overshadowed 
by  the  darkness  of  the  tomb  I 

The  next  Missionary  ground  visited  was  St  Paul's  Church,  Randolph,  and 
Ravenscroft  Chanel  in  the  vicinity.  At  the  latter,  Friday  30th,  read  prayers, 
baptized  three  colored  children,  and  preached.- 

Saturday,  21st.  Rode  to  Randolph,  and  after  prayen  preached.  A  violent 
storm  of  rain,  thunder  and  lightning,  prevented  any  further  services  this  day. 

Sunday,  29d.  Mornineand  eveung  prayer  read,  baptized  five  adults,  four 
children,  and  confirmed  Smr  persons.  The  congre^tion  at  this  place,  alwaytf 
zealous  in  good  works,  and  consistent  in  their  principles  and  conduct,  have 
been  greatly  weakened  by  removals  of  &miUes  and  othen  to  other  parts  of 
the  country,  rendering  Afissionary  appropriations  indispensable  to  the  support 
of  the  mimstiy.    They  have  been  now  a  long  time  without  a  clergyman. 

After  visiting  Memphis  and  performing  such  services  as  were  requisite^ 
your  Missionary  proceeded  to  Holly  Springs,  recognized  up  to  that  time  as  a 
Missionary  station,  and  arrived  there  by  dark  on  the  evening  of  October  S7th. 

In  this  parish  preached  twice  on  Saturday,  and  twice  on  Sunday— four  per* 
sons  were  confirmed,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered  to  a  large  numoer. 
This  parish  having  been  sustained  by  Blissionary  appropriations  up  to  thA 
1st  of^  October,  ISS,  has  since  that  tune  been  able  to  provide  for  itself,  and 
is  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition. 

Tuesday.  31st  Arrived  at  Pontotoc  at  sundown.  This  is  not  a  Mfssionaiy 
Station,  ana  has  enjoyed  only  the  occasional  services  of  trnvelUng  and  visiting 
brethren.  It  was  supposed  that  there  were  materials  there,  out  of  which  to 
form  a  respectable  conppregation,  and  in  connection  with  Aberdeen  a  flourish- 
ing town  on  the  Tombigbee,  become  a  Missionary  Station,  under  the  oversight 
of  one  and  the  same  Clermaan.  But  these  expectations  have  by  no  means 
been  realized,  and  much  less  interest  manifested  in  the  accomplishment  of 
such  an  object,  than  was  anticipated.  Prayen  were  read  and  sermons  preached 
there  by  yoar  Missionary  on  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  November  1st,  and 
in  the  morning  and  afternoon  of  Thursday,  November  ad,  and  one  person  con- 
firmed. Leaving  Pontotoc  on  Thursday  night,  arrived  at  Columous  on  the 
evening  of  Satinday ;  on  the  next  day,  being  Sunday  9th,  preached  morning 
and  afternoon— administered  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  three  persons— 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Noble  assisting  in  the  piayers.  Columbus  is  no  longer  a  Mis- 
sionary Station— ^he  connection  of  the  congregation  with  the  Domestic  Com- 
mittee havinc  ceased  upon  the  resignation  and  retirement  of  Rev.  M  L. 
Foriies.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Freeman  officiated  there  about  18  months,  and  the  Church 
was  greatiy  increased  and  stren|(thened  under  his  judicious  and  zealous  ad- 
ministretion  of  its  concerns.  Since  his  retirement,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsey  Was 
elected  Rector,  and  the  congregation  is  now  in  a  prosperous  condition. 

February  6th.  1844.  This  day  left  home  to  fulfil  an  engagement  with  the  Rev. 
Secretary  of  tne  Domestic  Committee,  to  meet, with  Rt.  Rev.  Bishops 
Kemper  and  Polk,  in  Louisiana,  for  the  purpose  o^  conference  in  regard  to  the 
Missionary  work,  and  especially  in  reference  to  the  devising  of  some  plan  Ihr 
the  religious  instruction  of  the  Indian  race.  In  goin^  South,  an  opportunity 
occurred  to  spend  a  week  in  Washington  County,  Mississippi,  in  some  neigh- 
borhoods of  which  resided  friends  and  memlien  of  the  Church,  who  had 
manifested  an  eanest  deriie  to  have  a  minister  settled  in  the  county.    During 
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thiB  Mjonm  in  Washiiifftoo,  in  addition  to  praacUng,  two  peivoni  w«o  god- 
Bimedf  and  measuiet  taken  to  call  a  minister,  which  have  leaulted  in  the  set- 
tlement of  the  Rev.  Wm.  T.  Leacock,  in  the /oeighboihood  of  Princeton. 
There  are  many  towns  on  the  banks  of  the  Missisaippi  at  which  congregations 
night  be  gathered,  to  which  the  services  of  a  minister  would  be  truly  accep- 
taUe  if  one  could  be  ibund  to  undertake  the  dutjr.  One  active  and  Eealous 
minister  could  preach  at  Napoleon  and  Columbia,  Adouisas,  at  Piinoetoik, 
Mississippi,  and  at  Lake  Providence,  Louisiana,  once  a  month  or  oflener ;  and 
at  each  of  these  places  exert  an  influence  that  is  most  desirable,  and  that 
would  be  felt  in  its  good  effects,  upon  a  krge  population,  and  peihapa 
for  years  to  come.  The  fiicility  of  reachins  these  points  by  steamboats  is  so 
great,  that  travelling  would  be  attended  witn  comparatively  little  trouble,  and 
a  very  trifling  expense. 

The  contemplated  conference  with  Bishops  Kemper  and  Polk  failed  in  con- 
sequence of  the  detention  of  the  former  by  necessary  engagements  to  his  nois^ 
I  sion,  and  of  the  absence  of  the  latter  on  a  visitation  of  the  Churches  in  the  Be- 

public  of  Texas.    At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Bev,  Secretary  of  the  Domes- 
tic Committee  and  in  compliance  with  what  was  understood  to  be  the  wishes  of 
the  Church,  the  undersigned  undertook  a  journey  of  exploration  and  observation 
I  up  Red  River  and  through  a  portion  of  me  Indian  territory,  in  company  with 

!  the  Rev.  N.  S.  Harris,  Secretary  of  the  Domestic  Committee,  with  a  view  to  lean 

the  condition  of  the  Indians  in  their  new  homes,  the  practicability  of  any  plans  for 
their  religious  and  intellectual  improvement,  and  especially  the  feasibility  of  esta- 
blishing a  mission  among  them.  It  is  deemed  unnecessary  to  detain  you  by 
any  account  of  this  journey,  since  the  joumaljof  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harris  has  bona 
paolished,  and  will  supply  all  the  facts  and  information  which  a  detail  here 
would  furnish.  The  time  occupied  by  the  undersigned  was  from  the  8th  of 
March  till  the  5th  of  April,  and  the  route  pursued  was  up  Red  River  to  Fulton, 
j  in  Arkansas,  thence  by  land  to  Washington  and  Fort  Towson  in  the  Indian 

country ;  and  thence  across  the  Choctaw  nation  to  Fort  Smith  on  the  Arkan- 
sas. This  course  brought  us  into  contact  only  with  the  Choctaws,  a  tribe 
more  advanced  perhaps  than  any  other  in  civilization,  and  in  moral  and  intel- 
lectual improvement.  An  opportunity  was  afforded  of  seeing  several  of  the 
I  chief  or  head  men  of  the  nation— of  visiting  the  principal  schools  under  the 

I  management  of  missionaries  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  Missions— of  conversing  freely 

and  fully  with  them  about  their  plans,  the  success  of  past  efforts,  and  the  mnanin, 
actual  and  prospective,  for  accomplishing  the  object  of  the  missions  already  esta 
blished  in  the  nation.  On  all  these  points,  it  is  oelieved,  ample  and  satis&ctory 
information  was  obtained.  The  conclusion  to  which  the  undersigned  has  ai^ 
rived,  from  all  the  observations  which  he  made  among  the  Choctaws,  and 
from  all  the  information  gained  about  the  plans  in  operation  for  their  iin- 
provement,is,  that  the  Choctaw  nation  are  in  a  better  condition,  as  it  respects 
the  provisions  actually  made  for  their  religious  and  intellectual  improvement, 
than  are  the  mass  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  The  A.  B.  of  Commisaon- 
^  ers  has  amongthem  three  missionaries,  the  Rev.  Messn.  Byington^  Wright, and 
Kingsbury.  •  These  gentlemen  have  been  with  the  nation  five^nd  twenty  years^ 
have  made  themselves  perfect  masters  of  the  language,  have  translat«i  the 
New  Testament  into  Choctaw,  besides  portions  of  the  Old  Testament,  and  will 
shortly  have  the  whole  or  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Bible,  besides  hymns  and 
other  pious  works,  printed  and  published  for  the  use  of  the  people  and  chiMren 
receiving  instruction  at  1;beir  hands.  They  ha<e  at  this  tune  under  their  sn- 
nerintendence  three  flourisliing  boarding-schools  for  girls,  supported  principaUv 
by  appropriations  made  by  the  Legislative  council  out  of  the  annuities  secured 
to  the  Choctaws  from  the  United  States  Government  These  schooUi  have 
been  for  a  number  of  years  in  successful  operation,  and  every  year  sending  oat 
those  <iualiiied  to  spread  around  the  light  of  knowledge  and  virtue.  Bc»ides 
these  institutions,  there  is  the  Spencer  Academy,  a  seminary  for  boys,  sustain- 
ed by  an  annual  appropriation  of  $6,000,  under  the  management  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  JVrKenney,  assisted  by  Messrs.  Wright  and  Wilson,  and  by  Mr.  Dwight,  an 
educated  and  pious  Choctaw.  At  the  time  of  our  visit  there  were  S6  boa|dei» 
in  the  establishment,  and  bnildinga  in  piogma  to  aeoommodato  amnch  laifnt 
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mxmber.  To  this  are  to  be  added  some  private  schools,  and  othen  establislied 
hr  the  Methodists  and  Baptists.  The  annaal  appropriation,  made  by  the 
Choctaws  for  educational  purposes,  cannot  be  less  than  $20,000  ;  and  the  pro- 
nability  is  that  the  actual  allowance  is  considerabl^r  over  that  sum.  Taki ng  the 
number  of  the  Choctaws  then  at  15,000,  which'  is  a  large  estimate,  and  the 
schools  established  among  them,  and  the  sum  annually  appropriated  for  their 
suppon,  and  we  reiterate  the  opinion  that  their  means  and  opportunities  for. 
rengious  and  intellectual  improvement  are  greater  than  fell  to  the  lot  of  the 
people  of  the  United  States.  If  benevolence  then  seleet  its- objects,  it  would 
point  to  others  rather  than  the  Choctaws  as  calling  for  our  sympathy,  our 
prayers,  and  our  aid. 

until  recently,  the  Choctaws  have  been  almost  exclusively  under  the  reli- 
gious tuition  of  Messrs.  Bjrington,  Wright  and  Kingsbury.  Teachers  of  a  dif- 
ferent religious  persuasion  have  recently  found  their  way  into  the  nation,  and 
some  inconvenience  has  already  been  experienced  from  di^rences  in  forma, 
sentiments,  doctrine  and  modes  of  operation.  The  Missionaries  of  the  Amer- 
ican Board  appear  to  be,  and  no  donot  are,  honest,  self-denying  and  pious  men. 
They  seem  to  be  deeply  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  the  Mt^er  whom  they 
strive  to  serve  in  the  gospel,  and  too  much  praise  cannot  be  awarded  to  them 
by  us,  for  the  patient  perseverance  which  tney  have  given,  in  eflbrts  to  pro- 
mote the  temporal  and  eternal  weliare  of  the  people  to  whose  improvement 
they  have  have  devoted  their  time,  their  talents,  tneir  prayeri,  their  all.  It 
would  be  a  matter  of  deep  regret,  to  see  them  interrupted  or  impeded  in  their 
work,  even  by  well  meant  efforts  to  carry  forward  the  same  object  which  they 
have  in  view.  Whatever  improvements  the  Choctaws  have  made  in  the  arts 
ef  civilized  life,  in  religion  and  intelligence  for  the  last  twenty^five  years,  are  to 
be  ascribed  almost  exclusively  to  the  labors  of  these  three  men. 

A  Mission  to  the  Choctaws  will  be  attended  with  a  greater  expense  than  to 
almost  any  other  of  the  tribes.  The  Choctaws  have  appropriated  already  all 
that  can  bie  spared  from  their  annuities ;  whereas,  among  the  Ckuckasaw^— 
who  constitote  a  fourth  division  of  the  Choctaw  nation-~and  the  Creeki,  no 
appropriations  of  the  sort,  it  is  understood,  have  yet  been  made.^  Reference  is 
made  in  these  remarks  to  the  Ihct,  that  instruction  in  religion  is  carried  on  in 
connection  with  education.  It  seems  to  be  the  only  practicable  plan  to -ele- 
vate either  the  moral  or  intellectnal  character  of  these  people,  to  cultivate  tiie 
head  and  the  heart  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  probable,  from  information  received  at  Fort  Towson,  that  there  is  an 
opening  for  efibrts  to  be  made  among  the  Chickasaws,  who  are  said  to  be  de- 
sirous of  having  teachers  come  among  them,  and  for  whose  support  they  are 
willing  to  make  liberal  provision.  A  letter  addressed  to  the  agent  upon  this 
subject,  and  making  inquiries  into  the  condition  of  the  Chickasaws,  nas  not 

Set  received  a  response,  unless  some  communication  has  been  made  to  the 
ecretary  of  the  Domestic  Committee  upon  the  subject,  of  which  the  writer 
hereof  has  received  no  information. 

The  Creeks  are  a  lar^e  and  poAverful  tribe  or  confederacy,  occupying  a  fine 
country  between  the  Cherokees  on  the  north,  and  the  Choctaws  on  the  south. 
They  are  advancing  in  the  arts  of  civilized  life,  and  as  the  undenigned  wae 
informed,  particularly  in  husbandry.  Owing  to  the  imprudent  conduct  of 
those  who  have  been  among  them  as  missionaries,  no  white  man  is  now  allow- 
ed to  |>reach  in  the  nation,  except  Mr.  Loughbridge,  and  he  to  the  members  ot 
only  his  own  school.  A  very  interesting  letter  has  been  recently  received  from 
Mr.  Wm.  Whitfield,  a  memlier  of  our  Church,  and  a  teacher  among  the  Creeks, 
asking  for  a  donation  of  Prayer-Bodes,  and  other  religious  woriu  to  be  used 
for  the  benefit  of  those  entrusted  to  his  care.  The  letter  is.  appended  to  this 
Report,  and  the  hope  is  here  earnestly  expressed,  that  the  appeal  for  aid  will.be 
promptly  respondM  to.* 

On  the  4th  of  April,  we  reached  Fort  SmitlL  on  the  Arkansas,  and  were 
kindly  entertained  by  CSeneral  Taylor  and  the  officers  of  his  command,  as  we 
had  been  also  by  Major  Andrews  at  Fort  Towson.  Indeed,  it  is  but  a  feeble 
expression  of  our  gratitude  to  say,  that  during  our  excursion  through  the  In- 
country,  we  received  from  the  officers  of  ue  United  States  Aimy  every  at*

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tntion  for  our  nfoty.  TWr  can  extaaded  to  provuion  for  our  eoaofoit  in  €▼«> 
rything,  and  has  leftimpreaaionaof  ^ir  kindness,  wloick  can  never  be  eifiiced. 
tk  the  afternoon  of  this  day,  was  sent  on  horseoack  by  Gen.  Taylor  to  Van 
Boren,  where  the  Rev.  Daniel'  >f  Maaua  is  the  missionaiy.  At  niji^ht,  after 
prayers  by  Mr.  M'Manus,!  pieached  to  a  very  respectable  congregation. 

April  5th.  To-day  laid  the  corner-stone  of  Trinity  Church,  Van  Buren,  and 
delivered  an  address.  I  am  sorry  to  learn  fzomthenussiooaiy  at  this  station,  that 
he  feek  discottrac|ed,  and  intenas  tp  apply  for  a  chaplaincy  in  the  United  States 
Army,  The  stations  on  our  western  frontier  call  for  an  amount  of  endurance 
and  peraeverance,  of  foith  and  hope,  which  the  past  history  of  the  Church  in 
the  West,  shows  that  few  of  our  Clergymen  possess.  And  yet,  the  ministem 
of  other  persuasions  are  laboring  in  precisely  the  same  field,  and  under  the 
same  circumstances :  and  men  in  the  pursuit  of  gain  are  found  to  encounter 
all  the  difficulties  ana  brave  all  the  dangers  which  beset  the  path  of  the  Mis- 
sionary. These  do  it  for  an  earthly  reward,  and  shall  we  not  do  it  for  a  Heav- 
•nly  crown  % 

On  the  8th  of  April,  arrived  at  Little  Rock.  In  the  evening,  after  prayers  by 
Bev.  Mr.  Young,  tne  Missionary,  I  preached,  and  then  confirmed  thirteen  per- 
eons.  The  prospects  of  the  Cnurck  at  this  place  continue  to  brighten  under 
tho  judicious  ana  faithful  mipiBtratioas  of  the  worthy  Missionary.  The  debt 
of  the  Church  is  nearly,  if  not  wholly  paid,  and  the  need  of  more  accommoda- 
tion for  those  who  attend- our  services,  oe^ns  to  be  felt.

LETTER  OF  MR.  WH1TFIELD|  REFERRED  TO  ON  P.  8Z3. 

Creek  Nation^  Meatwu^Jtuguti  17tA,  1844. 

Stx: — I  doubt  not  but  that  you  will  at  once  recognize  me  as  the  writer  of  n 
communication  addressed  to  you  some  time  in  the  Spring  of  last  year,  asking 
for  the  attendance  of  a  clersyman  of  the  Episcopal  Church  for  the  neighbor^ 
hood  in  which  I  then  resided  m  Scott  County,  Arkansas. 

By  the  appointment  of  mj  father-in-law.  Col.  Lom,  to  the  Creek 
Agency,  I  have  received  the  situation  of  School-Teacher  mr  the  Creeks.  Feel- 
ing desirous  of  imparting  some  religious  as  well  as  moral  instruction  to  those 
placed  under  my  charge  aod  entrusted  to  my  care,  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
addressing  you  for  the  puipose  of  requesting,  if  compatible  with  the  rulee  of 
the  Church,  that  a  few  of  the  books  of  Common  Prayer,  and  such  other  books 
as  may  be  thought  useful,  may  be  remitted  to  me,  for  the  use  of  the  school  under 
my  charge,  and  for  distrioution  among  such  of  the  Indians  as  may  understniid 
them,  or  may  ririitly  appreciate  the  motiyes  actuating  the  giver ;  it  may  be  ns 
well  for  me  to  add,  that  the  Creeks,  through  an  improper  and  imprudent  coune 
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punned  towards  them,  by  former  reaident  Misuonaries,  have  {mbi1)ed  strong 
religious  prejudices,  so  much  so,  as  to  exclude  all  missionaries  and  preachers 
from  the  mtion,  with  one  exception,  that  of  Mr.  Loughbridge,  a  Presbyterian, 
L  and  who  is  restricted  from  preachinc,  except  to  his  own  household  and  to  the 

scholars  of  the  school  under  him.  From  a  long  residence  in  the  Nation,  from 
a  perfect  knowledge  of  their  character,  and  a  considerable  acquaintance  with 
their  language,  I  natter  myself  that,  were  I  possessed  of  the  means,  1  could, 
within  a  short  space  of  time,  bring  about  a  great  relicious  reformation.-  Being, 
as  I  previously  stated  to  you,  bred  in  the  faith  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  I  feel  a 
sincere  regard  for  its  interests,  and  a  strong  affection  for  the  forms  practised  by 
it  in  the  worship  of  the  Most  High.  I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  af- 
fecting simplicity  and  sublimi^  of  the  language  of  our  Prayers,  would  in  a 
'  short  time  be  rigntly  understood  and  properly  appreciated  by  tnese  Indians.    It 

'  rests  in  a  great  measure  with  yon,  Sir,  whether  these  Indians  be  enlightened 

'  ^  by  these  means.    Though  I  am  an  unworthy  and  sinfal  man,  yet  I  hope,  if  I 

I  received  a  favorable  answer  to  the  request  contained  herein,  to  soon  enable 

them  to  lay  aside  their  scruples,  and  receive  the  more  substantial  instruction 
'  of  a  regularly  oidained  minister.     These  requests  may  appear  strange,  yet  I

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MEMORIAL  FROM  THE  MISSIONARIES  OF  WESTERN  AFRICA. 

Tbtke  Qmeral  Cbmmttkm  of  tkt  PnitgUmt  Epi»copid  Cbwrh^mtheVmOd  Sttmg 

^  jtmoicOyfor  the  appoiiUmait  of  a  Buhopto  WtiUmJfnea, 

Al&ough  the  subject  of  this  Memorial  has  of  late  called  forth  so  much 
discussion  in  the  Church,  as  to  afford  abundant  reason  to  hope  that  it  will  re- 
ceive the  earUest  attention  of  her  General  Convention,  though  your  Memo- 
rialists wen  silent  in  ngard  to  it,  yet  the  important  station  in  which  they 
have  been  placed,  six  yean  sad  experience  in  their  present  imperfect  or- 

Snization^  and  the  pron>ect  of  yet  ereater  difActihies  and  responsibilities,  as 
e  operations  of  the  Hussion  extend,  constrain  them  to  use'^ali  the  influence 
whicn  they  may  possess,  to  secure  an  object,  in  their  judgment,  so  necessary 
to  the  fUll  success  of  the  cause  in  which  they  are  engaged. 

So  deeply  impressed  have  the  Mission  ever  been,  with  the  importance  of 
having  an  authorised  Head,  that  some  time  previous  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  1841,  they  appointed  a  Committee,  to  memorialize  that  body  on  the 
subject  For  reasons  not  necessary  to  be  stated  here,  the  Committee  did  not 
act  in  the  matter.  The  failure,  however,  at  that  time,  to  secure  the  object  of 
their  wishes,  and  subsequent  three  yean  of  experience,  have  only  tended  to 
increase  the  anxiety  of  your  Memorialists  on  the  subject,  and  the  earnestness 
with  which  they  would  urge  the  following  reasons  for  the  immediate  appoint- 
ment of  a  MiMnimary  Biakop^for  the  ProtettmU  Epucopai  MiatUm  m  WetUm 
JfriecL 

1st  Episcopacy  is  the  distinctive  ^ture  of  the  Church  to  which  we  be- 
long, ana  therefore,  wherever  a  band  of  rts  ministere  are  sent,  there  its  omniza- 
tion  should  be  perfect,  in  order  to  th4  full  aceomplithment  of  the  o^ect  of 
their  Mission. 

2d.  Such  an  orp;anization  as  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chureh  presents  in 
the  order  of  its  Ministry,  is  that  which  falls  most  within  the  Civil  and  Politi- 
cal Constitution  of  the  people  among  whom  the  Mission  is  located.  A 
Community  or  an  Institution,  without  its  legitimate  Head,  does  not  fall  within 
their  conceptions. 

3d.  Increasing  responsiMlity  it  involved  in  the  growing  operations  and  dii- 
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banementt  of  the  Mifsion.  A  responsible  Head,  therefore,  such  as  tbe 
Church  only  can  appoint,  and  such  as  is  hereby  solicited,  is  required,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  Memorislists,  in  order  to  retain  undiminished  confidence  in 
tais  department  of  its  opexutions. 

4th.  The  Episcopal  duties  required  in  the  Mission.  Two  of  our  numbei 
have  already  been  compelled  to  return  to  America  ibr  Priest^s  orders ;  a  thinJ 
is  still  in  Deacon's  orders,  and  it  cannot  but  be  expected  that  other  sioiiW 
cases  will  arise. 

The  number  of  communicants  requiring  confirmation  is  gradually  incjeas- 
in|;.  The  number  who  have  died  without  having  enjoyed  Uie  advantagifs  of 
this  rite,  is  seven.    The  number  of  candidates  for  it,  twenty-nine. 

Add  to  these  considerations  the  importance  and  necessity  of  a  native  in- 
strumentality to  the  full  establishment  of  Christianity  in  Africa,  which  is: 
4mT  Church  can  only  be  raised  up  under  the  wise  inspection  and  official  ma- 
thorit^  of  a  Bishop,  and  the  reasons  given  under  this  head  alone  must  appear 
sufficient  to  induce  such  an  appointment 

5th.  The  necessity  of  frequent  visitations,  in  their  influence  upon  the  na- 
tive communities,  and  the  counsel,  advice,  and  direction  of  one  who  is  the 
legitimate  Head  of  the  Mission.  The  frequent  presence  of  such  an  individual 
at  the  different  Stations,  would  contribute  greatly  to  sustain  the  Missionaries 
and  teaehers  under  their  many  difficulties,  to  encourage  them  in  their  vi'ork, 
and  thus  to  make  them  far  more  efficient  in  their  labors.  The  importance  oi 
the  Mission,  too,  would  be  greatly  magnified  in  the  view  of  the  native 
tribes. 

dth.  The  relation  in  which  the  Mission  stands  to  the  colony  of  "  Maryiaed 
•n  Liberia,"  and  the  perplexities  to  which  it  has  given  rise,  call  for  the  appoini- 
ment  of  one,  who,  by  the  influence  of  his  office,  may  carry  confidence  with 
his  statements,  and  by  his  wisdom,  prudence,  and  energy,  be  able  to  meet  the 
emergencies  which  may  from  this  source  arise. 

Many  other  considerations  might  be  added  to  the  above,  but  your  Memo- 
fialists  cannot  but  repeat  the  hope  alieady  expressed,  that  even  what  has  bees 
said,  may  prove  unnecessary,  to  induce  an  appointment,  required  no  less  by 
sound  reason,  and  the  genius  of  our  Church,  tMB  by  your  duty  tothe  peiish- 
ing  heathen,  amongst  whom  you  have,  in  obedience  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
£lharch,  established  a  Mission. 

Praying,  therefore,  that  He  who  has  said  *^  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always, '  may 
both  (uUy  dispose  you  to  grant  the  object  of  our  petition,  and  give  you  wis- 
dom in  the  selection  which  you  may  make,

The  undersigned,  children  of  the  stock  of  Abnham  (who  have,  as  they 
humbly  hope,  in  their  dispersion  been  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Jesus 
Christ  as  the  Messiah  promised  to  their  fathers),  beg  leave  to  represent  to  too. 
Bight  Reverend  Fathers,  that  thty  are  extiemely  desirous  to  enjoy  the  priviiegs 
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of  Bivine  Wonliip  accoiding  to  the  Older  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  for  thia 
puipose  desire  the  appointment  of  a  Missionary  in  the  city  of  New  Yoric,  whote 
whole  time  may  he  devoted  to  the  work  of  gathering  together  and  instmctung 
in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Relinon  oar  hrethren  stiU  in  unhelief.  We 
rejoice  to  hear  that  God  is  adding  his  nchest  Messing  to  the  lahora  of  the  Es- 
tablished Church  of  Great  Britain  amone  onr  people,  and  that  not  only  in 
England,  but  on  the  Continent,  wheie  AOssionaiy  stations  have  heen  esta- 
hlished,  numbers  have  been  brought  to  acknowledge  Jesus  as  the  tme  Messiah, 
and  been  received  by  Baptism  into  the  Christian  Church.  In  London,  it  has 
heen  found  expedient,  on  many  accounts,  to  constitute  the  converts  irom  Juda- 
ism into  a  separate  congregation.  In  this  highly  favoied  land,  but  verf  little 
eflbrt  has  ever  been  made  to  convince  the  thousands  of  the  children  of  Israel 
who  have  become  inhabitants  in  it,  that  the  Messiah  has  already  come,  and 
consequently  very  few  have  made  open  profession  of  Christianity. 

Some,  however,  have  been  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  Christ,  and  having 
tasted  of  the  riches  of  Divine  love,  desire  that  these  blessings  of  Redemption, 
through  God's  only  begotten  Son,  may  be  proclaimed  to  all  of  Abraham's  seed. 
We  know  of  no  way  to  secure  this  favor,  but  by  applying  to  those  who  are 
enjoyinff  the  root  ana  fotness  of  the  good  olive,  from  wnich  our  nation,  through 
unbelief,  were  broken  off;  and  ask  for  a  portion  of  the  blessing  which  God  has 
fo  kindly  bestowed  upon  them.  We  look  with  veneration  upon  that  branch

Since  that  report,  the  amount  loaned  out  temporarily,  with  $8,000  of  tbe 
balance  in  the  Treasurer'B  hands,  has  been  invested  on  bond  and  mortgage,  and 
the  ground  rents  in  arrear  have  been  collected.  Of  the  securities  now  remaia- 
ing,  the  sum  of  $38,000  has  been  taken  since  the  annual  report  of  the  Finaoce 
Committee  of  1843.  Bonds  amounting  to  $37,100  have  been  paid  off  daring 
the  past  year,  and  contributions  properly  applicable  to  the  capital,  and  to  m 
invested,  to  tbe  amount  of  $2,725,  have  oeen  received  during  the  same  time;

During  the  last  three  jream,  the  general  health  of  the  atudenta  has  been,  aa 
usual,  g^. 

No  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  internal  economy  of  the  Seminary. 
There  are  no  commons,  but  It  is  understood  that  board  is  supplied  within  the 
Seminary  building  at  $1.75  per  week.  Board  may  also  be  obtained  in  the  im- 
tmediate  neighborhood,  in  respectable  fitmilies,  at  $2.50  per  week.  The  ne- 
cessarr  average  expenses  of  a  student  are  about  $125  per  annum. 

Witnia  the  last  three  years  there  have  been  two  deaths  among  the  stu- 
^lents. 

The  Trustees  are  pained  in  being  obliged  to  report  the  exercise  of  discipline 
by  the  Faculty  in  the  case  of  two  students,  who,  in  November,  1842,  were  ex- 
pelled for  immoral  conduct  This  is  the  first  instance  in  which  necessity  has 
arisen  for  such  exercise  of  discipline  since  the  foundation  of  the  Seminary. 

Yarious  amendments  of  the  statutes  have  been  made  from  ^ar  to  jrear; 
and  in  June  last  the  entire  code  was  revised  by  the  Trustees  at  their  stated 
SAnual  meeting.  /

The  moat  important  alteration*  in  the  Statutes  are  two— one  of  which  is 
contained  in  Chap.  L.  and  relatea  to  the  time  of  the  stated  meetinga  of  the 
Boud  of  Truatees»aiid  to  the  time  ci  the  ezaminatioiu  of  the  ^h'^ftntw. 
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ehangc  was  made  in  the  hope  of  securiiis  a  more  general  attendance  of  th* 
Trustees,  and  in  order  to  prevent  any  collision  between  the  duty  of  being  pre- 
tent  at  the  examinatipuSf  and  that  of  tiaftsacting  the  business  of  the  Boud. 

The  other  altCTation  alluded  to  is  in  relation  to  the  exercises  of  the  Annual 
Commencement,  and  is  contained  in  Chap.  VIII. 

Tlie  Library  has  been  gradually  enlarged  by  purchase  and  donation.  Since 
the  last  Triennial  Report,  968  volumes  Mve  been  added.  The  whole  number 
of  printed  books  now  in  the  Library  is,  folios,  1607— quartos,  1364— octavos 
and  under,  6080;— in  all,  9051. 

The  Professorship  of  Pastoral  Theology  and  Pnlpit  Eloquence  continues 
without  endowment.  The  Trustees,  however,  are  haopy  in  being  able  to  re* 
port  that,  at  a  special  meetine  of  the  Board,  in  November,  1841,  the  Rev.  Ben- 
jamin I.  Haight,  Rector  of  All  Saints  Church  in  the  city  of  New  York,  was 
unanimously  elected  to  the  vacant  chair;  and  that  he  consented,  without 
salary,  and  m  addition  to  the  charge  of  an  extensive  parish,  to  accept  the  ap- 
pointment.- He  has  ^  ever  since  statedly  and  regularly  dischai^g^d  the  dutiss 
connected  with  this  important  branch  of  professional  education.  . 

In  this  department,  tne  text  books  which  have  been  and  are  in  use 


JKfAtfp  Wfritis  Commmtcaia  on  the  Ordmation  Qffcts,  cmd  on  the  Dutiet  of  tkt 
fMic  Mifdttry  f  BUhop  Burnett  TrtatUt  on  the  Ihstoral  Cart;  Clamdt^t  Eua^ ; 
Qredey^M  EecUtiattictu  jSngHcamu;  and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 

No  other  modification  of,  or  addition  to,  the  course  of  study  has  been  re- 
ported by  the  Faculty. 

The  examinations,  annual  and  semi-annual,  have  been  regularly  held  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes ;  and  while  the  variety  in  attainment 
has  been  observed  which  is  inseparable  from  so  numerous  a  body  of  learners, 
the  general  result  has  always  been  satisfiictory — honorable  alike  to  the  Pro- 
fessors and  Students.  The  Trustees  feel  themselves  justified  in  adopting  the 
language  of  the  Report  made  in  June  last  by  the  CommilUe  on  the  final  Ezamir 
nation  of  the  StndenU.  "•  In  addition  to  the  testimony  grounded  upon  the  per- 
formances and  proficiency  of  the  Students  of  the  several  classes,  the  Commit- 
tee desire  respectfully  and  explicitly  to  state,  that  not  only  the  whole  course 
of  study  pursued,  but  the  whole  tenor  and  tone  of  the  sentiments  elicited  from 
the  Students  by  the  questions  of  the  Professors,  appeared  to  be  in  peifect  accord- 
ance with  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Church,  and  such  as 
were  calculated  to  sustain  its  elevated  character  apd  command  the  public  con- 
fidence and  respect." 

In  conclusion,  the  Trustees  feel  assured  that  the  General  Theological  Semi- 
nary has  never  been  in  a  more  healthful  condition  than  it  is  at  the  present 
time.  They  humbly  trust  that  through  God's  blessing  it  will  continue  to  pur- 
sue steadily  and  faithfully  the  end  and  aim  of  its  establishment,  and  to  merit 
the  fuU  confidence  and  support  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States.

3b  the  Borne  of  Clerical  and  Lay  DepuUee  of  the  ProUtUnd  Episropal  Ckurdk  m 
the  United  Statea,  aseembled  in  General  Conoentiony  A,D.  1844. 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  General  Theoloeical  Seminary,  voting-  in 
the  minoritY  and  against  the  adoption  of  the  Triennial  Report  presented  at  this 
session  to  tne  General  Convention ;  beg  leave  respectfully  to  lay  before  the 
Convention  a  brief  statement,  lumishinf ,  together  with  the  reaaona  of  their 
dissent  from  the  said  Report,  iacts,  whi^h  in  the  judgment  of  the  nnderaignedy 
demand  the  serious  considsimtion  of  the  Council  of  &e  Church. 
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At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Trastees  held  in  New  Tork,  on  the  30th  of 
September  last,  the  above  named  Report  on  the  state  of  the  Seminary  was 
submitted  hy  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Trastees,  to  be  adopted  by  the 
Board,  and  transmitted  as  their  Report  to  the  General  Convention  at  its  pre- 
sent session.    Upon  its  being  read,  its  consideration  was  on  motion  postponed, 
nntil  after  heaiinz  the  Report  of  a  special  Committee,  consisting  of  three 
Bishops,  two  Presbyters,  and  two  Laymen,  which  had  b^en  appointed  by  the 
Board  in  June  last,  under  the  following  circumstances.     A  Trustee  of  the 
Diocese  of  South  Carolina  having  laid  before  the  Board  certain  resolutions, 
passed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese,  touching;  rumors  prejudicial  to  the 
Seminary,  it  was  Rtsoloed^  "that  the  said  Resolutions  h?  referred  to  a  Com- 
mittee to  consist  of  seven  members  to  report  in  the  fullest  manner.**    In  con- 
sequence (as  they  stated  sahsequently)  "  of  the  difficulty  of  reducing  the  sub 
ject  matter  committed  to  them  to  form,  the  interruption  arising  from  their 
attendance  at  the  sessions  of  the  Board,  and  the  public  examinations  of  the 
students,  and  their  wish  to  give  the  matter  a  full  investigation,**  the  special 
Committee  were  unable  to  repott  to  the^ Board  at  the  June  session,  and  were 
continued,  with  directions  to  report  at  the  Triennial  meeting  in  September. 
They  reported  accordingly  at  the  meeting  of  the  30th  by  submitting  to  the 
Board,  the  minutes  of  their  meetings  and  their  correspondence  with  the  Pro- 
fessors in  the  discharge  of  their  appointed  duties,  closing  With  resolutions,  to 
the  effect,  that  in  consequence  of  .tne  difficulties  interposed  in  the  Way  of  a 
full  investigation,  the  Committee  should  be  discharged,  and  the  whole  matter 
entrusted  to  them,  be  referred  to  the  Bishops  in  their  capacity  as  visitors  of  the 
Institution.    In  this  aspect  of  the  case,  the  undersigned  f(ilt~themselves  justi- 
fied in  withholding  their  assent  from  the  Report  when  the  question  was  taken 
an  its  adoption,  and  particularly  from  the  unqualified  commendation  of  the 
Seminary  with  which  it  concludes.    They  object  to  the  Triennial  Report, 
because  it  pronounces  confidently  upon  the  doctrinal  soundness  of  the  Semi- 
nary, at  the  very  time  when  that  very  question,  under  the  Board's  own  author- 
ity, is  undergoing  a  solemn  investigation,  and  because  it  sends  that  confident 
declaration  to  the  General  Convention  after  that  Committee  has  reported  its 
virork  to  be  undone,  and  to  hav0  been  prevented  by  the  refusal  of  certain  Pro- 
fe  ssors  to  appear  before  it,  arid  when  in  consequence  of  such  refusal,  the  Bish- 
ops,* as  visitors,  have  been  requested  to  pursue  the  investigation,  and  have  re- 
solved to  do  so,  as  they  h^ve  informed  your  House. 

In  conclusion,  the  undersigned  feel  themselves  constrained  to  ask  the  atten- 
tion of  the  House,  to  the  extraordinary  fact,  that  whilst  hitherto,  and  as  it  is 
believed  without  a  solitary  exception,  the  Triennial  Reports  of  the  state  of  the 
Seminary,  have  been  adopted  without  a  dissenting  voice  by  the  Trustees  in 
session ;  in  the  present  instance,  and  in  a  Boai^  composed  of  ten  Bishops, 
tw&nty-seven  Clerical,  and  fifteen  Lay  Trustees,  on  the  motion  for  adopting 
the  Triennial  Report  being  put,  five  Bishops,  fourteen  Clerical,  and  six  Lay 
Trustees,  lecordea  their  votes  against  the  report  in  its  present  form,  and  that 
it  was  consequently  adopted  by  a  majority  of  one  only,  in  its  present  form,  and 
with  the  unqualified  declaration  **  that  the  Seminary  has  never  been  in  a  more 
keolthfbl  condition.**

BISHOPS  AM  TI8IT0K8. 

To  the  Bight  JUvermi   Phjlamdsr  Cbass,  D.D^  PnsHnig  Biahop,  ifc^  %r. 

Right  Rev.  asd  Dkak  Sik: 

Agreeably^  to  the  request  of  the  Bishops  as  Visitors  of  the  Geneml 
Theologicu  Seminary,  I  have  the  honor  of  comrnunicating  to  you  the 
following  answers  to  the  questions  propounded  to  me,  as  a  Professor  of  wBid 
Seminary,  by  the  Visitors.  My  department,  that  of  the  Nature,  Ministry,  and 
Polity  of  the  Church,  gives  rae  but  little  personal  knowledge  of  many  oi  tbe 
points  embraced  by  those  questions. 

As  far  as  my  official  experience  and  my  observation  have  extended,  I  respect- 
fully reply  to  the  several  questions  as  follows:— 

IX)  the  Ihtt,  I  leply,  that  I  have  nnifcrmly  lepzesented  the  Church  of  Rome 
as  so  much  in  error,  oy  mutilations  of  the  true  ^th,  and  additions  tkereto, 
that  a  Christian  man  ought  to  be  preveiited,  m  cotucioice,  liom  joining  her  coDEk- 
munion ;  and  that,  communion  with  ber  being  a  sin,  she  has  no  sciiptiual 
right  to  jurisdiction  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

To  questions  from  the  Second  to  the  Fifth  inclusive,  I  reply,  that  I  do  not 
rememoer  having  given  instruction  on  any  of  the  points  embraced  in  theaa. 

To  the  Suih^  I  reply,  that  I  have  been  accustomed  to  instruct  the  student* 
that  the  Liturgy,  Creeds, .  Catechism,  Articles,  and  other  contents  of  the 
**  Prayer-Book,"  are  the  doctrinal  standards  of  this  Church,  and  axe  to  be 
understood  in  their  liteml  and  grammatical  sense,  and  without  any  liberty  of 
reservation ;  provided  that  if  there  be  any  apparent  discrepancy  lietween  tlie 
meaning,  on  any  given  point,  of  one  part  of  those  standards  and  that  of  an»> 
ther,  such  meaning  is  to  be  sought  and.  received  as  will  harmonize  Uie  diftr- 
ent  parts. 

To  the  Seventh,  I  reply,  that  I  do  not  recollect  having  embraced  it«  subject 
within  my  instructions. 

To  the  Eighth,  I  reply,  that  its  subject-matter  does  not  come  directly  withi» 
the  range  of  my  professorship.  I  have  frequently,  however,  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  Cnurch  is  so  far  infallible  as  that  it  has  asver  apostatised,  and 
I  oelieve,  never  will  apostatise,  as  a  whole,  or  a  catholic  body,  from  any  of 
the  essential  articles  of  the  Christian  faith :  but  I  did  not  consider  any  of  it» 
branches  infallible,  or  any  of  iu  councils,  geneml  or  provincial. 

To  the  NvtUhy  I  reply,  that  I  have  frequently  referred  to  the  &ct  of  tbeie 
being  many  popular  errors  in  the  Roman  Church,  not  essentially  growing  out 
of  the  decrees  of  Trent;  but  for  which  I  considered  its  priesthood  responsible,, 
because  of  the  encouragement  which 'it  is  well  known  they  extend  to  them; 
and  that  there  are  more  appannt  than  rtal  discrepancies  between  the  decree* 
of  Trent,  considered  as  embracing  mere  opvmont,  and  our  standards ;  but,  that 
those  decrees,  considered  as  setting  fortn  and  enjoining  tktfaiik,  are  incom- 
patible with  the  doctrines  of  this  Cnurch. 

To  the  Tenih  and  EUtmth,  I  reply,  that  I  have  no  information  in  the 
premises. 

To  the  Tufdfih,  Twenty-eighth,  TumLy-nif^  and  Thirtieth,  I  reply,  that  I 
know  not  of  any  of  the  works  therein  mentioned  being  used  as  text-booka. 
Many  years  ago,  when  but  a  portion  of  the  Oxford  Tracts  had  been  pubUsbed,. 
and  long  before  the  appearance  of  No.  00,  in  reply  to  a  question  proposed  to 
me  in  one  of  the  classes,  I  recommended  the  reading  of  tne  Tracts  as  Ukely 
to  have  an  important  influence  on  the  theolqpcal  character  of  the  a^,  whicn 
I  thought  should  be  well  understood  by  theological  students.  This  is  all  I 
recollect  in  the  premises. 

To  •  the  Tkirttentk,  I  reply,  that  as  far  as  my  personal  observation  has  ex- 
tended, I  can  ffive  a  decidedly  favorable  response,  and  I  have  seneiaUy  under- 
stood my  brethren  of  the  faculty  to  be  of  tne  same  opinion  wneo- the  «ibi«ct 
has  been  talked  of  at  our  meetings. 
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To  the  FaurUeiUkf  lytetiUht  and  SixUttUh:^  I  reply  that  I  have  no  xnfoimatioii 
in  the  premiBes. 

To  tke  Seventttnthf  I  reply,  that  when  I  liave  had  occasion  to  8i>eak  of  tha 
Calvinistic  view  of  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  I  have  done  so  with  d\ecided 
disappro^tion  of  it,  and  believe  the  same  to  be  true  of  the  l^ro&sson 
generally. 

To  the  Eighte&Uh,  I  reply— Tet. 
'  To  the  Ninettentk,  I  reply,  that  as  there  are  none  other  than/oim^y  pra^^ers  in 
the  Ghapel  on  Sundays,  the  students  are  attached  to  different  parishes  m  the 
city  of  New  York,  whose  rectors  or  ininisters  are  their  proper  pastors ;  any- 
thing further  on  this  head  can  be  better  answered  by  the  rtniaU  clerical  pro- 
fessors. It  is  my  habitual  endeavor  to  accompany  the  examinations,  &c.,  of 
my  lecture  room  with  practical  remarks,  designed  *'  to  promote  a  spirit  of 
devotion,  and  habits  of  practical  piety.''

Right  Revb&xms  and  Dear  Sir: 

On  Saturday  afternoon,  the  Idth  inst^  I  received 
«  communication  from  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Odenheimer,  Assistant  Secretary 
ef  the  House  of  Bishops,  containing  a  resolution  of  that  House  on  the 
10th  inst.,  and  a  copy  of  the  questions  therein  referred  to;  with  a  request 
to  forward  the  answer  to  the  Presiding  Bishop.  The  questions  are  in  number 
forty  ;  and  to  give  a  minute  answer  to  all  of  uiem  in  order,  especially  to  such 
as  demand  a  statement  of  what  ii  taught  on  certain  subjects  mentioned,  would 
require  more  time  than  is  allowed  to  me,  so  that  this  letter  may  be  received 
by  you  before  the  probable  term  of  the  adjournment  of  the  House.  But  I  will 
endeavor  in  a  more  compressed  form  to  give  the  information  requested,  which 
will  contain,  however,  substantially  all  tnat  I  can  communicate. 

The  first  class  of  questions  relate  to  what  is  taught  by  myself  on  certain 
subjects.  I  do  not  attempt  to  give  a  detail  of  my  instructions  on  them  for  the 
reason  above  mentioned  ;  and  also  because  I  do  not  suppose  it  to  be  the  desire 
of  the  House.  After  having  held  a  professorship  in  ttie  Seminary  for  nearly 
twenty-three  years,  and  so  often  conducted  examinations  in  the  presence  of 
the  Ijrttstoee,  and  reported  to  them  my  conrse  of  instruction,  the  piiBciples 
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maintained  by  me  cannot  be  unknown  penonally^to  at  least  the  greater  ntmber 
of  the  Bishops.  'Approbation  of  them  nas  been  several  times  expressed  -,  and  I 
have  not  heard  that  they  have  been  thought  at  variance  with  tlmse  of  onr 
Church,  or  to  have  a  leaning  to  the  peculiarities  of  any  of  the  systems  men- 
tioned in  the  questions ;  viz.  the  Koman  Catholic,  that  of  the  Oxford  Tracts, 
Rationalism,'  or  Calvinism.  If  any  have  been  objected  to,  they  must  be  pofnted 
out  by  others — ^none  of  the  books  named  in  the  questions  relating  to  either  of 
those  systems,  have  been  used  or  recommended.  As  to  "  the  five  points  o£ 
Calvinism,*'  no  one  of  them  is  taught  by  me,  as  I  da  not  hold  them  ]  but  the 
views  of  both  parties  are  duly  examined. 

The  second  class  of  questions  relate  to  instructions  in  other  departments. 
On  them,  I  can  give  no  fttrther  answer  than  has  been  already  given  in  my  letter 
to  the  Committee,  lately  appointed  bv  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  by  thenk 
reported  to  the  Board;  to  which  I  hee  leave  to  refer  the  Bishops.  Several  of  the 
present  questions  are  therein  p>articularly  answered. 

There  are  a  few  other  questions  not  comprehended  in  the  two  classes  men- 
tioned, which  demand  a  separate  answer.  To  the  tlurteenth,  I  reply,  that  as 
£aur  as  my  intercourse  with  tne  students  enables  me  to  judge,  there  is  no  serious 
cause  for  complaint,  bdt  that  their  conduct  generally  deserves  commendation. 
To  the  eighteenth,  I  answer  in  the  affirmative.  To  the  nineteenth,  I  answer 
that  no  pastoral  care  is  exercised  in  the  Seminary  over  the  students,  and  no  pro- 
vision has  been  made  fbr  it.  The  duty  devolved  upon  the  Dean  by  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Trustees  in  1837,  veas  declined  by  two  successive  Deans  for  reasons 
communicated  to  the  Boaid  or  to  the  standing  Committee,  in  June  and  No- 
vember, 1838 ;  since  which,  nothing  has  been  done  or  said  on  the  subject  vrithia 
my  knowledge.  On  the  latter  part  of  the  same  question,  I  state  that  only  those 
means  are  used  which  are  prescribed  by  the  statutes,  all  which  are  complied 
with.  To  the  thirty-sixth,  I  reply,  that  I  do  not  know  of  any  such  supersti- 
tious practices,  either  adopted  or  recommended.

On  Saturday  afternoon,  the  19th  inst.,.  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Odenheimer,  as  Secretaiy  pro  tem.  of  the  House  of  Bishops,  being  an 
"extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  House,"  dated  Oct  10th,  containing  a  resola- 
tton,  and  accompanied  by  a  series  of  forty-three  questions,  answers  to  forty  of 
which  are  requested  to  "  be  forwarded  at  once  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  at  Phila- 
delphia."   In  compliance  therewith  the  following  is  respectfully  submitted]. 

ouch  is  the  character  of  many  of  the  questions  proposed,  that  to  prepare  a 
full  reply  would  require  much  time,  and  it  would  form  a  document  of  consider- 
able length.  This  is  necessarily  precluded  by  the  direction,  that "  the  answers 
be  forwarded  at  (mct^  and  by  the  fact,  that  the  session  is  understood  to  be 
drawing  to  a  close.  I  am  compelled,  therefore,  to  limit  my  replies  by  these 
circumstances. 

As  most  of  the  questions  relate  to  points  of  theology  with  which  the  de- 
partment entrusted  to  me  is  only  indirectly  concerned,  I  presume  that  answers 
from  me  to  such  questions  are  not  expected.  If,  however,  I  should  be  mis- 
taken in  this  view,  I  would  beg  leave  to  say,  that  whatever  I  may  have  taught 
the  students,  either  in  the  lecture-room  or  in  private  intercourse,  which  can 
be  thought  to  bear  on  such  points,  has  been  in  accordance  with  the  principles 
of  our  Church,  as  developed  in  the  articles,  liturgy,  and  homilies,  and  as  ex- 
plained by  her  early  writers,  particularly  by  Hooker. 

With  this  remark,  the  first  questions  supposed  to  require  a  reply  from  me 
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%f^  the  11th  aad  13th.  The  worioi  heri  mentioned  aie  not  need  as  tezt-booke. 
Massingberd  'wvs  used  fot  a  few  weeks  the  year  before  last,  on  account  of  the 
peculiar  position  of  the  professor  and  his  class,  in  consequence  of  the  absence 
of  the  former  for  a  time,  owing  to  ill  health.  But  it  was  never  adopted  by  Uie 
faculty  as  a  text-book.  The  works  refened  to  have  never  been  recommended 
by  me. 

To  the  13th  I  answer,  generally  good,  so  &i  as  I  know. 

To  the  14th.  not  to  my  knowledge.  So  &r  as  relates  to  myself,  very  pai- 
ticular  pains  nave  been  taken  to  show  the  fidlacy  of  the  system  refened  to; 
and  this  I  have  also  done  in  my  Companion  to  the  Book  of  Genesis. 

li^th.  Not  to  my  knowledge ;  although  the  -question  as  to  the  *^  originals"  of 
certain  portions  of  the  histoiical  boolu,  some  private  biographical  notices  for 
instance,  and  some  genealogical  and  o^er  lists  of  names,  cannot  be  settled  with 
certainty.  I  refer  to  such  matters  as  are  contained  in  Gen.  zxsvi.  What  their 
originals  were,  I  presume,  is  unknown.  My  own  opinion  is,  with  regard  to 
everything  of  this  sort,  that  the  inspiration  of  the  author  of  the  book  is  abun« 
dant  sanction  for  the  truUi  of  all  that  it  contains. 

16th.  Not  to  my  knowledge. 

18th.  I  reply  in  the  affirmative. 
^  10th.  I  answer,  the  pastoral  caie  of  the  clergy  to  whose  churches  respec- 
tively the  students  may  have  attached  themselves^    No  provision  on  this  sub- 
ject has  been  made  by  the  Trustees. 

20,  21 ,  22.  I  know  nothing  to  the  contrary  of  an  affirmative  reply  to  these 
questions. 

23.  Not  to  my  knowledge  or  belief. 

24.  The  students  are  not"  taught  to  rely  exclusively  on  their  own  individual 
judgment,  but  in  understanding  Holy  Scripture  to  look  for  aid,  with  humble 
prayer  to  God,"  to  the  best  helps  both  of  "  early  fiithers"  and  of  modem  divmes. 
By  "  the  interpretation  put  upon  Holy  Scripture  by  those  early  fiithers  the 
study  of  whom  is  recommenoed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,"  I  understand  yonr 
learned  and  venerable  body  to  mean,  the  general  exposition  of  the  leading  doc- 
trines of  Christian  &ith  and  of  the  proof  texts  of  them  contained  in  the  works 
of  the  fathers ;  inasmuch  as  there  is  no  one  particular  interpretatiott  of  the  in- 
dividual texts  which  make  up  Holy  Scripture,  in  which  they  so  agree  as  to 
allow  such  a  designation  to  oe  given  to  it,  there  beine  on  some  texts  a  pretty 
general  agreement,  and  on  others  a  wide  diversity  of  sentiment  and  interpre- 
tation. 

25th.  Those  prescribed  in  the  course  of  study  appointed  by  the  House  of 
Bishops,  toffether  with  such  additional  comments  either  on  whole  books  or 
parts  of  books  as  seem  to  the  professor  most  worthy  of  attention :  although,  in 
consideration  of  the  very  limited  time  that  can  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  the 
Scriptures  (only,  as  he  stated  in  his  last  report  to  the  Trustees,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  full  days  during  the  whole  course),  and  also  for  other  reasons,  he 
principally  urges  an  exominatmn  of  the  sacred  text  itseU^  and  an  attentive 
comparison  oi  parallel  texts,  which  he  is  careful  to  point  out  and  illustrate  in 
the  exegetical  lecture,  which  he  always  delivers  on  a  portion  of  Scripture  pre- 
paratory to  its  being  recite<L 

28th,  29th,  30th.  For  my  answer  to  these  queries,  I  he^  leave  respectfully  to 
refer  to  my  reply  to  the  Committee  of  investigation  appointed  by  the  Trustees. 

To  the  36th,  I  answer  certainly  not. 

37th,  38th.  Presuming  that  these  questions  are  intended  to  bear  principally 
on  my  department,  the  Bishops  will  pardon  me,  if  I  express  my  great  surprise, 
that  they  should  have  been  proposea.  -  If  there  be  any  one  thing  for  which  I 
feel  conscious  that  I  merit  the  aj^roval  of  the  Trustees  and  ^e  Church,  it  is 
for  the  uniform  opposition  which  I  have  made  to  the  whole  system  referred  to, 
whether  appearing  in  Germany,  England  or  America.  The  book  before  men- 
tioned contains  satisfactory  evidence  of  this,  and  exposes  some  matters  in  the 
Hebrew  Lexicon  of  Gesenius,  even  where  the  student  could  hardly  suppose  a 
rationalistic  teiulency  to  show  itself.  The  Introduction  to  the  Ola  Testament 
published  several  years  ago  by  one  of  your  Ri|^t  Rev.  Body  and  myself^  though 
it  is  very  far  from  being  what  I  coula  wish,  i^K^nnds  with  similar  proofs;  4Lnd 
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indeed  tlie  Bmw,  Dr.  Home  iocoipomted  a  poition  of  it  witli  hit  own  iBtrodve- 
^<mfir  Hut  very  reiuon^  and  wrote  to  mo  on  the  subject,  at  the  same  time  pm- 
•enting  me  with  a  copy  of  his  work  a<  on  adcMoioUilgmmt.  In  mj  instructioa. 
to  the  ciasees,  I  have  particularly  f  uarded  them  against  the  whole  thaoiy  of 
mtionalism,  moat  especially  as  regards  the  interpretation  of  piophecy  and 
miracles,  considering  it  as  neither  more  nor  less  than  disguised  infidelity. 
With  such  views  of  it,  lof  course  reply  to  the  qoestion  very  decidedly  in  ttaia 
negative.  - 

SSrth.  It  is  impossible  to  state  in  detail  the  deviations.  Several  of  the  bookr 
recommended  in  that  course  in  each  of  the  departments  are  omitted  for  want 
•f  time,  six  years,  at  least,  being  necessary  to  purane  the  study  of  divinity  as 
there  marked  out  And  as  the  statutes  of  the  Seminaiy  make  it  the  duty  of 
jeveral  professors  to  attend  the  same  class  in  one  session,  the  arrangement  of 
atndy  tlu»re  designated,  however  judicious  in  itself^  is  necessarily  subjeeted  tn' 
•ome  change  in  a  Theological  Institution.

To  the  13th  question  I  answer,  Uiat  in  my  department,  I  have  no  reason  to 
complain  of  want  of  *'  diligence*'  in  the  majority  of  the  students ;  that  I  cannot 

5retend  to  judge  of  their  "* piety  f  that  I  bsUeve  them  to  be  orderly;  and  tbnt 
think  the  "  general  tone  of  their  manners  and  behavior**  good. 
The  14th,  15th,  Idth,  and  17th  questions  I  am  not  able  to  answer. 
To  the  first  part  of  the  18th  question  I  answer,  Tes.    Whether  the  stndenla 
be  ^  required  to  be  present  and  bear  part  in  the  daily  services,**  by  any  otbor 
authority  ihtLU  that  of  the  Statutes,  I  do  not  know. 

I  am  unable  to  answer  the  19th,  20th,  21st,  29d,  23d,  24th,  2dth,  26th,  and 
27th  questions. 

To  the  29th,  29th,  30th,  3l8t,  32d,  33d,  and  34th  questions  I  answer,  Net  to 
my  knowledge. 
To  the  35th  I  can  give  no  answer. 

To  tbe  36th  I  answer,  that  I  know  of  no  such  practices  in  the  Seminaiy, 
mot  of  such  ever  having  been  there  recommended. 

To  the  37th  and  38tl^  I  can  only  reply,  that  I  have  never  heard  of  anyihinc 
in  the  Seminary  which  could  prompt  such  inquiries. 
To  the  39th  I  answer,  that  I  am  not  aware  of  any. 
With  the  40th,  41st  and  42d  questions  I  am  not  concerned.

The  nndenigned  lespectfuUy  begs  leave  to  teply  to  tbeir queries  as  follows: 

lit — It  does  not  belong  to  my  department  to  teach  dogmoHcattjf  on  this 
subject.  I  have  frequent  occasion  to  snow  historicaU^,  the  grievous  corruptions 
of  the  ''^th**  and  practice  of  the  Catholic  Church,  by  the  many  unwarrant- 
able additions  thereto,  andjperveraons  thereof,  of.  whicn  the  Church  of  RonM 
has  been  gailtv.  To  mention  these  in  detail,  would  be  impossible  within  the 
limits  allowed  me. 

2d. — I  have  taught  that  each  particular  Church  has  the  right  to  judge  for 
ittHf  whether  another  Church  has  erred  or  no,  **  in  matters  of  ftitn  ;**  pro- 
vided that  it  hold  its  judement  subject  to  the  revision  of  a  Aiture  General 
Council,  should  such  ever  be  convened :  but  that  no  particular  Church  has  th# 
light  to  require  other. Churches  to  bow  to  ifo  judgment  of  a  sister  Church. 

3d. — I  have  taught  that  ^  the  Homilies,  though  not  doctrinal  standards,  but 
only  authorized  means  of  popular  instruction,  are  yet  highly  useful  and  im- 
portant as  a  witness  to  the  mmd  of  the  English  Reformers.  They  confirm 
the  other  abundant  evidences  of  their  design  to  reject  Papal  novelties,  and 
to  retain  Catholic  verities-,  albeit  in  a  less  exact  manner  than  the  Liturgy  and 
Articles."  (The  foregoing  is  quoted  horn  a  note  p.  159  of  my  publish^  Lee 
tures  on  "  the  Catholic  Church  in  England  and  America.") 

4th. — ^I  do  not  remember  ever  having  "  taught**  acyti^ng  upon  this  subject. 
I  have  only  once  cursorily  read  Tract  90 ;  and  do  not  "  understand  its  princi- 
ples.**   Its  ambi^ty  I  consider  dangerous. 

5th. — I  deem  it  **  inconsistent*'  in  a  clergyman  of  the  Reformed  Church,  to 
*  receive**  the  "doctrinal  decrees  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  or  any  of  them,  the 
damnatory  clauses  excepted,**  or  otherwise.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  they 
eontatn  no  truths ;  but  I  regard  them  as  artfully  contrived  to  deceive  and  be- 
guile the  simple  and  unwary.    (See  answer  9th  below.) 

6th.— I  hold*  every  ** clergyman  of  this  Church**  obliged  ''to  be  conformed 
in  doctrine  to  the  Thirhr-nine  Articles  in  their  literal  and  grammatieal  ffiue,* 
so  as  not  to  teach  anytning  contrary  thereto;  and  I  acknowledge  no  ^  liberty 
of  reieroation.** 

7ih. — I  have  taught  that,  as  "  the  Church  hath  authority  in  controversies  of 
fidth,'*  so  a  Oaneral  Council,  tntUf  so  called,  being  the  Church's  highest  tri- 
bunal, has  authority  to  ''determine  questions  of  doctrine,**  and  to  emlx>dy  such 
decisions  in  "  symbols  of  faith  obligatory  upon  all  Christians  f  as  the  Niceno 
Council  determined  the  question  of  doctrine  involved  in  the  Arian  contro- 
versy, and  embodied  its  decision  in  the  Nicene  Creed,  which  has  been  received 
by  all  Churches  the  world  over. 

8th.— I  have  taught  that  the  Church  is  indefectibU  (not  wfaOibU),  because  of 
Christ's  promise  and  presence;  so  that  the  whole  Church  shall  never  apos- 
tatise from  the  faith,  although  jKirtiadar  Churches  may  fall  away. 

9th. — I  hold  that  the  decrees  of  Trent  are  constructed  with  great  caution, 
so  as  to  make  Romanism  aj>pear  as  Catholic  as  possible,  and  Uiat  they  aio 
therefore  much  less  explicit,  and  less  offensive  to  the  eye  and  ear,  than  "the 
popular  doctrine  of  Rome  ;**  but  I  hold,  that  "the  doctrine  of  this  Church**  is 
not  compatible  with  either. 

10th. — I  know  not  that  it  is  taught  in  any  other  manner  than  it  is  taught  iifc 
the  Liturgy  and  Articles  of  the  Church,  viz.  that,  although  the  bread  and  wine, 
after  consecration,  are  as  truly  bread  and  wine  as  before ;  nevertheless.  **  to 
■uch  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  vrith  fiiith  receive  the  same,  the  bread  which  we 
break  is  a  partaking  of  the  Body  of  Chuist,  and  likewise  the  Cup 
of  Blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  Blood  of  CHaisT.**  {jhiicU  28.)  I  have  never 
presumed  to  define  in  any  way  the  mode  of  Cbeimt*8  sacramental  presence.

I2th.— Massingbeid's  Sketch  of  the  Enfliah  Reformation  ^ama  tempoiazily 
used  as  a  text-b^k,  in  my  de|)artment,  the  year  before  last,  because  of  its 
brevity ;  the  senior  class  of  that  year  not  havine  time  to  study  a  iaiiger  work. 
This  was  done,  however,  with  the  consent  of  the  Faculty,  according  to  the 
statutes  of  the  Seminary.  Palmer's  Treatise  on  the  Churcn  of  Christ,  nnd. 
Newman's  History  of  Arianism,  are  frequently  refartd  to  for  valuable  histori- 
cal information. 

13th. — The  condition  of  the  Seminary,  in  the  particulars  referred  to,  is  at 
least  very  &ir.  It  mieht,  no  doubt,  be  improvea.  It  is,  however,  I  think, 
Quite  equal  to  that  of  me  Church  at  large }  and,  I  hope,  better.  It  is  due  to  the 
Students  to  say,  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  them  seem  earnestly  intent 
upon  the  fulfilment  of  their  duties. 

14th,  15th,  16th,  and  17th.~0f  the  subjects  referred  to  in  these  questions,  T 
know  nothing. 

18th.— They  are. 

19th. — There  is,  I  apprehend,  a  necegsary  deficiency  of  "pastoral  care  over 
the  Students/'  because  mere  is  no  resident  ofiicer  cha]^[ed  exclusively  with  this 
duty.  An  office,  like  the  Deanship,  held  in  rotation,  cannot  fulfil  the  duties  of 
the  "  pastoral"  office ;  neither  can  a  non-resident  "  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theo- 
logy:'^  however  zealous  and  laborious. 

Tne  "  means  employed  to  promote"  in  the  Students"  a  spirit  of  devotion  and 
habits  of  practical  piety,"  are  tiie  daily  services  of  the  Church,  and  the  otho* 
means  prescribed  by  the  statutes. 

20th. — They  are,  as  far  as  my  observation  extends.  I  would  remark  here, 
that  I  am  called  upon  to  explain  in  what  sense  the  Creeds  were  called  "  Can- 
ons of  the  Faith"  dv  ancient  writers,  as  referred  to  in  Henry's  Compendium  of 
Bingham  {p,  97),  wnich  is  a  text-book  of  the  Seminary.    lam  accustomed  to 


21st  and  22d.— They  are,  as  fer  as  I  know.  • 

23d. — I  have  never  heard  or  known  of  their  having  been  referred  to  as  in 
any  sense  "  of  Canonical  Authority." 

24th. — It  is  only  incidentally  that  I  have  to  do  with  the  subject-matter  of 
this  question  in  my  teaching.  When  I  have  such  occasion,  I  am  accustomed 
to  teach  the  Students  not  to  "  rely  exclusively  on  their  own  individual  judg- 
ment in  interpreting  Holy  Scripture,"  but  "  to  look  for  aid  in  understanding 
it,  with  humole  prayer  to  God,  to  the  interpretation  put  upon  it  by  the 
early  Fathers,  the  study  of  whom  is  reconmieiuied  by  the  House  of  Bishops.'' 

I  need  hardly  add,  that  I  do  not  refer  to  the  Fathers  as  having,  personally  or 
individually,  any  peculiar  authority  of  their  own  as  interpreters  of  Holy 
Scripture,  out  as  collectively  witnesses  to  the  sense  in  which  the  Church  from 
the  begiimin|;  understood  the  Word  of  Cod. 

25th. — This  question  X  have  not  the  means  of  answering. 

26th. — They  are.  as  far  as  I  know. 

27th. — The  Students  are  not  so  taught,  either  publicly  or  privately;  on  the 
contrary,  fhey  are  taught  to  regard  me  English  Reformation  as  a  singular 
instance  of  God's  favor  and  mercy  to  his  Church ;  whereby  he  was  pleased  to 
deliver  a  part  of  it  at  least,  from  a  grievous  tyranny,  and  from  very  many  cor- 
ruptions of  doctrine  and  practice ;  although  $omt  of  the  acents,  and  fome  of  the 
means,  instrumental  in  accomplishing  it,  cannot  escape  the  severe  censure  of 
the  impartial  historian. 

28th.— They  are  not. 

29th,  30th,  31st,  32d,  33d,  and  34th.— To  these  six  questions  severally,  I 
answer,  No.  so  far  as  my  observation  extends. 

35th.— They  are. 

38th.— No. 

37th  and  38th.— Not  that  I  know  of. 

39th. — I  know  of  none;  unless  additional  text-books  sanctioned  by  tiie 
Faculty,  as  the  statutes  provide,  be  **  delations"  firom  such  course  of  study. 
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IXL  my  own  dspartiiient,  beaidM  MaMingbeid's  EfigrUsh  Refonnatloii,  raferred 
to  nhore  under  No.  12,  Shorts  Histoiy  of  the  English  Church  was  temporarily 
used  last  year,  with  the  like  sanction  of  the  Faculty,  agreeably  to  the  statute. 

40th. — 1  have  tao^ht  that  "the  practice  of  administetinf  the  Elements,**  in 
the  Holy  Commonion,  "  to  MmU,  arose  probably  in  3ie  Sd  century,  but 
was  not  general  :"^<-that  "^  Innnt  Commumon  became  more  eeneial  in  the 
Sth  century ;"  and  that  '^  it  became  less  frequent  giaduallj  in  me  West,  until 
by  the  12th  century  if  was  wholly  set  aside.**  The  foregoing  quotations  from 
notes  of  my  lectures,  axe  atatements  of  lact,  such  as  may  be  found  in  most 
writers  on  ecclesiastical  history  and  antiquities,  e.  g,  Bingham^s  **  Christian 
Antiquities,'*  Book  zii.,  Ch,  i^  Sect.  3.,  and  xv.iy.  7. 

When  asked,  why  the  Church  has  retained  In&nt  Baptitmf  and  not  In&nt 
Communion;  I  have  replied,  because  the  former  waa  an  ApottdHe  and  QahoUc 
(i.  e.  universal)  practice,  whereas  the  latter  was  not  On  one  occasion  I  re* 
member  having  been  asked,  whether  I  condanmd  the  practice  of  Lo&nt  Com- 
munion. I  replied,  that  I  would  condemn  those  who  should  practise  it  now: 
bat  I  declined  sitting  in  judgment  upon  those  Churches,  which,  from  the  3a 
century  to  the  12th,  saw  fit  to  observe  it  Whether  they  were  right  or  wrong, 
I  had  no  right  to  justify  or  condemn  them. 

41st ^Such  topics  as  that  referred  to  in  this  question,  do  not  belong  to  my 
department,  and  are  seldom  introduced  in  my  lecture-room,  and  then  only 
incidentally.  On  one  occasion,  when  treating  historically  of  the  early  heresies, 
I  defined  **  heresy**  in  its  itrieUft  sense,  as  ^  demdl^  expreis  or  tn^phcit,  of  tome 
Jmtdamental  of  thefaUh  cowtamed  in  the  creeda  of  tfu  Church,  I  also  pointed  out 
its  hoadr  ot  popular  meaning,  as  applicable  to  mm  error  in  religious  doctrine  or 
ofnnion.  When  asked  whether  the  Church  of  Kome  is  heretkal  in  the  former 
sense,  I  declined  givine  an  a  eathedrd  opinion.  That  she  is  heretieal  in  the 
laUtr  sense  is  too  palpable.  When  further  asked,  whether  the  EngUsh  Church 
and  our  own  had  not  pronounced  her  '*  Jheretical  in  the  ttricUr  sense  of  the 
term,**  I  replied  that  I  knew  of  no  such  judgment,  unless  it  was  set  forth  in  the 
19^  Article,  where  the  Church  of  Rome  is  put  on  the  same  footing  as 
respects  ^  error  in  matters  of  fiiith**  with  the  *' Church  of  Hierusadem, 
Alexandria,  and  Antioch.**  For  the  dogmatical  interpretation  of  the  woid 
**  fiuth"  in  the  Article,  upon  whose  meaning  the  question  turns,  I  refSftrred  tha 
inquirer  to  tiie  Chair  of  Systematic  Divinity.  1  was  unwilling,  in  reliance 
upon  my  own  judgment  solely,  to  say  that  the  unwarrantable  additiont  of 
the  Church  of  Home  to  the  creeds  of  the  Catholic  Church  are  absolutely 
idmUcal  with  the  denial  of  them,  whether  in  whole  or  in  part:  although  I 
fear  that  the  ejfeet  of  stich  additions*  upon  many  individuals  in  her  commu- 
nion, is  as  bad  as  if  she  had  denied  one  or  more  of  the  fundamentals  of  the 
frdth. 

42d. — Concerning  the  "  Constantinopolitan,**  or  Nicene  ^  Creed,'*  I  havo 
taught  as  follows,  vis.  *^  The  rise  of  Ananism  occasioned  the  adoption,  by  the 
First  General  Council,  of  the  Nicene  Creed ;  which  defined  more  fully  and 
expressly  the  divinitv  of  our  Lobd.  The  Second  General  Council  completed 
it;  and  from  A.  D.  381,  to  the  present  time,  this  venerable  Creed  has  continued 
to  be  recognized,  in  all  parts  of  Catholic  Christendom,  as  an  authoritative 
symbol  of  the  faith.** 

Elsewhere,  I  have  qnotM  the  fbUowing  passa^  from  Palmer's  **  Treatise  on 
the  Church  of  Christ,'*  Appleton*s  reprint,  wd.  ii.,p.  171.  "The  Constantino- 
poUtan  Creed  was  even  received  by  all  Churches,  into  their  liturgies  and  other 
offices,  in  preference  to  that  of  Nice.  .  .  .  Hence,  this  Creed,  having  been 
received  and  approved  by  all  Churches,  and  never  disputed  for  a  moment  by 
anr  Catholic,  cannot  teach  any  error  in  foith,  but  must  be  irrefragably  true, 
and  binding  on  all  Churches,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world." 

The  moral  certainty,  here  predicated  of  this  Creed,  rests,  I  doubt  not,  in  Mr. 
Palmer's  mind,  as  it  does  in  mine,  upon  the  indrfeetibilihf*  (not  it^aUibiUfy)  of 

*  That  the  abofe  statemeBt  of  tb«  grounds  of  Bfr.  Palmer's  strong  language  mneetlng  the 
ConstantlnopoUtan  Creed,  b  Just  and  true,  will  appear,  I  think,  to  any  one  who  iriU  be  at  the 
faSns  of  leading  his  4th  chapter  of  the  4th  part  of  his  'Treatise**  on  **  the  Authority  of  Jndsments 
•f  the  Univeisal  Chnrch."  Take,  fixr  ezanple,  the  foUowteg h-^To  sappo^  ttiat  the  iToivw- 
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^  Ghvrek,  Kfefned  to  abow  ia  the  €iglitk aaswer;  mud  vpos  **  Ifte amUimii^  of 
tkt  Ckmrh*'  (not  only  in  ^  controversies  of  ftith,"  but  sJbo,  **•«  a  tpilnetf  and  a 
keeper  of  holy  writ")  which  the  20th  article  recognizes.  Besides,  if  this 
Creed  be  not  *"  inefinuptbly  true,"  it  is  difficvlt  to  justify  the  Imngnage  of  the 
8th  Article,  which  amrros  that  it  "^  may  be  pioyed  by  most  certain  wamnts  of 
Holy  Scriptoie."  For  this  reason,  as  well  as  because  of  its  agreement  witk 
the  concurrent  testimony  and  teaching  of  all  Apostolic  Churches  from  the 
beginning,  and  its  solemn  sanction  by  all  Churches  in  the  world  since  it  w«b 
sA  forth,  it  is  eyerywhere  made  a  praetiaU  test  of  heresy,  and  is  held  to  be 
**  binding  on  all  Churches,  to  the  end  of  the  world." 
43d.    Not  within  my  knowledge.

I  hasten  to  reply  to  the  Questions  relative  to 
the  instructions  and  condition  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary  proposed 
by  the  Bishops  as  Visiton  of  the  Institution,  which  I  did  not  leceiYe  until 
last  evenin([[. 

To  .questions  1  to  0  inclusive,  I  answer  that  the  subiects  to  which  they  re- 
fer do  not  belong  to  my  department,  and  that  hence  I  nave  never  been  called 
upon  to  give  any  instruction  in  relation  theieto^ 

To  question  10, 1  answer  that  so  far  as  1  know  and  believe,  the  doctrine  €i 
tiie  Real  Presence  in  the  administration  of  the  Eucharist  taught  in  the  Sem- 
inary is  that  of  the  Church  Catechism  as  expressed  in  the  answer  to  the  quea* 
tion,  *'  What  is  the  inward  part  or  thing  sigmfied  in  the  Lord's  Supper."  **'  The 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  which  are  s^iriiualfy  taken  and  received  by  the 
fiuthfol  in  the  Loid*s  Supper/*  and  in  saying  this  I  suppose  that  I  sufficiently 
answer  questions  33  and  34,  relative  to  Transubstantiation  and  Consubstantia- 
tion,  both  of  which  I  hold  to  be  at  variance  with  the  language  of  the  Catechism 
just  quoted. 

To  questions  11  and  12,  I  answer,  that  to  the  extent  of  my  ksowledce 
none  of  the  works  referred  to  are  used  as  Text-Books  or  recommended  to  the 
perusal  of  the  Students  in  any  other  way  than  the  works  of  Theologians  ges- 
erally  are,  L  e.  to  enable  them  to  understand  the  past  and  present  state  at 
Theological  Science.  In  like  manner  1  would  answer  questions  Nos.  28,  29t, 
and  30. 

To  question  13, 1  answer,  that  I  believe  the  condition  of  the  Seminaiy  in 
the  respects  referred  to,  to  be  good ;  though  I  fear  that  it  has  been  somewh^ 
injured  by  the  kite  controversies  in  the  Chureh  and  the  attacks  upon  the 

SepainaiT. 

Questions  14, 15, 16  and  17,  relate  to  subjects  not  included  in  my  coarse  of 
instruction. 

To  question  18  I  answer  that  the  Morning  and  Evening  prayen  of  the 

Ml  Qrareh  could  determine  what  is  coBtnry  to  the  irmnel  revoaled  by  Jmdi  CaEirr,  wooU 
be  iDConsiiiteiit  with  the  pmini<es  of  Christ  hlm^tclf:  *Lio»  I  am  with  yim  always,  even  uolo 
the  end  of  the  worid  ;*  *  The  Pnlrit  of  tnith  shall  abide  with  yna  for  e\'er.*  For  how  roold 
Christ  he  with  a  Cbarrb  which  pobllcly  and  Hnaeimrvvly  contradicted  his  woidl  That  % 
UifB  portion  of  the  Chnrth  might,  for  a  Hme,  receive  ermsa,  from  wmut  ^  imquirf,  or  mcrply 
by  ifR^mC  obedience  to  an  authority  supposed  to  bo  infallible,  may  be  readily  conceded;  tot 
that  the  wh(Ae  Church,  with  the  apparent  we  of  all  mean^,  should  unite  in  a  repnlar  aoA 
orderly  condemnation  of  the  tmih  rnveoled,  and  an  approbation  of  what  is  contmry  to  ihe 
tmlh,  or  Impose  the  belief  of  a  sparionsand  merely  hnman  doctrine  as  necesMurv  to  salvatki^ 
would  be  ineonsiiitent  with  the  promises  of  Him  whose  word  cannot  fall.  Hence  I  infer 
that  such  a  hidfoient  as  I  have  supf)osed,  vis.  one  acquiesced  in,  and  sanctioned  by.  tbt 
wktta  Church,  cannot  be  flUse  or  contranr  to  the  (ospel ;  and,  therafoin,  Indlvldaals  cai 
V  Justified  In  opposing  their  private  opinions  to  It,  and  Inconing  dm  senlSBee  of 
'      »b#  aaSUtv  nad  erdtesaew  of  Cbitetlsallr.'* 
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Charch  an  uied  in  the  Chapel,  and  that  it  ia  made  the  duty  of  the  Stodenti 
to  attend.  The  attendance,  however,  is  not  aa  general  and  punctoal  as  it  ought 
to  be. 

To  the  first  clause  of  Question  19, 1  reply,— that  there  is  no  pastoral  care-— 
strictly  Bpeaking---ezeTCised  orer  the  students  by  the  proftssors.  £veiy 
student  is  supposed  to  belong  to  some  parish  in  the  city,  and  to  be  under  tha 
pastoral  care  of  its  Rector. 

To  the  last  clause,  I  answer,  foi^myself^  that  I  have  always  regarded  it  as 
a  bounden  dut]r,  growing  out  of  the  nature  of  my  Professorship,  to  embrace 
every  opportunity,  in  public  and  in  private,  to  press  upon  the  students  the 
neat  importance  of  cultivating  a  spirit  of  deep  devotion,  and  of  aiming  at 
high  attainments  in  personal  rdUgion.  And  I  have  done  so  not  only  lM>eause 
of  the  necessit|r  of  this  course  to  them  as  Christians,  but  as  those  who  expect 
to  become  ChriMtian.  Baaton. 

The  Text-Books  and  Books  of  Reference  in  Pastoral  Theology,  are  caleulat- 
ed  to  further  this  important  end. 

Questions  20, 21, 22,  23, 24,  25, 26, 27,  31, 32, 35, 37, 38  and  43,  refer  to  points 
which  do  not  bekmg  to  my  department. 

To  question  36, 1  answer,  that  1  know  of  no  superstitious  practices  of  the 
Romish  Church,  such  as  the  use  or  worship  of  the  Crucifix  and  the  like,  to 
have  been  adopted,  or  to  have  been  publicly  or  privately  recommended  in  the 
Seminary.  ... 

To  Question  39,  I  reply,  that  I-  am  not  aware  of  any  izpportant  deviations 
from  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  House  of  Bishops.    The  de- 
viations mostly  spring,  I  believe,  from  ue  want  of  tkne  to  cany  out  that^ 
course  fully. 

In  leaving  a  number  of  the  questions  unanswered,  as  notpertaining  to  my  de- 
partment, I  hope  I  am  not  going  counter  to  the  wishes  and  desi^  of  the  Rt. 
Kev.  Visitors.  On  the  points  to  which  they  refer,  I  have  no  other  knowledge 
than  that  which  arises  from  my  private  intercourse  with  my  brethren  of  Uie 
Faculty,  and  team  my  general  lino  wiedge  of  their  views.

who  should  practise  infant  communion  now  which  would  be  inapplicable  to 
the  case  of  such  Churches  as  saw  fit  from  the  dd  to  the  12th  Oentuiy  to  ob- 
serve it  ? 

15.  What  particular  facts  and  eirenmstances  in  the  case  of  the. above  man* 
tioned  Churcnes,  do  you  teach,  render  it  improper  or  inexpedient  in  us  to  de- 
cide whether  they  were  right  or  wrong  in  observing  Infiuit  Communion  1 

16.  Since,  according  to  the  28lh  Article  the  mean  whereby  the  body  of 
Christ  is  received  in  the  Lord*s  Supper  is/ottA,  do  you  teach  that  it  can  b^ 
maintained,  consistently  with  this  doctrine,  at  any  time,  that  Infiuit  Communi- 
cants are  in  anywise  partakers  orChrist  in  the  Loid*s  Supper? 

^17.  When  in  your  7th  answer  you  say  that  you  have  taught  that '*  as  th«. 
Church  hath  authority  in  controversies  of  faith,  so  a  General  (>>uncil,  truly  so 
ealled,  being  tbe  Church's  highest  tribunal,  has  authority  to  detennine  ques- 
tions of  doctrine,  and  to  embody  such  decisions  in  symbols  of  fidth,  obligatory 
on  all  Christians,"  and  when  in  your  42d  answer  you  profess  to  have  taught 
that  the  Constantinopolitan  or  Nicene  Creed  is  recognized  in  all  parts  of 
Catholic  Christendom  as  an  adhorUativt  symbol  of  the  Faith ;  and  when  in 
the  same  answer  you  say  that  the  creed  must  be  "irrefragably  true  and  bindin|^ 
on  all  Christians,"  because  of  the^tnie/MtiU/t^yofthe  Church,  and  also  because, 
according  to  our  20th  Article,  ^  the  Church  hath  authority  in  controversies  of 
Faith'  and  is  *  a  Witness  and  keeper  of  Holy  Writ'  "—what  do  you  understand, 
in  your  teaching,  by  "  a  General  CoiuteU  truly  §o  ctUUdf* 

18.  Do  you  teach  that  a  General  Council,  truly  so  called,  can  err  in  matters 
of  faith? 

19.  When  our  20th  Article  declares  that  the  Chureh  hath  authority  in  con- 
troversies of  fhith,  do  you  understand,  in  your  teaching,  that  as  equivalent  to 
saying  that  a  General  Council  hath  authority  over  all  particular  Churches  in 
such  controvereies,  and  do  you  den3rthat  any  particular  Church  hath  such  au; 
thority,  except  as  subject  to  the  revision  of  a  General  Council? 

20.  Do  you  teach  tnat  the  determination  of  any  doctrine  by  the  consent  of 
Tradition  or  by  the  decree  of  ^  a  General  Council,  truly  so  called,"  has  anj 

JkuU  and  abiolute  authority  to  bind  the  conscience  of  any  Christian  in  con- 
trovereies of  faith,  prior  to,  or  independency  of,  all  refiMence  of  such  doctiins 
so  determined  to  the  test  of  Holy  Scripture  ? 

21.  Do  you  teach  that  the  Church,  in  her  office  as  a  Keeper  and  Witness  of 
Holy  Writ,  has  authority  to  judge  and  giVe  sentence,  so  that  the  canonicalness 
of  any  book  of  Scripture  shall  depend  on  her  decision  ? 

22.  When  you  teach  that  this  Chureh  receives  the  doctrinal  decrees  of  any 
Oenenl  Council,  do  you  teach  that  the  doctrine  is  received  because  of  the 
Council,  or  that  the  Council  is  reverenced  and  its  decrees  are  received  because 
of  its  doctrine;  because  its  doctrine  is  fint  ascertained  to  be  capabU*  of  proof 
by  certain  warrant  of  Holy  Scripture  ? 

23.  Since  the  Chureh  has  ^'authority  in  controversies  of  fiuth,"  but  yet "  it  is 
not  lawful  for  the  Church  to  ordain  anything  contrary  to  God's  Word,  neither 
to  expound  one  place  of  Scripture  that  it  m  repugnant  to  another ;"  do  you 
teach  that  it  is  lawful  for  any  student  of  the  Seminary  to  exereise  hit  prwaU 
judgment  in  deciding  whether  the  Chureh  hath  ordained  anything  contrary  to 

God's  Word,  or  hath  expounded  one  place  of  Scripture  that  it  be  repugnant  to 
another  ? 

24.  In  case  a  student,  in  the  exereise  of  his  private  jndgment,  is  thrown  into 
doubt  as  to  the  determination  of  the  Chureh  in  matten  of  doctrine,  whether 
it  be  according  to  Scripture  or  not,  would  it  be  according  to  your  teaching 
that  he  must  submit  to  the  determination  of  the  Chureh^  or  what  else  must 
he  do,  to  remove  his  doubts?

Rt.  Rev.  Father  :— I  beg  leave  to  convej  through  you  to  the  Bishops,  act^ 
ing  collectively  as  Visitors  of  the  Seminary,  the  following  reply  to  twenty-four 
**  additional  questions,"  besides  forty-two  previously  answered,  which  the 
Rt  Rev.  tbe  Bishop  of  Ohio  infoims  ine  in  a  letter  of  yesterday  (which  wa» 
left  at  my  house  this  morning,  but  did  not  come  to  hand  until  this  afternoon),  he 
*  was  requested,"  by  the  Bishops,  ^*  to  prepare  and  send  to  me  for  my  answers.'' 

If  the  following  answers  appear  in  any  respects  defective,  I  would  offer  in 
excuse  (besideif  the  short  interval  left  me  between  this,  5  P.  M.,  and  the  hour 
of  youp  meeting,  10  A.  M.  to-morrow)  the  nature  of  the  inquiries:  many  of 
which  refer  to  topics  out  of  my  range  of  teaching,  and  do  not  at  all  concern 
me  as  a  Ptojmor  m  the  Smnnary.  I  proceed,  however,— waiving  any  right  I 
may  have  to  decline  certain  of  tbe  questions,  on  account  ef  their  nature  and 
tenor, — ^to  reply  to  them  severally  as  follows,  vie. :    To  the 

1.  I  answer,  that  althoup;h  the  Church  of  Rome  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know, 
expressly  denied  any  article  of  the  Catholic  Creeds,  she  has  neverthelese 
** erred  tn  matUn  of  faith^  as  the  19th  Article  declares,  by  adding  to  thoee 
ereeds  other  articles  of  her  own  devising,  which  are  either  uncertain  or  false, 
end  which  may  not  "  be  proved,"  as  those  of  the  creeds  may,  "  by  most  certain 
warrants  of  Holy  Scripture**  (Art  8);  and  also  by  binding  (as  far  as  in  her 
lies)  those  doubtful  or  false  dogmas  upon  all  Christians  as  "  necessarjr  to  sal- 
ymtion.**  And  further,  she  has  ""  erred  m  maUtrt  of  faith,^  by  corrupting  and 
perverting  in  her  teaching  divers  of  the  received  articles  of  the  Catholic  £utlu 

8.  Abstractly,  I  would  say,  that  any  decision  of  a  particular  Church  is  sub- 
ject to  the  revision  of  the  universal  Church ;  and  likewise,  that  any  judgment 
of  a  provincial  Synod  is  subject  to  the  revision  of  a  General  Synod.  Practi* 
cally,  however,  I  reply  in  the  present  case,  that  the  decision  of  the  19th  Article, 
though  subject  to  such  revision,  is  not  "  liable  to  be  reversed :"  because  it  sets 
fbrth  an  incontrovertible  fcut,  which  a  Council,  truly  General,  must  needs  re 
eognize. 

3.  Not  certainly  to  those  Articles,  which  set  forth  fmdameiUal  doctrines 
almost  in  the  language  of  the  creeds. 

4.  I  mean  that  the  Homilies  are  not  ''doctrinal  standards**  in  the  same  senae 
ift  which  the  Creeds  and  Articles  are.  I  do  "  deny  that  the  Homilies  are  an 
m^iorited  expUeatum  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Church,  containing  a  laiger  and 
mMaritatwi  exponfionof  the  doctrine  summarily  exhibited  in  the  Articles  j*' 
IF,  by  this  be  meant  (as  the  words  seem  to  imply)  that  the  Homilies  are  only 
a  Ua^ger  idUion  of  the  J^rticUs,  having,  in  all  their  details,  the  same  binding  force- 
vpon  the  conscience  as  the  Articles  have.  Indeed,  I  never  before  even  heaid 
of  such  a  theory  in  regard  to  the  Homilies.  I  agree  with  Bishop  Burnet  (see 
his  comment  on  the  2dth  Art.),  that  **  by  this  approbation  of  the  two  books  of 
Homilies,  it  is  not  meant  that  every  passage  of  Scripture,  or  argument  that  is 
made  use  of  in  them,  is  always  convincing,  or  that  every  expression  ia.  so 
severely  worded  that  it  may  not  need  a  little  correction  or  explanation :  all 
that  weprofess  about  them  is  only  that  they  contain  a  god^y  and  whohtome  doc-- 
tHne.  Tiiis  rather  relates  to*  the  main  importance  and  design  of  thesi,  than  to 
every  passage  in  them.  #  *  «  Upon  the  whole  matter,  every  one  who 
•ubscnbes  the  Articles  ought  to  read  tnem,  otherwise  he  subeciibes  a  blank  ^ 
he  approves  a  book  implicitly,  and  binds  himself  to  read  it,  as  he  may  be  re- 
^uirea,  wilhoat  knowing  anything  concerning  it.  Thu  mpprobatwn  is  sot  to  &t 
ttrHekid  bo  far  m  to  earry  m  it  a  epecial  aitmt  to  every  particular  m  that  wAoIr 
wobane;  bat  a  manmiut  be  perenaded  of  the  mam  of  the  doctrine  that  u  taught  «s 
CAem."  I  have  italicised  the  concluding  sentence,  which  fully  sustains,  and 
eecurately  exhibits  my  view  of  the  Homilies. 

The  distinction  that  I  make  "  between  the  Homilies  and  other  doctrinal 
writinn  of  the  same  authors,**  flee,  is  this:  the  latter  writings  rest  wholly  on 
the  individual  reputation  and  character  of  the  authorjand  have  no  eceUsiaitieal 
authority  whatever;  while  the  Homilies  are  ^ plain  and  short  discourses' 
[Bmrmt  on  3Sth  .Ai.)  authorixed  bv  the  Chmch,  and,  as  such,  o^om^  ''to  bs 
rasd  in  chuiehee  by  the  ministers.'* 


I 
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6.  ¥^hMi  in  my  6th  Answer  I  nj  that  **  eyery  ckrgyman  of  this  Church  is 
obliged  to  be  coubrmed  in  doctrine  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  in  their  literal 
nod  giammaticai  sf  nse,  to  at  not  to  ttwch  anj/thing  contrartf  thereto,^  I  do  not 
mean  to  practise  any  mental  reservation  whatever,  nor  to  take  advantage  of 
the  8Ug|ested  difference  between  ^teathmtf^  tLnd.^bdievingy 

6,  "Catholic  verities"  are  such  truths  as  ihe^hole  Church  has  received: 
tgreeably  to  the  rule,  semper^  ulrique^  ab  onmSms.  "  Anti- Catholic  dogmas,'*  I 
pnesume,  are  enors,  whether  of  an  individual  mind,  or  of  a  particular  Church, 
opposed  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  those  "  verities." 

7,  I  am  accustomed  in  my  teaching  (from  the  pdpjty  however,  rather  than 
in  the  kelmn-roomj^LB  the  topic  is  not  often  introduced  into  the  latter)  to  incul- 
cate reliance  "as  to  what  is  the  doctrine  of  Chbist,"  upon  the  enlighten- 
ing grace  of  the  Holt  Ghost,  sought  by  fervent  prayer,  in  diligent  study  of 
God's  Holy  Word,  under  the  guidance,  and  in  the'  communion  of.  His  Hoiy 
Church. — N.  B.  This  is  one  of  the  questions  which  I  have  serious  doubts 
whether  I  should  answer  at  all,  as  wholly  foreign  to  my  department 

8,  9, 10, 11,  and  12.  To  these  questions  I  reply,  that  the  Church,  in  the  28th 
Article,  declares  against  the  Romish  tenet  of  a  "  real  bodily  presence,"  and  as- 
serts that  "  the  Body  of  CnaisT  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,  in  the  Supper, 
only  after  an  heaveidjf  and  gpiritual  manner  f  that  is,  not  after  an  earthly  and 
€ariud  manner. 

With  the  Ckareh,  I  wholly  avoid  entertaining,  in  hpoaitwe  way,  the  question 
touching  the  mode  of  the  Presence.  It  is  enough  for  me,  that,  to  the  faUhful 
receiver  of  the  consecrated  elements,  Christ's  promise  is  made  good,  "  Tnis 
is  my  Body,** — ^  This  is  my  Blood ;"  and  that  the  Bread  and  Wine,  which  we 
breaK  and  bless,  are,  as  St.  Paul  teaches, "  the  communion  of  the  Body  and 
fik>od  of  Chust."    (1  Corinth,  zi.  10.) 

N.  B.  Theee  questions  1  answer  under  special  protest,  as  unsuitable  in  them ; 
selves,  and  entirely  inapplicable  to  my  department. 

13.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  Seminary  has  no  "communion-table."  I 
have  nowhere  seen  "any  outward  or  bodily. expnessions  of  reverence  towards 
the  commu^on-table,  either  at  the  communion  or  otherwise,  ezcei)t  such  as 
are  common  in  our  churches ;"  nor  have  I  Imown  of  their  being  "  inculcated 
privately  or  publicly  among  the  students." 

14, 15b  These  questions  are  sufficiently  answered,  I  trust,  when  I  say  that  the 
question  of  Infant  Communion  has  never  been  ruled  by  the  whole  Church.  I 
wholly  decline  judging  other  Churches ;  to  their  own  Master  they  stand  or 
fidl. — -M.  B.  These  questions  also  I  answer  under  protest,  as  to  their  propriety. 

16.  I  would  respectfully  refer  this  question  for  answer  to  those  who  ad^ 
vocati  Infant  Communion. 

17.  By  a  Oeneral  QnnnciL,  tndy  $a  emUed,  I  mean  one  which  represents  the 
whole  Church,  and  whose  decrees  have  been  received  by  the  whole  Church; 
sach  as  those  of  Nice,  Constantinople,  Ephesus,  and  Chakedon. 

18.  Inasmuch  as  the  American  Church  nas  seen  fit  to  omit  the  Article,  *'  Of 
the  Authority  of  General  Councils,''  I  can  only  express  upon  the  subject  a 
pfiooU  and  mdwidval  opinion ;  which  I  prefer  doinff  in  terms  borrowed  from 
the  21  St  Article  of  the  English  Church ;  viz.,  that,  if  "  it  may  be  declared"  of 
^things  ordained  by"  General  Councils  "as  necessary  to  salvation,"  that  they 
are  not  **  taken  out  of  Holy  Scripture,"  snch  things  "  have  neither  strength  not 
tnthority." 

19.  I  refer  here  to  the  former  part  of  Answer  No.  2. 
2a  No. 

21.  "  The  Church,  in  her  of&ce  as  a  Witness  and  Keeper  of  Holy  Writ,"  has 
finally  closed  the  Canon  of  Scripture;  a  fact  which  is  recognized  by  our 
Church  in  her  6th  Article.  "  In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Scripture  we.do  un- 
derstand those  Canonical  Books  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whoaa 
authority  was  never  any  doubt  in  the  Church." 

22.  For  the  answer  to  this,  see  No.  18. 
33.  I  do  not  so  teach. 

94.  Where  a  student  **  is  thrown  into  doubt,**  fcc,  I  would  haye  him  lean  te 
the  Church's  godly  judgment,  rather  than  "to  Ua  ««m  mteilMidnf.^ 
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This  it  only  in  analogy  with  the  couomI  in  tho  Communion  office,  which  re- 
Un  luch  communicanls  as  have  "  icrnple  and  doubtfiiinen"  to  some  **  Minis* 
ter  of  God's  Word,"  for  "the  quieting  of  his  consciencei  and  the  removing  oi 
all  scruple  and  doubtfulness." 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  leave  to  subnoit  to  the  Bishops  as  Tisitors,  since  this 
is  the  first  inquiry  into  the  instruction  and  discipline  of  the  Seminary,  whe- 
ther a  Professor  is  to  be  subject  to  examination,  as  to  what  he  tkutk*^  or  imrfir 
Mandt  or  bdievu ;  and  that  too  about  thin^pi  foreign  to  his  department,  amd 
which  the  Church  has  not  ruled  authoritatively :  or  only  as  to  what  he  lioev 
fnd  teachea.*  I  have,  in  the  present  instance,  waived  my  own  ri^t  out  of  re- 
spect for  my  Rt.  Rev.  Fathers,  who  have  allowed  this  inquiry. .  But  I  now 
lustinctly  declare,  that  I  do  not  mean,  by  my  present  action,  to  establish  a  pre- 
cedent, which  shall  hind  either  myseU^  my  colleagues,  or  my  successors,  tat 
the  future.  ,

Right  Rev.  and  Dear  Siai—In  compliance  with  your  request  as  a  Visitor 
of  the  Gen.  Theol.  Seminary,  I  hereby  state  to  you  the  principal  circumstancea 
connected  with  the  religious  services  referred  to.  I  confine  myself  to  those 
which  are  within  ray  knowledge,  omitting  matters  of  mere  report  and  privets 
information. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  24th  of  December  last,  my  attention  was  arrested  by 
a  wooden  cross  about  two  feet  high,  placed  on  the  front  railing  of  the  chancel 
in  the  Seminary  chapel^  ornamented  partly  by  natural  greens,  and  pertly  by 
artificial  flowers,  and  intended  as  a  portion  of  the  customary  adorning  of  the 
chapel  for  the  festival  of  Christmas.  As  rumors  of  certain  practices  accord* 
ant  with  those  of  the  Church  of  Rome  being  in  use  by  some  students,  had 
already  been  considerably  circulated,  and  in  very  exaggerated  form ;  and  as  one 
student  of  the  Junior  class,  who,  in  all  probability,  entered  with  Romanist 
tendencies,  had  lately  left  the  Seminary  and  joined  that  church,  1  thought  it 
highly  inexpedient  to  suffer  a  novelty  uke  this  to  pass  unnoticed.  I  considered 
also  that  as  the  institution  is  a  Semmary  of  the  whole  Protestant  Episcopal

My  be  regarded  ae  objectionable  hj  a  large  proportion  of  that  body;  and  be- 
lieving, moreover,  that  the  axiom  obtta  principiii  was  parti  eularly  applicable  iB 
the  preient  instance,  I  required  tbe  cross  to  be  removed,  thereby  exercisinff  a 

Snwer  which  I  believed  to  be  vested  in  tbe  Dean  by  the  statutes.    I  was  m- 
uenced  also  in  the  course  whi^b  I-thou?ht  it  my  dut^  to  take  by  other  con- 
■pderations  unnecessary  to  be  now  stated,*  and. have  sitice  been  confirmed  in 


the  correctness  of  it,  although'  I  am  not  aware  of  havincany  weak  scruples 
which  would  lead  me  to  take  offence  at  a  suitable  use  of  the  cross.  At  my 
direction  it  was  removedl 

A  copy  of  the  correspondence  which  follows,  will  put  you  in  possession  of 
my  knowledge  respecting  the  midnight  service,  and  of  my  action  as  Dean  in 
reference  to  it.  Other  reasons  for  this  action  besides  those  stated,  will  imme- 
diately occur  to  every  considerate  mind.  I  take  the  opportunity  to  remark, 
that  in  applying  the  word  vigil  to  such  a  service,  I  do  not  use  the  term  as 
equivalent  to  even,  in  which  sense  it  is  employed  by  the  Church  of  England, 
but  in  a  popular  sense  and*  characterizing  so  late  a  service.  ' 

I  trust  I  need  not  say,  that  the  intimation  contained  in  my  note  to  the  stu- 
dents, of  the  Chapel  havine  been  entered  by  ^  some  other  way*'  than  the  regular 
one,  was  not  in  ended  in  the  sense  whieh  their  resolution  supports.  It  implies 
aothins  of  the  sort,  and  was  only  meant  to  intimate,  that  as  the  key  coula  not 
easily  be  procured,  the  expediency  of  abandoning  the  intended  service  might 
naturally  occur  to  fhepd.

Decanber  25, 1843^ 
OiNTLaica^f : — Being  accidentally  in  the  Chapel  yesterday  afternoon.  Ire- 
marked  with  surprise  and  regret,  a  Cross,  ornamented  in  part  with  artificial 
flowers,  on  the  front  railing  of  the  Chancel.  In  my  opinion,  such  ui  exhibition 
is  in  itself  improper,  and.  under  present  circumstances,  particularly  objection  • 
able  here.  As  I>ean  of  the  Faculty  for  the  present  year,  therelbre,  I  am  com 
Mlled  to  require  that  it  be  removed,  and  not  erected  anywhere  within  the 
seminary  buildings  used  by  the  students.  I  cannot  but  hope,  that  the  propriety 
of  this  requisition  will,  on  reflection,  be  evident  to  all. 

I  have  heard  also,  with  the  same  feelings,  that  the  bell  was  rung  last  night 
about  midnight  (and  not  by  the  Janitor),  and  that  a  service  was  held  imme- 
diately after  in  the  Chapel,  which  must  have  been  entered  (as  by  a  mere  chance 
the  ke3r  happened  to  be  with  me),  by  **  some  other  way**  than  the  regular  one. 
IT  this  is  correct,  I  would  remina  those  concerned,  that  the  use  of  the  Chi^l 
during  recesses  and  vacation,  is  under  the  direction  of  the  proper  authority,  and 
not  at  the  discretion  of  students ;  that  a  midnight  service  in  tbe  Chapel,  whether 
called  a  vigil  with  the  Romanists  and  others,  or  a  watchnisht  with  the  Metho- 
dists, is  not  to  be  allowed ;  and  that  the  ringing  of  the  bell  at  midnight  is  un- 
precedented and  highly  objectionable,  and  miist  on  no  account  be  repeated.

RtTLES  OF  ORDER  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  CLERICAL  AND  LAT 

DEPUTIES. 

RULES   OF    OEDKB. 

1.  The  Morning  Service  of  the  Church  thall  he  perfimned  eveiy  day  dnria^ 
the  eession  of  the  Convention. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  ehair,  no  Memher  shitU  continue  standing, 
or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  No  Memher  shall  ahsent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House,  nikleas 
he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  Member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  House, 
he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the  President,  confining  himself 
stiictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  Menroer  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate,  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  Members  shall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  Every  Member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  any  question  is  put,  shall, 
on  a  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally  inteiested  in  the  discussion. 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  oefore  the  House  unless  seconded,  and 
when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  motion  is  undes  consideiAtioti,  no  other  motion  shall  be  mads, 
except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  to  postpone,  or  that  it  lie  on  the  table : 
hot  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order;  and  this  motion  shall  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

10.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

11.  When  the  House  is  abont  to  rise,  every  Member  shall  keep  his  seat  until 
Que  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon  the  min- 
utes of  this  House. 

13.  The  Reports  of aU  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  received 
of  course,  and  without  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  recommitted  by  vote  of 
the  House.  All  Reports  recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expressioa 
of  opinion  by  the  House,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  Resolution  for  the  actioa 
of  the  House  therein. 

14.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided,  at  the  request  of  any  Member,  and  a  vote  taken  sepa- 
rately, except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without  debate ;  hot 
any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision :  and  on  such  sppeal  no  Member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express  leave  of  the  House. 

16.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to 
•mend  the  same  may  be  made ;  no  after  amendment  to  such  second  amendment 
thall  be  in  order,  out  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consi- 
deration, a  substitute  to  the  whole  matter  ma^  be  received.  No  proposition  on 
a  subject  different  from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color 
of  a  substitute.

SxoTioif  1.  A  Secretary  shall  be  chosen  at  every  Convention  by  ballot  by  a 
majority  of  votes,  after  vwSl  voct  nominations.  If  out  one  person  is  nominated, 
the  balloting  shall  be  dispensed  with.  The  Secretary  shall  continue  in  oiBce 
until  the  meeting  of  the  next  Convention,  and  until  his  successor  is  chosen. 
He  shall  attend  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Genttal 
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ConTention ;  shall  receive  the  testimonials  of  those  who  shall  there  attend  a» 
Memben  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  shall  record  the  names 
of  those  who  present  testimonials ;  and  when  such  list  is  made,  shall  take  the 
▼otes  of  those  named  in  it  for  a  President  The  insertion  by  the  Secretary,  in 
the  list  so  made  by  him,  of  the  name  of  any  person  who  has  presented  a  testi- 
monial of  his  appointment  as  a  Deputy,  shall  be  primA  facie  evidence  of  the 
light  of  such  person  to  a  seat :  but  as  soon  as  the  House  is  duly  oi^ranlzed,  a 
Committee  on  Elections  shall  be  appointed,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of  all 
^ose  claiming  to  be  Members  shall  be  referred. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  full  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  House ; 
transcribe  them  with  all  Reports  into  a  book  provided  for  tnat  purpose ;'  pre- 
serve the  Journal  and  Records  of  the  House ;  deliver  them  to  his  successor, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  or  assigned  to  him  by  the 
House.  He  may,  with  the  approbation  of  the  House,  appoint  an  Assistant 
Secretary.  If,  during  the  recess  of  the  Greneral  Convention,  a  vacancy  should 
occur  in  the  office  of  Secretary,  the  duties  thereof  shall  devolve  upon  the  As- 
sistant Secretary,  if  there  be  one ;  if  not,  or  if  the  Assistant  Secretary  shall  die 
or  resign,  a  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  in  which  the  next  General  Convention  is  to  meet 

Section  2.  In  order  to  aid  the  Secretary  in  preparing  Uie  List  specified  In  th* 
preceding  Section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese,  to  forward  to  him,  as  soon  as  ma^r  be  practicable,  a  copy  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  together  with  a  certified  copy  of  the  t«»- 
limonials  of  Members  aforesaid.

AOOmD  m  OBNBRAL  OONVBNTION,  IN  PH1LADSLPH1A,  OCTOBBR,  1789. 


ARTICLE  L 

Tbk«b  shall  he  a  Geneial  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chuieh 
in  the  United  Stalea  of  America,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  October,  in  ey^rj 
third  year,  from  the  year  of  onr  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
one,  and  in  such  place  as  shall  be  detennined  by  the  Convention ;  and  in  cast 
there  shall  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  any  other  good  cause  to  render  it  neces- 
iary  to  idter  the  place  fixed  on  for  any  such  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the 
Pnsiding  Bishop  shall  have  it  in  his  power  to  appoint  another  convenient 
^ace  (as  near  as  maj  be  to  the  place  so  fixed  on)  for  the  holding  of  sack 
Convention ;  and  special  meetings  maybe  called  at  other  times,  in  the  manner 
hertefter  to  be  provided  for  j  and  this  Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Bioceeea 
which  shall  have  adopted  this  Constitution,  shall  be  leptesented,  before  thsy 
sball  proceed  to  business ;  except  that  the  representation  from  two  Dioceset 
shall  be  sufficient  to  adjonxn :  and  in  all  boainess  of  the  Convention  fieedom 
•f  debate  shall  be  allowed. 

ARTICLE  IL 

The  Church  in  each  Diocese  shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  both  the 
Clergy  and  the  Laitj,  which  representation  shall  consist  of  one  or  more  depu- 
ties, not  exceeding  iour  of  each  order,  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese } 
and  in  all  questions,  when  required  by  the  clerical  and  lay  representation  £nnii 
any  Diocese,  each  order  shall  nave  one  vote;  and  the  majority  of  sufirsges  ^ 
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a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  represeiited  in  that  order.  The  coocairente  of  both 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  vote  of  the  Convention.  If  the  Con- 
vention of  any  Diocese  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  clerical  deputies*  or 
if  they  should  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  lay  deputies,  or  if  any  of  those  of 
either  order  i^pointed,  should  neglect  to  attend,  or  be  prevented  by  sickness  or 
any  other  acciaent,  such  Diocese  shall  nevertheless  he  considered  as  duly  re- 
presented by  such  deputy  or  deputies  as  may  attend,  whether  lay  or  clericsd. 
And  if,  through  the  neglect  of  tne  Convention  of  anj  of  the  Churches  which 
shall  have  aidopted,  or  pMV  hereafter  adopt,  this  Constitution,  no  deputies, 
either  lay  or  clerical,  should  attend  at  any  General  Convention,  the  Church 
in  such  Dioceses  shall  nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  such  Convention. 

ARTICLE  UL 

The  Bishops  of  this  Chnrch,  when  there  shall  be  three  or  more,  shall, 
whenever  General  Conventions  are  held,  form  a  separate  Hous#,  with  a  ri^ht 
to  originate  and  propose  acts  for  the  concurrence  of  the  House  of  Deputies, 
eomjMsed  of  Cleigjr  and  Laity ;  and  when  any  proposed  act  shall  have  pssscd 
the  fionse  of  Deputies,  the  same  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
who  shall  have  a  negative  thereupon  ^  and  all  acts  of  the  Convention  shall  oe 
authenticated  by  both  Houses.  And  m  alL  cases,  the  House  of  Bishops  sllall 
signify  to  the  Convention  their  approbation  or  disapprobation  ^the  latter  with 
their  reasons  in  writing)  within  three  days  after  tne  proposea  act  shsll  have 
been  reported  to  them  for  concurrence ;  and  in  &ilure  thereof,  it  shall  have  the 
operation  of  a  law.  But  until  there  shall  be  three  or  more'  Bishops,  as  afore- 
said, any  Bishop  attending  a  General  Convention  shall  be  a  member  ec  oJUio, 
and  shall  vote  with  the  cwrical  deputies  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belonga ; 
and  a  Bishop  shall  then  preside^ 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Bishop  or  Bishops  in  every  Diocese  shall  be  chosen  agreeably  to  sneh 
rales  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Convention  of  that  Diocese ;  and  every  Bishop 
of  this  Chureh  shall  confine  the  exercise  of  his  Episcopal  office  to  his  proper 


Diocese,  unless  requested  to  ordain  or  confirm,  or  perform  any  other  act  of  the 
Episcopal  office  by  any  Church  destitute  of  a  Bishop. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States,  or  anj[  Teni- 
tory  thereof^  not  now  represented,  may,  at  anj  time  hereafter,  be  admitted  on 
acceding  to  this  Constitution ;  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed  from  one  or 
more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  following  restrictioBs. 

No  new  diocese  shall  be  formed  or  ei^eted  within  the  limits  of  any  other 
Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more 
Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  tne  consent  of  the  Bishop  and 
Convention  ot  each  of  the  Dioceses  concerned,  as  well  as  of  ^e  General  Cbn- 
^ention. 

No  such  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  which  shall  contain  lesa  than  eight 
^nsand  square  miles  in  one  body,  and  thirty  presbytefs,  who  have  been  for 
at  least  one  year  canonicall^  resident  within  the  oonnds  of  such  new  Diocew, 
regularly  settled  in  a  parish  or  congregation,  and  qualified  to  vote  for  m 
Bishop.  Nor  shall  such  new  Diocese  he  formed,  if  thereby  any  existing 
Dioceses  shall  be  so  reduced  as  to  contain  less  than  ei§^t  thousand  square 
miles,  or  less  than  thirty  Presbyters,  who  have  been  residing  therein,  and 
iettlcn  and  qualified  as  above  mentioned. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses^  the  Diocesan  of  the 
piocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached,  and  shall 
thereupon  become  the  diocesan  thereof.  And  the  assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be 
one,  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached ;  and  if  it  be  not  the  one 
elected  by  tha  Bishop,  ha  shall  be  &e  Diocesan  thereof.^ 
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WheneTW  the  diVMion  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioeeaee  tftaU  be  ratified  by 
the  Genend  Convention,  each  of  ihe  two  Dioceeee  ehall  be  enbject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Dioceae  so  divided,  except  as  local  circum- 
stances may  prevent,  tmtil  the  same  may  be  altered  in  eiuer  Diocese  by  the 
Conrention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  fonned  out  of  two  or 
more  existin^^  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the  CoastituUon 
and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses,  to  which  the  neater 
number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection  of  such  new 
diocese,  until  the  same  mi^  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  mode  of  tiyinff  Bishops  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Convention. 
The  Court  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  composed  of  Bishops  only- 
In  every  Diocese,  the  mode  of  trying  Presbyters  and  Deacons  may  be  instituted 
by  the  Convention  of  the  Dioceee.  None  but  a  Bishop  shall  pronounce  saA- 
tence  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  degradation  fiom  -the  ministry,  on  any 
cleigyman,  whether  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon. 

ARTICLE  Vn. 

No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  holy  orders,  until  he  shall  hav?  been  ex- 
amined bj  the  Bishop,  and  by  two  Frewyten^  and  shall  have  exhibited  such 
teethnomals  and  other  requisites  as  the  Canons,  in  that  case  provided,  may 
direct.  Nor  shall  any  penon  be  ordsined  nntil  he  shall  have  sobeerihed  the 
ibllowinff  declaration : 

''  I  do  believe  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testament  to  be  the 
word  of  God,  and  to  contain  aU  things  necessary  to  salvation ;  and  I  do  solemnly 
«ngage  to  conform  to  the  doctrines  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Epiaeopal 
Chuwh  in  the  United  States.'* 

No  person  ordained  by  a  foreign  Bishop  shall  be  pennitted  to  officiate  aa  a 
minister  of  this  Church,  until  he  shall  have, complied  with  the  Canon  or 
Canons  in  that  case  provided,  and  have  also  subsciibed  the  albresaid  dt- 
daration. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

A  beak  of  Common  Prayer,  admiaistmtion  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other 
Rites  and  Ceremonies  of  the  Church,  Articles  of  Religion,  and  a  form  and  man- 
ner of  making,  ordaining,  and  conseoiating  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons, 
when  estabiished  by  this  or  a  ftitnre  Genertd  Convention,  shall  be  used  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  those  Dioceses  which  shall  have  adopted  this 
Constitution.  No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  in  the  Book  of  Com- 
Bion  Prayer,  or  other  offices  of  the  Church,  or  the  Ardclee  of  Religion,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  proposed  in  one  General  Convention,  and  by  a  resolve  thereof 
made  known  to  the  Conveation  of  every  Dioeese,  and  adopted  at  the  sab^- 
quent  General  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX.  . 

This  Constitution  shall  be  unalterable,  unless  in  General  Convention,  by 
the  Church,  in  a  majority  of  the  Dioceses  which  may  have  adopted  the  same ; 
and  all  alterations  shall  oe  first  proposed  in  one  General  Convention,  and  made 
known  to  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions,  before  they  shall  be  finally  agreed 
to,  or  ratified  in  the  ensoing  General  Convention. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Bishops  for  foreign  coimtries,  on  due  application  therefimm,  may  be  eoA< 
secrated,  with  the  approbation  of  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  or  a  majority  of 
thenSf  Bonified  to  the  Pnaidiiif  Bishop ;  he,  thsiei^oii  takii^  older  for  the 
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Mine,  and  they,  being  aatisfied  that  the  penon  dencnatod  fi»  the  office  bi 
been  duly  choeen,  and  properly  ^ualifieoL  •  The  Qnwr  of  Consecration  to  be 
eonfonned,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishops,  to  the  oat 
need  in  thia  Chnrch.  Such  Bishops,  so  consecrated,  ahall  not  be  eligible  Is 
the  office  of  Diocesan,  or  Assistant  Bishop,  in  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States, 
nor  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  nor  exercise  any  £piaco|isl 
authority  in  said  States.

— When  the  Constitution  was  originally  adopted,  in  August,  1789,  the 
int  Article  jprorided  that  the  Triennial  Convention  should  be  held  ontJufird 
Tnmdmf  in  jitgiut.  At  the  adjourned  meeting  of  the  Conrention,  held  in  Oe- 
td^r  of  the  same  year,  it  was  provided  that  the  eeconi  Tveedajf  m  Septmbar,  m 
mtry  third  year^  should  be  the  time  of  meeting.  The  time  was  again  changed 
to  the  third  Tueedm/  in  Meof,  by  the  General  Convention  of  1804.— See  Biotes'i 
edition  of  the  Journals  of  the  General  Convention,  1817,  m.

SscTtON  1.  Eyenr  Biahop  elect,  before  his  consecratioa,  shall  produce  to  the 
House  of  Bishops,  from  the  Convention  by  whom  he  is  elected,  evidence  of 
such  election,  and  from  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  Geneisl 
Convention,  evidence  of  their  approbation  of  his  testimonials,  and  of  their 
assent  to  his  consecration,  and  also  certificates  respectively,  in  the  following 
words  :  such  certificates,  in  both  cases,  to  be  signed  by  a  constitutional  raa- 
joritv  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  composing  the  State  Convention,  or 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  same  evi- 
dence of  election  by,  and  the  same  certificate  from  the  members  of,  the  State 
Convention,  shall  be  prosented^to  the  House  of  Clerical^and  Lay  Deputies  in 
General  Convention. 

Testimony  from  the  Members  of  the  Convention  in  the  Diocese  from  whence 

the  person  is  recommended  for  Consecration, 

We  whose  names  an  underwritten,  fully  sensible  how  important  it  ii  that 
the  sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  oe  unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly 
persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  wiUiont 
partiality  or  affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  Grod,  testify,  that  A.  B. 
u  not,  so  &r  as  we  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report^  either  for  error  in 
religion  or  for  vicionsness  in  lifo ;  ana  that  we  do  not  know  or  believe  there  is 
any  impediment  on  account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that 
holy  office.  We  do,  moreover,  jointly  and  severally  declare,  that  we  do  in  oar 
conscience  believe  him  to  be  of  such  sufficiency  in  good  learning,  such  sonnd- 
ness  in  the  faith,  and  of  such  virtuous  and  pure  manners,  and  godly  conver- 
•ation,  that  he  is  apt  and  meet  to  exereise  the  office  of  a  Bishop,  to  the  honor 
of  God  and  the  edifying  of  his  Church,  and  to  be  a  wholesome  example  to  Uie 
flock  of  Christ 

The  above  certificate  shall  be  preaented  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
' » in  Geneial  Convantioa. 
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Testimony  from  Ihe  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  Qeneral  Con- 

vention. 

We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  fully  sensible  how  important  it  is  that 
the  sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be  unworthily  conferred,  and  finnlj 
persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty  to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  with- 
out partiality  or  affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  testify  that 
A.  B.  is  not,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report,  either  for 
error  in  religion  or  for  viciousness  of  life ;  and  that  we  do  not  know  or  believe 
there  is  any  impediment  on  account  of  which  he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated 
to  that  holy  office ;  but  that  he  hath,  as  we  believe,  led  his  life  for  three  years 
last  past,  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly. 

Section  2.  If  the  House  of  Bishops  consent  to  the  conseciation^the  Piesidin^ 
Bishop,  with  any  two  Bishops,  may  proceed  to  perform  the  same,  or  any  three 
Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the  testimonials. 

Canon  IV.     Of  Standing  Committees. 

[PomMr  Canons  on  thii  subject]were  the  sixth  of  1789^^e  second  of  1795,  and  the  fboith 

and  twenty*ibanh  ;of  1808.] 

{Section  1.  In  every  Dioeese  there  shall  be  a  Standing  Cosunittee,to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Convention  thereof,  whose  duties,  except  so  iar  as  provided  for 
by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Canons 
of  the  respective  Di6cesea  They  shall  elect  from  their  own  bodly  a  President 
and  a  Secretaiy.  They  may  meet  on  their  own  adjoui-nment,  from  time  to 
time  -,  and  the  President  shall  have  power  to  summon  special  meetings  when- 
ever he  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

Section  2.  In  every  Diocese  where  there  is  a  Bishojj,  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee shall  be  a  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop.  They  shall  be  summoned  on 
the  requisition  of  the  Bishop,  whenever  he  shall  wisn  for  their  advice.  And 
they  may  meet  of  their  own  accord,  and  agreeably  to  their  own  rules,  when 
they  may  be  disposed  to  advise  the  Bishop. 

Section  3.  Where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  is  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  for  all  purposes  declared  in  these  Canons. 

Canon  V,     Of  the  Consecration  of  Bi^iops  during  ike  Recess  of  the  Gene^ 

ral  Convention. 

[Former  Canons  on  'thii  subject  w6re  the  second  of  1799,  the  fifth  of  1806,  and  tho  sixth 

of  1S20.]       ' 

Sso^rioN  1. '  If  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  the  ChnrtKin 
any  Diocese,  should  be  desirous  of  the  consecration  of  a  Bishop  elect,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Church  in  such  Diocese  may,  by  their  President, 
or  by  some  person  or  persons  specially  appointed,  communicate  the  desire  te 
the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Churches  in  the  different  Dioceses,  together 
with  copies  of  the  necessary  testimonials ;  and  if  the  major  number  of  the 
Standing  Committees  shall  consent  to  the  proposed  consecration,  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  concerned  shall  forward  the  evidence  of  sach  con- 
sent, together  with  other  testimonials,  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Hous« 
of  Bishops,  or  in  case  of  his  death,  to  the  Bishop  who,  according  to  the  rules 
of  the  House  of  Bishops,  is  to  preside  at  the  next  General  Convention,  who 
shall  c6mmunicate  the  same  to  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church  in  the  United 
States ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  Bishops  consent  to  the  consecration,  the  Pie> 
siding  Bishop,  or  Bishop  aforesaid,  with  any  two  Bishops,  may  proceed  to 
perform  the  same;  or  any  three  Bishops  to  whom  he  may  communicate  the 
testimonials. 

Section  2.  The  evidence  of  the  consent  of  the  different  Standing  Committees 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  for  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  In 
General  Convention ;  and  without  the  aforesaid  requisites,  no  consecratioe 
shall  take  place  durine  th^  recess  of  the  General  Convention.  But  in  case  the 
election  of  a  Bishop  shall  take  place  within  a  year  before  tb«  meeting  of  the 
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Genenl  CoaveDtion,  all  matten  rektive  to  the  conMcntioii  shall  be  deferred 
until  the  said  meeting. 

Cakoh  VI.    Cf  Assistant  Bishops. 

[The  former  Canon  on  this  lubject  wu  the  fifth  of  1829.] 

When  a  Bishop  of  a  Diocese  is  unable,  by  reason  of  old  age,  or  other  per* 
manent  cause  of  infirmity,  to  discharge  his  Episcopal  duties,  one  Assistant 
Bishop  may  be  elected  by  and  for  the  said  Diocese,  Who  shall  in  all  cases  sue- 
ceed  tne  Bishop  in  case  of  surviving  him.  The  Assistant  Bishop  shall  perform 
such  Episcopal  duties,  and  exercise  such  Episcopal  authority  in  the  Diocese,  as 
the  Bisnop  shall  assign  to  him ;  and  in  case  of  the  Bishop^s  inability  to  assiga 
such  duties  declared  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  the  Assistant  Bishop 
shall,  during  such  inability,  perform  all  the  duties  and  exercise  all  the  authon- 
ties  which  appertain  to  the  office  of  Bishop.  No  person  shall  be  elected  or 
consecrated  a  Suffragan  Bishop,  nor  shall  there  be  more  than  one  Assistant 
Bishop  in  a  Diocese  at  the  same  time.

Canon  XXIV.     Of  Minivers  Celebrating  Divine  Service  in  a  Foreign  la^ 

guage.

When  a  Clergyman  coming  from  a  foreign  country,  and  professing  to  be  re- 
gularly ordained,  shall  be  called  to  a  Church  of  this  Conununion,  in  whicH 
Divine  Service  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  he  mAy,  with  the  approbt- 
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tioB  of  th0  Bishop  of  tbe  Bioeeie  in  which  toch  Chwrch  is  atotttod,  actjn^ 
with  the  adiriee  and  consent  o£  the  Standing  Committee,  or  with  the  unam* 
mous  approbation  of  the  Standing  Committee,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  and  on 
complying  with  the  other  requisitions  of  the  Canons,  settle  in  the  said 
Churcn,  as  the  Minister  thereof,  without  having  resided  one  year  in  the 
United  States,  anything  in  Canon  XXIIL  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. And  when  a  person,  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who 
has  been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  of  any  other  denomination 
of  Christians,  supplies  for  orders  in  this  Churchy  on  the  ground  of  a  call  to 
a  Church  in  wnich  Divine  Service  is  celebrated  in  a  foreign  language,  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  said  Church  belongs,  may,  on 
sufficient  evidence  of  fitness  according  to  the  Canons,  and  by  a  unanimous 
vote  at  a  meeting  duly  convened,  recommend  -him  to  the  Bishop  for  orders, 
and  the  Bishop  may  then  ordain  him,  and  he  may  be  settled  and  instituted 
into  the  said  Churcn,  without  his  producing  a  testimonial  to  his  character  by 
a  Clergyman,  from  his  personal  knowledge  of  him  for  one  year,  and  without 
his  having  been  a  year  resident  in  this  country,  anything  in  an^r  other  Canon 
of  this  Church  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Provided^  that  in  both  of  the 
above  cases,  the  person  applying  pi'oduce  a  certificate,  signed  by  at  least  fbur 
respectable  memoers  of  this  Church,  that  they  have  satisfactory  reason  to  be- 
lieve the  testimonials  to  his  religious,  moral,  and  literary  qualifications,  to  be 
entitled  to  full  credit 

Canon  XXV.     Of  Episcopal  VisUaiions. 

fFormer  Caaou  on  thii  ral^ect  were  the  third  of  1789,  the  lint  of  1795,  the  fimrth  of  1801,  and 

the  twentieth  of  1806.1 

Section  1.  Every  Bishop  in  this  Church  shall  visit  the  Churches  within  his 
Diocese,  for  the  puipose  of  examining  the  state  of  his  Church,  inspecting  the 
behavior  of  his  Clergy,  and  administering  the  Apostolic  rite  of  Confirmation. 
And  it  is  deemed  proper,  that  such  Visitations  be  made  once  in  three  years  at 
least,  by  every  Bistiop,  to  every  Church  within  his  Diocese,  which  shall  make 
provision  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop  at  such  Visita* 
tion.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Minister  and  vestry  of 
every  Church  or  Congregation  to  make  such  provision  accordingly. 

Section  2.  But  it  is  to  be  understood,  that  to  enable  the  Bishop  to  make  the 
aforesaid  Visitations,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clergy,  in  such  reasonable  rota* 
tion  as  may  be  devised,  to  officiate  for  him  in  any  InEirochial  dnties'  which  be* 
long  to  him. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  keep  a  regist^  of  his  pro- 
ceedings at  every  Visitation  of  his  Diocese. 

Canon  XXVI.     Of  the  Duty  of  Ministers  in  regard  to  Episcopal  Visitationi,

Section  U  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Ministers  to  prepare  young  persons  and 
others  for  the  holy  ordini^ce  of  Confirmation.  And  on  notice  being  received 
from  the  Bishop,  of  his  intention  to  visit  any  Church,  which  notice  shall  be  at 
least  one  month  before  the  intended  Visitation,  the  Minister  shall  give  imme- 
diate notice  to  his  parishioners  individually,  as  opportunity  may  offer;  and 
also  to  the  Congregation  on  the  first  occasion  of  public  worship  ailer  the  re- 
ceipt of  said  notice.  And^e  shall  be  ready  to  present,  for  Confirmation,  such 
persons  as  he  shall  think  properly  qualified ;  and  shall  deliver  to  the  Bishop  a 
list  of  the  names  of  those  confirm^. 

Section  2.  And  at  every  Visitation  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tiie  Minister,  and  of 
the  Churchwardens  or  vestry,  to  give  information  to  the  .Bishop,  of  the  state 
of  the  Congregation,  under  such  heads  as  sh^ll  have  been  committed  to  them 
in  the  notice  given  as  aforesaid.  * 

Section  3.  And  further,  the  Ministers  and  Churchwardens  of  such  CongregA* 
tions  as  cannot  be  conveniently  visited  in  any  year,  shall  bring  or  send  to  the 
Bishop,  at  the  stated  meetiji^  of  the  Coavention  of  the  Diocese,  inibnnatioik

shall  address  to  the  people  of  his  Diocese,  Pftstoral  Letters  on  some  points  of 
Christian  doctrine,  woninip,  or  manners. 

Canon  XXVIII.    Of  Parochial  Instrwtion,

The  Ministers  of  this  Church  who  have  charge  of  parishes  or  cures,  shall 
not  only  be  diligent  in  instructing  the  children  in  the  Catechism,  but  shall 
also,  by  stated  Catechetical  lectures  and  instruction,  be  diUgent  in  infoim- 
inr  the  youth  and  others  in  the  Doctrines,  Constitution,  and  Litnxgy  of  the 
CSurch. 

Canon  XXIX.     Of  the  Dvty  of  Ministers  to  keep  a  Register.

Skctton  1.  Every  Mnister  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  Register  of  B^tisBM. 
Confirmations,  Communicants,  Marriaces,  and  Funerau,  within  his  cure,  asree- 
ably  to  such  rules  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  where 
his  cure  lies ;  and  if  none  such  be  provided,  then  in  such  manner  as,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, he  shall  think  best  suited  to  tbe  uses  of  such  a  Register. 

And  the  intention  of  the  Register  of  Baptisms  is  hereby  declared  to  be,  as  te 
other  good  uses,  so  especially  for  the  proving  of  the  risht  of  Church-member- 
ship of  those  who  may  have  been  admitted  into  this  Church  by  the  holy  onli- 
nance  of  Baptism. 

Sbctiom  2.  And  further,  every  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  make  out  and 
continue,  as  far  as  practicable,  a  list  of  all  ftmilies  and  adult  persons  within 
his  cure ;  to  remain  for  the  use  of  his  successor,  to  be  continued  by  hino,  aad 
by  every  future  Minister  in  the  same  parish. 

Canon  XXX.     Of  the  Election  and  Institution  of  Ministers  into  Parishes  or 

Churches.

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister  into  anj 
Church  or  Parish,  the  vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the 
Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio- 
cese, notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this  effect: 

**  We,  the  Churchwardens  (or,  in  east  of  an  assistant  JlSttUter,  We,  the  Rector 
and  Churchwardens), do  certify  to  the  Right  Hev.  [naming  the  Bithpp],OT  to  tiie 
Rev.  [naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee],  that  [naming  the  persomi 
has  been  duly  chosen  Rector  [or,  assistant  IVlUnister,  as  the  case  mojf  be]  of 
[nomtf^  the  JRsruA,  or  Churchy  or  Chnrches,"] 

Which  certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  names  of  those  who  certify. 

SxcTioN  2.  And  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied  that  tiie 
person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  Uis  Cburch,  the  Bishop,  or  the 
President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  transmit  the  said  certificate  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him 
fur  that  purpose. 

SsoTioif  3.  But  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  not  satisficil 
••  above,  he  or  they  shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  partias,  proceed  to  inquire  ittto 
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Ihe  raffidenc^f  of  tlie  penon  so  ehoeen,  aecordin^  to  racfa  rales  as  maybe  mada 
IB  the  respective  Dioceses,  and  shall  confinn  or  rsject  the  appointmeBt,  as  the 
issae  of  that  inquiiy  may  be. 

Section  4.  And  if  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the  Bishop  or  President  of  tha 
Standing  Committee  may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestiy,  proceed  to  have  hitt 
instituted,  according  to  the  office  established  by  this  Church,  if  that  office  bt 
used  in  the  Diocese.  But  if  he  be  a  Deacon,  the  act  of  Institation  fthall  not  tain 
place  till  after  he  shall  have  received  Priest's  orders.  This  provision  concen* 
ing  the  use  of  the  office  of  Institution,  la  not  to  be  conaideied  as  applying  to 
any  Congregation  destitute  of  a  house,  of  worship. 

Canon  XXXI.     Of  the  Officiating  of  Ministers  of  this  Chwrch  in  the  Churchm

No  Clergyman  belonging  to  this  Church  shall  officiate,  either  by  preaching, 
reading  prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  parish  or  within  the  parochial  cure  of 
another  Clergyman,  unless  he  bave  received  express  permission  for  that  pur- 
pose from  the  Minister  of  the  parish  or  cure,  or,  in  his  absence,  from  the 
Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  the  Congre^tion.  Where 
parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  otherwise,  each  citj^,  borough,  vil* 
lage,  town,  or  township,  in  which  there  is  one  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
or  Congregation,  or  more  than  one  such  Church  or  Congregation,  shall  be 
held,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Canon,  to  be  the  parish  or  parishes  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Clergyman  or  Clergymen  luiving  charge  of  said  Chuieh 
OF  Churches,  Congregation  or  CongvegationSi  But  if  any  Minister  of  a  Church 
shall,  from  inability  or  any  other  cause,  neglect  to  perform  the  regular  services 
to  his  Congregation,  and  shall  refuse,  without  good  cause,  his  consent  to  any 
other  Minister  of  this  Chiirch  to  officiate  within  his  cure,  the  Churchwardens, 
Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of  such  Congregation  shall,  on  proof  of  such  neglect 
and  refusal  beibre  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  before 
the  Standing  Committee,  or  before  such  persons  as  maybe  dented  by  him  or 
them,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be,  by  the  regulations  of  this  Chnroh  in  amy 
Diocese,  vested  with  the  power  of  hearing  and  deciding  on  complaints  against 
Clergymen,  have  power  to  open  the  doon  of  their  Church  to  any  regular  Min- 
ister of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  And  in  case  of  sucn  a  vicinity  of 
two  or  more  Churches,  as  that  there  can  be  no  local  boundaries  drawn  be» 
tween  their  respective  cures  or  parishes,  it  is  hereby  ordained,  that  in  every 
such  case,  no  Minister  of  this  Church,  other  than  the  parochial  Clergy  of  said 
«ures,  shall  preach  within  the  common  limits  of  the  same,  in  any  other 
place  than  in  one  of  the  Churchee  Aereof|  without  the  consent  of  the  maior 
Bomber  of  the  parochial  Clergy  of  the  said  Churches.

Canon  XXXIII.    Of  the  Dissolution  cfaU  Patknal  Connection  between  Min- 
isters and  their  Congregations.

SaoTioM  1.  When  any  Biiniater  has  been  rsgnlarly  institBted  or  settled  in  a 
parish  or  church,  he  shall  not  be  dismissed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  Ec- 
elesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  ^  and  in  case  of  his  dismission  witiiont 
SQch  concurrence,  the  vestry  or  contention  of  such  parish  or  ehureh. 
shall  have  no  ri^t  to  a  representation  in  ttie  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  until 
they  have  made  such  satis&ction  as  the  Convention  may  reaaire.  Nor  shall 
any  Minister  leave  his  congregiition  against  their  will,  witnout  the  concnr- 
vsnoe  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  aJbresaid;  and  if  he  shall  leave  them  widi- 
ont  such  concumnce,  haahall  not  oe  allowed  to  fake  a  seat  ia  any  ConyenttoB 
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of  this  Church,  or  be  eligible  into  any  Chnreh  or  parish,  nntil  he  shall  faa^e  made 
•uch  satis&ction  as  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  may  requite. 

Sectioic  2.  In  case  of  the  regular  and  canonical  dissolution  of  the  conneetioB 
between  a  Minister  and  his  coneregation,  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bish€^ 
the  Standing  Oommittee,  shall  direct  the  secretary  of  the  Contention  to  recora 
the  same.  Bat  if  the  dissolution  of  the  connection  between  any  Minisler  and 
his  conmgation  be  not  regular  or  canonical,  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Coniinit- 
tee  shaU  la]|r  the  same  before  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  in  order  that  the 
above  mentioned  penalties  may  take  eieet 

This  Canon  shall  not  be  obligatoiy  upon  those  Dioceses  with  whoae  usages;

In  cases  of  controversy  between  Ministers  who  now,  or  may  hereafter,  kohl 
the  Rectorship  of  Churcnes  or  parishes,  and  the  vestry  or  congregation  of  seek 
Churches  or  parishes,  which  controversies  are  of  such  a  nature  as  cannot  be 
settled  by  themselves,  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  shall  make  application  to 
the  Bishop  of  Uie  Diocese,  or  in  case  them  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Convention  of  the 
same.  Ajid  if  it  appear  to  the  Bishop  and  a  majonty  of  the  Presbvters,  coe- 
▼ened  after  a  summons  of  the  whole  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no 
Bishop,  to  the  Convention  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  au- 
thority should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention,  that  the  controversy 
has  proceeded  to  such  lengths  as  to  preclude  all  hope  of  its  &vorable  terauim- 
tion,  and  that  a  dissolution  of  the  connection  which  exists  between  them  is  in- 
dispensably  necessary  to  restore  the  peace,  and  promote  the  nrosperity  oi  the 
Church,  the  Bishop  and  his  said  Presbyters,  or,  if  tnere  be  noBisnop,  1}ieConTeB> 
tion  or  ihe  Standin|[  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authori^  should  be  com- 
mitted to  them  by  the  Convention,  shall  recommend  to  such  Ministers  to  lelia- 
Sttish  their  titleeto  their  Rectorship,  on  such  conditions  asmay  appear  reason- 
l>le  and  proper  to  the  Bishop  and  hu  said  Presbyters,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
to  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  diocese,  if  the  authority 
should  be  committed  to  them  by  the  convention.  And  if  such  Reeton  or  eon- 
greeatiotts  refuse  to  comply  with  such  recommendation,  the  Bishop  and  kk 
said  Presbyten,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Convention,  or  the  Stanmng  Com- 
mittee of  the  Diocese,  if  the  authority  snould  be  committed  to  them  by  the  Coa- 
ventioB,  with  the  aid  and  consent  of  a  Bishop,  may,  at  their  discretion,  proceed, 
•ficoidin^  to  the  Canons  of  the  Church,  to  suspend  the  former  from  the  exereiae 
of  any  ministsiial  duties  within  the  Diocese,  and  prohibit  the  latter  from  a  seat  in 
the  Convention,  until  they  retract  such  refusal,  and  submit  to  the  terms  of  the 
recommendation :  and  any  Minister  so  suspended  shall  not  bepermitted,  during 
his  suspension,  to  exercise  any  ministerial  duties.  This  Cfanon  shall  apply 
also  to  the  eases  of  Assistant  Ministen  and  their  congregations.

No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  congregation  of  this  Chni«k, 
without  first  producing  the  evidences  of  his  being  a  Minister  thereof  to  the  Min- 
ister,  or,  in  case  of  vacancy  or  absenQe,  to  ths  Churchwardens,  vestrymen,  or 
tnistess  of  the  congisgation.

Sbction  1.  Every  Minister  shall  be  Uable  to  presentment  and  trial,  for  any 
crime  or  groto  immorality,  for  disorderly  conduct,  for  drunkennese,  for  piofiuie 
swearing,  for  frequenting  places  most  liable  to  be  abused  to  licentiousness,  and 
for  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church,  or  (^the  Diocese  to 
which  he  belongs :  and,  on  being  found  guilty,  he  shaU  be  admonished,  sus- 
pended, or  degrsuaed,  according  to  the  Canons  of  the  diocese  in  which  the  trial 
takes  place,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  General  Convention. 

^  Sbction  2.  Ifany  Minister  of  this  Chbrch  shall  be  accused,  by  public  rumor,  of 
discontinuing  all  exercise  of  the  ministerial  office  without  lawful  cause,  or  of 
living  in  the  habitual  disuse  of  public  worship,  or  of  the  Holy  Eucharist,  ac- 
conling  to  the  offices  of  this  Church,  or  of  being  guilty  of  scandalous,  disorderly, 
or  immoral  conduct,  or  of  violating  the  Canons,  or  preaching  or  inculcating 
heretical  doctrine,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  see  that  an  inquiry  be  institut- 
ed as  to  the  truth  of  such  public  rumor.

Ifany  Minister  of  this  Church,  against  whom  there  is  no  ecclesiastical  pro- 
ceeding instituted,  shall  declare  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  to  whom  he  be- 
Ic^ngs,  or  to  any  Ecclesiastical  authorit^r  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen,  or,  where 
tlmere  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  his  renunciation  of  the  Ministry, 
and  his  desien  not  to  officiate  in  future  in  any  of  the  offices  thereof,  it  snail  be 
the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  where  there  there  is  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, to  record  the  declaration  so  made.    And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Bishop  to  displace  him  from  the  Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the 
presence  of  two  or  three  clergymen,  that  the  person  so  declaring,  has  beien  dis- 
placed from  the  Ministry  in  this  Church.

Sbction  1.  If  any  persons  within  this  Church  offend  their  brethren  hy  any 
wickedness  of  life,  such  persons  shall  be  repelled  from  the  holy  Communion^ 
agreeably  to  the  rubric. 

Section  2.  There  bein£  the  provision  in  the  second  rubric  before  the  Comms- 
nion  Service,  requiring  that  every  JVIinister  repelling  from  the  Communion 
shall  give  ati  account  of  ^e  same  to  the  Qrdinary  j  it  is  hereby  provided,  that 
on  the  information  to  the  effect  stated  being  laid  before  the  Ordinary,  that  is, 
the  Bishop,  it  shall  not  be  his  duty  to  institute  an  inquiry,  unless  there  be  a 
complaint  made  to  him  in  writing  by  the  repelled  party.  But  on  receiviii^ 
complaint,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  unless  he  think  fit  to  restore 
him  from  the  insufficiency  of  the  cause  assigned  by  the  Minister,,  to  institute 
an  inouiry,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the 
event  nas  taken  place.  And  the  notice  given  as  above  by  the  Iklinister,  shall 
be  a  sufficient  presentation  of  the  party  repelled. 

SxcTioH  3.  in  the  case  of  great  heinousness  of  offence  on  the  part  of  membern 
of  this  Church,  they  may  be  proceeded  a^nst,  to  the  depriving  them  of  ail 

Srivileges  of  Churcn  membership,  according  to  such  rules  or  process  aa  may 
e  provided  by  the  Genefal  Convention ;  and  until  such  rules  or  process  shall 
be  provided,  by  such  as  may  be  provided  by  the  different  State  Conventions.

DThereas,  a  question  may  arise,  whether  a  congregation  within  the  Dioeeet 
ei  any  Bishop,  or  within  any  Diocese  itt  which  mere  is  not  yet  any  Bnhop 
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settled,  may  unite  tkemselves  with  the  Church  in  any  other  Diocese,  it  ie 
hereby  determined  and  declaned,  that  all  such  unions  snail  he  considered  »■ 
irregular  and  void;  and  that  every  congregation  of  this  Church  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  belonnng  to  the  body  of  the  Church  of  the  Diocese  within  the  limits 
of  which  they  dwell,  or  within  which  there  is  seated  a  Church  to  which  they 
belong.  And  no  Clergyman  having  a  parish  or  cure  in  more  than  one  Diocese, 
shall  have  a  seat  in  the  Convention  of  any  Diocese  other  than  that  in  which 
he  resides.

The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee,  is  authorized  to  appoint,  from  time  to  time,  some  suitable 
person  or  persons,  to  compare  and  correct  all  new  editions  of  the  Bible  by  the 
Standard  Edition  agreed  upon  by  the  General  Convention.  And  a  certificate 
of  their  having  been  so  coinpared  and  corrected,  shall  be  published  with  said 
book. 

The  fnllowinf  Renolatfon  was  ordered  to  aceompanj  this  Canon :

The  Secretary  of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  shaD 
keep  a  re^ster  of  all  the  Clergy  of  this  Church,  whose  names  shall  be  deliyj 
erea  to  him  in  the  following  manner :  that  is  to  say.  every  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  DiocoM, 
shall,  at  the  time  of  every  General  Convention,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
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ered  to  the  said  Secretary,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  the  Ministera  of  this 
Church  in  their  proper  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  cores, 
or  of  their  stations  in  any  Colleges  or  other  Seminaries  of  learning ;  or,  in 
regard  to  those  who  have  not  any  cures  or  other  stations,  their  places  of  resi- 
dence only.  And  the  said  list  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  published  on  the 
Journals  of,  the  General  Convention. 

Section  2.  And  further  it  is  recommended  to  the  several  Bishops  of  this 
Church,  and  to  the  several  Standing  Committees,  that,  during  the  intervals 
between  the  meetings  of  the  General  Convention,  they  take  such  means  of

Skction  1.  Aay  Bishop,  Assistant  Bishop,  or  IVGssionary  Bishop,  may,  on  the 
invitation  of  the  Convention,  or  the  Standing  Committee  of  any  Diocese  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  visit  and  perform  Episcopal  offices  in  that  Diocese,  or  in 
«ny  part  thereof!  And  this  invitation  may  he  temporary;  and  it  may,  at  any 
time,  he  revoked. 

Section  2.  A  Diocese  without  a  Bishop  may,  hy  its  Convention,  he  plaeed 
under  the  full  Episcopal  charge  and  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  another  Dio- 
cese, or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  who  shall,  hy  that  act,  become  the  Bishop 
also  of  the  said  vacant  Diocese,  until  a  Bishop  is  duly  elected  and  consecrated 
for  the  same,  or  until  the  said  act  of  its  Convention  be  revoked.  And  in  caae 
there  shall  be  an  Assistant  Bishop  of  the  D.ocese,  under  the  JEpiscopal  charpe 
of  whose  Bishop  the  Diocese  witnout  a  Bishop  shall  be  placed,  the  said  Assis- 
tant Bishop  shall  have  the  like  charge  and  authority  therein  as  he  has  in  the 
Diocese  of  which  he  has  been  chosen  Assistant  Bishop. 

Section  3.  No  Diocese  thus  placed  under  the  full  charge  and  authority  of  the 
Bishop  of  another  Diocese,  or  of  a  Missionary  Bishop,  shall  invite  a  second 
Bishop  to  perform  any  Episcopal  duty,  or  exercise  authority,  till  its  connection 
with  the  first  Bishop  nas  expired,  or  is  revoked.

Section  1.  No  person  shall  be  ordained  in  this  Church  until  he  shall  have 
satisfied  the  Bishop  and  the  Presbyters  by  whom  he  shall  be  examined,  that 
he  is  well  acquainted  with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  can  read  the  Old  Testament 
in  the  Hebrew  language,  and  the  New  Testament  in  the  original  Greek,  it 
adequately  acquainted  with  the  Latin  tongue,  and  that  he  haUi  a  competent 
knowledge  of  natural  and  moral  philosophy,  and  Church  history,  ana  hath 
paid  attention  to  composition  and  pulpit  eloquence,  as  means  of  giving  addi- 
tional efficacy  to  his  labors;  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  his  Diocese,  has  dispensed  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
Latin  and  Greek  languages  and  other  biancW  of  leamiog  not  Mnctiy  •eeW- 
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siastical,  in  consideration  of  such  other  qualificmtions  for  the  Gospel  Ministiy 
as  are  set  forth  in  Section  4  of  Canon  IV.    The  dispensation  with  a  knowledge 
of  the  Hebrew  language,  to  be  regarded  as  in  Canon  IV. 
Section  2.    Canon  aIIL  of  1^2  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  VI.     Candidates  far  Orders  Ineligible  to  the  General  Convention.

Section  i.  Alljpersons^seekingadmissiontotheMuustiyof  this  Church,  are 
to  be  regarded  as  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders. 

Section  2.  When  a  person  who,  not  having  had  Episcopal  ordination,  has 
been  acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  or  Licentiate  among  any  other  de- 
nomination of  Christians,  shall  desire  to  be  ordained  in  this  Church,  he  shall 
give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Biflhop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides ;  or  if  he  resides  in  a  State  or 
Territory  in  which  there  is  no  organized  Diocese,  to  the  Missionary  Bishop 
within  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides ;  which  notice  shall  be  accompanied  w^ith 
a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating,  that 
firom  personal  knowledge  of  the  party,  or  satisfactory  evidence  laid  oefore 
them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave  the  denomination  to  which  he  has 
belonged  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  unfavorable  to  his  religious  or 
moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which  it  may  be  inexpedient  to  admit  him 
to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church :  and  they  may  also  add  what 
they  know,  or  believe  on  good  authority,  of  the  circumstances  leading  to  the 
said  desire. 

Section  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  StandingCommittee  shall  think  proper  to  proceed, 
the  party  applying  to  be  received  as  a  Candidate  shall  produce  to  the  Standing 
Committee  the  same  testimonials  of  litei-ary  qualifications  as  are  required  of 
all  other  Candidates ;  and  also  a  testimonial  from  at  least  twelve  members  of 
the  denomination  from  which  he  came,  or  twelve  members  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church,  or  twelve  persons,  in  part  of  the  denomination  from  which 
he  came,  and  in  part  Episcopalians,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  that  the 
applicant  has,  for  three  years  last  past,  lived  piously,  soberly,  and  honestly ; 
and  also,  a  testimonial  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  this  Cfhurch,  that  they 
believe  him  to  be  pious,  sober,  and  honest,  and  sincerely  attached  to  the  doc- 
trines, discipline,  and  worship  of  the   Church.     The  Standing  Committee 
being  satisfied  on  these  points,  may  recommend  him  to  the  Bishop  to  be  re- 
ceived as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  or  in  a  vacant  Diocese  the 
Standing  Committee  may  so  receive  him. 

Section  4.  Candidates  admitted  as  above  may,  at  the  expiration  of  a  period 
not  less  than  six  months,  be  ordained,  on  their  passing  the  same  examinations 
as  other  Candidates  for  Deacons'  Orders :  and  in  the  examinations,  special  re- 
gard shall  be  had  to  those  points  in  wnich  the  denomination  whence  they 
come  differs  from  this  Church,  with  a  view  of  testing  their  information  and 
soundness  in  the  same ;  and  also  to  the  ascertaining  that  they  are  adequately 
acquainted  with  the  Liturgy  and  Offices  of  this  Church  :  Pfov«i«^,  that  in  their 
case  the  testimonials  shall  be  required  to  cover  only  tne  time  since  their  ad- 
mission as  Candidates  for  Orders  ;  and  Provided  alsoy  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Canon  concerning  Candidates  for  Orders,  as  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  age 
of  the  person  to  whom  the  dispensation  may  be  granted,  and  the  mode  and 
restrictions  in  and  under  which  the  same  may  be  granted,  shall  apply  to  the 
persona  mentioned  in  this  Canon. 
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'  SxcTiON  $.  'Every  candidat*/or  the  Ministry  of  any  other  denomin ation,  who 
applies  to  he  received  ae  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this  Church,  may  he  allowed 
by  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
the  period  of  time  during  which  he  has  been  a  student  of  theology,  or  Candi- 
date in  such  other  denomination :  Providedj  the  time  so  allowed  does  not  ex* 
ceed  two  years. 

Section  6.  When  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has  been 
acknowledged  as  an  ordained  Minister  among  any  other  denomination  of  Chris- 
tians, shall  appl^  for  orders  in  this  Church,  the  bishop  to  whom  application  is 
made  shall  reauire  of  him  (in  addition  to  the  above  qualifications)  satisfactory 
evidence  that  he  has  resided  at  least  one  year  in  the  United  States  previous  to 
his  application. 

Section  7.  Canon  IIL  of  1835  is  heieby  repealed. 

Canon  Vlll.     Of  the  Organizing  of  New  Dioceses  formed  out  of  ez* 

isting  Dioceses. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  new  Diocese  shall  he  fonned  within  the  Umits  of 
any  other  Diocese,  or  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of 
Dioceses,  and  the  same  shall  have  been  ratified  by  the  General  Convention, 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  within  the  limits  of  which  another  is  fonned,  or 
in  case  of  the  junction  of  two  or  more  Dioceses  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  the 
Bishop  of  eldest  consecration  over  the  Dioceses  furnishing  portions  of  such 
new  Diocese,  shall  thereupon  call  the  Primary  Convention  of  the  new  Diocese 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  organize,  and  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  the  same,  such  place  being  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  new 
Diocese. 

Section  2.  In  case  there  should  he  no  Bishop  who  can  call  such  Primary 
Convention  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  then  the  duty  of  calling 
such  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  and  the  duty  ef  fixing  the 
time  and  place  of  its  meeting,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  eldest  of  the  Dioceses,  by  the  junction  of  which,  or  parts  of  which,  the 
new  Diocese  may  be  formed.  And  such  Standing  Committee  shall  make 
such  call  immediately  after  the  ratification  of  a  division  by  the  General  Con- 
vention. 

Section  3.  Whenever  one  Diocese  is  about  to  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses, 
the  Convention  of  the  said  Diocese  shall  declare  which  portion  thereof  is  to  be 
the  new  Diocese,  and  shall  make  the  same  known  to  the  General  Convention 
before  the  ratification  of  such  division. 

Canon  IX.     Of  the  Mode  of  Publishing  Authorized  Editions  of  the  Book 

of  Common  Prayer,  ^c. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  snUect  wore  the  third  of  1801,  the  forty-third  of  1808,  the  Ouu»  of 

1821,  the  forty-sixth  of  1833,'and  the  sixth  of  1835.] 

Section  1.  The  Bishop  of  this  Church  in  any  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no 
Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  thereof,  shall  appoint  one  or  more  Presbyters 
of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  compare  and  correct  all  new  editions  of  the  Common 
Prayer-Book,  the  Articles,  Omces,  and  Metre  Psalms  and  Hymns,  by  some 
Standard  book ;  and  a  certificate  of  said  editions  having  been  so  compared  and 
corrected,  shall  be  published  with  the  same.  And  in  case  any  edition  shall  be 
published  without  such  correction,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or,  where 
there  is  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  give  public  notice  that  such 
edition  is  not  autnorized  by  the  Church. 

Section  2*.  Editions  from  the  stereotype  plates  of  the  Prayer-Book  of  the

Cakon  I.     Of  the  Ireaturer  of  the  Conventum. 

At  eveiy  tiienoial  meetiDg  of  the  General  Convention,  a  Tmsuier  shall  be 
ehosen,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  stated  Convention^  and  until 
a  successor  be  appointed.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  receive  and  disburse  all 
moneys  collected  under  the  authority  of  the  donvention,  and  of  which  the 
eollection  and  distribution  shall  not  otherwise  be  regulated ;  and  to  invest, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Convention,  such  surplus  funds  as  he 
may  have  on  hand.  His  accounts  shall  be  rendered  triennially  to  the  Conven- 
tion, and  shall  be  examined  by  a  Committee  actinfi^  under  its  authority.  la 
ease  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treaaurer,  it  shall  be  supplied  by  an  ap- 
pointment to  be  made  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which 
he  belonged ;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  to  act  until  an  ap- 
pointment is  made  by  the  Convention. 

Canon  II.     Cfa  Clergyman  Absenting  himself  from  his  Diocese* 

When  a  Clergyman  has  been  absent  from  his  Dioeese  durhi|[  two  years,  with- 
out reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Bishop  thereof,  he  shall  be  required  by  the  Bishop 
to  declare  in  writing  the  cause,  or  causes,  of  his  absence ;  and  if  ne  refuse  to 
give  his  reasons,  or  if  these  are  deemed  insufficient  by  the  Bishop,  the  Bishop 
may,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Cpn^ 
mittee.  suspend  him  from  the  Ministry;  which  suspension  shall  continue  until 
he  shall  give,  in  writing,  sufficient  reasons  for  his  absence  f  or,  until  he  shsB 
renew  his  residence  in  hb  Diocese ;  or,  until  he  shall  renounce  the  Minietiy, 
according  to  Canon  XXXVIIL  of  1832.  In  the  case  of  such  suspension,  ■» 
I  above  provided  for,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  give  notice  thereof  l» 
every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Dioccee 
wherein  there  is  no  Bishop. 

Canon  III.     Of  the  Election  of  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  Office  ofPio- 

usan  Bishop. 

SicTioN  1.  When  a  Diocese  entitled,  aereeabljr  to  Section  2  of  Canon  L 
of  1838,  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  shall  elect  as  its  Diocesan  a  cessionary 
Bishop  of  this  Church;  if  such  election  have  taken  place  within  three 
months  before  a  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  evidence  thereof  shall  be 
laid  before  each  House  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the  concurrence  of 
each  House,  and  its  express  consent,  shall  be  necessary  to  the  validity  of  said 
election,  and  shall  complete  the  same ;  so  that  tiie  Biehop  thus  elected  shall 
be  thereafter  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  which  has  elected  him. 

Skction  2.  If  the  said  election  have  taken  place  more  than  three  months  be- 
ftffe  a  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  tne  above  process  maj  be  adopf- 
ed,  or  the  following  instead  thereof,  viz. :  The  Standing  Committee  of  tW 
Diocese  electing,  shall  give  duly  certified  evidence  of  tM  election  to  every 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Diocese. 
On  receiving  notice  of  the  concnrience  of  a  majority  of  the  Bishops,  and  a 
majority  of  the  Standing  Committees,  in  the  election,  and  their  express  con- 
sent thereto,  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  concerned  shall  trans- 
mit notice  thereof  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Cod 
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mittee  of  each  vacant  Diocese,  which  notice  aball  state  what  Bishops  and 
what  Standing  Committees  have  consented  to  the  election.  And  the  same 
Committee  shall  transmit  to  every  Congregation  in  the  Diocese  concerned,  to 
be  publicly  read  therein,  a  notice  of  the  election  to  the  Episcopate  thereof  of 
the  Bishop  thus  elected ;  and  also  cause  public  notice  thereof  to  be  given  in 
such  other  way  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Section  3.  When,  agreeably  to  Section  1  of  Canon  I.  of  1838,  a  Diocese  ie> 
quests  the  General  Convention  to  elect  a  Bishop  for  the  same,  if  the  House 
of  Bishops  should  nominate  a  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies,  a  vote  of  the  said  House  of  Deputies,  concurring  in  the  nomi- 
nation, shall  comnlete  the  election  of  the  said  Missionary  Bishop  to  the  Dio 
cesan  charge  of  the  Diocese  concerned.

Canon  V.     Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon^  Or- 
ders.

of  1832.] 

Skction  1.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  every  Candidate  for  Deacons'  oiden, 
three  different  examinations,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Bishop  to  whom 
he  applies  for  orders,  shall  appoint.    The  examination  shall  take  place  in  tbe 
presence  of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  following  studio 
prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  by  the  Course  of  study  established  by  the  House 
of  Bishops.    At  the  first  examination,  on  the  Books  of  Scripture ;  the  Caodi- 
date  being  required  to  give  an  account  of  the  different  Books,  and  to  tranilatt 
from  the  originad  Greek  and  Hebrew,  and  to  explain  such  passages  as  may  k 
proposed  to  him.      At  the  second  examination,  on  the  Evidences  of  Cniii- 
tianity,  and  Systematic  Divinity.    And  at  the  last  examination,  on  Chiutii 
History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ^ 
dained.    In  the  choice  of  books  on  the  above  subjects,  the  Candidate  is  to  be 
guided  by  the  Course  of  study  established  by  the  House  of  Bishops.    At  each 
of  the  foremen tioned  examinations,  he  shall  produce  and  read  a  sermon  ordi** 
course,  composed  by  himself,  on  some  passage  of  Scripture  previously  assi^ 
ed  him,  which,  together  with  two  other  sermons  or  discourses,  on  some  paf- 
sages  of  Scripture  selected  by  himself,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms  of 
the  Bishop  and  Clergy  present    And  before  his  ordination,  he  shall  be  R- 
quired  to  perform  such  exercises  in  reading,  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop 
and  Clergy,  as  may  enable  them  to  give  him  such  advice  and  instructions  >* 
may  aid  him  in  performing  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  in  delivering  iu* 
sermons,  with  proprietv  and  devotion. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  some  of  his  Presbyters  to  conduct  the 
above  examinations ;  and  a  certificate  from  these  Presbyters,  that  the  pi^^"^ 
ed  examinations  have  been  held  accordingly,  and  satisfaction  ^iven,  shall  be 
required  of  the  Candidate :  Provided,  that  m  this  case,  the  Candidate  shall,  be- 
fore his  ordination,  be  examined  by  the  Bishop,  and  two  or  more  FieahyteiSjOa 
the  above  named  studies. 

Section  3.  In  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  BLBhop,the  Standing  Committee 
shall  act  in  his  place,  in  appointing  the  examining  Pre8b3rters  required  hy^  »^ 
Canon ;  and  in  this  case  the  Candidate  shall  be  again  examined  by  the  Bishop 
to  whom  he  applies  for  orders,  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  the  studies  pre* 
scribed  by  the  Canons. 

Section  4.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the  Bishop  for  oiders,** 
specified  in  the  office  of  Ordination,  without  having  i^ood  grounds  to  believe 
that  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons  have  been  complied  with,  shall  he  iis<"' 
to  Ecclesiastical  censure.

Canon  VIII.     Of  the  Mode  of  securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of  the 

Church  from  time  to  time. 

rFormer  Canoiu  on  ihia  subject  were  the  eleventh  of  1804,  the  forty-fifth  of  1806,  the  third  of 
1814,  the  first  and  ihiid  of  1820,  the  fifty  first  of  1632,  and  the  eerenth  of  1836.] 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  from  time 
to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  herehy  ordered,  that  every  Minis- 
ter of  this  Church  shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  every  annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there 
is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
Baptisms,  Confirmations,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the  number  of  Com- 
municants in  his  Parish  or  Church,  and  of  all  other  matters  that  may  throw 
light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergyman,  not  regularly 
settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the  occasional  services  he 
may  have  performed ;  and  if  he  have  performed  no  such  services,  the  causes 
or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  And  these  reports,  or  such  parts 
of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  may  be  i-ead  in  Convention,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Journals  thereof. 

Section  2.  At  every  annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shall  deliver  an 
address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Con- 
vention ;  the  names  of  the  Churches  which  he  has  visited ;  the  number  of 
persons  confirmed ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  received  as  Candidates 
for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  suspended,  or  degraded;  the 
changes  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  which  have  taken  place  amon^  the 
Clerg;^ ;  and,  in  ^neral,  all  matters  tending  to  throw  light  on  the  affairs  of 
the  Diocese ;  which  address  shall  be  inserted  on  the  Journals. 

Section  3.  At  every  General  Convention,  the  Journals  of  the  dififerent  Dio- 
cesan Conventions,  since  the  last  General  Convention,  together  with  such 
other  papers,  viz.,  Episcopal  Charges,  Addresses,  and  Pastoral  Letters,  as  may 
tend  to  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.  A  Committee  shall  tnen 
be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  View  of  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  to  make  re- 
port to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies ;  which  report,  when  agreed 
to  by  the  said  House,  shall  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  a  request 
that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to  be  published,  a  Pastoral  Letter  to  the 
members  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  hereoy  made  the  duty  of  every  Clergy- 
man having  a  pastoral  charge,  when  any  such  letter  is  published,  to  read  tne 
said  Pastoral  letter  to  his  Congregation  on  some  occasion  of  public  worship. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of  every 
Diocese,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  the  Journals  or  other  Ecclesi- 
astical papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lav  Depu- 
ties, at  every  General  Convention,  the  documents  and  papers  specified  in  tnie 
Canon. 

Section  5.  It  is  recommended  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Church  in  every  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee 
only,  prepare  a  condensed  Report  and  a  Tabular  View  of  the  state  of  the  Church 
in  their  Diocese,  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every  General  Convention,  for 
the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  appointed 
by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  drafting  their  report 

Section  6.  Canon  VII.  of  1835  is  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Evenr  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  bis  intention  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee  \  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare  whether  he  Las  ever 
ai^pUed  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  otiier  Diocese.  No  person  who 
has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Cfandidate  in  any  Diocese,  and  has 
been  refused  admission,  or,  having  been  admitted,  has  afterwards  ceased  to  be 
a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he 
shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  former  Diocese,  a  certificate,  declariog  the  cause 
for  which  he  was  refused  admission,  or  for  which  he  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate.. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  in  this 
Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  intends  to 
apply  for  orders,  a  certificate  Irom  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of 
the  said  Bishop,  that  from  personal  knowledge,  or  from  testimonials  laid  be- 
fore them,  they  believe  that  he  is  pious,  sober,  and  honest ;  that  he  is  attached 
to  the  doctrines,  discipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church, 
and  a  communicant  of  the  same ;  and,  in  their  opinion,  possesses  such  qualifi- 
cations as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise  the  Ministry  to  the  gloij 
of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  And  when  the  Standing  Committee 
do  not  certify  as  above,  from  personal  knowledge,  the  testimonials  laid  before 
them  shall  ije  of  the  same  purport,  and  as  full  as  the  certificate  above  required, 
and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  one  Presbyter  and  four  respectable  Laymen  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to  be- 
come a  Candidate  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Committee  a  satisfactory  di> 
ploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a  graduate  of  some  University 
or  College,  or  a  certificate  from  two  Presbyters  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  to 
examine  him,  of  his  having  satisfactorily  sustained  an  examination  in  Natuial 
Philosophy,  Moral  Philosophy,  and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the  Greek  Testament, 
and  the  Latin  tongue. 

Section  4.  When  a  person  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate,  wishes  the 
knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  Hebrew  languages,  and  other  branches  of 
learning  not  strictly  Ecclesiastical,  to  be  dispensed  with,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  not  recommend  him  as  a  Candidate,  until  he  has  laid  before  them 
a  testimonial,  signed  by  at  least  two  Presbyters  of  Ihis  Church,  stating  that, 
in  their  opinion,  he  possesses  extraordinary  strength  of  natural  understanding, 
a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach,  and  a  large  share  of  prudence ;  and  the  Bishop, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted  the  dispensa- 
tion. This  dispensation  shall  not  be  granted  to  any  person  under  twenty- 
seven  years  of  age,  nor^  shall  any  person  be  ordained  under  such  dispensation 
until  he  shall  have  attained  thirty  years  of  age.  And  in  regard  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Hebrew  language,  in  all  cases  in  these  Canons  the  Bishop  shall 
have  the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation,  without  reference  to  the  age  of  the 
candidate,  as  mentioned  in  this  Section. 

Section  5.  With  this  enumeration  of  qualifications,  it  ought  to  be  made 
known  to  the  candidate,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what  can  never  be 
brought  to  the  test  of  any  outward  standard— an  inward  fear  and  worship  of 
Almighty  God;  a  love  of  religion  and  a  sensibility  to  its  holy  influence^  a 
habit  of  devout  affection ;  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those  graces  which 
are  called  in  Scripture  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which  alone  His  sacred 
influences  can  be  manifested. 

Section  6.  The  requisitions  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop  may  ad- 
mit the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  recoid  the  same  in  a  book 
to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  svch  record.    And  in 
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any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  may,  on  the 
same  conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and  shall  make  record  and 
notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  7.  If,  after  obtaining  the  canonical  testimonials  from  the  Standing 
Committee,  the  person  he  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there 
be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a  Candidat3  for  the 
term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  shill  deem  it  expedient  to  oitlain  the  Candidate 
after  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not  less  than  one  year.         ^ 

Sbctiom  8.  A  Candidate  for  Orders  may,  on  letters  of  dismission  from  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admitted  a 
Candidate,  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church ; 
and  if  there  be  a  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate  resides,  he 
shall  apply  to'  no  other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permission  of  the 
former. 

Sbcttov  d.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years  after  his 
admission,  apply  to  have  the  first  and  second  examinations  held,  as  hereafter* 
prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admission,  apply  to 
nave  his  third  examination  held  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  satisfactory  reasons  to 
him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  furUier  time),  the  said  person  shall,  in  either 
case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Section  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  aCandidate  for  Holy  Orders,  shall 
apply  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority shall  give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some  other  Diocese. 
Candidates  shall  not  change  their  canonical  residence  but  for  bona  fide  causea, 
requiring  the  same  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee ;  and  they  shall  not  be  dismissed  from  the  Dioceses 
in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they  have  been  duly  transferred,  for 
the  convenience  of  attending  any  Theological  or  other  Seminary. 

Section  11.  Canon  IV.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

Cahom  X.     Qf  Clergymen  Ordained  by  Bishops  not  in  Communion  vrith  thu 
Church,  and  desirous  of  Officiating  or  Settling  in  this  Church.

When  a  Deacon  or  Priest,  ordained  by  a  Bishop  not  in  communion  with  thii 
Church,  shall  apply  to  a  Bishop  for  admission  into  the  same  as  a  Minister 
thereof,  he  shall  produce  a  written  certificate  from  at  least  two  Presbyters  of 
this  Church,  stating,  that  from  personal  knowledge  of  the  party,  or  satisfactory 
evidence  laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  his  desire  to  leave  the  comm union 
to  which  he  has  belonged,  has  not  arisen  from  any  circumstance  unfavorable 
to  his  relieious  or  moral  character,  or  on  account  of  which  it  may  be  inexpe- 
dient to  admit  him  to  the  exercise  of  the  Ministry  in  this  Church ;  and  shall 
also,  not  less  than  six  months  after  his  application,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  subscnbe  the  declaration  contained  in 
Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution  \  which  beine  done,  the  Bishop  being  satisfied 
of  his  theological  acquirements,  may  receive  nim  as  such.

PASSED  IN  GENERAL  CONVENTION,  IN  PHILADELPJflA,  OCTOBER,  13H. 

Canon  I.     Cfthe  Expenses  of  General  Conventions, 

(Fonner  C«nonii  on  thli  tubject  were  the  fiftr-foniih  of  1833,  the  eighth  of  1835,  and  the  tenth 

of  183&J 

Section  1.  In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  Conventions  may 
be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conventions  to  for- 
ward to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Convention,  at  or  before  any  meetings 
of  the  Greneral  Convention,  one  dollar  for  each  Clergyman  within  said  Dio- 
cese. 

Section  2.  Canon  X.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  IL     Of  tlie  Election  of  Bishops. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  iinbiect  were  the  first  of  1795,  f(he  srcond  of  1808,  the  first  of  1817, 
the  8t.*o&d  of  1820,  the  second  of  1832,  the  first  of  1835,  and  the  firrt  of  I83aj 

Section  1.  To  entitle  a  Diocese  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop  by  the  Convention 
thereof,  there  must  be  at  the  time  of  such  choice,  and  have  been  daring  the 
year  previous,  at  least  six  officiating  Presbyters  therein,  rep^ularly  settled  in  a 
Parisn  or  Church,  and  qualitied  to  vote  for  a  Bishop ;  and  six  or  more  lushes 
represented  in  the  Convention  electing.  But  two  or  more  adjoining  Dioceses 
not  having  respectively  the  requisite  number  of  Presbyters  to  entitle  either  to 
the  choice  of  a  Bishop,  may  associate  and  proceed  to  the  choice  of  a  Bishop, 
to  exercise  Jurisdiction  alike  in  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  if  there  be  at 
the  time  of'^such  choice,  and  have  been  during  the  year  previous,  nine  or  more 
such  Presbyters,  residing  in  any  part  of  such  associated  Dioceses  qualified  as 
aforesaid;  and  the  Bishop  so  elected  shall  exercise  Episcopal  jurisdiction 
over  each  of  the  associated  Dioceses,  until  such  time  as  some  one  of  said  Dio- 
ceses, having  six  or  more  Presbyters  canonically  qualified  to  elect  a  Bishop, 
•hall  elect  him,  and  he  shall  have  accepted  the  office  as  its  own  exclusive  Dio- 
cesan :  \vhereupon  his  connection  with  the  other  associated  Diocese,  or  Dio- 
ceses, shall  cease  and  determine  :  Provided  ahoays^  that  the  Diocese  thus  asso- 
ciating in  the  election  of  a  common  Bishop,  and  the  Conventioilt  thereof, 
shall  in  all  other  respects  remain  as  before,  unconnected  and  independent  of 
each  other :  and.  Provided  aUo^  that  such  association  shall  be  dissolved  on  the 
demise  of  the  Bishop,  if  not  before. 

Section  2.  A  Minister  is  settled  for  all  purposes  here  or  elsewhere  mentioned 
in  these  Canons,  who  has  been  engaged  permanently  by  any  Parish,  according 
to  the  rules  of  said  Diocese,  or  for  any  term  not  less  tlian  one  year. 

Section  3.  Canon  I.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  IIL    Of  the  Trial  of  a  Bishop. 

[tlie  former  Canoa  on  tMs  siMiject  wu  the  fourth  of  1841.] 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Bishop  shall  be  on  a  Presentment  in  writing,  speci- 
fying the  ofience  of  which  he  is  alleged  to  be  guilty,  with  reasonable  certainty 
as  to  time,  place,  and  circumstances.  Such  Presentment  may  be  made  for 
any  Crime  or  Immorality,  for  Heresy,  for  Violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Ca- 
nons of  this  Church,  or  of  the  Chureh  in  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belong 
Said  Presentment  may  be  made  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  to  whieh 
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the  accused  Bishop  belonn,  two-thirds  of  each  order  present  concurring:  Pro- 
vided,  that  two-thirds  of  uie  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  said  Convention  be 
present:  and  Provided  aUo^  that  two-thirds  of  the  Parishes  canonically  in 
union  with  said  Convention  be  represented  tderein ;  and  the  vote  thereon  shall 
not  in  any  case  take  place  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolution  to  Present 
is  offered ;  and  it  may  also  be  made  by  any  three  Bishops  of  this  Church. 
When  made  by  the  Convention,  it  shall  he  signed  by  a  Committee  of  Prosecu- 
tion, consisting  of  three  Clergymen  and  three  Laymen,  to  be  appointed  for 
that  purpose ;  and  when  by  three  Bishops,  it  shall  be  signed  by  them  respec- 
tively, in  their  official  characters. 

Section  2.  Such  Presentment  shall  be  addressed  **  To  the  Bishops  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States,"  and  shall  be  deUveied  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  who  shall  send  copies  thereof  without  delay  to  the  several 
Bishops  of  this  Church  then  being  within  the  territoir  of  the  United  States  : 
Provide,  that  if  the  Presentment  be  made  bv  three  Bishops,  no  copies  shall  be 
sent  to  them :  and  Provided  further^  that  if  the  Presiding  Bishop  be  the  subject 
of  the  Presentment,  or  if  he  be  one  of  the  three  Bishops  presenting,  euth.  Pre- 
sentment shall  be  delivered  to  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority,  the  same  not  be- 
ing one  of  the  three  presenting ;  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  in  such  case,  to  per- 
form all  the  duties  enjoined  by  thi»  Canon  on  the  Presiding  Bishop.  Upon  a 
Presentment  made  in  either  of  the  modes  pointed  out  in  Section  1  of  this  Ca- 
non, the  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows : 

Section  3.  The  Presiding  Bishop  shall,  without  delay,  cause  a  copy  of  the 
Presentment  to  be  served  on  the  accused,  and  shall  give  notice,  with  all  con- 
venient speed,  to  the  several  Bishops  then  being  within  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  appointing  a  time  ana  place  for  their  assembling  together ;  and 
any  number  thereof,  being  not  less  than  seven,  other  than  the  Bishops  pre- 
senting, then  and  there  assembled,  shall  constitute  the  Court  for  the  trial  of 
the  accused  :  he  shall  also,  at  the  same  time,  cause  at  least  thirty  days*  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  to  be  given,  both  to  the  accused,  and  to  the 
parties  presenting  him,  by  a  Summoner  to  be  appointed  by  him ;  and  shall  also 
call  on  the  accused  by  a  written  summons  to  appear  and  answer.  The  place 
of  trial  shall  always  be  within  the  Diocese  in  which  the  accused  Bishop  re- 
sides. If  the  accused  Bishop  appear,  before  proceeding  to  trial  he  shall  be 
called  on  by  the  Court  to  say  whetner  ne  is  guuty  or  not  euilty  of  the  offence 
or  oflfences  charged  aeainst  him ;  and  on  his  neglect  or  refusal,  the  plea  of  not 
gyiity  shall  be  entered  for  him,  and  the  trial  s&U  proceed :  Provided^  that,  for 
sufficient  cause,  the  Court  may  adioum  from  time  to  time :  and  Provided  also, 
that  the  accused  shall  at  all  times  during  the  trial  have  liberty  to  be  present,  to 
produce  his  testimony,  and  to  make  his  defence. 

Section  4.  When  the  Court  proceeds  to  trial,  some  officer  authorized  by  law 
to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to  adminis- 
ter an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses,  that  they  will  testify  the  truth,  the 
whole  truth,  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  concerning  the  matters  charged  in  the 
Presentment,  and  the  testimony  of  each  witness  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 
And  in  case  the  testimony  of  any  witness  whose  attendance  on  the  trial  can- 
not be  obtained,  is  desired,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  either  party,  at  any  time  after 
notice  of  the  Presentment  is  served  on  the  accused,  to  apply  to  the  Court,  if  in 
session,  or  if  not,  to  any  Bishop,  who  shall  thereupon  appoint  a  Commissary  to 
take  the  deposition  of  such  witness.  And  su«h  party,  so  desiring  to  take  the 
deposition,  shall  give  to  the  other  party,  or  some  one  of  them,  reasonable  no- 
tice of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  accompanying  such  notice 
with  the  interrogatories  to  be  propounded  to  the  witness;  whereupon  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  other  party,  within  six  days  after  such  notice,  to  propound 
cross-interrogatories;  and  such  interrogatories  and  cross-interrogatones,if  any 
be  propounded,  shall  be  sent  to  the  Commissary,  who  shall  thereupon  proceed 
to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness,  and  transmit  it,  under  seal,  to  the 
Court  But  no  deposition  shall  be  read  at  the  trial  unless  the  Court  have  rea- 
sonable assurance  that  the  attendance  of  the  witness  cannot  be  procured,  or 
unless  both  parties  shall  consent  that  it  may  be  read. 

SsoTioN  0.  The  Court  haying  fully  heard  the  allegations  and  teitimony  of  the 
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parties,  and  deliberately  considered  the  same,  alter  the  parties  hafevithdnwa, 
shall  declare  respectively,  whether,  in  their  opinion,  tne  accused  be  guilty  oi 
not  guilty  of  the  charges  and  specifications  contaiue^l  in  the  Presentment,  ia 
the  order  in  which  they  are  set  forth ;  and  the  declaration  of  a  maiority  of  tlw 
Court  being  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  those  who  assent  thereto,  shsll 
be  considered  as  the  judgment  of  the  said  Court,  and  shall  be  pronounced  in 
the  presence  of  the  parties,  if  they  choose  to  attend.  And  if  it  be  that  the 
accused  is  guilty,  the  Court  shall,  at  the  same  time,  pass  sentence,  and  awani 
the  penalty  of  Admonition,  Suspension,  or  Deposition,  as  to  them  the  oflence 
or  offences  proved  may  seem  to  deserve :  Provided^  that  if  the  accused  shall,  be- 
fore sentence  is  passed,  show  satisfactory  cause  to  induce  a  belief  that  justice 
bas  not  been  done,  the  Court,  or  a  majority  of  its  members,  may,  accoraing  to 
a  sound  discretion,  grant  a  re-hearing:  and  in  either  case,  before  passing  sen- 
tence, the  accused  shall  have  the  opportunity  of  being  heard,  if  he  have  aug^t 
to  say  in  excuse  or  palliation :  Providtdy  that,  the  accused  shall  not  be  heU 
guilty  unless  a  majority  of  the  Court  shall  concur,  in  regard  to  one  or  mora 
of  the  offences  charged,  and  only  as  relates  to  those  charges  in  which  a  ma- 
jority so  concur. 

Skction  6.  D'  the  accused  Bishop  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear,  according  to 
the  summons  of  the  Court,  notice  having  lieen  served  on  him  as  aforesaid, except 
for  some  reasonable  cause,  to  be  allowed  by  the  said  Court,  they  shall  pro- 
nounce him  to  be  in  contvmacy;  and  sentence  of  Suspension  from  the  Ministry 
shall  be  pronounced  against  him  for  contumacy  by  the  Court;  bat  the  said 
•entence  shall  be  reversed,  if,  within  three  calendar  months,  he  shall  tender 
himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear,  and  take  his  trial  on  the  Presentmeat 
But  if  the  accused  Bishop  shall  not  so  tender  himself  before  the  expiration  <tf 
the  said  three  months,  the  sentence  of  Deposition  from  the  Ministry  shall  be 
pronounced  against  him  by  the  Court.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cooit, 
whenever  sentence  has  been  pronounced,  whether  it  be  on  trial  or  for  conta- 
macy,  to  communicate  such  sentence  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  eveiy 
Diocese  of  this  (^hurch ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  EUiclesiastical  autho^ 
ities  to  cause  such  sentence  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  Congregations  of  cack 
Diocese  by  the  respective  Ministers  thereo£ 

SscTioN  7.  All  notices  and  papers  contemplated  in  this  Canon,  noay  be  tened 
by  a  Summoner  or  Summoners,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop  to  whom  the 
Presentment  as  made,  or  by  the  Court,  when  the  same  is  in  session;  and  the 
certificate  of  any  such  Summoner  diall  be  evidence  of  the  due  service  of  a 
ootice  or  paper.  In  case  of  service  by  any  other  person,  the  fact  may  bt 
proved  by  the  affidavit  of  such  person.  The  delivery  of  a  written  notice  or 
paper  to  a  party,  or  the  leaving  it  at  his  last  place  of  residence,  shall  be  deem- 
ed a  sufficient  service  of  such  notice  or  paper. 

SxcTioN  8.  The  accused  party  may  have  the  privilege  of  appearing  by  coan- 
ael,  and  in  case  of  the  exereise  of  such  privilege,  but  not  otherwise,  thost 
presenting  shall  have  the  like  privilege. 

Skction  9.  If  at  any  time,  during  the  session  of  any  General  ConventioB,  snj 
Bishop  shall  make  to  the  House  of  Bishops  a  written  acknowledgnaent  of  ka 
vnworthineas  or  criminality  in  any  particular,  the  House  of  Bishops  mavpn^ 
ceed,  without  trial,  to  determine  by  vote,  whether  the  said  offending  and  con- 
fessing Bishop  shall  be  admonishM,  or  be  suspended  from  his  office,  or  be  de 
posed :  and  the  sentence  thus  determined  by  a  majority  of  the  votea  of  the  Hoaat 
of  Bisnops,  shall  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  presiding,  in  the  presence  of  tkt 
said  House  of  Bishops,  and  entered  on  the  Journal  of  the  House,  and  a  copy 
of  the  said  sentence,  attested  by  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  Presiding  Bishopi 
shall  be  sent  to  the  said  Bishop,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  his  Bia* 
cese,  and  to  the  Ecchsiastical  authority  of  every  Diocese  of  this  Church ;  aai 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Ecclesiastical  authorities  to  cause  such  sentsaee, 
nnless  it  be  the  sentence  of  admonition,  to  be  publicly  read  to  the  CoogKga' 
tions  of  each  Diocese,  by  the  respective  Ministers  thereof. 

SxcTion  10.  Any  Bishop  of  this  Church  not  having  Ecclesiastical  inriidi^ 
tion,  shall  be  subject  to  Presentment,  trial,  and  sentence,  as  hereinbabre  pi^ 

ded,  but  shall  not  be  included  in  any  other  provision  of  this  CaaoiL 

Sbctioh  11.  Canon  IV.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 
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Canon  IV.     Of  EpiscopaT Resignations. 

[The  foraier  Canon  on  this  lubject  was  the  thirty-second  of  1832.] 

Section.  1.  If,  during  the  session  of  any  Greneral  Convention,  or  within  six 
calendar  months  before  the  meetine  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop  shall 
desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make  known  in  writing  to  the  ITouse 
of  Bishops  such  his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moving  him  thereto  ; 
whereupon  the  House  of  Bishops  may  investigate  the  whole  case  of  the  pro- 
posed  resignation,  including  not  only  the  facts  and  reasons  that  may  be  set 
forth  in  the  application  for  the  proposed  resignation,  but  anj  other  facts  and 
circumstances  bearing  upon  it,  so  that  the  whole  subject  of  the  propriety  or 
necessity  of  such  resignation  maybe  placed  fully  before  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Section  2.  An  investigation  having  thus  been  made,  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  decide  on  the  application,  and,  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  present, 
accept,  or  refuse  to  accept,  such  resignation :  and  in  all  cases  of  a  proposed  re- 
signaiion,  the  Bishops  shall  cause  their  proceedings  to  be  recorded  on  their 
Journal ;  and  in  case  of  acceptance,  the  resignation  shall  be  coniplete  when 
thus  recorded,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and 
Lay  Deputies. 

Section  3.  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desire  to  resign  at  any  period  not  within 
six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  a  General  Convention,  he  shall 
make  known  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire,  with  the  reasons  moving 
him  thereto ;  whereupon  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  communicate,  without  de- 
lay^, a  copy  of  the  same  to  every  Bishop  of  this  Church,  having  Ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction ;  and  also  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the 
Bishop  desiring  to  resign  may  belong,  and  at  the  same  time  summon  said 
Bishops  to  meet  him  in  person,  at  a  place  to  be  by  him  designated,  and  at  a 
time  not  less  than  three  calendar  months  from  the  date  of  his  summons :  and 
should  a  number,  not  less  than  a  majority  of  all  the  said  Bishops,  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  designated,  they  shall  then  have  all  the  powers  given  by  the 
previous  sections  of  this  Canon  to  the  House  of  Bishops :  and  should  a  num- . 
ber  less  than  a  majority  assemble,  they  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time 
to  time  until  they  can  secure  the  attendance  of  a  majority  of  all  the  said 
Bishops.  Should  a  proposed  resignation  of  a  Bishop  be  accepted  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Bishops  ior  that  purpose  held  during  a  recess,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  senior  Bishop  present  to  pronounce  such  resignation  complete,  and 
to  communicate  the  same  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  each  Diocese,  who 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  communicated  to  the  several  Clergymen  in  charge 
of  Congregations  therein.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of  the  Presiding 
Bishop  to  cause  such  resignation  to  be  formally  recorded  on  the  Journal  of 
the  House  of  Bishops  that  may  meet  in  General  Convention  next  thereafler.  If 
the  Bishop  desirous  of  resigmng  should  be  the  Presiding  Bishop,  then  all  the 
duties  directed  in  this  Canon  to  be  performed  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  shall 
devolve  upon  the  Bishop  next  in  seniority. 

Section  4.  No  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  EpiscopaHurisdiction  of  a 
Diocese  has  been  consummated  punuant  to  this  C&non,  shall,  under  any  cir* 
cumstances,  be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in  union,  or  which  may  hereaAer 
be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Church :  nor  shall  he  have  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops :  but  he  may  perform  Episcopal  acts  at  the  request  of  any 
Bishop  of  this  Church  having  Ecclesiastical  junsdiction,  within  the  limits  of 
his  Diocese. 

Srction  5.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  the  Episcopal  charge  of  a  Diocese 
shall  still  be  subject  in  all  matters  to  the  Canons  and  authority  of  the  Gene- 
ral Convention. 

Section  6.  Canon  XXXII.  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

Canon  Y.    Of  Ministers  Removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  sabject  were  the  third  of  18M,  the  thirty-first  oF  1808,  (he  fourth  of 
1S29,  the  thirty-flRh  of  1832,  the  fourth  of  1886,  and  the  Revenih  of  1841.] 

Section  1.  No  Minister  removing  from  one  Diocese  to  another, 'or  coming 

from  any  other  State  or  Territory  which  may  not  have  acceded  to  the  ConstT 

tution  01  this  Church,  shall  be  leceived  ••  a  ftated  oAciatiikg  Minif tor  by  Wf 
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Puisb  of  thif  Chuxeh,  until  he  shall  ha^e  piMented  to  Ae  Vestry  thereof;  t 
certifieate  fiom  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  said  I^- 
rish  belongs,  approving  him  as  a  Cleijijrman  in  legalar  stsndini^.  And  in 
Older  to  obtsin  such  certificate,  every  Minister  desiring  to  chan^  his  eanooictl 
residence,  shall  lav  before  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  DioCeae  in  which 
he  designs  to  reside,  a  testimonial  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dio- 
cese in  which  he  has  last  resided,  in  the  following  form,  via. : 

"  I  hereby  certify  that  A.  B.,  who  has  signified  to  me  his  desire  to  be  titai- 
ferred  to  the  Diocese  of  »— ,  is  a  Presbyter  (or  Deacon)  of  this  Dioeeie,  in 
lecular  standing,  and  has  not,  so  frr  as  I  Imow  or  believe,  oeen  justly  lisUe  to 
evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  viciousness  of  lifo  during  the  fiiree  yeanleit 
past.** 

"When  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  think  proper,  further  statements  my  be 
added  to  Uie  above  letter. 

SscTioif  2.  But  in  case  the  Minister  desiring  to  be  transferred,  has  been  eab- 
jected  to  inquiry  or  presentment  on  any  chu;g[e  or  charges  of  miKonduct, 
thereby  rendering  Uie  terms  of  the  aforesaid  tesumonial  inadmissibie,  he  may 
nevertheless  be  transferred,  if  the  charts  have  been  vrididrawn  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority,  or  if  he  have  been  acquitted  iwon 
trial,  or  if  he  luive  been  censured  or  suspended,  and  the  sentence  has  haaiti 
course,  so  that  he  has  been  restored  to  the  regular  discharge  of  his  official 
duties.  And  in  all  such  cases,  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Dioceie 
concerned,  shall,  instead  of  the  foregoing  testimonial,  certify  to  a  atatement  of 
the  fikcts,  with  as  much  detail  as  may  be  necessary  to  inform  the  Eccleaiastical 
authority  to  which  he  desires  to  be  transferred,  of  the  true  standing  of  the 
party. 

SxcTioM  3.  No  Clergyman,  eanonically  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Dioceie 
of  thia  Church,  shall  be  considered  as  having  passed  from  under  said  juriadic- 
tion  to  that  of  any  foreign  Bishop,  or  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  amenable  to 
tiie  laws  of  this  Church,  until  he  snail  have  tiucen  from  the  Bishop,  with  whoaa 
Diocese  he  was  last  connected  in  this  Church,  or  from  the  S tanning  Coaunit^ 
tee  of  such  Diocese,  if  it  have  no  Bishop,  the  letter  provided  for  in  SeetioB 
1  of  this  Canon,  and  until  the  same  snail  have  been  accepted  by  aooa 
other  Biahop,  either  of  this  or  aome  other  Church. 

SxcTioN  4.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  all  cases  under  this  Canon,  ia  la 
be  understood  to  refer  to  the  Biahop  of  the  Diocese,  or  in  case  there  be  no  Biahop, 
to  the  majority  of  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  cos- 
rened.  And  if  the  Clergyman  desiring  to  be  received  come  from  a  State  or 
Territory  liot  in  connection  with  this  Qiurch,  and  having  no  ConventioD,tbea 
the  above  teatimouial  or  statement  shall  be  signed  by  at  least  three  Piei- 
byters  of  this  Church.  Nor  shall  any  Minister  ao  removing  be  acknowledged 
by  any  Biahop  or  Convention  as  a  Minister  of  the  Churcn  to  which  he  r^ 
moves,  until  ne  shall  have  produced  the  aforesaid  testimonial  or  statement 

Sbotiom  5.  The  above  testimonial  or  letter  of  dismission  shall  notaifecttha 
canonical  residence  of  the  Minister  receiving  it,  until  he  shall  be  received  into 
some  other  Diocese  by  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  thereof  And  if 
the  Clergyman  to  whom  the  letters  of  dismission  are  siven  shall  not  pieeeat 
them  to  the  Biahop  or  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  whom  they  are  duected, 
within  three  months  from  the  date  thereof  if  designed  for  the  United  StsM 
and  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof  if  designed  for  the  Church  is  a 
foreign  country,  the  letters  may  be  conaidered  null  and  void  by  the  asid  Biahop 
or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  ana  dudl  be  null  and  void  if  not  presented  as  sbov^ 
in  six  months  after  date,  if  intended  for  this  country,  ana  in  twelve  moatha 
after  date  if  intended  for  a  foreign  country. 

SacTioM  6.  Canon  VIL  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed.

Sbotioh  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  9Skj  Bishop,  upon  betngiequested  so  todo^ 
a  Resolutioii  of  the  Convention  of  lus  Diocese,  to  admit  to  the  Holy  eidff  at 
Deacons  senominot  tried  and  *»»">«"^  as  Diescrih^  in  the  GeMMis'*Of  Gtf- 


Deacons  ponons  not  tried  and  eiiainined  as  piesciibad  in  ^  OaBons 
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didates  lor  Olden,**  **  Of  the  Learning  of  thoie  who  axe  to  be  OidaiiMd^"  and 
*'  Of  the  Pxepaiatory  ExeieisaB  of  a  Candidate  for  Deacon's  Oidere,"  under 
the  following  limitations  and  restrictions,  vis. : 

1.  Every  snehpenon  shall  have  attained  the  fhll  age  of  twent7*fonr  yeais. 

3.  He  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  the  certificate  from  tne  Standing 

Committee,  required  by  Section  2  of  the  Canon  **  Of  Candidates  for  Oiders.*^ 

3.  He  shall  have  remained  a  Candidate  lor  Orders  at  least  one  year  from 
the  date  of  such  testimonials. 

4.  He  shall  haveprMented  to  the  Bishop  a  testimonial  from  at  least  one 
Rector  of  a  parish,  signifying  a  belief  that  the  person  so  applying  is  well  qna- 
lified  to  minister  in  the  office  of  a  Deacon  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifi- 
cation of  His  Caiureh.  < 

5.  He  shall  have  been  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  at  least  two  Presbyters, 
on  his  fitness  for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to  appertain  to 
the  office  of  a  Deacon. 

Section  2.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  allowed  to  tak^ 
charge  of  a  Parish. 

Section  3.  In  every  Parish  in  which  a  Deacon,  ordained  under  this 
Canon,  shall  officiate,  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  so  long  as  therein  resident,  and  officiating  wiUi  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishop. 

Section  4.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  transferable  to 
another  Diocese  without  the  ret^uest  of  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  is  to  be  trans- 
lerred,  given  in  writing  to  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  belong. 

SbotioM  5.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  danon  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  in  any  Convention,  nor  made  the  basis  of  any  ropresentation  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  concerns  of  the  Church. 

Section  6.  A  Deacon  ordained  under  this  Canon  shall  not  be  ordained  to  the 
l^esthood  without  first  going  through  all  the  preparatory  exercises  of  a  Can- 
didate for  Deacon's  orders,  as  required  by  tiie  Canon  theroto  relating,  in  ad- 
dition to  those  reijuired  of  a  candidate  ror  Priest's  orders,  nor  without  pre- 
•enting  all  the  testimonials  required  by  the  Canon  of  Testimonials  to  be  pro- 
duced on  the  part  of  those  who  are  to  be  ordained. 

Section  7.  In  all  respKBcts  not  provided  for  by  ftds  Canon,  the  Deacons  who 
shall  be  ordained  under  it,  shall  oe  under  the  same  direction  and  control  as 
ether  Deacons. 

Cakon  Vn.     Of  Foreign  Mistianafy  Bishops, 

SxoTioN  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  time, 
on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to 
be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  any 
missionary  station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out  of  the  territory  of  the 
United  States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
HkMise  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  may  nave  designated.  The  evidence  of 
such  election  shall  be  a  certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  major- 
ity of  said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  expressing  their  assent  to  the 
said  nomination,  which  certificate  sbiall  be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops, 
and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  consecration,  they  may  take 
Older  for  that  purpose. 

Section  2.  Any  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon  to  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  anyplace  or  country  which  may  have  been  thus  desig- 
nated, shall  have  no  jurisdiction  except  in  the  place  or  country  for  which  he 
^as  been  elected  and  consecrated.  He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 
House  of  Bishops,  nor  shall  he  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in 
any  organized  Diocese  within  the  United  States. 

SsoTioM  3.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  shall,  on 
presentment  by  two-thirds  of  die  Missionaries  under  his  charge,  for  immoral- 
ity, or  heresy,  or  fi>r  a  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church, 
be  tried,  and  if  found  guilty,  punished,  in  all  particulan,  as  if  he  were  a  Bishop 
of  this  Church,  reaiden  t  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States.

Sectton  4.  Any  Bisbop  or  Bithops  elected  and  eonsecrated  under  this  Ouion, 
noLj  ordain  as  Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  officiate  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  missions,  any  persons  of  the  asfe  required  by  the  Canons  of  this 
Church,  who  shall  ezhioit  to  him  or  them  the  testimonials  required  by 
Section  2  of  Canon  IX.  of  1841,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  ordained 
Missionaries  of  this  Church  who  may  be  subject  to  his  or  their  chai]^. 

Section  5.  Any  foreign  Missionary  Bishop,  consecrated  under  this  Canon, 
may,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  any  three  Missionary  Presbyters  under  his 
charge,  at  his  discretion,  dispense  with  those  studies  required  from  a  Candidate 
for  Deacon's  orders  bv  the  Uanons  of  this  Church ;  Provided  no  person  shall  be 
ordained  by  him  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in  the  presence 
of  two  Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and  aptitude  to  teach,  jimd 
vrovididfiitrthar^  that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  him  until  he  shall  have 
been  a  Candidate  for  at  least  three  yean.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  so  oidainefl 
be  advanced  to  the  order  of  Presbyters,  who  has  not  been  in  Deacon's  orders 
.  for  at  least  one  year.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  or  Priest,  who  shall  have  been 
oidained  under  this  Canon,  be  allowed  to  hold  any  cure,  or  officiate  in  the 
Church  in  these  United  State^,  until  he  shall  have  complied  with  existing 
Canons,  relating  to  the  learning  of  persons  to  be  ordained. 

Section  6.  Any  foreign  missionary  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  conse- 
crated under  this  Canon,  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  government,  according  to 
the  Canons  of  this  Church,  over  all  Missionaries  or  Clergymen  of  this  Church 
resident  in  the  district  or  country  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been  conse- 
crated. 

Section  7.  Every  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  shall 
report  to  each  General  Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state  of 
the  Mission  und^r  his  supervision.  He  shall  also  make  a  similar  report,  at 
least  once  every  year,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Church. 

Canon  VIII.     Of  Missionary  Bishops  within  the  United  States. 

[Former  CanoDB  on  this  salject  were  the  second  of  1835,  and  the  eecond  of  1838.3 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time  to  tiniie, 
on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or  persons  to 
be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in 
States  or  Territories  not  organized  into  Dioceses.  The  evidence  of  such 
election  shall  be  a  certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional  majority  of 
said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required  by  Canon  lU. 
of  1832,  to  be  given  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conventions,  on  the  recom- 
mendations of  Bishops  elect  for  consecration,  which  certificate  shall  be  pro- 
duced to  the  House  of  Bishops ;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent  to 
the  consecration,  they  may  take  order  for  that  pnrpose. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall  exercise 
Episcopal  functions  in  such  States  and  Territories,  in  conformity  with  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regulations  and  in- 
structions, not  inconsistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  prescribe. 

Section  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  right,  though  not 
always  in  form,  to  all  persons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States,  it  is 
hereby  enacted,  that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  the 
Clergy  in  the  district  assigned  him ;  and  may,  in  case  a  presentment  and  trial 
of  a  Clerg^an  become  proper,  request  the  action  of  any  Presbytera  and 
Standing  Committee  in  any  Diocese  sufficiently  near,  and  the  presentment  and 
trial  shall  be  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  said  Diocese.  And 
the  House  of  Bishops  may  at  any  time  increase  or  diminish  the  number  of 
States  or  Territories  over  which  the  said  Bishop  or  Bishops  shall  exercise 
Episcopal  functions.  And  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Missionary 
Bishop,  the  charge  of  the  vacant  Missionary  Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  mane 
Bishop  of  this  Church,  with  the  power  of  appointing  some  other  Bishop  as 
his  substitute  in  said  charge. 

Section  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eli^ble  to  the 
office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese  within  the  Umted  States 
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SscTioN  5.  Every  such  Bishop  shall  report  to  each  General  Ck>nvention  his 
proceedings,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  in  said  States  and  Ter- 
ritories of  the  United  States,  and  at  least  once  a  year  make  a  report  to  the 
Board  of  Missions. 

Section  6.  Canon  IL  of  1838  is  herehy  repealed. 

Canon  IX.     Of  Clergymen  Ordained  in  Foreign  Countries  by  Bishops  in 

Communion  with  this  Church, 

[Ponner  Canons  on  this  subject  were  tbe  ninth  of  1789,  the  fifth  of  1804,  the  thirty-sixth  of 

1808,  the  twenty-third  of  1838,  and  the  sixth  of  1841.] 

Section  1.  A  Clergyman  coming  from  a  forei|ni  country  and  professing  to 
have  heen  ordained  out  of  the  United  States  hy  a  roreign  Bishop  in  communion 
with  this  Church,  or  hy  a  Bishop  consecrated  for  a  foreign  country  hy  Bishops 
of  this  Church,  under  Article  X.  of  the  Constitution,  or  hy  a  Missionary 
Bishop  elected  to  exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  anyplace  or  places  out  of  thie 
United  States,  shall,  hefore  he  he  permitted  to  officiate  in  any  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation,  exhihit  to  the  Minister,  or  if  there  be  no  Minister,  to  the  Vestry 
thereof,  a  certificate,  signed  hy  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  if  there  he  no 
Bishop,  hy  the  Standing  Committee,  duly  convened,  that  his  Letters  of  Orders 
are  authentic,  and  given  by  some  Bishon  in  communion  with  this  Church,  and 
whose  authority  is  acknowledged  by  this  Church ;  and  also  that  he  has  ex- 
hibited to  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  satisfactory  evidence  of  his 
eious  and  moral  character,  and  his  theological  acquirements :  and,  in  any  case, 
efore  he  shall  be  permitted  to  settle  in  any  Church  or  Parish,  or  be  received 
into  union  with  any  Diocese  of  this  Church,  as  a  Minister  thereof^  he  shall 
produce  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  of 
such  Diocese,  a  Letter  of  Dismission,  from  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the 
Bishop  with  whose  Diocese  he  has  been  last  connected ;  which  letter  shall  be, 
in  substance,  that  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  Canon  V.  of  1844,  and  shall  be 
delivered  within  six  months  from  the  date  thereof;  and  when  such  Clergyman 
shall  have  been  so  received,  he  shall  be  considered  as  having  passed  entirely 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  from  whom  the  Letter  of  Dismission  was 
brought,  to  the  full  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  or  other  Ecclesiastical  authority 
by  whom  it  shall  have  been  accepted,  and  oecome  thereby  subject  to  all  the 
(!«nonical  provisions  of  this  Church }  Provided  that  no  such  Clergyman  shall 
be  so  received  into  union  with  any  Diocese  until  he  fhall  have  subscribed,  in 
the  presence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  applies  for  reception, 
and  of  two  or  more  Presbyters,  the  Declaration  contained  in  Article  VIL 
of  the  Constitution:  which  being  done,  said  Bishop  or  Standing  Com- 
mittee, being  satisfied  of  his  theological  acquirements,  may  receive  him  into 
union  with  this  Church  as  a  Minister  of  the  same :  Provided  also,  that  such 
Minister  shall  not  be  entitled  to  settle  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  as  canonically 
in  charge  of  Uie  same,  until  he  have  resided  one  year  in  the  United  States 
subsequent  to  the  acceptance  of  his  Letter  of  Dismission. 

Section  2.  And  if  such  foreign  Clergyman  be  a  Deacon,  he  shall  reside  in 
the  country  at  least  three  years,  and  obtain  in  this  countiy  the  requisite  testimo- 
nials of  cliaracter,  before  he  be  oidained  a  Priest 

Section  3.  Canon  VL  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed.

In  attending  to  this  subject  a  considerable  difficulty  occurs,  arising  oat  of  thi 
diftience  en  the  circumstances  of  Students,  in  regard  not  only  to  inteUectoal 
endowments  and  preparatory  knowledge  of  langiuiges  and  science^  but  to  •^ 
eess  to  authors,  and  time  to  oe  devoted  to  a  preparation  for  the  Muustiy.  Foi^ 
in  accommodating  to  those  whose  means  art  slender,  we  are  in  danger  of  deio> 
gating  from  the  importance  of  religious  knowledge;  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
although  we  should  demand  all  that  is  desirable,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  con* 
tent  oarselyes,  in  some  cases,  with  what  is  barely  necessary. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  it  will  be  expedient  to  set  down  such  a  conne 
of  study,  as  is  accommodated  to  a  moderate  portion  of  time  and  means',  tnd 
alterwuds  to  suggest  provision,  as  well  for  a  more  limited,  as  for  a  mon  es- 
larged  share  of  both.  ^^ 

Let  fke  Student  be  required  to  begin  with  some  books  in  proof  of  the  dsw 
artftorvryo/CMiifeimity,  suchas  Orotiusonthe  2Vitfiko/tte  CkrigUm  RUgh^;

except  that  it  should  be  followed  by  answers  to  deistical  writers  since  Lehtiid, 
whose  works  and  the  answers  to  them  may  be  supposed  known  to  the  Stodent 
It  would  be  best,  if  circumstances  permit,  tiiat  he  should  read  what  the  dsiiti 
themselves  have  written. 

After  the  books  in  proof  of  Revelation,  let  the  Student,  previously  to  fhe 
leading  of  any  system  of  divinity,  study  the  Scr^phmt  with  the  help  of  some 
ttoproved  eommmtaton^  such  as  Fatrick  and  Lowth  on  the  Oid  TVf&siiesf,  tad 
Hammond,  or  Whitby,  or  Doddridge,  on  the  New;  bein£  aware,  in  rMSid  to 
the  last  mentioned  author,  of  the  points  on  which  he  diners  fiom  oar  Uiaiek, 
although  it  be  with  moderation  and  candor.  Durinr  such,  Ms  study  of  the 
Scriptures,  let  him  read  some  work  or  woiks  whicn  give  an  accoont  of  the 
detign  of  the  diiflferent  6ooib,  and  the  grotmdt  on  which  their  respective  s"''^^ 
is  asserted;  for  instance.  Father  Simon's  Cmum  of  Sermtmre;  Collier's  9aam 
httenreter;  Orav's  Knto  ^  Old  TtetameMt,  and  Fercy^  Xev  to  (Ae  lk»,  ^ 
the  Student  reaa  the  Scriptures  over  and  over,  referring  to  his  commentatori 
as  need  may  lequirej  until  he  can  give  an  account  of  ^e  des^  and  duaradvm 
each  booky  and  explain  the  more  dijficuU  pauagee  of  it  He  is  supposed  to  kaov 
enough  of  profam  JBttory,  to  give  an  account  of  that  also,  whenever  it  mi^ 
with  the  sacred.  There  are  certain  important  subjects  which  maybe  profitiW 
attended  to,  as  matters  of  distinct  stuay,  during  the  course  of  the  general  etody 
of  Scripture.  For  instance :  the  Student  having  proceeded  as  fitf  as  the  iihA 
may  iwd  some  mOkor  who  gives  a  laiser  aceoml  than  the  tuiiiwuiifiifnn,  of  Uie 
particulars  attached  to  that  crisis:  ana  also  the  principles  on  which  axe  foond' 
ed  the  different  systems  of  cAroMOMgy,  all  which  will  oe  found  clearly  done  is 
the  XJmoereoi  Hutory.  In  reading  the  book  of  Leoiiicue,  it  will  be  uttfol  to 
attend  to  some  connected  scheme  of  the  Saer^lcee;  such  as  is  exhibited  tj 
Bishop  Kidder,  in  his  htrodmetion  to  tke  AntoAwc^  and  by  Mr.  Joseph  M«^ 
tome  of  his  discourses.  A  more  full  and  interesting  inteipretation  of  ^^/^ 
pkeeiee  than  can  be  expected  fioom  the  commentators,  will  be  desirable,  and  ke 
this  purpose  let  Bishop  Newton's  work  be  taken. — Between  the  study  of  the 
Old  JkAmad  and  that  of  the  New,  should  be  read  Prideaux's  and  Shuckfi>id'i 
CoMMclioM.    With  the  JN^aiftaMMt  should  be  taken  some  book  velatiaf  to 
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tlM  flormoNy  of  tAs  Go^Mlt,  at  McKnight's  or  Bishop  Newedme'f .  Let  the 
student  before  entennff  on  ue  Ch$pd$j  reed  Dr.  CampDelFs  IiUroAKtory  Bitter" 
UUiont.  Toward  the  close  of  the  Qotpeb^  the  suhject  of  the  Retmrectum  should 
be  particularly  attended  to ;  for  which  purpose,  let  there  be  taken  either  l£r. 
West  on  the  subject,  or  Bishop  Sherloclrs  THal  of  the  WAiuatn. 

Aflerthe  Study  of  the  Scriptures,  let  attention  be  civen  to  EccUnattieal  fRitofy, 
so  for  as  to  the  ChmKil  of  ivtee.  This  period  is  aittme^  taken,  from  a  desire 
that  the  portion  of  ^ttiory  ynttHmg  «C,  as  well  as  the  opmont  then  entertained, 
may  be  learned  nom  origimd  imtcrt,  which  may  be  considered  as  one  of  the 
best  expedients  for  the  ffuajrding  of  the  student  against  many  oron  ofmodtm 
timet.  .The  writers  of  uat  int«nral  are  not  numerous  or  bulky.  Eusebius  is 
soon  read  through ;  and  so  are  tiie  Apostolic  Fathers.  Even  Uie  other  writers 
are  not  voluminous,  except  Origen,  the  greater  part  of  whose  woiks  may  be 
passed  over.  The  JpottoHc  Fathom  may  be  best  read  in  Gotelerius*  ecUtion ; 
out  there  are  translations  of  most  of  them,  by  Archbishop  Wake  and  the  Rev. 
William  Reeves.— Oave*s  X«Mt  of  tht  Jpotua  amd  FtUlmt  may  be  profitably 
read  at  this  period. 

This  stage  of  the  Student's  progress  seems  the  most  proper  for  the  ttud^  of 
the  two  questions,  of  our  Lord's  DkfimHf,  and  of  F^piottpacy.  The  aspect  of 
eaaijf  workt  on  these  subjects,  best  enables  us  to  ascertain  in  what  shape  they 
appear  to  the  respective  writers.  And  it  is  difficult  to  suppose,  on  the  ground 
of  what  we  know  of  human  nature,  that,  during  the  first  thrtt  centunuy  either 
the  charoxUr  of  Chkist  should  have  been  conceived  of  as  materially  diiferent 
from  what  had  been  the  representation  of  it  by  theybvt  teaehen  of«ur  reli|pon ; 
-or,  that  there  should  have  oeen  a  material  change  of  Ckmreh  Chvetnment,  with- 
out opposition  to  the  innovation.  For  the  former  question,  let  the  worin  of 
Bishop  Bull  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Leslie  oe  taken :  to  which  may  well  be 
added^he  late  controversy  between  Bishop  Horsier  and  Dr.  Priestley ;  and  for 
the  laUer,  Mr.  Hooker^s  EccUtiaetieal  i^fity,  Archbishop  Potter  on  dUrch  Qov- 
cramait,  and  Daubeny's  Quide  to  the  Ckmrch,  As  the  Lord  Chancellor  King 
published  a  book  on  the  Diaeipime  of  the  Primitioe  Church,  in  which  he  hae 
rested  Episcopacy  on  insufficient  erounds,  unwarily  admitted  by  many  on  his 
authoriw— -let  the  student  read  his  mx^,  and  the  refutation  of  itm  JMr.  Slater's 
Original  Drtrft  of  the  Prwritwe  Church. 

After  this,  let  the  Student  go  on  with  the  Hietory  ofihefimth  cenimy,  from 
Mosheim.  But  it  will  be  of  advantage  to  him  to  turn  to  Fleury's  J9tftory,  for 
the  epiiomee  there  given  of  the  writings  of  the  eminent  men  who  abounded  in 
ihat  century  and  part  of  the  ficzf .  Let  him  then  return  to  Mosheim,  and  go  on 
with  that  writer  to  the  JZe/brmnfion.  Here  let  him  pause  and  study  as  the  main 
hinges  of  Bipcrjr,  its  pretences  to  uarematy  and  tirfaUibility,  on  which  there  will 
be  found  satisfactory  matter  in  Mr.  Chillingworth's  JiKwioii  of  ProtetUude  a 
$afe  Way  to  Sakfotum,  and  Dr.  Barrow's  DreoHHofiht  B>p/e  Suprtmaey.  Heie 
aUo  let  then  be  read  Father  Paul's  History  oftne  CoemcU  of  TreiU,  Then  let 
the  Student  resume  Mosheim.  But  it  wiU  oe  best,  if,  for  a  more  minute  know- 
ledge of  tiie  Hietory  of  the  Qmrtk  of  Fkglandy  since  the  Beformationf  he  take 
along  with  him  Collier's  Hutory — a  very  able  work,  but  in  the  reading  of  which 
some  allowance  must  be  made  for  peculiar  prejudices.  On  cominf,  in  th* 
reien  of  Elizabeth,  to  the  questions  which  arose  oetween  the  DMwfof  the  JSi- 
talmhed  Church  and  the  Preebyteriamf  then  known  by  the  name  of  iHritans,  let 
recourse  be  acain  bad  to  Mr.  Hooker's  work,  and  to  the  Londom  Cmee,  Then 
let  Mosheim  be  proceeded  with  to  the  end. 

After  these  studies,  and  not  before,  let  Dhmdty  be  read  in  a  tyetemMtie  me- 
thod. Bishop  Pearson's  Emeition  of  the  Creed  may  be  considered  as  a  small 
system,  and,  on  account  of  tne  excellence  of  the  work,  isj  recommended ;  ae 
also.  Bishop  Burnet's  Expoeitiom  of  the  Thtrty^mieie  Jrtielee.  Then  let  a  larger 
system  be  taken ;  suppose  Stackhouse's  Body  of  DimnitWy  with  the  addition  of 
the  following  modem  works :  Etemente  of  Chrietiam  Theology,  by  the  present 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  and  The  &Mar  Jrmed.  That  many  wons  of  tiiis  sort  are 
not  mentioned,  is  because  we  think  their  utility  is  principally  confined  to  ar- 
rangement, and  suppose  that  the  knowledge  they  c«iiyey,is  to  be  *^  ' 
from  the  Scriptures,  and  judicious  CommentaloiBi 
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It  leemB  necessary  to  this  course  of  study,  to  recommend  the  Sanumt  of 
some  of  the  distinguished  preachers,  who  have  so  abounded  in  the  Churck  of 
England  for  some  ages  past,  and  the  only  matter  will  be,  from  among  minjof 
great  name,  to  select  a  convenient  number.  And  for  this  purpose  we  refer  to 
the  list  at  tne  end. 

It  seems  not  unnecessary  to  require  attention  to  the  Hutory  of  the  CbmsM 
Prayer^  ihegroumU  on  which  the  difftntU  ienricea  are  constructed,  and  the  mmn- 
Mg  of  the  Rubrics,  Perhaps  a  careful  study  of  Dr.  Wheatley,  on  the  Qmmm 
Prayer,  and  the  late  work  of  Mr.  Reeves,  will  be  sufficient, 

Some  books  should  be  read  on  the  Duties  of  the  Pauloral  Ofiet;  such  ai  St. 
Chrysostom  On  the  Prietthood,  Bishop  Burnet  on  the  Pastoral  Care,  and  Biihop 
Wilson^s  Parochialia.  It  is,  however,  to  be  remembered,  that  one  lesson  for 
studying  carefully  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  its  Rubrics,  is,  that  by 
the  help  of  these,  in  connection  with  what  belongs  in  Scripture  to  the  Miui' 
terial  character,  sufficient  information  of  its  duties  may  be  had. 

A  knowledge  of  the  ConetUutum  and  the  Canone  should  be  held  absolutelf 
necessary.  And  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will,  on  this  account,  be  soon  pulh 
lished  detached  from  the  Journals. 

To  set  down  what  books  shall  be  cfsmtioZ,  no  Student  to  be  ordauied  without 
being /u^y  prepared  to  answer  on  them,  is  more  difficult  The  lowest  reamsiim 
is  as  u>llows  : — Paley's  Evidences;  Mosheim,  with  a  reference  to  Mr.  Hooktr, 
for  the  Episcopacy ;  Stackhouse's  Body  of  Dunmty ;  and  Mr.  Reeves,  on  tbe 
Common  Prayer ;  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church ;  allowing  in  iht 
^udy  of  the  Scrintwres,  a  latitude  of  choice  amonff  approved  Commentaton;  it 
being  understooa,  that  if  the  Student  cannot,  on  the  grounds  contained  in  some 
good  commentary,  gioe  an  account  of  the  different  books,  and  eiqjlain  such  fsi- 
sages  as  may  he  proposed  to  him,  this  is  of  itself  a  disquaHfkation. 

In  the  beginning  it  was  intimated,  that  the  course  to  be  recommended  would 
be  disproportioned  to  the  means  of  some,  and  fiill  short  of  what  would  be 
within  the  compass  of  others.  For  the  benefit  of  the  latter,  we  publish  tbe 
ibllowing  list  of  oooks,  on  the  different  branches  of  Ecclesiastical  knowledge. 

During  the  whole  course  of  study,  the  student  will  endeavor,  by  the  gnce 
of  Goc,  to  cultivate  his  heart  by  attention  to  devotional  and  prmfioa/ treatises : 
several  of  which  will  be  mentioned  in  the  general  list  that  follows. 
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Prefixed  to  ^  Elements  of  Christian  Theology^  published  hy 
ike  Right  Rev.  the  present  Bishop  of  Lincoln.
